The following correspondence concerning the rent of mulbeny lands in 
Bengal, is published for general information : — 

EselraeU from the H^tU of the Commiaeionere renorAirng Agricultural Products of their IHvisione. 

Thb rent for mulberry lauds averages Bs. 4>8 per bee^rah, exclusive of " eiwai*' collections 

which are very -frequent. The total expenses of cuU 
tivation average* Be. 20 per beegah per annum. The 
outturn may be put at 32 " bojahs per beegah. 
Eaoh ** bojah" or bundle of leaf will fetch at least one rupee. A ryot can therefore calculate 
on obtaining a gross profit of Bs. 82 per beegah or a net profit Jf Bs. 12. He is speaking 
of ordinary years. There arc seasons when from a mortality of the silkworms, tJie unfor* 
tunate cultivator can find no market for his produce. On the other band, iu very good years 
the price of the mulberry leaf will rise to Bs. 2 per bojah, which will give the cultivator as 
high a net profit as Bs. 44 per beegah. It may be enpposed then that tho production of 
mulberry leaves is a impular spedes of agriculture. It is checked, however, by the shorteighted' 
rapacity of the zemindars, w^o not only dedine to advance the ryot ihe prime outlay which 
is conaiden^le, but demand an exoesdve rent for mulberry lanAs. The following is a too 
oommoD example of this.- A ryot scrapes together enough money to prepare 4 or 5 beegabe 
for mulberry. He (the ryot) is at once called upon to pay Bs. 5 per beegah rent for land for 
which he formerly paid perhaps Re. 1. A khureba " of eay 12 annas in the rupee, is sure to 
he called for before be has long enjoyed his increased profits. Ho throws up his land in 
dtsgust, and the jangle soon claims its own. Mr. F. H. Skrine has himself seen acres of 
mulberry field, pi|pared at great expense, covered with jungle or maintaining less valuable 
eeops. This is not a matter within the province of legielatiuu, but depends solely on the 
good sense of the zemindar. It is to be hoped that the progress of enlightenment will open 
hie eves to a sense of his own advantage and oounteraetthe decline in thfs important cultivatiun 
wbioh has already set in.

4. With reference to Mr. Skrine^s acoonut of mulberry cultivation, His Honor desires 
that the Board wilt favor him with their opinion as to whether an occupancy ryot, who raises 
a rice field and makes it into a mulberry field, can under the law be made to pay enhanced rent 
ou that account.

With reference to paragraph 4 of Goverument order No. 717, dated 16th ultimo, 
I am directed to state that, if the land when leased to the ryot, say 
iios’iiLE V. II. ScuALcn. land, was fairly priced in coiuparison with land of a similar 

({uality in the neighbourhood, and the ryot by expending his own capital thereon had rendered 
ii fit tor mulberry cultivation, he would not, in the opinion of the Member in charge, be liable 
to enhancement of rent on the ground that the laud had ceased to bo used as rice land, and 
had become available for the production of mulberries. This, however, is a question which 
can only be determined on its merits in a competent court. 


DARJEELING MUNICIPALITY AND DISTRICT ROADS. 


RESOLUTION. 
FINANCIAL DEPARTMENT. 
Calcutta, the 27th June 1873. 


Minutes of a discussion at the Shrubbery, Darjeeling, on the 31«/ May 1873. 

The Lieutenant-GoTornor having to-day met by invitation the Municipal 
Commissioners and the planters of the district, and discussed these matters 
with them, together with the Deputy Commissioner of tho district, it was 
agreed by a large majority, and approved by the Lieutenant-Governor, that the 
station municipality should be separated from the old Darjeeling hill territory 
Orders will be issoed to carry this out. now Comprised in the municipality, and that the 

o- c. district beyond the station should be treated as 

other districts, the roads being managed by a District Hoad Committee. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor agreed that tho location rents within the 
station should go to the municipality, and the location funds and other rents 
applicable to local purposes outside of the municipality, to the District Road 
Fund. 

The station, it was understood, would comprise the Jor Bungalow Bazar, 
the Birch Hill, probafily the crest of tho Lebong spur, and the roads, &c., 
appertaining to the ordinary use of the station. 

The Gum Pahar Forest, though beyond tho station limits, will still he 
locally managed, and will not be made over to the Forest Department. More 
particular orders on this subject will be issued hereafter. The Deputy Com- 
missioner will prepare details of management for sanction. 

3. The Deputy Commissioner will, in consultation with tho residents, lay 
down the station limits, and submit them for sanction. He will also make a 
proposal for the municipal police under tho new adjustment. 

4s. Tho d^k bungalows, &c., ou tho provincial cart road, including the 
rest-houses, will be made over to tho District Engineer, and will be managed 
by him as attached to the road, under the Deputy Commissioner’s general 
direction. The Kurseong Funkaharee road will be made ovef to the District 
Committee. 

The road from Darjeeling to the Teesta will for the present be taken over 
as a provincial road. 
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5. The planters seem quite \rilling that some cess should he put on tea 
lands for local roads ; but after discussion it was deemed better for the present, 
looking to the difficulties of assessing the ordinary hill and tcrai holdings, and 
the imperfectly developed state of the district, that the road c^s should not bo 
immediately introduced. It will be better that the planters should bo united 
to contribute towards particular roads by which they will benefit, such roads 
being made and kept up, only on condition of such contributions. For the 
present, the very limited road fund income will be devoted to the repairs of 
existing local roads, and to such new roads of a very petty and local character 
as the planters may contribute to. 

6. The balance of the Improvement Fund and such sums as Government 
may grant will bo held, as was formerly the case, as a reserve to be allotted to 
special works in the Darjeeling district under the special sanction of the 
Government. . Money will especially bo given to those roads to which the 
planters a:.; willing to contribute. Orders on this subject will be issued to 
the Accountant-General, who will be asked to submit a statement showing 
exact amount at credit of this special fund. 

7. The Executive Engineer will survey and report on the following roads 
without delay : — 

A road to connect Punkabaree with the now cart-road. 

A road up the valley of the Tecsta from SLvok to the Teesta bridge. 

A road connecting the valley of the Balasan with Punkabarec by the 
Balasan and the trans-Balasan portion of the district with the same 
point. 

Mr. Lloyd has handsomely promised to make the bridge over the Balasan 
on this road. ^ 

Tlio Executive Engineer is also authorized to take immediate measures to 
open a good bridle road up the Teesta valley. For the present, this will be 
treated as a provincial work. 

8. It was deemed to be very desirable to give up the taxation on carts 
in Darjeeling, as these only use the provincial roads. The Dcxmty Conunis- 
sioncr will submit this proposal. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is indisposed to put tolls on the Darjeeling roads 
at pre.sent. 

9. The subject of medical attendance for the tea gardens was discussed, 
and the planters showed every willingness to arrange for proper attendance. It 
is understood that there already is a European doctor supported by the jiianters 
for the Terai. There are several medical men in Darjeeling, and as the Civil 
Surgeon has many duties, the Gommander-in-Chief will bo asked to permit the 
military medical officer also to engage in private practice in the neighbouring 
tea gardens. The great want seems to be a medical man to practise in the hill 
tea gardens round Kurseong, Hope Town, &c., both to watch over the coolies and 
to attend on the planters, their wives and fitmUies. The Lieutcuaiit-Governor 
promised that if the planters would combine to get an efficient Luro])can doctor 
he would make an allowance to him, say Ks. 100 per mensem, for sux)cr intend" 
ing the Kurseong dispensary and attending travellers. The Deputy Commis- 
sioner will try to arrange this. It may bo a qudttion whether Kur.seong 
Mtmicix)ality will be necessaiy. Perhaps if a small sum will suflico for conser- 
vancy, this had better be avoided, and a small grant might be made by 
Government. •

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TRAFFIC ON THE GANGES AND OTHER BENGAL RIVERS. 

BEHOLUTION. 

STATISTICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Statistical. 

CalcutlUf the *lth July 1878. 

1. In a resolution dated the 18tli November were explained the 
arrangements made for registering tlie trade on tho Ganges past Sahebgange, 
and the traffic returns for the first six months of 1872 were reviewed. It was 
stated that Sahcbgungo had been seleetcd as the place of registry, because 
nearly all its gre*at tributaries entered the Ganges above Sabehgunge, which 
was above the point where tho most westerly of the Ganges mouths leaves 
the main stream for thc*sca. Sahebgunge, again, is situated on a rock y he ad- 
land, directly under which the deep stream of the Ganges ^sses. Duiifl^'the 
rainy season of 1872, while tho river was in fiood, the convenience of Sahebgunge 
as a registering station Avas further proved ; for six weeks during the height of 
the freshes a second boat channel close to the left bank of the rivor wu.s used, 
and special arrangements had to be made for the registering boats taking that 
channel. During tho last week of August and tho whole of September, about 
one-quarter of tho boats pas.sing up and down the river took tlie new channel 
on the left bank ; but by tho beginning of October tho river had fallen, tho loft 
bank channel was impassable, and all tho traffic returned to the usual deep 
channel under Sahebgunge. 'I'he traffic returns for tho second half of tho year 
1872 arc now eompleto. " Detailed statements tor the second half-year, together , 
with the totals of the previous half-year’s returns, are appeuded to this resolution. 
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2 . Mr. Wilmot, Assistant Commissioner of the Sonthal I’ergunnahs, who 
has had charge of the registering establishment throughout, when forwarding 
the returns for December 1872, wrote — “ The traffic of the Ganges during 
** the second half* year has proved to be much more important than that which 
*' was shown during the first half-year. This is just what might have been 
“ expected. It is, however, impossible to express any idea whether the trade 
“ was during the past year (1872) more or less than usual. The description of 
“ boats passing Sahebgunge are as follows : mulneea, woolackSt panaaya, eetaa, 
** puhj 0 (tr 8 t patelees' or katraa, and dooata. It seems to be the custom during 
** the rains for boats going downward to take full loads, but for the upward 
** passage they are seldom more than half loaded, being the reverse of what was 
“ the case in the first half-year.’* • • * • 

** The reason why boats arc more laden in the rains for down traffic than 
in the dry weather, is because it is supposed to be more safe, as boats are less 
<* likely to got on sand-banks, and there is so much more water to float them 
** than at other times.” ***•*•••• 

Regarding the different classes of boats. Baboo Farbutty Churun Bose, the 
Boat Registrar, writes — “ Ganges boats are generally owned by the manjees 
(boatmen ), the merchants or mahajuns hire to carry their goods. JPatelee and 
kalra boats arc built at Mirzapore ; mulnee boats are built at Patna, in the 
Monghyr district, and on the river Gunduck in the Ohuprah district ; ecta boats 
are built on the river Delcswar, in the Goruckpore district ; aorinda and kooaee 
boats are built on the river Koosee, in the districts of Furncah and Bhaugul- 

E ore ; panaay boats are built in the Maldah district ; and puhoar boats are 
uilt at Dacca and in its neighbourhood. Boats that are despatched from 
Mirzapore for Calcutta or Moorshedabad generally make one trip during the 
year. Pulwar boats despatched from Eastern Bengal for the Patna, Chuprah, 
and Ghazeepore districts, make three trips during the year; all the rest 
generally make two trips, that is, they take their cargoes down stream during 
the rains and return in the dry season with rice and salt.” 

Regarding the manner of registration, Mr. Wilmot writes — When the 
registry station was first established at Sahebgunge, it tras found very difficult 
to got the majority of the boats passing the station to give an account of them- 
selves. They appeared all to have an idea that something in the shape of 
money was wanted from them, or that their boats wore required to convey 
troops or goods to Caragola. It took a long time to acquire their confidence, 
although no examination of the boats was made, and the information as to 
cargoes was got entirely from the manjees (boatmen) and chirundars (super- 
cargoes). • • * • I believe the year’s operations have been concluded 

without delay or oppression of any kind at Sahebgunge. At the finst starting 
of the registration, two men were imprisoned for extorting Re. l|'Yrom some 
boatman on pretence of their being darogah and jemadar, but since then 
nothing of the kind has happened again.”

About 43,000 boats in all passed Sabebgunge during the year, at the rate 
of about 100 per diem during the first half of the year and about 140 per diem 
during the second half. During the first six months the up-stream traffic was 
larger and heavier than the down-stream ; but during the second half-year, 
when the river was in flood, the down-stream traffic was very much the larger.

The two great articles of produce— rice and oil-seeds — ^which together make 
up more than half of the whole Ganges traffic, may to some degree cause — at 
any rate they fall in with — the condition of the river trade. Rice comes into 
tlte Bengal markets in December and January, and is despatched up-country for 
consumption in Behar and Benares during the dry season, when the up-stream 
traffic is briskest; oil-seeds come into the Behar and Benares markets in 
April and May, and are despatched to Calcutta for export during July and the 
rainy season, when tlio down-stream traffic is the largest. During the whole ' 
year only eleven steamers with their flats passed up, and eleven steamers passed 
down, the river. These steamers all belong to a European Company in Calcutta, 
and they seem to get very little of the ordinary traffic of , the country. They 
get twice as much cargo on their up-stream as they do on their down-stream 
trips. They carry very little of the great staples, such as oil-seeds, rice, and s^alt ; 
but carry most of the metals and machinery, and much of the miscellaneous 
European goods which arc sent up-country by river. Neither country boaf^s nor 
steamers get any of the piece-goods traffic between Calcutta and the Upper 
Provinces. •

The appended siatements (Nos. 1 — 4) "ive details of the up and. down- 
stream traffic during the second half of 1872 ; they sliow particulars for each 
mart which either despatched or received more than 10,000 maunds of goods 
during the half-year. Marts where the transactions were small are grouped 
together : for instance, the transactions of the smaller marts in Eastern Bengal 
arc shown together, as also tiie transactions of the smaller marts in the Tirhoot 
and Sarun districts, and of the smaller marts in Patna and Shuhabad districts. 
The totals for the preceding half-year are also given, hut the traffic of those 
six months arc not repeated with the same di^tail us was given in the state- 
ments appended to the resolution of the ISth November last. Goods that are 
usually measured by tale have been reduced to maunds, according io the table 
which was used for the traffic returns of the first half-year, <;xcept that hides 
have boon converted into maunds at a little under 4 to the maund. The 
steam-boat traffic is given in Appendix No. 5 with such details as were furnished 
by the Steam-Boat Company.

the Monghyr and Bhaugulporo districts. Vtjry little wheat comes from tl>e 
Patna division, and none comes from the North-Western Provinces. Of the 
pulses also, more than half is shipped from tlie Monghyr, Purueaii, and 
Bhaugulpore districts, the rest comes from the districts of the Patna division. 
Of the oil-seeds —

The largest shipments of oil-seeds arc made from Bevelgungo in the 
Sarun district, at the meeting of the Ghogra and the Granges ; from tliis mart 
alone more titan 50p,000 maunds of oil-seeds were despatched. The next 
largest oil-seeds mart was Boslira, a compttratively little known place on tl»e 
Chota Gunduek river, in the Durbhanga sub-division of Tirhoot. From 
Hoshra 315,000 maunds of oil-seeds were despatched ; while Durhhanga and 
Soniastipore, two otlier towns in the Tirhoot district, sent about 100,000 maunds 
between them. Prom the marts of the Patna division, on the south of the 
Gauges, comparativrily little oil-seed was despatphed. Patna sent 200,000 
maunds ; but from other plaf?cs in Patna or Shahabad not more tlian 30,000 
maunds were despatched. More than four-fifths of the oil-sccils passing Saheb- 
gunge was consigned to Calcutta, or to places on the Bhagirutty which feed the 
Caleuita market. 

Out of 516,000 maunds of sugar passing Sahehgungc, more than 400,000 
maunds come from the Benares province, mainly from the (Ustriets of Gbazee- 
porc! and Jounpore ; nearly all the rest comes from the districts of Chuprah 
and 'J'irhoot. Of this Ganges-borne sugar Calcutta takes a little more than 
one-third, and the rest is consigned for consumption in the Dinagepore, . 
Maldah, Hajshahyc, Pubim, and Moorshedabad districts. Some part of the 
130,000 maunds of sugar consigned to places in the Moorshedabad district 
may eventually find its way to Calcutta, or it may be rc-oxjjorted to other 
districts of Western and Central Bengal. Tobacco comes mainly from Tirhoot

and Purneah. in vrhiich districts it is known to grow well near the hills. Most 
of the tobacco is oonsi^ed to places in the Moorshedabad district, and a good 
deal comes to Calcutta. Hardly any tobacco comes from the North-Western 
Piifvinoes. 

River-borne saltpetre comes almost entirely from the Tirhoot and Sarun 
districts ; some little comes from the Monghyr and Bhaugulpore districts. Only 
13,000 maunds came from the North-Western Provinces, and 4,000 maunds 
came down the Ghogra from places in Oudh ; Gunduck-Sahebgungo, Chuprah, 
Durbhanga, Solimpurc, Hajeepore. and Poosa, were the chief places of exports 
for saltpetre. Only 5,000 maunds are shown to have been shipped from Patna 
or from places in the Patna division south of the Ganges, a result which is 
somewhat surprising, inasmuch as Patna had been supposed to bo the head- 
quarters of the Behar saltpetre trade ; it will be seen in a subsequent paragraph 
tliat considerable despatches of sultpctro arc sent from Patna by rail. Almost 
all the saltpetre passing Sahebgunge was consigned to Calcutta. 

More than three-quarters of the cotton passing Sahebgunge came from 
Mirznpore ; the bulk of it was consigned to places in the Rajshabyo division 
and in Eastern Bengal. 

The Ganges-borne trade in hides is smaller than might have been expected. 
The total number of hides and skins (by tale) passing Sahubgungo was about 
330,000; mure than three-quarters of this amount left the river at Sahebgunge 
and took to the rail there. A very much larger number came into Calcutta 
by railway, the exf)lanation probably being that hides cannot bear a long river 
journey in the damp season without spoiling. More than two-thirds of the 
whole number came down in the dry season. 

The number of logs, planks, and posts, 43,000 in all, is smaller than 
miuht have been expected, seeing tiiat a great part of Western, Central, atid 
Eastern Bengal draws its su 2 )plies of timber from tho sal forests at the 
head-waters of the Ghogra, tlic two Gunduks, and the Koosco. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor has not yet been able to obtain from the 
East Indian Railway Company statistics of the goods traffic of 1S72. Eor 
the years 1870 and 1871, however, there are available returns of tho chief 
commodities received at and despatched from IlowraU aud Calcutta. In some 
respects the trade of 1871 was abnormally small ; and for the jmrpose of 
comparison it will he best to lake a mean bctvrecn the traffic figures of those, 
two yevirs. The Ganges country-boat trade figures compare witii the railway 
traffic'figures thus : —

The river draws its trade in effect from places below Benares, while the 
railway servos tho whole of tho Nortli-Wcstcru Provinet's and parts of (.'4'iit,ral 
India; but there arc no figures available to show how much ot the Last Indian 
Railway traffic . comes from beyond Benares. It sqpms tliat the i'ailu’:j.y 
already* gets all, or nearly all, the dohn traffic in costly goods of c<nupai’ati\eiy 
small bulk, such as cotton, indigo, sliellac, ghcc, aud oil ; but it has as er 
failed to attract quite half the Bebur traffic in bulkier produce, sucii a.s oil-seeds, 
grains and pulses, saltpetre, and sugar. 

7. A satisfactory test of tho ai)proximatc accuracy of the Ganges tr.ulf 
figures may be bore ap^ilicd thus : tho total weight ot sali2)otro rcaohiug 
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Calcutta by river and railway is, according to the foregoing figures, 622,000 
maunds. The Custom House returns show that the export of saltpetre from the 
port of Calcutta was 425,000 cwts. in 1871-72, and 478,000 cwts. in 1870-71, 
giving an average of 451,500 cwts., equal to 542,140 maunds. Q^e 
consignments of saltpetre by river and rail, as shown above, would admit of a 
somewhat increased export in 1872; so that the Custom House returns 
warrant us in believing that the returns of Ganges-borne saltpetre are tolerably 
correct.

These quantities seem large, but after all 1,340,000 maunds of rice is compara- 
tlffely an insignificant contribution to the food-supplies of the thirteen millions 
of people in the Patna division ; it would barely feed one-third of a million of 
people for one year. In return for this rice the Patna division sends southwards 
by river for export 1,300,000 maunds of oil-seeds, besides sending nearly 600,000 
maunds of seeds by rail, as well as many thousand maunds of indigo nn d opium. 
The rich soil of the Patna division thus very much more than supports its 
large population of 563 souls to the square mile. 

Salt is shipped upwards entirely from Calcutta and marts on the Hooghly 
near Calcutta, and it is consigned mostly to the districts of Tirhoot and 
Barun, and places in Monghyr and Purneah. Comparatively little river- 
borne salt goes to Patna or to places in the Patna division south of the Ganges. 
'J’hese tracts are probably supplied by the railway, for about 800,000 maunds 
of salt were consigned to the Patna railway station alono in the year 1871* 
The deliveries of river-borne salt were —

The pulses sent up-stream are Bhip|)ed chiefly from the Moorshedabad 
district, and are consigned to Rosrah and other places on the left bank of the 
Ganges in the Patna division. 

9. In the year 1872, when discussion was going on regarding the falling off 
in the East Indian Railway traffic, statistics of the outward and inward trade 
of the Patna station were published, and it may be interesting to compare the

railway-borne and rirer-borne trailio of this important mart. Taking the 
more considerable items only, we find that they compare as follows : —

Thus the only item in which the railway has not already got the greater part 
of the Patna traffic is the upAvard trade in rice and other grains. T’he greater 
part of these rice and grain consignm(;nts start from places in the llajshahye 
division, from whitdi access to the railway is difficult. Although tlie railway 
has thus attracted the bulk of the down traflic from Patna, still there is a very 
large trade in seeds and salt w'hich it might attract if it could got the traffic 
of Revolgnngo, lloshra, and the larger marts in Tirhoot, Chumparun, and 
Ghazeeporo. 

10. The total weight of cargoes passing Sahebgunge, and of cargoes con- 
signed by river to and from Calcutta, may be compared with the railway receipts 
and despatches of Calcutta-How'rah thus —

Thus much of the goods de.spatchcd from the Calcutta railway stations is 
consigned to placo.s below Salujbgungc : for instance, some lakhs of maunds of 
salt go to liaueegunge and otlicr .stations for consumption in Westorn Bengal 
and in Chota Nagpore; still the Kast Indian Railway clearly has attracted the 
bulk of the traffic from Calcutta to places in Suutluiru Behar and in the North- 
Western Provinces! There is, however, still h-.l't on the river a traffic of at 
least two millions of maunds, which the railway might, by dint of low rates 
and special facilities, attract to itself. If the railway could undertake to 
receive and deliver goods at marts like Rovelgunge, lloshra, Chnprah, and 
Ghazeepore, it ought in time to obtain a vt^ry large share in the carrying trade 
between Calcutta and the fertile districts lying between the Koosco river and 
the frontiers of Oudh. 

11. In the review of the Ganges trade returns for the first half of the year, 
the Lieutenant-Govbrnor reserved any expression of opinion as to the accuracy 
or otherwise of the figures. Prom a cotislderatiou of the returns for the Avholo 

^ year, the Lieutenant-Governor is induced to believe that the traffic statistics 
collected at Sahebgunge are becoming fairly correct, though they prol)ably 
were, as surmised by Mr. Wilmot, the olliecr in charge of the business, at fir.st 
somewhat untrustworthy. The test furnished by the saltpetre customs returns 
'would show that the Ganges trade returns are at any rate approximately 
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correct. The salt and oiUsecds trade figures do not in any way conflict with, 
though they cannot be so completely tested by, tbe Custom House returns. The 
Lieutenant-Governor was not aware that so largo a share of the oil-seeds 
exported from Calcutta was grown in the districts of Tirhoot, Sarun, 
Chumparun, and Goruckpore ; nor that Northern and Eastern Bengal drew 
such large supplies of sugar from the provinces of Behar and Benares. But 
these general results of the Sahebgungo registration may be accepted as quite 
correct, and do not, throw any doubt on the approximate accuracy of tlm 
Ganges trade returns. 

12. The Assistant Commissioner of Bajmehal, Mr. Wilmot, to whom 
the thanks of Government arc duo for the care he has given to these returns, 
proposes that ** the Sahebgungo registry oHlce should be maintained for 
unotlicr year, and that tlie" information sliould bo collected more carefully by 
the registering officer, not contenting himself with the statements of the 
nianjees and chcrundars, but personally satisfying himself that the state- 
ments made are fairly correct, either by comparing them with the cbalans 
or by himself personally visiting the boats.” The Lieutenant-Governor 
certainly wishes that the registering establishment should bo maintained, and 
he approves of the registering officer’s occasionally comparing the statements 
of the boatmen with the manifests of their cargoes ; but the duty of effecting 
such comparison should not be delegated to any one below the rank of the boat 
registrar, who is a well-paid official, and who may be fairly trusted not to 
permit any oj)pression or extorti(»n. 

13. The Liouienant-Governor recently inquired of the Commissioner of 
Patna where the river trade of the North-Western Provinces with Behar and 
Bengal could be most easily registered without inconvenience to traders. 
IMr. Bayley reports that, after consulting the district officers, ho finds that 
llevelgunge, the place suirgesttid by the Lieutenant-Governor, will be the best 
registry station in tho Patna Division. As a great majority of the Ganges 
boats stoj) at llevelgunge, there will be a minimum of inconvenience to the 
trade. Por the present the Licutonant-Govemor would not establish a second 
registry station, for he fears that, however well it may bo managed, some loss 
and interruption must be caused to the trade. Moreover, at llevelgunge, which 
is confessedly the best jilacc for such registration, there is no resident Magis- 
trate or sub-divisional officer to prevent extortion. 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor’s resolution on tho returns of tlie first half- 
year was forwarded to all Commissioners and Collectors whose jurisdictions 
were on the Ganges, and also to the railway companies, whose remarks were 
invited. The Collector of Purneah (Mr. Kemble) has drawn attention to 
the fact that large consignments of rice which come down the Kooscc river 
and go up-country to Behar and tho North-Western Provinces escape regis- 
tration at Sahebgungo as they enter the Ganges above that place. Tho Com- 
inissiuncr of Burdwan (Mr. Buckland) reported that neither he nor his district 
officers could usefull f critiedsu tin* returns of thes river t rade, unless they had some 
opportunity of eliecking the trade of the Ilooghly, and he suggested that a trade 
registering station should he established at Hooglily. Mr. Buckland pointed 
out that a Ilooghly river registry establishment could do good service in check- 
ing opium smuggling, wliich is believed to prevail more or lesson the Hooghly. 
The Lieutenant-Governor, however, decided that, as we had already one station 
for registering traffic at J ungyporo, at tiie point where the Ilooghly waters leave 
the Ganges, and another at Nuddea, it would ho better to imiTovc tho 
Jungy))ore registration beffm; attempting any other traffic registry on the 
Ilooghly. No otliur remarks uptmor additions to the information published in 
November last have bee.n received. 

15. After tin,* Sahebgungo returns had been compiled and printed, and 
the foregoing jiaragraphs had b<x’u sent to press, tlu* traffic returns of the 
Bhagiruttoe, the Matabangha, and of the Calcutta canals were received from 
tho Board of llevi-uue. Tbe Board explains that the traffic returns wore not 
kept in the required shape until the second half of the year 1S72, and therefore 
tlio figures for tiiat half-year only are available. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
)nu(!h obliged to tlie canal and river officers for the euro they have taken to 
meet tho wishes of Governmeut in this mutter, and lie hopes that tho returns 
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fbr ftiture luilf«fearB will be fumiohed in a sbApe that will bo quite clear and 
intelligil^. 

16. The Beta ef traffic returns now fumiabed are four, namely 
J‘»ugppor6 r^urns . — ^Theae are taken at the toll atation at the head 

of the Bhagiruttee, where tliat river leaves the Ganges. The tables give the 
weight of goods each way, their place of sliipment and alleged destination. 
They do not show the trafElc of places below the Nuddea toll station, which 
latter static^ records the Bhagirattee traffic at a point about 60 miles above 
Ohloutta and about 80 miles telow Jungypore. The names of places should be 
arranged in correct geographical order witii the name of the district to which 
each place belongs. 

NuddeA reforas.^These are taken at the toll station, and show the 
traffic only of places between Nuddea and Calcutta. 

The JUcUabangha river returns . — ^These are taken at the station of Kishcn* 
gunge on the Matabangha river, by which route the traffic of North-East and 
part of Eastern Bengal comes to Calcutta. This route is in more or less direrd 
competitiou with the Eastern Bengal liailway. The Matabangha returns show 
all the marts in Nuddea and the eastern districts in alphabetical order. There 
is often more than one mart of the same name ; and, as the districts to which a 
place belongs is not given, it is not possible to identify each place. 

The Calcutta canals* returns . — ^These returns are taken at toll stations a 
little outside Calcutta on the canals which connect the Sunderbuns, Backer- 
gunge, parts of Jessore, and the country about the Megna river with Calcutta. 
They show any trade which may go by canal from the Sunderbuns or Jessore 
towards Western Bengal or Behar. The returns of the Calcutta canals do not 
show the place of shipment or destination of the traffic, but only its general 
direction. 

The Board of Bevenue have arranged to have the returns of all these canals 
and rivers compiled on a uniform plan, whereby the trade of considerable 
marts only u^ill be shown, the trade of small places m the same district being 
lumped t(^ther. Further returns should show the number of laden and empty 
boats for goods and passengers passing each way. 

17. Taking the several sets of returns in the above order, we have first 
the Jungypore returns, which to a great extent exhibit the same down-stream 
traffic that passes Sahebgunge. Barely 130,000 maunds of goods that pass 
Jungypore are shipped from places east of Sahebgunge. The sum of the 
principal traffic figures of the Jungypore and Sahebgunge stations for the 
second half of 1872 compare thus ; —

It will be seen that in one or otlier of the returns there has been some con- 
fusion between pulses and oil-seeds; if the two items bo taken together, 
the difference between the totals of the two registers is only 200,000 maunds. 
Appendix 11 of tho Sahebgunge Beturns shows that places east of the mouth of the 
Bhagiruttee took about 310,000 maunds of the goods which passed Sahebgunge; 
deducting this amount, we find the differenco between the total traffic for the 
Hooghly, as registered at Sahebgunge and as registered at Jung^'porc, is about 
830,000 maunds ; the Jungypore being less by so much, or by about 10 per emit.' 
This difference is by no means so large as to throw considerable doubt upon the 
approximate correctness of the returns ; for at Jungypore the boatmen pay toil 
according to their maundage, and may therefore he expeoied to understate it 
somewhat, while at Sahebgunge they pay no ttdl, and have no interest 
in understating the truth. The difference in the returns of wheat and of salt- 
petre coming down the river is much larger than can be explained in this 
way; and one car other of the returns must bo very seriously wrong. Tiie 
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comparison made (at paragraph 7 above) with the Custom House figures would 
go to show that the Sahebgunge figures are tho more correct of the two. 

18. The Nuddea toll station returns show the down-stream traffic of 
the Bhagirutee &om places below Jungypore. The total of this trade is 
215,606 maunds, of which one-third, consisting mainly of pulses, comes from 
Moorshedabad ; nearly another third comes from Outwa (in the Burdwan 
district), and consists of rice, pulses, and other cereals. 

The up-stream traffic from Calcutta is registered at Nuddea ; and to some 
extent the Nuddea returns ought to agree with the Sahebgunge figures. The 
total shipments up-stream from Calcutta and Bhadessur (Hooghly district) 
past Nuddea compaore with the same shipments past Sahebgunge thus

The share of the total Calcutta shipments which were recorded at Nuddea 
as being consigned to places east of Sahebgunge was about 330,000 maunds, and 
the share of the salt shipment similarly consigned was about 240,000 maunds. 
Thus the shipments for Behar and the North-Western Provinces as registered 
at Nuddea were 260,000 maunds in excess of the shipments as register^ at 
Sahebgunge : and almost the whole of this excess was in the one item of 
salt. The excess, it may be added, is uniform for most of the great salt receiv- 
ing marts. Thus there were shipped for—

The difference seems to be all one way, and to be fairly regular ; it may therefore 
possibly be that the heavier salt traffic sets in during the months of November 
and December, and that many salt vessels which passed Nuddea before the end 
of December 1872, did not reach Sahebgungo until January 1873. When a 
whole year’s returns are available for both registering stations, this doubt will 
be cleared up. 

19. The Matahangha river returns exhibit the trade between Calcutta 
and the districts on the l^dda (local name of the Ganges after the Bhagiruttee 
leaves it) and the Berhainpooter rivers and their tributaries. The names of 
some of the large marts are not recognise*) by the Lieutenant-Governor, but 
we shall doubtless know more about them after the present figures have been 
published and circulated to district officers. The tot^ of the Matahangha trade

The Lioutenant-Governor would be glad if the Commissioners of Bajshahye, 
Dacca, and Cooch Behar, would give some short notine of such of these 
marts as belong to their divisions. Serajgunge is really the only one of those 
marts which has more than a local reputation ; llilee has recently become 
known, because it is to be a station, and has always been held to be an obligatory 
point on the Northern Bedgal Aailway. But regarding the rest of the places 
there is little or no information available in Calcutta ; yet on the list there 
are places which, like Booroedaha, send some thousand tons of jute to Calcutta 
in the season, and it would clearly be an advantage that the Calcutta public 
should know something more regarding the great produce marts of Eastern and 
Northern Bengal. 

The up-stream traffic of the Matabangha was curiously small, barely one- 
third of the down-stream trade. The Lioutenant-Govornor would be glad if 
the Toll Collector at Kishengunge could furnish in his next report his view 
of the reasons for this difference. Do the boats go back empty, or do they take 
return cargoes by some other route ? 

Tho two main articles of the up-stream traffic on the Matabangha were —

The only mart to which any large consignment of up-stream goods was sent is 
Serajgunge, which took 179,000 maunds of salt. 

20. Tho statements of the trade of the Calcutta canals give no details of 
tho places of destination or shipment. This omission shomd be remedied in 
future returns ; the Lieutenant-Governor does not wish details of tho trade to 
and from all the smaller marts, but he wishes to know the transactions of the 
larger places, and to have the transactions of the ^nailer places grouped 
according to districts. 

The four returns from the Calcutta canals give : — 

(1) Tho trade from Calcutta to the eastern districts vid the canals, 

which amounts to 1,179,725 maunds, or 43,256 tons, in all for 
the half-year. Of this total 924,669 maunds were salt. 

(2) Tho ** trade "to Behar and the North-Western Provinces.” The 

precise meaning of this heading should be made more clear ; 
possibly the return shows all the trade which goes from the 
Sunderbuns and the eastmrn districts to Western Bengal and 
places on the llooghly above Calcutta. The total of the 
traffic shown in this return is 2,493,200 maunds, or 91,417 tons,

In the absence of information as to the places from which 
these Calcutta imports come, the figures are less instructivo 
than they might otherwise be. 

(4) The trade “from Bchar and the North-Western Provinces” to 
Calcutta and its environs through tlio Calcutta canals. The 
total of this return is 426,140 maunds, out of which 846,460 
arc shown as “ miscellaneous.” Without some account of the 
particular trailic shown in this tabic, its figures are not very 
intelligible. 

21. Until the East Indian and Eastern Bengal Railway traffic tables and 
the river and canal returns for a whole year arc available, it will not be possible 
to review the whole inward and outward trade of Calcutta by railways or 
by inland waters. Meanwhile some beginning towards ascertaining this trade 
has been made, and in another half-year or so the river and canal returns 
ought to be complete. The Lieutenant-Governor has submitted to the Govern- 
ment of India a statement of the traffic returns he would wish to receive and 
have published for general information regarding the East Indian liailway and 
Eastern Bengal and Mutlah Railways. 


Ordered that a copy of this resolution, wdth the appended tables, be 
furnished to— 

The Agriculture, Revenue, and Commerce Department of the Government 
of India (by separate letter), with a recommendation that the 
Sahebgungc trade registry be continued for another year at any rate. 

The Government of the North-Western Provinces for information. 

The Board of Revenue, who will be asked to communicate the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s remarks and instructions to the Toll Collectors on the 
Bhagiruttee, the Matabangha, and the Calcutta canals. 

The Commissioners of the Burdwan, Presidency, Rajshaliye, Dacca, Patna, 
and Bhaugulpore Divisions, and to all Magistrate-Collectors in 
those divisions ; and to the suh-divisioual officers of RajmehaJ, 
Jungyporu, Barh, Bchar, Durblmuga, Hajeepore, Tajporc, Buzar, 
Kissengunge, Begoo Serai, Suopool, Mudbeypoorah, who will be 
invited to furnish, through ilio Commissioner of the Division, 
detailed information regarding the trade of the larger marts shown 
in the prestmt returns, and to ofier remarks on, or make corrections 
in, the figures or deductions set iori h.

A petition dated 26th March 1873, from Mohendro Xarayn Singha and 
others, Pleaders of the Moonsiff’s Court at Eandi, Zillah Moorsbcda- 
bad, relative to the conduct of the Moonsiff, Baboo Khetter Prosadli 
Mookoijea, b.l. 

A letter to the Judge of Moorshedabad, No. 974, dated 10th April 1873, 
directing inquiry into the truth or falsity of the charges brought 
against the Moonsiff. 

A letter from the Judge, No. 328, dated 30tb April 1873, reporting the 
result of his inquiry into the charges in question, and that he has 
suspended the Mp >nsiff pending that officer’s explanation and the 
High Court’s orders. 

Head also the explanation submitted by the Moonsiff, forwarded with the 
Judge’s memorandum No. 366, dated 21st May 1873. 

Resolution. 

The cases noted by the Judge appear to show that the MoonsilTs judicial 
conduct has been marked by — 

1. Lax and unsystematic procedure. 

2. Disregard of the convenience of suitors and witnesses. 

3. Habitual violation of law and principle in his mode of giving judg- 

ments with disregard of rules and orders in some other respects. 

4. Neglect of his scrishta. 

5 . Neglect of execution cases, reviews, and other miscellaneous matters 

in favor of original suits, which obtain more prominent notice. 

I'he general defence set up is over-work 

.Allowing, however, all the weight which may bo fairly claimed for such 
a pica, the Court consider that it would be giving it undue effect to accept it 
as a justification of the conduct above described. 

J ndges of all grades have been informed again and again that the quality 
of their work is the test by which their cfliciency will be estimated ; and con- 
sideration for suitors and witnesses has been pressed upon them incessantly. 
If any officer were called upon to exj»luin a largo arreai^ and could in answer 
point to a fair return of business done to the satisfaction of litigants, as shown 
by paucity of appeals, to a clear and correct procedure, a well-arranged sorishta, 
and good records, he would be considered as making out an unimpeachable ca'^c. 
If, with this knowledge, judicial officers prefer to aim at the reputation of being 
fast workers and getting through a large amount of business, they do so at 
their peril ; and when despatch is accompanied by confusion in tlieir offices, 
injustice to parties, and general discontent, tlien the error of judgment, in the 
'I opinion of the High Court, amounts to something like a disqualification for 
judiciid office. 

The errors into which the Moonsiff has fallen are chiefly those of tempera- 
ment, and such as may, with solf-coutrol on his part, be corrected ; he has 
hitherto home a good character, and has doubtless boeu assiduous in the per-, 
formauce of his duties. 
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The Court therefore believe that a sentence of dismissal is not called for 
in this case, and that the Moonsiff is capable of rendering useful service. 

Accordingly, in the exercise of the power vested in it by section 33 of the 
Bengal Civil Courts Act (VI of 1871), the Court are pleased to 

Okdek, 

tliat the suspension from office to which the Moonsiff, Baboo Khetter Prosadh 
Mookerjea, has been subjected by the Judge of Moorshedabad acting under 
S(‘Ction 34, be continued to the end of the current month of Juno 1873; and 
further that the said Moonsiff be, and hereby is, reduced to the 3rd grade of 
Moonsiffs. 

Ordered that two copies of the foregoing llesolution bo forwarded, one 
to the J udgo of Moorshedabad for his information and guidance, and th 
other to the Moonsiff, Baboo Khetter Prosadh Mookeijca. ' 

Ordered also that a copy of the foregoing Kesolution, and of the corre- 
spondence upon which it is founded, be forwarded to the Secretary, Govern- 
ment of Bengal, in the Judicial Department, for the information of His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor.

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LABOUR TRANSPORT BILL — PROPOSAL AS TO FREE RECRUITING. 


Extract from a demi-official letter from His Honor the Limkmanf- Governor to the 

Advocate- Oencral^ dated 2nd June 1879. 

In j^oiuj;; over the Cooly Bill I have been much struok by a case \vhif?li came liel'orji 
me in which some labourers rci-niited in the Nuddea district for tlie CMiandnypore tea jrar- 
den in Caohar - were seized, and it was projiusod to punish tlie sirdar who r('cnnr.ed the a 
because he had done so outside the Act, not havinjr taken llioin before a Magistrate, &o., &(j. 
On inquiry it turned out tliat there arc a number of such eoolies so illejridly recruited on 
this Chandeypore garden, that it is one of the best gardens in (\ieliar, and tlint t.lie coohes are 
perfectly happy and content Now^, it strikes me, why should we interfere w'irh tliis sort <)i‘ 
free recruiting ? The effect, of course, is that the planter cannot Vlaim the licneht. of ilu 
Act against the coolies; they arc free men and can do as they like, just as >ve pr■)|)o^e to mak,* 
the time-expired coolies. 1 inucli incline, to take off th»» penalty against fret} recriiifiju' 
altf>getheri and to say, you tniiy recruit, in this way as much a.s you like, only it you do. riie 
/coolies will be free la]Miurers, and not subject to the penal Act by wdiieh coolie'^ recMiited 
under the Act are bound dtnvii. 1 have talkrd this over with some of ihc inetnbers of the 
Council wht» are here and who seem disposed to agree with me. 1 shall be niu(*h otdiged it 
you will talk of this with the members of the Committee in (Calcutta and with sonn^ of the 
representatives of the tea interest. It would be a good thing il yon could iliul wl.o ar«^ 
the proprietors of the? Chandeyporc garden, and see what they say on the subject. If t!^^ 
plan were adopted, it would not be fair tlmt a roan recruited at a distance for a garden 
of which he knows nothing, should bo bound down even under ordinary law of conlract ro 
serve on an uuhealthy garden ; and 1 think we should provide that no contract made in 
Bengal or elsewhere, or before the CQtdy has been six tnonths in the tea district, sliail be bind- 
ing fi>r more than (srfy) one year ^which is, 1 understand, iiie common term that timc-oxpiriwl 
coolies engage for), and that in an action for breach of contract, if it he shown that the 
garden is very unhealthy or uusuited to tlie coinstitution of the foreign cooly, the court may 
absolve him. 
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It -would tibme to this then, that planters might engage coolies under the Act or outside 
the Act, as they choMi^ subject in the latter case to the safeguards which 1 have suggested to 
prevent a man being d'eiusived into a long contract to work on an unhealthy garden, of which 
he knows nothing, without the protection aiforded by the Act. 

I believe that the Bill as already drawn provides for the sanitation of . vessels carrying 
more than twenty persons, whether they be coolies under contract or not. 


Note hy tJie HovUhU Mr. Dumpier. 

I DO not think it would advisable to allow recruiting outside ihc Act. 

2. The one principle on which legislation restricting the liberty of recruiting is 
justified is, that the ignorance and helplessness of the classes from which recruits are drawn 
are such that the interference of the Government is necessary between them and the 
employing interest to ensure their not being cajoled out of tbeir homes by distorted 
representations of what they are going to. The law seeks to provide every safeguard which 
can ensure to the recruit a thorough knowledge of what be is about before he is taken to 
what is practically an irretrievable distance from his home ; and afterwards to secure to him 
the fulfilment of the expectations which were held out : while in return it exacts from him 
by exceptional means the fulfilment of what he undertook. 

8. To remove conditions which are aimed -at these objects in regard to men who have 
already served in the tea districts, is in no way inconsistent with the imposition of them 
in regard to new recruits ; for men wlio have once served through a contract know perfectly 
well what they arc about when they agree to remain in or to return to the tea districts. 

4. But I do not see how wc can withdraw the protective coiiditions from any other 
recruits without i'nconsistcmcy. I have no doubt tbat if the option were given of recruiting 
outside the A(!t^ there wouhl be very little recruiting under the Act. Very likely tliere 
would be many instances of bappiness and success, as in the Chandeypore garden ; but, 
as I have said, the only excuse for the existence of the Act is that after experience and 
full consideration, a conclusion has been deliberately arrived at that, without such inter- 
fereiice, tlic number of unsatisfactory cases as regards the emigrants would probabl;^ be so 
great tliat the iinpositiciU of restrictive conditions on recruiting generally is justifiable as 
a means of guarding aguinst them. 

5. 'riic Licutcnant-Ciovernor suggests that if recruiting outside the Act were allowed, 
the planter would lo<o ihc benefit of the stringent provisions of the Act again.Ht such free 
recruits. True ; but 1 believe that tJie employers would most willingly give u]) this advantage 
if they could olitain the removal of the restrictions as the price of it. Being obliged to 
interfere with tlie fr<odoin of the employer's action, the legislature gives the employer what 
curnpcu^atioii it can in the shape of certain siM?cial assistance in dealing with the employed; 
hut it is evident, that the prlvdege so given is not conMideicd by the employer to bo by any 
means cquivaloi.t to wliai he lo^cs by ilie operation ol tlie Act. 

6. At first I was stiiick*W'ith the feature in the Lieutenant-Governor's proposal that 
the free recruit Aoiild go up to the labor districts on a very short contract, and not be 
ull<»wcd to bind liiuisulf to a lung one uiiid be hud an opportunity of looking round him. 
This is just wliat we want to secure; hut further consideration suggests 1 lie (|iicstiou — 
suppose he does not like*, tin* prospect when he does look round after the expiry of his first 
short contract, how is h<' to get back to his home ? On the other hand 1 doubt wdicthcr 
employers would iiiKhTtHl.c tlic expense of importing recruits if their services were secured 
by oiie-yciir contracts only, so that the iwrmissioii to recruit outside the Act, hampered 
by a condition as to short .eoiitiMcts, would be no boon to them.

Note by the Uon^ble the Acimy Advocate-General. 

I 1)0 not think it advisable to allorv recruiting outside, the Act. I consider such a step at 
present premature. If recruiting be allowed oui.ddc the Act, my own mipressioii is that such 
recruiting will bn generally resorted to, and Ihc provisions of the Act on the subject of 
recruiting will be left without o))eration. No substantial prejudice would arise to planters 
by having tlij right now j/iveii by the Act to compel the performance of work by labourers 
taken away, m:isiniub as the labourers, being far removed from their own homes, will be really 
in their pi w< r. TiUt the gr*:avest possibh* injury may be iufli(;tcd on the labourer if he be not 
protected as in? is i ;ider the Act. 1 ba\e no objection to progressive reform, and for tbat 
purpo.se would lel.ix or remove any provision on the subject of recruiting which may bo 
deemed barbh or inequitable. But to remove all rcstraiut in certain cases would be, as it 
appears to me in the present state of facts, undesirable. 1 take it tha£. the laborer requires 
B(»me special protection, and he would be without that protection if recruiting and the 
making of coiiiracts outside ihc Act be permitted*

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Note by tJie SorUble Mr, Colvin, 

I HAVE given my beat consideration to the auggeationa C'mtained 4n the accompanying 
letter from Hia Honor the Lieutenunt-Governor, but 1 apprehend that there would be much 
practical difficulty in working the system of contract labor under the provisions of the Act 
aide by aide with an alterirative ayatem of free labor outside the Act. 

lu my remarks upon the Bill on the 'Sth March, I said that I should have expected any 
changes ii/the law to be in the direction of relaxing previous rules rather than imposing 
ircah restrictions, and I should be very glad if it were possible to proceed further in the 
direction of liberating both employ era and labourers from all regulations save those rclat* 
ing to transport and sanitation, &c. ; but I scarcely venture to think that llic time has yet 
come for such a step, and meanwhile I am confident that it would not be dchirable to allow 
a choice of action — that such choice would generally result in pn^ferriiig liberty to law. 

The Chatideypore garden belongs to a company of which Messrs. Bona ail e, Schiller 
& Co. arc the Secretaries. 

I have not before mb particulars of the ease quoted by His Honor.the Lieiitenaut- 
Governor, but I fancy it is not au uncoinmoti one or conrincd to any pariieular gaidcn. Of 
my ow'n knr»wledgc 1 can speak of several instances in wliieh lueii have been rcitniited by 
airdars without being taken before a Magistrate, and without the sirdar having his license 
countersigned by the Magistrate of the recruiting district ; but these cases have all arisen 
simply from the sirdar hiiving received insufficient instructions, and not knowing wdiat be 
was bound to do under the Act.

Note by the HoiChlc Baboo Diymnbcr Mitter. 

The necessity for legislatioiJ on the subject of emigration of coolies to the lea districts 
had arisen, it would appear, from the fact of great abuses liuving been discovered both on the 
recruitment and transport of such coobes. 

It was therefore in the interest both of tho employer and the labourer that legiKlation was 
held to be necessary, providing amongst other things Ihr the duo control of contractors and 
recruiters, medical examination and housing of coolies before emliarkation, licensing of boats 
and steamers employed to carry coolies, their treatment on the road and on the pluntuiioii, 
and their examination on arrival. 

There is nothing to show that these requirements, which in 1S6:1 worn considered inifiera- 
tive in the interests of both the employer and the labourer, liavc ceased to have any force at 
present, mid unless that is clearly made out, I do not see how free recruiting cuti be suf.;ly 
permitted. 

If Chandeypore garden has done well in spite of illegal recruitment, that fact of itself 
does not, i humbly submit, go so much to prove the inutility of certain rest.rict.iMus iinpoi^ed 
upon recruiting, as the superior tact (»f the manager thereof; and it would perljaps be Just as 
reasonable on that account to remove all restrictions from recruiting as it would be to release 
a community from the fetters of the laws of the land boeause some? of the members thereof, 
out of natural respect for law and order, might not requiro to bet sa fettered. 

It is true that, so far as the transport of cxxdics is couccruecl, provisions arc made in 
the present Bill for the sanitary rcgulutioii of vcssidw ca: vying t»x»re ; ban tw'cnty persons. Jbit 
that would serve no good purpose, so far as defect ivo recruitment is concerned ; and the 
diseased, the blind, and the maimed may he engaged as be fore and transported in jiarties 
of twenty, with the same chance as heretofore ol fifty per cent, only surviving to reiu.h their 
destinations. 

I would also respectfully beg to |tbjui out the inconsistency of the same statute contain- 
ing the most stringent clauses thought to be: absolutely necessary^ to ensure voluntary con- 
tract and engagement of healthy labourers, even in the case ofgjjrdcjn sirdars engaging 20 meu, 
and declaring at tho same time the utmost freedom for recruitment, with only tliis provision 
in common, that labourers engage<l, whctlicr under or oiiisidc the Act, must not be trans- 
ported in other than regulation vessels il ei iidueted in oartics of mo'c than twenty. 

It is a matter for consideration ukso whetluT fmii reenjitiug, as au alternative measure, 
will not materially reduce the imionie derived iVcm fc<js, &c., and thereby necessitate the 
enhancement of the present rat^ to meet the required cliarge upon the fund. 

I need not, after what 1 have said above, dwTll upi n the propriety or otherwise of the 
limitation as to time proposed to be assigned t(» contracts with laboarer.s engaged outside 
the law.

Note by the Hon^bh Mr, Bolinwn, 

I HAVE taken the opinions of tho members of the ('ommittcc of the Landholders^ 
Association, and find that they agree with my own, as given below, on the subjec t of Sir 
G. CatnxibelBs letter proposing to allow a system of free emigration to tho lea dis»triet8. 
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Tn my opinion free emigration mny notr be quite safely allo^ved, and I am sn^ that it 
would be for the benefit of both emigrantg and planters. The former arc bjr this time well 
aware of the best time of year and of the best means for TOing to the tea districts, and the 
paramount interest of tho latter is to avoid both the loss of emigrants on the journey and 
their su i'ivul iu impaired health. 

It does nc>t appear to me possible to draft an Act in which both systems, free and 
rcstricteil, can be provided for side by side, and I imagine that if Sir G. (JampbelPs plan is 
carrit'd out, it will bo necessary only to pass an Act providing for the sanitary protection of 
emiii rants on their journey. 

All evidence that I have seen tends to shew that the river voyage by boats is the safest 
for the health of emigrants, and I have no doubt that this would be generally resorted to 
if all parties were left Ircc to follow their own wishes.

Note by Mr. J. Ware Edgar ^ Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling. 

1 AM convinced that the time has come for an experiment of the nature indicated by 
the Lieutenant-Governor. Any doubts that 1 may have had of the practicability of working 
w’lth j>eriectly free labour have been removed by what 1 have seen iu this district. The plan* 
ters here arc working uudor what I should have considered hopeless disadvantages. Their 
system of engaging with sirdars for gangs who are practically n^spoiisiblc to the sirdars, and 
who go and come at their bidding, would seem facte to entail an insecurity almost 

fatal t<» the successful working of a tea garden, and has actually, under certain conditions 
w'nich liuvo recently arisen, caused some diiliculty. Then, the coolies iliemsclvea have many 
propensili s— a passion for gambling and the like — which tend to make them much more 
likely to leave the employer in the lurtdi than the tamer races 1 have been used to deal with 
in Cachnr. Ab(»ve all, the coolies have only to cross the frontier into their own country to get 
completely out of the reach r)f their employers. Notwithstanding all this, the relations 
Ix'tw'ccii the employers and employed are, to niy mind, far better here than they aro even in 
Cacliar, in <5pite of ilic great improvements that have taken jdaee during tho last few years in 
the latter district. 1 do not ignore present ddliciiitics here above hinted at, wlih^h, it appenra 
to me, arc due to accidental and, I hope, temporary eauses. but on the wlndc, I say confi- 
dently that the average condition of the cooly here is better than it is in all, excefit a few, 
gsirdcns in Caehar, and that the cooly gardens which come up to or surpass the Darjee- 
ling standard are those in winch unceasing efforts have been made to get near as possible 
to a s\8ieiu ol free labour. 

I believe it will be fonttd that tho numbers of fre(5 labourers have been increasing vastly 
of late years, and I cannot help thinking that there niMst be a very large importation oiitsicrc 
tlie law. The census shewed 40,u00 residents on tea gardens, of whom at least 36,d0() must 
have been coolies. On of these, soriicthitig like liull wore, as is clear from the lust labour re- 
turns, iiiidor no sort of agreement whatever. Some of these arc doubtless time-expired men ; 
but we find that licsidcs the number without agreements, there were sr>mc 1 1 ,000 (I quote from 
inciiiory) engaged iii the province during the year. These were all time-expired men of 
course, and 1 conjecture that ihere was a tendency to take contracts from time-expired men 
on account of their getting a bonus, which the employer was naturally anxious to get 
something for in return. On the other band, the legally imported cwjly would be umler no 
agreement and would utl no bcniUs. I strongly suspect therefore that a large proportion of 
the 18,01)0 or upwards who do not appear iu the returns have been illegally imported. 
Again, taking tlie coolies at 36,000, on a three years' term, the annual importation, supposing 
that the gardens have to rely on that source aloye, would be 1^,000, exclusive of those 
imported to supply los'^cs by deaths, desertion, and tho like, at least. 1,000 more. I find from 
the resolution tliat al)outf^,0i)0 were imported under the law. Of the reniuiriing iU,000 no 
doubt some, perhaps most, were supplied from the time-expired stock, hut many must have 
been got up outside the law. i3ut this i.s not all. There were some new liordcns opened, and 
extensions were made in many already (.xisriug : for these additional coolies were required ; so 
that the importation must have been »>nfli(;icnt not iiicndy to keep up the existing supply of 
coolies, but also to meet additional iJemands. 1 ^um convinced that tlic*lcgal importation did 
not do this, and that consrapiciitly there must have been a large importation outside tho law. 
Now, what seems to me the all-iinportant thing is to examine thciiirectioiis in which the two 
currents of importation flowed. 1 have not seen last year's returns. 1 am most auxious to 
do so ; but I feel couvuiced that a. careful examination of the rot urns for many years would show 
that the legal importations have been chiefly to jungly, unhealthy, badly managed or ill-paid 
gardens, where the coolies arc only i^spt by the terror of the law. It will lie found that the 
good managers of good gardens have either evaded tho law, or, if tJicy have been too timid or 
too scrupulous to act illegally, they have paid more tbim tljcy otherwise need have done to 
obtain th-ir coolies. In other words, the good gardens have been paying for the bad ones. 
With regard to the Lieutcmaiit-Governoi's proposal, I think I would give the labourer even 
more liberty of choice on his arrival. Among the opinions which accompany the extrnc?t 
from his letter there is one from ]\lr. Danipier, in part of which he points out that tne 
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coolie would be practically unable to return to LIh own country, and, if he disliked what he 
saw of the tea district, would be iinaiile to leave it. This might be practically a diOiculty in 
Aaaam, but in Cachar it would not be so. We may fairly assume that the cooly would come 
up with a fair general idea of whnt lie was going to do. fie would have heard what kind of 
place Oachar was likoi and what kind of work ho would have to do. If he bad been deceived 
as to the particular garden to which ho had come, he might go to a bett^T one in Cachar or 
Sylhet, or he might settle in the villages where lie woiiUl find a hearty welcome. I would 
therefore allow free recruiting si<Ie hy side with recruiting under the law, but would 
recognize no contract made previous to the labourer's arrival on the garden. Any 
such contract should be made before a Magistrate-Inspector of Labourers or European 
police officer. It should have no jicnal provisions, and if the labourer did not wish to 
make it, he might be allowed to refuse to do so on paying the importer the actual cost of 
bringing him up, such penalty in no case to exceed ten rupees. I believe the result 
would be that all the coolies on the best gardens would be got np in this way, while the 
bad jgardeus would still import under the law, and it is almost certain that its indirect 
rtfect would be to make the oivncrs of the bad gardens strive hard to make their gardens 
less unpleasant to coolies. In Cachar the free syatciii w'OiilJ in a very short time kill the 
contract system without any danger to the industry. In Assam it would undoubtedly take 
longer, but with loads, the spread of village cultivation, and other improvements, 1 do not 
doubt that free labour would in time become possible.

Note hf Ills Uonor the Lieutenant-Governor. 

Thb objections of several of my eol leagues to allowing free emigration to the tea 
districts seems to be that planters would prefer liberty to law and that the free system would 
nullify the Act. 1 must say tliis'couelnsion seems to mo to point the other way, for (the 
voyage excepted) it is my impression that in the tea districts a free systtun is better for the 
coolies also than the present system, end if bofli parlies profe.r it, 1 do not see why it should 
not be allow'ed. Mr. Edgar has told me that he believes several of the gard(uis in Cachar, 
returned blank in tlic labour returns, are. really w^orked by frets labourers not under contract, 
and that there a large proportion of the immigrant lahoiircrs arc in fact not under contract 
nor subject to the provisions of the Act. As Mr. Edgar has recently bail experience of a 
free labour syatcin in this Ijarjeeling ilistriet, us well us of a eoutraet system in Cachar, I 
have asked him to write his opinion of the relative advantages of the two systems ; and his 
note is with these papers. It will be tjcoii that lie is much in favor of a free system. At 
the last moment I have also received Mr. lloinnson's opinion, who speaks not only for him- 
self, but also for the tea committee of the Landholders' Association. He is quite in favor of 
a free system. By tlicsc opinions T ant einl^eldoned to continue the discussion, and imdiue 
still to think tliat in Cachar at least a free system might be tried. Once a cooly is in the 
tea districts, he —and still more she— can always make good wages under a free system; 
so that I do not apprehend any injury to the cooly. 

As regards the voyage, it may well be that to Cachar the boat voyage is, as Mr. Kobiu- 
soii says, the best. It would not he desirable to crowd more than twenty in a boat; and if 
tliere are not more than twenty passengers, the. boat voyage is already free. I'licn, as regards 
'"the very necessary sanitation of erow(l{?d steamers, w’o already provide sanitation, whether 
the passengers are contract labourers or not. Tty allow a frLMs labor system then, would so far 
not be inconsistent with the Act as now drawn. If wc allow the free system, I also do not 
sec why we should not at the same time continue a special contract system for those districts 
or planters who wish for it. That system simply amounts to this. We say— “ on condition 
that the contracts are made and attested with cawtaiii safeguards, we will give you a special 
eoutraet law secured by special penalties and a summary remedy iiFeii5*o of breach." Wlieii 
the planters are willing to give tlint up, let them do so, and where they lind it necessary, I 
would not take it away. That is what I am now inclined to say- But the sulijeet is one which 
should be fully discussed. If my <x)lh»agucs <lo not object, 1 should wish the Secretary to print 
these papers at once and <!ireiilaie them demi-officially for opiiilons of those interested 
before 1 return to Calcutta.

Thu Lieut cutmt- Governor is glad to acknowledge that the Assam 
returns and reports for 1872 have been submitted with much more 
punctuality than in pr(!vious years. Tlic Commissioner has also examined and 
reported on tlic returns. The general report might however have been sent 
in earlier, inasmuch as all ihe returns left the Commissioner’s office before the 
end of April, and by that lime all the district reports wore in his hands. As 
it is, the general report did not reach Government until the 27th of June last. 

2. The principal figures for the year 1872 may bo thus abstracted : — 
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It seems that there has been a very considerable extension of tea industry 

during the year under review. 
Seventeen new gardens appear 
for the first time on the 
returns,* w'hilo only three 
gardens lyero closed, f To 
meet the increased demand 
for labor 5,943 fresh coolies 
were imported during the year 
1672, as against 3,646 in the 
preceding year ; and the num- 
ber of contract laborers in 
Assam at the end of the year 
was 24,002, against 20,850 at 
the beginning of the year. 
The number of local or time- 
expired laborers who engaged 
thomsclves locally was equal to about ninc-t(5nt.hs of the whole number whose 
contracts expired during the year ; the proportion was somewhat smaller in 
1871 ; and it curlaiuly speaks well for tho general treatment of the coolies that 
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so many re«engage voluntarily when their original contracts arc over. It is 
however not clear in what shape these engagements are made and allowed. 

3. The death-rate on the average strength of laborers in Assam was A'12 
per cent., or *14 per cent, below the average of the preceding year. The death- 
rates among contract laborers in the several tea-producing provinces compare 
as follows : —

This shows that Assam is still in this respect far behind the other provinces, 
and that there is very great room for improvement. The death-rate was highest 
in the gardens of Durrung and North Luekimpore, and in the small jungly 
gardens near th6 frontier. In the gardens of Kamroop and Durrjing, and in 
many Seebsaugor gardens, the death-rate was satisfactorily low. But- among 
the uewly-importcd coolies there was a great deal of mortality. Cholera, too, 
prevailed during the year — more so, say some of the planters, than has been 
known for many years. The death statistics of the year, and tho remarks in 
some of the inspection reports, show that the planters and tho Government 
inspectors must not relax their exertions for the improvement of tho health of 
laborers, more especially in tho newly-opened jungly gardens. 

4. The Government inspectors have performed their duty very much 
more efllciently and regularly than in 1S71. As many as one hundred and 
eighty-niuo inspections were made during the year; forty-six gardens were 
inspected more than once ; and sixty-six gardens remained uninspected, viss. : —

The Lioulenant-CJovcrnor is satisfied generally with the quality of tho inspec- 
tions as shown in tho I'cports, subject to tho remarks in tho succeeding 
paragraphs ; hut lie mucli wishes that Dr. Partridge, Inspector of Laborers in 
the tw'o districts of Upper Assam, may bo able to can*y out his intention to 
visit every single garden at least once in the year. During 1872 some gardens 
where tho mortality was very high remained uninspected. 

6. Taking the several districts in order we first come to— 

Kamhoof. — In this district there arc few gardens, and but few coolies, 
nearly all of whom are time-expired men who have re-engaged. The yearly 
death-rate, 2 40 per cent., is moderate. The inspection reports show that tho 
laborers are contented, .nnd that they are for the most part entirely free to come 
and go just as they like. Only tlirec infanta died daring tho year. Nearly 
two-thirds of the laborers are Bengalees, using the word ju the planter’s sense, 
to express all the inhabitants of provinces attached to Bengal ; more than one- 
quarter’ are men from the Upper Provinces. Deaths Avero so few that no 
deductions can he made regarding the relative healthiness of immigrants from 
the different districts of supply. The Lieutenant-Governor does not understand 
why two out of the four gardens in Kamroop should have remained unin- 
spected during 1872. • 

6. Dukkuno Distkict. — Every garden in each of the throe circles of this 
district w'as inspected during the year. 

Biahuath Circle. — ^The death-rate in this circle was 3*5 1 as compared with 
a rate of 6*0 per cent, in the year 1871. The number and percentage of deaths 
was liigh in — 

Gillabatiug, where 7*54 ][)er cent, died out of an average strength of 57 laborers. 

Pabhoi, „ 4*95 ,, ,, ,, 121 „ 

The inspection reports for these two gardens show that they were well cared for 
that the coolies were contented. On Pahhoi there was no hospital, hut a 
hospital building was about to ho begun and a Native Doctor was shortly 
expected. Tho inspeotion reports- of all the rest of the Bishnath gardens are 
satisfactory; IG infants died out of an average of 94 in tho circlo. But in tho 
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Pabhoi garden only was the infant mortality ozcessiye, six infants haying died 
out of a total of nine. 

Chardooar Circle. — In this circle the death-rate for 1872 was 3*63 per 
cent, as against 6*0 in the previous year. The death-rate was high in — 

Adhabarcc, where r>*24 per cent, died out of an average strengtii of 247 laborers.

Briardale, „ 6’63 „ ,, „ 35 „ 

The inspection reports show that at Adhabaree the lines ai'e not well ventilated 
or well kept ; that two trolls for drinking water are much wanted, and might 
easily be constructed ; and that, since a committee sat on the garden, there has 
been improvement and tliore have boon no deaths. In Kasomaroe the lines and 
arrangements arc said to be all good, and a hospital is being built. The infant 
mortality was moderate, only nine having died out of an average strength 
of 133 ; out of tliese nine deaths three occurred on Adhabaree. The inspection 
reports sboAV that the laborers were well cared for and contented on 
every garden except Adhabaree, where any cooly who is absent for a single 
working day in the month is refused his wages for all the Sundays. The 
Deputy Commissioner, who is also Inspector of Laborers, states that in 
every other garden of the district the laborers got seven days’ pay for six 
days’ w'ork. It should be fully explained to the manager and to the laborers 
of Adliabaree, that while an employer is by law authorized to withhold wages 
from a laborer who causelessly refuses to work, yet, under section 69 of 
the Act, the laborer who works six days is guaranteed one day’s rest in 
the week, quite irrespective of the monthly wages which ho may be entitled to 
receive. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that a copy of the next inspection 
report of Adhabaree may be submitted to Government without waiting for the 
usual annual or half-yearly reports, in continuation of the special corre- 
spondence which has i)asscd regarding this garden. 

7, Mtmgledyc Circle . — Here the death-rate for 1872 was 8‘81 compared 
with 2*8 in the previous year. The mortality was high in — 

Mogulbassa, where 7T4 per cent, died out of an average strength of 28 laborers.

These arc all small gardens wuth very few coolies on each. Tlie inspection 
reports (by Captain Boyd) show that the lines are well kept and the coolies 
well cared for. No special explanation is given of the causes of the mortality ; 
if such mortality recurs in the present year, the matter must bo very closely 
looked into. But after considering the inspection reports, the Lieutenant- 
Governor deems it unnecessary to remark further on these three branch 
gardens, lie observes that Captain Boyd, at his inspection of J.inuary 1873, 
inquired very fully into the causes of the Attarikat mortality, and he is satislied 
with that officer’s conclusion that the deaths of the three women were due to 
natural and non-prcventible causes. 

8. On the Avhole the Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied with the attention 
given by the local officers in all three circles of the Durrung district dqring the 
year 1872, and he is very glad to find that the previous excessive mortality is 
so much diminished. This was the district in respect of w'hich the Lieutenant- 
Governor had the greatest doubts, and it is a relief to know that there is great 
improvement. He has read with interest the extracts from Captain Boyd’s 
report, given at paragraph 74 of the Commissioner’s letter. The Lieutenant- 
Governor concurs in much of what Captain Boyd says, and is glad to learn 
that with the single exception of the Adhabaree coolies, all the Durrung tea 
laborers are on the whole well off and contented. 

9. Nowgong. — In this district the death-rate for 1872 was 4T6 per 
cent., against 6*7 per cent, in the year 1871. The mortality was high on— - 

Borkondoli, where 16-76 per cent, died out of an average strength of 42 laborers. 

Nijorikat, „ 16-21 „ „ „ „ 68 „ {' 

Both those gardens were inspected twice during the year, and were found 
to be in all respects well found and well managed. The deaths (seven on each 
garden) occurred partly, hut not wholly, among newly-arrived coolies, who 
reached Assam in bad health. All the sick were treated either on the gardens. 
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botli of which possessed a competent Native Doctor, or at the head«qaarters 
dispensary, to which some of the joatients were moved. Oat of an av^ra^ 
strength of 97 infants over the district, seven infants died during 1872. 

The Deputy Commissioner, Major Sherer, reports that there was no 
unusual sickness daring the year ; that no committees on gardens had to be 
held ; that the condition of the lines and hospitals on all gardens was found 
satisfactory ; that the coolies are paid very regularly and fairly. * * Some 
of the imported coolies earn monthly nearly half as much as their ordinary 
pay ; * * and in no single instance had the provisions of the Act to be 

enforced against a single planter.” 

10. ITvpku Assam. — ^Thc two districts of Scebsangor and Luckimporo, 
which contain three>fourths of all the gardens, and employ four-fifths of all the 
imported labor in Assam, have hcrotoforo been treated as one circle. By the 
Government orders on last year’s (1871) report, it was directed that the figures 
for each of the two districts should be separately shown, but that order was 
noted upon in the latter half of the year only, so that for 1872 the 
labor statistics of the two districts will have to be reviewed together. It 
was in these two districts, and more especially in Luckimpore, that the 
great extension of the tea industry during 1872 mainly took place. To meet 
this extension Seebsaugor and Luckimpore took seven-eighths of tho imported 
coolies who oumo to Assam. In some parts of these districts cholera prevailed, 
and in some gardens tlierc^ w^as terrible mortality, especially among newly- 
imported coolies. Tho Commissioner has in his report examined tho facts very 
fully ; in sumo instances explanation of the mortality is attempted. 

11. The death-rate in Upper Assam was 4*22 per cent, in 1872, or 
against 4*06 per c<mt. in 1871. The Commissioner gives lists of the gardens 
arranged according to the different rates of mortality. lie writes that —

The mortality in 53 gardens was below 8 i>er cent., in 80 gardens above 3 but below 

5 per cent., in 14> gardens above 5 but not exceeding 7 per 
cent., and in 80 gardens the death-rate exceeded 7 percent., 
out of which in eight instances, vis., Dcroibarcc, Borsilla, 
Laluiig, liulwating, and Mybella gardens in Seebsaugor, 
and Greenwood, Dejoa, Joyhing in Luckimpore, the death-rate ranged from nearly 10 to 
about 19 per cent. ; and in tlic l.)ebr<ipnr garden of the Noacachary Cuuipany in Seebsaugor, 
and in tho Mothola, llungaguru, Lai])oolee, Uookanjnoree, and Hoogreejan estates in the 

Luckimpore district, the dcath-raic was above 20 per 
* ff cent. ; tiic mortality in Debropar and Laipoolee exceeding 
onsni-jaii. p® Cent. ; and the last two* ap|)ear to have lost in a 

twelvemonth 11 and 89 lulmrcrs out of an average number of 3U and 50 respectively.”

Out of a total number of SIS deaths, 538 persons died daring July to December, and 
only 280 from January to June.” 

Dr. Partridge, the Inspector, w'rites that the greater mortality in Upper 
Assam during the year 1872 “ was undoubtedly caused by an outbreak of 
cholera which occurred throughout both districts.” • 

12. Taking in order the several gardens whore the mortality was very 
high, the Lieutenant-CJovoruor finds tho facts to have boon as follows • 

SaKBSAiTGOK Djstiuct. — Deht'opar Garden. — Average, number of laborers, 
43;- number of laborers imported during tho year, 34; number of deaths, 12; 
death-rate, 28 per cent. The garden was not inspected during the year. 
The manager, Mr. Ilogartli, writes : 


** The mortality of this garden is certainly very alarming, but * * * cholera 

and dysentery has taken every one. * * If the men liad been healthy tliey might 

have been saved ; but the whole garden was suffering from venereal introduced by a new 
Imteh of coolies, and they fell easy victims to a wild cholera attack. At Noacachary (the 
parent (garden) we had several cases, but only one fatal. -it Debropar baa a Native 

Doctor who did all he was able to do, but he said the coolies bad no stamina. 1 intend to 
change the site of the cooly lines, bnl should like yonr (the Inspector’s) advice.” 

MybeUa Garden . — Opened during tho year; number of laborers imported 
during tike year, 30; deaths, 4; average mortality shown as 17*66, being 
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calculated on an average strength of 28 laborers. Inspoctipn reports show l^at 
the Hhes are good ; the ooolies are well oared for. 

Hulwating . — ^Also a small new garden ; with 2 deaths out of an average 
strength of 12 laborers, giving a death-rate of 16 per cent. Inspection report 
says that the garden was in all respects properly found and managed. 

Small new garden; 5 deaths out of 46 laborers; garden not 
inspected; manager reports one of the deaths was from cholera and two from 
dysentery. The large parent garden, Noaqachary, to which this garden and 
Debrapar both belong, was not inspected during the year, but its death-rate was 
3‘08 per cent., so we may presume that it was fairly hoalthy and well managed. 

Tiphook . — 33 deaths on nn average of 415 laborers ; death-rate 7*95 per 
cent, against 4*7 in the year 1871 ; 212 new laborers imported during the year. 
The inspection report sltows the garden to have been properly found in erery 
respect and the coolies well cared for. 

Borbom (Amjooree Company). — 12 deaths on an average strength of 168 ' 
laborers; death-rate of 7*12. Inspection report in all respects satis^tory. 

NumaligurJi . — 10 deaths on an average strength of 268 laborers ; death- 
rate 7*08 against 9*6 in the. year 1872. Not inspected during the year. 

JLukwah . — 21 deaths on an average strength of 316 laborers ; death-rate 
6*64 per cent. ; 1613 coolies were imported during thcl^iirst half-year ; the Inspec- 
tor on the 29th November found these now comers to bo still unhealthy, and 
notes that the deaths had occurred mostly among them. 

Jmjooree . — 23 deaths on an average strength of 8S6; death-rate 5*98 as 
against 5*1 in the preceding year ; 191 new coolies imported during the year. 
Inspection report satisfactory in all respects. 

jLtkhel and Dooly Bagan — Two large gardens belonging to the Assam 
Tea Company; had a death-rate of 6*91 and 6*31 respectively. Atkhel im- 
ported 110 coolies, while Dooly Bagan imported only 13 daring tho year. 
The inspection reports of both arc satisfactory. 

There are other small gardens in the Seebsaugor districts where tho death- 
rate exceeded 6 per cent., namely, Meleng^ Ladaigurh^ Sooraipanecy Mohmaray 
GoriahahiCy Balteechoongee, Debbeajoolee, BoisahaheOy Malmarahy Soykotta, 
Dcroiharee, Borsilla, where the death-rate exceeded 5 per cent. No inspec- 
tion reports have b(jen received of those gardens marked with italics. For tho 
rest the inspection reports are satisfactory. It is noteworthy that several of 
these small gardens, among others Borsilla, with a death-rato of 9*96 per cent., 
imported no fresh coolies during the year ||672. The Inspector must, at his 
next visit, inquire into the cause of the apparent unhealthiness of these 
gardens, and a copy of his inspecton report must be forwarded specially, with 
the Oommissionor^s opinion, for tho information of Government.

The manager (Mr. W. Minto), tho Inspector, and tho Commissioner have 
reported separately upon this terrible mortality. The letters certainly show 
that the planter has concerned himself much about tho deaths among his 
coolies, ana that he has done for them what he could. They were not inspeoted 
during 1872, but Dr. Partridge has inspected tliom since the beginning of the 
year, and found everything satisfactory ; ho anticipates that all three gardens 
will he healthy this year. Mr. Minto ascribes the mortality to the following 
causes: — The gardens had been in jungle for four years, and were newly re-opened 
in Novembc'r 1871 ; it would require strong, healthy coolies of a good stamp to 
stand the work and malaria inseparablo from opening a new garden; but 
the new coolies who wore imported in November to March 1871-72 were 
poor, siokly, and of a very^bad stamp. Mr. Minto selected his coolies himself 
in Calcutta, but he believes they were changed before they wore put on 
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board the steamors;' and ibis belief is shared apparently by the Inspector, 
Dr. Partridge, and by other planters. 

Bmgagora (Upper Assam Company). — ^Forty deaths on an average strength 
of 179 laborers, giving a 'dcath*rato of 22*84 per cent. Thirty«nine laborers 
imported during the year. Last inspection was in January 1872, and showed 
that there was no hospital ; that the medical attendant was stupid and unfit ; 
that blankets had not been supplied to the coolies as required by agreement ; 
that' the average wages received by each cooly in November 1871 was only 
Ks. for the whole month ; and that the coolies were not in good case. 

Joyhittff (belonging to Messrs. Wise and Smitli). — ^Twenty deaths on an 
average'^ strength of lOO, giving a death-rate of 18*60 per cent. Ninety-nine 
coolies imported during the year. ’Phe inspection report of April 1872 shows 
that there is no hospital or medical attendant on the garden ; for the rest, the 
garden was properly found, and the coolies were well cared for. 

GreetiufOod.-^New garden opened during the latter part of the year. 
One hundred and fifteen new coolies imported, of whom ten died before they 
were six months on the garden. The inspection report shows that new cooly 
lines were to be built on .a bettor sib*, that there was no resident medical practi- 
tioner, and no hospital had hocu built. 

jP^on.—A newly re-opened garden. Twelve deaths on a strength of 94, 
giving a death-rate of 12*73 per cent. Thirty-six new coolies imported during 
the year. The inspection report of April 1872 shows that there was no mediem 
attendant on the garden, but that the Inspector had called upon the manager 
to provide one. For the rest, the lines were being put into order, and the 
coolies were well found. 

Forty deaths on an average strength of 490 laborers, giving* a 
death-rate of 8*16 per cent. Inspection reporU of January and July 1872 
show that the garden was in all respects well found. No explanation of 
this high mortality on an old-cstahlished garden is given, save that dysentery, 
diarrhoea, and dropsy were, as is the case on other gardens, the principal 
diseases. In 1871 the niorlaliiy on this garden was 5*5 per cent., and was 
attributed to dysentery and diarrhoea among two weakly batches of coolies. 
Tullup imported 403 new coolies during the year 187 2, and re-engaged 89 out of 
120 who completed their original contracts. 

Lahioal (Muttnek Tea Company). — Eleven deaths on an avorage strength 
of 174 laborers, giving a death-rate of 0*30 per cent. The garden was 
inspected tuioe during Iho year, an# was in all. respects well found; the cooly 
lines arc said to be particularly good and clean. 

The mortality on the following small gardens was above 6 per cent. : — 
Doolah&t, Gaijan, Tingrai, Dibrognrli, llhpmaria, N udwa, Hulmarce, Tiphook, 
Bhipuria ; and regarding each of them the Inspector will have to note specially 
in his next inspection report,, as well as regarding the larger gardens noticed 
above. 

14. The mortality among infants under seven years of age was as 
follows : —

These rates are on the whole lower than in the preceding year. The infant 
mortality was nowhere so bad as the adult mortality on the Tengrai Estate 
gardens. The infaqt mortality was much heavier in the Seebsaugor than on 
the Luckimpore gardens. It is explained that ** the infants are born prema- 
turely, and that the mothers are cureless.” It is noi: stated that there is any 
reaa(m for fearing that the mothers are worked so hard os to bo unable to 
do justice to their babies.

It seems then that in 1872, as in the preceding year, the Chota Nagpore 
coolies fared best of all ; but that in 1872 the coolies from the Upper Provinces 
were the next best, while among Bengalee coolies the death>rate was nearly 
60 per cent, higher than it was among Chota Nagpore or Upper Provinces 
men. Jn 1871 the Bengalee coolies were tliroughout healthier than the 
North-Western Provinces coolies. In recent reports, and also in some of the 
present papers, coolies from the Upper Provinces are spoken of as being unfit 
for work in new jungly gardens. However this may be, tho statistics 
of 1872, if correct — and there is on their face no ground for doubting then* 
accuracy — show that in the two great tea districts of Upper Assam the 
coolies from tho North-Western Provinces wore very much more healthy 
than the Bengalee coolies ; and it was only in the 37 gardens of the Bur- 
ning and Nowgong districts that the death-rate among North-Western 
Provinces coolies was higher than among Bengalees. No solution of the discre- 
pancy between tho results of 1871 and 1872 is offered; but the explanation 
may be that the newly-imported coolies of 1872 (among whom the mortality 
of the year chiefly occurred) were 2,373 Bengalees against 669 men from the 
North-Western Provinces. The planters of Upper Assam, it seems, usually 
indent for Bengalees or Chota Nagpore coolies rather than for men from the 
Upper Provinces. 

16. The Gomniissiouer and the majority of the inspecting officers report 
that “ the laborers arc, as a rule, remarkably contented /ind well off.” 
remarks on the inspection reports of each garden certainly bear out this view. 
But at the same time the Lieutenant-Governor cannot but feel that there are some 
grave drawbacks when the mortality is still so very high upon so many gardens in 
Seebsaugor and Luckimpore. He has carefully considered all the reports and 
returns ; he has recently observe^ closely the peculiarities of the free labor 
system on the tea estates of Darjeeling ; bo has inquired into the condition 
of some of the Gacbar tea gardens, where all the laborers are working on daily 
or monthly wages without any contract ; and ho is very much inclined to think 
that it is best to introduce^ a system of free labor os much as possible. At 
present new and untried coolies are imported, and they are very dron tskAw to 
newly'^opened or re-opened gardens, where the work is specially bard and the 
cUmate peculiarly trying. If newly-imported laborers were kept off new 
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>9110 would certainly do more work and be very much liable to sickness and 
death. Newly>im^rted laborers could be introduced to the Assam climate on 
old well'estabUshed gardens, where they would gradually take their &ir share of 
hard garden work. 

17. The Ideutenant-Govemor has not remarked upon the statistics of 
** desertions** among coolies. He is glad to learn that many planters in Assam 
are already beginning to give up the pursuit of runaway coolies, and to trust 
to good treatment and regular wages to keep laborers on these estates. The 
inspection nports show that periodical markets, where food can be got cheap 
and good, are regular institutions on many large gardens, to the great advantage 
and comfort of the coolies. 

18. The statements made by Mr. Minto of the Tengrai estates, which state- 

ments are more or loss supported by many passages in the inspection reports, are 
veiy serious. Careful inquiry will be made in Calcutta as to the way in which 
coolies are passed by the medical officers in Calcutta and Goalundo, and whether 
there is real risk or probability of weakly men being substituted for coolies who 
have passed the medical examination. The Lieutenant-Governor inclines to 
the view that coolies brought by garden sirdars are more likely to be stout, 
cheerful workmen than men who are collected by contractors' agents ; such 
agents work among people, and regarding whose future fate they have absolutely 
no interest whatever. ' 

19. The Lieutenant-Governor is much obliged to the Commissioner for the 
complete way in which be has examined the labor statistics of Assam for 1872, 
and for the remarks made by Captain Boyd and Mqjor Shcrer, as extracted in the 
Commissioner's report. The Commissioner will be requested to procure and 
submit by tlie Ist Kovember next special reports on all the gardens of which 
the unhealthiness has been specially noticed by Government in this resolution. 
In the case of Tengrai estates and other gardens where the death-rate exceeds 
8 per cent., the Commissioner should report whether steps ought to be taken 
for closing them to newly-imported labor. Copy of the annual report and 
of the two half-yearly reports will be laid before tbo Select Committee of 
the Council for tbeir consideration. 

Orubk. — Ordered, that a copy of this resolution, and of the communications 
therein referred to, be forwarded to the Government of India in the Department 
of Agriculture, lievenuc, and Commerce, for. information. 

That a copy, with copy of the Commissioner's annual and his two half- 
y^rly reports, be forwarded to the Assistant Secretary, Legislative Department, 
for submission to the Select Committee. * 

That twelve copies of this resolution, and of the Commissioner's annual 
report, be forwarded to the Commissiom r of Assam for information, and for 
cbmmunication to the several oiFicers concerned. Tlie special reports called 
for in the last paragraph should consist of the next inspection report, which 
should bo carefully made, and should bring the facts regarding each garden 
fully up to date. These special reports should bo accompanied with any 
recommendations or expressions of opinion the Commissioner or the Inspectors 
may wish to offer. • 

And that copy of the resolution, and of the Commissioner's two half-yearly 
and. reports, and alsb of the Commissioner's letter on the Tengrai estate, 

be forwarded to the l^otector of Emigrants, Calcutta, who is requested to 
institute carefhl inquiry into the grounds for the belief that weakly men can be, 
and are, substituted for passed coolies at Calcutta and Goalundo.

To— The Magistrate of Burdwan. 

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your No. 129, dated the 24th instant, 
with its enclosures, regarding the state of the fever in the Burdwan district for the mouth 
of May. I beg that in future you will endeavour to submit your report for each month 
within ten days from the close of the month tinder report. 

2. The general impression to be derived from the present report is satisfactory. There 
has been no serious increase in the fever anywhere, and there has been a decrease in many 
placba. Your report for April having been sent to Government in original, I am unable to 
compare the figures for May in detail ; but I observe that the daily average attendance at 
the disiiensaries was 4,9 1 3 in the week ending 21st April, whereas it had fallen to 4,622 in 
the week ending 14th May, hut it had risen again to 4,832 in the week ending 21st May. 
And it appears that out of 132,901 persons under treatment during the period to which 
your statement (No. 3) for May refers, there were only 217 deaths, against 266 deaths 
among 130,800 persons under treatment during the period reported on for April. These 
changes, and other favorable or oufavorabie indications, are referred by the Civil Surgeon 
and the metlical inspecting officers to the variations of the weather and the temperature. 

8. Y'ou should have submitted the sketch map prepared by Dr. Dutt in illustration of 
his report regarding the d^truction of drainage in certain villages in the Burdwan circle of 
iuspectiou. 1 shall be obliged if you will take an early opportunity of inspecting the vil- 
lages to which Dr. Putt refers, and of ascertaining how far the theory which he maintains 
is supported by the facts when carefully investigated with reference to their coincidence in 
point of time with the outbreak of the fever. 

4. 1 notice that Ur. lioy, in his report on the Jehanabad circle, has endeavoured, 
apparently with success, to refute certain statements m^e in a pamphlet on the epidemic fever 
in Bengal, regarding the local causes of the prevalence or absence of the epidemic fever in 
certain parts of the Jehanabad circle. 

5. In the Muuglecotc circle it appears that three small dispensaries, at Ausgram, 
Oorgram, and Arorc, have been closed during tlie month. It is stated that ''in this circle 
the people for some reason or other do not appear to appreciate our dispensaries or treat- 
ment.” 

Possibly this is due to the largo proportion of the number of the Mahomedan popula- 
tion in this part of the district, and I beg that in your next report you will endeavour to 
give some further explanation on this subject. 

6. It is presumed that the disease to which Dr. Gupta says that the name of 
morock is generally given, and which decimated Muugiccote and other villages, is the 
epidemic fever of the last four years. 

7. The names of the medical officers employed at each dispensary should in future be 

given in statement No. 1. 1 hope that after some further experience the Civil Surgeon 

may find the village compounders more useful. 

8. The working of the food depots appears satisfactory. The explanation of the 

Deputy Collector is sufficient. • • 

9. 1 return with thanks the sanitary rules drafted by Dr. French, but, as you observe, 
they have been anticipated by the rules issued by Government in June 1869.

Ocnijrul remarks. 


I HAVE the honor to submit the fever report for May. , 

2. In his report for the first half of the month the 
Civil Surgeon writes as follows ; — 

” The general health of tho population during the fortnight was very satisfootory. 
Sickness decreased every n bere, and, except in one or two places, cholera disappeared. 
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Dr. Roy states that it was the most healthy fortnight he has seen in Bnrdwan. It appears that 
a diminution of sickness and a fall in tmopnature oeourred simultaneonsly. An improved 
condition of the health of the villagers ensts everywhene. New cases of fever have been 
redneed to a minimum, and dysentery and diarrhoea ibrin an insignificant number of the total 
attendance in the dispensary. 

Baboo Dinohundoo Dutt states : * Tn consequence of the late rains the fever has 
generally abated in his circle, and, with the exception of one or two places, measles and small- 
pox have disappeared. The fall of temperature alluded to in my last report has acted 
favourably on the health of the people.' Further on he says : ‘ It appears to me that the 
increase or decrease in the number of fever cases in a great measure depends ou the varia- 
tions of meteorological conditions. The indifferent and scanty rainfalls in March and April 
tended, I tbigik, to increase the fever soon after showers ; but I believe the full being more 
copious in the present month, and attended with the blowing of strong wind, the temperature 
considerably fell,' 

*' The sickness was certainly greater daring the hot dry days ; but then why did it 
begin to increase after the cooling rain in March, and decrease after the rain of April and 
May? It may be perhaps conjectured that the rain in March produced a degree of cold 
which was incompatible with health in badly clad individuals, whereas the rain in April and 
May, after extremely hot weather, produced such a degree of cold as would act favorably on 
the system. 

** In former reports Dr. Roy ascribed the increase of fever to the ploughing of the lands, 
but now we find that while the ploughing went on the fever decreased ; so apparently it hud 
no effect in producing disease." 

In his report fur the secqnd half of the month, the Civil Surgeon has the following 
remarks 

“ Since the 15th of May there was a slight increase in the number of fresh fever cases 
and new admissions. The increase has been, however, so slight that it is hardly worth 
noticing. The only inspecting medical officer who dwells much on the subject is Siib- Assistant 
Surgeon Dinohundoo Dutt of the Hood- Rood circle, who ascribes it to the excessive heat. 
Ho says : ‘ There has been evidently a slight increase of fever in many places as compared 

with what existed in the previous fortnight. A few cases of new fever occurred in several 
localities, owing, I suppose, to a rise in temjteruture in tho fortnight under review. The 
weather, which bad completely cooled down from the ruins and storms which occurred about 
the bcgiuuiug of the month, had led to a marked abatement of the fever; the improvement, 
however, was a short-lived one, and no sooner the temperature rose again, thau an increase 
was observed.' Further on he again writes : * It is probable, therefore, that when the soil is 
moistened by rainfall, the exhalations rising from it under the influence of heat, should tend 
to the development of fever. Dr. Dutt of the Burdwan circle states that the amount of 
sickness during the fortnight underwent neither increase nor decrease. Dr. Jioy of the 
Jeliauabad circle states the same, and also that new cases of fresh fever arc getting rare. 
Dr. Gupta of the Muiiglecote circle states that the fever is abating. 

" Tho returns coming in from tho dispensaries show that there was in some places a 
slight increase in both the attendance and in the number of fresh admissions in the third 
week in May. As yet we have bad no fresh outbreak of fever in any place, and no fresh or 
healthy village has been attacked. 

** Cholera has everywhere decreased, but a few cases of measles are reported from some 
places. 

" Although we have hod a storm and some rain ou the 5th instant, the raius hare not as 
yet set in." 

The number of dispensaries open, and their cost, arc shown in tables 1 and 6. 


• RGMARKS OR rAUTICVLAll CIRCLES. 


8. Burdwan,^** The 


daily ^average sick attending the dispcns.iTics in tho circle for the 
week ending 7th May was 1,553'8. For the week ending 
7th May there was one dispensary (Tickerhaut) the daily 
average attendance at which exceeded SOU ; eight dispensaries had over 100 per day; and 
four had less than lOO, but more than 50 per diem. 


First bHlf-month. 


Dr. Dutt, inspecting medical officer of tins circle, in his report reviews the obser- 
vations made by him in previous reports on the origin or cause ot the Burdwan fever. He 
is of opinion that it ia^ owing to obstruction of djaiiiagc and a water- logged subsoil. He 
submits a sketch map showing part of his circle, and traces the history of the drainage in it 
from I'ormer years. He shows a gradual change has been going on, and tliat khals which 
formerly -existed, and which he considers wore navigable streams, have now dried up, or 
exist as ponds only, in many places. He states that at Ueshcra, Boyta, Pulshect, and Hypore, 
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the main drains are obstructed. In all these villages the outbreak of fever has been very 
severe; in many it was nearly simultaneous. Pootundah, Oorundah, and KhMrgai.are 
examples of tolerably good drainage. Fever has been later in appearance, and mneh less in 
severity in these than in the other villages already mentioned. 

** In Baldanga and Eutrapotab Dr. Dntt remarks that many medicinM were omitted 
from the invoice in the latter end of April. This was owing to our supplies' in the medical 
store having run out. 

** The daily average sick attending the dispensaries in this circle for the week ending 

the 7th of May was 1,653*3 ; for the week ending the 14th 
second half-aumtb. ^ 1,611*0; and for the week ending 31st of May it 

was 1,707'*6. The attendance at Koormou went up from 65*7 to 104, and at Jabooi, from 
144*1 to 167*2. Eight dispensaries show an increase, and five a decrease, in the daily aver* 
age sick attendance for the week ending the 2l8t May as compared with the previous week. 

''Tikerhattt had 364*3 attending daily; nine had over 100 per day, and three 
loss than 100. 

Bood-Boid.^*' The daily average number of sick attending the dispensaries in this 

cirde for the week ending the 7th May was 696*6. For 
Fint ba -mont . week ending the 7 th May no dispensary bod 300 attend- 

ing per day, three had over 100, and five had loss than 100. 

** In Baghar Snb- Assistant Surgeon Dinolmndoo Dntt states that the health of the 
people has considerably improved ; that hero fever abated 'since the rain in the first week in 
May ; and that in the village of Taht fever decreased with the decrease in temperature. 
In Mahachanda he states that there was a good deal of continued fever in April, and that 
an abatement has been observed sinee the rainfall. In Jooblay or in the adjaoent villages 
he states that there has been no abatement. 


In the first fortnight in May there were five cases of cholera in village Incoona, near 
Adrah, of whom throe died. There was one case (fatal) in the village of Mourah, also near 
the same dispensary. Cholera has disappeared from all other places. 

Baboo Dinobundoo Dutt, at the close of his report, states that with every rise of 
temperature after a rainfall, an aggravation of sickness is invariably noticed. 


Second liaU-montli. 


' The daily average sick attending the dispensaries in this circle for the week ending 

7th May was 695*5 ; for the week ending the 14th May it 
was 603*9; and for the week ending 3 1st May it was 584*8. 
Four dispensaries show a very slight increase, and four a greater decrease. Only one 
dispensary (Khano) had over 100 per diem attending, all the others had leas than 100. 
Sub'Assistaut Surgeon Dinobundoo Dutt states that although there was an increase in the 
number of fever cases and fresh admissions, there was a diminution in the daily average 
atteudance owing to the great heat. This was the case at Baghar, Mahachanda, Jooblay, 
and Adrah. In the villaires of Pilgram, Joykristopore, and Boramora, near Kanor, a few 
new cases of fever were met with. This tract is very unhealthy, and will, 1 am afraid, 
sulTer more severely as the season advances. 


" In Adrah there is no very little sickness. The attendants at the dispensaiy come from 
adjacent villages. In village Kulparah, near Jooblay, it is sud that fever has increased 
since 1 4th May. 

“ In the villages round Adrah, such aa Belan, Incoona, and Mourah, there were eleven 

fatal cases and nine recoveries in the second and third 
weeks in May. At Goytonpore there was one successful 
* case in the third week. 


This disease is now apparently dying out. 


Jfihanabad.-—** The daily average sick attending the dispensaries in the circle for the 
V week ending the 7th May was 1,917*8, During the week 

"" ending 7th May two dispensaries - (Akloky and Jamalporc) 

hail over 250 patients daily attending, seven had over 100, and three had less than 100.

" In his report Di*. Roy refutes some of the erroneous statements given in a pamphlet 
on the “ Epidemic Fever in BougaV' and which previously appeared in the Hindoo Patriot. 
Thus the pamphlet states that the Gurbari Ehal, which drains Jehanabad and other villages, 
was bunded up and obstructed by tbe zemiudar in 1 800 and 1867, and that this lock-up was 
in the following j^car the cause of endemic fever in all the villages which this khal drained. 
Dr. Boy, after investigation on the spot, found that no obs^uction existed for five yean 
previous to this outbreak of the epidemic, and at the time it did make its appearance the 
obstruction was no longer in existence, and tbe khal was quite pateht and has remained so 
up to the present day- Again tiic writer of the pamphlet attributes the fever to the bunding 
of the Rana Nudi in 18C0-67. Dr Boy shows that the bunding was nothing new, but had 
been carried on for ages. 
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Further on we find in the pamphlet the erroneous statement that Chaudon village did 
not suffer from the fever owing to the foot of its situation on a particularly elevated plot of 
land, removing it thereby from the^ infiuence of those obstructions which have effectually 
s' Jilt out the drainage of the surrounding comparatively low-lying villages. 

'' Dr. Roy states— which is quite true--r that for two or three years before the time the 
above paragraph was going through the press, the village of Chandon was being decimated 
by fever, and suffered the saddest desolation amongst the villages in the sub-division of 
Jehanabad. A dispensary was established in the village. Dr. Boy states that its elevated 
position and better drainage were no safeguards from the ravages of the epidemic. 

'' The daily average sick attending the dispensaries in this circle for the week ending 
^ . 7th May was 1,91 7’8; for the week ending 14th it was 

n -mon . 1,830*3 ; and for the week ending the 21st Maj it was 

1,989'60. The dispensaries in this circle continue to have a large number of applicants for 
relief. Akioky dispensary has 320-1 per day, Jamalpore 281*7, and Bally 208*7. Three 
dispensaries have over 150, throe have between 100 and 150, and 2 have under lOO All the 
diapeusari es show an increase in the week ending 2lBt May as compared with the previous 
week. 

Dr, Roy gives an inspection report of the tract of country on the western side of 
the Damoodah from Ilijulna to Bogo and Gotau. This tract of country is subject yearly 
to great inundation in consequence of the breaches in the embankment at Hijulna and Bogo. 
This tract is drained by the Bachonda khal, which runs parallel to the Damoodah. From 
the banks of this khal the country rises to a considerable degree, so that the villages close 
to it are on elevated ground. The villages of Sunkta, Dhamnari, and Soobrulda, ou the 
western side of this khal, have suffered very little from the endemic fever, and are now 
healthy. They are on elevated groihid, and have good water and good drainage. 

Munglecote . — The daily average sick attending the dispensaries in this circle fur the 
First half-month. ending 7th May was 695*5, one disiKiusary (llcshera) 

has over 200 patients attending daily ; Pogram lias over 
100; three have over 50 ; and three have less than 50. In this circle the people for some 
reason or other do not appear to appreciate our dispensaries or treatment. 

There was no cholera during the fortnight in the Munglecote circle. On the closing 
of the three small dispensaries of Ausgram, Oorgram, and Arore in this circle, there will be 
only five dispensaries under the inspecting medical officer. 

the Jehanabad circle the medical officer has 12, in the Biirdwan circle 13, and iu 
the Bood-Bood circle 8. It is clear therefore that we must make some changes in order to 
equalise the work. 

The daily average sick attending the dispensaries in this circle for the week ending 
Bfcond holf-moutb the 7th May was 639*3; for the week ending the 14th it 

was 670'9 ; and for the week ending the 2l8t May it was 
550. 'fhis part of the district appears to be the most healthy at present. Only one dispen- 
sary (Beshera, formerly Chaiioke) has over 150 daily attending. The seven others have 
each less than 100. 

Dr. Gupta is examining a tract of country north of the Adjyc river and north and 
west of Pultia, where the endemic fever has not as yet appeared. Dr. (iupta writes tliat 
^ the people iu general, including the children, enjoy good health j and 1 found scarcely any 
ease with enlarged spleen and malarious cachexia. The peojile of the villages w'cre unani- 
mous in telling me that these villages were never subjected to what is generally called >//n/*orX-, 
which decimated such villages as Munglecote, Mahalta, Dignagorc, and Shor, iu the soutli 
and south-west.^ 


The dispensaries were all in good order. In Oorgram and Ausgram the native doctors 
were sick for a few days, and were thou unable to visit. 

Fever is declining, and no cholera is reported.'^ 


BIBUICAL OFFICERS EMPLOYED. 

4. The medical officers euijjloycd appear to have discharged their duties well on the 
whole during the mouth, but Dr. French still complains of the conduct of many of the 
village compounders. The new system of payment through the inspcctb**g officers instead 
of through the police w-as introduced during the month, and the inspecting officers now com- 
plain of the iucri^ase oi ^^^k thereby entailed ou them, and of some of the bills drawn by 
- them being returned as incorrect. 1 have exaiuiued these bills, and iiiid they certainly did 
ij^j^quire correction. To prevent mistakes iu future I am going to supply printed forms, and 
^ 1 have already sent the Civil Surgeon some bills filled up iu this oilice us puiterus for 
k guidance. 
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METEOROLOOT. 

6. The Civil Surgeon remarks on the rainfall and temperature of the month as 
follows 

** In comparison with the weather which we had in the middle of April, the first fortnight 
was comparatively cool and pleasant. Uain fell on the 2nd, 8rd, 4th, and 6th. The maximum 
temperature in the fortnight was 101*, and the daily range did not exceed 23^. On the 4th 
the range was as low as 13°. The miiumum temperature in the fortnight was 68* on the 
morning of the 6th, and the total rainfall during the four days amounted to 2*71 inches. 
The prevailing wind was south or south-west. 

Prom the 16th to* 28rd the temperature steadUy increased. On the 21st and 22nd the 
maximum temperature in the shade was 108°, and on the 28rd it was 109*. The weather 
was very hot and dry. From the 24th to the 81st it was cooler, but still hot; the tempera- 
ture varying from 93° to 100°. On the 26th there was a storm, and 0*78 inch of rainfall. 
After the storm the daily thermometrio range decreased. On 19th the range was as 
much as 80°, and from 15th to 26th it varied between 20* and 27*. After the rain it fell 
on 27th to 16°, and on 29th it was 14*. The prevailing wind was south.’'

DESPATCH OF SECRETARY OF STATE ON RECENT EDUCATIONAL 

MEASURES IN BENGAL. 


No. 278, dated Fort William, the 4th July 1 h73.

1 of 1873,. transmitting a Resolution of tho Government of 
India on some memorials addressed to it bv vorious Associations, respecting 
certain educational measures recently adoptea by the Government of Bengal, 
has been considered by me in Council.*

SUPPLEMENT TO THE CALCUTTA GAZETTE, JULY 23, 1873. 


2. The RoBolutioii presents, in the first place, a comprehensive sketch of 
the views of the late Court of Directors and of Her Majesty’s Governtnent 
relative to education since 1854. It then proceeds to state various objections 
urged by the memorialists against the recent measures of the Government of 
Bengal, and concludes by showing that the measures against which objrotions 
have been advanced are not in antagonism to the policy of the Home Govern- 
ment, or to the broad interests of the population of India. 

3. I must express my complete satisfaction with the tone of this Resolution. 

4. In common with Your Excellency in Coimcil, I view with pleasure the 
evidence furnished by these memorials of the deep interest taken ny the most 
intelligent inhabitants of Bengal in all Government measures re^ectin^ 
education. A watchful, intelligent, even though occasionally erroneous, 
criticism by the poo2>lc on national institutions so deeply affecting their welfare, 
cannot but bo of the highest service to a just and progrossivo Government. 

5. The very difficult jjroblem for solution in India is the method of diffusing 
education amongst the masses without injuring the success which has hitherto 
attended collegiate instruction ; and as the State funds available for education 
are necessarily limited, it is not to be wondered at that any apprehended 
transfer from one branch to another should give rise to considerable controversy 
and to much opposition. 

6. On this part of the subject I thought it right in my despatch of the 
26th of May 1870 to point out that erroneous views appeared to prevail in 
some quarters as to the ability of students in the Bengal Colleges to pay 
themselves the charges of superior education, and the justice of this observa- 
tion seems to be now recognised. 

7. It will be found, I believe, upon a general review of educational 
' expenditure in Bengal, that the amount devoted to high education is not 
'absolutely less than it was, but only less in proportion to the amount bestowed 

on primary education ; in other words, that high education has not received 
less, although primary education may have received more. There may have 
been a re-arrangement of the exiienditm’e on high education, but the total fund 
devoted to it has not diminished. 

8. The only one of the Lieutenant-Governor’s reforms which can be at all 
open to jiuestion is that relative to the study of Sanscrit, but I am vciy far from 
considering the measures of the Lieutenant-Governor on the subject to be 
impolitic. I am disposed to regard them as just and proper, but I am at the 
same time glad to observe that they are to be regarded as experimental. They 
have already been slightly modified, and Your Excellency in Council has 
expressed your confidence tliat the Lieutenant-Governor will watch the results 
of the change, in order that the opportunities given for the study of Sanscrit 
shall be such as fully to meet the requirements of the University standard. 

9. In conclusion, I must express my concurrence with Your Excellency in 
Council in considering that the Lieutenant-Governor has not departed from the 
broad lino of educatiomtl policy which has boon laid down by Her Majesty’s 
Government during a long series of years, and in cordially approving the steps 
His Honor has taken to give a more practical tone to education in Bengal. 
The advance which has been made in the encouragement of the primary 
instruction of the people is also a subject for congratulation.

► EMIGRATION TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS. 

- The Hon’blb the Acting Advocatb-GenjsRal moved that tho time pre- 
aOrihed for the presentation of the Report of tho Select Cumuiittee on tho Bill 
to ftwieiMl the Lw relating to tho emigration of laborers to the Districts of 
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AKRam, Cacliar, and Sylhet, and to regulate contract labor and service, he 
extended for one month, lie regretted to say that the Committee had not 
been able to contplote their report. The Bill was in progress, the whole 
matter had been carefully revised, but it would require a little further time to 
complete the labors of the Committee. In addition to their labors on the Bill 
Tofcrr'od to tliom, there were other new matters which required consideration ; 
and for the purjiose of devoting their attention to those subjects, he asked for 
this further time. 

Hts Honok the Pbestdent said, before this motion was passed he wishe^ 
to say one word in order to ask the Members of .the Select Committee and thib 'V> 
(’ouucil to give thoir serious consideration to a question radically affecting 
the Bill, which had been raised in a correspondence between the learned 
Advocate-General and himself. His Honor was very far from assertiifg that 
the proposition submitted by himself in a very rude and rough form was the 
right thing to do. But at the same time ho might venture to say tliat the more 
he hciird and the more ho had seen of the opinions of those most competent 
to form an opinion, the more he was inclined to think that there was some* 
thing in the proposition which he had submitted for the consideration of the 
Committee. 1 le was very much impressed with the belief that it was not 
expedient in any manner to cheek cmigi^tion tO districts where labor was 
scarce. In some parts of India the population was overcrowded, which led to 
considerable evils, unhealthincss, and disease : on the other hand, in other 
parts of India, and notably in the IVovincos of Assam and Cacliar, there 
was a want of jiopulation, and 'it was the supply of population which would 
develop the growth of produce and the sanitary condition of the country, and 
produce wealth, health, and contentment in future generations. His own 
inclination was to say, God forbid that we should do anything to check emigra- 
tion to these districts ; on the contrary, wo should promote emigration to the utmost 
extent of our power. Well, that being so, it seemed to His Honor that if there were 
a question wlujthcr we had over-legislated in restriction of emigration, mr 
whether, perhaps, not having over-legislated, matters had so far improved that 
in future tlui area and scope of legislation might be diminishea, that was 
an important mattijr, and one which ought not to bo lightly pfwsod over. 

It a]>i)cui'cd to Ilis Honor that we ought not to pass a new Bill y^lhout fully 
considering a (picstioii of that kind. Although his own personal experience 
was comparatively small, looking to the replies that bad been received from 
some of the most oxporioncod men, something was to bo said for the proposi- 
tion that had boon made. ILon’ble Members who had studied the replies 
received from mcrchauts and plauicrs interested in the subject, would sec that 
a great deal had been said in favor of the proposition. 

Then our position was this : Hon’blo Members in the Council, and he as 
head of the Goverinnont, were boifnd impartially to look to the interests of all 
the parties concemod, to the interests of the natives of the country, to tho 
interests of the planters and the cuti^rprising Europeans developing tho growth of 
tho tea industry. But His Honor himself took this view, that tho planters were 
))ersons who were very competent to take care of their own interests by their 
knoM'lcdgc and their power of making tliemselves heard. The coolies, on tho 
other hand, were not so competent; they were not so competent to .make them- 
selves heard in this Council. Wo had hoard tho view* of tho ||^tcrs, but 
bad not bud an opportunity of hcaniig the views of the coolieiH||M bead of 
tho Goveminent and President of this Couficil, His Honor felt, 

praticularly charged with the duty of looking after the interests of cooly. 
Looking, tlion, to the interests of the cooly os well as to those of the planter, he 
thought it might be a question whother in tho interests of both parties a propo- 
sition for a great relaxation of these restrictive laws might not be worthy of con- 
sideration. While we had done a great deal to protect tlie' cooly in regard to 
rociTiiting, tlio voyage, and other matters ; while we hud imposed restrictions ^ 
on tho planters ; whilst we had protected tho cooly from harm in various ways, 
we had also imposed on the coolies serving under contract in the tea 
districts penal laws of oxtromo struigency — ^to such a point, that tho cooly 
who was conveyed to the labor districts under those laws, became legally 
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and practically a slave : he was for throe years legally and indisputably 
a slave. His Honor did not use the word in a bad sense. The cooly was 
compelled to labor to the end of his term os a mdu not free and his own 
master, and in that sense was a slave. It was true that he generally did servo 
under a good and reasonable master, but ho was not free. He was bound down 
for three years, not only by the terms of his contract and by penal laws, but by 
physical subjection to This master, who, on the cooly’s attem]>ting to run away, 

„ ; could some lum and bring him back to work. In a country where the tea ])lanta- 
^ 4ion8 were in the midst of jungles, that was an ouonudus power given to 
planters over labourers — a power which had sometimes been abused, though 
not in the great majority of cases. It was a power which, speaking toclinically, 
reduced the cooly to the position of a slave. Moreover, under the existmg' 
law, if the cooly, contracted a^ain in any shape, he again came under the penal 
laws and became a slave. His Honor must say for himself that ho held that 
above all things the blessings of freedom wore great blessings. Ho much dis- 
liked this system of bondage. Tie very much inclined to doubt whether tlu^ 
advantages the cooly gained were not more than counterbalanced by the ])cnul 
laws by wliich he was subject to this bondage. It appeared, then, to him to bo 
jiarticularly in tlie interest of the cooly that a modincation and diminution of 
those I’ostrictive laws were suggcstca. If ho was in any degree right that 
a mitigation of the law’ would be advantageous for the cooly, ho was met 
by the planters, who were the best judges of their own interests, und who 
had experience to gudo th^ni. A large number of these iilanters did think 
that in tlieir interests and in the interests of the (rixJies it was i*ighl to diminish 
the restrictions now imposed by law. We had not had time to receive 
replies from many Assam planters, but we half rcceiveil n«any frotn Cachar. 
J.iOoking to the replies received from Cachar, His Honor liolioved that the 
move in the direction of freedom was accepted by the planters as a move 
in the right direction. As for as Cachar was concerned, he was much 
inclined to think that wo might do away with the x'ostrictivt? provisions. 
Although the projiosition submitted by him was his personal suggestion, 
it had iiowtukon a ])hase which rcnderetl it, ho ventured to say, worthy of the 
attentioB of the Select Committee and the Council. He had expre.ssed 
his views in a temperate manner; ho had not pledged his mind to those 
views ; he W'as prepared to alter them if on llio wliolc therii seemed reason 
for doing so ; and ho felt confident that his colleagues wdio had begun 
W’itli the otlior opinion would also talcc a similar course, lie hoped that 
tliis question would be thoroughly discussed before we came to a final conclu- 
sion on the Bill. Ho trusted it might be a conclusion wliich would be satisfac- 
tory to all parties. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

HOWUAII LIGHTING-RATE. 

The Hom’bi.e Mk. Hampiek said, when ho hml the Iffinor of pi'csenting to 
the Council the report of the Select Ooimnitteo on the Bill for providing for 
tlie further lighting of the town of Howrali, the Council determined that it 
should be published, and that time should be given to those concerned to make 
any repv^ntatioiAi they might think proper ; .since that date but one ]ietition 
had be^ received from t|^e Howrah Boople’s Association, und that body 
expressed itself to bo generally satisfied with the report and with the w'ay the 
Bill had been laid before the Council by the Select Committee, 'rhei’c was, 
however, a memorial which had previously reached His Honor the President, 
but which had not yet been discussed by the Council, and as that memorial 
went tliq length of objecting to tlio Bill altogether and jmiying for its w'ith- 
drawal, it would bo uocessary for him to cxaniinc such jiarts of tlie memorial 
as concomod the business wdtb which tbo Council bad to do. 'J'liere was u 
great deal in tliis memorial which did not afibet the business of this Council, 
und with which therefore he should not take up the time of llon’blo Members.

A largo number of these idantors did think 
that in their interests and in the interests of the coolies it was right to diminish 
the restrictions now imposed by law. We hfid not. had tiino to roceiA'o 
replies from many Assam planters, but wo had* received many from Caehar. 
Looking to the replies received from Caehar, liis Honor believed that the 
move in the direction of freedom was accepted by the plaiitcrs us a move 
in tlic right direction. As far as Caebar wj)s concerned, bo was much 
iuclined to tliiuk that wo might do away with the restrictive provisions. 
Altlioiigli the j>ropositiou submitted hy him was bis personal suggestion, 
it had now taken a ])baso which rendered it, he viuitinod t(.» say, worth}’ of tb«l 
attoiitioa of the Select Comnulloe and the Cknincil. He had expressed 
his views in a tempcrale manner ; he liad not jdcilged his mind to those 
views ; he was iirejuired to alter them if on the. whole tliere seemed reason 
for doing so; and ho felt confident that Iiis colleagues who had bogiiu 
Avith the other opinion would also take a similar course. He- hopt‘d that 
this question would be thoroughly discussed before we caiuc to a. final <^ouclu- 
sion on the Bill. He trusted it might be a conclusion which Avould be satisfac- 
tory to all ptuiiics. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

IIOWUAH LIGHTING-HATE. 

The Hon’ble Mk. Dampier said, when lie had the Iffjnor of prosenflng to 
the Council the report of tlio Select Oonnuittoo on the Bill for providing for 
the further lighting of the town of Howrali, the Council determined that it 
should be published, and that time should be given to th^'se concerned to niake 
any ropi;^cntatioifts they might think proper ; since that date but one jielitioii 
bad recoiA'cd from t^o Howrah Vooplo's Association, and that body 

expressed itself to be generally satisfied Avith the report and with the way the 
Bill had boon laid before the Council by the Select Committee. There was, 
hoAvever, a memorial which had previously roiched His Honor the I*residont, 
but which had not yet been discussed by the (Council, and as tliat memorial 
went the length of objecting to the Bill altogetlior and pmyitig for its with- 
drawal, it would be necessary for liim to examine sueli parts of the memorial 
08 concomod the business witli wliich the Council bad to do. Tliorc was a 
groat deal in this memorial which did not aficct tho busuiess of ibis Council, 
and with which therefore he should not take up the time of Hon’blo Members. 
Tho Executive Guvenunont would no doubt profit by the suggestions made and 
tho care given by tho memorialists to looking into the administration of tho 
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Tnunicipal afiFairs of Howrah generally, and would pass such orders as might 
be nocossary. 

To clear the way, it would be well to state the legal position in which the 
lull now existed. As tho law stood, the Municipal Commissioners of 
Plowrah, if they could got the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, might light 
every part of their town with gas ; they might devote to the expenses of such 
lighting every pice of the general rate which could bo levied ; or they might 
light half the town with gas and loavo the other half uncared for. But, what- 
ever else they might do, they were obliged to make every rate-payer in tlie 
iftwn contribute proportionabiy to the expense of lighting by gas, whether he 
benefited by such lighting or not. It would hardly be argued that that was a 
Satisfactory state of law. The object of the Bill was to provide a remedy, and in 
considering its provisions it would bo well to divide them into two parts — ^first, 
those affecting tho portion of the town already lighted with gas ; and secondly, 
thoso which related to future possible extensions under the powers proposed to 
bo given. Mr. Darapior would begin by accepting the statement of the 
memorialists in paragraph 2 of tho memorial, that the primary object of the 
Bill was to find money for the existing contract between the Municipality and 
tho Oriental Gas Company.” Paragraph H went into the merits of the con- 
fract, but that was one of the points which did not touch tho business before 
the Council. The contract had been made ; that was a fiict with which the Bill 
had to deal. No modification of the terms of the Bill, not even its withdrawal, 
could cancel the contract ; money must be found to moot it ; it must be found 
for the next fifteen years ; and tlie only question was, what was the most equi- 
table mode of finding the money. 

Again, Mr. Dainpior acccplm the statement of tho memorialists in para- 
graphs 12 and 13 — 

** Tho gaslight, your momorialists Buhmit reapeotfully, has been introduced chiefly in 
those parts of the town where there ore Government or Railway buildings, or which are 
inhabited by European residents. ♦♦**** 'pjjg gaslight is 
admittedly a luxury, and it cannot be just or equitable that tho bulk of the rate-payers, who, 
as shown above, are poor, siiould be taxed for the oonvonienco and advantage of a few rich 
persons.” 

Now, tho object of the Bill was to provide the remedy indicated in tliat 
very statement. In the 13th paragraph the momorialists went on to ask — 

“ If the prinoqde of selecting a few tracts for gaslights be recomized in praotioe, it 
may well bo argued why it should not be applied to omer works of the Municipality.” 

To this it would be sufficient to reply that the Council were now trying 
to remedy one ascertained existing defect, and not to lay down general principles 
for municipal taxation and legislation. 

There was one other passage in tho memorial which he could also accept 
for the purpose of this present discussion : — 

“Notwitlistanding the high rate of taxation prevalmit in Howrah, the primary wants 
of the town are. it is notorious, not attended to.” 

And then the memorialists wont on to say that the roads were not 
metalled, they wore not watered, and no conservancy carts found their way 
to certain parts of the town, and so on. Admitting that statement to be a 
correct representation of the state of things, he would ^reply that the 
immediate effect of the Bill would be to apply at aiw rate, a partial remedy. 
Whether tho proceeds of tho rate proposed would bo'Ks. 9,000 as estimated W 
the memorialists, or Rs. 14,000 os estimated by the Magistrate and the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners, to that extent the general funds of the Municipality would 
be sot free as soon as this Act took effect, and tho money would to avaUable 
towards -tlie metalling of roads, the lighting with oil, and satisfying the 
primary wants of tho town, which, tho memorimists said, were not now satined. 

In paragraph 14 there was the objection that tho Municipal CommissionerB 
might — 

“ give one ^ht at one end of a stroet and inolude the whole of it within the area of 
taxation. Bill does not presoribe the ^tanoe within which lamps are to be pn4ed . 
and it will be therefore entirely at the discretion of the Oommiasioners to vary the 
intervals.” 
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The memorialistB objected to a discretion being left to the Commissioners. 
The Select Committee had met that objection. As the Bill was introduced, it 
was open to tlie criticism that tlie Commissioners might light one end of one 
street and tax tlie whole town for lighting tliat particular spot. But the Bill, 
us now before the Council, imposed the most stringent restrictions which the 
Select Committee could devise in that direction. The Commissioners must 
first define the area they were going to light, thc}’^ must tlion make a' scheme 
for lighting that area, and then as the scheme was (according to the amend- 
ment he proposed to move) to be ventilated and published in the Gazette, those 
concernoa would be able to propose alterations or object to the scheme alto- 
gether. Therefore, ho said, the Select Committee had met the objection taken 
in paragraph 14 cd the memorial. 

In paragraph 6 the memorialists reprosontod that — 

“ It ooimot be reasonable or- just that 97,000 native inhabitants should be subjected to an 
oppressive system of taxation far beyond thoir moans, for the sake of 200 Europeans, many 
of whom are also not permanent residents of the town, constantly floating about firom the 
nature of their service under the Kailway Company.” 

As to the portion of the Municipality already liglitod with gas, tho memorial- 
ists themselves said that gas-lighting had been applied to that part of the 
town whore there wore Government and railway buildings or which were 
iiihabitod by Kuropean residents, and the Magistrate had reported that 
the Kailway Company jiaid do less than ono-fifth of tho whole taxation of 
house and land property in Howrah, so that fur this portion at any rate tho 
hulk of tho rate-payers would not sufibr nnudi. 

And tliis brought him to the second head mider which ho had proposed to 
consider tho provisions of the Bill — ^tlie possible future extension of gas-lighting 
midor its operation. It was not in any way the object of the Bill to throw u 
lighting tax or to impose gas-lighting on the 97,000 persons referred to by the 
memorialists. It is true that in tho statement of objects and reasons presented 
when the Bill was introduced, it was said that tho intention of the Municipal 
Commissioners was to extend the licncfit of lighting to tlie whole town. But 
the Select Committed* had given up that object altogether. If Municijial 
Commissioners expressed any such wish and came up to the Licutenant-Gov(*mor 
with any such proposal, Mr. Dmnjner hoped ana felt suns that His Honor 
would promptly negative it. Any such wholesale extension ' would obviously 
bo unadvisablo and unwise. 

The only jiostulatcs on which tho Bill was founded were, that a certain 
portion of the Municipality was already lighted with gas ; that in tho course of 
things it was not unreasonable to suppose that lighting by gas might properly bo 
extended to some other portions of the Mimicipality; that such lighting would 
generally be confined to the' richer portions of tho town ; and that tho expense 
of this luxury of lighting by gas should fall on those who directly bonofit^ by 
it, and not (as the law now reiptired) on Uic whole body o& rate-payers, iri’e- 
spectivo of the distance at which they lived from the portions so lighted. 

Tho momorialists had given many figures to ]>rovo their case; but 
IMr. Dampior thought it was unnecessary to go into them, because ho quite 
admitted tno position which those figures went to prove, that it would be absurd 
to extend lighting goribrally to tho whole of Howrah. Mr. Dampier was anxious 
not to appear to put himself in,a position of hostility towards tho memorialists, 
many of whose statements he had been able to accept, and who were quite 
right in bringing their objections before tho Council. But he must draw 
attention to tho figures given at the end of paragrajih *>. The memorialists 
there said that the population was 97,784, and tho taxes on houses, 
lands, and buildings, amounted to lis. ],21,8IG. On tlie.se figures they gave the 
incidence of taxation per head as Ks. 1-9. But if Hon'ble Members would go 
through the calculation, they would find that, taking tho figures as given by 
the memorialists, the incidence of taxation eainc to somothing under 
Rs. 1*4 per head, and not Ks. 1-9 as given by them. It might be assumed 
that this first and most important item, relating to Howrah itself, had 
reoeiTed at least as much coro and attention at tho hands of tlie memo- 
riaUsta as any of the other figures in their statoments, and as that was so 
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inaccurate, Mr. Dampier did not think that ho would be justified in taking up 
the time of the Council by entej'ing farther upon tlie figures given in the memo- 
rial. He must protest, on behalf of the Council, against statements which would 
not bear the test of addition and division being laid before them as facts which 
should guide their decision. But the matter was not of much consequence, 
because he admitted the general proposition of the memorialists that it would 
be a hardship to impose a tax for gasdightiug on the whole body of rate-payers. 
Then, the memoralists made an objection referring to some sort of expectation 
liaying been held out that no such rates would be imposed, but that was an 
objection which Mr. Dampier would leave to His Honor the President to deal 
with. , 

And now, having explained tlic object and effect of the Bill as far as it 
lay in his power to do, lie would onl^’’ ask those lion’ble xhembers who were 
inclined to view the Bill generally with disfavor, to consider that it might very 
well bfe entitled “ A Bill to prevent the extra cost of lighting by gas being thrown 
on persons who did not benefit by such lighting and if the Council would look 
on the Bill in that light, he hoped they would be satisfied that it was reason- 
able and proper. 

With tl liosc remarks ho moved that the report of the Select Committee be 
taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill, 
and that the clauses of the Bill be considered for settlement in the form recom- 
mended by the Select Connnitteo. 

The Hon’ble Hajait Joteendro Mohitn Tagore said, before the Council 
proceeded to take into consideration the clauses of the Bill, he wished to offer 
u few remarks. It appeared to him that tlie inhabitants of Howrah took objec- 
tion to the Bill on two gi'ounds. They stated that an expensive 83 'stem of 
drainage works had been introduced which had caused a considerable portion 
of the general funds to bo applied to that purpose, and that the general 
management of the funds haa not been so economical as -it might have 
been, so that there had been more money expended than was necc8.9ary. 
And from that they argued, that if the Jifuuicipality were wore carefulfy 
managed and the expensive s>'sUnn of (b-ainage not persisted in, there would 
be no necessity for imposing an additional lighting-rate. The Magistrate 
of Howrah had answered some of the objections of the memorialists. But since 
coming to the Council this morning liajah Joteendro Mohuu Tagore had learned 
that these rate-puj^ers had sent an application to the Council praj'ing that they 
might bo allowed time before the Bill was taken into consideration to enable them 
to reply to the objections and criticisms made by the Magistrate of Howrah in 
regard to their memorial. It appeared to Bajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore, 
that as the Govcnnnent had been pleased to call on the inhabitants of Howrah to 
submit an oxjircssion of their opinion, it was but fair to allow thorn an oppor- 
tunity of offering anj' remarks they might wish to make 011 Mr. D’Ojdy’s letter. 
Entertaining that view, Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore would submit to the 
Council whether it would not to desirable to allow the memorialists time to 
send in their representation before proceeding to the consideration of the Bill. 

The IIon’iilk Baboo Digitmbek Mi iteb said, ho would supportt the aiuend- 
ment if there was no valid objocJion to its being put, to as to enable ^thc 
memorialists to make wiy reply totlio Magistrate’s letter that they mi^ht con- 
sider necessary — to give them,’ in fact, the satisfaction of being beard in reply 
to Mr. D’Oyly’s letter, oven if no good was likoly'to come of it. 

His IloNOu the Bkksiount said, bo would say one or two words on the 
question before putting the motion. It stnmed to him very clear on tlie face 
of the petitions before the Council that all parties wore agreed that we must 
have a Bill on this suhjoet. The Hon’ble Mombor who brought forward the 
Bill, and tlie Hon’ble Member now in charge of the Bill, and the Committee, 
considered that, in oi dor to obtain a settlement of this question of gas-light- 
ing ©xp^diture, a Bill was necessary. Those who ]>ctitioned against the Bill, 
petidozied on the ground that it would not be fair to burden the whole of the 
inhabitants with the burden of gas-lighting, but only that portion of the 
inhabitants wlio would benefit by such lighting. ’Phat was precisely the main 
object of the Bill before the Couuoii. All agreed that this tax of paying for 
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gaS'lighting cthouldnot 1)6 extended to the whole Municipality, and that was 
exactly tho primary object of tho Bill. Therefore ho might assume that wo . 
were all agreed that there must bo some Bill. We wero irretrievably com- 
mitted to lighting a certain portion of Howrah with gas. It was so lighted ; a 
contract had been made whicli the Municipality could not ^ot out of ; funds 
must be found ; and tho only ouostion was whether ,tho . Municipality at largo 
should find the money or only a limited portion of it. So far wo wero all 
agreed. • 

Then, as to the power to extend fiirdicr the lighting by gas. Tho Hon’ bio 
Member in charge of tho Bill had told us there might be some mistake in tho 
statement of objects and reasons. lie declared for himself, and His Honor 
might say for himself that the object was not to light all Howrah with gas con- 
trary to the wishes of tho people, but to liinit the area of such lighting 'and t>f 
tho taxation consequent, that was to say, that tho benefit of gas-lighting should 
bo conferred only on those of tho inhabitants of IIoiYrali who of their own 
free will, and not fironi any pressure from the Government, desired to have tho 
benefit of such lighting. If tho inhabitants of any part of tho Municipality 
should desiro to extend gas-lighting to that part of the Municipality, tho Bill 
gave power to extend lighting to that jiortion only, and they sliould pay for it 
themselves. So far there was not, ho aj)})rehondo(l, any objection to the Bill. His 
Honor believed that that principle of extension was agreed to by the 
people. Thoro could bo no extension of gas-lighting excci)t by tho voice of 
tho people who would bo taxed. And thoro was a further chock provided by 
tho Bill on tho part of tlio Governnnuit which His Honor pledged himself, 
so long as ho shoidd have tho iionor of being at tho head f>f tho GV>vernmenf, 
should bo carefully exercised. This part of tho Bill was then, ho thought, 
sufficiently stringent. 

Tho only other view that it was possible to take of the Bill was tliLs, that 
it might bo said that tho present rate of munici])ul taxation, if taken at its 
maximum, was move than enough tt) cover tho ordinary expenditure, ami that 
we ought to take tho expenditure on account of gas-lighting in diminution of tho 
oi’dinary taxation. It was said that, allowing that thev<‘ should bo a special tax 
on account of gas, what you took for ordinary purposes should be dimiuished by 
so much. It might be that di*ainago was a bud thing, llis Iionor thought it a 
good thing. It might he that thoro vt'oro extruvugancos on tho part of the 
Municipality. It might be that tho present maximioii of taxation was too high ; 
but that was a suggestion which, ho thought, would not Iu>ld water. Ho found 
by tho figures given by the Magistrate that it Avas made clear tliat tho total 
incidence of fixation in Howrah Avas Its. per head, and not lis. 1-9 as 

stated in tho memorial. In. llis Honor’s ahcav, that avus not an exorbitant rate of 
taxation. When wo considerod that Howrali was no rural Municipality — that 
a great part of Howiuh W'as metropolian — that a grctit jwrt of tho population was 
Kuropeon — ^that HoAATali aaw in fact a Eui-oi)can town — tliat it was in fact a por- 
tion of the Metropolis of India ; Avhen wo considered that tho taxation of 
Calcutta was some o, 9, or 7 rupees per head of the poputation; when we cousi- 
dured that the taxation of tho comparatively poor and rural town of Burdwau 
was ^eatcr than tlnitof Howrah, ho would not admit that the incideuco of taxa- 
tion m Howrali was too severe. x\nd considering that the diuinage of Howrah 
Avas a pressing necessity, and Howrah Avas now being connected Avith Calcutta 
by a bridge, it would requii’o now plans of improvemer\t. You could not carry 
out th(0 ordinary conservaney, repairs of roads, drainage, and oA’orything, out of 
tlio ordinary taxation if it were put at too low' a rate. For these reivsous His 
Honor Avas convinced that it was necessary to imjmsu a tax for gas-lighting in 
addition, and not in substitution, of the ordinary tuxtion. 

Tho Hon’blo Member in cliarge of the Bill had said that ho Avonld lca\'e 
His Honor to deal Arith tho representation of tlie memorialists that there had 
boon a pledge given by tho Government of India that there should bo no 
more &ow taxation. On that point all he had to say was that lie had addressed 
tho Government of India on that point, and had received an ansAver which 
had been communicated to tho niomurialists. Ho ne\'cr supposed that tho 
pledge amounted to this, that persons should not bo allowed to tax thomsolvcs 
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for a specific oclvaiitago for tlicir own benefit. The Giovemmeut had given the 
answea* tliat it did not epplj to this case, and that was all the explanation His 
Honor had to give. 

Then the Hon’blc Member who had proposed a postponement, said that it 
was re(jnircd to enable the memorialists to coiisidcr what reply they ooidd give 
to the observations of the Magistrate. If ever there was a Bill in respect of 
which ample time had been given for conideration, it was this Bill. It had boon 
nearly three months before the iiublic since the presentation of the Select Com- 
mittee’s report. It had been jiostponed in order that there might be a free and 
full exjiressicm of the* opinion of tlio poo 2 >le who would bo affected by its provi- 
sions ; and full advantage had been taken of the opportunity afforded. The 
poo^de had interested themselves in tlie matter, and he would express his satis- 
faction that an active interest had been taken by the inhabitants. We should 
not have wished to oifer any opjiosition to a postjionement, but that a groat deal 
of time had already boon given to those who wore interested in tlieir own affairs, 
'rhey had considered their own affairs and placed their views before tlio 
Council. It might be said that they had not had tlie opp(jrtuuity of ^tting in 
a final answer to the statements submitted by the Ma^stratc. On that point 
lie would ask Hon’hle Mondiers to remendierthat certain amendmeuts were about 
to be projiosedj and in accordance witli tlie rules of the Council, the Bill, if 
amended, could not be passed at this sitting, and consecpiontly it would bo 
necessary to postpone the consideration and jiassing of the Bill to another 
meeting. That being so, it appeared to him that there was no sufficient reason 
to delay the consideration of tlie Bill at this stage. To postpone the business 
now would render our me<*ting aborlivo and useless. If there was anything 
which the petitioners wislaid to controvert, they would have an opportunity of 
controverting it before the Bill was finally jiassod into law. 

The Hon’isle IIa.iaii .roTEr.Ni>K() Mohun TAfiOitE said, with due deference 
to the Hon’blc the I’resident, he would take leave to draw the attention of 
the Council to the Kith laivagraph of the memorial. It was true the menio- 
rialists had accepteil the yiosition that tlio contract having been entered into, 
must bo adhered to ; but they had urged that if an oxpotisivo system of 
drainage had not been undertaken and the municipal funds had boon more 
economically managed, thoio would have been no necessity for the Bill ; and 
they showed that in the budget statonient of receipts and disbursements for 
187;i-74 the aiiiouiit to be realised wouhl bo enough to eovor the exjiensos of 
the ycai*, including a. provision for Ils. ;?:i,()(K) on account of gas-lighting 
(which was more liy two thousand rujiees than the amount of the original 
contract). And there would eoiisoqucntly he no necessity for additional tax- 
ation unless the expensive system of drainage already comiiiencod were to be 
curried out with the iirescnt funds, lie did not for a moment say that au 
efficient system of drainage suited to the means of the Municipality should 
not be undoriaken ; but if the general funds of the Municipality should not bo 
sufficient to ni(>ot that purpose, it would bo ntxjcssary to ask the Council to 
impose a tax for drainage, and not for lighting. It wfiuld bo for the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners Ho come uji and ask the Government with a suitable 
scheme, and foi‘ the Govemnicnt to consider whether an additional tax should 
he imposed for drainage, or whether by more careful management sufficient 
funds could not be found for tlie purpose. Ho .sjKike in the assumption that 
tlio figures given by the memorialists were correct, l^hat being the case, he 
thought it -would he fair to give the memorialists another opportunity of ex- 
plaining themselves further as to their objections. 

Tiie Hox’isee Iffij. .Uabij’iek said, lie had hoped to avoid any discussion of 
those statements of the niemorialists and the rejilies of the IMagistrate, boctiuse, 
as ho hud said before, ho did not think they affected the matter which he had 
now the honor of laying before the Council. There was this money to bo paid ; 
tlicrc was tlie area lighted. Did the Hoii’blc Member who movea the amend- 
ment insist tliat the pa^-nient for this lighting should fall on the whole of 
the tax-payors of Howrah, and not only or those who benefited ? That waS 
what the moinorial led to. Tlio contract, it said, no doubt must be observed ; 
but it seemed to say, wo object to the expedient provided by the Bill for throw- 
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ing the cost of the lighting on those who benefit to tho relief of the general 
rate-payers. Surely it was proper to throw tho burden, or most of it, on those 
whooenefited, and with the lis. 9,000 or Us. 10,000 of tlie general fund which 
would be thus set free the Munieipality could do what they liked. It was for the 
Oommissioners to deal witli tho money thus set fr(?e ; they might (sitlior nsducc 
the general taxation by that uniount, or applv it to drainage pm*poaes or oil- 
lighting or anything else. All ho said that tho burden of raising the 
mon^’ which was devoted to lighting pur])osos should bo thrown on those who 
benented by it. It was <]ulte open in the Oomniissioners, in the interests of tho 
people, to say either that they wr»uld expend tho money thus made avail- 
able on the general objects of tho Munu?ipulity, or that they would strike off the 
amount from tho general laxiition. 

As he should propose the aimmdmont of whitdi lie had given iioticd, the Bill 
could not bo passed that day, ami before it could come up again, tho menaj- 
rialists would be able to make any further ropresentiitions. But it would 
be a more waste of time now to jjostpono the consideration of tlio Bill, in c)rdor 
(as suggested by the bon’blo mover of tlio ameiidnu'nt) merely to give the 
memorialists tho satisfaetirm of controverting tho statements made by the Jfagis- 
trate of llowrah, most of which really did not aftect tho ([uestions with 
which the (Council hud to eh'al. 

The IIon’blk Bauoo Dioumhkb Mittku said, that what his hon’hlo friend 
(Rajah Jotcondro Moliun '^I's^-oro) really meant apjx^ared to him to bo, that the 
lighting-rate for all practical purjioses being in additieni, and not in reduction, of 
the maximum rate hitherto lovi<*d by the Wunie-ipalitv, it would afford no relief 
to tho majority of tho rate-payers. In all probability the maximum rate would bo 
still continued, anti what liud hocn hitherto expended from tho getjoral funds 
t«)ward8 lighting a certain part of tho town ol‘ Howrah, would m)W bo chjvoted 
to carrying out tho drainage works comimmeed upon in the same (juartor, in 
tho benefits of w’hich such outlying places as Sibporc, Bellorc, and others of 
which tho Municipality is composed, could nf»t ])artici))ate, ami which it was 
not likely would ever be extended to tliem. To attbrd roa.l rtdief, the lion’ble 
member thought, there should h<5 a drainage rate, leviable upon tlus principle of 
tho lighting from those oidy who would benefit by tliostj works. 

His Honor the Ukesuujnt said, it would be time enough when such an 
amendment was proposed to consid(*r whether tho amendment the hon’blo 
member suggested was a fit subj<>ct of amendment in this Bill, or whether 
another Bill on the subjc.'ct should be introduced. Tlu^ hou’blo member who 
had last spoken (Baboo J bgumber IVritter) was clearly in fuv<*r of such a Bill 
as that now before the Council : Ihcrcfoi’e he would pi*obably not opposes 
the motion for tho consideration of the iH'port of tlic Select Committee, in order 
that it might be passed as it stood or as it might be amended. 

The IIon’ble R.vjau Jotkendko liloiiHN Taookb then moved that the con- 
sideration of the Bill be postponed for a fortiwght. 

Tho motion was negativt'd and the original motion \ms tlieii agi’ocd to. 

Tub Hon’ble Mit. Daau'Ikij said, the amendments of which he had given 
notice appeal* rather formidable, but if lion’ble members would examine them 
they would see that Section U as it .stood before was one long section divided 
into tliree paragraphs. The iietsessity <if altering it arose from a suggesticui 
made by the Howrah Pcoides’ Association, who saitl they wen* satisfied with tho 
restrictive pow'er given to the Lieutcnuut-C'overnor, but that they should like 
to have the scheme for lighting published in the (Jazetie at the time it was laid 
before the Licutcnant-Guvr'rnor, so that people should have the opportunity of 
making remarks and objections. lie thought that a niasonabh^ suggestion, ajul 
therefore ho had made pr<»vision for it in the nmendiuent. Tliat was tho only 
substantial change that was pi’oposed, the rest muih a mere? rc-casting of tlio 
form and wording of ilio sections. He moved that Sections 2 and 9 of the Bill 
, be .omitted, and the following sections, numbered 2, 3, 4, and o, be substituted 
for them : — 


It shall be lawful for tlic ^Luic<*ip»l (Viuimissioncrs from time to time to submit to

of their annual value u]> Ti all houses, buildings, and lands 
situated witliiii sueb ]»f)rti<)ii of the said town, for the purpose 
of defraying the wli<»le or part of the expense of lighting. 

So soon ms a rate has been imposed under tlielast preceding section, the Municipnl

Tiik Uon'hm-; Kajaii .J(»iki:ndk<i Mi.mrN Tagoue moved that in line 12 ol‘ 
tht' proposed Section 2, ai'tt*r the w(»rds ‘‘ Cjihmtta (Ta/.etto,” tlie words “ and by 
iioliiicntion in the vonuicular posti'd in conspicuous pluccs within the said town 
of lliiwruh,’’ ho inscrlcd. Vorv f(‘w of llie inlmhiiantsof Howrah would have 
tlio opp<*i‘tunity of seoini; the Gazcltv, and it would he dosiruhle that the inha- 
bitants ‘^oiHU-ally sliouhl liiivo the opjiortuuity of knowing? what the scheme was. 

With rcffiird to Section .*J, ho did not (juilts uudorstaud wlmt the latter 
]»)rtion of it inoaiit. If it was intended tlmt the rule was to di'friiy only a part 
of tlie cost of li^htiuji;, aud llml the rest was to come from the »foueral funds, 
that would nullify the <‘tl'e<;t of the provision that no portion of the expense of 
li^htinji' should he* ilofraNod fr«»in the lyfeueral fund, so that those only should pay 
Avho wt)uld henelit hy the intr<iduo.tion of jius. 


This, ln! understood, was the chii-f roooinineiidation of the Ihll ; but with 
such a provision it would be practically set at naut>'ht. 

I’liE IIoin’iile Mi{. Damjmkk siiid that lie adinilleJ that the Bill was open 
to the objection tlnit it conluined this theoretical defect. But the provision in 
(piestion was absolutely unavoidable unl(*ss hon’blo members were prcpui’od to 
s(!roAV up the projioseil rate to whatever mi^lit be necessary to irieet tlie whole 
cost of li«fhtiu}^. Ill the part of Howrah already lit with gas a rate of 2 per 
c(?nt. would not cover the contract* by which the Alunicipal Commissioners were 
liound for the next tif'ft*oii years, and' there would be some Bs. 4,000 or more to 
he met from the gtjiieral fund, 'rind undeniably was a defect in the Bill. If the 
hon’blo ineniher would jiroposo a higher rate being iixed, for the sake of adhering 
to the principle that those who benefited should pay the cost of tlie lighting, 
the (Council would doubtless be jireparcd to consider it; but the suggestion 
appinired to meet with no favor when ho himself threw it out for consmeration 
nn llie last oeeasiou when the Bill was before the Council. The Magistrate liad 
tjxjjluined distinctly that for certain reasons not specified this contract was 
entered into at a higher cost than the Calcutta contract, and that in any future 
extensions that might be made it vras cxjiected that the contract would be 
obtained on better terms, and that a 2 per cent, rate would be ample to cover 
the whole cost. As the case of the area already lighted was peculiar and 
exceptional, he would himself oppose any uiiieiidnient of wliich the object was 
to give tho Municijial Commissioners and executive Government the power of 
imposing a *‘1 per cent, rate generally for lighting, merely for the sake of saving 
the principle as regards this one isolated case. 


Tun Hon’iilk Ha.iaii Jotekndko Moiiitn Taooke observed, that if hounder- 
st<M)d the mailer rightly, he siijiposcd the relief to be given was a prospective 
one, and was to be jjostponed for tho next fifteen }’ears. In that case tho whole 
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principle of the Bill was o]>en to ([ucstiou, and the i^round upon which the Bill 
was iiitroduced seemed to have btjcn completely altered. 

His Honok the President said, as he understood tlie matter, it appeared 
to him that the rate-payers who did not benefit from the lij'hting, but at 
present paid for it, would bo relieved to the extent of the rate, and tlie residuum 
would remain a burden on the pjenerul rnte-pa^'ors. The hon’bhj member 
in charj^e of the Bill was quite corre(;t wlien be said that this could only be 
, remedied by proposing an amendment raising the special lighting-rate to a 
higher point than the present Bill proposed. 

The question that Sections 2 and 3 of the Bill be omitted, was agreed t<*. 

'I'he new Section 2 with the proposed amendment thereto was then 
agreed to. 

The proposed Section 3 having been read — 

The Hon’bde Baboo Dioiimbkii Mittek moved that in line 7 the w<»rds 
“throe jior cent.” be substituted for “two pi*r cent.” He said the object of tho 
amendment was to fully assert the principle on which tlie Bill was based, that 
those only should contribute towards the cost of lighting by gas who benefited 
by it. Xnd as it appeared that a rate of two per cent, would not moot the }>rc- 
sent charge of the contract cntore<l into wiili the Gas Company, ho would pro- 
pose, rather than the principle of the Bill should be sacrificed, tliat a rate of 
three per cent, should be levied. 

The TTon’bt.k the Actin^ .A.DvorATE-GH.\EUAL said, it appeared to liiin that 
tlie amendment now prt>j)o.sed would iiitroduc<‘ a radical ehangi*. He tliouglit 
all persons coiuterned sliouhl have had information of such a ]>roposal, and that 
tlirce per cent, sliouhl havo'beiui inserted in llu' draft of the Hill. The proposal 
seemed to him not to come within the scope of an uiiieiidment so .suddenlv })ut 
in Council. 

The Hon’bi.e Lord Ui-iok Browne said, it st>eni('d to him necessary, ou the 
principle adopted, to rais<> the nite from two to thre(( per cent. He niulerstoinl 
that tw<i per cent, would ho insuificuent to defray the entire e,o.st of light inif, and 
Sections 3, d, and as projiosed by the hon’bhi nn'inber in charge <if tin* Bill, 
provided that further portions of the Municipality miglit he c >ntiniially added to 
the gas-lighted area. If tlie rate wtis iii.sufKci('iit to tlefVay the whoh' charge nj 
the lighting, the additi(»nal charge wouhl be thrown on the general funds of tla- 
Municil»ality, and eonsequently heeonie payable by tlie inhabitants of the whole 
town in proptu’tion as additional jxu’tions of the town w<‘r«'. lighted. Thus, 
^ HU ppo.sing that the lighting of the iir.st jiortion co.st lis. lO.OdO. and that the 
ligbting-ratc jiroduced Hs. 7,<>00, then tlui inhabituats wouhl liavo to pay out 
of the general fund Bs. 3,000. If another portit)n were added to the lighted 
urea at the same expense, then auolhor Us. 3,000 would liavo to be paid out 
of the general fund ; and in this way you would go on increasing the diarge 
oif the municipal general fund, and therefore inij)osLng more and more exj)ens«' 
on the inhabitants of thoMuuiei]»ality in general, whether tlfe portion they lived 
in was lighted with gas or not. 

Tub Hon’ble Mr. Schaix’H said, it appeared t(* him that two eases would 
fall under the pi’ovisions of Seetion 3 — first, the ea.s(> abeady arisen of the 
eontract already madi* and which must he paid for ; and .seciuully, newextensi«>ns 
for which no contracts had yet been made. As a rat<‘ of tivo per cent, would vicld 
Rs. 14,000 in the portion of th*o jMunicipality already liglited with gas, wliereas 
the contract cost was Rs. 20,(H)0, itAvould leave n deficit of Rs. (*.t)00 tobebtu’iie 
by the general fund. But it was autii'ipated that a rate of two per cent., 
even in that portion c>f tho Municipality which was now lighted, Avoiild Ci>ver 
the cost when the present contract expired, 'riicrefore we might assume that 
a rate of two jier cent, would cover the cost in futurii extensions. 'J'Jiei-d’ore, 
^ according to tho Magistrate’s lettor, a rate of iiKjri* tlian twi> per cent, wouhl 
not be required. Therefore, whilst we jirovided that a rate of two per ei*nt. 
should bo imposed to meet the ct»st oi' luiioo extensions <»f lighting, we might 
put in’ a proviso saying that the (.’ommi.'<si«*it« rs might im])o>.<‘ a rate of ilsree 
]>er cent, in the portion of Howrah now lighted during the eurrency of the 
present contract. 
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Hts Honor the President said, bo was somewhat unwilling to put to the 
Council so very radical a change without notice. It was a yexy radical change, 
and one whicli required very full and very carcftil consideration. But as he had 
already permitted the hon’blo member to* make the motion, he thought he might 
take the opinion of the Council upon it, on the understanding that u this cl^ange 
was made time should be given to the Council and to the inhabitants of Howrf^ 
to digest that change, to review what was done, and to consider whether what had 
boon done, had been (lone rashly and without sufficient deliberation. It was 
suggested, and in fact stated by the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill, that 
his view of the matter was this, that the present contract for lighting a portion 
of the town of Howrah was a somewhat extravagant (contract, and that it was 
lioped that future contracts would bo made on better and more favorable terms; 
tlmt with regard to future contratits a rate of two per cent, would be sufficient. 
The present extiiivagant c-ontract was made by the rate-payers at large through 
tlieir reprosontatives the Municipal Commissioners ; the representatives of the 
AFunicipality then made this extravagant contract, of which, we were told, one- 
third was extravagant and two-thirds only afforded a quid pro quo. Therefore 
wo might fairly say that on tlie spcudal })art of the town we would only impose 
a tax to the extent to which thoj'’ liad bonefitod, and not to the full extent to 
which tlic general body of the rate-jm5’ers had, through their representatives, 
committed themselves. T'her<‘fore, us the proj>ospd amendment changed the 
essence of the Bill which had been so fully considered, liis Honor was some- 
what adverse to it. Perhaps the Council would h'ave the Bill where a careful 
Committee, after much dolilanutions, had put it. lie would put the amendment, 
whether the rate should bo 2 or 3 per cent, as a* maximum, reserving for 
consideration future amendments in regulations, or qualification of the 3 per 
c-ent. rate, if a rate of 3 per cent, were adopted by the Council at this sitting .

On the motion of the llon’bh! Baboo Digumber Mitter the words “ or part” 
in the lOth and 11th line.s of the section were then omitted. 

The proposed Section 4 having been read — 

Ills Honor the President said thci-e appeared to him to be some difficulty 
in regard to this section. The section proviued that-— • 

‘* As soon as a rnto has Tieon inij><)S()(l uudor tho last preceding section, the Municipal 
Commissioners shall immediately tliereupon cause such |)ortion of the said town to be lighted 
with gas nccording to thv wheme mnciiuued by the LicuteHaht-tjOvermr.'* 

Supposing it was found that the Municipality could not complete the 
scheme sanctioned by the Lioutonant-Governor for tho money ? Ho sumiosed 
that the Commissioners could not bo called upon to porfoihi an impossibility. 
Wo had frequently seen that sch(;mes submitted by tho most eminent engineers 
<-<)uld not lie carried out within the estimates framed. He projiosed therefore to 
add to this soctiuu tho words or so far os tho rate will permit.” 

The IToN’nui the Acting Advocate-General obsi^rved that tho words 
j)rop(»s(.‘d to bo inserted seemed to him to bo unnecessary. Tho scheme must 
t»(i made according to tlic money to bo expended. 

His Honor the President remarked tliat tho amendment he had proposed 
had refiironco to tho question of tlic responsibility of tho Lieutenant-Governor. 
The Lioutcuant-Govoruor passed a scheme and called upon the C'ommis- 
sioners to carry it out. Tlio Commissioners fimnd that th<j scheme could not 
bo completed within tho estimate. That was tho false position from which he 
wished to absolve both the Commissioners and the Lieutenant-Governor. The

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Lieutenant-Govomor would be put in a very awkward position if lie was to 
be bound to carry out a scliemo whether it could be completed within the 
estimate submitted or not. Wo all know that ostliuates were often deceptive. 
The Lieutenant-Governor was only human, and could not be sui’o of keeping 
engineers within compass. 

The Hom’bIiK Mic. Schalcii said that these works were carried out in two 
<^ay8— they might either be carried out by contract, or dcfiartniontjilly. Under 
the latter system a scheme was subuiitted and an estimate framed atatording to 
the market rates of labor and materials. In the meantime prices might rise. Jt 
had boon found in works carried on by the l*ort Commissioners that, preparatory 
to the completion of a contract, the rates had risen by nearly 30 per ccuit. ; 
therefore there must be some provision made to meet such cases. If you did 
not, in consequence of its being impossible to carry out a scheme fully within 
the estimato-^if you allowed a scheme to bo carried out in part, you would have 
the objection raised that a light might only be put at one end of a street and 
a light at the other, and notwithstanding that the whole street might be liable 
to be taxed. He thought that a provision of the kind proposed was abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The IIon’ble Mb. Dami’IEB said, he must observe on behalf of the Select 
Committee that they had anticipated such a dilemma as now stopped tlie way 
of the Council, and had been careful to keep in the Jiill a provision which would 
admit of some portion of the general funds being applied towards the cost of 
lighting, so as to meet such difficulties in wi>rking. 

His IloNOK THE PbesidEnt obscrvcd that he must distinctly say this, that 
the Lieutenant-Governor could not accept the responsibility of passing schemes 
on the assumption that they could*4>e c;aiTied out stiictly w'ithin the estimates. 

The JIon’hle Ka.taii Joteendko Mohun 1’aoore remarked that, with such 
latitude to the Commissioners, it would hardly be necessary to restrict them at 
all. 

The section as proposed to be amended was then agreed to. 

The proposed Section 5 was agivusd to. 

The IIon’ble 51k. JIami’Ieb said, the effect of tho amendments carried by 
the hon’blo ni embers, who might be said to reprosent tho objecting rate-pa ) er.s 
of Howrah who strongly objected to this additional taxation, was to give the 
Municipal Commissioners and the executive Government authority to impose 
a tax of three per c<'nt. instead of two. Tho amendment materially affec;ted tho 
character of the Bill, and ho must now move, that tho Bill bo reft'i-rcd back to 
tho Select Committee to enublo them to draft it as a homogenous whole. 

The IIon’ule Baboo DioirMBEit Mittkk said, if we were at all to carry out 
the principle on which this Bill was based, ho did not see how we could else get 
.out of the difficulty. Tho Magistrate of Howrah had said that a rate of two 

} )er cent, on the portion of tho Municipality lighted hy gas would only raise 
is. 14),f)00, and the sum wo had tt» provide to meet the present cost of such 
lighting was Rs. 20,000. Tho only remedy therefore was to raise the rate to 
three per cent., unless wo preferred to abandon tho principle on which tho 
whole Bill was based. 

Hrs Honor the President said, the question as to the rate of taxation had 
been decided, and the (juestion now was not whether tho change that had been 
made was a radical change or not, but whether the (diaiige that had been made 
did not require that the minute provisions of tho Bill should be looked into in 
oi'der that they might be made to correspond and tally with tho amendiiuMit. 
It was very important to* see that all the provisions of the Bill fitted into the 
change. 

The question that the Bill ho referred again to tho Select Committee with 
instructions to report in a week was then agreed to. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 9th August 1873. 
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MAHOMEDAN EDUCATION, AND THE MOHSIN ENDOWMENT. 


RESOLUTION. 

GENERAL DEPARTMENT. 

Eottcation. 

Calcutlttf the 29th July 1873. 

Head — 

Tlie followinp' pnpprs rpgardin^ the increased extension of educational facilities to 
Mahomedans in Beiisral, namely, — 

Ben<ral Government letter No. 2918, dated I7th An^Hst 1872, with enclosures. 

Home Department Resolution and letter, dated ISlh June 1873. 

Also the proposals by Mr. H. Woodrow, then Officiating Director of Public Instruction, 
under date the 9th August 1872, with the Lieutenaut-6overnoi‘'s orders thereon. 

Also letter No. 24>2B, dated 28th November 1871, Irom the Commissioner of Dacca, 
enclosing a memorial signed by Khajeh Abdool Gunn}', c.s.i., and other Mahomedans 
of Dacca, praying for the establishment of a Mahomedan College at Dacca, and 
specifying the advantages and concessions they specially desire. 

Also the Commissioner of Dacca's report. No. 102A, dated 18th June 1873, upon the 
question put by Government as to the languages which Mahomedan boys at Govern* 
ment schools in Eastern Bengal wish to learn. 

The Lieutenant-Govemor observes that all the Government schools in 
Bengal, except the Sanskrit College and the Hindu School in Calcutta, are 
already open to Mahomedan as well as to Christian and Hindu scholars; and lie 
has, in the correspondence cited above, expressed his unwillingness to found, 
with Government money, special schools for any particular creed or denomi- 
nation, though he was willing to sanction special classes for Mahomedans in 
exceptional circumstances. Accordingly, the Lieutenant-Governor had, in 1871, 
directed that if there were at any Government schools in Eastern Bengal, or 
elsewhere in Bengal Proper, sufficient Mahomedan scholars who desired to learn 
Arabic and p4<rsiab, arrangements should he made for teaching those languages 
in special classes. He submitted to the GovernmUit of India ins view that we 
should teach the general body of Mahomedans of Bengal tlirir own vernacular, 
which is Bengalee, in the Bengalee character, but with some infusion of Persian 
words ; that we should teach We.stei n learning to such Mahomedans as may seek 
it through the medium of English and vernacular, rather than through the 
medium of Arabic or Persian ; hut that we should, at specially endowed colleges, 
teach the classical languages of Persia and Arabia to Alabomedans in their own 
way, so far as to satisfy the requirements of their religion, their ideas of a liberal 
education, and the genuine demand for oriental learning for its own sake. 

2. While the Lieutenant-Govemor thought that the Government funds 
could not he properly devoted to separate Mahomedan colleges and schools to a 
greater exttmt than at present, he also Mt that the endowment of Mahomed 
Muhsin of Hooghly, which is managed by the Government, afforded a legitimate 
means of promoting special Mahomedan education. Accordingly, in submitting 
these views to the Supremo Government, the Lieutenant-Governor proposed 
that so much of the Mahomed Mohsin endowment as is assigned for educa- 
tional purposes should he spent in giving practical elTect-to proposals for 
furthering Mahomedan education throughout the country. In order that we 
might be able to devote the whole proceeds of the Mohsin educational endow- 
ment to Mahomedan education, the Lieutenant-Governor asked the Govern- 
ment of India to make some special grant to enable this Government to set free 
from the general purposes of the Hooghly College the Mohsin funds, and with 
the proceeds to dtjfray the cost of Mahomedan Madrissas at the centres of 
Mahomedan population, such as Dacca, Chittagong, and Rajshahye. 

3. The Government of India have now expressed their general approval 
of th*' Lieutenant-Governor’s views and plans ; and they have, with a liberality ' 
for which the Government of Bengal is most grateful, made for the purpose

indicated an addition of Us. 50,000 to the grant for education in Bengal. This 
additional grant will enable the Bengal Government to maintain as a full- 
power college the large and successful general college at Hooghly. His 
Excellency the Viceroy in Council has also approved the appointment of a 
European oifieer on a salary of not less than lis. 1,000 a month as Principal of the 
Calcutta Madrissa, and possibly as Superintendent of Madrissas in Bengal ; and 
has expressed a wish that Mahomedan Madrissas or Departments should be 
grafted on to existing colleges and high schools at the centres of Mahomedan 
population in Bengal. 

4. The funds which llie Lieutenant-Governor has at his disposal for special 
Mahomedan education«are—

First , — The cost of the Hooghly M.tdrissa and hoarding-house, and the 
difference between the full college or schools fees and those 
paid hy Mauomedan scholars. The grant for the Hooghly 
Madrissa and boarding-house during the year 1873-74 is 
lls. 5,000, besides scholarships; the Lieutenant-Governor 
would make it in future Ks. 7,000, in accordance with plans 
for other Madrissas to be presently stated. 

Secondly , — ^The cost of the Calcutta Madrissa and Anglo-Persian Depart- 
ment and boarding-lfouse, and of the Branch School at 
Culliuga. The Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that the 
Mahoiuedaus of Bengal would wish the Calcutta Madrissa 
to he retained', whatever other Madrissas may be estaolisiicd. 
Excluding scholarships, the grant for the Calcutta Madrissa 
and its attendant institutions during the year 1873-74 was 
Rs. 34,500 gross, the foes being credited to Government. 
The new appointment of a Principal and Superintendent of 
Madrissas must considerably iucrease this charge ; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor would, if necessary, assign lls. 35,000 
plus its fees, or about lls. 40,000 in all, as the cost of this 
institution and its dependencies. The establishment of 
moulvies and teachers at th(? Calcutta Madrissa requires 
revision. The number of teachers seems too large, and the 
salaries of the junior teachers may be too small. For the 80 
or 90 Arabic students there are seven mdUlvies besides the 
professor; while for the 320 boys in tlie Anglo-Persian 
Department there are 18 teachers besides the professor and 
the resident moonsbec. The Director of Public Instruction 
wil^ be instructed to submit an early report on these estab- 
lishments. 

There, will remain lls. 51,000 to be spent on Madrissas at. Dacca, Chitta- 
gong, Rajsbabye, or other places in the Mahomedan districts, on scholarships, 
and on other means of promoting the education of Mahomedans. 


6. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes that the new IVTadrissas should 
consist of a boarding-houso for Mahomedan students, a set of r 'onis for study, 
aud a staff of Mahomedan officers (who should teach Arabic and Persian, and 
U other branches not requiring a knowledge of English), as well as a master 
capable of acting as homo tutor for English education. One at least of the 
teachers would have free quarters in the boarding-house, and would have 
charge of the boarders. The Madrissa would be attached to, aud the board- 
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ing-house would be near, the college or high school, and Mahomedan boys ' 
of approved merit, who attended school or college, would have two>thirds of 
their school fees paid for them from the Madrissa funds. 

6. Of all the eastern districts, Ohittagong and NoacoUy are those which 
have the largest population of Mahomodans of the class which seek education 
and send students to the Calcutta and Hooghly Madrissas. Rajshahye is 
centrically situated in a part of Bengal, nearly three-fourths of the inhabitants 
of w^hich are Mahomedans. Dacca, on the other hand, is a still more important 
centre, and has also around it a very largo Mahomedan population; and 
the Commissioner reported in 1871 that Khajeh Abdoul Gunny, c.s.i., with 
many influential Mahomedans, wished to have an m^lusively Mahomedan 
college established at Dacca, whereat students might learn English or Arabic. 
The memorialists, it is observed, especially say that they do not require Bengali 
or nindustani to be taught at this college, as their children learn these languages 
sufliciently well at home. The memorialists lay much stress on having 
a European gentleman, with some knowledge of Persian and Arabic, at the head 
of the Dacca Madrissa. The Commissioner reported in 1871 that a piece of 
land would be given for the site of a Madrissa at Dacca, and that eventually 
M’calthy Mahomedans might probably come forward to endow such an institu- 
tion. 

7. If the Mahomedan gentlemen of Dacca should furnish the funds for h 
separate college of their own, every assistance shall bo given to them, and the 
Mohsin Madrissa grant will he amalgamated with their funds. But putting 
this question apart, the Lieutenant-Governor’s present view is, that it will be 
best to establish, in addition to the llooghly Madrissa, Madrissas at Dacca, 
at Chittagong, and at llajshahyc, consisting of not less than the following : — 

(a) A boarding-house with three or more school-rooms, and a decent 


house, after the native style, for the resident teacher. 

(b) An establishment consisting of —

Por Dacca a more highly-paid staff might be allowed, say a Superintendent 
on Bs. 360 per mensem, and annual net grant of Ks. 10,000. The Suy)er- 
inteudent should be, if possible, a Mahomedan, who know.s both Engli.sh and 
either Arabic or Persian, and he should be corupetent to teach Mahomedan law. 
The Madrissa bmlding should be as near as po.ssihlo to the college or 
high school or ziilah school buildings; boarders or other Mahomedan boys 
approved by the committee would be allou'cd to attend the English, law, 
survey, science, and other classes of the college or school on payment of 
one-third the usual fees, the other two-thirds being paid by the Mohsin Fund. 
Each Madrissa would be under the management of a special committee, or of 
a special sub-committco of the general District School Committee. Such 
committee or sub-committee should consist of* Mabuuiedans and Europeans, 
and the Superintendent of the local Madrissa would be a mcml)er, and might 
be secretary. At Dacca and Hooghly the Principal of the college should be a 
member of the committee. The cost of the buildings, which should not be 
very expensive, would be met from the uninvested surplus of about lls. 90,000 
now in tlie hands of the Mohsin Fund trustees. 

8. The Lieutenant'Govcrnor would not at present lay down the course 
of study in Mahomedan literature, or Maiiomedau law, which should be 
pursued at the Madrissas. He would leave details to be settled by the local 
Superintendents and the local committees under the general supervision of the 
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Superintendent of Madrissaa. His view generally is, that wo should teach at 
Madrissns such Persian and Arabic, and a reasonable amount of Mnbomedan 
law and literature, as students may wish to learn, and I hat wo should give special 
facilities to Madrissa students who may elect to take the ordinary English 
course of study, and to tead physical science. 

9. It has often been urged that the best Bengal Mahomedans are usually 
men of small means. The Lieutenant-Governor believes this to be true ; and

allotted, at the rate of Ils. 800 a year, to each of tlu; 
v^odporc. zillah schools marginally noted, for expoudituro, 

partly in paying two-thmls of the school fcos of 
deserving Mahomedan boys who may attend regularly at these schools, and 
partly in bearing a share of the cost of a teacher c»f Arabic and Persian. 
The views of the Mahomedan members of the District School Committees 
should be allowed miicb weight in deciding how these grants are to be spent, 
A sum of Bs. 8,000 might bo set aside to meet two-thirds of the collcgo 
or school fees of deserving Madrissa students wlio may attend the Presidency, 
Hooghly, or Dacca Colleges, or the collegiate and «)ther schools near which a 
Madrissa may be established. 

10. There will remain a suni of Rs. 11,800 avail.'iblo for various expohses 
which may prove necessary, and especially for Muhsin seholarships. All 
scholarships now held at tile Calcutta and Ilooglily Madrissas will he contimu d 
to their holders. The number, amount, and duration of lluj scliular>hi|)s can 
ho settled as soon as tin; new Madrissas are established. But in the interest 
of all parties, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks that a large pro]»ortion of the 
sura available should be devoted to the encourageaneut of Mahomedan lads 


who learn English and succeed in English studies and ])hysical seienee. 
In general terms, the Lioutenant-Govonu)!* would say that* we ought to 
establish some Molisin scholarships of Rs. I or Rs. 5 per mensem tenable at zillah 
schools ; and some of Rs. 15, Rs. 20, and Rs. 25 per mensem tenable at ordinary 


or special colleges, or at the civil service classes, 
to have one Mohsin scholarship of Us. 1,000 a 
successful Mahomedan stuclcuts of English.

12. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that MuhometUn genjloiueu of wealth 
and liberality, of*whom there are many iu Eastern Bengal, will sooner or later 
come forward to endow scUolarships or otherwise to support the mnv Macirisstis 
which are to he established. Thu Commissioner of Dacca will be asked iti 


communicate with the memorialists of 1871, and to ascertain how far they are 
willing to help. The funds at the Litnitenaut-t.jOYeruor’s disposal do not 
permit of bis providing a competent European Principal lor the Dacca Madrissa ; 
but if the memorialists still desire to have s.ich an ofUcer over the Dacca 


Madrissa, and see ibcir way to guaranlecing au additional income of Rs. (5,000 
per annum, the Lieutenant-Governor would hopt? to bo able to meet tbeir wishe.s. 

13. The arrangements how proposed do not set asidt; any funds for 
aiding Mahomedan primary schools. 'I'lic Lieutcuaut-GovtMiioi* has much 
hope that the action taken by local oibcers under the primary school orders 
will result in our having Mahomedan scholars and teachers at a great many of

iho priirary sclioola in the eastern districts. If this should he so, if a 
large proportion of the school b<»ys ore Mahomedans, the Lieutenant-Governor 
v'otild (N])(ct that in course of time district oiTicers may he able to nominate 
]Vlnh(m(dans to a share of the Deputy and Sub-Inspectorships in Mahomedan 
districts. At present hardly a single member of the inspecting staff in Bengal 
is a Mahomedan. 

1 J*. In pursuance of tho policy that Government funds cannot be set 
aside for special sects, tho Lieutenant-Governor has not proposed to set 
apart any of tho grant-in-aid fund, or of tho scholarship fund, or of the 
primary school giant, exclusively for Mahomedan educa^on. The funds now 
granted for Mahomedan purposes conr.o exclusively from the Mohsin foundation 
and from the grant nindo in the last century to tlio Calcutta Madrissa. The 
Licutonant-Gov(!rnor hopes and anticipates that before long Mahomedans may 
get their fair shan^ of the general scholarships and other educational advantages 
granted by Government to the Mahomedan districts. He was glad to notice 
in the last Educational Iteport that Mahomedans are said to bo creeping up to 
the top of the /.illah scliools in Eastern Bengal; he has recently heard 
that the head student of tho Ilooghly College at tho recent B.A. examination 
was a Mahomedan ; and he has just seen tliat a Mahomedan boy came out first 
at tho op(*n exam inat ion for patshala scholarships in the Bubna district. 

] 5. As njspocts tho kind of man required for tho new Principalship of the 
Madrissa, the Lieutenant-Governor’s views are expressed iu the following 
extract : — 

“ nis Ilonor would appoint as Principal of tho Calcutta Madrissa and 
Superintendent of Madrissas in Bengal a European scholar on lls. 1,000 per 
nieusem, to bo paid from the Mohsin Puml. To bring him into sympathy with 
tlu! students, and tf) enable him to direct their studios, he sliould bo a Persian 
and Arabic scholar, but llis Ilonor does not propose that the teaching of 
those languages should bo in any degree bis chief function. It is much more 
important that he should be able to direct their education in European science 
and art, and to teach iu the Calcutta Madrissa the most important branches. 
And most important of all, much more important than his being a mere 
oriental scholar, is that ho should be a man fitted to lead, to influence, and to 
discipline youth— a mau with the talent of a head-master of a public school, 
and a temper fitted to deal with and attacli to him tho natives of India.” 

10, The Comniissiouers of Dacca, Rajshabye, and Chittagong will he re- 
quested to appciint at once committees consisting of the Magistrate, tho District 
Engineer, two or three educated Mahomedans, and a represimtativo of the local 
college or school, to propose a scheme for buying or building, close to tho school 
or college, a Madrissa containing three or more school-rooms, accommodation for 
not less than thirty boarders, and a house lor tho resident Superintendent. 
The outsidt! cost of tho whole should not exceed Us. 25,000 for each Madrissa; 
tlie committee will j[^est bo able to decide what kind of buildings should bo 
built or bought in each case. The Commissioners of these divisions may also 
takesneh stops as they may see fit, either by public meeting or otherMise, 
to interest tin? Mahomedan public in the movement. " *' 
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TEHSILDABEE ESTABLISHMENTS FOR GOVERNMENT EHAS MEHALS.

Undeb cover of my letter No. o057, tljited Snd iiislitnt, was Nubinitt<*<l 
tlio Board’s, Commissioner’s, and Settlement Oflicer'srej*ort nixni tin; .stltloment 
of the Western Dooars of Bhootau. It will liavc been obscu-ved that tli(» settle- 
ment Iras been ^uiado at revenue rates with the jotedars, .sf»mc of whom are 
actual cultivators’ of the land; that in three of the* his-s eullivated per^runnuhs 
the business of collecting the revenue from the jotedars ha.s been made over 
to farmers who have somo old connection with the jrorguiinahs, ut a (‘.ommissioii 
of 17 J per cent, on the total land revomio; but lhat over the otlujr six per- 
gUTinahs it was proposed to collect tlio Government revenue for rent, xvliielievt'r 
it bo called) from the jotedars through the*, agency of tebsihlars, at a cummi.ssion 
of 10 per cent, on the revenue, ’rhis was ilu“ system which harl b<*<’n hitlierlo 
in force in the Dooars; but the Ijicuteiiant-Governor has pretei’i’cd to substitute 
for tebsildars paid by a commission, and more t»r le.ss imeontrolled by (ilovt'rn- 
nicnt, a tohsiluareo system mpre nearly ajrproaebing to llie telisiJd.-iree fmamlut- 
darcc or talookdarco) system of temporarily settled lands in other jKirt,s of India, 
and has directed the Board to .submit jrrcrposals for giving efleet to such a 
system. 

2. The question how the Government r(‘voniio («>r rent) was to be 
collected on tcniprrrarily settled lands wlierrs Governnumt owns Uk* land, or 
where it aiTanges directlj’ with the occupiers, "wa-s settled in .\ss:im l>v adeeisiou 
that there should be a class of Government otHcers called mou/.alulai’s, who 
should collect the revcnuie and manage the uITairs of a niou’^air, or tract t)l’ 
country paying about lls. 5,000 of revenue (or rent); and as rouiuner.Oion for 
llie duty the mouzahdai's wore to be allowed a percontag<5 of from 10 to 15 ]»or 
cent, on the r<?venue they collect, and they are also allowed a. v(‘ry smnll ostab- 
lishimuit to help thenr. A somewhat similar uiTaugement exists in ( ’li iff agon”', 
whore oat.atc.s arc very man^'" and very small, and where eirclo-farmei*.s, as <Iu‘y 
arc called, collect and pay into the Government treasury the revenue* in.stalmont.s 
of ostate-holders. 

In nearly the whole of Orissa, where the land revenuo is temporarilx' 
settled, there are large proprietors who collect their r<‘iits and i»a\' in tin; 
Government revenue without the intervention of any Government ohicial or 
tohsildar botwoon themselves and the treasury. But in the large Governinenl 
estate of Klroordalr in I’oorco, it has been found necti.ssary to altacm a Doinity 
Collector to the sub-divisional officer for the mere purpose of dicing tlie 
tohsildoroe work of this tract, the ryots of which pay lAr. 1,50, OIK) into the 
treasury annually. 

In the Pglamow tract of the Lohardugga district, whore the sub-divisional 
officer is in executive charge of more than 4,000 square miles of counti’y, there 
is a considoitible area of Govcrninont lands, the ryots of whieli ha^•e to he 

nranagod; and the Lieutoiiant-Governor has, now 
• ^ letter No. 4450, dttu-ii 8th ^kttt tlio sctilemout is ovci’,* bcoii <.»bliged to 
bctticincnt. sanction — teinjurrurily, and subject to tlio ovtlors t)l 

the Supreme Govcrinncnt on the general question — 
a Sub-Deputy on Ils. 150 a month to assist the sub-divisional officer in 
managing those lands. Similarly, for the Government deni'ahs, or lands thrown 
up by the river Ganges, in the Bhaugulporo division, tire J..ii ulenant-Gov(*iii<ir 
has had to sanction temporarily two tebsildars, who shall manage the lands, 
collect the rents, and also conduct the re-sottlomont which is now n(*n«llng. 

In a recent case referred by the Comnii.ssioner of Cooch iJehar, it was 

I rointed out by tire Board of llovenuo that the Govei'iniicut of India had, in 
otter No. 4811} dated lt3th April 1841, invested Coiiiiuisslouers ot divisions with 
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nutliority to pass oliarp^os for collection of the revenue in klias melials (Govern- 
ment estates) not exceeding in tlie aggregate 10 percent, on the total collections 
of the ^'oar. This ])ormission has not been very generally acted upon, because 
the policy of the revenue authorities in Bengal has been to let Government 
estates to farmers for terms of years ; these ftmnors wero often Europeans, 
some of whom live at home in England. According to the rules and practice 
of tlio Board of Revenue, 10* per cent, on the aggregate rents or assessments of 
khas mehals has been allowccl to such formers to cover the costs and loss in 
<'ollpction, and a furthej' sum, sometimes amounting to 10 per cent., is usually 
allowed as farmers’ profits, besides profit Irom increase of cultivation, enhance- 
ment of rents, indigo cultivation, &c. 

n. The Lieutenant-Governor does not wish to continue the system of 
fanning all or most of the Government khas mehals, and thus completing the 
s<i])aration between Government oflieors in Bengal and the ])eoplo who occupy 
and dwell on the laml of Bengal districts. Some of the farmers are no doubt 
good men and do their duty, hut they have little or no incentive to spend 
money on the land or imjn-ovo the condition of the r;y'j>ts. When a farmer gets 
large fanns and makes a good income therefrom, he often becomes an absentee 
and leaves his farms to be managed by irresponsible agents. A farmer can bo 
of very little assistance in executive or administrative matters; ho is rarely fit 
to be a Jragistrato on the lands. he holds; he in no wa.y represents the Govern- 
ment ; he does not help the GovciTimont or its officers in gaining an insight 
int(* the stale of the pcojde, or of their agriculture, or of their wants; indeed, 
as his lease draws tf) a close, it must bo the direct interest of a farmer to under- 


stale the yield and conceal the stale of his farm, so that he nui}’^ obtain a renewal 
of his lensji on favourable terms. In fact, it has too often,thoLieutcnant- 
fiovemor thinks, otuled in repeated renevrals and eventual permanent settlement 
Avith the original farmer, or his heirs or as.signccs ; so that, in fact, a valuable 
landed property is given aAvay at discretion. A tehsildar, on the other hand, with 
a small establishment, would bo most useful in all these ways ; it is not too much 
lo say tluit ill temjiorai’ily settled parts of India the tehsildars arc the rao.st 
important, most infiuontial, and most respected class of native officials the 
(jovernment has ; and then' is no reason why in course of time tehsildars on 
Governnuait (‘states in Bengal should not occujiy the same position as tehsildars in 
llio North-Western 1 ’rovine.es, mamlntdurs in Bombay, aim tahiokdars in Madras. 
So far as tlie imlilic treasiiiy goes, the employment of tehsildars would certainly

can jiass* 10 per cent, as costs of collection ; 
and than the farming arrangements whereby, 
under the Board's miles and practice, 10 per 
cent, as costs of collection and a further percentage 
us farmers’ profits, with all subsequent increase, 
are allowed to lessees of Gimimnient estates. 


i. Against any jiroposal tlins to have tchsildai’oo establishments on 
Government khas mehals, there may be tlio objection that it is undesirable to 
multiply Government ('stablishnu'iits with their claim to pension; that in oveiy 
case of till* kind special recommendations will have to be made to%e Goveni- 
incnt of India; and that Bio old s^'stem has always Avorked well enough. In 
regard to the lhii*d objection, I am to submit that the old f^^stom was costly, 
in that it gtiA^o. up largo lump sums as oommjssion to farmers, and that it 
ansAAuwed no other ])urposu of Government except the mere collection of revenue. 
The ly ots also Avero not protected, and the fax'nior had every possible interest to 
cnbahcc their rents or make them groAV indigo. ’Phis fanning system is identical 
AV’ith the old system Avhieh was abandoned in other parts of India directly lanci 
revenue settlements and the record (5f landed rights Avorc re^larly taken in 
hand. To meet the other objection, the liioutohant-Govemor would suggest 
that tlioso telisildarec estiiblisliincnts be recognised m provincial establishments, 
and that the Sujiremo GoAuumment bo ]>leased to allow the local Government 
to aiipropriate, subject to rc|>ort on each case, a fixed percentage of the land 
revenue asscs.scd on Governmeiit klias mehals and ryotwuree districts to the 
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support of teliflildaroo and subordinato administratiA’o cstabliKlimcnts. The 
percontago would not l>o allowed on tracts where there arc sujjerior pi’oprietors 
with recognised rights ; and it should bo made to cover all costs for conniiissioti 
to village headmen {lumherdurs as they are called in tlic Nortli*Wost Provinces, 
and munduh, pradham, mariaharsy manjetss, gomUuJi, as thoj’^ an*, called in 
different pai'ts of Bengal). If the poi’ccntago were allowed, then the Jjieutonant- 
Govenior would attempt to work the grant and its cstablishnionts into the 
scheme for flub-divisional executive cstublishinents, to which the (4ovorninont 
f)f India has been pleased to give a partial and provisional sanction in Home 
Department letter No. 3004, dated 10th October 1873. 

5. The pei’contagc for which the Tjioutonant-Oovernor avouUI ask w'ould 
bo 10 per cent, on the full asscissnioni on the ryots. He would anticipate that 
about 4 per cent, of this would go to the villagt; hondnuai, while 0 per cent, 
might be 8j)ont"0)i tehsildaree ostablislnnents. Tljis j>oi'centage Avould certainly 
not cover the costs of collection in snialliT ('states, but it would cover the 
collection charge in largo estates, and would enable the local (Tovennnont to 
strengthen the sub-divisional eslablislnnonts in j>lac.es wlierc there were many 
small Government estates to Ik^ nianag('d. If tin; Govennnent of India were 
pleased to agree in tins view, full rej>ort would, in the case of ('acli settloment, 
bo made regarding the poi’cenlage to bo allowed and the purpose, to which it 
should be devoted. 

(J. I am to summarise the points which lan e been submitted in tliis 
hitter thus : — 

(1) It has been the euAtom in Bengal to h'ast; tein]»oi\arily settled Gov- 
ernment estates to farmens, or to make ov(ir their eolle«ition to 
L'hsildars, at a eominission ranging from In to 30 per e-enl. on the 
revenue assessed upon the occupiers avIioso rents lli(»y were also 
permitted to enhaneo and inert'ase for tliolr <jwn )>rolit. 

(3) The system is not iii tin' long run a good one, tor it separates the 
people from tlni Governnu'iit oHicers, ainl mak«!s ovt'r thi' ryots to 
speculators or persons who have no imen'st in tin' improvcnioit of 
the ryots. 

(3) The tehsildaree sysb'jn of otln'V ]>arts of India could bo introduced 
AAuth advantage to GoA'ernment, to the ryots, and with economy to 
t he State.

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The Government of Bonj^al proposes to introduce tho tolisildaroo system, 
whicli obtains in oilier parts of India for the collection of revenue, in such 
tomporarilj'-sottlcd Govornuiont cstatos in Bengal as are at ])resent cither leased 
to fanners, or in which the duty of collecting tho revenue is made over to 
tehsildars at a coniiuission ranging from 10 to 20 per cent, deducted from tho 
groHs^ revenue jiaid by the occuijiors; and with a view to carry out tho proposal, 
the Government of Bengal requests that 1 0 jicr (‘,ont. of tho gross assessment on 
tho ryots may be allowed to bq spent on the rcquiiod tohsilduree establishments, 
tlicy being recognised at thb same time ns jirovincial establishments. 

2. The Governor-General in Council has already approved of tho intro- 
duction of a. paid agency, similar to that which is found by cxjicrience in other 
jKU’ts of India to be the best suited for tho imtnageinoni of tompoi’arily-scttlod 
districts, and is prejiared to consider favorably proposals for an establishment 
of tehsildars and for allowances to headmen in that class of Govemnient 
(‘states in which a peroentagtj has hitherto been allowed to farmers for man- 
agement, provided the net 1 ‘evenue of such estates exceeds Hs. 1,000 a year, 
and provided the future expenditure on such (Establishments will not exceed in 
the aggregate 10 jior c(‘n(. of tho gross revenue collections. 

a. In order, howov(‘r, to ascei-tain the linancial results of the proposed 
arrangements, His Excellency in Council desin's that a detailed tabular state- 
ment may be subniilted, shewing for each estate to which the new scheme is to 
bo apjilied, the cstahlislnnents to be enti'rlained, and the I’evcnue which it xvill 
have to collect, as also the gross and net receipts, so far as may be possible, 
under the farming system. 

4. His Excolleuc}’^ in (Council observ(‘s that no dediuition can be permitted 
from tho gross revenue to form a land or to be added to tho provincial assign- 
nient. ^ The jiroposed tehsildan'e establishments should be ti’cated as ordinary 
imperial revc'nuo establishments. 

<0. It is to b(.‘ clearly umh'rstood that nothing in this resolution applies 
to the case of any estate not yielding more than Us. l,0()t> a year not revenue. 
A special addition has beoji made to the provincial assignment by resolution 
Iso. 2dG8, dat(‘d Kith April 187d, to cover tho (!ost of collc(jt.ing the revenue in 
such ('states, and iio further charge in respect to those small cstatos can now be 
admitted into the imperial accounts.

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EPIDEMIC FEVER IN MIDNAPORE.

AVmi reference to your No. r)12() of 7th Dec(Mi>ber, T liavc the honor 
to submit in original a rejiort, No. 110, datcil Uth inslanl, with its enclosure, 
from the Magistrate of Mi(lnai)ore, regarding the ])rcYalenee of tlic c[)idcmic 
fever in parts of the district of Midnaporc. Tlic enclosure is a map, Avhich 
is well coloured, so as to sliow the dilferent cliaracters of the soil in (lin’erent 
parts of the district, and to denote those parts to which the fever has 
extended its ravages. 

2. Mr. Harrison’s interesting report is so lengthy, and has been so 
long delayed, that I am unwilling to detain it, or to add to it unnecessarily. 
Mr. Harrison apologizes for the delay which lias occurred, and attributes it 
chiefly to the late receipt of the report of Dr. Mathew, tlie Civil Surgeon, 
which he has now extensively incorporated in his letter. Dr. Mathew has 
entered at great length, and with much ability, into the history of the fever 
and its treatment, and other professional points, whicli will doubtless be duly 
considered by the higher authorities in the Medical Department. 

3. I have several times visited all that part of Middapore where the 
fever has broken out. Mr. Harrison has well described the characteristic 
features of this tract, which arc in some degree referable to the great lines 
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of Government embankments which run* along the sides of the Selye and 
Cossye rivers. It must, however, bo remembered that these Government 
embankments are an inheritance which tlie llritish Government received 
from its Hindoo and Mogul predecessors. Long before the British rule was 
extended to India these embankments were constructed, and gradually raised 
to a heigiit which must have alfcctcd the level and drainage of the adjacent 
country. Under tlie British Government the engineers have endeavoured 
to strengthen and solidil’y tl\esc embankments, and to provide them with 
sluices, which however apparently seem still to be much in need of improve- 
ment. It must be also remembered that these embankments were in 
existence for more lhan a century before the first visitation of the epidemic 
fever to this ])art of the country. 

4. In the fever-stricken villages of Midnapore, such as Ghatal, Nem- 
tolah, and the outskirts of Dassporc, which 1 visited this year, the people and 
tlieir surrounding circumstances arc as similar as possible to what I have 
so oft(‘n seen in I he fever-stricken villages of llooghly and Burdwan during 
the last four years. Dr. Mathew has described in forcible language the 
filthy and unwholesome state t>f these villages, in which the stench is so 
disgustingly odensivc, that the natives who live there and arc insensible to 
it, must have their senses differently eonslilnled from mine. When the 
people saw me in the villages they came Hocking for help, and insisted on 
taking me to their houses to see their sick women and their afflicted children, 
and with a great desire that the latter might be touciied, as if there migfit be 
some virtue in a touch. Although 1 usually took a Native Doctor with 
me with suitable medicines, the villagers were vety anxious for iny manipula- 
tion of their spleens, and for my advice, which I ^im glad to find was given 
correctly to the convalescents (to whom I tried to limit my practice), as I 
])rescribcd a milk diet, of which Dr. Mathew approves. 

5. 1 regret to .«ay tiiut some of the Native Doctors, fur removed from 
supervision, do not behave very creditably ; but, as we have no one to 
substitute for these Native Doctors, wc can only make the best of tliem. 
Dr. j\Iathew has reported correctly that I found it necessary to send out a 
head constable of police in cliargc of the Native Doctor at Ghatal, to see that 
ho attended properly to the sick poor and did not attempt to take fees from 
them. The head constable was instructed to send to me special reports twice 
a week of his expeditions in charge of the Native Doctor, who, when thus 
strictly looked after, did some better service. 

0. From tht statement appended to the Magistrate’s letter, it appears 
that from October 1872 to 31st March 1873, 21s007 persons were treated 
for fever, and only 230 died. I am afraid that these figures do not nearly 
represent the trutli. Along the banks of the rivers, and on the edges of the 
villages, there were signs of many more funeral obsequies. But whatever the 
past may have been, it is for the future that provision must now be made, as 
there is too much reason to apprehend that the fever will make its re-appear- 
ance this year on the setting in of the rains. 

7. The Magistrate and the Civil Surgeon have suggested that certain 
medical cslablishnienls should be }>]aced at their disposal ; but without 
criticising their proposals at present, 1 beg to suggest that it is for the 
Medical Department to give its opiniori as to the necessity for employing them, 
and as to its ability to provide tliese establishments. I trust that even if 
only two or three Native Doctors are sent down to the fever tracts of Midna- 
pore, as occasion requires, a special supervising officer, not below the rank 
of a Sub-Assistant Surgeon, may be deputed to Ghatal to look after them, 
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and to see that they do their duty, and that they are well supplied with 
quinine and other medicines. I aqree with Mr. Harrison that where the 
villagers agree to'pay^ half the Native Doctor's salary, they should have a 
prior claim to the appointment of a Native Doctor. 

8. If the Medical authorities do not object, I would recommend 
Mr. Harrison's proposals Nos. 4 to 8 to the favorable consideration of 
Government. The more co-operation that can be secured, the greater pros- 
pect there is of effective resistance being shown to the fever. A few pounds 
of quinine may be misused or made away with, but, on the other hand, many 
lives may be saved by its timely and fortunate use even in unskilled hands. 

9. I regret to observe that Mr. Harrison, in his paragraph 36, is 
opposed to the compulsory clearance of jungle or tanks. I had understood 
thajt the districts of Kishnaghur and Baraset had obtained a comparative 
immunity from fever by the. enforcement of sanitary measures of this 
description. When it is a question of life or death, the consideration of 
the public good should prevail over private interests. It is not possible that 
a native of this country should be more attached to his filthy tank and 
sweltering jungle than an English farmer is to his reeking dungliill or his 
midden ; but the farmer^ has been taught that he must yield to the public 
good when the spread of typhus fever, or an alarm of cholera, occasionally 
arouses the British community to the necessity of enforcing the sanitary laws 
which happily exist, although they too often and too long lie dormant, in 
England. 

10. Einally, I beg to invite the attontion of Government to the 
favorably; notice made by Mr. Harrison in paragraph 37 of the conduct 
of Rajah Jotendro Moliun Tagore, Baboo Ajoodhya Bam Khan, Baboo Lall 
Bchary Dutt, and Baboo Janokee Nath Mookerjee.

I HAVK tho honor to fortvard herewith the report on epidemic fever in 
Midnapore callod for in your letter No. 70T of tho L'Ofch December. . . . 

2. The delay in its transmission is due to tlie fact that Dr.. M.ath6w’s 
report, on which it of course in groat measure depend.'?, was only received by me 
on the 21st April. As the whole of his report ought, 1 think, to be laid before 
you, and as it is fatiguing to ti’avol twice over the samWground, I have, instciid 
of sending a separate report, incorporated his iutt'grally in tin's letter. I have 
in all cases made it apparent what paragraphs are his, so that he may not be 
held responsible for any opinions not his own. 

3. My repqrt has also been delayed by the necessity of preparing another 
map, — portly because 1 want to illustrate in it the physical divisions of the 
district stated below, paftly because the map which Dr. Mathew was so 
good as to provide was so encumbered with names not ueeded for this report, 
and with separate colours for separate thannahs, that it could not be utilized 
to convey a clear impression of tho sanitary features of the district. 

4. To understand precisely the circumstances of the affected area, (1) its 
physical characteristics and (2) tho comparative density of the population should 
be clearly realized. The first characteristic feature of the district is the laterito 
soil extending over the north-west and north of tho district ; this is of course 
the highest laud, and as tho country tUore almost uniformly consists of altcrnato 
ridges and depressions, the drainage is complete. 
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6. From this tablo-land, iioweyer, the district by no moans sl^es away 
regularly towards the south or south-east, as might be expected. Headed by 
the laterite near Midnapore town, a valley starts in an eastern or even north- 
eastern direction towards the Hoopnarayan river above Koilah Oh&t, which at 
its eastern end embraces, relatively to the surrounding drainage, the lowest 
land in the district, and almost absolutely the lowest. 

C. It has long since been pointed out that owing to the embanking 
system, the rivers, when they once got into the low level plains of the delta, 
are no longer the depressions, but the elevations, of the country : hence it is the 
simple truth to say that this valley is bounded by the range of the Cossye river 
on the south, and that of the Selyo on the north. A little above Panohkoorah 
the Gossyo, as is well known, was diverted some hundred years or more ago 
from its proper course, and carried southwards along what the people still 
call the Npa Kuttan^ or now cut, by which it makes its way into the Huldee. 
Were it allowed to pursue the natural course which the levels of the country 
indicate, it would continue to be the boundary to this valley till it fell into the 
Bioopnarayan above Koilah Gh&t. 

7. Almost opposite to tliis soutliward deflection of tlie Cossye the Selye 
turns in a north-western direction, and thus the valley opens out on both 
sides, embracing the whole of Pergunnah Chetooa (which is identical with 
Thannah Dass^iore) on the north, and almost the whole of Pergunnah Kassijora 
to the south. 

8. Even here, however, singular as it may seem, the slope is rather 
towards the north-cast than to tiic south-east ; this will he understood in a 
moment from the single fact that the tides reach above Ghatal on the Selye, 
while they do not reach Panchkoorah on the Cossye. 

9. It naturally follows that in the rains this valley becomes more or less 
a lagoon. Even at the longitude of Nowadah it has been found impossible to 
maintain a road across to the Selye or to Ghatal, important as such a road 
would be ; while a little lower down, i.e. further east, notably in Pergunnah 
Chetooa and round Ghatal itself, the people dio not look to the autumn for 
their crop, but have introduced a vast system of irrigation in the cold weather, 
which is only feasible on account of the extreme depression of their country. 

10. Though the species of valley dcseribed is immediately bounded by 
the embankments of the Selye and Cossye, the general depression passes beyond 
these rivers and is found again on the other side. This is most eonspicuously 
the case with the Selye, which forms a loop, the southernmost point of which 
is a mile north of Narajole. Within this loop the country lies very low up to 
the latitude of Keerpoy ; while south of Nowadah the low-lying country extends 
along the line of the Kerai (a drainage khall over which the high level eanal 
is carried by an aqueduct) down to Pinglnh, and southwards till it mingles 
with the saline tract. 

11. Dividing the district, as it may not inaccurately be divided, into 
(1) laterite, (2) alluviai but littoral and saliferous, (3) alluvial and non- 
littoral, the latter nmy be regarded as forming a rough triangle the base of 
which is the Uoopnarayan from Tumlook to Ghatal, and the apex the town 
of Midnapore — or, more accurately, a point some six miles south-west of it. 

12. I next propose to show how the population of the district is distri- 
buted over these three areas. 

The laterite thannahs arc —

13. The above figures show conclusively that the density of the population 
closely follows the character of the soil. The purely lalcrite thannahs have a 
population varying from 169 to 332 per square mile, the yuirely littoral from 
433 to 693, the purely alluvial from 880 to 1,311; this last being Dasspore, 
which, as already explained, is the pit of the alluvial section, while 880 is 
Chunderkonab, the northern portion of which is high ground branching off 
from the laterite and somewhat undulating, though not jutigly or stony. 

14. The mixed thannahs strictly conform to the same rule, the laterite 
littoral showing an overage population of 432 to the squ%,re mile, laterite 
alluvial of 477, litt<yal alluvial of 81 0. 

15. Generally, therefore, the district may be classified into — 

(1) Laterite, with an area of 2,200 square miles und a population 

of 25t) to the square mile. 

(2) Littoral, with an, area of somewhat under 2,000 square miles 

and a population of 650 to the square mile, under which head 
I include all lands within 40 miles of the sea dyke. 

(8) Alluvial, with an area of 1,000 square miles and a population 
of 1,150 to the square mile. 

16. It is only into a portion— but the most alluvial and the most dcnsely- 
'^populated portion — of this latter section that the fever has yet spread ; and if 

Dr. Mathew's account of its progress is carefully examined in the map, it will, 
1 think, appear that though in many respects capricious in its action, it has not 
yet passed into any other tract, while it has deflected from its more natural 
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line of progression from Hoo^bly and Jehanabad westwards, and chosen a 
southerly and south-westerly direction, preferring the alluvial soil, and more 
particularly the depressed valley in the centre of it. 

17. It only remains to say that from the Cossye, as from a high level 
canal, natural channels, acting as distributaries, thread this valley between the 
two rivers ; some of them joining the branches of the Selye, others serving as 
the streams for irrigating Dassporo in the cold weather. It has been frequently 
reported to Goveruincnt on the irrigation side that in the cold weather the 
main branch of the Gossyo is dammed up by a bund at Kapasdigree, ih 
accordance with a •prescriptive right of the zemindars, so as to conduct the 
water into these channels. 

18. The natural drainage of this valley is north into the Selye through 
sluices, vihich, as Dr. Matliow states, are very defective^ and west into 
the Koopnaruyan, also through sluices, not south into the Gossye. 

19. AVith this preliniinaiy description of the character of the soil and 
population, 1 uoav extract Dr. Mathew’s account of the premonitory threatenings 
of the epidemic previous to 1872. 

(1.) “Before pipceeding to describe the outbreak of epidemic fever that 
ivcviou, mniiary iiiaiory of tbo “ hos taken place in Certain quarters of this district 

tract. ** during the past year, I purpose to briefly allude 

“ to the health of the zillah, uTth reference to the prevalence of fever, during the 
“ period over which my residence extends. 

(2.) “ Shortly after my arrival here in August 1869, I heard that a fever, 

“ closely resembling the epidemic which during that season was causing 
“ terrible loss of life in Burdwan, had made its appearance along the line of 
“ country lying between Chunderkonah and Ghatal (at that time a portion of 
“ the Hooghly district), but the disease spread no further during that season, 
“ and the health of tliat portion of the Midnapore district bordering on the 
“ above-mentioned line of country was very fair during the autumn and cold 
“ season of 1869. 

(3.) “ During the months of August, September, and October 1870, 

“ malarial fever was widely spread over the alluvial tracts of Midnapore. The 
“ country bordcriug on Ilooghly suffered in common with other localities, such 
“ as Tumlook and the country forming the sen-board. 

(4.) “ I visited Tumlook and the surrounding villages in the October of 

“ that year, and found that the disease was nothing beyond an aggravation of 
“ the fever usually attendant on the rainy season. It caused little or no 
** mortality, although numbers of those attacked suffered from enlargement of 
“ the spleen and the other sequelae of intermittent fever, 

(5.) “ On my return from Tumlook the police reported that fever was 

“ very prevalent and fatal at Gurbottah and in the low-lying quarters of 
Bogrec Pergunnah ; and, dreading that the epidemic fever w'^hich had just then 
“ broken out at Jehanahad had advanced to Midnapore, I proceeded at once to 
“ Gurhetiah, and after visiting several lai'gc villages in Bogree, I travelled to 
“ Uhatal vid Chuadei'konah and Keerpoy. 

(6.) “ During the trip I saw many scattered cases of fever ; but the type 

“ of the disease dilferod in no perceptible Avay from the disease 1 had seen at 
“ TumhjoW, and 1 accordingly reported to the Magistrate that there were no 
“ grounds for the alarming reports that had reached hipi regarding the state 
“of the public health ; and as the cold season advanced, those who had been 
“ attacked regained their usual health. 

(7.) “ >io more was h<’ard of the disease until October 1871, the police 

“ thou reporting that fever hud broken out and was causing many deaths at a 
“ place called Nowad ah, a large village on the southern bank of the Gossye 
“ river, about 18 miles to the cast of the sudder station. 

(8.) “ I visited the place early in November, and found that a fatal type of 

“ intermittent and remittent fever had broken out some two months before, 
“ and that out of a population of about 4,000 somo 70 deaths had taken place. 

(9.) “ The surrounding villages, although subject to the same general 

“ insanitary influences, were comparatively healthy, although I now believe 
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that the disease was more ividely spread and fatal durin*^ tlio latter months 
of 1871 than was suspoeted at the time. 

(10.) I found two Native Doctors In practice in the place. They stated 
that the disease was at its hcii^ht duiinj' the latter part of Se])tcmhcr and 
“ the first three weeks of October. 

(11.) “They had seen sevcr.il cases of malignant vemiltent fever, hut 
“ this w^'^s during the first outhre.ak ; the lyi>e- of the disease subscqueutly 
“■changing to the intermittent with the nsuul scrpicla?. 

(la. t “ During the months of November and Di cembcr the health of the 
“ people improved ; ami when 1 visiie«l the jilaee early in the loliowing January, 
*' I found that no deaths from either fewer or its results had (ak«‘n place lor 
“ several wc'ek.s, .and that the T'cojih' had lost in a irreat nueasure ih.at unhoallliy 
“ and anmmie appe.aratice Avhich had ehar.ieierisjcd tlieiii two months iK.d'ore, 

(18.) “ Seattered cases of fever had occuiTed in the t-iimn Hiding villages, 

“ and 1 was incliinrd jit the time to helieve lli.al their immunity from auylhing 
“ like an epidemic invasion was due to the fact of their having a better walor- 
“ supply from tin,* adjacent rivt>r llian tbo peojth? of Nowadab, who used for 
“ drinking purpose's liic water of lliei fill by vill.aeo tanks. A subsequent 
“ p.aragiapb will, htiwever, lend to show bow unttaiable the theory oE the 
“ lvver-])rodneiiii; ])ower ol’imitun! water was in tliis p.arl.it'ular inslauite. 

(11.) “About the end of Xovt'mber l':>7l again ibo ])oliee l•••jK)i•tell that 
“ fever had broken out along ^tlio Jim* «)f eountrv liovdeiiiit;- on Iloogbly, and 
“ that it w.is raging with partieular .stwerily at Das-pont and the adjacent 
“ villaires. 

(15.) “I arrived at the l>;issp.)r(* Thamiah tni ilie .‘Ird of December. 
“ I found that malarial fever b;i<l h(<*n prevalent for the last two months, that 
“ numerous deaths had taken plact* boili in Dassjtoio and surrounding village*-, 
“ and the people one and all declan'd that the siekm ss and mortality was far 
“ in excess of anything of which there was aity r(*C')rd. 

(IG.) “ During that ti’ip I Aisiied six l;irui! villages in Pcvguiuiah 

“ Dasspore, and I !irt(*rw'firds proceeded along the Seiye river to Ghatal. 

(17.) “ Prom inquiries ijist it nted there and in the Tiling s surroundiner, 

“ I camo to the coueliisiou that the epiilejui<* fever whieh had ])r;'vailed at 
“ Jehanahad had advaneed to the villages surronmling Gii.ntal, and was from 
“ iheneo spreading along the riv«‘r-hanks to DiiNspore. 

(]8.) “ I was greatly struek on this oeea>ion hy the une(|na] incidc*nee 

“ of th<^ disease, — not only in different villages, but in ditlerent Imnses in llic 
** same village; some bousebolds sutlering s-'verely, Avhile oiliors, as far as could 
“ be judged, umler pivcisely the same eire'im*>tnnces, escaped altogether. 

(19. j “It is noteworthy that during the auliimu of 1871 Turalook 
“ Pergunnah and that quart <’r of the district forming the sea-hoard was 
“ remarkably free from all forms of malarial disease?, and the same* remark 
“ applies to the lateritc country, whieh may he, said to form roughly about 
** one-third of the area of the entire di*«triet.“ • 

20. It will appear from the foregoing aceouut that tin* f«>ver at first made 
a sort of attempt, such as ii slill continues To make, to exleml in the natural 
diri'ction westwards to lvoer])oy, t'liunderkonah, ami ( 'urhettah, — the former 
alluvial, though high alluvial; th* sceoml (>n tlo.* ciig - of the lati-rite, though 
itself on alluvial soil; and the ihiidin the middle of the lat-rit'’, t.lu>ugh low- 
lying attd surrounded hy eiiltiviitioii, — hut that it, failed to take any serious 
hold of those places, aud tlum struck s.-ml h wards into the low-lying, deli^ely- 
])opulated tracts of Dasspore. 

21. Dr. Mathew' thus continues the narrative for the year 1872 : — 

T-r ( * .ik-> (20.) “ 1 now j)voee<’d to describe the oulhrc'ak 

i« i.i> loi <«. of the autumn of 1S72. 

(21.) “During the first week in Henteinlair the iwliee re])orted that ft'V(>r 
■** liarl hccome very prevalent and fatal at Narajolc an»l in several of the 
“ adjacent villages. 

(22.) “A glance at the accompanying maps shows the situation of Nara- 
** jole on the hanks of a uavrowf .stream whieh connects the Selyeaud Cossvc 
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“ rivers. On the southern l)ank of this stream are siluated the large and 
“ scattered villages of Bowanoeporo, llorratollah, Patna, Singaghur, &c., and 
“ still further to the southward lies the large pergunnah of Sharpore ; and 
“ attention is directed to these localities, as it was there the disease raged 
” in a vcr.v deadly form from the very first. There are grounds for tlie helicf 
“ that tho 'disease had been very prevalent during the months of August, aud 
jv.B.-Tiip pncpiii prpvsiToiifc «vf “ that it was not until many deaths had taken 
fpvw imiiu iiiiiioafii ill p-truiK “ placo that the attention of the authorities was 

dirct^lcd t<. tUo matter, or iudoodthat of «.e 
wrrf visiu-ii iiy .ii'ivnf. “ p(> >|il(> vcsidiug iu tlio localitv. 

(23.) “ Ihjforo the cud of October n'ports Avere received from the' police 

“ tli.at mal irial fovi r was rife .and fatal within tlic jurisdictions of the Chunder- 
“ koimli, Ghatal, Debra, and D:i8s])orc police stations. ’Within the jurisdiction 
“ of the latter is tlur town of Narajole and the villages above alluded to. 

(21'.) “It will he thus ohsfirvcd, on rcferrinif to the map, that a oonsider- 
“ able tract of country avus undi'r tho influence of the epidemic, hut the 
“ incidence of tho disease Avas irregular both as regards its prevalence and 
“ fatality. 

(25.) “As a rule, the vill.ages in AA'hich the greatest mortality took place 
“ were those where the diseases prov.ailcd during tlio ]>revious years, i.e. the 
“ villages Surrounding Ghatal, Dassporc, and its vicinity. 

(20.) “ An cxeoplion to tliis, lioAA'over, is to ho found in those villages 

“ near Karajolo where, as heforo mentioned, the disease was more prevalent 
“ and deadly than in any other quarter of the district, and yet there is no 
“ evidence to .siiOAV that there was any unnsnnl prevalence of sickness in these 
“ places during the year 1871. 

(27.) “ It Aviiriie oh.scrvod that tin* villages of Bowanceporo, Ilerratollah, 

“ &c., are separated from "Nanjolc town and ba/.ar by a narrow stream. There 
“ was no Very marked diffcrenci'. in the sanitary condition of those pHcos. 
“ Perhaps if anything Narajole is le8S cumbered by jungle and tho houses 
“ less croAvdedj yet ffWHi^erence ie. the incidence of Ihi* dis(>ase is very marked. 

(28.) “On Die 7thor^vomh<u’ J872 1 visited 22 lumscs in the village 
“ of Bowanoeporo ; t\r,) montljXp'Cvious to my visit they Avero occupied by iC4

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saw many cases of fever, and some deaths had taken place ; hut even then 
** the worst was over, and before the end of Dccenjhcr the health of the pooi)lo 
“ had much improved, tho very tiine when the mortality in the cpidemic- 
“ stricken quarters was at its licight. 

(36.) “ Ordinary malarial fever was Trklely spread over tho district 

during the past season. The localities w here it most prevailed will be seen 
** by a reference to tho map. The quarters of the district wdicre there was no 
“ unusual prevalence of malarial disease is tlic laterito country aud the country 
” forming the sea-board. 

(36.) “ Tumlook, long regarded as tho most iinhealthy quarters of the 

district, was again healthy during tho past season ; and there is a popular 
** saying amongst the natives, and on the whole a true one, that tho only 
quarters of the district that escaped fever during tiie past season, were those 
“ where the soil is lati'rite and where the w'atcr is brackish.” 

22. Dr. Mathew’s remarks, and still more liis facts, so strongly support 
the position I have taken up, (bat llm fewer nianii'ests a mark' d preiereuco for, 
if it docs not restrict itself to, low-lying non-littoral alluvial ermntry, that it, 
is but right to mention tiiat lie drew up his re})oit without any consultation 
w'ith mo on this point, and was quite unaware of the special lino of argument 
wbicli I have followed. 

23. My own observation of (he course of the fever eiitindy supports what 
the Civil Surgeon has written, aud it will be ohseived that it again fail(>d to 
make serious progress tokvards CImuderkonuh. '^L’iiis is the more remarkable 
because, as far as jiopulation alone is coneertied, Iveerpoy ami Cliunderkonah 
probably surpass any part of tho district, except tlie sudder station of 31idna- 
pore, in density of popul.ation. Keerpoy, owing t o the artilieial arrangements of 
the chowkeydaroe unions in its neighbourhood, is split into sections, and 
therefore does not figure high in tiie census; but the Aillagcs grouped round 
Cliunderkonah form tlio second largest town in the distrii;!, w’itli an aggregate 
population of 22,000; and, so far as this cause and iusanitatien areconeerned, it, 
should have readily yielded to l lie fever. It esea])ei1, however, as did Keerpoy. 
with a moderate attack someAvhat in excess of tho ordinary malm ia of ilio 
season, while the scvi’re mortality, the traces of which struck one so painfully 
in passing tlu’ough Dasspore and Narajolc, was furluiiately ah'-ent. 

24. I am far fi'om saying (bat Keerpoy and (.'hmulcrkonali tvill escape ; 
they arc only on relatively high ground, not on tlie l.alerite, and I fear tiiat the 
fever showed some slight tendency to gain ground in 1872. All I contend for is 
that the epidemic seems to have experienced a marked clieek in this quarha*, 
while it poured on in an uiirc.straincd stream tlirough J»assp:jre lo'.vards 
pergunnahs Narajolo and Shaliporo. 

Dr. Alathew continues — 

(37.) “ The physical aspect of the country wlmrc the opidomii? fer '»■ 

“ provailed presents no features that call for lor/ 

Phvflk'ttl aftuccl of tlio count! y. cc • ^ 4- 

‘ “ special monUon. 

(38.) “The afToclcd line of count ly may he bw'.dly doscrilu'd as a liar 
alluvial plain, formed of the comhinod ileltas of the Clossyo and Solve rivi'es, 
“ and intersected by numerous khalls, all of which arc embanked. Conueef ing 
these rivers is the stream on wliie.U tho (own ol' Nar.'ijole stands, and to wiiieii 
“ allusion has altji'ady beiMi made.” 

25. As tho earlier portion of this report shows, 1 cannot agree .viih 
Dr. Mathew in his cstiiutrto of the non-peculiarity of (he jdiy.'iical feat in ss of 
tho affected tract. I think the. norlli-cast slope of tho count ly, and the M iy 
low level of G-halal and Dasspore, as illustrated by the height of the tides, 
well worthy of careful attention ; but I need not again revert to the subject . 

Ho continues — 

(39.) “ Duriug the rainy season the country is under rice cuhivatii.n and 

“ is protected from inundation by a eo.nplieated 
EmiMtikmeni*. “ systciu of ciubaiikmeuts ' '' luiuds. 

(40.) These bunds arc a characteristic foaiure of ibis jiavi. of the country, 
“ forming in many places the only higli roads, aud ar i no rlouht of immoii ■.o 
” importance. I now allude to what arc known as the Goverument emhauk- 
“ ments which follow tho coursc^> of tho principal rivers. 
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( H.) “ In addition to these are another series of embankments known as 

“ tlic zemindary bunds, and with reference to the utility of these structures 
“ some doubts in many instances seem to exist. 

(42.) “ It would appear that in former years each landholder made such 

“ arrangements for protcctuig liis land from inundation as seemed to him most 
** suitable, and running in almost every direction. These bunds certainly act as 
potent obstructors of the natural drainage of the country, and it is the 
opinion of the engineer in charge of the irrigation works in this district that 
“ many of them might be removed with considcraldc advantage. 

(48.) “ The Government embankments no doubt control the floods, and 

“ their utility, as far as I know, has never been questioned ; but there can be 
“ very little doubt that they also obstruct the drainage of the country, and that 
“ to a very serious ext(.'nt. 

(4J.) “ 'i'be sluieing arrangements are lamentably deficient, and only 

“ allow surface watt'r to flow' off. They arc much loo few in number, 
“ and arc, moreover, faulty in construe! iou ; tlndr floors are in many instances 
“ nb«.>ve the level of the eountiy, so that their utility for drainage purposes 
“ may well bo questioned. 

(4.5.) “ 1 am given to understand that estimat>’s for repairing and 

“ constructing no loss than 00 .slviiees on one embankment aloud have been 
“ prepared; and with a system of bunds that stand in needofsiudi all-important 
“ alterations, I think it may he assumed that the surface drainage of the 
“ country is obstructed and the subsoil walerrlogged. 

(40.) “ The land lying between the embankment and the river-banks 

“ is considerably higher than the country snrroumling, and the deposition of 
“ silt in seasons of flood is, I sujjpose, the chief cause of this, in many parts 
“ of the district the iiiulbi iTy is extensively cultivatt'd along the river-banks, 
“ and, owing to the fertilizing influences of the river, thrives well.” 

26. To the above description I have little to add and nothing to find 
fault with, unless it be the tenderness Avith which the Government embank- 
ments arc troatedt 'Die river-beds baA'ing been raised by the constant deposit 
of silt, to abandon these embankments now avou 1.1 no doubt involve enormous 
tracts in total ruin; but it Avas this sysletii of embanking aaIiIcIi has deprived 
the country of its natural inoremeiit of deposit and kept it i)ermauontly 
depressed, Avliilo its drainage channels have gradually become irrigation 
channels, its waterways choked up, and the whole area AA'atci'-logged. 

27. As regards the state of villages Dr. Mathew writes : — 

(47.) With the exception of some scalhjrcd mango topes, there is 
“ r.othing like forest land in the a/focted quarters of the district, and but little 
MU '.s “ jungle except in the imraediale neighbourhood 

“ of the villages, Avhieh are surrounded by bamboo, 
“ ]ilantain trees, &e., and during the rainy season there is in addition a 
“ considerable (niantity of n.seless nndergroAvth. 

(48.) *' The sanitary condition of the A’illagcs, it is needless to say, is 

“ deidorably bad in CA cry re.sptx't. Buried in jungle, studded Avith filthy t jinks, 
“ bouse^’ crowded t'’g(Ub<;r and surrounded by all kinds of filth, are tlic most 
“ con.mon characteristics of the villages of the viistrict. 

(4t).) “ The Avaler-sujjply is contain inaied and the ajimo.splicro laden 

“ with the gaseous products of rotting vf'gelalion and the excreta of the 
” inliabitant.s. This desciiplion ajqdios AA'itli equal t/culh to villages where the 
“ fev»T nulnife^ted itself in its most fatal form, and AAdiere scarcely a case 
“(ce.urred. Every Aillagcs that 1 have ever visited is perA'aded by odours 
“ more or less olTensivi?. 

(50.) “ Utterly regardless of cvevy law that conduces to health, the 

‘‘ Aillagf’rs nunain on Au ar after year .surrounded by all those ol t-described 
“ soure< s of nuisance witli Avbieh Ave arc only too familiar : and that the people 
“ not only live in such places, but increa'-e and multiply into the bargain, is 
“ a Tindty clear pro(d‘ that .strneh /rr .v/- Avill not cause di.s(>as(‘, and that its 
“ deietcTious effects on health hear no proport ion to its offciisivem ss. 

and ..cenpation- .. . PtJOplc and thcir 

civeun* stall CCS, I liave nut much to remark. 
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(62.) Comparatively they are fairly housed, particularly in the larger 
**■ villages. 

(68.) The better class of habitations are well raised, usually some three 
** feet. The arrangement usually seen is a central court with a narrow 
verandah running round all four sides, off which the rooms open, and which, 
as a rule, are only lighted and ventilated by the door<way. The houses are 
'* kept clean, and the rooms and verandahs are regularly leeped. 

(54i.) ** The poorer classes live in small huts about 14 x 10, greatest 
** height about 12 feet. These structures are lighted and (Ventilated by the 
** door-way. 

(66.) ** There is sometimes a narrow veraudaji in front, on which the 
** residents sleep during the hot season. 

(66.) ** With regard to the circumstances of tho people, I believe them 

** to be moderately good. Since the year 1S6G there has been no scarcity of 
** food in tho district, and there arc no grounds for the belief that in the 
“ quarters of the zillah where fever prevailed the condition of the people in 
** this respect has undergone change during the past three years, 

. (67.) Prom a sanitary point of view, however, it may be assumed that 
the^habits of the people and inany of their customs, the air tluy breathe, the 
water they drink, and the food they eat, are all opposed to the attainment of 
health or vigor ; and the only wonder is that they possess either one or the other 
to the limited extent they do. 

fiK«rc« were given in the » (58.) “ In thc Midnaporc district at large the 

wnr^iii, but 1 iiHvo fully anaiyHod in the populution IS UTe^ularly distributed. I noto in th (5 

“ margin its incidence to tlio square mile in thc 
“ pergunnahs in which the fever prevailed. 

(69.) At Keerpoy, within the jurisdiction of the ChunderkonahThannah, 
“ the population is particularly dense. Indeed at Koerjioy village succeeds 
“ village for nearly three niih'S with hardly a break, it being a matter of dif&- 
“ culty for the visitor to determine where one commences and the other ends.” 

28. Agreeing as I do entirely with all that is here written, I have little 
to add to it. The description given by Dr. Mathew applies, as is well known, 
to all the alluvial tracts in Bengal where thc drainage is choked up and the 
population overgrown. But if tlie most populated, it is also .the wealthiest 
|Jart of the district: whether tested by its crops, its wealth, its schools, or its 
castes, it ranks first. It is here that the only jute grown in tho district is 
found ; sugar-cane is grown in abundance. Nowadab is the great emporium of 
{loiir in the district. Ghatal, again, is the wealthiest towm in the district next 
to Midnapore ; all thc traffic of the northern section passes through it. A toll 
at its entrance, on a very bad cutcha road, lets for over lls. 4,000 a year. 
Again, the patshalas that have come in under tho new scheme in this 
neighbourhood outnumber those in thc littoral tract as 3 to 1, and in tho 
lutcrito as 10 to 1. Hero too tlie Brahmins and Kucsts of tho district arc 
to be found, and the hhodrolok" are so numerous that I have heard it said, 
with reference to this fever, “it i.s better to tlie in Dassporc than to live in one 
of the jungle mehals.” 

29. As regards thc character of thc fever, Dr. Mathew writes : — 

(60.) ** So much has already been written on this subject by the able 

“ and experienced , officers who Iiavo watchctl tlio progres.s of the disease 
“ iu other districts, that it seems hardly necessary for me to dwell here at any 
“ length on the subject. It 4s a malarious fev(*r, tho intermittent being tin; 
“ typo by far the most commonly met with. In the early periods of its 
“ invasion remittent cases arc sometimes encouuiered, many of which end 
fatally. The attack sometimes commcuees with violent vomiting and purging, 
“ thc motions being profuse and watc'ry ; grgat prostration rajudly supervenes, 

“ almost amounting to collapKo. 

(61.) “ Boaction is characterized by great heat of body with determi- ■ 

“ nation to tho head. A not uncommon complication of this fever is pneumonia, 

“ on the supervention of which tho fever assumo.s a continued ciiaracter, 

** typhoid symptoms manifest themselves, and unless the complication be 
promptly treated, it rapidly leads to a fatal termination. 
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(62.) ** Intermittent fever and its scquelee is the type of the disease most 
frequently met with. 

(63.) ** The rapidity with which the abdominal organs become involved 

** seems one of its most striking characteristics. Rapid emaciation, digestive 
power lost or much impaired, cedema of the lower extremities, with marked 
pallor of the mucus surfaces, are the symptoms which attend all the more 
** severe cases. 

(64.) The supervention of dysentery and diarrhoea is hot unfrequent, 

** and in many chronic cases scorbutic symptoms are very manifest. ^ 

.(6f>.) “ The epidemic fever has the following characteristics :-^it8 severity S 
” over a large tract of couqtry, as shown by the large proportion of the popu- 
“ lation attacked ; the rapidity and certainty with which internal organs 
“ become involved ; the tendency to, and frequency of, relapse^ and marked 
** emaciation with w'hioh the disease is attended ; the excessive mortality, 
and its persistence and increased fatality as the cold season advances. 

(66.) “ On this* subject officers who have had much experience of the 

“ disease are on the whole pretty well agreed, 
refttmon . „ Quinine stands first in estimation, especially in 

** the early stages of the disease. In remittent fever it is usual to wait for 
the stage of remission before administering the antiperiodio ; but it appears 
“ to me there are other stages of this disease in which quinine can be 
“ administered with signal advantage, and where it would not be judicious 
to delay its administration pending the action of purgatives and other 
** remedies. 

(67.) “ However, in ordinary cases of fever, when there is much bilious 

" derangement, with nausea, &c., purgatives and diaphoretics are generally 
“ called for, and the action of quinine seems to be rendered more certain and 
“ rapid by their use. 

(68.) “ I think it was Sir Ranold Martin who praised so much a powder 

composed of jalap, calomel, and tartar emetic. Two grains of the latter is 
“ the dose he advocates in the treatment of the fever of natives. I saw 
" few' cases during the past two years to whom I would have administered a 
“ dose of the kind, for it is unfortunately the case that the people of this district 
do not apply* for treatment until the time for such r(^medit‘s has passed. 

(69.) It is, however, chronic fever and its sequelm that we are called 
“ upon most frequently to treat. To deal successfully with these cases appears 
“ to me one of the most perplexing and difficult task a medical officer can 
undertake. 

(70.) “ The condition of such patients is truly deplorable, and calculated 
“ to ai’ousc our liveliest pity. It is probable that if advised, and medicine w'cre 
” placed within the reach of these people when first athiuked, a vast amount of 
" suffering and disease would bo prevented. 

(71) “ When once the exlremitii s become dropsical, with enlargement 

“ of the liver and spleen, remedies such as we can place within the reach of a 
“ vast proportion of'The sufferers are of little avail. 

(72.) “ The stomach appears to me to participate more fully than is 

“ usually recognised in the general degeneration the tissues arc involved in ; 

“ and without for a moment denying the immense importance of nutritious 
“ food in the treatment of such cases, yet 1 am disposed to think that more 
'* benefit would be derived from it in the early stages of the disease before the 
** digestive powers had become impaired. ‘ 

(73.) ** 'J'here is, however, one article of diet that I would like to see 
** given to these people, and that is good milk. In a great number of cases there 
is bowel disorder of some kind or other, and the late Dr. Fawcus placed 
great reliance -on milk dietary in such cases, giving hut little medicine. 

(74.) “ I would feel disposed to follow hi.s advice to a certain extent, 

“ should it ever become my duty to superintend relief operations on an 
extended scale for this class of people. I should certainly prefer it to meat 
in any shape, — an article of diet to which the poor of this district are utterly 
“ unaccustomed, and which, particularly when sick, they are not likely to 
** digest. 
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(76.) •* With reference to the treatment of chronic fever and its results, 

*' the salts of iron, combined with the mineral acids, are the class of remedies 
“ which seemed to answer best. For cases of fever where enlargement of the 
spleen only exists, quinine with large doses of sulphuric acid are remedies 
which often succeed ; counter-irritation over the region of the spleen, with a 
** weak preparation of the hiniodide of mercury ointment in recent cases of 
« fever, when no marked evidence of blood deterioration exists, is a remedy of 
“ great power. 

(76.) ** Dr. Maclean of the Victoria Hospital, Netley, some time ago 

directed the attention of the profession to the use of these ointments in casos 
“ of splenic hypertrophy, and as far as my experience goes it seems to be well 
worthy of the praises bestowed on it by that officer. In cases whore marked 
*' pallor of the muons surfaces exists, as in old cases of fever, this remedy does 
** not seem to answer, its application being frequently followed by profu.se 
salivation.” 

30. On these two points I need make no comments. 

(77.) Early in September the Magistrate called my attention to tiie 
step* taken to relieve the tick ” prevalence of fcvcr at Narajole and the n.-igh- 
attringisrs. bouring villages. The police also about the same 

** time reported that the disease had broken out at Shahpore and otlier placets 
** within the jurisdiction of the Debra police station. With the concurrence 
of Mr. Price, the Settlement Officer, the Native Doctor in charge of the survey 
** party, who was then unemployed in the station, was ordered to [>roceed at 
once to Narajole with the necessary medicines. This officer showed a marked • 
** disinclination to undertake tlie duty. He had not done an hour’s w'ork during 
“ the two previous months, and seemed much surprised at being ordered to 
“ exert himself in any way. 

(78.) “ When informed that his services were temporarily placed at my 

“ disposal, he appealed to Mr. Price and eventually reported himself ill. After 
** a week’s delay he proceeded to Nawijole, and although 1 did not expect that 
“ much assistance Avould he rendered by so unwilling a subordinate, yet it is due 
“ to the man to say that subsequently he worked well and willingly, and rendered 
“ good service at Narajole and the adjacent villages. 

(79.) ” In the meantime I proceeded to Dehra, and from llience to 

“ Panchkoorah, travelling through tlie densely-populated tract of country lyini: 

** between the high road to Calcutta and the Cossyc river. 

(80.) On my return to Midnaporo, with the concurrence of the M.ogistrate, 
“the Native Doctor in charge of the police hospital was ordered to Shahpore, 
“w'herc I learned that fever prevailed to a serious extent. He nas !^tation<‘d 
“about six miles to the north of the Dehra police station. After a sliort time 
“ reports reached me that he was not going on wi ll. The jieoplo complained 
“ that he would (*nly attend those wlio were in a positimi to pay him, and that 
“he was in fact dishonestly disposing of the medicine that hud been placed in 
“ his hands. « 

(81.) “I would have recalled the man, hut unfortunat«‘ly his .services 
“ could not ilien bo well dispensed wdth. Notwithstanding warnings, both 
“ w'ritton and verbal, he at length committed himself to such an extent that 
“he was subsoquenjly convicted before the Joint-Magistrate of cheating and 
“sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and fined lls. 100. 

(82.) “ Meanwhile the Magistrate had established a tempor.ary dispensary 

“ at Narajole. A Native Doctor, named Kisseu Sing, was appointed to the charge 
“ of it, and on his arrival from Calcutta, and pending the completion of the 
cutcha dispensary building at Narajole, he was ordered to Dasspore, where, 

“ fever then had broken out aud was causing a hc.avy mortality, 

(83.) “On my visiting Dasspore, a w'cek after his apiioiutment, I found 
“ him prostrated with fever. Ho w'as suhsequontly transferred to Nanajolc, .and • 

“ remained in charge of the dispensary until the end of February. 

(84.) “The JDeputy Insjiectoi'-Gcncral of Hospitals sent tu-o N'.ativ(> 

“ Doctors from the Presidency. One of these was at once sent to Dasspore 
•* to lelieve Eissen Sing, and the other was deputed to assist the Native Doctor 
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“ belonging to the survey party who was stationed at Bowaneepore and the 
other villages near Narajole, to which allusion has already been made. 

(86.) ** The urgent calls for medical assistanco from other districts hardly 

*' left a man at the disposal of the Deputy Inspector* G-encral, and I consequently 
** sent an experienced and intelligent oompoandes to treat the sick at a village 
called Bulliarpore, about one mile from the Dasspore police station. This 
** man and the Native Doctor stationed at Dasspore did fair service. The 
Magistrate when visiting Dasspore found them fully employed, and they 
seemed to have gainM to a great extent the confidence of the people. 

(80.) “ When I visited Ghatal, I ordered the Native Doctor in charge of the 
** dispensary to visit regularly the surrounding villages and prescribe for the sick. 
“ He, however, allowed his supply of medicine to become exhausted, never 
“ intimating the fact to me ; and when the Commissioner visited Ghatal, early 
** in December, ho found that the Native Doctor was neglecting his duty, and 
" had never visited a single village. My orders with regard to visiting the 
villages were recorded in the Visitors’ Book, and as far as I know the Native 
“ Doctor had not the shadow of an excuse to offer for deliberately ignoring my 
“ instruction. 

(87.) “Mr. Buckland, rightly conceiving that the man could not be 
“ trusted, deputed a constable to escort him daily to the affected villages ; and 
“w'hen I visited Ghatal, in January, I found the Native Doctor distributing 
“ medicine to a large crowd in a village about a mile from Ghatal. 

(88.) “The disestablishment of the Xisscnguuge, charitable dispensary 
aWid di*i)in«iry mar " pliiccd tlio sorvices of another Native Doctor at 
Tnniiook in tho littorni tract. « our disposal. JIc was first dcputod to treat the 

“ sick in the villages near Debra, and afterwards w'as ordered to Bowaneepore 
“ and the other villages near Narajole, to replace tluj Native Doctor belonging 
“ to the survey party, w hose services w’ero again required by the Settlement 
“ Officer. 

(89.) "The subjoine.d return show’s the number treated up to the 31st 
" March. 

(90.) “ Those figures give but a very inadequate idea of the actual amount 

" of sickness and the mortality that resulted, 

(91.) “ It is abundantly clear that the people of the district have not 

"much confidcncfs in the iiuropc.an sy^tcm of tre.it merit, especially w’hcn 
“ administered by their own cijuntrymen, except in localities where dispensaries 
** have been working for some years. 

(92.) “ Koherajes, a numerous and influential class, still hold their ground 

“ in the mofussil, and I found a large proportion of the sufferers under their 
“treatment. When a villager is attacked by fever the koberaj is sent for, and it 
“ is only after he has failed, or w'hen the resources of the patient are exhausted, 
“ that the Government N ative Doctor is applied to. 

(93.) “ Another individual, no less active in his opposition to the system 

" of gratuitous medical relief, is the wandering compounder. During the past 
" six months 1 have frequently encountered this class of practitioners in tho 
" villages I visited. 

(94.) “ Ilis qualifications arc limited. He generally knows the doses of 

“ drugs and how to prepare them, and that is about all. He generally intro- 
“ duces himself as a Native Doctor who has abandoned Government service. 

His supply of drugs are limited and arc of dubious quality, lie undertakes 
" the cure of the prevailing disease for a certain rixed sum, a portion of which 
“ is Y»aid in advance. The length of his stay is regulated by tho amount of 
“ practice he succeeds in obtaining and the emolument therefrom resulting, 

(95.) Doubt seems to exist as to w'Uether these men should be opposed 
“ or encouraged ; I think the former. In the course of years, as duly qualified 
" men seek for practice in the mofussil, tho compounders will disnppi'ar ; but 
" in the meantime they victimise the simple villagers and bring discredit ou 
“ the medical profession." 

31. 1 do not entirely concur in these opinions; but as 1 do not want 

unnecessarily to increase the length of this already bulky report, I will content 
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myself with remarking that the experience which the people of the country 
have had of Native Doctors is not so very gratifying that we need be surprisea 
at their being somewhat slow to place confidence in them. It will, I think, be 
found that if a Native Doctor be located in a place and behaves himself credit- 
ably, he will within a month command tlie entire confidence of the inhaitiiants. 

32. I now pass on to the last and most important question, viz. what 
arrangements should be made to deal with the epidemic in its future ravages, 
which may be only too confidently anticipated. 

33. On this subject Dr. Mathew’s proposals are as follow : — 


(96.) ** The experience gained in other districts, and indeed in Midnapore, 
^ \ “ also leads us to the belief that as the rainv 

Fropofiod meaBares for the current yclir. i i 

and autumn montlia approach, a fresh outbreak 
** of the epidemic may be expected along the tract of country where it prevailed 
in 1872. 


(97.) ** One fact that ought to he home in mind is that assistance to be 
effectual must be rendered in time, and precautions should be taken so as to 
ensure that the first appearance of the disease in the affected quarters 
•* should be brought promptly to notice, and remedies placed within the reach 
of the sick in the early .stages of the disease. The leading native gentlemen 
** residing in the fever-stricken quarters should be asked to interest themselves 
** in the matter and bring to tlie notice of the Magistrate exceptional 
** sickness, should any occur, an^ not wait until the village chowkeydar considers 
** it necessary to take action in the matter. 

(98.) “ The Magistrate will probably bring to* the notice of Government 

** the few native gentlemen that extended a helping hand to their suffering 
countrymen and dependants during tho past season ; but as far as could be 
judged, the apathy and want of sympathy displayed by the vast majority 
** was most marked and dishoarteniug. 

(99.) “ It is clear that the poor of this district will have to rely solely on 
Government for any assistance they mav require ; and (o what amount that 
*' assistance can be rendered, must necessarily depend on the extent medical aid 
** will be required in other districts. » 

(100.) “ Temporary dispenwies should be opened at Chunderkonab and 

* Kcerpoy, and to each dispensary tw’o Native Doctors should be attached. 
One of these should be constantly on the move, while the other should 
“ remain at tho dispens.ary to treat those who may come for treatment, as well 
as the sick in the adjoining villages. 

(101.) “ A definite area should be allotted to each dis2)ensary, and 

“ weekly returns demanded, showing the number treated, died, &o., and the 
quantity of quinine expended. There is already a dispensary at Ghatal, and 
** to that a travelling Native Doctor should also be attached. 

(102.) “ Dasspore Pergunnah requires at tho very least two dispensaries 
and four Native Doctors ; Narajole, one dispensary for tho town and two 
** Native Doctors ; and for the line of country between Narajole and the Dobra 
** Thannah, three dispunsarie.s with six Native Doctors. 

(103.) ** A special Superintendent should be appointed to superintend 

the working of tho dispensaries and the proceedings of the Native Doctors. 

(104.) ** His Bupenr'islon to be clTectual must be constant, and his visits 

** unexpected by his subordinates. The orders laid down debarring Native 
** Doctors on special duty of this kind from taking fees should be rigidly 
** enforced, and on nor account should a Nativo Doctor be allowed to take money, 
** no matter what the position of his patient may be. 

(105.) ** In a previous paragraph 1 alluded to tho sanitary condition of 

'* the villages, and 1 have no doubt, wore it practicable to free them from the 
“ jungle by which they arc cumbered and improve the water-supply, considcr- 
. *' able benefit would result. 

^ (106.) ** Dr. Elliot has pointed out forcibly and clearly what should be done 

** in this direction, and it is greatly to be regretted that no means of effectually 
** carrying out the measures he advocates appear to be available, and conse- 
quently the utility of further alluding to the subject here appears doubtful.” 
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34i. It will be seen that Dr. Mathew applies for nine dispensaries and 
eighteen Native Doctors ; two attached to each dispensary, one to travel, and the 
other to treat the dispensary patients. He also applies for a Superintendent, by 
which he means, 1 understand, an officer of the rank of Sub'Assistant Surgeon 
to supervise the Native Doctors. So far 1 entirely concur : it is obvious that 
the more Native Doctors the Government cun spare, the more effectually we can 
combat the ravages of the fever. 

85. Assuming, ‘ however, that so large a supply will not he available, at 
any rate, until it is actually proved that the district is very severely attacked, 
I would ask sanction to the following proposals : — 

(1) That the Civil Surgeon and myself may have the disposal of two 
complete dispensaries and four Native Doctors, entirely supplied by Government, 
to locate w'hnrover wc think they are most needed and the people least ahle to 
help themselves. 

(2) That a Native Doctor and medicines be sent to any place within 
the affected area w’here the inhabitants agree to pay half the Doctor’s 
salary. This the people of the villages opposite Narajole have already 
spontaneously offered to do on hearing that the Doctor was likely to be 
withdrawn. 

(3) That quinine be entrusted to the gentlemen named hy the British 
Indian Association in their letter of the 7th November 1872 : —

with simple instructions fur its administration. They have all agreed to 
distribute it. . 

(4) That a supply of quinine he placed for sale at each police station and 
outpost at 20 per cent, below cost price, and a discretionary power be given to 
the officer in charge to administer it gratis to any poor patients, keeping a 
list of the names and amounts. 

(5) That to every schoolmaster and patshala guru in connection with 
Government a certain quantity of quinine ho given for the use of himself and 
his pupils. Schools and patshalas are particularly numerous in this part of the 
district. Over 200 patshalas have accepted connection with Government on 
the terms offered receutly, and there are some 20 or 25 schools. 1 would propose 
to make a fixed allowance to eacli guru — say an ounce, if this would not be 
too liberal — and let him know that the supply would not be repeated. I would 
then give him to understand that if he found that it w'us not all needed for 
himself and his pupils, ho might give it in charity to other indigent sufferers, 
and I would instruct him how to do so. 


No doubt many of the gurus w'ould sell it, as do the Native Doctors and 
every body who can get the command of so valuable an article ; but after all, 
even if sold, it will entail no greater cost on Government, while it wrill dissemi- 
nate pure quinine where it is most needed. On the other hand, it will invest 
the gurus with some importance in their villages, — an object wJiich I look on as 
desirable in itself. I w'ould, however, expressly prohibit them from selling it 
while authorising them to give it away, and make this prohibition and permis- 
sion generally known. One ennnot but hope that if that be done, partly 
through fear, partly through honesty, a good deal will be gratuitously distri- 
buted where it i.s most needed. 


1 do not propo.se to give this to all gurus in the affected area, whether the 
fever be in their neighbourhood or not, but only to those who aro in places that 
are attacked. 


') 


(6) 1 submit that instead of opposing, we should endeavour to 

utilise, the services of all duly qualified practitioners. Hitherto 

I do not think I am W'rong in saying that the practical attitude 
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of the Government and the department in the interior ia one of hostility. 
The private practitioner is struggling probably to make a practice. When 
a dispensary is (as for instance at Hajcopore) planted exactly opposite 
his door, ho is of course under-sold ; and just when he might most hope to make 
his way, he finds the ground cut from under his feet. This is the way he 
practically realizes the encouragement he often listened to in Calcutta about 
starting on his own merits and avoiding the error of his fellow students in 
looking exclusively to Government for employment. 

I do not deny that as a whole this class are selfish — as they have to live by 
their profession it can hardly be otherwise, and that they are in great measure 
strangers to that sympathy for suffering among the poor which so honorably 
distinguishes the profession in parts of Europe; but I think they deserve 
encouragement, and would offer each duly licensed practitioner a certain 
quantity of quinine (say 4 oz. or 8 oz., or even 1 Ifo, if the fever in his neigh- 
bourhood is very bad) on condition that he would, as far as it went, distribute it 
gratis among poor sufferers. These practitioners would I believe accept, and if 
they sold some, they would probably also distribute a good deal gratuitously. 
We know of four such licensed practitioners within the affected area — one at 
Chunderkonah, one at Ghatal, and two at Nowadah. 

(7.) I would, in every village of 500 persons and upwards attacked by 
the fever, appoint a punchayet of throe or more ]r)crsons to superintend the 
distribution of quinine in their village in the manner above described, to 
report every week the state V)f the fever, number of deatlis, &c., and bring to 
notice any delinquencies or shortcomings on the part of those entrusted with 
quinine. In each such village there will probably be at least one guru ; where 
there is not, one of the members of the punchayet might be entrusted with 
quinine. In the townships of Ghatal and Chunderkonah, and the unions of 
Keerpoy and Bamjebunporc, the town committees should be selected. 

(8.) The directions as to the use of quinino, and the cases whore it 
can safely bo given, should be printed, and a copy given to every one who 
receives any for distribution. I need scarcely say that if a Sub- Assistant Surgeon 
can be spared to superintend the operations in this district, it will bo most 
conducive towards effectual supervision. 

36. I ought not to omit to say, with reference to Dr. Matliew’s para- 
graphs 105 and 100, that I earnestly protest against any attempt to clear away 
jungle or clean out tanks compulsorily in the affected villages. I saw a great 
deal of these measures when at Baraset, and afterwards at Krishnaghur, w'hcn 
these two places were both under the influence of the cpiddmic, and am 
convinced that they lead to a great deal of oppression, destruction of valuable « 
property, expense, and no corresponding benefit. If done thoroughly, they 
might lead to good results ; but to do this it would be necessary to spend 
thousands of rupees in each village. 

* 37. The gentlemen who assisted this year in the relief of the distress 
were — 

1. Bajah Jotendro Mohun Tagore, who sent a Native Doctor toKootub- 
pore, though without placing him en rapport with the authorities or communi- 
cating the fact to us. 

3. Baboo Ajoodhya Ram Khan, commonly called Rajah of Midnaporc, 
whose residence is'at Narajole. This gentleman supported a private dispensary 
of his own at his house, an^ also paid towards a Government dispensary in 
another part of the town. 

3. Baboo Lall Bchary Dutt of Cliiusurah, who sent mo lls. 100 towards 
the relief of the indigent. 

4. Baboo Janokee Nath Mookerjeo of Boinchee, who sent me Rs. 40 for 
the relief of tlie indigemt. 

38. Dr. Mathew concludes his report with the subject of causation as 
follows : — * 

(107.) On this subjeft I have but few observations to offer. 'I’he 

disease is duo to the action of a poison which 
auimtion. malaria for want of a butter name. 
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(108.) ** Notwithstanding however the many, and indeed probable, causes 
** that hare from time to time been discussed as tending to produce the 
** epidemic, it appears to me that their disease-producing powers have always 
*' been admitted, and it is certainly very clear that all these conditions which 
** are said to produce tliis epidemic have existed for many years without produo- 
** ing any other effect on the public health except those periodic outbreaks 
of fever n ith which every European resident in Bengal is familiar, and from 
which every native of the country suffers at some time or other. The 
** appearance of the disease in the laterite tracts of Beerbhoom clearly shows 
** that a watcr>logged subsoil is not a necessary condition for its propagation. 

(109.) “ The epidemic fever, as far as I know, has not as yet made its 

*' appearance in any village in this district built on laterite soil, nor does the 
** disease appear to be advancing in the direction of the laterite country. I 
regard it as an advance of the Hooghly epidemic ; but by what means the 
" disease has been introduced I am not prepared to say. The disease is not 
“ spread by human intercourse, otherwise the station of Midnapore would 
“ have been the scene of an outbreak any time since 1869. 

(110.) Many people suffering from the epidemic fever of Hooghly and 
** Burdwan have come to Midnapore and never introduced the disease into the 
“ tovim. During the past cold weather numbers of people from Dasspore and 
** Ghatal were treated at the charitable dispensary, many of whom are at 
“ present living in the town, yet no outbreak of the epidemic fever has 
“ occurred. 

(111.) ** Besidcncc in an affected locality, no matter the condition of life, 

** gives rise to the disease, and that with a certainty that few people, no matter 
“ how strongly they may deny the presence of a specific poison, would like 
to test in their own persons. 

(112.) I know of two instances of native gentlemen occupying influen- 
** tial and lucrative positions in ibis district visiting their homes in Burdwan 
“ in perfect health and their contracting an attack of the prevailing fever, of 
*' which they both died in the course of a few months. 

(113.) “ In conclusion I have to apologise fw the great delay that has 

“ taken place in submitting the report. The accompanying map is, I fear, 
“ inaccurate in many rc'spects ; but it is the only one that it was possible to 
procure, and it is to be hoped that it will suffice to illustrate roughly’ the lino 
“ of country affected by the epidemic. But owing to the irregularity in the 
“ incidence oT the disease, to show that with anything like accuracy on a 
“ map, would be a matter of great difficulty, and would still further delay 
the submission of this report.” 

30. I need only add that all the facts in this district favor the prevail- 
ing opinion tbat the epidemic is due to a concurrence of causes partly known, 
partly unknow n. It finds a congenial home in a depressed and water-logged 
country, a dense popplation, and all the insanitary surroundings which a dense 
population entails. On the other hand, it seems equally clear that it has a 
virus of its own independent of these causes, which may poison the air of a 
perfectly dry and sparsely populated tract. As in the case of cholera, it is easy 
to see that certain conditions predispose places for its ravages, but unsafe to 
say that those conditions circumscribe its operations. The theory favoured by 
Colonel Haig is, it seems, obviously true so far/u9 that an enfeebled vitality 
due to poor and insufficient food, bad water, and impure air, render those 
attacked with the fever far less capable of resisting its at^ks than they 
would be if possessed of greater strength of constitution ; but conspicuously 
wrong in so far as it seems to contend that the morbific influences to which 
they are exposed have undergone no change, but remain the same in the 
affected tracts as they always were, while only the power of resisting them is 
weakened. That the air is positively tainted or poisoned, any one residing 
in it for a few days can easily ascertain ; w'hile a perfectly healthy and well-fed 
man transferred to an affected locality is attacked with the fever almost 
immediately. 
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40. On the other hand, the poison seems only to affect human hernias. 
The people of Dasspo’re assured me unanimously that at the time when so' 
many deaths were occurring, their cattle and dogs were perfectly healthy. 

41. 1 regret to say that the latest accounts from Dasspore show that the 
rain that has fallen has led to a return of the fever, though without heavy 
mortality ; but I fear that it may be looked upou as certain that the year will 
be one of great suffering and sickness as the season advances.

I LU. directed to acknowledge the receipt of vour letter No. 257 of the 28tli 
ultimo, submitting an elaborate report from the Slagistrute and Civil Surgeon 
of Midnapore regarding the prevalence of the epidemic fever in parts of that 
district. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is much obliged to Dr. Mathew and Mr. 
Harrison for their clear and valuable report, which shows that the fever has 
made considerable ravages in the part of Midnapore lying between the Cossve 
and Silye, and that some systematic attempts at relief are imperatively 
called for. 

.3. Dr. Mathew, the Civil Surgeon, proposes that, with a view to deal 
with the epidemic in its future ravages, nine temporary dis^nsariiis should bo 
opened, two native doctors being attached to each ; and that a sub-assistant 
surgeon should bo appointed to supervise the native doctors. If tliis cannot 
bo allowed, the Magistrate would wish to have two dispensaries and four native 
doctors placed* at his disposal, and suggests that a native doctor and medicines 
l>e sent to any place wituin the alTectcd area where the people agree to pay 
half his salary. Before passing orders on those proposals, the Lieutenant- 
Governor would wish to have a report from the Inspector-General of Hospitals, 
to whom a communication has this day been made as to what amomit of 
assistance he can actually give. • 

4. The Magistrate proceeds to make proposals for a wide distribution 
of quinine by various agencies. The Lieutenant-Governor is disposed to 
accept these, but deems it right to obtain the opinion of the hc^ad of the 
Medical Department upon them in the first place. There is, first, the proposal 
to give quinine for distribution to the twclvo native gentlemen named by the 
British Indian Association. 

5. Thei). it is proposed to place a supply of quinine for sale at each 
police station and outpost at 20 per cent, below cost price. I am to say, with 
reference to this, that if quinine is to bo sold, it shoidd be sold at cost price, 
which is low enough compared to retail rate ; gratis distribution to poor patients 
being made under proper supervision. 

6. Mr. Harrison next proposes to give the schoolmasters and the patshalla 
gurus an ounce of quinine each for their own use and for that of their pupils, 
forbidding them to sell it, but permitting them to g^ve it in charity to other 
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indigent sufferers if they liked. The gums are to understand that the supply 
would not be repeated, and only gurus in places attacked by fever would 
get it. 

7. Mr. Harrison next wants to give a certain quantity of quinine to 
each private practitioner for gratis distribution among poor sufferers. The 
Lieutenant-Governor believes that none of them would distribute it gratis as 
Mr. Harrison hopes, and thinks it should only be given them at cost price. 

8. Mr. Harrison’s proposal for appointing a punchayet to superintend 
the distribution of quinine and report every week the state of the fever, seems 
to the Lieutenant-Governor to bo good, and is approved ; so also is the pro- 
posal to distribute printed directions for the use oi quinine. 

9. The Inspector-General of Hospitals has been desired to favor the 
Lieutenant-Governor with an expression of his opinion on the above proposals 
about quinine, and to state how much can bo made available for Midnapore. 

10. Mr. Harrison objects to clearing jungle and tanks compulsorily in 
the affected villages. 'Pho Lieutenant-Governor, however, desires tliat if the 
state of things is so bad as described by Dr. Mathew, something should be 
done to cleanse the villages, and the Magistrate should try what he can do 
by persuasion. 

11. Four native gentlemen only are named by Mr. Harrison as having 
done Bomctliing for the relief of the distressed. It is not creditable to the 
landowneiu of Midnapore that they should have done so little.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge receipt of your office docket No. 2169, 
dated 18th June 1873, forwarding for an expression of opinion a report on 
the prevalence of fever in the district of Midnapore by the Magistrate, 
kir. U. L. Harrison, containing certain propo.'sals regarding medical relief and 
the distribution of quinine in the event of a new outbreak. 

2. As regards the deputing of native doctors and the establishing of 
temporary dispensaries, much will depend on the agency avnilable, or that can 
he made available, at the time. Fever has either abated or disappeared in 
most of the affected tracts of Burdwan, Becrl)hoora, and Hooghly ; and 1 am 
happy to say that the reports lately received indicate a better state of public 
liealth in these districts than has existed for very many months. I'hc number 
of dispensaries has been consequently reduced as much as possible. The 
number of temporary dispensaries actually in operation, according to the 

Uurdwan 3 s rccont roports, is shown marginally. Not- 

Uearbhoom 0 Withstanding this abatement of sickness and reduc- 

tion of the number of dis])ensaries, the number of 
supernumeraries at my disposal is not large. There ate six supernumerary 
sub-assistant surgeons whose services might be made available at any moment, 
and there are at the Presidency six supernumerary hospital assistants and one 
Bengalee class native doctor. 

3. Of the 44 studtmts of the Bengalee classes who were reported to have 
])a 8 sed their final examination in April last, only 6 have as yet declared for 
Government service. Others will doubtless come forward. In the event of 
any emergency arising, it would also be possible to obtain some aid from other 
provinces, and to re-engage some of the locally-entertained native doctors 
whose services were dispensed with when the fever subsided. 

4. It is thus apparent that, looking to the probability of larger demands 
arising in Burdwan and Bcerbhoom *tban in Midnapore, it is impossible to 
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make any promises of being in a position to send many subordinates or supply 
many temporary dispensaries to tnat district. As the fever begins to break out, 
supernumeraries wiu be sent where their services appear to be most urgently 
required ; and if the wants of Midnapore are most early and pressing, they will 
be attended to accordingly. 1 do not think that, with a limited agency at 
command, and without a very certain knowledge of where the services of that 
agency dan be most profitably employed, it would be wise to depute subordi- 
nates beforehand, or establish dispensaries in anticipation in any part of these 
districts. Supernumeraries will be kept in readiness at the Presidency, and on 
the receipt of applications they will be provided with medicines, and directed 
to proceed at once to the scene of operations. 


6. As regards the supply of quinine, I am afraid that I cannot promise 
much. Permanent and established medical institutions are entitled to the 
first consideration, then temporary medical institutions and agencies, and 
after these have been fully supplied, the question of distribution by lay agencies 
may be considered. The public stores find the utmost difficulty, under the 
existing rules and practice, in supplying permanent institutions which are 
yearly becoming more numerous and making larger demands. The temporary, 
dispensaries in llurdwan and elsewhere have been hitherto supplied to the full 
of their demands, but stock was kept low in consequence ; there has not, during 
the last two years at least, been in^ho stores any tiling that might bo called 
a reserve of quinine, and giving out this drug for promiscuous distribution is, 
under the present system of indenting on England, out of the question. 

6. I append a copy of a recent communication* from the Principal 

V. a . , , . , . Medical Store-Keeper, showing that at the present 

rate of expenditure he auticipates a deficiency of 
1,7401b of quinine before tlie close of the year. An indent was however sub- 
mitted for 2,456Tfo on the 1st of April 1873, and if the amount remaining duo 
on the indent of 1st April 1872 (1,2101b) and that recently indented for were 
promptly sent out, there would be no reason to fear any difficulty in meeting 
demands, either ordinary or emergent. 1 have already urged the Government 
of India to expedite the supply of quinine and other stores, and am about to 
do so again. I have also repeatedly and forcibly urged the necessity of a 
system which would permit of a reserve stock, but hitherto without success. 
Under these circumstances it is quite impos.'^ihlc for me to make any promises 
as regards Midnapore. If quinine is to be distributed as Mr. Harrisou pro- 
poses, I can sec no alternative but the public market. 

7. As regar4'’ the agencies by which it is proposed to distribute quinine, 
I have no objection to offer that has not already been stated by Government. 
There could be no harm in entrusting the drug to gurus arid others with pro- 
per directions for its use. I should incline to entertain strong doubts of thn 
propriety of entrusting what are called private medical practitioners with the 
gratuitous distribution of the drug.

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1. Bksolution. — ^I n the above-mentioned letters the Governme^ of 
Bengal addressed the Government of India— 

(a) soliciting a reconsideration of the orders prohibiting the assignment 
of 3 per cent, on the revenue of Government estates (khas mehals) 
for local purposes ; 

(&) reporting tlic re-scttlements of Palamow and the Dooars, and asking 
that 6 per cent, of the gross Government rental might be assigned 
for local roads and primary schools in those tracts ; 

(c) representing that under the District Hoad Cess Act nearly half the 
road cess had io be paid by the zemindar or other landlord, and a 
little more than one-half hy the ryot ; and that on Government 
estates (khas mehals) it would be fair that Government, as it 
enjoyed tlic full rental paid by the ryots, should pay the landlord’s 
share of the I’oad cess; 

(rf) soliciting jiermission to sot aside, at all future temporary settlements 
in Bengal, a percentage on the assumed cross rental for primary 
schools as well as for the maintenance of local roads. 

2. The Government of India has now been pleased to pass orders on these 
representations to the following effect, namely : — 

(а) That the 3 per cent. Government Estates Improvement Fund, in 

accordance with the Suiireme Government orders of 1870, is 
being gradually abolished ; that it will become extinct on the 31st 
March 1874 ; and that it canuot be revived in its old form. 

(б) That from the 1st April 1874, the Government, as proprietor of 

estates scattered tlirouirh the permanently-settled districts of 
Bengal, will assign from the proceeds of such estates 3 per cent, 
on the gross amount of llie Governmejit land revenue collected 
ther(?froin, to be devoted to local roads, water supply, and other 
local improvements, and also to primary education. In any 
district to which the District Road Cess Act may apply or may 
hereal'Ior he .applied, moiu'y derived from this 3 per cent, assign- 
ment will supply tlic j)lace of the landlord’s sh.are of the road 
cess which might equitably, tbougli not according to the letter of 
the Act, be claimable from Govei’nmcnt. 

(c) That one anna for every, rupee finally credited to Government, or 
onc-sevcntcontb of tbe tie/ land revenuo levh'd in each district 
of Assanr and in the Bhootau Di'oars, be assigned to form a 
district local fund for local purposes in each district. This 
assignment is not to be claimed in respect of revenue wliicb does 
not rcacli the treasury, that is to say, in resiK'ct of unrealised 
balances or of percentages allowed to inouzalnlars or lossises. 

((/) That in thc«rccently s('ttled tra<*t of Vtdamow (Lt.lmrdugga district) 
only the 3 j)er cent, on tlio net Government revenuo allowed in 
other estates is to be assigned to the district local fund. 

(e) That tliese assignments arc to lake effect from the ] si April 1874, 
and are to eoutiiiue tiii resettlement only ; and that “ wlienever 
the revenue of estates or of a clistrict atleeted hy these orders is 
i(j-setti(?d, a rate of one anna tm tht rupee maybe separately 
imposed, as in other parts of India,” for purposes of local im- 
provement. 

(/) Ttet an ( llort should be made to recover a contribution proportionate 
to the as-'ignments now made from any oAvner of revenue-free 
lands iu Assam or the other tlistricts ailecled by tbe resolution. 

3. I’lie Bengal Government is grateful to llis Excellency the 
Viceroy iu Council for the consideration Avliieh has been shown to Bengal, and 
especially to tlxc outlying loss advanced parts of tbe country, by these orders. 
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With reference to paragnraph 1 of tho resolution under consideration, the 
Lieutenant-Governor would take opportunity to assure tho Government of 
India that the accumulated balances of tho Oovernment Estates Improrement 
Fund were more than a year ago distributed to the several districts in propor- 
tion to the share claimable by each, and that tho income of the fund since 
accruing has been enjoyed by the district w'hercin it may have accrued. With 
reference to paragraph 8, the Lieutenant-Governor would assure the Supreme 
Government that the assignments now made shall bo spent strictly within tho 
districts to which tliey may belong. The Lieutenant-Governor would even go 
further, and he w'ill direct Commissioners of tho permanently settled districts 
to.soo that the greater part of the assignments from tho rental of Government 
estates is spent on primary schools, village roads, and water supjdy, in the 
identical estates in respect of which the assignments may be made. In road 
cess districts, however, a portion of the 3 per cent, assiunment, equal to the 
landlord’s share of the coss at the current rate for the year, must be placed at 
the disposal of the district road committee. 

4. The Board of Revenue, in consultation with the Accountant-General, 
will issue the necessary orders for giving ellcct to tho instructions of tho 
Government of India as summarised in paragraph 2, clauses («;, (6), {d), and 
(c), of this resolution. 

6. Tho Commissioner of Assam and the OHiciating Commissioner of Cooch 
Behar will give elfcet to the orders summarised at ehiuso (c) of paragraph 2 
(above). The Dooars settlement was made fora short t( rm of years, so no ques- 
tion can there ari-c regarding the application of clause 2, paragraplr 10, of the 
Governm«;ni of India’s resulul ion. In Assam tho rates of seitlomont were settled 
thr«*o veavs ago. Over tho whole of Assam there taktss place a yearly veriA- 
cation of holdings (much like the so-called annual juminahundeo of Madras in 
former times). The Lieut enant-Governor is clear that the annual veritioation 
of holdings cannot he considered an annual rcsetUionont ; and that until the 
setilomcnt rates arc <?haiiged, the additional one anna on the rupee lor local 
rating cannot he iniposetl in Assam. 

0. The CoiuTuissioner of Chota Nagporc will he reqxieslecl to take steps 
for securing that the Palamow assignuieut shall be spent within that sub- 
division alone for the prcs<‘nt. 

7. The Commissioner of Assfim will consider and report Avhat orders and 
steps, executive or legislative, will be necessary to e^ahh; the otliccr charged 
with lakhiraj inquiries in Assam to impose on lakhirajdars a local rating of 
one anna in the rui)ee on the assumed annual value of their holdings. The 
holders of land in fcc-simplc may he considered to he hikliirajiiars. They are 
all liable to a rate for road cess if Govcimmcnt should think At to introduce 
the Act, but there is a <liAlculty about am rate for education. The Lieutenant- 
Governor will be ready to consider any suggestion the Couimissh.ucr of Assam 
may sec At to oAcr upon this subject. 

8. Tlicvo remains the question of the proY)ortion eacli district assign- 
nu’ut which should ho allotted Incaeh of the c>l»jects mcnlioued by the tiovern- 
ment of India’s resolution, namely— 

(а) Primary schools. 

(б) Material*imT'Vovemeuts, including roads, w'atcr supply, and other 

local objects. • 

Tbo Lieutenant-Governor lias already directed that in districts where the 
Hoad Cess Act may be in force, so much of the Government assignment may 
be equal to tho landlord’s share of the cess at tho current rate for the year 
should be made over to the district road committee for ex])oiulilurc uiuh :* tl... 
Act. He would now propose th i - • 

(1) in Assam a el »!»e :? . u" 2 per cent, on the net land rovemic he' 
devote.: .!-• nv!'..ary s i: - ds, one. pc'r cemt. to wamv snpp.ly an.l 
misc«!i!.HO s puij). and the remainder (2 bS2 per ci'nt.) to^ 
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(2) in Government estates, not situate in a district where road cess is 
levied, one per cent, may be devoted to primary schools, onc-and* 
a-half per cent, to roads, and one>half per cent, to miscellaneous 
improvements ; 

(U) in Government estates situate in districts where a road cess is levied, 
the bulunce remaining after defraying the landlord’s share of the 
road cess should he spent, two-thirds on schools and onc-tliird on 
miscellaneous improvements. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has not finally decided upon this distribution ^ 
of the assignment ; and ho is ready to consider any recommendations which 
Commissioners may make for modifying the proposed distribution before the 
1st January 187-1. share of the assignment, given to primary schools and 

roads would be spent by tlic district or sub-divisional school and road committees. 

Lut it would be an instruction to the committees to expend the school assign- 
ment entirely, and the road assignment as fur as possible- within the estates in 
respect of which the money was assigned. The small assignment for miscella- 
neous improvements would ho si)ent, within the estates or lauds contributing, 
under the orders of the Collector in accordance with such instructions as the 
Commissioner might from time to time issue. 

9. The Government of India’s resolution touches upon one other point 
(at paragraph 2), that — 

“ in otlier proviiiccB (as Hornhay and MaHra.s) in wliiph the land revenue is oollectcd 
dircetly from the cultivators, the cost of works of irrigutiou, drainage, or embank niciits 
required fur the iiicr(>ase or maintenance of the public rtivenues, is defrayed from the imperial 
revenues, being provided for in the iuqtcrial grant for public works 

and it directs that, — 

“ in future, like works in llcngal, in (iovernment estates, or in tracts of which the land 
Tcsveuue is collected directly from the enltivators on Cioverumtmt account, should be pruvidetd 
for in like manner at the ebarge of ibc im]M!ria1 revennes. If the works are large,, the projects 
should Ik: separately entered in the estimates ; if small, they should be carried out from the 
assigumuut fur ‘ minor works.’ ” 

The previous orders on this subject wore communicated to the Board of 
Kevenue (Bengal Government orders, Ao. 3501, daied 10th August 1872, jiara- 
graph d.), and the Board was requested to advise Collectors that fully prepared 
I)rojeets and cstimates*for sueJi tvorks must be sent in punotuaily. AVitU 
reference to the instruetiems of the Government of India extracted above, 
an early report will be culled for from the Board of llevenue and Com- 
missioners of Division.

NORMAL SCHOOLS FOR TRAINING PRIMARY SCHOOL TEACHERS.

Resolution. — Tlie J3iroctor of Public Instruction has obtained full reports 
upon the existing normal schools in the several provinces of JBenjral, and he 
has now submitted a scheme for giving eftect to the views of Gervernment. 
The Director's memorandum setting forth his plan is to the following effect: —

This total is exclusive of tho assi'j:nmcnt for grants-in-aiil to private normal schools; these 
grants amount to about Ks, 2t),t»00 per auiuun, mneb of whicti goes to aided training 
schools for native mistresses. The giant of Us. 1 ,<51., t)00 was reduced by Its. 10,000 in tbe 
binlget for tlic current year. This grant now gives us — 

(1) four expensive iiorm.al schools, costing about Rs. 15,000 a year a piece; 

(2) twenty-three less costly normal sclu>ols, costing on an average about 

Rs! 4,400 each. 


It is admitted, and the Lieutenant-Governor has ordered, that we slionld have a training 
school for primary schoolmasters in c;udi disrriet ; and it would be desirable to have one 
normal school in each division to train, bcsid(;s primary selioolinasters, teachers for middle- 
class veriiucular schools, and to give such teachers a good grounding in surveying and practi- 
cal science. To each normal sclmol must be attached a model school or patslialu to serve 
as a practising school for the pupil tcaeher.s. We are to give stipends in the Grst place to actual 
village teachers who may be induced to come to tlie normal schools for professional 
training, and also to young men of tlic same class wlio wish to «jualify themselves to be 
village teachers; and vro may allot a certain number of stipends to students in the higher 
normal schools who arc <|ualifyiiig and may engage to becoii^ teachers in middle-class 
vernacular schools. 

It is quite clear that the full patshala grant allotted to any school must be given to 
the substitute in charge i>f the patshala, while its teacheu' is absent at a normal school. 
Such a teacfher should be allowed a stipend not exceeding Rs. 7 a luonth (the amount to be 
ii.xed by the managers of eacli school) while he is at tlic normal .«elic)ol, and he might be 
allowed an additional rupee per mensem after the lirsi three mouths, provided he passes 
u prescribed examination with •credit. The stipends of normal school students who arc 
not actual schoolmasters should not exceed Rs. 4 a nioiiili. Normal school stipends or 
scholarships (as distinct from schoolmaster’s stipends) sliould ho awarded, as at present, 
to the candidates of good ehuracter wiio do host at the annual examinuliou for admission. 

No English should be taught in any (loverument normal school. The colleges and 
schools affiliated to the University give a snflieient snp))ly of teachers for Engiisli schools. 

Ou this scheme wc should have ten higher normal schools, one for each division, 
except (vooch Behar and Chota Nngpoic; and one extra for Tirboot and the iiehar districts 
north of the Ganges. The sites of these schools would be- 
ll ooghly. ratua.

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The praotiaing schools, the Calcutta patshala, and the other model schools attached to normal 
schools, are not included in the alrave estimate, because the cost of such schools may, as is 
now the case, be legitimately met from the grant for vernacular or for primary schools." 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is much obliged to the Director for Imving 
prepared this scheme, which Sir Goorge Campbell had the opportunity of dis- 
cussing verbally with the Director, the Inspector of Schools, Presidency Circle, 
and with the Commissioner of Patna. The Patna normal school is the only 
institution of its kind where English is now taught in Bengal, and where 
normed school pupils are learning the- ordinary University course. The 
Inspector of Schools, Behar Circle, strongly I'ocommcnds that the English 
teaching at normal schools be extended. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, 
accepts the general principle advocated by the Director that English should not 
be taught at our normal schools, and to this rule there should be no exception. 
The language taught at the normal schools should be the vcruacular only.

The Lieutenant-Governor would on no account diminish facilities for learning 
English in Behar, wlioro Anglo-vcrnaculur schools arc comparatively few. lie 
would be ready to sanction a cheap English school to take the place of tiie 
present English classes at tlid normal school, if the Commissioner finds such a 
school is desirable, or to use some of the money saved for additional English 
scholarships, if that is found desirable, after exhausting the scholnrslu])S already 
assigned. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor learns from Messrs. Atkinson and Woodrow 
that the reduction of the stipend grant to Jls. 200 a month at each of the first 
grade normal schools might cause difficulty ; and that if ruotu'y can he spared, 
it would ho desirable to allow lls. 300 for stipends at the largin* schools. 
This modification of the Director’s scheme is accordingly sanctioned. The 
Lieutenant-Governor approves of the jdan whereby higher stipends ai'c to ho 
given to men who arc actually schoolmasters, than to more students who are 
qualifying with the view of becoming schoolmasters some day. But he consi- 
ders that the maximum stipend for such pujnls (g(-oroo8 w’ho are aetuaiJy 
teachers of primary schools) should be lls. 5, until they pass an exarninatiou 
after three months’ normal school instruction. The maximum stipend for other 
students may he Rs. 4 a month as the Director proposes. It will be necessary 
for the Director to proscribe tests, so that any normal student who passes 
these tests at the half-yearly examiuation should he cut itlud to a certificate 
cither as — 

Ist grade vernacular schoolmaster. 

2nd ditto ditto. 

1st grade primary schoolmaster. 

2nd ditto ditto. * 

When this system of tests and certificates shall have been firmly e.slahlished, 
district committees would probably arrange to give a slightly higher grant to 
schools or patshalas which employed tin* higher grades of certificated masters. 
It might hereafter he arranged that the higher stij)cnds should be given only 
to those students who, having gained a second grade certificate, elected to stay 
on and study for a first grade certificate. 

4. The only modifications which the Liciitcnant-Governor deems it 
necessary to make in the proposed distribution and establish meuts of the 
normal schools are as follows . — 

(a) He would not have a first grade normal school in Tirhoot, wliere 
at present there are but few middle class schools. Kccoguis- 
ing, however, the very large rcquiivnients of the district of 
Tirhoot, with its 4} millions of souls and its 500 Government 
primary schools, he w'ould have, besides a second grade normal 
school at Mozuffcrporc, a third ^r.idc iioinitil school at 
Durbhangah. 
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(6) As there will thus be only nine first class normal schools, one 
of the head^masterships on Ks. 200 may he struck out. The 
Lieutenaut'Goveruor would not have agreed to head*master- 
ships on 11s. GOO or 250 if we were now considering an entirely 
new scheme. But as there are already normal school-masteiN 
ships on its. 800 and 250 filled by very competent men, he will 
allow these grades of masterships to stand for the present, 
the case to bo considered when a vacancy occurs in either of 
those appointments. 

(c) As tlie Director and Mr. Woodrow consider that a second 
normal school at Baraset for the requirements of the 2di«Pergun- 
nahs Avill be yreatly needed, the Lieutenant-Governor agrees 
to a third class normal school hidng established there. 

It must bo tliorouglily understood that fully half of the stipends at first class 
normal schools arc to be allotted to gooroos and to students who engage to 
take up primary schoolmaslersliips. MU the stipends at second and third 
class normal schools must bo allotted to gooroos and boys who arc qualifying for 
and engage to become primary schoolmasters. The normal schools will be 
under the control of the district school committees, just as other schools in the 
district. The ordinar-y rules in regard to the appointment of masters will hold 
good. The rate of sti])cnds assignable to the several classes of normal students 
must be reported to, and will he subject to the approval of the Director. As soon 
as the Director shall have settled the tests and rules, subject to which certi- 
ficates may be issued from normal schools, further instructions will bo issued on 
this point.

There tvill remain from tlio full grant of 1872-73 a sum of about Rs. 7,000 
to meet ch.'irgos for house-rent; these charges 'are now very considerable at 
Calcutta, Dacca, and some other places, lor now normal schools at places 
where there is now no accummudation, the Lieutenant-Governor will be ready to 
consider proposals for bulldiug cbeaj> scbool-liouses of the native stylo. But in 
no case could lie sanction more than Ks. 1,000 for a second or third, or 
Rs. 3,000 for a fii st grade normal school. The grant, wliatover it might be, 
would have to cover all charges for school furniture. 

6. There remains 1 ho question whether, as proposed by the Commissioner 
of Patna in his Primary School Report, training classes for patshala schoolmasters 
sliould be established at tlio head-quarters of some of the larger sub-divisions, 
wherein primary schools may bo very numerous. The Lieutenant-Governor 
does not think that it will he necessary to have more than one normal school 
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in each district (save the 24>Pergannahs and Tirhoot) as a permanent arrange- 
ment ; but he will be ready to sanction as a special case, and during the year 
1873-74 only, small sums not exceeding Rs. 300 in all for any one district to 
pay for special gooroo-training classes at the head-quarters of large sub 'divisions, 
and be will not disturb the arrangements which the Commissioner of Patna 
has already made. 

7. Special attention must be called to the orders contained in paragraph 2, 
strictly confining the teaching in all normal schools to the proper vernacular. 

( In Behar especially the Commissioner must see that in the Patna and all other 
normal schools the Hindi character only is used, Nagarcc for print and 
Eaithee for writing, in accordance with tiie orders on the same subject issued 
for administrative purposes, in Assam and Orissa Bengalee must be strictly 
excluded from normal schools.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. AA, dated 
17th July 1873, and to say that the Lieutenant-Governor thanks you much 
for the report on primary schools submitted therewith. His Honor has 
perused it with mucli gratification as showini; that the Government orders 
have been carried out, and carried out successfully, in your division. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe the high terms in which 
you have been able to speak of your disirict olfieers, except the district oflieerof 
, 1 . M K Chumparun ; and I am to say that ho has specially

3. All districts except Chumparun have done very successfully. The 
Gva results are especially good in several particulars. Tlio Lieutenant- 
Governor hopes Chumparun ivill make up way in future. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion tliat the orders you issued 
were excellent and judicious, as y<mr orders generally are, and fully carry out 
the views of Government. It mu.st be expected that there will he dilllculties 
and misconstructions as to anything new in this country, hut they soon pass 
over, and the practical result shows that they have been comiuercd in this 
matter so far as to enable the Government to make a good start ; that this 
once done, progress may he as fast as funds and means a^mit, though neitluT 
the funds nor the machinery admit of too rapiil a progress, and it might not 
he politic to attempt to do too much. It may be well to give up for the time 
any inquiries M'ith a view to classification of parents which excite special 
suspicious ; the simple return r(>cently prescribed for primary schools does not 
require this kind of information. We must not exaggerate the ignorance 
of village gooroos n ho cannot read y>rint ; — they are not accustomed to read 
print, and a man not so accustomed may not he able to read it, though really 
acute in his own way. lie will bo able to learn the printed character in 
a week. The gooroos arc probably not now very good, hut if officers steadily 
enli-st all the available resources of the country, make friends instead of 
enemies <if the Brahmins (as they well may) in this onterpiise, and improve 
the material tliey find, tlie materials for simple village schoolmastcjs will, 
the Liouten:int*Guvernor thinks, be forthcoming in Behar; 

6. Orders have been passed and are about to issue regarding normal 
schools, securing one for every ilistrict. His Honor has not yet attempted 
regular training schools at sub-divisions, but will not interfere with the tem- 
porary arrangements of that kind which you have made to set the new school- 
masters going. 
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6. The Lieutonant-Govemor is very glad to say that the Govemtnent of 
India have now sanctioned a liberal percentage on the revenue of Government 
estates being devoted to schools, roads, and local improvements. He trusts 
that by this grant the Government will be enabled to do its duty as an improv« 
ing landlord, and to set a sufficient example to others. 

7. The number of primary schools mentioned as kept up by the great 
Durbhangah estate is hardly so large as the Lieutenant-Governor could have 
hoped ; but attention seems to bo directed to the subject in Wards’ estates, 
and His Honor hopes this will be fully kept in view in their management. 

8. In Gya and some other places, the zemindars seem to contribute 
fairly, and His Honor trusts that they will be induced to do so more and more ; 
sub-holders, proprietary communities, and village headmen should also be 
engaged to assist as much as possible. 

9. As regards the complaint that parents will not pay teachers when 
the State does, that is a complaint in many parts of the world. Probably 
the schoolmasters are very prone to make the most of and exaggerate 
complaints of this kind. Though the tendency must to some extent 
be in the direction stated, the Licutohant-Governor thinks that, if the 
schoolmastors get the aid Government can give, and are left to claim and 
levy the old-fashioned fees in their own way for their own profit, they will 
probably manage it. At any rate, every effort should bo made to carry out 
the system with fees, such as gooroos usually levy, or by voluntary contribu- 
tions, or by self-assessment, so as to avoid the necessity of resorting to a 
compulsory assessment as long as possible. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of payment by results in Shah- 
abad, as mentioned in paragraph 25 of your report, and hopes that it will be 
tried elsewhere. 

11. His Honor will not now go into details of each district, preferring to 
let you carrj’^ out your plans as you so well can. But there are some pecu- 
liarities in what you say regarding Tirhoot, which must ho noticed. 

The large proportion of Mahomedau schools in a part of the country 
where the proportion of Mahomedan population is comparatively so small (say 
one-eighth) is a surprise, and it is more so when wo sec? the contrast in this respect 
between Tirhoot and all the .surrounding districts w ith apparently similar popula- 
tions. His Honor would like to know the result of further inquiries on this 
subject. It should be ascertained whether the facts are spontaneous, or whether 
the results are influenced by any personal proclivities of our officers. The 
Lieutenant-Governor thinks Mr. Halliday is wrong in giving the maximum 
grant to Mahomedan maktabs generally in Tirluiot wh«*n he does not do so 
to other schools, if that is what is 'to be understood. In many parts of the 
country the Mahomedans are at present markedly at a disadvantage, and any 
reasonable special assistance to bring them forward is most desirable. But 
in Beliar it is not so. They have tliere a sliare of education and office more 
than in proportion to thtnr numbers ; and in Tirhoot, especially, it seems very far 
from being so. Where the Alahomcdans arc already as well off or better off than 
other people in respect of education, there is no reason for specially favoring 
them or giving them larger grants than others. In Bengal the Lieutenant- 
Governor might not have objected to such an arrangement ; iu Behar ho does. 

12. His Honor will nlso be anxious to know that <.lic large number of 
Mahomedan schools thus aided arc really, or arq in process of being made, 
useful primary schools, and that middle-class schools or mere mosque religious 
recitations arc not made recipients of primary school funds to too groat an 
extent. His Honor knows that at many mosques boys arc well taught, and 
wherever it be so, if they are well taught, the GfiVcrnraent is thoroughly 
content, whoever the boys be, and whoever teaches them ; but w'e must see that 
there is practical teaching. 

13. Wherever it is the habit of the Mahomedans, the Persian character 
must be recognised as a vehicle of primary instruction among them, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor believes it really is so to a great extent in Behar, which 
differs from'Bcngal in that respect. But if the Persian or Arabic characters 
be admitted, there is more need for seeing carefully that the schools receiving 
grants really are useful primary schools. Also, Hindoos seeking to becoi^ 
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lawjrers or clerks must not be taught Fertian at primary schools, as that is 
not the Qovernment object. For Hindoos of Behar, Hindoo only can be 
admitted to be the primary vernacular. 

14. The Liioutenant-Governor is constrained to notice again, as he has 
noticed in another place, what is said of the hostility of Brahmins and 
Bahbuns. This seems especially strange with respect to the education we are 
now seeking to give. All over India the Brahmins are not the enemies of 
education, and are seldom intractable or sulky peo{)le ; but just the contrary. 
In Hindustan proper, no doubt, they have lost their ancient position as the 
clerical monopolists of written power. His Honor believes that is prineipally 
because Persian was made the language of business under the Mabomedans, 
and they have never taken to that foreign tongue and character. But surely 
the establishment of Hindee schools, and the invitation to Brahmins and 
other literate castes to take pay as schoolmasters, is not calculated to excite 
their hostility. The Bahbuns, again, not unfrequently arc educated and 
ambitious. And in Bohar both BiUibuns and Brahmins are just the people 
who desire to bo village lieudinen, jeyt ryots, or ))utwarees, and to vvhom good 
primary education is especially serviceable. 11 is Honor much trusts soon to 
hear tlmt these classes, instead of being opposed, are wholly on our side, in 
this matter of primary education at least.

VILLAGE COMMUNITIES IN OHOTA NAGPORE. 


Extract of a report from Eaboo Rakhaldas Haidar^ Special Commissioner 
in Chota Naff pore tinder Act IT (U.C.) of 18C9. 


ViiiLAGB Communities in Chota Nagpork.

Para. 16. — Chota Nagpore presents not only villages in which the old insti- 
tutions of the country are in various stages of dec.ay, but also villages in which 
the old commune system has been kept up in tolerable vigor. In portions of 
the country which have passed through various commotions, such as the greater 
part of Soupur, the ancient landmarks have to a consi(lcr.al)le extent been 
w'ashed away. In the raanki pattis, where the system has been preserved 
mainly through Government intervention, and in regions that liave enjoyed 
comparative peace, such as the north-eastern portion of Pergunnah Khi'ikhra, 
the old institutions can he seen very nearly at their best. A description of those 
inslitutions may convcmicntly bo divided into, first, the old non-Aryan village 
commune as it probably was; secondly, the ch:».nges through wliicli it has 
passed ; and, thirdly and lastly, its present conditions. 


16. The parhas, or unions, the chiefs called raSnkis or rajahs, who 

presided over those parhas, the headmen of vil- 

The noii-Arv«ii I'oimminc. f i i>'i nx \ 

Ja»;es, calml Mmulas, rahnns, or Malitos, are 
extremely well-known. Tbo system, of which these men formed the most 
important component parts, would seem to have been more patriarchal in its 
character than otherwise. It can scarcely be supposed that the feudal idea, which 
has been recognized at a subsequent period, had any existence in those old days. 
In times of warfare with neighbours, the very instinct of self-preservation 
would induce the people to rtilly round their acknowledged chiefs ; but gene- 
rally, the chief ormaiiki was the great referee on 
points of social disputes. It :locs not seem to 
be probable that the manki had any recognized 
right to the villages held by the Mundas, nor 
did he interfere with the internal managenumt of such villages. How his 
sovereignty was acknowledged by the people, diies not very clearly aj>pear ; 
it is likely, however, that they supplied him occasionally wuth the produce 
of the fields, or with game killed in hunting. '1 he mauki had for his ow'n 
maintenance generally more than one village, and his olliec was hercditaiy.

17. What the manki was to the parha, the Munda was to the village ; 

but he was something more. He was the head 
of secular affairs, and at the same time a joint- 
proprietor of the villaare with the Fahan, and in 
some cases with the Mahto also. 

18. The Fahan was hy no means a mere 
village priest, as wo find him in many places in 
these days. Somewhat subordinate to the Munda in secular affairs, he was 
master of the invisible world, and no less a proprietor of the village than the 
Munda. If the Munda was charged with guarding against human foes, it was 
the Pahan’s special business to propitiate the invisible spirits for protecting the 
village from bliglits, drmigiits, diseases, and other calamities. He hold certain 
lands in the village by virtue of his office, and such lands arc to be detailed 
presently. 

1 9. Wc may be sure that the Mahto liad no existence in the Munda system. 
We find him in the Oraon villages and in Munda villages bordering upon the 
Oraon. In the old commune the necessity for his existence as distinct from the 
Munda is not very apparent. 


20. In some villages the offices of both Munda and Fahan were united 
in the same individual or family. 

21. The most indispensable village servants were the pani-bharu, or the 
Pahan’s assistant and water-carrier, the blacksmith, the pott«*r, the cowherd, 
the barber, the washerman, and the watchman. The first was in every village ; 
the others miirht ho common to more than one village. Some servants were 
remunerated by land, others by produce of the fields. 

22. The population of the village consisted of the families of the Munda 
and the Fahan, called “ Hutu boros,” and the ryots called ** Eta hdtttrinig.” 
The Hutu horos (subsequently known as the Bhuinliars) held lands of which 
they consumed the whole produce ; on the other hand, the ryots who held lands 
owed a certain proportion of the produce to the Munda and the Fahan. 
Besides these fields, which formed the bulk of the village, there were ^ some 
known as honga-loyang or bhfitkhota. Tliose were of three kinds : 

1 fitly , — Fields appropriated to the service of spirits called Darha; such 
spirits being regardc'd as special guardians of the Ilufu boros. Any Bhuinhar 
might hold such afield, known to this day as bhuiniiari>bhutkhdta. 


2ndh /. — Fields known as pabani 

Avaur of WngiH,..^ , propitiating 

certain spirits for 
the general welfare of the village. 
Tlicse fields arc known as dali- 
kntari, the dcswali bbfitkh6ta, the 
gaon-dcoU bhfitkli^ta, and the 
ehandikhet (1). 

^rdly . — Fields devoted to the 
service of certain spirits mysteri- 
ously imported into tho village (2). 
Such fields are now called audher 
or audher bliutkhdta, and arc also 
generally held by the Fahan. 
These bhutkheta fields bore a 
small proportion to the bulk of 
tlic lands in the village. The 
Pahan’s as8istant(alladed to above) 
had a very small quantity of land 
for supplying water and' cooked 
fowl", and otherwise helping the 
Fahan during the periodioul sacri- 
fices (3). 

23. It does not appear that any 
other description of tenures existed in the old commune. The name of rajhm^ 
or rent-bearing land, could not have been as yet known. The majhas wd

26. The village community, imperfectly described abov(!, was of the 
same character among the Muiulas and the* Oraons. ilow or when it, was 
brouirht into existence cannot well ho conjectured, but there is almost 
historical probability to believe th:it it existed since a jieriod anterior to the 
parmanont occupation of the country by the modern Hindus. 

26. The first indicatioil of change in the system may be found in tlie

JNogporc. The usual opinion, rcsemhlirig 
Housseau’s idea of social eoinpaet, is that the Munda in c|uestion was tlie 
sovereign elect, and tliat the people voluntarily gave up to him a half of 
every village for his maintcnaiiec. I may, boweVer, be permiiteil to hold 
the opinion tliat the soA'creign, for aught we know, may have hi'en originally 
u mauki of a parha, who gained aseendaney over his brother mankis 
by liis superior inlolligenc*', tact, and prowess, and perhaps also wit.li 
extraneous aid — a jirocoss of becoming the lord-pavamount of a country 
)mtural and true almost all over the \vorld. To attain to a slate (if 
aggrandizement, it was necessary for the sovereign to make and enforce; his 
eiairu to sni>plios from all the viJlag(^s under liis sway; and his authority eann' 
to he acknowledged (wanywherc. Since this lime, then, the old village re- 
])ublics may bo said to bav(; been (loomed, and tin; patriarchal character of the 
system began to he supervened, if not superseded, evi'rywherc by ilie feudal. 

27. The next stage of the cliango was the sovereign or IMaharajah’s giv- 
ing away villages to foreigners, asjagiror perpetual tenures. It is probable 
that when he gave away villages in this manner, he meant no more than to 
relinquish his claim to the supplies in favor of the jagirdars, though they 
gave him,. considerations (often very inadequate) and stipulated to pay hiui 
(luit-tents. There was clear i'(;scrvation of the Maharajtdf s right to call all tin* 
people in his raj, as occasion might recpiirc, and all people were bound to 
attend on him by turns. 

28. The grantee could not }iossibIy remain contented with the Mahara- 
jah’s share of the produce. Uis natural desire was to grow rich and powerful, 
within his own sphorc at h'ast ; and he was not long master of his village 
before he commene(;d attack^ (m tlie most vulnerable points of the system. 
The lands held by tin; ryots naturally came first within his grasj>. 

The people could be easily jicrsuadcd to believe that as the Maharajah uas 
eutitlvd to supplies from the villages, and the ryots provided the bulk of ibe 
supplies, and os the Maharajah had madi; over these to the grantees, tlu- 
latter had an absolute right to them. 

I’luis a certain proportion of the produce of the lauds held bv the i'(>;\ks. 
was collected by the jaghirdurs, tlie samehciiig gradu.aily (!ornmui>.-d to money, 
and the foredgu idea of rent introdiKX'il. The jagliiidai’’s riglit to stu b lands 
came to bo recognized also, and hence I believe originated t lie rajhus tenure.

29. For a while the right of the families of the Munda, Pahan, or Mahto 
to hold the lands always held by them must liave been scrupulously respected, 
for therein lay the safety of the jaghirdar. These lands were distinguished 
from the rajlius as bhuinhari. This latter tenure has not unoften been con- 
founded with bahbola,' arcat or korkar lands, and the confusion arose from the 
idea of the zemindars that bhuinhari lands were nothing more than water 
channels and such like wastes turned by manual labor into rice-produoing fields, 
which the Itajsdi, the absolute proprietor of the village, allowed the • persons

lands or their descendants to hold. No intelligent and well- 
informed Munda ac^cepts (justly as 1 think) such 
an idea. The bhuinhari is the remnant of the old 
kiiuntkalli (5) tenure (as may indeed bo gathered 
from the Preamble of the Chota Nagore Tenures 
Act) ; whereas the bahbola, areat or korkar, as 
it is variously called, presupposes the existence of 
the village, or at h'ast of the lands constituting 
the village, as property of a person other than 
the hahboia, arcat, or korkar-holder, or his 
ancestor (6). The bhuinhari is the most ancient 
tenure, and its poss(‘ssion gives a high status in 
the country. It can therefore he imagined that encroachments were not made 
upon the bhuinhari lands all at once ; but in process of time opportunities were 
not wanting to the jaghirdavs to infringe upon the bhuinhari also. Some 
Bhuinhars died out, and their lands were added to the rajhus or manjhas. 
Others struggled liard to maintain their ground, but not being equal to the 
force of the jaghirdar, backed as ho usually was by the myrmidons of the 
Maharajah, gave up the contest and elected to remain in exile; some of them 
making new clearings amid forests, into wdiich it was supposed the “ diku” or 
alien landlord would not easily penetrate. The lands of such banished 
Bhuinhars, if good and well situated, were added to the manjhas, and if other- 
wise to tlie rajhus. Then the jaghirdar’s mastery over the village "was 
complete. The Munda, the Pahan, or the Mahto, came to be regarded in not 
a few villages more in the light of vassals to the jagliirtlar, than otherwise. 
Small fields were given to them out of the rajhus as inundai or mahtoai for 
attending on the zemindars, or making annual settlements of lands with royts, 
«&c.; nay, some Bhuinhars were induced to submit to the condition of rendering 
the same agricultural and other services u'hich \v<‘re exacted from the royts. 
A Bhundari (generally a semi-aboriginal man) or a Barhail (a native of the 
north) was appointed ostensibly as an assistant to the Munda or Mahto, 
but, actually as a sor(. of s])y in the village. 

30. ’Where a jjt^hirdar was uinblc birnsclf to cope successfully with the 
Bhuinhars he wouhl farm the village to a brotiier jaghirdar, or other person 
having the reputation of a tyrant ; such a man would do all in his power to 
knock down the village system. 

31. Equally great, if not greater, injury was done to the old commune 
by the custom of giving away porgunnahs or villa^ges to certain members of the 
Maharajah’s family known as Kunwars, Thakurs and Lalis, as maintonauoe 
grants. Tliey commanded the highest respect in the countiy, and wherever 
they made thiir licad-quarters (and they have the reputation of being knigbts- 
errant, at least in the elioice of abodes) the commune was entirely crushed. 
1 may allude to Ijodhma, Kokaria, (iomdpur, and Soupurgnrh as instances. 
'J'heso memhcis of the Maharajah’s family vied to rival each other or the 
court in worldly show, and gave away many village's in their turn to Boutias, 
Hindus, and Mussulmans, who were their creditors, cither in flattery or in 
goods and money. In some portions of Soup dr wo find that the very names 
of the parhas have been extinguished through foreign influence. 

32. "VVe may here pause and inquire about what period the foreign 
influence had probably begun to tell upon the old village systetu. Some inter- 
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csted people of the country would have us believe that m> recently as only a 
little before the Kol insurrection of 1832, the system existed intact tlirou^hout 
Chota Nagporo. Others, even less careful about the trutii, would bring the 
date of the disturbance of the system to the time of the Sepoy mutiny of 1857. 
Such opinions do not of course require serious refutation. I mention them 
only to show that there arc people ignorant enough to entertain them, or 
presumptuous enough to try to induce others to believe in their validity. In 
order to form a tolerable opinion about the question, we should inquire how 
long the Hindus and others have settled in the country. The date of their 
settlement cannot, I am persuaded, be placed at a very remote period. Old 
Hindu monuments with inscriptions (few as tliey are) carry us back to no 
more than 260 years. The oldest pottah 1 have hitherto seen is not dated 
earlier than 1076 A. 1). But as this pottah contains attestation of Hindu 
officials, it bespeaks of earlier settlements of Hindus in the country. If we add 
260 years to the monumental date, we are not, I suppose, very far from the 
mark. It was after convulsions had begun in other parts of Hindustan that 
we may suppose hordes of people had entered this forest-covered country. 
Tradition says that the Routias (‘amc from Berar through the south-west 
corner, as the Brahmans and Rajputs came from the north. 

The countries of these pcoph*. Central India and Bchar, could have felt the 
Mahomedan power very keenly only after a century or two had elapsed since 
its establishment on the thn>ne of Heihi. It is therefore reasonable to pn^suiue 
that the colonists of whom I speak, Indians as they were, would not for an 
almost inaceessihle country care to leave their homes until it was made too hot 
for them. If this conjecture he right, the occupation of Cliota Nagporo by the 
Routits and the Hindus may bo supposed to have commenced within 500 years. 
It must further he conceded that tlie colonists could attack the non-Aryan 
communes only very slowly and by degrees, since they could not have been 
long in porc<nving that the aborigines, though a simple, were yet a very excit- 
able and dangerous people. Allowing all this, however, enough time seems to 
have elapsed for doing serious injury to the old village communities. 

33. Great clmnges had doubtless taken place in some parts of the coun- 
try both immediately before and immediately after the Kol insurr(*ction of 
1832. Much that took place before is w'cll known, as inqiiiri(>s had bticii 
instituted by the (government after that cveni. Wliat took plac»' alter the 
insurrection may he ascertained by inquiries. Wh(>u the British troops entered 
into Chola Nagporo from the north to quell the disturbances, the zemindars 
gave out that all the Kols would ho cut oif or blown away. Many simple 
people believed it, and thinking the Government was the Iricnd of the* Hindus, 
lied into the jungles. For a year or two lands in many a vill.Mge wi'r>* left 
fallow for want of cultivation. When the p(*ace of tlui country was fully 
restored, the Bhuinbars gradually came back to tbeir Aollages ; sojiu* got back 
their lands on the old tenure, some on condition of paying (luit-rents, some on 
condition of paying rents at full rates, wliile others were »ot allowed to liave 
their lands at all. 

34. W<J .should note a change in the opposite direction whieh followed 
the ^epoy mutiny of 1857 in some villages of Lodhma, S(.)iM)ur, Belkadi, Doesa, 
and Busia — a change which did not escape the notice of Colonel (then (Japtain) 
Davies, who visited tlio scenes of disturban ces in 1859. Then Chrisiianity hail 
been introduced at least in name, and a new spirit had been amused among a 
I'onsidcrable number of people. The t'hristian converts, or would-he converts, 
believed that the Government was their friend, and they handed together and 
forcibly took possession of lands which they rightly or wrongly bidievod to 
have been formerly tboir bbuinbari. In some villages such attacks wero 
successfully repulsed by the zemindars, in others (perliui)s not a very Jarge 
number) the Bhuinbars got and maintained possession. 

35. The above facts and conjectures, based upon inqnirie.s, cannot, 1 
humbly think, fail to cross the mind of any unprejudiced persnn who may 
carefully conduct inquiries in this country, aud they may help us to understand 
aright the present condition of the tenures. It is said, and truly, that there 
is such an elasticity in the village communes of India, that they have outlivi'd 
many a revolution. But this has been the case where disturbances liuve passed 
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over the communea^like waves ; where a foreign and contrary element had 
hcen, as it were, infused into the system, and attacks had been made 
persistently for generations to sweep it away, it was impossible for it to 
remain intact- 

30. 1 beg now to offer some remarks about the present condition of the 

tenures and of the tenure-holders. In

are Oraons. In Sutiambd (8) and Baragaian (the former noted in the Nagpore 
annals as the cradle of the pre.sont Nagvansi family) the Bhuinhars are 
of the Munda race. In Belkadi there is a sjirinkling of Munda villages, the 
hulk being Oraon. In Udaijair and the eastern portions of Khukhra there 
arc both Munda and Oraon villagc-s, and some in wdiieh the Bhuinhars are both 
Mundas and Oraons. Tliough there aro some very well-to-do Oraon villages, 
the Mundas may ho said to predominate in LUlaipur and the eastern portion, 
of Khiikhra. The condition of the Biiuinliurs ol both the races is the same, 
and the stimo description equally applies to l>oth. The fact cannot be ignor- 
ed that in the greater numlier of villages the Bhuinhars have been reduced 
almost to a state of serfdom. Wo may judge of the material condition of .a 
Bhninhur by the quantity of lands found belonging to him, although hhuiii- 
hari land alone may not be absolutely a safe criterion ; for wc know that bhuiu- 
hari lands have been mnrtuai;ed or givmi away in pt'rpctual leases, and in 
casc.s whore lands are the joint property oftlic khuut, and tliere is a large 
number of co-sliarers, each member of tiie khuiit can iiuve hut an imamsidei - 
able quantity of land to hold ; and besides, on the other hand, there are 
Bhuinhars who having only a little hhuinhnri of tlieir otvn, lariroly cultivate 
rajhus lands, and art? prosperous in tludr way. Still tlm <[uantity of bhuin- 
liari lands in a village is a fair criterion in tiie great majority of cases for 
judging the eottdition of the Blmiuliars. We found a single village (Dornia), 
in Bergunnah Sonpur, with more than 1,500 higahs (195 acres) of bhunhari 
lands. No sueb village exsits in Lodhma. Then* are one village in Lodhma and 
four in Soupdr in which llie hhuiuhari exce - ds ],000 hiyahs (3-‘d> acres), hut is 
less than 1,500. Two villages in Lodhma and 23 in Soupdr have cacli from 
600 higahs (105 acres) hhuinari, but less titan 1,000. Eigliteen villages in 
Lftdhma and 142 in Sonpur hav<5 each more tliaii 100 higahs (33 acres), Itut 
less than 500. Thirty-four villages in Lodiima and 99 in Soupiir have each less 
than 100 higahs of bjiuiiihari lands. Six villages of Lodlima and 22 of Soupiir 
contain each of them the pahnai lands only, and tint paluiuiry from 1^ bigalis 
(0’405 acres) to 31 higahs (11'220 acres). 

37. It would have been exceedingly well if nuians existed for ascertain- 
ing the proportion of hhuiuhari lands to tiio nijlius, or the proportion which 
each description of land bor<! to the bulk t)f the ]ands.in the village. The 
absence of a villagtt survey in Chota Nagpore jeavos us in darkness as to the 
total areas of villages. By im summary inquiry eati tins proportions ho oven 
approximately asoerlainotl. Whore poojsle spotik of so many kharis of rajhus 
and so many kharis of hhuiuhari, th«*y speak of tlio wet or biW-lying lauds alone ; 
and they have not the least id<!a of the total quantities of cultivated uplands 
which contribute no less to the mateiial xti’osperily of the people. Besides, 
as the areas of kharis aro unknown, it is impossiblo to make any deductions 
for any useful purposes as to pi fqiortions of dilfenmt descriptions of lands to 
each other. Tlic lands also of different classes demarcated by us aro so various 
in quantities in different villages that no customary proportions may be said to 

exist. The proportions can only he. vaguely de-'icribod by the relative terms 

large and small: iu Nagtnir i)lira.s(:ology it. is always called half — whether 
more or less than a moiety, “half” The lands settled by us in Udaipdr, 
Sutiamhd, Baragaian, and the eastern [>ortions of Khukhra, are being 
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demarcated during tbe present season, and the areas sannot be calculated 
until tbe recess. It would be extremely hazardous to form oven rough guesses 
about the proportions of lands in these parts of the country. 

88. No better illustration of the fallacious nature of the reputed quan* 
titles of lands can be given than the lands in the village of Barum, situate 
about four miles eastward of llanchce. The village belongs to Raton Sahi 
Manki, a man who may be said to bo every inch a Munda, and a fair repre- 
SMtative of his ancestors. Under such auspices, the bhuinhari of a village 
ctmnot but bo seen at its best, and the Bhuinhars must be prosperous. And 
we find that the head Bhuinhar of Barum, Malar Pahan, is a respectable and 
well*to-do man, who owns, according to his own accuant, three bharis (or 24 
kharis) don, or Ipw-lying lands, while it is stated that the Manki has three 
bharis rajhus. Neither the Manki nor the Pahan enlightens us as to the total 
quantity of uplands in the village, although 150 kats were claimed as bhuin- 
bari. Upon close scrutiny again wo find that the bhuinhari of the village is 
not 24 kharis, hut more than 28 kharis, while we have no means of ascertaining 
the actual quantity of rajhus. Consequently the reputed half of the lands 
in Barum being bhuinhari, and the other lialf being rajhus, has no intelligible 
meaning. 


39. No more instances need be cited. It may bo broadly stated that the 
proportion of bhuinhari to rajhus vsiry from even less tban the hundredth part 
of the cultivated lands to more than three-fourths. In .so’iio villages it may 
be correct to say that one-fourth of the lands is bhuinhari, in others one-third, 
one-half, two-thirds, or even so mueli as three-fourtlis. 1 have made rough 
calculations of the total lands in threi* villages ( llaraguian, Lalgunj, and 
Nagri), which fall under the last descripiion. liara-zaian has a total area of 
somewhat more than 4,300 bigahs (1,1-19 acres), and the area of the bhuinhari 
in it is more than 3,200 bigahs (1,050 acres). Lalgunj has a total area of 
about 2,600 bigahs (868 acres), with more than 2,000 bigahs '660 acres) bhuin- 
hari. Nagri has a total area of about 4,000 bigahs (1,020 acres), of which 
about 3,000 bigabs (990 acres) is bbuinhiiri. 

40. I now bog to conclude this report with a brief descripiion of the 
tenures under the Chota Nagporo Tenures Act foundjiy us.

— The bbuinbari lauds of the Munda, J'aban, and Mahto Khunts. 
These are subject to quit-rents only, or to certain services only, or to both. 

The lands are absolutely hereditary property of the Bhuinhars, who have 
in many an instance exercised the right of translV>niiig ilndr propt'rty. 
Where the lands of a khunt are Vield jointly, or at least under the control of 
a single head Bhuinhar, such right of traiisf<?r cannot be exercised unless all 
the members of the khunt chose jointly to do so. We find instances of lands. 

held by subordinate Bhuinhars who have left tin? country for good retained 
within the khunt, another raembor taking the place of the one who is absent. 
But this occurs whore the Bhuinhars muster strong. lu^tho nuijority of eases. 
But of ooiirHB tho roeopnition of wlicrc tlic Bhuiiiliav Icavos his village, tlio zemin- 
dar takes possession of his lands as rajhus, and 
docs iu)t allow a Bhuinhar about, to leave his 
home to sell or niortgagc his lands for his own bene- 
fit. This is regarded as a great hardship. However, tho questions of tho 
right of transfer and of tho custom of succt ssion among the Bliuinhars are 
by no means so clear as to render supnrttuous some equitable rulings by the 

L . .. --t Commissioner of Chota Nagpore on these points. 

The tenures registered at so rnueh public cost 
should bo m:ide as secure its possible, and the 
greatest obstacles should he placed by rules in the 
way of assessing them as rajhus. It would apjwar 
in several north-eastern villagi^s that the Bliuinliars 
and the zemindar.*, had antiei])ated tlic law of com- 
mutation of services into money-xamt. Bciits have 
years ago been agreed to especially in lieu of the service of carrying the land- 
lord's luggages while travelling. 

2«rf.— The bhuinhari bhtitkhdta, which also is absolute property of the 
Bhuinhars, but xmencumbered with any condition as regards the zemindars. 


Till' only iliffioalty is iliat tho fihartv 
holdoi*i» of khunt often put foTwnrd 
one individuitl iih Ihetr roproHcntiitlvr, 
and it will not do to givo him authori- 
ty to Aell or alienate without the por- 
iniMion of, to othora.

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Colonel Dalton has ruled that such Innds are like the dewattar or dliarmottar 
lands of the Hindus, and cannot bo alienated. 

Srtf. — ^The pahnai lands, vrhich may be divided into the dalikatiri, the 
panibhara, and the bbdtkhdta. (a)— The dalikatiri exists in every village ; in 
some there are two separate dalikatiri fields, held by different Fabans, one of 
whom may be a Munda, and the other an Oraon. (6): — ^The panibhara (which 
includes also fields called mewgoi-pakowa, i.e., fields held for the consideration 
of cooking fowls during ceremonies) exists almost wherever there is dalikatiri. 
(c) — ^Thc bhtitkbdta is described in paragraph 22. These exist in some villages 
only. The zemindars have persuaded most Bhuinhars to believe that these 
pahnai lands had been created out of the nvjhus. The opinion seems now to 
me to be manifestly wrong. It is true that the Fahan has no hereditary 
interest in such fields, but they must bo in possession of the Fahan for the 
time being, and such Fahan must be a Bhuinhar. The pahnai lands should 
therefore be held to fall within the bhuinhnri. It may be said that if the 
Bhuinhars of a village embrace Christanity, the pahnai lands in it may properly 
• The saisred grove rcicrvcci for the bclong to tlio cliui'ch of wliicli tlio Bhuinhars are 

members. Questions have arisen in the local courts 
as to right of property to the mrna* I think the remarks on the pahnai 
apply to the sarna also. 

4/A. — The gaoro or mardana bluiikheta (such fields are rather rare) arc 
held by ryots generally without payment of rent. These fields may originally 
have been the bhuinhari bluUkh^ta of a Bhuinliar’s family, and held by ryots 
on extinction of that family; hence the fields are sometimes called “lawaris” 
bhfitkdla. They are called also “ mardana, ” because females are not allowed 
to take part in the orgies held out of the jjroduco of the bhfitkdta. 

6//t. — The bhtitkh^ta, the mundai, and the matohai, all these may be 
classed together as service-ten ure.s created out of the raj bus. In several 
villages these service-tenures have been given up by the holders thereof in 
order to bo exempted from the services. 

C/A. — The manjheas, held cither by the sub-proprietor or farmer of the 
village. In the north-eastern villages manjheas is understood to mean a small 
quantity of land (generally akhari, or about, five acres) held by the manager of 
village. Southwards manjheas means the lands held by the sub-proprietors, or 
grantees, and there the quantity of manjheas is much grater. Both these 
sorts of lands fall within the scope of the Chota Nagporo Tenures Act, and 
when claimed and proved, have been admitted into our registers. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT OP THE STEAM BOILERS AND PRIME 
MOVERS’ ACT VI, B.O., OP 1864. 


No. 194, dated tlie 5tli July 1873. 

X*.8 q., President of the Goiumission for the luspcction 
of Steam Boilers, &c., ^ 

To— The Offg. Secretary to die G<ivci iiment of Bengal, Judicial Department. 

With reference to the concluding paragrapli of my predecessor’s letter to 
your address. No. 3 90, of the 18th December, I have the honor of submitting 
a special report from the Acting Engineer and Inspector of Boilers, recom- 
mending that an examination sliould be held afid certificates of competency 
granted before native engine drivers are permitted to have charge of boilers 
and prime-movers in the town and suburbs of Calcutta. 

2. Mr. Madge, from experience, slates that in ilour and soorkey mills 
worked by native proprietors, common coolies, entirely unacquainted with the 
working of the steam engine, arc placed in charge of the machinery ; that the 
mills ore frequently kept working day and night witliout a change of men ; and 
that the practice of working mills at night is greatly on the increase. 

3. It appears to me that our supervision over steam boilers in the town 
and suburbs cannot he considered complete and cff'ectual unless -we take 
measures to ensure that tlie working of the machinery is placed in the hands 
of competent persons. 

4. Under the terms of the present Act VI (B. C.) of 1864 it appears to 
me doubtful whether any rules on the subject can be passed. 1 would there- 
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fore leave to suggest that when the Legislative Council for Bengal 
reassembles, a bill should be introduced amending Act VI, and giving to the 
Lieutenant-Governor authority to issue such rules as he may think necessary, 
to provide for the competency of natives and others placed in charge of boilers 
and prime-movers. 

6. Certificates might, I would suggest, be granted cither by a committee 
composed of engineers meeting, say, every quarter ; or specially selected 
officers, such as the Mint-Master, the Hailway Locomotive Superintendents, 
the Justices* Engineers, might be authorized to grant certificates of com- 
petency.

With reference to the suggestion made by Mr. Walker, Avho was lately 
the Engineer and Inspector, that an examination should bo held and certifi- 
cates of competency granted before persons are allowed to have charge of 
boilers, I have the honor to make the following observations on the subject. 

Several of the flour and soorkey mills in the vicinity of Calcutta liavo 
very inefficient men in charge of hoilc-rs. In the course of my visits for the 
purposes of conducting ordinary surveys, described in paragrapli 6 of Lord 
H. Ulick Browne’s letter, *No. 190, dated the 18th Dcceinher 1872, to the 
address of the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, I hfivc been very 
much surprised at the class of men who are usually placed in charge of the 
machinery. They are, as a rule, totally unacquainted w^ith the working of a 
steam engine, and are simply entertained on the? ground of economy. In many 
instances I have found them to be common coolies, and in some cases where 
there are a number of flour and soorkey mills muddled together, the sorvicres 
of a native mistry, who has some little experience in repairing machinery, are 
entertained; but his supervision over the firemen is simply nothing, as the 
firemen are left in independent charge of the boilers ; the native mistry’s 
services being called into requisition only when repairs are required to he 
executed. 

An objectionable practice exists of working flour mills througliout the 
night; and this I consider dangerous. I have found the room in which the 
machinery is placed often very indifferently lighted, and noticed that the, same 
man who has had charge of the boiler during the day, was also in charge during 
the night, assisted only by a cooly, who is likewise expected to attend to other 
duties connected with the manufacture of flour. Under such an arrangement 
accidents are likely to occur, and the practice of working flour mills at night, 
I might observe, is greatly on the increase. 

I desire it to he understood that these remarks only apply to mills worked 
by native proprietors, of which there are about thirty in yum her. 

' Under these circumstances, I cannot too strongly 'urge the necessity 
of adopting the proposal made by Mr. Walker, of having some system of 
examination for the grant of certifleates before any one is placed in charge of 
a boiler.

The 
Lieutenant-Governor is convinced, however, that natives would much inort' 
readily go to large institutions for advice and treatment than to small ones 
pi-esidod over hy Sub-Assistant Surgeons; and bearing in mind the correspon- 
dence tliat has recently taken i)luce, ending with this office letter No. 4114, 
dated the Kith September 1872, on the subject of tho Sumbhoo Nath Pundit 
Hospital, nrhieh institution, it may he said, has proved a (iomparative failure, 
and has cost much in establishment alone since it came into existence, it lias 
occurred to His Iloncji* that tho memboi’s of tho committee of the above hospi- 
tal, and tho Suburban Municijiality, would probably be glad to endow as it 
w'orc tbo native ward and out-door ilisjionsary which it is })ro]) 08 ed to open in 
tho General Hosijital, in ixrcferonce to keejnng upihe jiresont abortive institu- 
tion on tlie Pcopulimttoe road.

2. Tho establishment necessary, and the cost of the two new departments 

w'hich it is j^roposod to ojwn in tlie General 
Hospital, aro given on the margin, from 
which it will be seen that tho measure, if 
carried out, will involve an expenditure 
of lis. 221 per mensem. A scpai'ate 
dcmi-iippor-rooraod building in the com- 
j)ound <»f the General Jlospital, well rfiisod 
on arches and thoroughly vontihitod, capa- 
ble «)f holding 15 bods, and in every 
resf>ect well adajxted for the purpose, will he set ajxart for the native surgical 
cases, while the out-jmtient di-partmcnt will he accommodated on tho ginund 
door of the central building in tho General Hospital compound. Tlje surgical* 
flepartrnont will bo under the Surgeon Sn])orintcndont and tho 1st and 2nd 
Assistant Surgeons, and tho out-door dispensary *will ho placed in charge of the 
apothecary, (who has had considerable cxjicrusnce under Doctors Brougham 
and Ewart, and in regimental employ,) with this roservation that all important 
cases will he kept daily to be prescribed for by the Assistant Surgeon on duty. 
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3. From all that can be gathered in this office, it appears that the 
Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital receives from Government the salary of the 
medical officer in charge (Us. 160x20 per mensem as conveyance allowance) 
and a money grant of Rs. 100 a month to cover house-rent, servants’ wages, 
and contingencies. The Subm'ban Municipality and the public contribute a 
further sum of Rs. 150 a month towards its sujiport, and it realizes besides

4. I am to request you will bo so good as to lay this proposal before the 
members of tlib committee of the Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital and tho 
Suburban Municipality, and beg them to favor tho Lieutenant-Governor, 
through you, with an early exiirossion of their views on tho subject.

With reference to Government letter No. 1346 of April 4th 1873, regard- 
ing the proposal to open a native surgical ward and out-door dispensary in 
connection with tho Presidency General Hospital, I have tlie honor to submit 
herewith a copy of a letter No. 212 of 31st Afay 1873, from the Magistrate of 
tho 24-Pergunnahs, communicating tho views of the members of tho Sumbhoo 
Nath Pundit Hospital Committee and of the Suburban Municipality as to the 
removal of tho hospital to the compound of the General Hospital. 

2. It will bo seen that the Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital Committee 
are willing to assist in regard to the maintenance of a surgical ward at tho 
General Hospital, but are unwilling to transfer their dispensary treatment 
there. Instead of this they propose, if Government should accede to their 
views generally, to close the Sumbhoo Nath Hospital and transfer the dispen- 
sary business to Bhowaniporc. The Municipal Commissioners arc willing to 
continue their contribution of Rs. 100 to the oumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital, 
even if it be entirely transferred to the General ITo.spital. 

3. It seems to mo that the views of tho Hospital Committee are sound. 
It is desirable that tho treatment of surgical eases sliould be in the best hands 
procurable within a reasonable distance, and in such case-s patients would not 
think anything of going a little further. But as regards ordinary disiicnsary 
treatment, the great point is that tho dispensaiy should be as near tho people 
as possible, and 1 think that few w'ould go tt) tho General Hospital for that 
purpose. 

4. In connection with tho subject of the Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital, 
I submit with reference to Govormnent letter No. 3833 ^f 28th August 1872, a 
copy of a letter No. 214, dated 2nd Juno 1873, fi*om the Magistrate of tho 
24-Pcrguunah8, regarding tho amount of support the institution receives fi’om 
the public. As tho proposal of Government and of tho Hospital Committee, 
roforrod to in tho foregoing paragj’njdis of this letter, affects the continued 
existence of tho irtstitution as a hospital, no remarks seem to be colled for at 
present on tlie Magistrate’s iettor.

With reference to your memorandum No. 37 JM, dated the 15th April last, I have the 
honor to report that I laid tho proposal of Government for tho removal of the Sumbhoo 
Nath Pundit Hospital to the compound of the General Hospital both before the Sumbhoo 
Nath Pundit Hospital Committee and tlie Suburban Municipality, and beg now to inform 
you of the decision at wliich they have arrived. The Hospital Committee are not without 
doubt as to the success of the surgical ward which it is proposed to open in oonncctiou with 
the General Hospital, mainly on the ground of its distance from the places where the bulk of 
the people who might be expected to use it reside. 
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2. It is believed that the removal of the SumbhooNath Pundit Hospital to Peepulputtee 
road has affected its usefulness and popularity^ and the measure now proposed may, if carried 
out, still further interfere with the charitable objects of the institution. 

S. At the same time the Committee arc of opinion that the cost of maintaining the 
in-door branch of the Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital is out of all proportion to the benefits 
conferred by it, and that it is desirable that some arrangements should bo made to reduce the 
expenditure without depriving the sick-poor of the advantages afforded to them by the 
present institution. Under these circumstances the Committee have recorded the following 
resolution with reference to the proposals of Government 

Is/. — That the Committee do make over to Government securities of the nominal value 
of Us. 6,000 and half of the present subscription of tlic Municipality, Bs. 60, towards the 
support of a surgical ward to be established at the General Hospital and called ‘'the 
Sumbhoo Nath Pundit ward^’, upon condition of the Government providing the Committee 
with a Sub- Assistant Surgeon for the dispensary at a salary of not less than Bs. 160 a 
month, and Knropc medicines free of cost.'^ 

2nd . — " Tliat on this arrungemeut being effeeted, the present hospital be closed and the 
dispensary be removed to the southern part of Bhowanipore, as soon as the lease of the 
present house expires.^* 

4. The Suburban Municipality hove concurred with the Committee, and have consented 
to continue their present subscription of Rs. 100 a month. I trust, therefore, that the offer 
now made will be approved of by Government. It will perhaps be better that I should 
here state that the effect of the Committee’s proposal will be to make over towards the 
support of the surgical ward not only the interest of the Rs. 6,000 above referred to, together 
with half of the municipal subscriptions, but also the Us. lOU now paid by Government as a 
money to tbc Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital. With the remainder of their income 
they will maintain an out-door dispensary at Bhowanipore.

With reference to your memorandum No 63J M., dated the l?th September last, 
calling for a report as to the amount of support the Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital receives 
from the local public, 1 have the honor to state that the (Committee have at present failed to 
secure additional subscriptions towards the maintenance of the institution. 

2. The hospital is not conveniently situated with regard to the bulk of the population, 
and this is urged by several persons as a reason for their not subseribing towards its support. 
Bel'ore, however, the lease of the present house expires, the Committee arc not in a position 
to remove the hospital to a more favorable locality. 1 have reason to believe that the sub* 
scriptiou list would be increased if tlic institution could be removed to a spot more accessible 
to the pco])lc residing in different parts of Bhowanipore. 

3* The Committee have lately invested Rs 2,140 in Government securities, and have 
now a monthly income of Rs. (52 from interest on funds invested, and this, with the receipts 
from private subscriptions, exceed Rs. 100 a month. The Suburban Municipality also contri- 
butes, Ks. 100 a month towards tlic maintenance of the hospital. 1 hope, therefore, the Govern- 
ment will continue its money subscription of Rs. lUO a month, Mdiich, if the arrangements 
proposed in niy letter No. 212, dated 31st May 1873, be approved, will be applied towards the 
support of the surgical ward to be opened in connection with the General Hospital.

1 AM directed to ackiiowlodjfO tlio receipt of j'^our letter No. 25J.M, 
dated the 9th June 1873, with its enclosures, communicatinp: llio views of the 
Members of the Committee of the Sumhlioo Na?h Pundit Hospital and tlio 
Suburban Municipality, with reference to tlie proposal containt'd in this office 
letter No. 1340, dated the 4th April last, to do away with the above institution 
and to apply the funds appertaining to it in o])ciung out a Native Surgical ward 
and an out-door dispensary in connection with the Presidency Goncral Hospital. 

2. The pallors submit h?d go to show tliat tlie Members of the Committee 
of the Sumbhoo Nath J^iudit Jlospital are not in favor of altogether abolishing 
that institution. Tlicy are desirtius of Ivoepiiig up its out-door branch only, 
and of ultimat(4y removing tluit braiicli, on the expiration of the lease of the 
building on the Peepulputtee Road in which the liospital is at present located, to 
the Bouthem part of Bhowanijmre, wliere it is believed it would prove more 
useful to the native community, for whoso benefit the hospital was originally 
established, than where it is now situated. 
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3. As rogturds the in-door^ branch of the hospital, tlie Committee are of 
opinion that tho cost of niaintoining it is out of all proportion to the benefits 
conferred by it. They ore willing, therefore, to close it altogether, and to make 
over to Government, towards the maintenance of the Native Surgical ward 
which it is pressed to open out in connection with tho Presidency General 
Hospital, soctuities to tho nominal value of Rs. 6,000, and Rs. 50 monthly, 
being half of the present subscription of the Suburban Municipality towards 
tho Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospitm, as also to g^vo up the Rs. 100 per mensem 
which tho Government now contribute towards that institution, on condition 
that the Government will continue to allow them a Sub- Assistant Surgeon on 
Rs. 150 a month, as at present, for their out-door disponsaiy, and Europe 
medicines free of cost. With the balance of the hospital funds and subscrip- 
tions they purpose maintaining tho out-door dispensary. The Suburban Muni- 
cipality concur in the above pi*oposals, and express their willingness to continue 
their present contribution of Rs. 100 a month, oven if tho Sumbhoo Nath Pun- 
dit Hospital were to bo entirely transferred to tlio General Hospital. 

4. Tho Lieutenant-Govemor accej)ts the above proposals, and desires to 
thank the Members of tho Committee of the Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital 
and the Suburban Municipality for the very ready manner in which they have 
come forward to meet the wishes of Government in the matter. It must bo 
clearly understood, however, that besides the salary of tho Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon (Rs. 150) and Europe medicines free of cost, the Government unll 
give nothing fuither towards tlio out-door dispensary wliich tho committee are 
desirous t)f maintaining at iJhowanipore. 

5. Tho Inspector-General of Hospitals, Indian Afedical Department, will 
bo addressed on the subject and requested to place himself in communication 
with you, and to make the necessary arrangements in the matter in view to 
opening out tho Native Surgical ward in the General Hospital. 

G. The now ward will be called the “ Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Ward,” in 
token of the liberal and substantial aid it has received from the funds of tho 
Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital.

Ik his resolution of SOtli September last^ the Lieutenant-Governor expressed a hope 
that at the end of the year 187:2-73 the district oflicers would be abffi to report on the first- 
fruits of the scheme of primary education for which the funds were then granted. The 
following report, compiled from the periodical reports of the district olliccrsj will show how 
far our efforts have been successful. 

a&. 1 began by issuing a circular summarising the principal points in the new scheme, 

explaining those where I thouglit dilHeulty was likely to occur, and inviting co-operation. 
1 venture to quote the following paragraphs from that circular : — 

^'The resolution lays down with all possible distinctness what the object is that Gov- 
ernment have in view, viz., by a system of grunts to multiply and somewhat improve the 
existing class of indigenous sehonls, but not to introduce a n^w kind of school, nor to any 
extent ne^v subjects of teaching. The great aim and object is to teach reading, writing, and 
arithmetic in the indigenous language of the province, to practise tho boys in the native 
9y0tem of accounts, and teach them somctliiug of mensuration, and the uutive system of 
land survey, and the instruments to bo used, as. tAchers arc men of tlic indigenous sehooi- 
iiiastcr class, who will be content with emoluin-'iits of 11s. 8 or lis. 10 a mouth, anil not the 
higher class of masters liitlicrto turned out by our training schools, who will be content 
neither with the low wages of gurus nor with the native system of teaching. The conditions 
to be insisted upon arc efficiency according to the native standards, and snbniissiou to pe- 
riodical iuspectiouB and examinations by Government officers ; and, on those conditions 
being agreed to, grants may be given to existing schools to some extent, and should be of- 
fered to a much larger extent to persons willing to start fresh schools where they are wanted. 

'‘Grants should in no case exceed lls. 5 a month, and generally should be as low ns 
Bs. 2 or Rs. 3 a month, which would probably be quite enough to induce the gurus of 
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existing schools to submit to the conditions to be imposed. The assistance expected hj 
Government from wards' estates and municipalities should not be lost sight of, and you 
should take full advantage of the Government orders in this respect in the endeavour to 
establish new schools and to bring the old ones under inspection. 

You will observe that the Lieutenant-Governor does not insist on all the old guru- 
mohashoys being brought in for training to a training class, but he thinks that for all the 
new tcachcsrs wlio may be appointed, and for the younger gurus of existing schools, this 
should also \fe made a condition. 

As to the nature and standard of teacliincTf which we should aim at, I commend to 
your perusal Mr. Clarke's report on indigenous education in Mymeusing, which is published 
as an appendix to the resolution, and T beg that you will bear steadily in mind that existing 
materials and existing systems are to be made use of as much as possible, and that we 
should not insist on printed books superseding oral repetition, and writing paper taking 
the place of the plantain leaf or dust. Even in such things as regular hours and registers 
of attendance, we should be very tender to native habits and prejudices. I dwell on this 
subject, not because it is left out of the resolution, but because the subordinate officers of 
the Education Department, who will in this matter serve as your bauds and eyes, have natur- 
ally enough acquired a very marked dislike and contempt for the unmethodical and primi- 
tive methods of indigenous teaching ; and, contrasting it with the improved system under 
which they have been taught, will, unless carefully cheeked, endeavour to substitute for it 
something better perhaps, but wholly different, and acceptable neither to the habits nor the 
means of the class we wish to reach. 

“ You should, therefore, draw out a very simple list of the conditions on which grants 
are to be given, excluding where you think fit, in the case of old gurus or meajees, the 
enforced attendance for a few months at a training class. You will observe that during 
this attendance at the training class, the guru will continue to draw the Government grant, 
though he must provide a substitute ior his school." 

Having drawn out these conditions, you should, I think, circulate them as widely as 
possible during your approaching tour, on which you should be ac!companicd by the Deputy 
Inspector of your district, and you should make it your special object to select old schools 
and establish new ones as you move about, and then and there commence the system of 
grants which Government wish to introduce. You should direct your sub-divisional officers 
to assist you in thus carrying out these iustructious so far as applicable during their tours, 
and reporting to you week by week what progress they make ; and I request that you will 
furnish me similarly with monthly reports of the action taken by you to carry out the orders 
of Government." 

3. Besides this, I consulted Dr. Fallon on several subsidiary points which will be dis- 
cussed in a later portiou of this report. 

4. The Magistrates conimciiced operations generally in December, and the few reports 
1 got at the end of that month sliowed fair progress which my cold weather tour confirmed. 
This baa continued throughout the succeeding months, and the warm interest taken iu the 
scliemc by almost all the local officers is exhibited in the results which, fairly successful as 
they appear in figures, give a very inadequate idea of the difficulties to be overcome in at- 
taining any practical result. 

5. The following tabic shows the total grant given to each district (iucludiiig the pre- 
vious grant of July), the number of schools which the grant was expected to aid iu each 
district, and the number actually brought on our books at the end of the year : —

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7. I have no figures of the exact number of pupils except for Tirhoot. There the 
average is 18, but generally 1 should incline to put it somewhat lower, say 16 per school, 
which gives a total of 24,304 boys receiving primary instruction. 

8. I proceed now to note how the orders have been carried out in each district. 

9. Patna . — ^In the beginning of the year 1372-73 there were in this district four 
Government primary schools, which, with those subsequently opened or aided, makes a 
total of 186. Of these 58 arc in the sudder sub-division, 38 in Dinapore, 40 in Barh, 
and 50 in Bchar, receiving from the State Rs. 17S-8, Us. 127, Us. 143-8, and Us. 143, 
respectively, aggregating Us. biH per mensem, or an average of about Ks. 318 per each 
school. Of the total number nf schools subsidized in Putua, five are mukhtubs. There arc 
no wards^ estates from which assistance is possible in this district, and no arrangements have 
yet been made in regard to Government estates. 

10. The unexpended balance in the hands of the Magistrate amounts to Rs. 2,634, 
and with this sum it is his intention ‘^to start training classes for the Sudder and Dinapore 
sub-divisions at an annual cost of U'^. 420, at Barh and Beliar at a cost of Rs. 240 each, 
and also to start or give aid to 30 mukhtubs on the mcajoes agreeing to learn arithmetic 
and mensuration at a cost of Rs. 1,440, thus leaving a sum of Us. 294 to meet printing, 
stationery, and other uuforsccu expenses.^^ I have approved of this proposal fur utilizing 
the unexpended balance. 

11. Oya. — The schools opened in this district arc as follows

aggregating 309 schools, or 131 in excess of the number expected. 

12. Of the number of schools at Nowada and Jehanabad. as indicated above, four arc 
on Government estates, namely, two at Nowada and two at Jehaiiabad. Moreover, nine 
of the schools in the former sub-division have been established against a fund arising from 
a contribution of Us. 37 per meusom, made by eight of the principal zemindars of the place. 
From the same fund the Magistrate hopes to be enabled to open half-a-dozen more schools or 
raise the pay of acme of the gurus, if the contributors do not object to the money being 
so appropriated. In Jehanabad two zemindars have come forward with an annual subeription 
of Rs. 3U each, but it has not yet been reported how this sum has been disposed of. 1 have 
drawn the attention of the Magistrate to clause 3, paragraph 1 1 of the Government reso- 
lution of the ROtli September last, in connection with the nianagcnicnt of schools main- 
tained from the contribiilions of the zemindars, and also informed him that such schools, 
if possible, should be opened on the estates of the zemindars coutributiiig. 

13. The greater number of the schools Gya are old patslialas, and of the total 
number (331) opened or aided under the September grant, eight are uiuklitubs. 

14. The monthly cost to Government ol these 331 schools is Us. 730 per mensem, 
or less than Us. 2-S per each school on an average. The liighc'st grant allowed to old 
schools is Us. 2, and that to new schools Hs. 2-8. By thus economizing the resources at his 
disposal, the Magistrate has been enabled to establisli a considerable number of schools 
ill addition to the number sauctioned, and to provide every village of any pretentious with 
the means of primary education.” The Magistrate adds that “the (lovcniincnt grants, how- 
ever small, are, so far as lie has been able to ascertain, looked on by the gurus as no 
insignificant addition to their income, aiid consequently worth eoiitciTdiug for.” 

15. Mr. Palmer has issued instructions to the Deputy Magistrate of Aurangabad to 
estahlisli a patshala at Paclio kliiir, “ the only village lu the Pa^ho khur Court of Wards, 
where a patshala ought to exist.” 

16. Rs. 120 are in the hands of the Magistrate from the Government Estates Improve- 
ment Fund for expenditure iu furtherance of mass education. He has as yet established 
four patslialas on the Government estates in his dirtrb;t, of which he 1ms given full 
particulars

17, Mr. Palmer states that the in.spcctiou reports of his Sub-Inspectors are not very 
intelligent or satisfactory, but so far as they go, they sliovr that real i>rogress is being made, 
and he is satisfied with the working of the schools on the whole. 
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1 8« Shahahad , — The a^^regratc number of schools opened or subsidized in this district 
is 216, and includes 17 nmkhtubs. The schools are distributed iti the four sub-divisions of 
the zillah as follows : —

lU. In regard to mukhtubs, the Magistrate in one of his reports stated that he feared 
little hcas been done either in the way of giving Government aid to existing mukhtubs or 
in establishing new ones, the chief reasons being that so few institutions of this kind are 
to be met with in the interior, in which more than ten Mahomedans receive education, or 
ill which the meajees arc capalilc of giving instructions in arithmetic, mensuration, and the 
vernacular/^ 

20. In reply, I gave the Magistrate to understand that I do not want the conditions 
of giving grants to mukhtubs to be fixed and invariable in the beginning. The object in 
fixing the conditions is to show the standard which we should work up to, but they need 
not be insisted upon as necessary preliminaries to a grant in every case. 

21. The zemindars in this district have not afforded any pecuniary assistance although 
a few of them have promised to do so. They have, however, in most eases willingly allowed 
the u&e of houses for schools where their villages have been selected for the establishment 
of tlicse institutions. 

22. Mr. Alexander, however, entrusted in a large measure to the zemindars and head 
villagers the power of nominating teachers, a plan which I do not think was followed in other 
districts. The qualifications of the nominees of course liad to be tested by the Deputy 
Inspectors. 

23. The maximum stipend of Rs. 5 a month has been given only to those teachers who 
arc fully qualified to teach in the Nagree and Kaithee character, and who also possess a fair 
knowledge of arithmetic and mensuration. 

24. The average slijtend of the teacher has been from Bs. 2-8 to Rs. 3 a month. 

25. It was arranged on Mr. Alexander's suggestion that lest the receipt of a Govern- 
ment stipend should induce the gurus to wax careless of their duties towards their pupils, 
that stipends should be raised and lowered according to results, and the Sab-Tiispcctors were 
expected to keep a register with a jiagc to each guru's name, notiug therein the result of 
their inspections by way of guiding the Magistrate in raising and reducing the stipends. 

26. y«rAo<;/.— Mr. Halliday has furnished a concise report of what has been done by 
him in furtherance of the scheme, and has assisted me materially wkh the suggestions made 
by Mr. Gordon, the Secretary to the District Committee, in regard to some of the subsidiarv 
points whicli arc discussed at the end of this report. 

27. Ilis results have for convenience of inspection been tabulated in the annexed 
statement : — 
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is. This statemeut shows an average attendance of nearly eighteen pupils to each 
school, and a monthly cost on account of each lis. .I'S to the State. 
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29. The most remarkable feature of this table is the number of mukhtiibs^ and for this 
I am unable to account except by a reference to the iiiiinber actually in existence before. the 
scheme cotumcned to work. It will be seen that Mr. Ilalliday lias started new ones in but 
slightly larger proportion than those he found already existing, though out of all proportion 
to the numbers of Mahomedans to Hindus. 1 was rather afraid in the first instance of the 
interest of the poorer Mahomedans being altogether ovcrlookedi and requested special atten- 
tion to their requirements ; but in Tirhoot this w’as scarcely necessary. In sanctioning the 
course Mr. lialliday adopted in giving the maximnnn grant to mcajees, 1 stipulated for some 

d'^uarantee of improved teaching on their part, and Mr. tlalliday has directed that besides 
trading and writing they should, in order to retain the grant, teach arithmetic, simple mensu- 
ration/ and zcmindarec accounts. It is vesry noticeable how large a number of the pupils in 
* the primary schools of the district are Mahomedans ; and another point wliich comes out 
with special clearness in the reports is the general opposition shown by the lirabmius, 
Bahbuns, and higher castes generally of Tirhoot to these schools. 

30. Another point worth noticutig is the great difference between neighbouring 
sub-divisions in the succc^ss with which this scheme has been introduced. Ilujipur has 76 
schools for instance against 35 in Tujpur; Seelamaree, too, shows ninety-six schools 
and 1,856 pupils, while the neighbouring siib-tiivision of Modhubuny shows only 41 
schools and 820 pupils. No doubt the Brahmins in the cast of Tirhoot are particularly hard 
to deal with; but 1 think the personal energy and influence of the sub-divisioual offujor has 
a good deal to do with it, and of all the ollieers of this division I think Mr. O^Reilly of 
Seotamarce has taken the most pains and had the moat promising results to show. His con- 
stant intercourse with the natives, and his ready sympathy with them, has gone a long way 
towards this result, and by continual visits and personal explanations he has, 1 hope, raised 
an interest which will give permanent 'efficacy to his work. 

81. In the Sudder, Seetamarre, and Hajipur suli-divisiona, Mr. Halli lay reports the 
inaliks have erected or are erecting huts or sheds for the schools. Ho has not received any 
dcfiuite reports on this point from the officers in charge of the other sub-divisiuns. 

32. Apart from the schools enumerated in the tabic given in paragraph 27, there 
are in this district 22 primary f^ehools supported entirely hy tlic Durhhangah Raj. 
'fhese schools are estahlishcd in or near the Raj villages, and educate about boys 
ill Hindustani and Hindi; since tlie latter part of the last official year a Deputy Inspec- 
tor has been appointed by the Raj to supervise them, and the cost to the Itaj of maintain- 
ing these institutions during that year was about Its. 7,627, 

33. SaruH . — Mubi of the schools opened in this district are new ones, no less than 

269 have been set up or aided as marginally noted, lining 
111 tlie Budacr flub-iiivihioii ... 1S5 39 in excess of the expected number. Previous to the 
... ... •• iutruduetioii of the present scheme tin ro existed two Gov- 

Totttl ... SU 9 ernment patshalas in this district, whieli, with those estab- 

lished under recent orders makes a total of 271 schools. 

31. The aggregate monthly cost to fjoverntnent on account of these schools amounts 
to Its, 800, or Rs. 9,600 per annum, being Us. (KJ6 over and above the amoiini. of grant 
sanctioned for the current official year. Taking, however, the grant for 1872-71 and KS73-74 
together, Mr. Drummond calculates on a surplus of Its, 2,139 wliich he proposes to expend 
partly in new schools and partly in providing house accommodation, books, maps, and furni- 
ture where necessary for the schools already set up, as well as in granting rewards in accord- 
ance with the suggestions contained in Government order No. 1091, dated 1 1th March 1873. 
I see no objection to accede to the proposal of the Magistrate, hut I notfce that if he carries 
out his plans in full a Guvcriiment grant of Rs. 12,UUU would be required annually to keep 
up the present rate of contribution. 

35. Of the total number of schools established in Sarun 15 arc xnukhtubs. 

36. The total sum available from Government and Wards^ estates for the object ot 
diffusing primary education in tlii^ distric^t amounts to Ks. 230, and from this fund the 
Magistrate has been instructed to establish 10 or 12 schools. 

87. The Court of Wards has sanctioned a special grant of lls. 4,092 from the assets of 
the Hutwa Raj for opening 31 schools in tho estates of the Raj. Ot these 30 have been 
opened, and arc included in the number (81) exhibited against ScAvaii. 

38. Mr. Drummond, in consultation with the manager, decided, however, tint the total 
cost ,of these schools should not fall on the Raj, and has subsidized them wiih a Gom tumenl 
^^rant of Rs. 1,100. The object of this \vas by no means to save the Raj money, but that by 
associating the Government as a joint contributor with the Rajah, the clianec of the latter 
discontinuing bis subscrqitions hereafter sliuuld be reduced to u minimum. 

39» At the recommendation of the manager of the Hutwa estate a number of scholar- 
ships (4 or 6) of about Re. 1 each has !)ceu sanctioned for each of the Raj scdiuols at an 
annual outlay of Rs. 1,U90 in order to enable tho children of poor parents, who otherwise 
cannot dispense with their childrens’ earnings, to attend school.’^ 
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40. Chumparun. — Tiiia is a very backward district; of the 150 schools assigned for it 
only 65 have been started, viz. —

4 1 . The aid given to the schools vary from Bs. 2 to Rs. 5 per mensem* The only 
report received i'rom the Magistrate scarcely furnishes any further particulars than thoso,. 
mentioned above. 

42. There arc no Oovernment or Wards^ estates in this district. i 

43. In tlic selection of teachers as well as villages for opening new schools or aiding 
existing ones, the district and local officers have been guided generally by the spirit of the 
instructions contained in paragraph 1 1 of the Government Resolution of the 30th September 

44. I have only in one instance come across a man combining the profession of 
putwarcc with tliat of guru, but very many of the gurus arc of that class ; potential but not 
actual putwarccs. 

45. One of the great difficulties which in some places we have had to contend with has 
been the selection of g<' 0 (l gurus. One sub-divisional officer reported that the applicants 
whom he had examined could scarcely write their own names, and could not read three lines 
of print correctly. One sub-divisional officer was induced by this difficulty to employ the 
police in hunting iip candidate s for him. The result was as may be ima>riued, not successful. 

40. It liaa been arranged, as I have before mentioned, that a register should be kept in 
the Deputy Inspector's office in every district, with a page to each teacher's name, wherein 
the result of the Deputy Insjicctor's visit to a school is to be entered, and that the Magistrates 
should send for and examine this frequently, especially when questions of revising the Govern- 
ment grant come up. J have at the same time distinctly authorized reductions to be made 
ill the stipends of the teachers whenever a falling off iu tludr work is perceptible. This 
system of paying-by-results will, 1 trust, prevent from sliding into laziness or a wilful neglect 
of their duties, 'riiis is one possible result of the Government grants. Another actual and 
very general result, 1 am sorry to say, has been the refusal of the pupils' parents to eoiitri- 
bntc any longer. The argument would seem to be that Government pays the guru, why 
should we pay him." The guru is helpless; he must keep a certain number of boys together 
to get Oovernment grant, even if he teach them gratis. 

47. 15y not assigning a larger grant than Rs. 2 or Rs. 2-S, and by continual 
explanations on the part of Sub-Inspectors and sub-divisional officers, I trust that this may he 
overcome; it is, however, a serious difficulty tohavqtodeal with at first starting. More than 
all other diflienlties, however, that district officers have had to contend with, they complain 
of the obstinate inercdulLiy of the people as to any disinterested benefit coming froin Govern- 
ment, and tijcir wild credulity as to the motives which actuate us- The state of things is 
not a happy eomraoiit on our rule ; but so it is. 1 quote the following remarks of the 
district officers, 

48. The Magistrate of Patna in his report No. 99, dated 14th February lost, paragraph 
4, states — 

There has been one instance in which the boys attending a school, all left because a 
stupid rejjorl- got about as to why they were being taught, viz., that they w'cre to be shipped 
off to the Mauritius when they could teud and write; in another, the Inspector of Scliools, 
M r. Fallon, told me he could not get a single boy in a village in w hich one of these schools had 
bec'u started to come anywhere near him, till an enlightened Muhomedan who had been in 
Government service, brought up his son to lead the way, when the others followed — and all 
bccailsc an equally stupid rumour had been circulated; in a third, an old gum, who had been 
established in his villaye for years as schoolmaster, returned his first month's salary of Rs. 5 
by the peon who took it, and decamped to another village, leavhig the school to look after 
itself; why or wlierefoni, I have not yet been able to asoertain, and the school is now flour- 
ishing under the management of another competent man ; but these arc all incidents 
wbicii lead me to think that it is not advisable to push on the work of introduction too 
rapidly." 

49. The same officer iu his letter, dated ISth May last, No. 13, paragraph 2, also 
states — 

In addition to the rumours, which have for some time past been going the round of 
the district, that all those? learning up to a certain standard will be shipped off to the colonies 
whether they wish it or not, another idea has now taken hold of the people, which has bceii 
started through the circulation of tlie returns to be filled up by the different gurus, which 
requires their i'uruishing information regarding tlie position in life of their pupils and the 
means of their parents ; which is, that the gurus are nothing more or less than paid spies of 
the Government placed all over the country to acquire information which will allow of 
Government introducing bomc new tax." 1 believe this idea to be distressingly common. 
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50. The Magistrate of Shahabad ia paragraph 7 of his letter No. 846, dated 27th 
March, remarks— 

Zemindars and their lyots as a body ^nnot quite understand why Government should 
expend so much money without the ulterior object of securing benefit to itself in some 
way; some zemindars think the people are only to be educated in order that when they 
have acquired a certaia amount of knowledge and have so for become useful, they may be 
taken away from their village and employed elsewhere by Oovernment ; others, that the 
village teachers are really entertained as a means of espionage in regard to what goes on iu 
the village.” 

51. In paragraph 3 of his letter, No. 141, dat:^d 22nd May 1S73, addressed to the 
Magistrate of Tirhoot, the Assistant Magistrate in charge of the Modhubuny sub-division 
observes— 

'' I beg to say that his (Sub-Inspector^s) representation to me of his diflioulties are 
stronger thati what I put forward in ray letter ; he says lie was everywhere received with 
distrust, on the ground that it was incredible that (iovernment should give Ks. 5 and Rs. 3 
a month gratuitously; there must be some object. And villagers persisted iu believing that 
their children, if sent to such schools, would be transferred to I’atna or Calcutta, chiefly as 
army recruits, and would be obliged to give up their religion/^ 

52. Other Magistrates have spoken of the same things in more general terms. 

53. The moral 1 draw from all this is, not that the scheme should be abandoned, but 
that it should be persisted in, and introduced more extensively — only gradually and, above 
all, patiently. 1 refer to this universal distrust to show that the introduction of the scheme 
was by no means altogether plain-sailing to the district fifficcrs and their subordinates. 

54. It is diflicult to specify among the district oQleers any one more deserving of 
praise than another. They \ave all (with the single exception of the Magistrate of 
Chumparun, for whom there were special excuses) taken up the subject with all possible zeal 
and earnestness, and devoted the early months of the year to this special w'ork, and, as I 
venture to submit, with a remarkable degree of success. Of the sub-divisioual odicers, I 
would bring specially to notice—

Other sub-divisional officers may have done as well as these, but I have been specially struck 
by a perusal of their diaries, &ti., with the energy and inti Uigcncc brought to bear on the 
subject by these ofliecrs, 

5r>. There are some subsidiary points alioiit wdiich correspondence has been and still 
is going on, which deserve a Iiricf mention Iicre. These arc — 

OC). J . — Indiyanous tvachimj for Ma/tomedivts . — As regards this point, I agree with 
Dr. Fallon in thinking that simple llindustani iu the Persian character may be used, as the 
vehicle for conveying primary instruction iu the inukhtuhs witiiout infringing any of the 
rules laid down by llis Honor the Lieuteutaut-Governor. The Jaiiguago being one and the 
same, the only question is whether Mahomedau boys may be taught the I'crsian character. 
The prejudice against their learning the Nagri without learning the Persian character also 
is much stronger than 1 had any idea of, and I recently heard one of the wisest and most 
enlightened Mahomfulans of tiic day (Syiid Ahmud of Benares) at a public meeting of 
Mahooiedans, emplisitically repudiate on their part the notion that they would ever censent 
that their children should be educated iu Hindu schools, and through the medium of the 
Nagri character. 1 li.avc accordingly authorized the Magistrule^ to give small grants from 
Kh. 3 to Ks. 5 to niukhtubs toacliiiig more than 10 boys on condition of the mcajees learning 
and iutrodueing into their schools arithmetic, mensuration, and the vernacular as defined 
above, witiiout at the same time being too strict in the beginning iu enforeing the conditions 
required. • 

57. W.—Trahiing of Gi(rm . — In regard to the training of gurus, a beginning has been 
made iu Patna, I believe, and iu Chuprah. But so long ago as January last, I raised the 
whole question ol the status on which our model and training schools sliouhl be kept up, 
but have hitherto received no reply ; and till that is settled, it is most ditlicult to organize 
any general scheme. There is sonic difficulty in getting the gurus iu, apart from their 
natural antipathy to leaving their hoii.scs and going to school for three or six months, in the 
fact that though they get the Government stipend their substitutes get scarcely any fees 

, and will not stay. 1 am not anxious to force on this training too vigorou«ily. I would get 
in the present men where I can, but I w'ould look more to training classes for young men, 
and to substituting these by degrees for the older set as they fall behind and arc weeded out. 
This is Mr. Gordem^s view, aud 1 have no doubt it is a sound one. 

58. III . — Hducaiion Comm . — I have directed an educational census to be taken in two 
or three representative villages in each Hub-clivisioii on the basis of the late census papers. 
There will be no difficulty iu this, and it will aflbrd a fair standard of present comparison and 
future progress. 1 hope soon to hear the results of this. 
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59. IV . — Examination Centres, — Dr. Fallon has proposed« in order to facilitate the 
inspection of these nurnerons schools, that certain centres should be fixed, at which all 
patlisalas at a convenient distance, say within a radius of six miles, may be assembled on 
certain dates previously notified for the purpose of uiidergoiutr common examination by the 
Deputy or Sub-Inspector or by sub-divisional or district ofiicer. 

60. I have consulted the Magistrates on this point, and all who have reported are 
ai^reed that it would be a mistake. It would entail toil and trouble on the masters as well as 
the students, and in consc^qucnce prove particularly distasteful to them. It would lose the 
great advantage of iuspcctibn on the spot, and the subsidiary advantage of explaining 
matters to the parents and encouraging the vilhigers. 

61. Mr. Gordon remarks that an examination carefully conducted under the existing 
system is likely to leave a wholesome impression on the minds of the pupils as well as of 
their relatives, and local visits of officials repeated as often as possildc would help not a 
little in wiping oIT the misconceptions and prejudices which are still rife among the people 
in respect to the new seheme of popular education. 

6:2, V , — Education l)nrbar. — Another sugircstion which Dr. Fallon has made is the 
institution of an educational diirhar. As eonuected specially with primary education, this 
wouhi, 1 submit, be a mistake, and is, if suitable at all, only .suitaldo when we come to deal 
with the higher education \ but apart from this, 1 am always afraid of such things becoming 
mere shams, which, instead of commanding respect, would only be a subject of ridicule. 

G;3. I extract a portion from a note by Mr. Gordon on this subject which I think 
is valuable : — 

“ With reference to the third point, the institution of an ediieational durbar, the idea 
seems to me rather a foolish one so far as regards primary ediieation is concerned. If its 
objects were only to promote higher education, something perhaps might be said in its favor, 
but 1 am confident that such an institution would, practically speaking, confer no benefit 
whatever on the masses, and do no good towards the furtherance of elementary education. 
It is not to be supposed that the half-clad boys of piimitive patshalas and mukhtubs with their 
teachers would attend in these durbars, or if they did, would be at all bettered thereby. An 
assembly of this kind would p(u*haps be one of the most extraordinary ever seen in India, 
and as lor rewarding in this manner the few philanthropic landholders who may have given 
Rs. 2 or 8 a month and built a shed for the school, why, there are many other ways open to 
Government of expressing approval of their conduct. Durbars are liked by those native 
gentlemen who go in for establishing societies all over the country, who have a taste for 
pomp and ceremony, who look forward to the robe or title of honor as a reward for their 
philanthropic exertions. The bestowal of a * kliilat,^ or title of honor or distinction, on such 
persons may be a fitting way of recognizing the great good they have dune to their country, 
but these arc not the men who would go among thenr villagers and point out to them the 
advantage they will gain by sending their boys to these elementary schools ; nay, 1 believe 
they would probably rather discourage than encourage them to do so.^^ 

‘^I have pointed out above what 1 consider ihc be.st way of advancing primary education 
among the masses. Frequent visits to and converse with the people will do much good than 
holding hundreds of ‘ durbars.^ The idea is a delusion and a snari».^' 

OI. One other point only remains which I have had a good deal of discussion about, 
that is, the means of conveying their pay to the gurus. I eidlcd for opinions from the 
Magistrates to whom the matter is left by (ioverumeiit, and after considering tliem, I issued 
the following brief circular which conveys ray own opinions on the matter: “ I observe that 
the question of paying their stipends to the gurus and meajees under tiic new scheme of 
primary education is left mainly to the discretion of the Magistrates. After consulting the 
Magistrates of this division, 1 find that they arc luiauimous in desiring a monthly, and not 
a quarterly, payment. It is also tolerably clear from tbeir answers that the existing staff of 
Sub-lnspcctors is utterly insufficient to undertake the duty of making regular payments 
month by month to each school, and if a system of circles be devised, so as to bring a number 
of gurus together on a fixed day to meet him, the jdan involves a loss of time both to him 
and to the gurus. 1 should have liked it to be arraugi^d, wherever possible, that the gurus 
should oomc in to the sub-divisional head-quarters to receive their pay, so as to give the 
sub-divisional officer an opportunity of seeing and speaking with them, and thus tightening 
their connection with tlie Government, and for this object I think the loss of two or three 
days^ work in the month would be cheaply purchased. Hut it seems clear that this plan 
cannot be carried out universally, and though 1 hope the Magistrates may adopt it for those 
schools that are within easy reach, for all others they have apf»arently to choose between two 
alternatives, cither to let the gurus rec.-ivc tucir pay from the thanuah, or to adopt the system 
of circles by which a Sub-Iiispc^ctor might meet and pay a certain number of gurus on a 
certain day. If the money were deposited at the thaniialis, and the Sub-lnsjiector was to fix 
a day for paying all the gurus in the jurisdiction at the tiiannah, as often as he could come 
and let the police do it when he was unable, it would combine the advantages of both systems 
and save the Sub-Inspector from travelling about with large sums of money.”

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. A.A, dated 
17lli July 1873, and to say that the Lieutenant-Governor tlianlcs you much 
for the report on primary schools submitted therowilh. Ilia Ilonor has 
perused it with much gratification as showing that the <jovornment orders 
' have been carried out, and carried out successfully, in your division. 

' 2. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe the higli tcrm.s in which 


you have been able to speak of your district officers, except tlic district officer of 
, , Chumytarun ; and 1 am to sav that he has specially

3. All districts except Cliumparun have done very successfully. The 
Gya resulls are especially good iu scvcoal particulars. The Licuteuant- 
Governor hopes Chuntparuu will make up Avay iu future. 

, 1. The Liculenant-Governor is of opinion that the orders you i.ssued 
were cxecllont and judicious, as your orders generally are, and fully carry out 
the views of Government. It must be expected that there will bo difficulties 
and misconsfructions as to anything new iu this country, hut tliey soon pass 
over, and the practical result shows that tlicy have been conquered in this 
matter so far as to enable the Government to make a good start; that this 
once done, progress may he as fast as funds and means admit, though neither 
the funds nor the machinery admit of too rapid a jirogress, and it might not 
be politic to attempt to do too mucli. It may he well to give; uji for the time 
any imiuirics wiih a view to classification of parents wliich excite special 
suspicions ; the simple returu I'cccntly yire'-cribed for jirimary schools does not 
require this kind of information. "We must not exaggerate the ignoranco 
of village gurus who cannot read print ; — they arc not accustomed to r«‘ad 
print, and a man not so accustomed may not he able to read it, though really 
acute ill his own way. He will he able to learn the printed character in 
a week. The gurus .arc probably not now v<‘ry good, but if offiirers steadily 
enlist all the available resources of the country, make friends iuslead of 
enemies of the Hralimins (as they widl may) in this enterprise, and improve 
the material they find, the materials for simfdo village schoolmasters will, 
the licuteuant-Govcrnor thinks, be forthconiing in Uchar. 

6. Orders have been passed and are about to issue regarding normal 
schools, securing one for every district. His Honor has not yet attempted 
regular training scliools at suh-di visions, hut will not intcrl’ero with the tem- 
porary arrangements of that kind which you have made to set the new school- 
masters going. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor is very glad to say thafv the Government of 
India have now sanctioned a liln'ril percentage on the revenue of Government 
estates being devoted to schools, roads, and local iiujirovements. He trusts 
that by this grant Jt ho Government will he enabled to do its duty as an improv- 
ing landlord, and to set a svilficient example to others. 

7. The number of jirimary scliools mcuf ioiu'd as kept up liy the great 
• Durbhangah estate is hardly so many as the Lieuteuaiit -Governor could have 

hoped but attention scorns to bo dm eted to the subjeet in wards’ estates, 
and His Honor hopes this will be fully kept in view' iu their inaniige.ment. 

8. In Gya and some other iilaees, the zmaindavs seem to conirihuto 
fairly, and His* Honor trust'< that they will be iinlueed to do so more and more ; 
sub-holders, proprietary communities, and vili.-igu headmeu should atso ho 
engaged to assi,‘;t as much as possible. 

9. As regards the complaint that parents will not pay teachers wlieu 
the State does, that is a complaint iu many parts ol" the world. Troliably 
the schoolmasters are very prone to make the most of .and exaggerate 
complaints of this kind. Though the temhaiey nni^t to some extent 
be in the direction stated, the Lieutenant-Governor thinlis tlial, if the 
schoolmasters get the aid Government can give, and arc left to claim and 
levy the old-fashioned fees in their ow'n way lor their own profit, they will 
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probably manage it. At any rote, every effort should be made to carry out 
the system \rith fees, such as gooroos usually levy, or by voluntary contribu- 
tions, or by self-assessment, so as to avoid the necessity of resorting to a 
compulsory assessment as long as possible. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of payment by results in Shah- 
abad, as mentioned in paragraph 25 of your report, and hopes that it will be 
tried elsewhere. 

11. Ilis Honor will not now go into details of each district, preferring to 

let you carry out your plans as you so well can. Hut there are some pecu- 
liarities in what yi>u say regarding Tirhoot, which must be noticed. • 

The largo proportion of Mahomedan schools in a part of the country 
where the proportion of Mnliomedan population is comparatively so small (say 
ono-eiglith) is a surprise, and it is more so when we secs the contrast in this respect 
between Tirhoot and all the surrounding districts with apparently similar popula- 
tions. Ilis Honor would like? to know the result of further inquiries on this 
subject. It should he ascertaimid wlndherthc facts are spontaneous, or whether 
the results are influenced by any personal proclivities of our officers. The 
Lieutenant-Governor thinks Mr. llalliday is wrong in giving the maximum 
grant to Mahonicdan muklitubs generally in Tirhoot when he does not do so 
to other schools, if that is what is to ho understood. In many parts of *tho 
country tho Mahornedans arc at j>resent markedly at a disadvantage, and any 
reasonable special assistance to bring them forward is most desirable. But 
in Behar it is not so. They have there a share of education and office more 
than in proportion to their numbers ; and in Tirhoot, ( sjjrcially, it seems very far 
from being so. ‘Where ibo Mahornedans are already as well off or better off than 
other people in respect of edu(‘ation, there is no reason for specially favoring 
tliem or giving them larger grants than others. In Bengal the Lieutenant- 
Governor might not have objected to such an arrangement; in Behar ho does. 

12. His Honor will also he anxious to know that the larg(? number of 
Mahomedan schools thus aided are really, or arc in process of being made, 
useful primary schools, and that middle-class schools or mere mosque religious 
recitations are not made recipients of primary school funds to too great an 
extent. Ilis Honor know's tliat at many mosques hoys are well taught, and 
wherever it he so, if they are well taught, the Government is thoroughly 
content, whoever tln^ hoys be, and whoever teaches them ; but we must see that 
there is practical teaching. 

13. Wherever it is the habit of the Alabomedans, the Persian character 
must he rccogni.scd as a vehicle of primary instruction among tliem, and the 
Lieutenant -(iovernor believes it rotilly is so to a great extent in Behar, which 
differs from Bengal in that respect. But if the Pci'sian or Arabic characters 
he admitted, there is more need for seeing carefully that the schools receiving 
grants really are useful primary schools. Also, Hindoos seeking to become 
liavyers or clerks must not ho taught Persian at jn-iraary schools, as that is 
not the Goveinrne^nf! object. h'or Hindus of Behar, Hindi only can bo 
admitted to he the primary vernacular. 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor is constrained to notice again, as he has 
noticed in another ])Iace, w liat is said of the hostility of Brahmins and 
Bahbuns. I’his s<*ems es])ecially strange with respect to the education wo are 
now seeking to give. All ov«t India the Brahmhts arc not the enemies of 
education, and ar«! seldom intractable or sulky pcojde ; but just the contrary. 
In Hindustan proper, no doubt, they have lost their ancient position as the 
clerical in onojjoli SIS of vih ten power. His Honor believes that is prtncipally 
because Persian was rnnt!«* lh'* language of business under tho Mahornedans, 
and they have never tak(u to that foreign tongue and character. But surely 
the esiahlislimeut of Iliudce schools, and the invitation to Brahmins arid 
otlier literate castes to take pay us schoolmasters, is not calculated to excite 
their ho.stility. Tlie Bahbuns, again, not unfrequcntly aro educated and 
ambitious. And in Beiiur hotii jlalihuris and Brahmins aro just the people 
who d( sirc tf) he village lujadinen, jeyt ryots, or putwarces, and to whom good 
primary education is especially serviceable. His Honor much trusts soon to 
hear that these classes, instead of being opposed, aro wholly on our side, in 
this matter of jirimary education at least.

HOWRAH LIGHTING RATi:. 

The Hon’blb Mr. Dampier moved that tho furthor ro|Jort of tho Sclccl 
Coinniitteo on tbo Bill to provido for the levy of a lijfhting-rato in Howrah Im 
taktm into oonsidcratioii lu order to tho settlement of tho clauses of the Bill, 
and that tho clauses of the Bill bo considered for scttlomont in the form recom- 
mended by tho Select Committee. Ho said it would be in tho recollection of 
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lion’ble members that on the last occasion when the Bill was before the Conn- , 
cil, it was remanded to the Select Committee for a definite olnect, wliich object 
had been adopted by the Council in opposition to the principle of the Bill as 
first presented by the Select Comnuttcc. Practically, the instruction to the 
Select Committee was to frame the Bill so that no portion of rthe cost of lighting 
any given tract should fall on the general rates of the Howrah Municipality ; tliat 
the benefited tract should pay entirely, and under all circumstances, the whole 
cost of its own lighting. And the Council having adopted that principle, raised 
the maximum of taxation to three per cent., so that no port of the cost might pos>. ' 
sibly' devolve upon the general revenues. In framing thb'Bill in accordance witti 
these instructions, the Select Committee found it absolutely necessary to separate 
the case of the tract in which lighting already existed and imregard to whicli, 
so to sHj’, the Council was not free. It was bound by certain obligations which 
had been already incurred. It would not hai’e been giving effect to the prin- 
cij)le adopted by the Council if, for that tract which was already lighted, the 
Select Committee had fixed a maximum of three per cent. Whatever would 
be the cost of efficient lighting there, as a]>proved by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
must, according to the principle adopted by the Council, bt» paid by the 
inhabitants of that particular tract. Therefore the Committee h<jd separated 
that particular tract from the rest of the town by the proviso which the 
(’ouncil would see in the second part of Section which imposed no maximum 
rate at all as to that part of the town 'which was already lighted. 

Kegurding the rest of the tow’n to which, possibly, giis-lighting might be 
extended in future, the Committee had absolutely hdlow'ed the instructions of 
the Council, which ■u’orc t<» fix a maximum of three j)cr cent. That was adopted 
in opj)ositioii to the Select Committee’s former report as a ■whole. 

Tliei*o was only one more remark wdiich Mr. Dumpier would make. So 
much had been said of the j»(M)r population {)f H«)wrah, and tiio natives 
having to pay (an enormous nundier of them, sonus 97,000) for tin* benefit of 
a lew Europeans, that he might as well give the Council the figures which had 
been supplied to him as to the effect of the Act Avithin the tract already 
lighted. In that tract, ho was informed, there Avere 0,‘?00 houses occujiied by 
natives, who, at two per cent., would lum* paid Ks, 1,^00, or an average of about 
Be. l-o for each house. The hou.sos occujiied by Europeans numbered 2S1, and 
they would pay, at two per cent., Rs. 12,004, so tliat each native house would 
have got for Re. l-o precisely the same adA^antage of lighting as each European 
house would lumi by jiuA’ing Rs. 4(>-2 or then abouts. The same proportions 
would of coui’se hold good at AvhatcA'er amount tiu' rate might be levied. He 
merely mentioned this to renioA'o an impre.ssion AA'hich might hav’e been left by 
the argument that 97,00(1 natiA'i's Avould suffer for the benefit of a few 
Europeans. He Avould iioav leave the motion in the hands of the Council. 

I'he motion Avas agret'd to. 

The llox'mx lUvoo Digi-mukk Mittku moved that in Section it, line 7, 
the w'ords ‘‘ two jier centum” be substituted for “ three p(*r centum.” He must 
admit the soundness of the views Avhich had dictated His Honor the Rresidont 
to oppose tiic amendment lu; moved at the last mc‘(!ting of the^Council proposing 
to fi.x the lighting-rate at three ]>(’r cent. iiKstead of two. As a general light- 
ing-rate, there could be no ipiestion that three per cent." Avas extraA'uguntly high for 
Howrah, AA'hen the Calcutta maximum rate Avas only tw«) jierecnt. But he then 
thought that av'o had no other (dioice in the matter. 'I’he annual sum contract- 
ed for Avith the (ius Comjiaiiy nuust in the lii*st instance be proA’ided for, and 
that out of tlie proc.ceds of the rate h>vie<l Aidthin the gas area, Avhich, according 
to the facts then bel’orc us, ho found couhl not be done if the rate wore fixed at 
two jicrceiit. And rather tlian Sivrifiee the .S' und and rigliteoiis principle Avhicli 
for the purposes of this Bill Avo ha«l laid <lo\vn in Committis', and AA'hicli had 
been unanimously agreed to by the Council, lie proposed that the rate be raised 
to three per cent., the proceeds of which, lie calculated, A\muld just cover the requir- 
ed amount. We sub-serpumtly ilisciOA'erod, howoA'er, tliat the amount leviable 
ucc'ording to the estimate furnished by th<j Chairman of the Hovi'rah Municipal- 
ity Avas <-ontingeTit upon <10 more lights being added to the present number, to

render the whole of tho ffivon gas area accessible to the rate, according to the 
conditions prescribed in the Bill. This would entail an additional charge of nearly 
Bs. 4,000, so that the total amount we had to provide for as the first charge on 
the lighting-rate was, in round numbers, Rs. 25,000, which oven a rate of three per 
cent, woifld not cover. Again, if tho Howrah memorialists wt?re to be believed, 
each per cent, of tho rate represented Rs. 4,500, and not Rs.7,000 as tins Cliaimuin 
Oi^tho Mupicipality estimated. In this state of uncertainty the Select Committee 
•thought that they had no other alternative left than to recommend the rather 
- unusual course of lea^^png tlie determination- of the rate to be levied within the 
^as area, to tho discretion of tho Commissioners. The contract amount, lic>wever, 
being thus specially jffrovided for, there was no longer any necessit}'^ for ke(3j>iTjg 
the general liglitipg-rate at such an unreasonably high figure as tliroo per cent. 
If a rate of two per cent, was ffmrid insuflicient for tluj further extension of gas- 
. lighting on -the terms and conditions prescribed in tho Bill, that of itself was a 
sufficient proof that the Municipality "U'as not rich enough to aflbrd the luxury, 
and must’ do without it. 

The Hon’ele Mr. Dami'If.r said that tho position was rather curious, 
Tho hon’blc member who, at the previous debate, had forced up the rate from 
two to threaper cent., now wished the Council to return to two per cent., and 
Mr. Danipier, who originally appeared as the advocate of two per cent., now 
appeared as the advocate of \;liree per <!ent. He need not add tli.-it tluj incon- 
sistency Was on tho surface otdy ; both his hon’blo friend and Mr. l.>an)]>ier 
himself had valid reasons for tlic course they had taken. The Hill had now 
taken a different shape, and there were new elements to be considered. N<jw, 
his reason for now advocating three p<;r cent, -was this. When there was a possi- 
bility of tho cost of lighting any area ovei’fiowing, so to speak, tin; procetsds 
of the maximum rate to be levied under the Bill, he thought that it wtmld 
be proper that anything above tho two per cent, should bo contribute.d from 
tho general rates. But now tho Council had absolutely refused to allow any 
c<mtribution to be made under any circumstances from the general rates ; and 
tlierefore to fix a maximum «)f two per would, as far as lu* could judge, 

be futile, and make the clause practically inoperative. As lljinus Aveiit. he 
did not believe that for many years it would lu* p(..s.Ml>le to make any extcn.sion 
of gas-lighting in llowrjdi if a'two per cent, rate was lixed as a niaxiinum. It 
■a'as not meant that there was tt» be any iimuediate extt nsion and that three 
per cent, was to be levied at once. Bui even if tliree juTcent. wi’re insutKeiont. 
now, it might be expected that within u roasonahh*. lime the value uf ])ro]»erty 
Howrah woidtl have so far increased that the T*ate Avcaild lit* suffi<‘i«*nl, at 


in 


any rate in tho more advanced portiiuis of the town to wliich it would naturally 
be desirable tirsl to extend gus-ligliting.

notice, in order that both the Council and the mover of the amendment himself 
should first consider the cfiect of the amendment in all its bearings. We were 
now iTi a somewhat curious position, inasmuch as the hon’ble member who 
moved and carried an amendment inereasing the rate from two to throe per 
cent., had now moved that wo should go baek again to two per cent. His 
Honor understood the situation to be this. Wo were as.sured by the hou’ble 
member in charge of the Bill — and His Honor believed the hon’ble member had 
givoTi good gi’ound for his assurance — that in reality, as things now stood in 
Uowrali, it was im])ossible to light any portion of the municipality by a rate 
not ex(j(;eding two per cent.; that, ho believed, was a fact. On the other hand, 
we were met by the lion’ble mover of the amendment, su])portcd by the Ilon’ble 
Kajah .Tt>teendro Mohiin Tagore, with the argument that if you could not light 
Howrah by a rate of two jier cent., it wsis better not to light it at all. It seemed 
to His Honor that wo were in this position — ^we must either jiass a rate of three 
per cent, as recommended by the Select Committee, or wo must indefinitely 
postpone the lighting of Howrah by gas beyond the imrtion already lighted. 
Ho understood the effect of the amendment would be tliis, that until the rest 
of Howrah was much richer and more populated than it Avas now, until a 
rate of two pea* cent, would produce a much larger sum than it would do now*, 
the rest of Howrah could not be lighted with gas. The question then for the 
Coun<}il to decide was, would they give permission to the Alunicipality and tlu^ 
Government to light Howrah with gas by means of a rate not exceeding tlu*ee 
per cent., or would thej- say that the town should not be lighted at all mitil it 
increased so much in wealth and population that a rate of two per cent, would 
be sufficient ? His Honor must leave the Council to decide that question. 

His HoNoii THE President ha^’ing asked whether the hon’ble mover of tin* 
amenditicnt hud any remarks to offer in reply, 

The Hon’hle Baboo Digumber Mittkr observed that His Honor had given 
a very correct analysis of what had been urged on cither side, and Baboo 
Digumber Hitter had therefore nothing further to add to what he had ulreud>- 
said in sup])ort of the amendment.

»So the motion was negatived. 

The HoN’niiE L^Icd Ulick Brown k said, before the Council left Section 
.3, there was one point on which he should like to have an explanation from 
the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill. The section as altered by the 
Select Committee made a distinction as regards the j)ortion of the town now 
lighted and that portion which should be left hereafter *to be lighted. As 
regards the j)ortion already lighted, the section as it stood provided that — 

“ It shall be lawful for the Municipal Commissioners toinqiose a rate suffi- 
cient to defray the whole expense of lighting such jiortion.” 

And as regards the rest of the town, it shall only “ be lawful to imjiose an 
annual rate not (jxceeding three j>er cent.” Now, ho had ascertained from the 
Magistrate of Howrah that under the contract with the Gas Company the 
Municijiah iy were bfinini, in case they extended the area of gas-lighting, to deal 
with the same Gas Company, and to pay the same rate of Ks. 100 for each lamp 
lighted by gas, exclusive of the cost of maintaining tlio lam})-posts. That being 
so, if a rate of three per cent, was insufficient to pay for the cost of lighting the area 
now lighted, three per cent, would be insufficient to pay for lighting successive 
areas hereafter. He thought that was a point which required explanation as 
regards the distinction made in the section between the ports of Howrah already 
lighted and the parts to bo lighted hereafter. 
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The Hon’ble Mn. Dampieb said, the answer to the question put by the 
hon’ble member was, that the fact of throe per cent, being insufficient to pay 
the cost of lighting the present area, having a very limited number of lamps, 
was not in itself cfinclusive that throe per cent, would be insufficient, even in 
view of the existing contract, to make extensions. For in order to light this 
first tract which now had the benefit of gas, it was necessary for the Gas Com- 
pany to set up large works. He was given to understand that the Company 
nad in the gas works made provision fur lighting a number of lamps which 
would suffice for all parts of Howrah which were ever likely to be liglited. They 
were obliged so to fix the price of the few lamps first lighted that there might 
' be some little return on the capital outlay of sotting up these large gas works 
which eventually were to suffice for all demands, lie was given to understand 
that the present profits of the Gas Company were very small indeed, and every 
extra lamp lighted would be an oljjcct to them. It was their interest to meet any 
proposal of the Muuicijiality to extend the lighting by sa^diig — ‘‘If you wish 
to extend the number of your lamps, although you arc bound by your contract to 
come to us, aTid not bring in another company at a cheaper rate, still, as an 
inducement to j'^ou to extend your lighting, we will reduce the cost for each 
lamp as much us we can.” 'i'hnt was tlic reason why, although a three per 
cent, rate was insufficient to pay for the cost of the portion already lighted, 
it would not necessarily be insufficient for future extensions. 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Damnier then moved that the Bill be passed. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Council was adjourned to a day of which notice would be given.

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HOOOHLY FEVER, AND THE CONDITION OP THE RYOTS. 


RESOLUTION. 

STATISTiC^A L DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta, Uie 19//* Augmt, 1873. 

1. Thb Lieutenant-Governor submitted to the Government of India 
some months back a very valuable note by Colonel Haig, r.e., Secretary to this 
Government in the Irrigation Department, prop(*sing certain' schemes for 
draining and irrigating the water-logged country lying between the Damooda 
and Hooghly rivers. Tlie epidemic, known as the Hurd wan fever, had 
specially affected the tract betwocm these two rivers, and Colonel Haig’s note 
discussed the physical and mitterial condition of the people of this tract. That 
note was at the time communicated to the Press. 

2. The Government of India, in orders dated the 22nd July, 1873, 
dealing with Colonel Haig’s note, desired that a particular enquiry should 
be made into the theory held by Colonel Haig and Dr. Sunders, that the lower 
classes of the Hooghly and Hurd wan di.stricts were under-fed and ill-nourished, 
and so predisposed to fever. 'llie Liciutenant-Governor has recorded a

enquiry should at first take, and how it 
now' dir<*ct8 that extracts from the correspon- 
dence nuirgiiially noted be published with 
a copy of his minute. Jnstruetions will be 
issued to the Magistrates of Howrah and 
Midnaporc, Hooghly and Hurdwan, to 
make very careful enquiries into the points 
suggested in the specially populous tliunnulis of Howrah and Midnapore noticed 
in the minute, and in the parts of Hooghly and 1 uni wan spt'cially affected by 
the fever. The Commissioner of the Division will be requested to superintend 
and aid these enquiries, and the Magistrates’ reports of results will be submitted 
through him. Tbc Commissioner of Police for (.'alcutta will bo asked to co- 
operate in the enquiry to any extent in his power. Tbe Magi>tratcs may 
employ on this duty the most competent ofKeers who are best ucqu:nnt<'d with 
the people and the language in any department under them. If they have 
no such officers under them, the Lieutcnant'Goveruor will try to supply them 
from otlier districts. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that tbe Magistrates will take up 
the business at once, and report as early as prissible to tlie Commissioner what 
officer or officers they will depute, and what instructions they may give as to 
the order or manner in which the enquiries should be begun. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor further draws the attention of all oflicers of 
Government, and of the public generally, to these papers, and especially to the 
questions suggested by the Government of India in paragra[)h 12 of their letter 
of 22nd July. He trusts that all Commissioners of Divisions, and Magistrates 
of Districts wdll collect and collate all the informatiuii on these enormously 
important questions which they and their subordinates obtain, and will 
submit them to Government in a clear and compact form. This Government 
also particularly invites practical information loueliing tliese questions from 
all persons who have a thorough knowledge and experience of the condition 
of tho people.

The ques- 
tions raised are, however, of extreme difficulty. 

A section enabling Government to extend to other schemes of drainage the 
provisions of the Daucoonee Drainage Bill (Act V B. C., of 1871) was at one 
time embodied by the Committee in the Embankment Bill now before the 
Bengal Council, but the native members have since taken another view, and 
, that^ section has been retired for the present. The subject will be further 
considered. Any expression of the feelings of the Government of India on 
the subject would be very acceptable. 


Extract from a letter from A. O. Homb. Esq., c.b., Seoretarv to the Government of India, 

Dcpartinunl of Agriculture, Revenue and Ctiinmerce, to the Secretary to the Goverameiit 

of Hengal. — (No. 178, dated Simla, the 22nd July 1873.) 

I AM (lin'ctod to acknowledge the receipt of your letters Nos. 4031E and 
8871, dated I'iih Marcli, forwarding copy of Colonel Haig’s note on the 
drainage and water-supply of tlie district of Hooghly. 

2. Colonel ll.iig’s able Hnd thoughtful note discusses the whole question 
of tlie cau.Ncs of the epidemic fever which has for years ravaged these 
tracts, and the, means by which the sources of the fever may be removed, or its 
effects mitigated. The note is a valuable addition to the information already 
in po'isession of the Government of India on a subject which has engaged its 
attention for years, and tlie conclusions at which, he has arrived merit the most 
careful consideration. He proposes briefly 

1«<. — The extension to various p.arts of the suffering districts of an 
elaborate system of drainage similar to the Dhancoonee 
drainage project now in course of execution. 

2«rf. — A small irrigation canal about 12 miles in length to lead the 
waters of the Damoodah into two of it.s former chauuels, the 
Kana Nuddee and the Kaua Damoodah. 

3. The drainage scheme is of so extensive a nature, and the questions 
involved are so eomplii-ated, the results seem so problematical, and the expen- 
diture which will be required is so great, that the Gov«<rnor-General in Council 
desires io postpone action on this part of the case until he is enabled to con- 
sider the matter in the light of fuller information than is at present available. 
It is specially desirable to know what are the prospects of success of the 
Dhancooneo project. His Excellency in Council believes that the result w'ill 
be sufficiently ascertained during the present season, an<^ as tlie plans and 
estimates of the other schemes could not be matured uiftil the idusir of the 
monsoon, the adjournment of present action will involve no r. al liclay. 

4. Meanwhile the surveys connected with these -ciicmos should bo 
vigorously prosecuted, and to this end the establishincrts required by ihe 
Lieutenant.-(iovernor have already bcjen placed at His Honor’s disposal by the 
Public AV orks D(.‘parimcnt. •

6. The executive measures immediatidy required being thus disposed of, 
I am now to invite the attention of His Honor the Lieutoiiant -Govern or to tluj 
general question of the c:iuses of the epidemic dealt with in Colonel Iluig’s 
note, and to request that the most careful inquiries may In- made inio the 
subject with a view, if possible, to devise some effectual remedy, 

. V 7. Colonel lliiig discusses this subject in paragraphs 81 — Ji;} of his rtM> »rt, 

and his conclusions, briefly stated, are that bad water and ui.alarial pt>:.son- 
ing are hut seeundary causes, and that the main cause of the lamentalde 
mortality which has prevailed is the want of stamina in the jn'tiple enabliug 
them to resist tbo fever. lie says that the district is over-populated, and (ioes 
not produce sufficient food for the inhabitants, who are impoverished, underfed, 
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and inadequately clothed, and that the oonsequent absence of vital energy is 
the real cause of the remarkable fatality of the epidemic. In this opinion 
Colonel Haig is corroborated by Dr. Saunders. 

8. Tho Government of India does not now for the first time hear such 
opinions expressed. In a memorial addressed to it a few years ago by the 
Calcutta Missionary Conference, of M'hich Dr. Murray Mitchell, a very moder- 
ate*minded man, was President, tho condition of the cultivating classes in 
Bengal was thus described : — “ It is with difficulty the Bengal ryot procures at 
any time the necessaries of life, and his chronic poverty is aggravated by the 
recurrence from time to time of such calamities as hurricanes, droughts, inunda- 
tions, and epidemics both of men and cattle.” Deports on tho subject were 
called for from the district officers in Bengal, and from their replies it appeared 
that on the whole they considered the statements made to have been exag- 
gerated. These proceedings wore reported to tho Secretary of State in Juno 
1871 by the Government of India, and the opinion was expressed that in some 
districts at any rate there was " a very considerable foundation of truth in the 
description of the condition of the people given by tho Missionaries.” It 
was added that the evidence was incomplete, and that the question would com- 
mend itself to the careful attention of the Lieutenant-Governor, who had then 
recently assumed his office. 

9. In his reply the Secretary of State noticed the subject as one of 
extreme importance, which His Grace was conx'inced, would receive early and 
careful consideration from the Government of Bengal, and said that he awaited 
with interest tho result of the Lieutenant-Governor’s inquiries and delibera- 
tions. This despatch was communicated to the Government of Bengal with 
tho letter from the Home Department, No. 390 (Education), dated ihe 27th 
September 1871. 

10. No further correspondence has since taken place on the subject, but 
it seems to the Governor-General in Council that the matter should now at 
once he taken up in a comprehensive way, for tho concurrence of two such 
authorities as Colonel Haig and Dr. Saunders with the opinion of the Mis- 
sionaries, so far as regards the condition of the people in Burdwan, affords a 
very strong ground in favor of further inquiry. 

11. The Governor-Gcnoral in Council is disposed to think, from reports 
which have recently been transmitted by the Government of Bengal, that the 
condition of the ryot varies greatly in dijliTont parts of Bengal ; that in some 
parts ho is well-to-do, an<l in others very po*>r indeed. What tb<; Government 
of j ndia desires is, if possible, to ascertain the causes of the difference, and 
then to judge if they are removable by the action of Gt>vernincut. If it 
should appear that the distress is caused by over-population, it seems to the 
Govornor-Gcnoral in Council that tho most ctfoc ual remedy would be some 
scheme of inland, or .indeed any, emigration. 

12. It is poscible that the Lieutenant-Governor is in possession of some 
further information upon this subject, and the Governor-General in rouiicil 
therefore wislics to leave the form which tho inquiry should take to His 
Honor’s decision ; but it seems to His tDxcellency in Council tiiat if all local 
sources of information have not been yet drawn upon, if is highly desirable 
to consult the Government officials who have expcricnco of tho locality, and 
also non-officials — missionaries, landholders, and others — who have had oppor- 
tunities of forming a judgment. I am to state further that among other 
questions which may suggest themselves, tbo.ae which follow require complete 
answers after deliberate investigation ; — 

(1) . — Did the great bulk of those who Lavo died of the fever belong 

to the poorer ola-sses ? Have more died of the sub-tenants 
and labourers of occupancy ryots than of these latter? What i 
has been the average amoi nt of food procured by these lower 
classes daring the post few years ? 

(2) . Has the fever attacked and been as fatal in its results to the 

population of any thinly populal “d district ; and if so, were 
the lower classes there belter off than in Hooghly and Burdwan ? 
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(3) Have the people of any district in which the lower classes were 

certainly sufficiently fed suffered in tlie same way ? 

(4) Have the people of any very densely populated district escaped 

this fever ; and if so, are there any climatic or industrial or 
. ' agricultural differences between this and the districts that 
have suffered to account for this immunity P 

(6) In the districts that have suffered, are there grounds for supposing 
that in local sub*di visions, where population was mos^ den«<e, or 
their pecuniary condition worst, the mortality was^t^hest P 

(6) What is the usual food of the mass of the people P What is csti< 

mated to be the weight of rice eaten ordinarily by each man, 
woman, and child P and how many meals are eaten daily P 

(7) Is there any ground for thinking that the people stint themselves in 

such necessaries as rice, salt, &c. 

(8) Has there been during the last generation or two, say since 1S40, 

any change in the habits of the people in this respect P Do they, 
for instance, eat less often, or less in quantity, or inferior food P 
Arc they more careful in the consumption of food P 

(9) lias the rate of daily wages fallen or risen P Have daily laborers 

any difficulty in procuring the means of subsistence? Are 
beggars or paupers common P 

(10) Are the people clothed more poorly than twenty years ago P Have 

they more difficulty in getting clothes P Do they renew their

8. With respect to the rest of your letter, I am to say that the Lieutenant' 
Governor did not discuss Colonel Haig’s view that tlio fever is in great 
part due to poverty and over-population, because lie t,hinks it absolutely certain 
that, however these causes may aggravate and intensify the disease, it is a 
specific disease which marches over the coimtry, yffiethcr there are or are 
not conditions, which wo certainly cannot speedily cure^k^d which, when it does 
come, attacks the well-to-do as well as the very poor. The Lieutenant-Governor 
assumes, therefore, that wo must do what wc can to deal with the specific evil 
of the fever, independent of much wider questions aftccting the whole popu- 
lation in this and many other respects, wrhicli must at the same time have his 
very earnest attention. lie proposes then to send the papers to the General 
Department, to which these wider questions belong, in erder that the sugges- 
tions made may be there dealt with; this letter, therefore, is confined to the 
matter which appertains to the Irrigation Department. 
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MINUTE. 

HOOGHLY FEVBE AND CONDITION OF THE EYOT8. 


I FTTBPOSELT did not continue any direct inquiry after the Secretary of 
States' despatch of September 1871, regarding the condition of the ryots of 
Bengal, because I did not think that vre should get much more by asking the 
same questions again so soon, and because the main end and object of all my 
measures and inquiries has in fact been to approach to a solution of this one 
great question. Wo have progressed somewhat, and we hope to progress 
much more, towards knowing something of the numbers and classes of the , 
population, of tenures and rents, rates of wages and prices of food, and 
other things afft>cting the condition of the people. The local officers have 
been specially desired to give us in their periodical reports all that they know 
of these things and of the general condition of the pcoplo, from year to year. 

2. The annual administration reports now coming in from the different 
divisions contain much that throws great light on these subjects, and all this 
must be collated with reference to this inquiry. The report of the Burdwan 
division, in which Hooghly-cum-Howrah, Burdwan and Midnupore are com* 
prised, has not yet been received. 

3. As respects the condition of the people of those provinces, one broad 
general assertion may 1 think be hazarded, viz., that they are as a rule com- 
paratively better off in the east, and worse off in the w’est. They arc better 
off in the former in two respects, which may be more or less inter-related as 
cause and consequenoe. 

(1) The rate of wages is higher in the cast at the same time that food 
is for the most part cheaper (Orissa in the west perhaps excepted with respect 
to cheapness of food) ; and (2) rents in the cast are less screwed up to rack- 
rent pitch, and probably arc lighter in comparison to the productiveness of 
the soil and the remunerative character of such staples as jute, &c., &g. 

4. 1 made a special inquiry on this subject of rents, and wc have received 
a mass of figures, but they are very wide and vague, and require much 
sifting before we can say more than the above. I take it the rent questions, 
which are cropping up in eastern districts, do not imply that rents arc more 
racked there than elsewhere, hut that the people have not yet submitted to 
rack-renting to the same extent as elsewhere. 

6. It is certain that if the practical working of the permanent settlement 
had accorded with the theory of the Regulations of J7U3, if tl>c ryots had 
fixity of rent as the zemimiars have fixity of revenue', the people of Bengal 
would now bo the easiest in India; but it is far otherwise, atjd the degree to 
which rent.s have been racked in different districts is a gri’at degree the measure 
of the comfort or discomfort of the people. 

6. In districts to the ,West, where labor is cheap and land is dear, there 
is this distinction, that the people of some districts emigrate freely, or what is 
more common than r^^ular emigration (the emigraticiii proper ‘is in such a 
population insignificant;, they go to other parts of the country for temporary 
service and labor, or go at certain seasons to districts where hands are scarce, 
like bands of Irish reapers in former days. 

The people of both Bcbar and Orissa thus largely supplement their home 
means. The people of Chota Nagporo (perhaps of^all the countries in India 
that in which labor is cheapest) do so still more largely, and seem in their 
own country to be pretty well-off in their veiy simple way. 'J’his facility of 
emigrating or going out for labor extends wherever the aboriginal blood 
preuorainates ; into the Uuneegunge portion of Burdwan, Bancooruh, 

BecTbhoom, and upper Midnapore. But the fever tract is to the east of this 
in an Aryan country. 

7. The census returns show the district of Hooghly and a few thannahs 
of Midnapore (now invaded by tlie fever), with two or three thannahs of 
Burdwan, to be the most populous tracts iu these provincc8-~-probably in 
India. 
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8. Then comes the question, what proportion of the whole are towns- 
people and non-agriculturalists? I fear that the census returns are not 
very reliable on this point, since so many people both cultivate and follow 
more or less some other occupation that it is very difficult to secure unifurmity 
of practice in the classification. The agricultural laborers, too, have not been 
distinguished from nou-agricultural laborers so well as wo could wish. Also 
the statements of the Registrar-General do not give information on these points in 
a very accessible form. No doubt we must make allowance for the towns and 
great villages, containing a large town mercantile and fishing population, which 
fringe the rivor Roughly in the Hooghly District, including Howrah in that 
^term. 

9. But apart from this wo find in the back-lying thannahs an immense 
population, notwithstanding that here is the low country so much covered 
with water that great drainage and reclamation works aro suggested. Similarly, 
in Midnapore, Mr. Harrison remarks that the most crowded thannnlis are tliose 
in the pit of the low laud between the great rivers. 1 do not take Doomjoor 
(with a population rate of 1,417 per mile) the thannah next to Rovvrah 
because that might bo supposed to bo suburban, though 1 am assured that it is 
really quite rural. Passing this over we have the thannahs of —

which seem to form a low-lying water-tract, stretching from behind Howrah 
to near Midnapore, without a single town and still with an average popula- 
tion fully equal to or exceeding 1,000 per square mile of gross area. Tlie 
figures opposite each thannah give the rate of population per mile. 

10. Ihcre can be no douht that this is an extremely dense rural popula- 
tion. It considerably (‘xcceds the densest of tlio Bcbar districts, Sarun, where 
considerable rural tracts have a population of about 900 per square mile. 

11. Still, living as the rural Bcngallees do in scattered villages, the 
country population is not so thick as necessarily to alToct health. If their 
health is afiected by population, it must be eitlier through poverty or owing 
to unsanitary habits. This very pf)pulatcd tract is in close proximity to, and 
in very easy river communication with Calcutta, where there is a great demand 
for labor, and labor fetches a good price. 

12. I believe that in these low lands there is not much rich garden 
cultivation ; it is, I think, chiefly rice country : and rice, as cultivated in 
Bengal, is a crop that requires comparatively liTttii^ior. If this be so, it 
would seem that so great a population cannot be ])rol'HqMy employed on so 
scant and water-logged a soil ; and if the people are rcallj^jipusually poor, the 
question will he Miether it is because they won’t go out and work, and prefer 
to stay at borne on their patches of ground and starve. This may be tested 
by finding whether the people of this j)art of the country work in (Calcutta, or 
otherwise go out for labor. I have been told by men who ought to know that, 
in fact, many of them do worli; in Calcutta, and that they are not specially poor 
as compared to other Bengal ryots. This is, however, a view opposed to the 
opinions of Colonel Haig and l)r. Saunders, and the facts must be sifted. 1 urn 
inclined to think that it will be found that tho people of this part of Bengal 
do not emigrate, although they may work in Culcutt:i, and that so long as tliey 
are not killed down by disease tlit*y go on increasing at home. 

13. Since it seems to be the ease that the country, wliich has been tho 
scene of Colonel Haig’s inquiry, and much cf which has also suffered from 

• ^the fever, is really the most excessive in point of population in the country, 
and seeing that information regarding the country at large can but come in 
very gradually from many sources, 1 think it will be best in tlie first 
instance to confine our special inquiries, in fulfilmoat of the wishes of the 
Govermneut of India, to the fever districts and the specially populous tracts 
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\rhich I have mentioned, while we will at the same time publish the papers 
and invite information from officials and non-officials. 

14. It will be ascertained how far the questions propounded by the 
Government of India can be answered from the records of inquiries and 
reports already made, and special means will be taken to obtain information 
on those questions which cannot be sufficiently answered. 

16. With respect to the densely populated tract, I propose first to 
analyse very specially the population returns, to ascertain who the people 
of those tracts are, what occupations they follow, and how they arc distributed 
in villages large or small. 

10 I would then ask — Arc these people particularly poor as compared to> 
the people of otio-r districts, and if so, why P What are the prevailing rates of 
wages and prices of food ? Are they hard worked in their ordinary agricul- 
tural pursuits, or have tliey time on their hands ? Are they rack-rented ? 
and would put the other questions suggested by the Government of India. 
Especially, I would very carefully inquire whether they work in Calcutta, 
Howrah, or elsewhere, and whether tht-y emiifrate at all P I think special local 
inquiry on these points must he made by intelligent tifficers so as to get at 
the facts with greater precision than we have them from parts of the country 
which arc not tims specialised. 

17. Some special inquiry must be made regarding the class of weavers 
who are, I believe, numerous in some parts of Hooghly, Burdwan, and 
Midnapore; since theirs is a down-going trade, and it may be that they 
specially suffer. 

18. 1 may observe that while, on the one hand, .some road cess returns 
sent in by the Commissioner of Burdwan would seem to show that the 
average holding of each ryot in Hooghly and Burdwan is unexpectedly small, 
on the other hand, I notice that in the proceedings of the Hooghly Road Cess 
Committee Bahoo Joykishen Mookeijue is said to have stated that much land 
is lying untilh d for want of people to cultivate it, which would scorn to imply 
that, since the fever at any rate, t‘xcess of population is not in his view the 
evil. Yet the census was taken after most of the ravage of fever in Hooghly 
had occurred. 

19. 1 am very much struck, in comparing the population returns with 
the map, to observe that the highest nopulation almost exactly corresponds with 
the tract marked by Colonel Haig in tlie deepest colors as most in want of 
drainage and improvement, and with a similar tract in Midnapore, which has 
similarly suffered from flood, and the difficulty of carrying off the water, as 
1 myself witnessed a few months ago. Colonel Haig gives a vivid and, I may 
say, horrible description of the tract, as one in which there is absolutely no 
healthy flow of water whatey*’?, and no escape — a hollow in which the water 
stagnatc.s, and a m&S9c^ decaying vegetation festers in it ; where noxious 
fumes exhale in hot weather, while the damp of the raw cold weather 
and extremes of Cbmperature then prevailing render it still mere unwholesome. 
Yet, in these reeking swamps, the human race seems to have multiplied to a 
greater extent than anywhere in India — perhaps in the world. It seems 
as if it may bo almost said that we cannot have too much water in this 
country, and that in such conditions in this climatb, all sanitary sdenoo 
notwithstanding, the human race will multiply till it is wasted by great 
calamities. As it i-s Colonel Haig truly observes that up to this time there 
has been much less fever in these recking swamps than in the higher parts 
of Burdwan and Hooghly, where there is a sensible natural drainage.

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was issued to Commissioners of Divisions to ascertain whether similar practices 
prevailed in other districts also. Commissioners were requested to state clearly 
the extent to which such practices existed, and the manner in which they 
should be checked. 

2. The replies of the Commissioners, which have now been received and 
considered by His Honor, make it clear that, in spite of the law, cesses inlar^e 
numbers are levied from ryots by almost every zemindar in the countiy ; the 
fact being that owing to tlie abseucc of sufficient agency in Bengal, those parts 
of the regulations which give rights and privileges to zemindars have not only 
been maintained, but stretched to the utmost ; -while those parts which restrained 
them and limited their riahts have been utterly set at naught. 

3. This system of illegal exactions is now, however, in such universal 
vogue, is so (ieejily roofed, and so many social relations depend thereon, that 
it becomes a question whether it is desirable that Government should by any 
general or very stringent measures interfere to put a stop to them. It must 
be thoroughly understood, however, that the Governmt'ut, in hesitating to adopt 
severe or extreme measures, in no degree recognizes or legalizes these cesses. 
Illegal, irrecoverable by law, and prohibited by law, they must remain ; but it 
may perhaps be better, under all tlio cireurnstfinces except in extreme cases, 
not directly to interfere. As the profile get better protected, bettor educated, 
and better able to understand and protect their own rights and position, things 
will no doubt to some extent adjust themselves. 

4*. I’or the present, then, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks that it will he 
sulficicnt to direct that Magistratc-Colleclors should bo careful to interfere in 
the case of any extreme ojifiression. In any case in which any duress or 
violcnee is used by zemindars or others to enforce illegal cesses, the Magistrate 
should interfere promptly, treating the matter as an extortion ; and wherever in 
any particular estate the zemindar, by any means, manages to eollec-t from his 
ryots inordinate cesses, exceeding those sanctioned by the usages of that part 
of the country, measures should be taken to inquire and ascertain the facts to 
protect and instruct the ryots as to their rights, and generally to put a stop to 
such oppressions liy every legal and proper means. 

6. His Honor will also take advanta*ro of the opportunity offered by tlie 
publication of tho road cess rules to make it generally known to the peofile 
that excepting that one cess, of which the burden on the ryots will be strictly 
limited in eacli uistrici, all other cesses are illegal and irrecoverable by law. 

G. A copy of this resolution and connected papers will be forwarded to 
the Board of iievenue for information.

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2. I am to observe that these papers show conclusively what a drop 
in the ocean our legal road cess is compared to the mass of cesses illegally 
exacted from the people hy the zemindars of Bengal. 

3. I am also to draw attention to the universal levy of the “ dak khurcha” 
to reimburse the zemindars for the zemindari dtlk-tax, as showing how futile 
it has been to put a cess on the zemiudars and not on the ryots, and how 
unlikely it is that, as things now stand, the ryots would have gut off the road 
cess even if they had been exempted by law.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 30th May 
1873, No. 1483, addressed to the Uome Department, forwarding copy of a 
Ilesolution recorded by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, and of tho corre- 
spondence cited in tho preamble thereof, on the subject of tho levy of illegal 
cusses by zemindars iu Bengal from tho cultivators on their estates. 

2. Prom the reports submitted by tho Commissioners of Divisions, it 
appears that cesses which afo not recognized by law arc extensively levied 
throughout the whole Presidency, but that they vary very materially both as to 

^ character and amount. The Lieutenant-Governor has arrived at the conclusion 
that any direct interference by Government with the levy of these cesses would 
he inexpedient excepting in extreme cases. His Honor has therefore considered 
it sufficient for the present to — 

direct that Magistrate-Cullcctora should be careful to interfere in the case of any extreme 
oppression, lu any case in which any duress or violence is used by zemindars or olheis to 
enforce illegal cesses, the Maoistrate should interfere promptly, treating tho matter as an 
extortion ; and wherever, in any particular estate, the zemindar hy any moans manages to 
<‘ollect from his ryots iuordiiiate cesses, exceeding those sanctioned by the usages of that part 
of the eounlr}', measures should be taken to inquire and ascertain the facts, to instruct and 
protect the ryots as to their rights, and generally to put a stop to such oppressions by every 
legal and proper means." (Para. 4 of the llesolntion.) 

His Honor also proposes to take advantage of the opportunity offered hy the 
publication of the road cess rules to give sumo further explanation to the people 
with respect to their liability by law to tho payment of cesses. 

3. His Excellency tho Governor-General in Council entirely approves the 
orders issued and the action proposed to be taken by His Honor the Lioutenaut- 
Govemor, and His Excellency is of opinion that for the present no further

The correspondence of 18G"'-70, which ended in the appointment of a committee fc»r the 
preparation of medical text-hooks in the vernacular; also Dr. C. N. MacnarnariPs 
letter of the 8th August 1878, stating his views and those of other medical writers 
on the best system of scientific terminology for vernacular medical works. 

Read also — 

The letter addressed by tliis Government to the Government of India, Home Depart- 
ment, on the 11th August 187H, renewing the proposal that a sum of six lakhs oifered 
in 1871-72, half by the Government of India and half by the lleng.iI Government, 
should be spent in making additions and improvements to the Medical College 
Hospital buildings. 

Resolution. — In the year 1869 there was much discussion and corre- 
spondence regarding the host way of giving instruction to the rapidly increas- 
ing numbers of Rengalees who desired to enter the medical profession. It was 
agreed hy all that the Calcutta Meflical College was not capable of indefinite 
enlargement. It was held by some that small classes of medical students 
might very well receive at district disponsarie.s such elementary teaching in 
medicine as wtmld enable them to settle in their own districts as medical 
practitioners and to treat usefully the ordinary Indian disca.ses. Others held 
that inexpensive medical schools might he attached to the licad-quarters of each 
division ; wliilc tlie majority of medical men were of opinion that nothing short 
of the standard of medical education now given would fit men to bo licensed as 
medical practitioners. The papers of this discussion were laid before the 
Government of India in 'lS09 by Sir William Grey, who exjdained his object 
to be the “ training up of a body of local practitioners able to apply simple 
remedies to ordinary diseases, such as cholera, small-pox, and epidemic fever, 
and who should displace the present ignorant native koberajes.” 'J'ho Bengal 
Government at the same time **^"'*^‘ medical classes to the Mitford 

Hospital at Dacca under Usnr'^^gupcriiit enden cc of the Civil Surgeon. The 
Government of India h^ ft to the Lieutenant-Governor’s discretion to adopt 
tlie course deemed and .said that no further imperial grant could at that 
time be given for tin* promotion of medical education in Bengal. No local funds, 
however, were available for the proposed objects, and the proposals of 18(59 M ere 
not carried out. 

2. Rrom time to time the Medical College authorities have represented 
that the college premises and loeture-rooms M’eru quite iusufiicient for their 
purpose ; that the College Hospital m as in many respects unsuitable ; and that a 
now hospital and college were required at a cost of a very large sum of money. 
The necessity of a very considerable improvement of the hospital and extension 
of the college was urged by the present Lieutenant-Governor in 1871, and the 
Governm ent of India was pleased to accede to the Lieutenant-Governor’s proposal 
that a sum of six lakhs or i^()0,0()0 should he given, half from tho imperial and \ 
half from provincial funds, for the improvement and enlargement of the 
hospital and college. This sum was, however, deemed insufficient by the college 
authorities ; and the propo^l was on that account unfructuous. During the 
last few weeks the Lieutenant-Governor has informed the college authorities 
that in his opinion the time has come M'hen ho must do the best he can with 
six lakhs, if that sum can be made available, and he has invited their 
assistance and suggestions. 
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3. Tho proposed extensions of the Collosre Hospital and eolleire class-rooms 
will, however, not meet the difficulty now caused by tlie unmanu^able numbeis 
of the Medical College classes, nor the want Mt for increased medical instruction 
in many parts of Bengal. The m^ccssity timt Government should deal very early 
with this matter was strongly brought to the notice of the Lieutenant-Governor 
by the Inspector-General of Hospitals and by the Medical College authoriti«;s in 
the month of May last. The Lieutenant-Governor caused selections from the 
previous correspondence to bo circulated to officers of tho Medical Ct)lles;e and 
to other civil and medical officers ; and he also invited a full expression of opinion 
from the Inspector-Gcm'ral of Hospitals upon the best way of menting this 
difficulty. Tho replies to this reference have now been considered by the 
Lieutenant-Governor. Dr. Campbell Brown’s report, which is very full and 
interesting, shows that three questions .press for very early disposal, namely — 

tl) The improvement of the vernacular classes at the Calcutta Medical 

College, 

(2) The establishment of vernacular medical schools at other places 

in Bengal. 

(3) The completion of a series of vernacular text-bo(»ks of medicine 

and surgery with the lemt possible delay, 

4. Taking these three subjects in order, the Lieutenant-Governor comes 
first to — 

The improvement of the vernacular classes at the Calcutta Medical College.

The two classes of students who are taught in Bengalee attend exactly 
the same lectures, learn the same subjects, and are examined in the same 
subjects for the most part. Drs. D. B. Smith and Cutcliffi* recommend 
that the two clas.ses he blended into one under tho title of the licentiate class. 
It seems to be generally admitt<*d that such an amalgamation is desirable ; and 
the Lieutenant-Governor approves of its being carried out. The Medical 
Department will decide what title had best to be given to the amalgamated 
Bengalee classes; hut the altcrafttSTTnuu better not he carried out uniil the 
fee rates have been revised and the other proposals regarding the Calcutta 
vernacular classes have been finally settled. 

5. But whatever may be the final arrangements o^!ie vernaenlar classes, 
the main facts for the present purpose arc that we have at the Medical Colleire 
1,400 stud<?nts, whose numbers increase 25 percent, {-ver, year ; that the hospital 
at which these stndciits receive clinical teaching makes up H-JT be.ls ; that nearly 
600 uf the studeilts receive a high education through the medium of tlie 
English language, and froth selected and highly paid European professors; that 
nearly 800 students receive a shorter and less complete medical education in 
Bengalee at the hands of the selected but less highly paid native teachers ; and 
that about 1 30 pupils, mostly up-country men, receive the same education its. 
Hindustanee at the hands of the same teachers that instruct the Bengalee classes. 
Dr. Campbell Brown tells us that for every hundred medical students there 
ought to be 60 beds in the hospital at which bedside teacliing is given, and no 
. tells us also that 600 students is about as large a number as one set of lecturers' 
can satisfactorily teach, and that at any rate l,00^must bo tlm ma.xiniuni nurn- 
Vtor which any single medical school should contain. Tlie College. I’rineipal and 
Professors tell us in the plainest language that, with the present overcrowded 
classes, one half of the students acttiall.v cannot hesir what a lecturer says, still 
fewer can understand the demonstrsitions, and any rctil bedside teachitig or 
tutorial instruction by question and answer is, lor all but the iuAV atteuiivo. 
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clever students, almost impossible. The consequences ore that onl^ 81 per cent, 
of the jlledicul College students ever pass and gain their diploma; and (as in 
tho case mentioned by Dr. G. Macnamsira) even a passed student who had got 
his diploma has received no practical teaching, and ** did not know where to 
place bis stethoscope in order that he might listen to the sounds at the apex of 
the heart ; at last fixed on a point above the right nipple, and then started oft* 
with a bit of some lecture about the sounds of the heart.” 

6. It seems to the Lieutenant-Governor abundantly clear that we cannot 
continue to keep the increasing Bengalee classes attached to the Medical Col- 
lege Hospital. Wo are bound, if we teach them at all and give them diplomas, 
to attach them to a hospital wliere they can have some real bedside teaching, 
and to provide enousrh teachers and lecture-rooms, so that each student 
may get some real tutorial instruction from a competent man, before he is 
launched into the world with a Government license to treat his country-men 
for all manner of diseases. It is also clear that the Medical College Hospital, 
its accommodation, iind its European staff of professors, is not mure than 
sufficient for the 600 students of the English classes, wlio are rapidly increas- 
ing in numbers, and who receive the highest m'‘dieal education we can give. 
The Bengalee classes must bo accommodated elsewhere, where they can have 
plenty of room and care, and receive regular clinical teaching. Tho only 
institution in Calcutta to which they could be attached is the Pauper Hospital 
at Sealdnh, which makes up 300 beds, and near which there is ample space. 
This hospital is supported hy the Calcutta Municipality ; but the Lieutenant- 
Governor believes the Justices will readily asrree to iis becoming the seat of so 
important an institution as the vernacular branch of the Medical College. He 
w'ould hope, too, that the attention, which the hospital would receive in connec- 
tion with such an institution, may lead to some decrease of the sad mortality 
which occurs there. 

7. If the Justices have no objection, the Lieutenant-Governor would 

propose to take immediate steps for providing tho requisite lecture-rooms and 
buildings for the accommodation of the vernacular classes at tho Scaldah 
Hospital. He wmuld hope that the Government of India may be able to render 
available, for the time at least, some of tho buildings designed for the Port 
Canning Railway. The Scaldah classes would continue to be a branch of the 
Medical College, and would enjoy the advantage of the supervision of the 
Principal and tlie Gollece Council ; but they would have ample accommoda- 
tion, and their teachers would be able to give them clinical instruction. The 
difficulty as to tho insufficient number of teachers could b«^ overcome in part 
by relieving the tetiohers of tho Bengalee classes of the* Hindustanee pupils 
who may possibly be eventually to medical schools where Hindu- 

stance is the vernacular, a large proportion of them being military students 
from the Upper Provijgf.-?*s. The vernacular toacliers who now give a double 
.sot of lectures, one svf<m Bengalee and one set in Hindustanee, would be able, 
when the Hindustanee .students are transferred, to give their full time to 
teaching tho Bengalee .students. It would probably be necessary to have a 
sei(;ctod European medical officer, or a first-rate native officer on almost as high 
]>ay, as Superintendent at Scaldah, to maintain discipline and direct the classes. 
The appointment of tho Police Surgeon, who has now charge of the Sealdah 
Hospital, might perhaps be re-arranged in connection with the scheme, if the 
Justices agree. A native House Surgeon might be substituted for the .^otho- 
cary now resident at the hospital. The total extra cost of the Branch Medical 
College at Sealdah would probably not be very excessive, while the fees received 
from the clas.«es arc already large. Tho vernacular teachers would be trans- 
ferred as they stand to Scaldah ; but the Lieutenant-Governor fears it would 
not be possible to reduce the European staff of the Medical College, because 
the professors would have the full English clas.ses they now teach, which 
number about 600 .siudents,%nd which are rapidly increasing. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor now comes to tbe second point, namely — 

Tiie ealablishfnetil of' Vernacular Medioal Schools at other plaoee in Bengal, 

Dr. Campbell Brown tells us that tho present Medical College supplies the 
actual wants of the public service, and that it is also supplying a small number 
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of men who settle down in Bengal villages and towns as private practitioners. 
The number of these practitioners in some of the centres of population is already 
considerable, as will be seen from the following passage in Dr. Brown’s report. 
He writes — 

" Some idea of the number of practitioners who may poasibly settle among the people 
may he gained from the following facts, which I liavc derived (rom recent inspection reports 
submitted by Deputy Surgeon-General H. B. Ilnekle, c. b. In the town of Hooghly (and 
Chinsura), with 84,761 inhabitants, there are, besides men in Government employ and 
native koberajes, 23 private practitioners, or 1 to every 1,511 persons. Of these, 5 belong to 
the Sub-Assistant Surgeon Class, 5 to the Native Doctor Class, 13 to the Compounder Class. 
In the town of Jessore, with H,1.52 inhabitants, there arc 5 private practitioners, or I to every 
1,630 inhabitants. Of these, I was a native doctor, 1 a compounder, 2 are failed students, 
and 1 a nondiscript. In the town of Kishna^hur, with 26,150 inhabitants, there are 14 
private practitioners, or 1 to every 1,010 persons. Of tbcae, 2 belong to the Sub- Assistant 
Surgeon Class, 2 are rejected students, 2 native doctors, 8 compounders, and 5 servants to 
private dispensaries. Taking these places as representative, it appears that 1 practitioner in 
every 2,000 inhabitants can earn a living. Were a similar proportion to obtain throughout 
Bengal, there would be 84,000 medical practitioners, and to meet losses by death, it would 
be necessary to provide about 900 men yearly.” 

The great and constant increase of students at the Medical College shows 
that the profession of medicine is becoming popular; and tho Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to learn that it is also fairly lucrative, for he has been told 
that most of the practitioners mentioned in the foregoing extract arc believed 
to earn from Rs. 50 to Rs. 200 a month. Seeing bow very much there is of 
remediable illness and disease in Bengal, the Government cannot but view with 
satisfaction the fact that private practitioners of scientific medicine are 
spreading themselves among the more advanced districts and towns of Bengal. 
And the Lieutenant-Governor believes it to he the bounden duty of Government 
to make the best arraugemeuts possible for teaching young men who wish to 
study medicine. 

9. One-third of the Medical College students are said to come from Dacca 
and its neighbourhood, notwithstanding the expenses and other drawbacks 
incident to young men coming to li^ e in Calcutta. It seems quite certain 
that if medical schools were cstublishcd at places like Dacca and Patna, the 
classes would very soon fill. At any mte it is absolutely necessary to cstablisu 
such schools and relieve the Calcutta Reiigalee clas'.es, whiclt already number 
nearly 800 pupils, and will at the recent rate of increase reach 1,100 or 1,200 
in another two years. Tho Lioutenant-Govornor considers that it is absolutely 
necessary to establish vernacular medical schools at Dacca and at Patna at 
once. At Dacca there is the Mitford Hospital to which the school could lie 
attached ; it already makes up some sixty beds, and its accommodation will 
have to bo enlarged when the Dacca stdiool students exceed 200 in number. 
At Patna the hospital will have to be in some degree enlarged at the expense of 
Government in order to meet the requirements of the medical scliool. 

10. The Lieuteuant -Governor would prefer to bavK^a separate medical 
ufificer in charge of each of these tujw schools ; for the civil surgeoncies of Dacca 
and Patna have already very much work. But such a sepamto officer would 
add very greatly to the cost of the schools. The Agra school iias been managed 
Buccessl’uily by the Civil Surgeon for a number of tears; and if the Mc<lical 
Department think it possil^e, the new schools might be opoued under the 
general supervision of tlie Civil Surgeon at Dacca and Patna, competent native 
medical officers being placed at their head, and the Sub- Assistant Surgeons now 
employed being utilized. If this be done, then the cost of each of these schools 
might probably not be very excessive. For the native teachers and the hospital 
house surgeons at the vernacular schools of medicine, the best plan will be to gi\ e 
a staff allowance, in addition to their grade of the officer employed. The 
Lieuteuant-Govei noi understands that Dr. Brown inclines to this plan, as being 
Lideulatod to kt ep good and contented men, rather than to a consolidated 
allowance, such as is given to the present Calcutta teachers. 

11. The licutonani-Govornor thus accepts the view hdd by the majority 
of offioers consulted, that we must keep the level of our vernMeular medical 
teaching at least up to the standard laid down for the Calcutht vt ruacular 
classes. At the same time he considers that tumc is much in what 
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Dr. C. Macnamara says in the followini' extract regarding the advantages of 
teaching apprentices at district hospitals and dispensaries. D?. Macnamara 
writes : — 

What vn require nn tlie pnrt of the profesRor is that he should gain some personal 
knowledge of his pupils, instructing iheni when in class somewhat after the fashion of the 
Oxfoni tutors, and referring them to existing vernacular text-books iu place of lectures, 
exetqit perliaps on the subject of ciiemistry and anatomy. Beyond this it is not wise to 
bring a number of ignorant native youths fioiii tlieir homes to study in a place like the 
Medieal CJollege. where they arc practically iMiyond the supervision of their superiors and 
exposed to all the evil influences of a city like Calcutta. Many of them take to bad habits, , 
and some lose self- respect so far as to becuniiiig actual beggars. Most of them have little 
rc'gard for their sujtcriors, and ultimately turn out a set of practitioners much inferior in 
every way to tin; old elnss of native doctors, who were trained by our Civil Surgeons and 
n giiiiciital medical uflieers, but who had not enjoyed the advantages of a college education. 

“ For the {Hirposcs described in Mr. Eden's letter, it would be better to revert to our 
former practice of triiiniiig local practitioners rather than extend the Medical ('ollege system 
of education to Dacca, Patna, or anywhere else. I would advocate the scheme of affording 
young men an opportunity of gaining an elementary but practical knowledge of their work 
in our various charitabh* dispensaries and the jail hospitals of the districts in which they 
reside. 'I'hore arc* several advantigt^s in schools of this kind ; in the first place, the influeiiee 
of friends and relations is hronght to bear on the pupil ; the student learns the habits, dialect, 
diseases, and the power of' resistance to disease of the tdass of people he is hnuight in contact 
with ; and wliat is very important, he thus comes immediately under the eye of his superiors. 

If a decent fellow, he catches more or less of their tone, and if a bad man, his faults are 
qiiielily detected, and he is turiu'd out of the place. Everv district charitable dispensary 
shouhl he capable of holding twenty beds besides having attaclu'd ’o it a residence for the 
^nb- Assistant Surgeon, and an out-patient department. I would not permit more than ten 
pupils at a time to study at any one dispensary, and they should be allowetl a monthly stipend 
from Government.” 

The Lieittcnant-Govcrnor would not wish to insist upon the plan being 
tried everywhere. Hut he considers it might be made a very useful parallel 
systi‘m, and pcrha])s it inigiit in some way supplement our medical school 
teacliing. lie would ask the Inspector-General of Hospitals to suggest arrange- 
ments under which Civil Surgeons might receive, as practical apprentices in 
tlic district hospitul.s, students who have passed the College course. 

The LiouteiiJiiit-fiovernor would be disposed to advise tlxat a smaller course 
than otherwise of theoretical study should he accepted from students who also 
serve one year’s appreuticuship at a district liospiial before they are granted a 
license to practise and receive a certificate of practical efficiency. But on this 
point Sir George Campbell would wish to receive an expression of the Inspector- 
General’s views. It is possible that the ststem (referred to in Dr. Brown’s 
12lh paragraph) whereby candidates for the hospital assistant class are obliged 
to undergo “ one year’s training it. "a hospital or dispensary” may be preferable. 
But whether it couu*s at the beginning or tlie end of the school course, the 
Lieutcnanl-Goveruo/ oonsiders that such practical training should be very 
specially encouraged. 

12. I’liere remains the question of fees. At present, in one branch of 
the vernacular classes a student pays Rs. 10 entrance and lis, 3 monthly 
fee, while in the other he pays Ils. 2 entrance and-Rs. 2 monthly fee. 
Dr. D. B. Smith recommends that the fee for the Calcutta vernacular classes 
should be the same, and that the Dacca and Patna fees should be somewhat 
lower, so as to attract students to the local schools. The Lieutenant- 
Governor’s views have already been expressed regarding the amalgamation of 
the Calcutta classes, subject, however, to final report from the Inspector- 
General of Hospitals. lie considers that the monthly foes for the Calcutta 
vernacular mi'dical classes may very w'ell be put at Its. 4; the primary class * 
and casual student fees being raised in proportion. At other Government 
institutions of Calcutta, the fees are, at tlie Presidency College Rs. 12 a mouth, 
at tl»e Engineering College Ils. 5, and at tlie Hindoo School Rs. 4 a month. 
The medical vernacular classes may therefore very well pay Rs. 4 all round ; 
at the Dacca and Patna schools the f(‘c to begin with should not be more than 
one or two rupees a month and Rs. 5 for the license. 
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13. The third subject pressing for immediate disposal is— 

completion of a series of vernacular text-hovhs in medicine loilh the least 

possible delay. 

Dr. Campbell Brown, Dr. D. B. Smith, and the other members of the Medical 
College Council, lay very ranch stress on the absolute necessity for preparing 
these text-books without delay. The Lieutenant-^ Jovernor finds that in the 
years 1868-70 there was discussion on this sui)jeet, and that a committee, 
consisting of the Director of Public Instruction, some Hindoo and Mohamedan 
gentlemen, and four Medical Cidiege Professors, were apnointed to procure the 
preparation of a set of medical text-books in Bengalee. It docs not appear that 
anything has been done by this committee. At any rate the requirement is 
now more urgent than it over was. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that 
the best way will be for Government to grant a considerable sum to be expended 
as rewards for priz(i text-books. Ho would ask the Inspector-General of 
Hospitals to favor him with a draft of such a notice as ujight be issued, 
giving rewards in suitable proportions for text-books or hand-books in the 
several subjects. Sir George Campbell considers that one of the most useful 
medical works we could have would be a good hand-book on Indian drugs and 
indigenous materials used or capable of being used as medicine. He believes it 
to be the opinion of medical men well qualilled to judge that there is an extreme 
need for a gtiod vernacular ^hand-book of this kind. It would have to be 
considered whether a maxim uui and minimum length should not be set down for 
each text-book ; whether the prize-book should lie in English, or in Bengalee, 
or in botli ; if in Bnglish, how we should get over the dilliculty of getting a 
really scientific, accurate, and intelligible translation of an English prize text- 
book. As English books w'ill bo common to all India, it may be hoped that 
the Government of India will bear their cost, this Government liearing the cost 
of translation. Tno jury who may be appointed to award prizes should 
have power to award to any deserving but unsuccessful candidate such sum as 
would recompense him for the cost of compiling and translating his work. 'I'lie 
Inspector-General of Hospitals would consider whether the prize-book should 
be the property of Government, or whether it should be made a condition that 
the author should bring out a good Bengalee edition of his work at a 
low price to be lixi d by the jury before he received the whole of the reward. 
The Lieutenant-Governor will he glad to receive at an I'arly date a draft of the 
notice which should he issued to invite competition. The books will take some 
time to prepare, and intending cv.*mpetitors should not he hurried ; still the 
need for the text-books is very emergent. 'J he task of the jury who wdll have 
to adjudge tho prizes wrill ho lieavy ; and the Inspcctor-Geni'ral of Hospitals 
will consider wliether any remuneration should bn offerod to them. 

Idi. There is one diilienlty connected with the verriacuhir text-book 
question, on wliich there w^as sumo discussion in the corres^iulence of 1868-71, 
namely, the Ixist wriy of translating or conveying the mining of scientific 
terms. Dr. C. Macnainara, in tlie letter cited at the head of this resolution, 
describes tho method which he and other medical writers (both English and 
native) recommend to be — 

** To ompliiy Bengalee words to t^xpress the technical terms made use of, 
if any such words exist ; il not, to transliterate the Enghsh or Latin term 
used, giving in brackets the word in the Homan character, .so us to facilitate 
its proper pronunciation.” 

This method has been actually employed and found to answ'or. The 
Lieutenant-Governor would wish this system to ho adopted in all text-books or 
hand-books competing for the Government prize ; he believes it to he practi- 
Cially the best and simplest for pupils and for ordinary reudei*s. lie would, 
however, add this caution to the rule as set out by Dr. Maciiainara, namely, 
that the vernacular words used must be real vernacular words understood 
by all decently-educated people, and not inventions from Arabic or Sanskrit. 
When tbero is no really vcruacnlar word for a particular seieutific term, instead 
of coining a new word, the English word must be taken ; it should be transli- 
terated and also given in the liuman character after the manner described by 
Hr. Macnamara. 
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16. Lastly, the question has to be settled how the cost of these anrange- 
mcnts can be met. The Lieutenant-Governor fears that as mattera now stand, 
the provijicial funds can hardly bear the charge ; for already Bengal spends on 
medical charges 11^ lakhs a year; whereas in the decentralization order .of 
1870-71, the Bengal assignment for medical services was only 9-^ lakhs. ' Still 
he is convinced that the arrangements now proposed must be made, if medical 
education in Bengal is to go on at all, and be hopes that the Government of 
India may be pleased to help in the matter. A copy of this resolution, together 
with a full statement of the financial bearings of the question, will be laid 
before His Excellency the Viceroy in Council. 

17. Meanwhile the several authorities will be moved to consider and 
report upon the best way of giving effect to the present orders — 

(1) Tlie Chairman of the Justices will be moved to ask the Justices 

of Calcutta if they will agree to the Pauper Hospital being used 
for the purposes of the vernacular branch of the Medical College, 
on the understanding that Government bears all charges over 
and above what the J ustices now spend. 

(2) The Commissioners of Dacca and Patna will be moved to appoint 

committees, on which there should, if possible, be a native 
medical officer as member, to report upon the site, plans, and cost 
of additions ' to the hospital at Patna, and of lecture-rooms and 
dissectin<;-rooma at Dacca and Patna close to tho hospital. The 
committees’ reports should be submitted with the Commissioner’s 
opinion. 

(S) The Commissioner of the Presidency Division, in communication 
with theMedictd College Principal and Council and the Consulting 
Ensineer for State llailw'ays will be moved to report upon the 
ground, buildings, and cost, and any possible adaptation of build- 
insrs required for the vernacular classes at Sealdah, for their 
Superintendent, and for all their requirements. They will 
submit their report through the Inspector-General of Hospitals, 
who is requostjid to give them any instructions which may be 
necessary upon subsidiary points. 

(4) The Commissioner of Police will be asked to report upon the best 

site for the Lock- Hospital, when the vernacular classes move to 
Sealdah. Possibly that Lock-Hospital may be abolished, the 
accommodation in the Lock-Hospitals being now, it is believed, 
more than is required. 

(5) The Inspector-General of Hospitals will be moved to report, either 

separately or otherwise, as he may see fit — 

(а) detail after consulting such officers as he may see fit, upon 
the establishments required for the Sealdah classes and for 
the medical schools at Dacca and Patna ; and upon the feasi- 
bility of putting the outside schools under the Civil Surgeon. 

(б) Upon the question of tho fees to bo levied at the Calcutta and 

other schools, and on the •proposal to amalgamate the 
Calcutta vernacular classes. 

(c) On the best way of transferring tho native medical pupils to 
fiindustanee scliools of medicine without causing incon- 
venience or loss, so as to set free the vernacular teachers 
for Bengalee classes only. , 

(flf) Whether any reduction will be possible m the Eui>)pcan 

of the Medical College when the vernacular classes move 
to Sealdah. 

(<?) Upon tho rules under which selected Civil Surgeons might be 
encouraged to take medical apprentices at their district 
dispensaries and hospitals, and on the cost, if any, of such 
arrangements. 
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(/) Upon the point whether the one year’s practical apprenticesliip 
at a- district hospital should he required before or after 
the candidate for a license passes his native doctor’s 
examination. 

■ (ff) Up®*' notice which should he issued, and the other 
arrangements which should hemade for inviting theprepara- 
tion of English and vernacular iiaiid-books or text-hooks 
’ of medicine and surgery.

The Report of the Commissioners for making Impruveineiits in the Port of Calcutta for 
the year 1H72-7*‘J. 

1. The Lieutenant-Governor has again to coni^ratulate the Port Com- 
missioners on their most successful manajrement of tlie great public interests 
entrusted to them, and on the vast benefit to the commercial and general 
community resulting from their labors. An immense change Ims been and is 
being wrought iu the Port of Calcutta, and the facilities afforded to trade are 
increased in a manner for which the warmest acknowledgment of the Govern- 
ment is due to the Commissioners. 

2. Fara. 5. Progress of Works . — ^The Lieutenant-Governor observes that 
out of a total expenditure of Bs. lOjCO.-idl on new works during the year, a sum 
of Bs. 1,63,888 has been devoted to irupruving the accommodation for country 
boats and cargo boats at the inland vessels wiiarves. His Honor hopes that 
the Commissiouers will continue to give their attention to providing improved 
accommodation for traflic of this class ; ho has already expressed an opinion 
that facilities should be provided by extensions of the public wharves northwards. 
The Strand Bank has been made up with only one break in the whole distance 
between the Armenian and Aheereetollah Ghfits. The progress of tin? works 
and improvements of the wharves is satisfactory. The Lieutenant-Governor 
must still observe that the sums wlxich it is proposed shortly to devote to 
accommodation for inland boats seem incommensurate to the largeness of the 
net receipts from tliis source. He would suggest if one light pontoon 
landing stage proves a success, other stages of tliis kind might with advantage 
he added on the long line of boat wharfage. 

3. Para. 7. — Although considernhlc silting has been going on and is still 
going on behind Jcittics Nos. I to 4, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find that 
the jetties have not had any bad efiVet on the cbaunel. It is still, however, 
evident that the silting about the jetty beads will he a source of constant anxiety 
and expenditure to the Commissioners. His Honor trusts that the dredger which 
has been ordered from England, and w^hich is expected to reach Calcutta by the 
end of September, will he an effectual means of keeping down the silting. 

4. Paras. 13-lfi. — ^The Commissioners expect to complete, during 1873-74,

6. Para. 17. — The Lieutenant-Governor observes tliat at the close of the 
year 1873-74, when these works at e completed, the Commissioners wilt have spent 
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upon those improvements Rs. 35, .^4,850, of which Rs. 8,34,860 will have been 
provided out of their own profits, and the rest by loans from Government. 

6. Paraa. 20-'2.2 . — The question of providing accommodation for the 
export trade at the jetties has occupied much of the time and attention of the 
Commissioners during the year. The necessity for making provision at the 
jetties for the sliipping of export cargo is evident, and without this provision 
the schonn of port appliances would be entirely incomplete.

8. Para. 3.5. — Hefore the preparation of tho budget estimates for the year 
3873-74 a sub-committee was appointed to consider whether any reductions 
might be made in jetty charges, but it was found that, in consequence of the 
extraordinary charges to bo met from the revenue for.tbo repayment of the 
first instalment of the Government loan and towards the purchase of a dredger, 
no reductions were feasible, and the current rates have been maintained. The 
Lieutenant-Governor joins with the Commissioners in hoping that they will be 
in a position next year to reconsider the question of a reduction. 

9. Para. 30. — His Honor is very glad to observe that the Commissioners 
have established a roserve fund in connection with the ji'tties at a rale of 10 
per cent, on the capital expended on property (such as jetties and cranes) 
especially liable to injury in case of a cyclone. He is gratified to know that 
they have accepted the advice which he has given on former occasions, and that 
unuer this and other heads they have establishod the “ Reserve,” and “ Depre- 
ciation” Funds, which he coiisider.s nec<'ssary to prudent finance. 

10. Para. 39. — A sub-committee has been appointed to inquire into the 
occasional tjomplaints that have been made against the working on the jetties. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is assured that tho Commissioners will do all that is 
in their power to remove the cause of these complaints. It is probable that a 
sufiicient remedy will be aftbrded by the construction of the new export sheds, 
which are being constructed large enough to provide temporary accommoda- 
tion for import cargo in case the import sheds arc blocked. 

11. Para. 43. — The ordinary income and expenditure on account of

13. Poia.^O , — The Commissioners have, the Lioutcnjfht-Govcrnor con- 
siders, very judiciously and prudently opened a “Depreciation Fund,” in order 
to meet the cost of replacing boats, &c., actually worn out. The fund will 
consist of a percentage of the value of the block which will be credited to it year 
after y<‘ar, tho rate of perceiuagc being calculated according to the average 
durability of tlie Idock. 

14. Para. 62. — Tlie Lieutenant-Governor views with approbation the 
reduction which the Commissioners have been able to effect in mooring 
hire on vessels trading to the port, and which was unequal in its incidence, 
the rales from .lune to October being double those payable from November t(» 
May. Henceforth the xates for the tw’clve months will be equal, and on the 
lower scale ; and vesseJs moved to and from the jetties for the convenience of 
the Commissioners will be exempted from Harbour. Muster’s charges. 
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15. Para. 53. — A net amount of Ra. 10,54,04)0 has been realized I'or 
Government during the year on account of lulotagc, lights and buoys, and 
hospital dues, with no risk and no loss to Government, at a cost of Ks. 3,500. 
The system of maintaining only one agency for the realization of port and 
pilotage charges payable by vessels, partly to Government, and partly to the 
Commissioners, seems to have worked satisfactorily; and the thanks of 
Government are due to the Commissioners for the aid thus afforded. 

16. Para. 64. — The number of sea-going vessels which entered and left 
; the port, exclusive of dhoonies, tug and river steamers, has increased from 1,793 

, in 1861-62 to 1,909 in 1872-73. Tlie gross tonnage of these vessels for those 
years was 1,337,632 and 2,284,319 respectively. The average tonnage of the 
vessels employed in the trade of the port, including steamers and sailing vessels, 
was 746 tons in 1861-62 against 1,196 tons in 1872-73, the average tonnage of 
the steamers and sailing vessels in the latter year being 1,531 tons and 1,017 
tons respectively. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that there is a slight 
decline in the number of sailing vessels, both in arrivals and departures, from

17. Paras. 69-71. — It was a condition in the deed of transfer of the Strand 
Hank lands that the Commissioners should annually pay to Government a sum 
of Us. 40,000 for the maiutenanco and repairs of the Strand Bank Boad from the 
Chandpal Ghht to tho Kidderpore Bridge, the Eden Gardens, and some other 
works connected with the health and convenience of tJic residents of Calcutta ; 
hut on the application of the Commissioners to forego this annual payment, 
the Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased, under separate orders, to surrender 
the contribution for two years, and to make over the sum of Us. 80,000 as a 
Governraout donation towards the work of continuing northwards the Strand 
Bank Koad and wharves, and attaining the great object of com[)h'tiug the circle 
of the town by connecting the Strand Koad with the Circular Head at Chitporc. 
Meantime the Government has undertaken the burden of the works, which are 
eventually to be met from the Strand Bank fund. The balance t>f the rent 
received lor tho Strand Bank lauds will be spent on a ri^r-sidc road betw'ecu 
ATieereetollah Ghht and the CUitpore Canal, which will^lis Honor belitwes, 
prove a great acquisition to tho town of Calcutta. 

18. Para. 74 ). — Tho Lieutenant-Governor considers it to be alt<»gether 
desirable that measures should be taken to prevent collisions and to ensure tlie 
efficient working and co-operation of the river and jetty police. Tho details of 
tho Commissioners’ proposals are under Ills Ilonor’s separate consideration. 

19. Para. 35. — Tho Lieutenant-Governor hopes to be in a position to 
carry out shortly the concentration of olBcc buildings alluded to by the Com- 
missioners. 

20. His Honor fully appreciates tho great vului; of the services that have 
been rendered to the port by Mr. W. D. Bruce, Vice-Chairman, and tho energy, 

' diligence, and skill that ho has brought to bear upon liis duties. Ife has vcacl 
with pleasure tho testimony borne by tho Commissioners to the good son ice 
done by the several executive olhcers of tho Port Trust. 

21. The Lioutenaut-Govemor again congratulates tho Chairman, Viee- 
Chairman, and Commissioners on the success of their undertakings, and desires 
to thank them cordially on behalf of Government and tho public for tiio 
unremitting care and attention with which they have applied themselves to 
their duties.

The Report on the Calcutta Medical Institutions for the year 1872. 

1. For the first tiruc the results in the whole of the large medical institu- 
tioiwof Calcutta except the Native Hospital are reviewed together in this report, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor must thank Dr. Brown and liis Secretary, Dr. 
Maclcod, for a very complete and interesting analysis of the statistics bearing 
upon the health of Calcutta and its suburbs. His Honor, would, however, 
ask the Surgeon-General to consider whether it is really necessary to include 
in future reports all the detailed tables given in the appendixes. They are 
more, certainly, than Government requires, and might, it is believed, b(* 
materially reduced without impairing the value of the report as a departmental 
record. No detailed account of tlie working of the Native Hospital is given in 
the Heport, though the figures arc included in the returns, probably because 
this is an independent institution, which has formed the subject of a Government 
resolution, dated 1st April last. In future, however, it would be convenient 
to include this institution also in the general review, and the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor camiot but think that the Governors and Dr. Macnamara will willingly 
give the Surgeon-General the means of doing so. 

2. The total number of persons treated at the hospitals and dispensaries 
during the year was 231,039, or 15,366 more than in the previems year. Of 
these 20,805 were in-patients, and 231,134 received out-door relief. It is 
satisfactory to learn that the incroastid attendance indicates only increasing 
usefulness in the institutions affected, and not any increase of disease, the 
year having been indeed, but for the dengue epidemic, very tolerably healthy. 

3. Dr. Brown analyses the percentages of age and sex, caste and race, 
so far as the returns enable him to do so, and compares the results with those 
of the Census. The percentages as regards sex and age are these —

Europeans ami Eurasians, Mussulmans, and other castes, seem therefore to 
avail thornsclves medical aid more readily than HIndps. This reverses, as 
regards the Mahomodans, the conclusions of last ;^ear based on a comparison 
of the bare totals of attendance. The figures are incomplete, as no note of race 
or caste is k(q)t for the native hospital out-patients. The Lieutenant-Governor 
is sure that the Governor.s would, if requested to do so by the Surgeon- 
General, consent to direct the registry of particulars of race and caste in the 
ease of out-door patients in accordance with the system followed in other 
hospitals. j 

4. The death-rate on persons treated in the hospitals was 132 per mille, 
or the same a.s last year. Excluding cholera, it was 125 as against 127 in 1871. 
The table given in paragraph 6, comparing as it docs not only the hospital 
rates, but the municipal returns of mortality, shows a great improvement in 
the public health during the last five years. In 1807 the hospital rate was 191, 


* Tlu‘ iiurnrcE iti the report arc not (|uitc correct. 
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or, excluding cholera, 175, In 1868 it rose to 199, or, excluding cholera, 179, 
but since then it has steadily fallen i.o 132, as stated above. At the same; 
time it must be observed that in comparing the different hospitals an elem<*nt 
of uncertainty is introduced into these returns owing to the practice of reject- 
ing cases believed to be hopeless at some of the principal hospitals, and send- 
ing them to the Pauper Hospital. Dr. Macnamara slates that the growtli of 
this practice is one cause for the diminution of the mortality in the Native 
Hospital. Tile Lieutenant-Governor has called for a special report on this 
subject. The municipal registration figures given in the return show that the 
death-rates of the last thrt'e years for the town generally are lower than 
those of the throe preceding by a very marked difference, but the rate 
w'hich was 22-6 in 1870 was 23*1 in 1871, and 26-1 in 1872 ('not much under 
the rate of 1867, viz., 27'1). Tl»e rise in the rate is apparently to be ascribed 
chiefly to cholera. 

6. Setting aside the extraordinary epidemic of dengue, which, however, 
among 2,292 persons treated, caused only seven deaths, the tfiblc of diseases 
shows that the pj*evaleat types of ma1adi('s were the same as in former years. 
Of 2,701 deaths, 300 were from fever, 217 from cholera, 301 from phthisis, 
217 from dropsy, 082 from dysentery and diarrlicea, 33 from pneumonia, 
270 from ulcers, 195 from debility. Howel coraplaiuts account for the luaviest 
mortality, dysentery and diarrlicea being the most fatal form of diseases. 
Cholera was more prevalent than in 1871, and the rate of mortality among 
cases treated was high, 4^4 3 per 1,000. Tyfihoid fevor was also very fatal, 
93 deaths among 132 persons treated. Plitbisis, dropsy, and ulcers eoine 
ne.xt in order of fatality. Small-])ox has for some years i>ast been almost 
unknown — thanks probably to the operations of the Vaceine Hepartnient. 

6. Thu remarks made by the Surg(‘on-Geneval in paragraph 8 as to the 
importance of fixing precisely the locality of cholera cases, are much to the 
point, and the Chairman of the Justices will bo asked to draw the Health 
Officer’s attention to thorn. 

7. In paragraph 9 it is shown that the healthiest months in the year are 
those in w'hich the heat is greatest, w'hilo the most unhealthy are the cold 
weather months. The influence of season upon disease is a sulijcct of which 
very little is accurately known. As the Surgeon-General remarks, the collec- 
tion of careful statistics may enable us in time to bring in meteorology to 
assist us in arriving at a clearer theory of causation than we now' possess. 

8. Tlie Medical College Hospital . — The number of patients relieved 
by the Medical College Hospital was, in-door, 5,103, out-door, 42,zl3, the 
total number being slightly (469) below that of last year. The average 
daily sick was 200*90. The decrease in the number treated is entirely 
in out-door patients, and is said to arise from more cavelul registry, treating 
each person as one case, irrespective of the numhc'r of time's he may he treated. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that this system is followed in all tiie hospi’.als 
now. It is very misU'adiiig to have the retiu’iis em'S^oih'd on • tw'o dill'erent 
systems, and His Honor begs that the Surgeon-Ceueral w'ill make sure (hat 
the proper plan is undtrslovid and followeii. 

9. The death-rate, of tln^ hospital was 3 15*8 per liiousaud, against 120-28 
ill 187 !• In cases treated to a termination it was 121-S as agjiiust 131‘1. 
Excluding moribunds dying within twonly-f«mr hours of admission, the rates 
for 1872 were, on treahal, 90-9, and on eases terminated, 95-{>. Dr. J). H. Smith 
gives in his report a very interesting anc'.lysis of the mortality rates of the hosni- 
tsfl for the past ten years. Among ChristLm patients they have falhm from an 
average of about 95 per mille to 5(3, and among n*aUves from rates ranging 
from 255 to 309 down to 108. The relative mortality among native patients 
is ordinarily much higher than among Europeans and Eurasians, hut, strangely 
enough, during 1872 cholcm, diarrhoea, liver abscess, and hrpneliitis w-erc 
more fatal among the. latter than among the former. Indeed (he cliolera deatli- 
rate in this hospital was last year unpreeudeutedly high, being for < 'Jiristiun 
patients, 692*3 per millc a^kugainst 321*4 in 1871, and for nativ os 007* I as ag.*iiust 
431*5. The absolute nunuier of cholera patients has no doubt fallen greatly 
of late years, owing, it is nnivorsally admitted, to the improved eonscrvaiicy and 
water-supply of the city ; but the remarkable fatality of the eases in the Medical 
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College Hospital last year is deserving of attention. The General Hospital 
returns f or Europeans do not exhibit this feature, a fact which, unless explained, 
would seora to point to local causes affecting the Medical College Hospital 
rates. From page 68 it seems that of 132 cases, 15 came from ships in the 
river, 14 from Bow Bazaar, 12 from Oliitpore, 11 from the suburb of Simla, 
and 10 from Bara Bazaar. The Health Olliccr of the Municipality should 
have his attention drawn to those facts of locality as soon as they come to 
notice during the year, that inquiry may be made while the matter is fresh. 

10. From the analysis of results in surgical cases given by Hr. Smith, it 
seems that thouglt not so low as in 1871, 1868, and 1863, the death-rate was 
less than in any of the other years of the decade, and cases of death by 
pymmia and soptiemmia were very few, six in all. But nevertheless the figure 
lust year was much higher than in 1870 or 1871, So that it would almost 
seem us though, notwithstanding the goncral improvement on an average of 
years, there liad been at work last year some .special morbid infiuenoe making 
pymmia more common. The following table compares the mortality after 
niajor surgical operations in the various hospitals. The freedom of the General 
Hospital from pymmia is very noticeable.

11. The management of the various branches of the hospital, the lying-in 
ward, the ophthalmic hospital, the out-door dispensaries, and the dental dis- 
pensary, was, as usual, satisfactory. 

l£ dir. Brown remarks that no progress has been made during the year 
towards building a new hospital or providing the present building with the 
additions which are considered necessary. Tlie idea of erecting a new building 
had to be abandoned for want of sufiicient funds. It was found that a new 
hospital and college on an approved plan and on a new site would cost not 
less than 15 lakhs of^upees. As the funds at the disposal of Government 
would not admit of 'to laree au outlay, an ineffectual appeal was made to the 
native public through the British Indian Association and to the Justices of 
the 3‘eaee to contribute a portion of the ri*quired expenditure. Nothing has 
yet been df>nc to^vards improving the present buildings owing to the objections 
raised by the Medical College authorities to any plan that could be under- 
taken with reasonable means. The requirements of the college and hospital 
arc, however, steadily increasing, and the Lieutenant-Governor has no option 
but to do what ho can Avith the money he can make available. He |ias 
already contributed to the municipal funds a large sum of money for effecting 
a thorough drainage of the neighbourhood, and the College Council has been 
asked to aid llis Honor with suggestions for improving the present college and 
hospital buildings. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that the legacy, moneys, • 

and otiii’r funds belonging to the hospital have been brought under proper 
control. As suggested, all the fioatiug deposits and accumulated interest may 
be at once invested in Government paper. • 

14. The experiment of training native midwives should certainly not be 
given up. It is satisfactory to see that three out of the four under tuition 
have passed the examinations. 
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1 6. General Moapital, — ^The^ addition to the civil hospital of all the build* 
ings formerly occupied by the military sick make the General Hospital now a 
really first*ciass institution capable of accommodating about 300 patients. The 
average daily number of sick during the year was 182*25, and the death-rate 
45'30, a rate below the average of the six years (1865 — 71) by 18 *] 6, but exceed- 
ing that of 1871 by 8*78. The cause of this falling off is shown to have been 
mainly due to the greater prevalence of cholera. 

16. The cholera death-rate was di‘ji6'8 per mille, as against 502'6 in 1871 
(the result of comparison being the converse of that at the College Hospital) ; but 
the absolute number of cholera cases was 92 against 27. The improved rate of 
mortality of late years is attributed solely to the cases being brought under 
treatment at an earlier stage. The river-side dispensary will, if established, do 
much to secure this; but unfortunately the opposition of the military authorities 
to tbe erection of any building, however insignificant, on tho Strand Bank has 
prevented its being placed where it would have been of most use. 

17. Dr. Ewart draws attention to the sewers that still void themselves 
into the river, and to which much of tho mortality among the sailors is attri- 
buted. The Chairman of the Justices will bo asked to get a report from the 
Town Engineer upon this matter, and the Department of Military Works will be 
re 4 uestod to report on the state of tilings as regards the Eort drains and the 
possibility of improving thcY arrangements. 

18. Dr. Ewart’s analyses of results under the other principal diseases 
are interesting, but call for no special remark further than that careful investi- 
gations into the nature of remittent fever ought to bo quite possible with the 
staff, permanent and temporary, attached to the hospital. 'J'he fact that all 
tho cases of heat apoplexy or sunstroke (insolatio) recovered is noteworthy. 
1 he Lieutimant-Qovernor docs not see that any of our supernumerary Sub- 
Assistant Surgeons have yet been attached to this hospital. 

19. Tho Surgeon -Gonorstrs directions as to the mode of treating mori- 
bunds in tho hospital returns have been approved already, lie should see that 
they are duly attended to in practice. 

20. 1 1 certainly seems inconvenient that when the ho.spital has only Ils. 25 
a month to spend on books for the sick it should be prevented from buyingcheap 
and second-hand friim reading clubs out here, and should have to indent for new 
ones through tho Secretary of State. The Government of India will be asked 
not to press tbe rule iu the case of this institution, and meautirno Dr. Ewart 
is authorized to buy second-hand books here. Perhaps if it were generally 
known how books and magazines arc valued in a hospital like this many 
private donors would coinc forward to assist. 

21. The Nurses' InslUntUni . — The Calcutta Nurses’ Institution has again 
done much useful work, and though its balances have fallen somewhat, it 
has been able to increase its staff to supply the wants of the General 
Hospital. After the year closed, however, (xoveniment fiwl to make a special 
grant of Rs. 2,000 to the Committee of Management to enable them to meet 
their working expenses, and it is hoped that the ladies of the Committee and the 
friends of the Institution have since been able to place its finances on a satis- 
factory footing. 

22. The Municipal Pamper Hospital. — Tho Pauper Hospital, or Lazar 
House of Calcutta, maintains its high death-rate of 277 pc'r mille, or 202 
excluding absolute moiibunds. Of the- 1,518 deaths among tho 5,407 persons 
under treatment, 303 died within twenty-four hours, and 491 more within a week 
of admission. Most of the cases when they come in are clirouic and beyond all 
medical skill. Half the admissions are cases rejected by the other hospitals and 
then brought to the Pauper Hospital, and a large proportion of the remainder 
are picked up by the police in the streets. Everything has been done that can 
be reasonably expected to reduce the death-rate and increase the chances of 
these poor creatures, but without much perceptible effect. The attention of tbe 
Justices Avill be invited, through their Chairman, to Dr. Woodford’s represent- 
ations as to tho necessity of enclosing the building and grounds of the hospital. 
The Lieuteztant-Governor also, as intimated in paragraph 4 above, wishes to 
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have full and exact report act to the present practice of the other large 
hspoituls in rejecting cases or ‘sending them to the Pauper Huspital. 

The Lieutenant>6ovemor agrees with the Surgeon-General that the present 
designation of Resident Apothecary is more appropriate than ttie proposed 
one of House Surgeon for the apotliecarics attached to the Pauper and Police 
Hospitals. 

23. The Police Jlotipiial . — The Municipal Police Hospital returns show 
that the Calcutta Police is, as a body, healthy, the sick-rato being 
only 3 por cent, on strength, and the death-rate 2’14i. The Chairman 
of the Justices will again be asked how the work of improving the drain- 
age in the noighbourliood of the hospital is progressing, and his attention will 
be asked to Ur. Woodford’s complaint that the refuse of the adjoining houses is 
emptied into the hospital compound. The Commissioner of Police will be 
requested to consider whether sufficient jiovver to maintain proper order and 
discipline among the patients should not be delegated to the medical officer of 
the hospital. The Lieutenant-Ciovernor awaits the report promised on the 
menial establishment of this institution. 

24). The Sukea Street Diapemary has been treating a daily average of 
101 ‘86 out-door and 7'41 in-door patients. It lias heoii decided to make it 
over to the Governors of the Native Hospital. 

25. The North Suburban Hospital treats only in-door patients. It 
received 726 during 3872. The mortolity rate was high, 36 per cent., 
accounted for by its being in the main a pauper hospital. The Surgeon- 
General should communicate with the Committee in order to the opening, if 
possible, of an out-door dispensary, which is much wanted in tliis quarter. 

26. The Sumbhoo Nath Pundit Hospital has formed the subject of corre- 
spondence during the year. It treated 178 in and 6,379 out-patients during 
the year — a considcrahle advance on 1871; hut the funds will he more usefully 
applied under the airangements recently sanctioned, transferring the in-patients 
to a ward in the Ucneral Hospital and maintaining the separate institution as 
an out-door dispensary only. 

27. Tftc AUpore Dispensary is supported almost entirely by Govern- 
ment — a fact not very creditable to the charity of the neighbourhood in 
which it stands. It relieved 6,038 out and 175 in-patients during the year. 

28. The Arratoon Apear Dispensary at Garden Reach was established 
and is mainly suyiportcd by the liberality of a gentleman of well-known 
henovolence, Mr. T. Apear. It relieved 8,402 sick during the year. 

29. The Howrah Hospital . — The Howrah General Hospital is an import- 
ant institution. The average daily siek was —

The total treated amounted to 13,058, and the dtuith-rate, including moribunds, 
to 218 5; excluding them, to n9‘9. 'flu; Lieutenant-GoVernor hogs again that 
the Surgeon-General u ill is'^iie instructions to 'all hospitals as to a uniform 
mode of showing moribnnas and cases in the returns. 'J'hcre is evidently from 
Ur. Elliot’s report mueh uneerraiuty at present. The death-rate in this 
hospital appears to be vt-ry high as compared with others. From the report, 
howevi r, it is gatliered that the rato among Europeans was last year only 
40*90 per mille, or very little over the General Hf)spiial rale. Among the . 
natives, on the other hand, the mortality was very high, 263 among 700 patients. J 
Of these, 340 Were moribund when admitted ; but even the death-rate among 
patients not of this class was 191*52 per mille. The cause of ttiis is probably 
the fact that Howrah is the terminus of a great railway line, and surrounded by 
factories of vaiious kinds — causes which would bring into hospital many 
natives who would cLsewhcrc have died in tlicir houses unattended. But a 
special report on this subject is urgently required. 
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30. It is curious to notice that in this hospital the admis<ions from 
cholera were few and the death-rate small, though cholera w.as understood to 
be at one time prevalent in Howrah. The admissions and results wero —

31. There has been a falling oflF in tiie number of European in-door 
patients for some years past, attributt'd (1) to the establishment of the Sailors’ 
Home on the Calcutta side ; (2) to the removal of many of the railway staff to 
Assensole; and (3) to diminished popularity owing to changes in staff. The 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the last cause at any rate has now been 
removed. The liberality with which the ornployds of the East Indian Railway 
came forward to lielp the institution when in want of funds shows that its 
usefulmtss is appretdated, and the reforms lately introduced ought to have a 
good eff('Ct. The Government contribution to the hospital is liberal, and 
nothing more can he given should the medical officer’s fears of delicieucy of 
funds be realised. 

32. The CalculUf Tj ick-Honpilal reports have boon reviewed in a separate 
resolution on the working of the Contagious Diseases’ Act in Caleutta. 

33. The Limiietiant-Governor will, in conclusion, ajjjv tiie Surgeon-General 
to as-^urn the gentlemen under w’aose able professional management the 
various institutions above reviewed are placed, of the continued inle.n^st which 
the Government takes in their labors and their re-ults. ilis Honor’s thanks 
are tendered to each and all of tlicm, but their best reward is tluj consciousness 
that they are doing much to relieve suffering and advance the cause of medical 
seif'nce. 


CARD SHARPING IN THE HOOGHLY DISTRICT. 

No. 30C, dated Burdwan, the 21st June 1873. 

From — C. T. Bdckland, Esq., Commissioner of Burdwan, 

To — The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department. 

1 HAVR the honor to submit., for the information of Government, copy of a letter No. 298 
of 17th June, from the Magistrate of llooghly, and to recommend that section 11 of Act II 
(B.C.) <)f 1867 may at, oiujc be exlend*"d to the places named in the niiirf^in of paragraph 
10 of the Maf^istrate’s letter, and alon<r tlie publie road from the Boidyabatty railway station 
to Tarkessur, and to the towns of Boidyabatiy and Bhudessiir. 

2. The circumstances reported by the Ma^^islrate are very remarkable, and it is very 
necessary that immediate steps should be taken to put a stop to iriimbliujx by means of the 
well-known tliree-eard-trick/^ which is, I fear, an iiuporlation of Western science. 

3. 1 regret tiiat llie subject was not brouiylit to my notice sooner, as it has evidently 
run its course for at least a year, and the police have boeu vainly d^ll^rnpling to stop it untier 
prosecutions for obstructing llie roatl and obstnictinir the police in eno execution of their duty. 

4. I believe that a notificai i^ui <*f the villages and the roatl and towns as recoin mended 
by the Magistrate will be sufficiunt ftir the purposes of the Act. I should be, however, glad 
to Bee u more general notiflcntiou issued for the extension cf llie law to all toiona^ 
villages and places tcithin the disfrici of Tluoghhjj as such a notilicatiou would enable the Ma* 
gisirate to suppress the ulFi UCC wlierever it n^ipears, as it is only ttio probable that, if the onhuee 
is only prohibited locally, some of the gamblers may sliilt their i|uarters and prey on the silly 
people elsewhere in the district. If this cannot be Uone, I will dir-'ct the Magistrate to 
propose and submit a more comprehensive list of villages; and, under any eircuiuslauees, a 
clearer defiaition is needed of the riverside road runuing beside the Grand Trunk lload.

To— The Commissioner of Burdwan. 

In reference to your No. 176, dated 14th ultimo, I have the honor to report on the 
gambling in tlie neigh hour) mod of the Tarkessur lioud. 

2. With regard to my not having before reported on it, I beg to explain that gambling 
to au extent requiring special action is only of recent growth ; iny attention had only been 
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called to it very sliortly before th^ Rajodburpore dacoity, and tben I paaeed ordere to the police 
to endeavour to deal with it under the genera) criminal law. , 

8. It appears that gambling is practised more or leas along the whole length of the rood 
from Boidyabutty to Tarkesaur ; the villages of Chapsarah, Kajodhurpore, and Chinamore (on. 
the Toad»6ide) contain most professional gamblers. It is estimated that at these three villages 
alone not less than seventy persons gain their livelihood by winnings from chanoe-way-farers 
going to or returning from the large Sewrafully or Boidyabalty markets held every Tuesday 
and Saturday. 

4. The read <rom Tarkessur to Boidyabatty is the only one from the interior of the 
district that leads to the above places. On h&t days the road is alive with people for miles, 
and professional gamblere are then at work from early morning till late at night. Gamblers 
are in greatest force at Turkessur, and alou(r this road, when the two great annual festivals at 
Tarkessiir take place in February and April. During the last mfilathe District Superintendent 
noticed a member of a gang ot gamblers who was pracrising near Chapsarah. He was a 
young Mussulman, a resident of the 24-Per»annahs, and a khilmudgar by profession ; he found 
on him cards, ofiium, ganjali, gooii, and kolkis for smoking opium balls. He could give no 
good account of iiimsel/, so the District Superintendent sent him to the Serampore Joint- 
Magistrate. On the 4th instant, while the District Su|)erintendent was travelling at 6 p.M. 
along the above-meritionod road, he came upon another gambling party. On the 1 Itb instant, 
JNarain Deen Tewary, Inspector, was passing along the road and was asked to interfere in a 
case in which the gan. biers had gained Rs. 82. The Inspector got hold of them and per- 
suaded them to return their gains to the complainant. Inspector Cavenaugh and tlie Sub- 
Inspector of Boidyabatty have caught persons gambling very often. 

5. It appears that this gambling was iirst commenced so late as July lust, since which 
time it has been rapidly oif^the increase. The professional gauiblers are generally of the lower 
classes of Hindoos, such as Hagdis. Kaoruhs. or Knibiittos. But in some cases, as has been 
shown above, Mussulmans join. Since the 1st January last as many as nine pfilice cases 
resulting irom this gambling have been prosecuted, all of which occurred close to Chapsarah. 
eighteen persons were sent up for trial, eleven for obstructing the road by playing cards on it 
and collecting a crowd, and seven for obstructing the police when attempting to clear the road. 

6. Gamblers in ibis part generally go about in gangs of seven or eight. To each gang 
is attached a boy of eleven or twelve years old who commence'^ to play first with some other 
members of the gang. The boy wins and his winnings attract, aiuuit.ion. By-and-by people 
sit down to try their hand with the boy, who, advised by one of the gang, generally siicceeds 
in winning his victim^s money, then his goods, and sometimes the very clothes he wears ; 
wonieii also are great bufferers, ior they generally stake the ornaments they have on their 
persons. 

7. The other members of the gang go up and down the road shotviug rupees to likely 
individuals, preicnding that they have won these by gambling with the boy. 

8. Only tijree cards aroused for gimihliiig purposes, Tney are quickly shuffled together 
and thrown out lur a person to choose which among them is the one uetermined upon before 
hand. The boy who i,s an expert at the trick invariably wins. 

9. The naibs, goinasbtas, and chowkeciiars along the road aid and abet this gambling, 
they get a certain share of the winnings. Five ehowkeedars of Rajudhurporc, Chapsarah, 

and Chinumore are notorious gamblers, aud the Distiicl Superintendent was shown the other 
day a large well-built belonging to the son of a Bugdi chowkeedar, who, a year ago, is 
said to b:ivc had hardily a rag to his buck. 

ID. Tiiuugli the police protect the people that travel along this road from lliese gemblers 
to the best of their ability, they can do but little, and it is only when the road is obsi.ruolod 

or a breach of the peace occurs (by no means an uncom- 
mon occurrence) that they can interfere. Besides the 
Taikessiir Koad, gambling prevails on the Grand Trunk 
Road from Serampore to French Chandernagore and on 
trie river-side road running beside the Grand Trunk 
Road. I think li thcreloro desirable that section 11 of 
Act II of 1807 be extended along the road from 
Boidyabatty railway station to Tarkessur, and to all 
the villages marginally noted tlirough which this road 
passes. At the same time 1 would suggest that the 
same section be extended to the towns ot Boidyabatty 
aud Bhudessur through which runs the Grand Trunk 
Road from Fnmch t.haudernagorc, and also the river-i 
side road above alluded to. At Serampore the section is now in force,

Chapter XVIT of the Board of Revenne's memoranduin on the laud revenue adminis- 
tration of the Lower Provinces of Kcngul. ' 

Letter to Oovernraeut of India, No. 1604i, datiul 2ud July 1873, reporting on tho petition 
of certain inlmbitaute Of Hijlcc, complaining of the oppression of zemindars. 

Letter from Government of India, in reply, No. 6il, dated .80th July, coiicurriog in the 
yiews expressed by the Lieutcnaut.ljovernor in the above letter. 

1. The Board of Revenue in their Administration Rei)t)rt for 1S70-71, in 
describing the land tenures of Bengal, mentioned that as a cotiscquetice of the 
practice of proprietors sub-let ling separately undivided sharevs of the whole 
euperior tenure, eaoh tenant had now very commonly to pay Itis rents to “ two 
or many mure than two masters.” 
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2. The hardships and harassment, to

23. Whrrc more proprieioiB thiin one pf>8heiiA un undi- 
vuli'd estate, and the whole of them ho not within the deserJp- 
lioii of 4liKqiiQlitied linwlholderH speeiKed in seetioti 20, the 
Ketthiiiient is to be mnde with them jointly, und they are to )»c 
re<(iiired to e1e<‘t a Hiirheriikiir nr hmnii^er who shall hnvi* tho 
exclusive iiianni.'einent of their lands during the eontiniiniiee of 
liis a]ipoIiitnient. The determiniitioii of the niiijority of the 
pro)>rietnrK, or of the majority of those present, in the «*vent of 
Thu uhseiiec of tiny, is to ho binding on the remainder in 
the choice of u inannpfor, and when the voles of the pro- 
priet^irs are equal, the election of the maiiap'r is to Ikj 
ilclcrmincd by the f^ivaior iiiteresL of the propraetors in tho 
pniperly. Jf in luiy case the interest also hi* I'iiua], tho 
mnimg'er is t(» bi> iqqiointed by the Hoard of ICeveiiiie. 

25. Jf I he jidiit proprii-tors of undivided i‘s<!des should 
iie|*h‘rt to eb'ct 11 siirhcrakar fill the n^qiiisilioii of the eollwlor 
•A’ the revenue of the Killiih in which Mn*h ei»tal<*s may la* 
situated, the latter is autliorized to nominate ti mniiii^er for the 
approbation of ilie Hoard of Keveiiiie, which iiutna^rer, when 
eonhnned b> tlu*in, hbull have the cxclubive niaiiii^enieiit 
as loin; ns it. nuiy be thoup^ht ndvisuhle to continue him. Tho 
expense of the nuiu»{*er, as well us the res]viiisibirdy for the 
public revenue, resiiiif' nevertheless vith the proprietors. 


which the practice of shareholders 
collecting separately subjects the 
tenant, had frequently come under 
the Lieutenant-Governor's notice 
in different shapes ; he therefore 
requested the Board to consider 
whether some remedy should nothin 
applied hy legislation, suggesting^ 
the possibility of reverting to tlu< ' 
rule of the permanent settlement 
quoted in tho margin, under which 
the proprietors of a joint undivided 
estate were roqtiired to elect a sarbe- 
rakar or manager, Avho should liave 
the exclusive management of their 
lands during the continuance of his 
appointment. 

3. On this the Board consulted 


the Commissioners and local ollicors, and the result is embodied in 
chapter XVII of tho Board’s memorandum on the revenue administration of 
the Lower Provinces of Bengal recently printed. Local officers w<jre “ very 
“unanimous in deploring tho evils and hardships of the present system,” but 
were not generally hojieful as to the probable result of the remedy proposed, 
or of any other remedy. 

. 4. The reports of the local officers certainly show that extreme hardship, 
injustice, and wrong to the uninnuential holders of small fractional shares in 


realizing, as well as to the tenants in paying, their rents is very often the result 
of the existing state of things, and the same thing is made evident by individual 
instances which have come promiuenily to light from time to time in different 
parts of the country. 

5. Tlie Commissioner of Dacca ob.<5crves that “ at present much money 

“is wasted by each pettv sharer having a 
gomasbtah, who has bis pickings both trum ryot 
“ and landlord.” 


6. The Collector of Backcrguuge — that “ the tenants who pay to three or 
“ four shareholders are undoubtedly often suhjucted to serious inconvenience, 
“ and the hardship is equally great on the other side. Thdeed, the person who 
“ is probably most to bo pitied in the transaction is the small shareholder, 
“ especially if such person happens to be a woman or a minor. It is only too 
“ common for the latter to be practically dispossessed by the more powerful 
“ co-sharers who persuade or cozen the tenants into acknowledging no landlord 
but themselves.” 


The Commission..r of the Presidency Division obsi'rves that “ there can be 
“ but ono opinion as to the great difficulties in tho way of tenants in such a 
“ predicament. Tho hardship is unquestionably much felt fi*ora one end of the 
“ country to the oilier, and I tjiink thjit a legal remedy should bo applied to 
** an evil that affects the great bulk of the rural pop.ulation.” 

In the Bohar districts the evil is not so common. A joint representative is 
often appointed to deal with the ryots, while in other cases the putwaroe acts 
os collector for tho sbareho1der.s jointly. In fact, in this, as in other things. 
Debar resembles the North -’Western Provinces much more than Bengal. Still, 
tho Commissioner has known instances in wdiicli, “owing to quarrols among 
“shareholders, ryots have not been allowed to cut the dban, and ryots’ and 
“ maliks* shares liavc thus altogctluT gone to destruction. In Sarun, tenants 
“ under joint co-parceners arc put to much troulilein getting receipts and in 
“ recovering amounts overpaid. The Commissioner is of opinion that the 
“ evil is very considerable, and is not only a source of vexation .and harassment 
“ to the ryot, but of serious loss, inasmuch as it multiplies tho number of 
“ andahs and underlings whom he has to fee.” 

7. Other officers represent tlio difficulties to which the ryots are subjected 
when a dispute occurs among the joint-sliareholders to whom ho has to pay his 
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rent, or when a new proprietor of a fractional shore comes in and endeavours to 
raise the rents payable on account of his share. The extortion to whicli the 
ryots art* subjected by collecting establishments is an admitted grievance, and 
tiiat wrong is intensified to an intolerable degree when he has to satisfy the 
illicit demands of the servants, not of one landlord but of many, for the 
gratuities or presents, which are sometimes said to be given by the ryots of 
their own free will. 

8. The Commissioner of Orissa goes fully into the subject, and his 
remarks arc here reproduced : — 

“ In my opinion payment of rent by tenants to several fractional owners 
“ separately is productive of the greatest confusion, annoyance, and injury. An 
“ estate paying revenue of lls. 300 often has as many as 25 or 30 proprietors, 
** whose shares arc in some cases so minute that tliey can only bo descrnted by 
“ fractions of u cowree. The rj'^ots arc generally an uncomplaining class, but 
“ cases have come to light in which they have suffered severely from this 
“ multiplicity of zemindars. Ou this subject the Collector of Cuttack reports 
as follows : — 


“ ‘ In tlu^ whole circumstances regulating the position of landlord and 
“ ‘ tenant, there is nothing so detrimental, 1 might say ruinous, to the ryot as 
” ‘ the number of persons \who claim to exercise the power of landlord over 
“ ‘ him. As a rule, in this district the shareholders in a joint undivided property 
“ ‘ have no common manager or tehsildar, each ooll(!ots his own fractional 
“ ‘ share of the rtuit separately. The consequences to the ryot in an estate 
“ ‘ where there are ten or fifteen shareholders, each with his own set of amlah, 
“ ‘ demanding his own particular dmturyt arc too plain to call for explanation, 
“ * hut when the road cess comes to be collected the consequences will bo far 
“ ‘ more injurious tlian they arc now. The maximum cess payable by ryots is a 
“ ‘ pice in <!Vory rupee of rent, but thousands of instances will occur in which 
" * the whole rent to be received by any one shareholder will not exceed a 
“ ‘ few annas. The portion of cess due on this could not well be adjusted, and the 
“ * probability is that when the whole amount is made up the ryot will find tliat 
“ * ho has paid three or four times more than he ought to have done. I have 
“ * no hesitation in repeating here my conviction that unless the appointment 
“ ‘ of a common manager in joint estates is enforced, the ryots can never bo 
“ * placed in a fair position, and nothing, moreover, can be more detrimental to 
“ ‘ the proper managoment of an estate than a lot of shareholders acting 
“ ‘ independently, and squabbling over the plunder. That there is a marvellous 
“ * want of unanimity, I knew before, and uiy opinion has been only loo well 
“ ‘ confirmed by what has transpired in working the Cess Act.’ ” 

9. In his Laud Revenue Report for the year 1872-73, the Commissioner 
. , . of Uurdwan writes to the Heard of Revenue : — 

Particular mstuncca. tc a i ••ii •••.! 

As a rule, the pruiwpal sharers lu joint 
“ estates have each their mal-cutcherry and separate colle-ctiiig agency. This 
“ is harassing to the tenants, but it. is an old established praiiticc in the district. 
** The dillerout sharers do not in all cases coll(*et r<‘nts at the same r.-itc. Of 
“ two 8-anna shakers one may re.alize much more, than the other. It is stated 
“ that a certain power1iilV*miiuiar in the Hooghly district with a Ibur-fii'ili 
“ share realizes seven times as much rent as the one-fifth shareholder.” 

In his report on the l:ind revenue administration of the Cooeh iJeliar 
Division in 1871-72, tlie Commissioner gives the following accouut of a 
eumplahit which was made l,o Colonel llaughtun during his lour : — 

“ A Garo talookdar, whose tenure, from the evidence produced, was in 
“ existence prior to the decennial .suttlennmt, and who.so ancestors came forward 
“ and made the same complaint to iMr. liiliot, the Coiumissiouer deputed to 
** settle the disputes between the zemindars of Sliercpore and the tiaros, made 
“ the following statement — That the pergunnah having been diviilcd amongst 
“ thirteen recorded sharers, and a nuinber of unrecorded sharers, ii has hecoiue 
“ a matter of impossibility for him lo pay liis rent. Each sharer re.siuing at a 
.“ variety of distances required his rent to lie ci>nveyed to his house, and to 
“ each ho has to pay his quota of abwalis. It so happens that when two 
separate sharers of the same house disagree, he is often obliged to dance ' 
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'* attendance upon them till their dispute is settled. Again, a sharer dying, 
the tenant has either to wait till the heir takes his certificate of administra* 
tion, or to pay at the risk of being obliged to pay- again; the matter 
*' has become intolerable to the extreme, and a better instance for legislative 
** enactment cannot be given, if it be the intention of Government to intercede 
on behalf of those oppressed tenants.*’ 

10. If a talookdar finds himself in this position, tho still greater difficulties 
with which an ordinary ryot is beset under similar circumstances can be easily 
understood. The Commissioner further writes : — 


** By this difficulty, not only the tenants suffer, but the zemindars 
themselves are great losers. The tenant being extorted or harassed by one 
sharer, delays to pay his rent to another, and in this way another sharer 
** becomes a loser.” 

11. Again, during the recent disturbances in Fubna the same difficulty 
cropped up as one loading to much agrarian discord. The village in which the 
feeling was most bitter, and most violence was committed, was one in which a 
dispute existed between the shareholders. One of them had suh-lct his share to 
a man who was opposed by the others, and the acts of violence which occurred 
were supposed to have been fomented by the discordant shareholders. 

12. In September 1872 a petition was presented to the Governor-General 
in Council by certain ryots of Hijlee in the Midnapore district, containing the 
following complaint among others : — 

** Each zemindar collects revenue from each ryot, according to his own 
share of the district, and your Excellency’s petitioners are therefore subject 
to constant visitations from their peons, and the consequent annoyances and 
oppression. They arc also subject to pay illegal cesses, which it is customary 
with zemindars to exact from ryots, and your Excellency can therefore imagine 
the hardships under which your Excellency’s petitioners are laboring and 
they prayed that, as a remedy for these hardships, orders might be given 
for the partition of the district among the zemindars according to their 
respective shares, or else that it should be placed ** under khas management or 
Izaradars appointed by Government,” which would remove the intolcrablo 
grievances” under which the petitioners were laboring. In reporting on this 
petition the Commissioner of Burdwan wrote — “ The Mujnamootah estate, of 
which they are residents, is held in six different shares, and each shareholder 
has in his employ a distinct collecting agency, whose separate visitations for 
the purpose of collecting the rents is probably a source of annoyance to the 
ryots, but there is nothing illegal in the proceeding. The prayer of the 
petitioners for the partition of tho estate into different shares is inadmissible, as 
there is no law to compel the adoption of such a course on the part of the 
owners.” 


13. In submitting a report on the petition, the Lieutenant-Governor 
Oi>itiion of the Oovcrnor-Oenerai in observed that the cvil complaiucd of IS a most 


Council. 


cruel wrong,” and expressed an opinion that 
legislation should be resorted to, “ so as to provide against a number of joint- 
proprietors in an estate, separately and individually, harassing the tenants for 
their dues.” The Governor-General in Council fully approved of the views 
thus expressed by tlie Lieutenant-Governor in submitting this report, and 
His Excellency in Council has directed that, before legislating on the 
subject, “ the necessity of remedying the evil complaiucd of may bo pointed out 
to the heads of the zemindaii interest, and their opinion asked as to the mcasuros 
which will secure the object, with the least disturbance of the riglits of the 
several shareholders on a joint estate.” 

14i. That the Government is thoroughly justified in insisting on the 
appointment of rej)resentatives of the shareholders, if that course should appear 
to be for the benefit of the community at large, is evident from the fact that a 
provision requiring them to do this was among .the fundamental provisions of 
« vTii 4 - 1 - 0 .. permanent settlement. The original law on 

^ the subject is transcribed in paragraph 2 of this 

resolution. It may be added that a provision of this kind has been carried into full 
effect, and is now in universal use in the North-Western Proviuces, Oude, and 


V 
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Punjab, where without it aociety would fall to pieces. Tiie olTect of the Hindoo 
and Mahomedan law of inheritance, and other causes are such that there are 
very few estates held by single owners either in Bengal or in other provinces. 
At the same time it must be admitted that, as tilings are now situated in 
Bengal, there are considerable difficulties in the way. This was felt as early as 
1805, when, at the instance of many landholders, the provision above quoted 
was repealed. 

15. Looking at the relations which so often exist between co-parceners in 
Neeauity of overcoming the difficnitiee Bengal, it is to bo cxpected that it may often be 
^ which prcMnt thomwivoe. found difficult for them to agree in selecting one 

of their number or any common agent to deal with their tenants on behalf of 
all. The preamble to Begulation jSlVll of 1805, which regulation repealed the 
rules of the settlement law requiring the appointment of a joint manager, sets 
forth the reluctance manifested generally by the proprietors jto elect a manager 
under those rules ;** but in the correspondence which led to the passing of the 
repealing regulation, the question is viewed from the zemindars’ side only, — its 
bearing on the tenants is not even alluded to. 

It is only necessary now to say that, on a full consideration of the question, 
the Governor-General in Council, as well as the Government of Bengal, has 
been convinced that justice is not done to all classes under the present system, 
and that a remedy must l^e devised. It remains to devise the best form of 
remedy. 

10. It is to be observed that the appointment of a joint manager to repre- 
Appointmenfc of a joint manager no new scnt all interests is by no mcans a new or unusual 

or nnuMiai thing. thing cvcn iu theso provinces. In Burdwan 

it is reported that in many joint estates or talooks “ there is a common 
“ agent or gomashtah who makes the collections for all the co-parceners, 
“ and pays to each his share of the rent, although in largo estates or talooks 
“ having several shareholders each of them employs a separate naih or agent, 
“ and the ryots have to pay rents to the several agents.” In Binagepore, 
where there is no dispute, the ryots generally pay in lum)) sums to the 
” putwaric of the village, whose business is to apportion tho amount to the 
shareholders.” 

In Maldah and Pubna the proprietors of small estates generally employ a 
joint collecting establishment, although it is not so inlargc estates. In the districts 
of Bcbar, tho cases in which the ryot has to pay separately to several proprietors 
are not so common as in Bengal. Although small estates are owned jointly by 
numerous co-parceners, some arrangement is generally made by which the ryot 
has to deal with one person only ; sometimes ho pays in a lump sum to the 
putwarie, who distributes the collections to the shareholders ; sometimes to a 
joint tehsildar. In some villages of Gya, as all of the numerous co-proprietors 
** are related to each other, they appoint one from amongst themselves to collect 
“ from the tenants.” In tho Bhangulpore Division one ^archolder sometimes 
manages for all. 

17. It may then bo said that (except on large estates) so long as the 

co-parccners are at one, it is generally found cori- 
evtowo eponiou. ^ venicnt for all parties that tho ryots should pay 

their rents to one representative of the proprietors, and some arrangement is 
often made accordingly. Indeed, the inconvenience of collecting their fractional 
shares of rent from joint ryots is so much felt by proprietors, that it is not an 
uncommon thing fur them to make an amicable division of the ryots of their 
estate, so that each proprietor shall collect tho whole amount of rent payable 
by a certain number of tho ryots of the estate. 

The cases in which the evils of separate collection of fractional shares of 
rent are most folt may be said to be— 

I. Those in which disputes have arisen among the co-parceners ; and 

11. Those of large estates or tenures, some of the proprietors of which are 

presumably men with considerable local power and influence. 

Whatever may be the causes which ^iierate to prevent these larger share- 
holders from adopting tlio course of appointing joint agents, which is found 
convenient by smaller landlords, it is evident that both iu all cases of disputes 
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and in the case of large shareholders who collect separately, the ryots suffer, and 
in neither case are they in any degree to blame. In the latter c^ the petty 
shareholders, if any, probably suffer also, without any fault of their own. . 

18. It is for the protection of the interests of these weaker parties that 
interference is called for ; and such interference should be limited to the oases 
in which it is really, necessary. The necessary protection might best bo given 
perhaps in the shape of a law, similar to the original law of 1793, giving autho* 
rity to the district officer, upon application made by the tenants of any estate, 
or otherwise, when he finds such a measure necessary for the peace of the * 
district and the due protection of the tenures, to call upon all persons (whatever 
may be the degree of their tenures) who are entitled to collect fractional shares 
of rent direct from the cultivating ryots, to appoint one of their own number 
to represent the whole body in their dealings with the ryots ; or to appoint a 
joint agent for that purpose. In case of default to nominate jointly, it seems 
unavoidable to vest the powers of appointing a manager with the Collector. 
The power would only be used where it might bo necessary from the circum- 
stances of the estate, and the Lieutenant-Governor believes that the very 
knowledge that it lay in the hand of the Collectors would often go far to check 
those abuses of private management which have led to the present discussion. 

It will be a question whether, in order to meet such cases as those of the 
talookdar in Gooch Behar, which is given above, the proposed authority should 
not be extended somewhat higher, the Collector being empowered to call on 
the holders of superior tenures to nominate a joint agent to deal with the 
proprietors of subordinate tenures. 

19. In connection with this subject, it appears to the Lieutenant-Governor 
possible that if the system of appointing joint managers were more generally 
adopted many of those undoubted cases of hardship might be avoided in which 
estates are brought to sale for arrears of revenue, caused by the default of one 
out of several shareholders. In some cases doubtless such defaults are inten- 
tionally committed, in order to allow the estate to be brought to sale for the 
purposes of the defaulting party ; in other instances, the default occurs through 
some* bona fide misunderstanding or mistake, which would bo remedied if the 
Collector could only communicate specially with all the parties concerned. But 
as things now stand it would not be possible to require the Collector by law to 
make such special communications in every case of default; for it- would 
often be practically impossible for him to find out who all the actual joint- 
proprietors are, many of their interests being represented in his registers by 
the names of persons who have been long dead, or who have alienated their 
shares. 

Where there is a joint manager representing all, no such difficulties could 
occur, and it might be a matter for consideration whether the severity of the 
present sale laws couj^l be relaxed. 

20. The Lieutenant-Governor now desires, in accordance with the sugges- 
tion of the Government of India, to invite the views of the representatives of 
the landed interest, “ as to the measures which will secure the object, with the 
'Meast disturbance of the rights of the several shareholders on a joint estate,” 
and which would generally be open to the least objbetion ; and he accordingly 
directs that copies of this llesolution be sent to the various societies in 
Calcutta and elsewhere, which are acciu^tomed to promote the interests of 
landholders and others connected with the land, and that it be translated, and 
copies in Buglish and vernacular be sent to the local officers for distribution 
iu intelligent persons among tho zominda:s, rsib-holders, and ryots. Also that it 
be published in the Supplement to the Gazette^ and that suggestions on the 
question be invited. 

Ordeb. — O rdered that copies of this Resolution he forwarded to the Land- 
holders’ and Commercial Association, and to tho British Indian Association, for 
an expression of their views on the subject, and to all Commissioners for distribu- 
tion as directed. 

Also, ordered that the Resolution be translated into the vernacalars, and 
published in tho vernacular Qazeltee.

RESOLUTION. 

GENERAL DEPARTMENT. 

Miscellaneous. 

Calcutta, the "LQth Angmt 1873. 

1. Resolution. — ^The Lieutenant-Govemor has read the Annual General 
Report of the Commissioner of the Chittagong Division, No. 43S, dated 22nd 
July 1873, for the year 1872-73, and is pleased to record the following orders 
and observations upon it. 

2. The report, taken as a whole, is interesting and instructive. His 
Honor could however have wished that the minute details of departmental 
subjects, sach as medical institutions and roads, had been reserved for the 
departmental reports, a general broad view only being taken of these subjects 
in the general report. The Lieutenant-Governor would also have preferred 
that the Commissioner had reviewed his administration collectively, and not 
so much district by district. As a rule. His Honor considers that it would 
be better to submit a general ^review of the division with apposite quotations 
only when necessary, and to subjoin separately in an appendix reports or 
extracts from the district and sub-divisional reports selected for their excel- 
lence, importance, or illustrativeness. 

3. Tour {Parm. 6 to 22). — The Commissioner’s account of the sub- 
division and station of Brahmunbariah is satisfactory. His Honor observes 
with -pleasure the commendation awarded to the Deputy Magistrate, Baboo 
Bhugwan Chunder Bose, for the general state of eificiency tliat everything under 
his care appeared to be in. 

The attention of the Inspector-Gtmeral of Police has been drawn to the 
Commissioner’s account of the lamonlablo condition of the police buildings 
in the district of Tipperah. 

4). Weather and Crops {Paras. 23 to 39). — In spite of some unfavorable 
symptoms, the Lieutenant-Governor notes that tbo general outturn of the 
harvest was good. Mr. King, the Magistrate of Noacolly, has submitted a 
detailed and interesting description of the crops of that district. 

5. Public Health {Paras. 40 to 63). — Three areas in the district of 
Chittagong have been selected for special mortuary registration with an 
aggregate population of 66,378. The deaths for the last quarter of the official 
year under report, which is also the first quarter of special registration, 
amounted to 344, giving a death-rate of 6*21 per 1,000 for the quarter, or 
24*84 per 1,000 for the whole year. This special registration evinces 
therefore a groat improvement already over the returns sui)mittcd for the 
whole district, which only report a mortality of 14 per l,00u during the year. 

The Magistrate takes 30 per 1,000 to be a fair death-rate for India ; but 
the Lieutenant-Qovemor doubts if he has any data for this assumption. 

The Commissiofler’s observations upon the moral effect of deputing native 
doctors into the interior during seasons of epidemic have been communicated 
to the Medical Department for consideration. Mr. Hankey summarizes the 
health of his division as good as usual in Tipperah ; bad as usual in Chittagong ; 
average in Noacolly.” The Commissioner insists upon the supreme unliealthi- 
ness of Chittagong in the strongest language; and certain it is that three 
civilians were sent away from that district last year, invalided — ^two for 
England, while the third was permitted to try the effects of tin; hills. 

6. Material Condition of the People {Paras. 64 to 72). — The material 
condition of the people may bo said to have been prosperous. The residents of 
Chittagong are mostly agriculturists ; and oven day-laborers, domestic servants, 
&o., have their patch of land which is cultivated by themselves or their families. 
That they are well off is manifested by their independence, and the fact that it is 
sometimes difficult to get laborers even at a fair rate of wages. 

From Noacolly the Magistrate reports that the condition of the people 
has certainly improved of late years. The introduction of English piece-goods

has made the price of their cluthes cheaper, and they are now better able to pay 
for them. The houses which used to be built of straw, bamboos, and reed on 
low marshy land, are now constructed on well>raised lands, and of better and 
more durable materials. The number of utensils in domestic use is much larger 
than formerly, and there is much more comfort. The cost of living has 
increased, but the people are better off. Nearly every one has an acre or so of 
land in cultivation. 

The fondness of the people of this division for litigation is described as pro- 
verbial. The general diffusion, however, of small properties, in so complicated, a , 
form as obtains in Chittagong, without any record of rights, necessarily involves 
much litigation, and the Lieutenant-Governor doubts whether, taking this ciiv 
cumstance and the very large population of a Bengal district into consideration, 
the number of lawsuits after all is so excessive. Still the general result no 
doubt is that when a man once takes to litigation he carries it to excess, and the 
taste spreads. The Magistrate of Tipperah reports that a young Mahomedan is 
as proud of his first successful case as the English youth who has won in a 
great boat-race, or scored one hundred runs in a university cricket match. 
They are said to be as bad as the Mahomedans quoted in Mr. Westland’s account 
of Jessoro, who, instead of speaking of 11 or 12 a.u., would say the ** hour for 
making complaints,” and so on. His Honor, however, does not see reason to 
believe that the Mahomedans are worse in this respect than other people. 

7. Prices of Food and Labor {Paras. 77 to 86). — The Lieutenant- 
Governor would ask if it is really the case, as the Magistrate of Chittagong 
reports, that a coolie’s wages are 4 to 5 annas for a day’s work of only six hours. 
It can hardly be that a day’s work is so brief. 

The statement showing the comparative prices of agricultural produce and 
of provisions in Tipperah is valuable, as showing that the price of food has not 
materially increased in the last ten years ; while labor, on the other hand, brings 
far better wages. The Lieutenant-Governor would however wish for further 
information regarding the statement that fish have increased steadily in price 
since 1860. He would like to know if this is solely due to more money and 
greater demand, or whether anything has happened to the fish, lie observes that 
it is stated that daily wages have more than doubled in the last twenty years. 

It is the practice in Tipperah for landowners to reserve a home farm for 
their own necessities, for which they supply seed and ploughs ; while the 
cultivation and labor are effected by a burgadar ryot, who receives a share of 
the crop for his pains. The Commissioner docs not accept Mr. Park’s view that 
the burgadar should be described as a laborer ; but the Lieutenant-Governor 
remarks that his condition seems to approximate to that of a comparative laborer 
paid by a share of the profits. Written agreements are, it appears, rarely 
taken, and the practice is simply for the burgadar to pluck a piece of grass by 
the roots and take an oath over it. The contract is then complete. It is 
said to he largely owing to this system of cultivation that scarcity of the one 
great necessary of nfe is unknown in Tipperah, and the people do not lack 
food, whatever their conditions may be in other respects. 

8. Manufacture and Mines {Paras. 86 to 12B).-— The lieutenant- 
Governor would wish further inquiry to be made into the existence of coal in the 
Cox’s Bazar sub-division, alluded to by Mr. NuthaK of the Khedda Department, 

The principal export from Chittagong is rice, of which 2,823,355 maunds, 
equal to 103,711 tons, were exported by sea last season, against 164,809 maunds 
in the previous year. The bulk of this rice eomes from Tipperah, Noac(fily, and 
the island of Dukhin Sbabbazpore. Ghee is said to be exported in conuderable 
quantity from Chittagong to Calcutta. Jute goes entirely to Dacca and 
Naraingunge roM^e for Calcutta. It is remarked by the Commissioner that 
the success attained by the ryots of Bodakhal, the richest pergunnah in the 
Tipperah district, in the production of this staple, excited the emulation of the 
neighbouring cultivators, and they sacrificed the rice crop to a certain extent in 
order to cultivate the new staple. 

The subject of improving the local communications of Chittagong by 
water is at present under consideration by Government in the Department of 
Public Works. 
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9. Siaie of Public Feeling {Para. 133). — In Tipperah the rent 
question is reported to be tl»e most important subject on whicli public foelinj; 
is stirred. The Lieutenant-Governor bas been jjiad to learn from a special 
report which has been furnished, and also orally from Mr. llankey, that in no 
part of tbo Chittagong Division have there been rent riots, or indeed any 
exhibition of public feeling such as might cause anxiety. It is clear, however, 
that the rent law litigation has mnch increased of late, and there seems to 

, be undoubtedly some bad feeling between landlord and tenant in the Tipperah 
district. 

PuhlU} Pre»» {Para. 134). — There are, it appears, no native newspapers in 
any of the districts of this division, and outside the administrative centres there 
are stated to be hardly any newspaper readers. The people generally are 
indeed said by the Hindoo Deputy Magistrate of Brahrnunbariah to suppose 
that everything in a newspaper is invariably false — a curious contra.st, as 
Mr. Uankey remarks, to the i)opular idea in England among the lower orders, 
where ” I know it is true because I saw it in print ” is a common expression. 

10. Administrative Changes {Paras. 133 to ICl). — The Magistrate of 

Tipperah reports that the administrative change par excellence, is tho cen- 
traljzation of authority in all departments in the Magistrate-Collector ; that the 
ohjeotion to it is that it tries that ofiicer rather severely; and that the district 
officer is now responsible f'or the departments of police, jails, education, in 
addition to his former ca; chat'ges. In public works the Magistrate has 

not only secured an efficient adviser and executive officer, but he is freed from 
the minute details of road work administration. Tho Magistrate's absolute 
control over tho police seems now so obviously necessary, tliat it may be won- 
dered that the contrary arrangement was in force so Jong. The Magistrate's 
control over the jail, though not so ab)?olute, is at least of service in preventing 
the discreditable squabbles that used to arise between the Police and Jail Depart- 
ments on a prisoner escaping. It is possible also that the first experiments at 
primary education could not have been so rapidly introduced by any other 
system than that now ado];)tcd. 

Tho Lieutenant-Governor will not take any action on the Commissioner's 
observation, that the placing of tho district roads in charge of an Executive? 
Engineer at Comillah may huvo a disadvantage in Joss of promptitude, 
until the i)re8cnt system shall have had a full trial. He must however 
remark that if delays or miscarriages occur, the remedy is in tho Magistrate’s 
own hands, as he is the recognized superior of the Executive Engineer in 
respect of local works. 

Mr. Hankey’s remarks on the control exercised by official visitors in their 
jail inspection have been transferred to tho Judicial Department of this 
Government for disposal. 

State of Schools {Paras. 217 to 221). — The establishment of primary 
schools in the division has been curried out with complM^ co-operalion on the 
part of the people. The thirst for education, which is universally found to 
exist, is described as stupendous. So far from the Magistrates finding any 
difficulty in establishing patshalas to tho extent of the allotted funds, they 
could easily have spent* more. Tho Commissioner however remarks that 
he is not so certain that this desire for education is altogether a healthy 
symptom. He would be a sanguine man, says Mr. llankVy, who ventured 
to think it was engendered solely by a craving for knowledge’ sake, and that 
education was not regarded simply and solely as a means to an end, the goal nut 
being knowledge, but an income. After all, the Chittagong people are not 
tho only people in the world who look to education as the road to an income. 

No muktabs have as yet taken patshala grunt.s in the sudder sub- 
division of Chittagong, and only five in the sub-division of Cox’s Dazar; 
but Mr. Clay says that a tolerable number of the pupils in the ordinary 
patshalas are Mahomodans, and justly remarks that so long as w'o can induce 
these to attend our primary schools, it matters little whether they are called 
patshalas or muktahs. 

The Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction that Mr. Harvey, the 
Manager of the Paikparah Baj, has established schools upon tho Paikparah 
estates in Noacolly. 
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Stfcccss or olhcrvoise of Local Commilleea {Faraa. 237 to 241). — Mr. 
llaukc'v says that his bias is in favor of committees in Bengal, and he has 
derived valuable assistance from them in more advaiiccd parts of the country; 
but he points out their present ineliieiency in Chittagong. The members of 
the committees do not as a rule take any interest in the proceedings, and the 
whole duty falls upon tlie Chairman or the Vice-Chairman. The Lieutenant- 
Governor fully trusts that this state of things will soon be much improved. 

11. Slatialical Inquiriea {Faraa. IQ'i to 1C7). — The Commissioner reports ^ 
that the only suV)3ect in respect of which statistical information was gatltered, 
is the registration of vital statistics in certain selected areas. The establish- 
ments for the collection of statistical information had not yet been employed, 
and Chittagong is not one of the divisions in which special incj[uirie8 have 
been instil lited. But orders for the collection in all districts of certain 
agricultural statistics had been issued, and inquiries must be made why they 
have not been commenced in Chittagong. 

12. General State of Police ^ Crime, 8^c. [Faraa. 16S to 177).-— The new 
Chowkecdarco Law (Act VI [B. C.] of 3870) is said not to have succeeded in 
Chittagong. Mr. Clay givcis bis own opinion, which is concurred in by the Com- 
missioner, that it is unsuited to this district. It gives, they say, the punchayets 
too much power, which if they do not abuse, it is only because they are afraid of 
the villagers and dare not, in Avhich case they do nothing, and the law 
remains a dead letter. The theory, says Mr. Clay, is no doubt excellent ; but in 
practice the scheme fails, because it is unsuited to the people, who neither 
appreciate its advantages nor honestly endeavour to promote its real object. 
No doubt it is only gradually, and with the real aid of Government officers, 
that such a system can be worked out. In Bajshahyc it was said to be 
remarkably successful. Why should it be so very far otherwise in 
Chittagong ? 

The remarks and the observations of the Commissioner on the subject of 
police will receive the Lieutenant-Governor’s consideration in the Judicial 
Department. 

13. Land Revenue Adminiatration {Faraa. 178 to 182). — It is estimated 
that an area equal to about one-fourth of the entire district of Chittagong, 
being expired noahad and other Government lands, is now*^ coming under 
re-settlement, and the subject will engage the attention of the Government. 

14. Conduct of Zemindara {Faraa. 256 to 266). — From the scattered 
position of their estates, the zemindars of Chittagong do not exercise great local 
influence or authority. In the Tipperah district they are mostly absentees, and do 
little or nothing for the district, llis Ilonor recognizes the favorable testimony 
borne by the Commissioner to Baboo Kanta Prosad Hazaree and Abdool 
Malobm of Chittagong, and Baboo Anoda Prosad Hoy of Tipperah, for their 
liberality and public >pirit. The unsatisfactory relations between the Messrs. 
Courjon and their tene nts in Koacolly have been the subject of special report. 

The Maharanee Surnomoyee of Cossim Bazar has extended her munificence 
to this division. The Lieutenant-Governor has frequently acknowledged her 
generous liberality, and is glad to do so again in this place, o

16. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to convey hid cordial thanks to Mr. 
Hankey for his very active and efficient administration of the division during 
the year.

PUBIJO OFFICERS TRANSFERRED TO NATIVE STATES. 


No. 2321, dated Simla, the 15th August 1873. 

RESOLUTION — By the Government of India, Financial Department. 

Letter from the Accountant-General, Punjab, No. C76M, dated 15tli July 1873, roportin" 
that it has been arrunj^d that Assistsuit Surg^eon C. W. Calthrop, whose services 
have been lent to 'His Hi^rliness the Maharajah of Puttialu, shall pay into the 
Amballa treasury only the percentage required to be contributed by him for pension, 
&c. ; and observing that in the case of certain olliccrs who have been lent to Native 
StatQS, the gross salary is recovered by the British Government from the Native States, 
the net salary (where there is a deduction for pension) being alone paid to the officer : 
this course being necessary in order that the Account Office may be able to check 
leave and pension applications, and also to exercise a check over the allowances to be 
drawn for. 

Rksolution. — The practice reported by the Accountant-General, Punjab, 
of recovering gross salary from Native States is not correct; it is an essential 
provision of chapter VII of the Civil Pension Code that the Government shall 
have no concern with the payments made to tlio ofiicers lent or transferred ; 
and the Governor-General in Council, therefore, directs that the practice in the 
Punjab be discontinued. \ 

2. His Excellency in Council is further pleased to rule that the pay or 
salary of an officer lent or transferred to a Native State, &c., under the rules 
in chapter Vll of tlie Civil Pension Code, must, in every case, he fixed with 
the consent of the Government of India, and that the officer shall not accept 
increase of pay or allowances without the previous sanction of the Government 
of India. The contribution for absentee allowance and pension required under 
section 35 of tlic Code must, with reference to rule 4 of the section, ho made 
by the oflicer, and not by the authority under which lie is serving. 

3. The Governor-General in Council further desires that an officer wdioso 
services are thus lent or transferred shall furnish all information required by 
the Accountant-General with wliom he is concerned. 

OniiKK. — Ordered, that the foregoing resolution be communicated to the 
several departments of the Government of India, the several local Governments 
and Administrations, the Comptroller-General, the several Accountauts-Gcnc- 
ral, and the several Deputy Accountants-Gcucral in independent charge.

EMIGRATION TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS. 

The Acting Advocate General said be had the honor to present to the 
Council two reports of the Sohn^t Committee on the Bill to amend the law relat- 
ing to the emigration of laliorers to the districts of Assam, Caehar, and 
Sylhet, and to regulate contract labor and service. The first report related 
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to tho Bill generally : the other was on a matter which subsequently came 
before the committee, as to which they had thought it necessary to make a 
special report. 

In presenting tho first preliminary report of the committee ho took oee,u- 
sion to say a few words on the general features and characteristics of the Bill. 
Tho principles then enunciated had been carried out by the committee ; and 
the labors of tho committee had been principally directed to the careful revisioTi 
of tho language of the Bill. Tho matter had been carefully summarised in the 
report ; and be did not, therefore, deem it necessaiy to say much on the subject. 
Ho considered that tho report spoke fully for itself as to what had been done. 
There were only one or two matters to which he wished to direct attention. 

The committee had altered the definition of “ Magistrate.” The word, 
as it stood in the Bill, included a magistrate of a district or division of a 
district, and any magistrate of the first or second class, and any magistrate deputed 
by the magistrate of the district for the control of emigration or laborers, and 
any magistrate of police for the town of Calcutta.” The Subordinate Maps- 
trate who was capable of being ajipointcd by the magistrate had very limited 
powers and functions ; and we thought it therefore necessary to strike out from 
the definition the words ‘‘and any magistrate deputed by the magistrate of 
the district for the control of emigation or laborers.” 

The powers given to a magistrate deputed by the magistrate of the district 
were expressly defined in the Bill. 

Then the committee said — “ Wo have omitted the pro^dsions relating to evi- 
dence in Sections 28, 02, 0.‘J, 66, 106 and lO.'l, and the references to the Penal 
Code in Sections 13, 103, 108 and 132.” The Advocate-General, would draw 
attention to this as one of great imjiortance, and one which the Council should 
take into consideration when settling tho clauses of tho Bill. He might mention 
that one of these sections. Section 28, provided that an extract of every such 
contract should bo entered in a register to be kept by the magistrate, and 
a certified copy of such entry, or of the contract should be forwarded to the 
Suj)crintendent of Enngration, by whom it should be forwarded, after entry in 
his own register, to the magistrate of tho labor district within which the emi- 
grant contracts to labor. “ Such certified copy of the entry or of the contract 
so fiirwarded shall bo admis.sible in any com’t as evidence of tho contents of 
tho contract.” 'I’lie committee had been obliged to strike out this form of 
iwidence, inasmuch as this Council had no power to define what should be evi- 
dence, or to add to or alter tho rules of evidence. This Bill having, repealed 
the existing emigration law, the Council had taken away from itself any 
power to provide that an entry or any special form of evidence should be 
evidence in a particular proceeding. The result was that every contract 
which might become the subject of controversy between laborer and em- 
ployer would have to be proved in the ordinary way, namely, by the proof and 
production of the original, or in tho absence of the original, by tho proof or 
production of a copy. If it should be necessary to preserve this short fona of 
proof, the present Act would have to be repealed with the exception of the 

i jarticular portion which provides for tho reception of this kind of evidence, 
[f it should be deemed advisable to liave a special form of evidence us a part of 
the law relating to emigration, wo would have to repeal tho .former Act, except- 
ing fi’om the repeal the portions relating to evidence, inasmuch as tho evi- 
dence Act had preserved all matters of ovidonco in reference to special and 
local Acts. 

In the same way references to the Penal Code had been struck out, this 
Council having no power to add to or alter any of tho provisions of the Codts. 
For instance, in regard to section 13, if a person was a public servant within 
the terms of the Penal Code well and goods ; if not, this Council had no power 
to make him one. 

There was one other matter to which The Advocate General thought 
it necessary to refer — ho alluded to the part of tho report which was as follows : 
“ wo have slightly altered the constitution of the Labor Transport Fund to 
meet the provisions of the Criminal Procedure Code, Section 308,” whereby 
the Procedure Code enabled a Magistrate to award a portion of the fine to 
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a complainant. The Bill as it stood devoted the whole of the fine to a parti- 
cular purpose. We had made that provision subject to section 308 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code. 

Ho did not think it necessary to refer to this report further than to say, 
that the committee )iad introduced certain forms in the Schedule which they 
trusted would be considered satisfactory. A form of contract was provided in 
Schedule A, and the Council would see that it was a very short and simple 
form of contract — quite sufficient, ho thouf^ht, for tho purposes of the Act. 

^ Tho form of contract hitherto in use comprised within it all tho principal 
provisions of the law itself. Tho relative positions of employer and omploycul 
wore defined in tlie Bill, and tho introduction of such provisions into the tM>n- 
tract did not make them more binding. They had, therefore, adopted this form 
of contract. It ‘might be a question whether, under tho instructions of Govern- 
ment, the Magistrate should not be directed to explain the general provisions 
and features of tho Act to the emigrants before tho signing of the contract. 
That, however, was a matter which tho Executive Government would be able to 
govern and direct without the authority of the IjCgislature. 

With regard to tho supplemental report, the Council would observe that 
the committee were of opinion that the systems of free recruiting and recruiting 
under the Act could not well work side by side. '^J’he committee did not fool them- 
selves able, on the materials before them, to recommend that Cachar or any 
other district, should be exempted from the operation of the Act, or to make 
any specific recommendation to tho Council on the general subject. He had^ 
carefully read tin; whole of the opinions received, and beyond the letter of 
the President, re.spocting the state of tho Chandyporc giirdc'Xis, ho had not 
mot with any specific evidence. If tho facts stated in that letter referring 
to Cliundyjioro gardens could be extended by evidence to other estates, or if 
the ovidenco tond(*d to show that the state of things at Chandyjiore existed 
in other loealites, then the committee would have had sufficient material to make 
a specific recommendation ; and if they had had such information they would 
have been inclined to make a rocoimncndation. But as tho matter tdood they 
had not had such evidence. No doubt a number of most valuable opinions bad 
been received, but those who undertook tlie task of legislation wore hound to 
f(»nn their own opinion, on good and sufficient evidence, and to have a firm ground- 
work a.s tho basis of a sound and im|)ortant measure. The committee had hail 
several meetings on the subject, and had devoted considerable time and attenti<»u 
to it, ami the result was' that they found themselves unable to make any 
specific rifcommcndation. 

On the other hand, the Council would observe that, if they should now be 
disposed to order a further inquiry specifically on the subject, tho committee 
would bo perfectly ri'ady to take into their consideration the results of such 
fiirther inejuiry. With regard to tlie opinions which had been received, tho 
AnvocATR-GENKKAL would make this observation, tliat the opinions, were gener- 
ally to the following eficct— that free rocruting was approved subject to the 
provisions regulating the duo performance of contracts iieiiig preserved. No 
doubt if free recruting woro allowed subject to tho condition that the portion 
of the law relating to specific |)erfornianco of couti'acts should bo ])rcscrvcd, 
such an arrangement would suit the employers very well. But ho ventured to 
think that this Council would not accept tlio above recommendation, on the 
subject of rocruting, so fettered and encumbered. . 

On the other hand, with regard to the laborers employed, their view 
was wholly unrepresented. Wlicther it was capable ot being represented 
lie did not Know, but ho thought it was worth an attenijit^to ^ 
possible, tho opinion of tho laboring classes hv means ot inquiries instituted 
' under tlie direction of Govommeiit by tlie Magistrates or other Government 
officials, or by lueaus of a commission of investigation and enquiiy. 

When ail these matters woro put bi'foro tho Council, they would be in a 
iiositiou to say whether or not they would exempt C'aehar from tho operation 
of the Act. The AnvocATK-GENBBAi. would proti > tho poor native in every 
possible way, and ho thought that tho provisions of the existing law ufiord^ 
the laborer every necessary protection. But then it was said that if t.ie 
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time had arrived when the parties could deal with each other without any res- 
trictive provisions, it was the duty of the Government to remove such pro- 
visions, and tliat the freedom which was to be enpyod under tho now state 
of tltinjrfl was highly desirable. He must confess that the partial restraint of 
freedom did not weigh very heavily with him when he found that such restraint 
was more than counterbalanced by positive advantages in respect of health, 
wages, and other inattprs contributing to the welfare of the employed. All 
persons who were bound to others in the capacity of servants had to submit 
to considerable restraint of their own actions and inclinations, for several hours / 
of the day. 

On the whole ho considered that the provisions of the law relating to 
emigration sustained a fair equilibrium between employer and employed. 

Ills Honor the I’kesident said the motion of which there was notice was 
that the report of the Select Committee be taken into consideration in order 
to the settlement of the clauses of tho Hill in the form recommended by the 
Select Committee. 

The Acting Aovocate-General observed that the motion as it stood in 
the list of business, came from His Honojj the President, and had botm inserted 
in the paper by tho routine of the oilice. Tie did not think the Council were 
now in a position to consider tho clauses of the Hill ; the report of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, for instance, had only lately been received, and had not 
been considered by tho Select Committee. 

His Honor the Pue.sii)ENT said he thought it desirable that the Bill should 
be taken into consideration in the form recommended by the committee, 
merely to give them a starting point for further proceedings, and he would, 
therefore, move that it be so considei'od. 

‘ In doing this, he would take tho ojiportunity to explain the course which 
the Government proposed to take with resjiect to this Hill. Tho Council were 
probably aware — those who read the newspapers must bo aware — that it was 
rumoured, ho could not say whether truly or not, that there was on the anvil 
a plan for separating from Bengal imd attaching more closely to tho Government 
of India the districts for which this Hill more particularly provided as a labor 
districts. The Council were also aware that there was before the Legislative 
Council of tho Governor-General, a Bill somewhat cognate with this Hill — he 
alluded to the Bill to promote emigration to British Hurmah. That being the 
state of the case, and he also being not aware w'hcthcr the separation of these 
districts to the east of the Brahmapootra would or would not take place, 
the Government would not think it right that this Bill should bo forced 
through the Council without communication with the Government of India. 

On the other hand, if in this Council, writh the general consent of all parties, 
a good Bill of this kind could be settled and passed, a groat advantage 
would be gained ; because oven if these districts were relieved from the con- 
trol of this Council, on the other hand, the recruiting grounds would still re- 
main subject to the . jurisdiction of the Council. That being so, if the labor 
districts wore separated from tho recruiting districts before this Bill was passed, 
considerable difficulties might arise, and it would in many respects be a great ad- 
vantage if, before any separation of this kind should take place, those ques- 
tions should bo settled amicably and os much' as possible witii general consent. 

In His Honor’s view, it was the greatest possible object to promote emigra- 
tion from tho thickly populated — it might be over-populated — districts of Western 
Bengal to the thinly populated Eastern districts, ^^lat was wanted to render 
the Eastern districts productive, and a source of prosperity to the p^ple and 
tho nation, was population. He was inclined to believe that the districts of 
W’ostem Bengal, if not ovor-populatod, were on tho verge of being over-popu- 
lated ; and in the interests of all parties it was advisable that facilities for ' 
transport should be given, every moans in tho power of the Government being 
used to promote that end. He wished to promote emigration as much as 
possible ; ne wished to promote free and voluntary emigration as far as might 
be : and as emigration could not be altogether spontaneous, he believed all inter- 
ested in tea plantations and tho welfare and prosperity of the Eastern districts, 
would a^^, that above all things the groat thing wanted was cheap recruiting,

cheap transport, cheap moans of providing a population in those labor districts* 
The Government would do all it could to promote that object. lie should shortly 
lay before the Council, by moans of the Gazette^ the measures ho was about 
to take in order to improve roads and facilitate traffic from the East to 
the West. It lay on the Coimcil to do what it could to facilitate that trallic — 
which wo all agreed to be a gf)od thing — by gx^od laws. The Connuitteo of 
which the learned Advocate-Grnekai. was the head, having taken charge of the 
Hill, hod elaborated it in a manner and with an ability which had resulted in 
('•iMxy groat good. They had done great service ; they had much imjjrovcd tlio 
''liii'l; and so far as their labors had achieved, wo accepted those labors, and 
took the Bill into consideration in the improved form in which they had pro* 
sentod it. 

Ho did not think it now necessary to refer to particular points in which 
the Committee had somewhat altered the Bill. lie must say, however, that he 
was a little startled at one view of the law whicdi the learned Advocate- 
GKNiSBAii had enunciated. He was not prepared to find that the provisions of 
the general law of evidence and of tho general law for the punishment of 
crimo, debarred us from passing any local law on the subject. ITis impres- 
sion was that while we could not alter any general law I’Jwssed by tho Ltjgis- 
lativo Council of tho Governor-General, wo had not boon dpbarred from adding 
to that law particular local laws of our own. The learned AnvocAn-vGENEUAn 
was a better judge on such a point than Ills Honok was, and he must sup})ose 
the state of things in tliis matter to be os tho AnvocATK-GEKEnAE had explained 
it to us ; but still he must hope that the ingenuity for which tho Advocate- 
Geneual was so remarkable, would get us out of that great difficulty. 

Then, not dwelling on the minor and general amendments made in the Bill 
by the Committee, Ills Honor came to the particular amendment which he did 
himself the honor to suggest to the Committee, but which, so far, tho Committee 
had not thought proper to adopt. Q'he Committeo had told us tliat in one point 
they were unanimous — ^that the system of tree recruiting was incompatible with 
recruiting under tho Act ; that the two systems could not work side by side. Then 
as to the question whether Gachar and Sylhot were fitted for free recruiting, they 
said they were not yet in possession of sufficient evidence to enable them to make 
any recommendation. Now, he should like to explain that lii.^ own suggestion 
was not that tho planters should be left wholly without jirotoction and remedy 
if onco free recruicing wore allowed. Under tho system of free recruiting, 
capitalists, planters, those who engaged labor, would have the protection of tho 
ordinary civil law of contract. In tho particular case of laborers transported 
from distant districts, tho employers of laborers had also special protection 
in the shape of the Penal Code, which protected persons in cases where they 
expended money in importitig their laborers. Section ‘J-92 of the Penal Code 
did establish a penal provision by which these contracts can bo enforced. 
When wo had a law of that kind, tho general civil law and this particular 
])enal law, contracts not very onerous and not of very long duration would 
be sufficiently protected. His Honor’s view was that ii you can make 
rtscruiting cheap, and make transp<.>Tt cheap, these contracts need not bo so 
onerous and so long as to risk their not being sufficiently protected by the 
ordinary civil law and the ordinary penal law, 

Tho learned Advocate-Geneuae had said that under any contract there 
must be a certain restraint of Treedom. But on the other hand, it seemed to His 
Honor, that tho position of tho coolie whilst his contract lasted, was not a posi- 
tion of limited freedom such as that w hich tho Advocate-General described, 
but, it was a position of very complete absence of freedom. He was not only 
obliged to labor for a definite time, but ho was removed from tho position 
of an ordinary freeman umler tho law. If ho deserted, his master was not 
obliged to resort to tho ordinary process for his remedy, but by tho aid of his 
gu.'irds ho could seize the coolie and forcibly bring him back. His Honor must 
say that this system involved more loss of freedom to tho coolie than was expo- 
riunced by a person under tho ordinary law of contract. It did make him for 
the time a slave. 

Well then, coming to the particular question upon which tho Committee 
were unanimously agreed, namely that it was nut possible that tho two 
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systems — ^tlie system of recruiting under tlie Act, and the system of free 
recruiting — sliould go on together, he felt bound very much to defer to the 
oninion of tlie Committee. At the same time, unanimous though the Oommittce 
wen*, tliere were very considerable authorities on the other side. He had 
mentioned that at this time a Hill cognate to the present Bill was. under the 
consideration of the Ijegislativc Council of the Governor-General. Itliadhap- 
]jeued that the member in charge of that Bill, as representing the Govern- 
ment of India, had taken on thi.s particular point a view directly opposite to^ 
that which the Committee on this Bill had adopted. His Honor would read tiv' 
tlie Council a portion of the speech of the member who was in charge of fhat 
Bill in the Council of tl>e Governor-General. He told the TjCgislative Council 
of the Governor-General that great portions of his Bill were taken from the 
Be.ngal Bill. Ho then wont on to say, compaiing his own Bill with the Bcniral 
Bill— ^ 

“ There was one danse wliidi was conspicuous by its absence, and it would no doubt be 
asked why it was ab.scnl. It was one which was present in the Bengal Act, the Madras Act, 
and the gctncral Emigration Act - a clause which made it penal for anybody to enable a 
person to emigrate, except in accordance with the provisions of the Act. That penalty we 
pru)>osed to omit, for the reason which Ma. Hobiiovsk had already explained to the Council 
tiamely, that it was not onr desire to repress nor to fetter, hut to encourage emigration! 
Mu. liuUHoiiKK could utidorstand why such a clause should bi; in the General Emigration* 
Act or ill the Madias Act, bee.ausc when the emigrant went beyond the boniids of India or 
the Madras Presidency, he was bcroiid the law, and the framers of that law would be quite 
unable to see him righted if he suflered wrong. But why there should be that penalty upon 
emigration within the Indian dominions he could not understand.'’ 

Then ho went on — 

“ If it (emigration) sprung up under the Act, wc should be delighted j but if it sprung 
up iudciiendently of the Act, Mu. Hobhocsb for one would be more delighted still • at 
present he did not believe it would spring up of itself, but that was no reason why we 
should discourage voUmtary emigration. It was quite sufTicient to say that those who did 
not conform to the provisions of the Act should uot have the benefit of contracts under the 
Act. Mb. lIuuHousB could not conceive a more healthy influence on the condition of Indian 
laborers than tliat they should be induced, by returning emigrants or otherwise, to pass of 
their own acconl in large numbers to places where people were willing to employ them. 
If they would do that, it would, in his opinion, be a better state of things than anything 
that we et)nld hope lor under this Bill, and we certainly ought not to put anythin" in the 
Bill that would repress such action.” ** 

Ills Honor did not wish to press on the Council this opinion as in any 
degroo superior to tliat of the Committee on this Bill. He merely read the 
jiassagc to show that very considerable authorities miglit differ from that 
opinion. Not only also did u great authority representing the views of the 
Government of India differ from that opinion, but amongst the mercantile 
gentlemen consulted, there were some who had taken an opinion similar to that 
of tho Government of India and different from that of tlic Committee of this 
Council. He found that Messrs. Bonadailo, Schiller and Co. said this: 

“ Although we have thus far found recruiting under the Act the beat policy, we are 
nevertheless of opiiiKn tliat a system of free recruiting, as proposed bv the Lieutenant- 
Governor, is worthy of a trial. Govermneut interferi'iice no doubt rctanls more or less the 
flow of emigration, and wc are inclined to think that the removal of all restrictions and 
}icnalties would not only ho a boon to the employer, lint inspire the laboring classes with 
greater conliduucc, and eventually prove of benefit to all iutcrcstcd Tn the welfare of tea iu 
ludia. • 

“ At the same time wc are aviirsc to an immcfliate abolition of the system at present in 
operation. This system has worked fairly well so far. Free emigration,* on the other hand 
lias to be tried, and wc tlicreCorc think it would be advisable to allow — for a time at least- 
recruiting under either system.” 

'riioii we cimie next to the opinion of Messrs. Jardine Skinner and 
Co., an eminent linn, whose authority would have much weight in this Council. 
They said — * ’ 

“ Wc take leave to concur in Ilis Honor’s opinion n.s to frcc-recruiting being quite 

eoropaiible witli a contract system, and there is no reason that we know of why the^ two 

systems should not work together.” 

Ills lioNOit had not at all jilaccd these opinions in the balance ao'ainst the 
opinion of tho Committee of the Council. But he said that both official and 
private opinions did sometimes differ from that of the Committee of the 
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Council, and therefore he "was inclined to suggest, notwithstanding the great 
authority of that Committee, that the quo.stiou was still ofien to consideration. 
Then as regards the genoml question as to whether in the districts of Caehur 
and Sylliet free-recruiting might not bo tried, it was certain, us the leanied 
Auvooate-Genebal had put it, that there was a groat tendency on tlie part of 
the planters to say — “ Free-recruiting is an excellent tiling, but the freedom of 
tlie coolie was not at all so good a thing.” That w^as an inconsistent view 
which the Council were not at all likely to accept. Hut on the other hand, it 
did not seem that the planters had universaliy taken this somewhat unreason- 
able, though not unnatural, view. A good many of them hud given an opinion 
distinctly favorable to the plan Ills Honor had the honor to propound. He 
found, amongst the opinions given, the opinion of Mr. 11. lllechj'ndcn, 
who said — , 

" T am quite in favor of the proposal, being of opinion that the adoption of such a 
system of frec-recruiting is very desirable, that it can be carried out satisfactorily, and is 
likf.ly to prove of benefit to the managers of gardens and of advantage to all concerned in 
tea cultivation.” * 

In this case no reservation was made that the penal clauses of the Bill 
should be retained whilst the others should be abrogated. 

Then His Honou found that tho gentleman representing the Directors of 
the East India Tea Company, Limited, said — 

“I am instructed to cxpi^-ss their entire approval of the proposal, as they consider the 
adoption of a system of frec-recruitiug will prove advantageous to the tea interests generally, 
and they therefore trust the measure may be sanctioned.” 

Next, His Honor found that the Directors of the Bengal Tea Company, 
Limited, also cxpri^ss tlicir entire approval of the proiiosal. 

Then Mr. S. 11. llobinson — 

“ Fully concurs in the opinion expressed by Ibc Landholders' Associ.ation, that such frec- 
nmigration may be quite safely permitted, and should be freed from all legislative restric- 
tion, except such as may he necessary for the purposes of sauitatiou on the river voyage for 
emigrants in parties over 20 in number.” 

Then His Honor found that Messrs. Whitney Brothers said — 

“ It is our opinion that the interests of the employer and laborer arc best served by 
being left t<> themselves as much as possible, and we think that the proposal of Ills 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal is a great step in the right direction.” 

And His Honor would draw attention to this as shoM'ing that they i'ully 
considered tlie interest of tho coolie — 

" No contracts should be valid which are made before the arrival of the laborers in the 
tea districts, and with this restriction we feel quite confident that good results will ensue, 
for employers having to bear the expense of forw-arding the coolies will be exceedingly care- 
ful ill their own iutcr(^sts to engage with none but those who seem in robust health, and arc 
entirely contented with regard to their future, expectations.” 

Then ho came to the letter from Messrs. William Moran and Co., w'ho said — 

“ From our ow'n experienee, and our knowledge of the view* entertained by onr jilanter 
friends, we have no doubt that free recruiting of labor would boa great boon in some respeet.s, 
but if that is to be attained by release of the laborers of all rcstruiuts imposed by the Contract 
Law, we much fear a successtul issue to such an alteration.” 

* , * * * * 

“ For the protection of the planter we would venture to suggest that the ordinary law 
of contract should prevail.” 

Tlioy said that tho planter should not be left without jiroteetion, mid that 
tho ordinary law of contract should prevail, not a highly penal law. 'riion they 
wont on to say — 

” And on the part of the laborer let the Passengers and Carr'ers Act be amended, i.' 
necessary, to scourehis full protection; but cmjiloycrs are so tborougtily alive lo the advisa- 
bility of treating tlicir labor force well, and making tliem liaiqiy aiul eoulcnted, that they are 
not likely to encourage dceoption. 

It seemed, then, tliat these opinions worn not one-sided ojiinions, 

Hts Honor would recur to the letter of Messrs. Jurdinc, Skiimcr and C^i. 
They went on to say — 

“ We feel sure that most of the g 9 j:deus iii Caeliar would adopt free recruiting, if it was 
introduced under conditious equitable to both employer and laborer. Uis lloNoit proposes 
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that no contract should be binding for more than one year, unless the cooly had been six 
months in the tea district. In answer to this we would submit that coolies are seldom 
recruited under tlic cost of Rs. 20 per head." 

Tlien having tliat basis thoy went on to suggest tho terms which tiiey 
l>roposctl — 

*' We would allow laborers to proceed to Cachar direct at their own cost if they choose, 
and, on the other Jiand, if their expenses are to be borne by the employer, they should con- 
tract with him for eighteen months at least, which, at the rate of bonus for time-expired 
men, ought nearly to repay the c.xpens(:8 of bringing them to the province. The time 
named is only six months more than His Honor mentions, and, it seems to us, would ofler 
suiricient inducement for working on the free recruiting system." 

So that, in tho opinion of Messrs. Jordinc, Skinner and Co., thoy only wished 
to extend tho term of one year to oightoon months. But that, not improbably, 
this question of a difteronco of six months might bo got over, was made apparent 
by anotlicr statement by which tlio expense of setting the coolie down in Cachar 
might bo very materially reduced. Probably Ks. 10 would cover tho whole 
operation. If that be so, then a contract for one year would quite suiHciently 
cover tho expense, llis Honotc had before him a statement which showed tho 
exact expense of conveying a coolie to Cacliar:

Food purchased on the way during twenty days' average passa<rc, 
at As.

Total ... 6 2 3 


So that, if wo put out of tho question the purchase-money now paid to tho 
professional recruiter, Ks. C-2-3 would cover tho expense of transporting a 
coolie to Cachar. Throw in other incidental expenses, and the cost would 
probably bo Ks. 10 per head. At that rate of expense a long term of contract 
would not bo required to recoup the planters expense. 

With respect to another district nearer to Bengal, and also under tho Labor 
Act, namely, Sylliot, ho would read to tho Council what the Magistrate had said, 
and it seemed to him conclusive from these remarks that Sylhet was not a district 
to which the Act should bo apjiliod : — 

" The largest gardcn.s are practically worked on the free recruiting principle, which 
the Lieutenant-Governor is so anxious not merely to extend but to legalize. Thus, for 
instance, the Lallce Cherra Tea Garden has no imported coolies. It has nearly 900 free 
coolies ; and so with Mairi Cherra, Tillaghar, Cherragaug, Lakartura, Darabhar, and 
(lainariah, but on a smaller scale. The principle adopted by the owners and managers 
of these tea gardens is this. They give out openly that they will have no ** agreement " 
roolics, and that any cooly who chooses might come and settle in their ganions and take up 
their quarters iu their cooly lines •, that they may work as thoy please and wlien they please, 
and that they may go away when they please and return when they please. Now this 
system has worked remlbkably well in Sylliet. Mr. Jennings, one of the pioneers of 
tea-planting in Sylbet, assures me that he will never have an " agreement " cooly again. 
Mr. Foly and Mr. Hudson tell me that they sometimes have a great many more coolies 
settled iu their lines that they can possibly have work for." ^ 

That certainly was strong testimony to the By stem, of free recruiting. If it 
was the reality — if it was believed by tho Council — ho could not conceive the 
Council continuing tho existing system in Sylhot. Cachar was vory close to 
8ylhot, and was separated by only an artificial boundary. If a iroo system 
was so good iu Sylbet, it could hardly bo very bad in Cacliar. 

On tlio other band, iu Assam, tho testimony was of an opposite character, 
and tho opinion both of the Crovernment officers and planters was that Assam 
was not yet propai’od for a system of free recruiting. Tho parts of Assam in 
which tea gardens existed wore much further romovod than wore Cachar and 
Sylbet. The means of communication were infinitely more difficult, and it 
was impossible to get coolies up to Assam without a very large expense. 
His Hoxor was doing all he euulu to improve tho means of co mmu nication to 
Assam ; but in tho meantime communication was undoubtedly difficult and 
expensive. Having regard, thou, not only to tho expenses incurred by the 
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planters, but to Hie proteotion and welfare of the coolies on. isolated gardens, 
lar from Magistrates and Protectors, it would not, he feared, bo feasible to work 
a system of free recruiting in Assam at present. As regards Assam, there was 
an opinion with regard to the proposal for free recruiting to which Ilis 
Honor would refer. The writer of tlie letter (Mr. Langlois) said “ there was 
no use of mincing words in such an important matter,” and ho certainly 
kept his word. Ho says : 

You would force upon your managers the painful necessity of taking the law into 
their own hands to protect your interests. The position of your coolies at your gardens 
would become one far from enviable. The Civil Courts can afford us no relief. It is 
ludicrous to think of summoning a coolie for breach of contract. Bear in mind that these 
men do not benefit one pice of the money paid by you to your recruiters.” 

That last was the saddest part of Mr. Langlois’ statement. The 
recruiters put the money into their own pockets and persuaded the coolies to 
go ; but tho coolie did not get a pice. The time had not como to get rid of the 
recruiters as regards Assam. Hut His Honor was, ho ventured to say, still 
inclined to tliink that the time had come to introduce a free system in Oachar 
and S^lUet ; at any rate, tho time had come when it was incumbent on the 
Council very seriously to consider the subject. 

The course he suggested was tins, that if tho Council thought proper to 
toko into consideration the Bill In the form recommended by the Select Com* 
mitteo, wo should not proccea further that day, but should adjornm the Council 
to that day week. In tho meantime it would bo open to any members to 
submit any further amendment they’ wished to propose. He thought it would bo 
not unlikely that the Government might propose tentatively, with a view to 
consideration by the Council and tho public, some amendments which they 
might deem worthy of consideration ; and his view M'ould bo, that having 
received any amendments which might be submitted to tho Council at their 
meeting next week, and having discussed them so far as the Council was dis- 
posed to discuss them, we should abandon the further consideration of the 
Bill till after the long vacation. In the meantime, we should formally consult 
the officors in charge of the districts, and tho planters and employers of 
laborers — those interested in the question — and, as far as might ho, the coolies 
themselves. It was hoped that a great deal of evidence would bo forth- 
<;oming within tho next two months, and the ConTicil would then bo in a 
position to judge of tho course it was desirable to follow. In the meantime, 
also, we would try to learn from tho Government of India what was the 
probable course of events in regard to these labor districts, and in regard 
to the Bill now before tho Council of tho Governor-General. Ilis suggestion 
was, that after wo had heard what any hon’ble mtiinbor might say to-day, wo 
should adjourn the further consideration of the Bill. 

The Hon’ule Mu. Robinson said he had only one remark to make on the 
subject of free recruiting. lie fult very strongly convinced, that tla'rc hud been 
some misapprehension as to what tho proposal really was, from tho manner in 
which the question was put. It' so happened that he was present at a conver- 
sation between Mr. Wordio of tho firm of Messrs. Jordiuo, Skinner and Co., and 
Mr. Struthors of Messrs. Borradailo, Schiller and Co. .Both those gentlemen 
had no idea whatever that flic proposal contemplated going so tar as removing 
restrictions from tho coolio after his arrival in the gardens. They were both 
clear on tho subject that so fur as removing restrictions to emigration was 
conc,erncd, they entirely agreed. But they wore not in the least prepared to 
remove tho existing restrictions upon the coolio when ho was working in the 
gardens. And Mu. Robinson most certainly hoped that before tho question 
was entered into, some steps might be taken to elicit what the opinions of these 
gentlemen were ; otherwise the Council would only be working in the dark, and 
would add to the difficulties surrounding tho subject. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

The further consideration of the Bill was postponed.

The Govonunent of India will be requested to allow this 
with reference to paragraph 3 of the note, to depute a civil officer to inquire into 
the lines of traffic between the western and eastern districts of Bengal ; and the 
Public Works Department will bo requested to select a good engineer officer 
to examine and survey the ground. Tho Commissioner of Couch Behar will 
report on the subject of a steam ferry over the Berhampooter. 


NOTE. 

In all the notices of the movements of the poptlation, which the local administration 
reports now contain, there is evidence of the continual tendency of labor to flow from the 
western districts to the north-eastern districts of Bengal, It is clear that a large influx of 
western labor reaches llungpore, Dinagcporc, Bograh, and Gooch Behar, from the Hindu- 
stanee districts of the Patna Division, and from the aboriginal districts of Ghota Nagpore, 
&c., and to some extent from Nepal. The reports from Purueah, Julpigorcc, Dinagepore, 
&c., make mention of large streams of laborers passing through every year from west to cast. 
Some of these people remaia throughout the year in vurions kinds of service ; more of 
them seem to come in the cold weather for a few months, and to go back again. A few find 
their way over the Berhampooter to the Mymensing district. Wc arc told, for instance, 
that hundreds of Hiudustauce bearers come there every season. There arc instances of 
small parties walking up into Assam, but they are comparatively rare ; the emigration 
into Assam is at present for tho most part confined to the transport of coolies by steamer 
from Goalundo, boat navigation to Upper Assam being very rare and difficult 

In this paper 1 shall put . aside the more southerly stream of labor traffic from the 
western parts of the Burdwau Division, the southern parts of Ghota Nagpore, and other 
parts of Southern Bengal, by Goalundo, and thence by boat to Sylhet and ('achar. I would 
also leave out here the plans for improving the steam navigation of the Berhampooter from 
Goalundo upwards ; this is being separately dealt with. Also 1 leave out the route up the 
Assam Valley from its gates at Doobree by road or railway ; that also is a separate matter. 

What 1 would now consider is the means of facilitating the labor traffic from the 
west to the districts north of the Ganges, and if possible by facilitation 1 would extend 
eastwards the flow of this current. I am more and more convinced that one principal 
mode of avoiding the %inrtality, great expense, and other evils of the coolie transport to 
Assam, and promoting the population and cultivation of the latter province, is a free 
immigration of this kind. 

The object here set forth must then be to facilitate passenger traffic from the districts 
west of Burneah and Bhaiigulporc as far as the commencement of wbat is (by a fiction) 
called the Assam Grand Trunk Road opposite DcK)brce on thb Berhampooter. The proposed 
new line of the Northern Bengal Railway will run at right angles to this current of 
passenger traffic, and will not ranch subserve it. But the branches to Dinagepr>re and 
Rnngpore, thrown off from a common starting point, will form a continuous linn between 
those two important places, and will be a considerable section of a west to cast route. 

It is material to observe that a passenger traffic, such as is the subject of the present 
note, is one of which the conditions are materially different from a goods traffic, and is 
more easily accommodated. Breaks and transhipments, if frequent, are fatal to a goods 
traffic, but passengers pack and unpack themselves with great facility. Hence large 
unbridged rivers affect them little if they are only such that ferry boats can easily ply, arid 
not so large as to make the crossing very tedious and dangerous. 

The traffic which 1 wish to promote seems principally to follow two main lines that 

from the districts south of the Ganges to Maldab, Dinagcporc, Bograh, and Rungporc, and 
that from the districts of Behar north of the Ganges and Nepal, by the northern portion of 
the Purncah district to Julpigoree, Gooch Behar, llungpore, and Dinagepore. These two lines 
are connected by the Ganges and Darjeeling Road; so that a man from Patna or Gya, who 
comes down by rail to Bbaugulpore and Colgong, might travel up the road to Titalya and 
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Julpigoree, aud then to Cooch Behar, &c. This, however, is a long and roundabout route not 
generally taken. What is most wanted is to connect the East Indian Railway line with 
Dinagjepore, and IjTorth Behar with the North Bengal districts. 

For the form^ connection two alternative routes seem to present themselves. The one 
would be to follow the Qanges-Darjeeling Road from Caragolah by Purneah to the Maha- 
nuddeo Crossing (a tramway might well be put on this portion of that road), and theu(*c 
by a new or improved road to Dinagepore. The other would follow the railway to Kajmehal, 
and thence cross by the Maldah district, and so to Dinagepore. 

' The, northern Kne is probably the most important of the two. The great surplus popula- 
tion of .'Sitrun and Ti^oot seems to be one which is very ready to migrate, especially since 
so mv^" Itod' is now taken into the direct possession of indigo-planters. There arc 
toleraJ^JK^s in Tirhoot, and Durbungah may be taken as the main point of departure for 
the eart. /Thence I believe a road to Purneah would not be very difficult; or we might 
take 'a. more northerly line through the Mad hey pore sub-division of Tirhoot and Soopool 
stfb-di^pion of Bhaugulpore, and might thus connect with Kishengunge the northern 
su^^viiiipn^of Purneah on the Gangcs-Darjceling Road. A good deal would depend on 
{3aee for crossing the Koosee. From Kisheiiguuge we might follow the road to near 
thence to Julpigoree (the Titalya-Julpicoree Road being improved). From 
^ulpigoi^e a road runs through ('oochBchar to Doobrccon the Berhampootcr. The Gooch 
']^ehar Ray has already done much to this road, and I have urged the Cominiasioucr to do 
more. We should complete properly uur portion of this road. Still much of this traffic might 
seek a more southerly route to Dinagepore, Rungpore, and Bograh, and if so, a roail from 
Kishengunge to Dinagepore would he wanted. One road with t wo short branches might lead 
from Purneah by the Mahauuddee Ferry (where there may some day be a bridge) on one 
side, and from Kishengunge oh the other to Diuagpore ; thus —

The crossing of the Berhampooter is very difficult, and the churs, islands, and changes 
of the stream render it very long and tedious. No good and easy crossing can be got 
unless we follow the right bank all the way up to Goalpara, at least, through a very jungly 
country. (Major LiuJsay^s trial survey has shown this.) A steam ferry over the Berham- 
pooter is a very crying necessity. For this purpose it would be desirable to gather together 
and unite, if possible, the Dinagepore- Rungpore line of traffic and the J ulpigoree-Cooch 
Behar line (so far as each stream may go on towards Assam), and taking them together to 
land them on the other side. The nearest point of the Berhampootcr to Rungpore is Bugwah, 
considerably below Doobree ; but it strikes me that if instead of this line the Rungpore- 
Cooch Behar Road were followed from Rungpore to the crossing of the Dhurlah, and thence 
^ a line were taken something like that surveyed by Major Lindsay oiPhis trial towards Assam 
(which was only unfavorable for a railway in respect of heavy river crossings), a road might 
be made to meet the Cooch Behar-Doobree road, and so the two lines would be united at 
Doobree or some such place, whore a steam ferry would cross the puKscugers. 

Although the above is grounded on a good deal of personal inquiry, and a study of the 
map, much of it is necessarily oonjcctural. 1 think a systematic study of the subject and a 
rough survey should be made. 1 would go about this much as we went about the North 
Bengal survey last year — a civil officer being deputed to inquire into the lines of traffic, 
and an engineer officer to examine and survey the ground. Of course a very much 
rougher survey than a railway survey would be required. We only want to prospect for 
roads which may be made lit for ordinary uative passenger traffic — 1 may say for foot and 
horse traffic at all seasons, and for carts in fine weather only. The bridging of ferryablc rivers 
need not be attempted. The Puldic Works Department should be rc([ucstcd to select a good 
man for tlie duty. Major Lindsay^s trial survey will be placed at his disposal. The Govern- 
ment of India will bo asked to allow us to depute for two or three mouths a good civil officer, 
of grade not higher than a Magistrate-C'ollcctor, and probably lower ; an acting man being 
put in his place. These offici^rs should commence work as soon as the season will permit. 

I have, just as I conclude writing this, received a very valuable note by Mr. Stevens, 
Engineer of the Durbungah Estate, who knows tlioroiighly the country cast of the Kooscc 
and will so far give all the requisite iufonnatum and assistuuce.

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RESOLUTION ON THE ASSAM GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 

REPORT FOR 1872-73. 

RESOLUTION. 

' GENERAL DEPARTMENT. 

MlSORLLAMVOITi. 

Calcutta^ the 8//i September 1873. 

Read — 

The General Administration Report of the Province of Assam for the year 1872*7.3. 

The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the report would have been more 
convenient for the purposes of Government, if it hud embraced the province as 
a whole, distinguishing features of its separate parts where they are distin- 
guishing, and had not so much reproduced the separate accounts of each 
district, and even of each sub-division on every subject. The report contains 
no doubt very much useful information, and very valuable remarks of the 
Commissioner, but it is only by gleaning and collating that full use can be 
made of it. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that most of the officers went 
much about their districts. He notices with approbation the remark of one 
officer that he “ strove to open, as it were, to the people during his tour a short 
cut to the ears of Government, without their being obliged to go through the 
usual tortuous ways of courts, petitions, and routine.'* 

3. Happily the concurrent testimony of all seems to show that as a rule 
the indigenous population of Assam is, judged by an Indian standard, very well 
off. “The agriculturalists,” says the Deputy Commissioner of Nowgong, “are 
really wonderfully well off.” “ Our ryots,” declares the Commissioner, “ are 
much better off and much more independent than any class of ryots in the perma- 
nently-settled districts.” Labor is very well paid, food is not dear, and with 
great abundance of a productive soil, and a sparse population, the Assamese 
live in comparative comfort, without having to undergo any kind of severe toil. 
The Gacharees are the cream of the population, and are a very fine race indeed. 

4. More than one opinion is given in this report that the general popula- 
tion of Assam is not increasing ; and this seems to be the general belief. The 
cause of this (if it be a fact) is, however, not so apparent. One officer attributes 
it to the people being so well off, but he does not explain how this operates. 
Another attributes it to their opium-eating. But there is no reason to suppose 
that the Assamese have reached the advanced stage of civilization in which 
prudence deters from marriage and checks population; and it seems to bo the case 
that though much opium is consumed, the practice is not carried to such an 
excess as to have a very ruinous effect on the general population. Though 
there has been a goort deal of cholera in the pa.st season, the general tendency 
of all the district accounts and of all the information which the Lieutenant- 
Governor has been able to gather from various sources, does not seem to indi- 
cate that the open and cultivated parts of Assam are specially unhealthy, 
and tliut the uuhealthiness of the country would acqfmnt for a complete stagna- 
tion or retrogression in population. In Assam, however, where there is a 
very good indigenous paid agency all over the province, and the system of 
annual settlements gives exceptional means of a knowledge of the country and 
the people, Government should be in possession of statistics fuller and better 
than elsewhere; and the Lieutenant-Governor will look both to a careful 
working of the specimen areas for vital statistics, as well as to the submission 
of good and carcl'ul rcrurns for the districts generally, to obtain statistics of life 
whicli shall truly show the movements of the population, and make clear 
whether it is really so little progressive as is supposed. 

But be that as it ntay, it cannot be expected that the spontaneous progress 
of population will be particularly rapid, or that the small existing population 
will multiply so fast as to fill the country speedily. His Honor thoroughly 
and entirely recognizes what has repeatedly been said, that the great want of 
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the province is population. It seoms to be quite beyond doubt that it once 
supported a much larger population. This decadence, the Lieutenant-Governor 
believes, is the result of anarchy and the want of protection against tlie many 
wild border tribes. A commencement has been made towards giving that 
protection. His Honor’s hope is, that the measures designed will eventually 
( give protection completely, and that if wo can only open sufficient channels 
for population to flow in, it will flow in to All the vacuum, and the province 
may be developed into a most wealthy and productive one. Already His 
Honor is glad to see that the immigrants begin to form permanent Bengali 
villages, and he hopes that this may increase. Still it is nufortuuately 
the case that Assam is cut ofi* from the rest of India by long distances and 
difficult routes. The districts of eastern Bengal to which it is nearest are 
t hose in which labor is dearest and population most wanted to sratlier the rich 
staples developing there, and for immigration from the districts w'hcre the 
population more presses on the means of subsistence wc must have better means 
of communication before we can expect that it will be free and voluntary 
to any largo extent. 

6. The Brahmaputra, the splendid river of Assam, is unfortunately defi- 
cient in the means of navigation in an extreme degree, and boat traffic above 
Gowhatty is excessively scarhe, while the steam service is very, dilatory, 
and unhappily not unfrequently attended with great loss of life. What is 
undoubtedly most wanted is improved communication from the western 
districts by road, railway or improved steam services. This subject has been 
under the separate consideration of the Lieutenant-Governor, who has been 
endeavouring to do all he can to seemre it, and it will be very prominently 
brought to the notice of the (Tovernment of India. 

6. With respect to the immigrant laborers in the tea gardens, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor has read with very groat pleasure the Commissioner’s account 
of the improvement in the state of things reported. “ I visited,” says Colonel 
Hopkinson, a good many tea gardems, inspt!uted the coolies, looked at their 
lines, and was much pleased with what 1 saw. The tea plantations were on a 
happier footing than they used to be in former years, as if the improvement 
in the financial prospects of lea cultivation had communicated itself to every 
part of the industry. The coolies looked happy, well, and contented, and 
for the most part appeared on excellent terms with their masters ; these too, 
as if they had become more hopeful and more satisfied with their position, 
seemed to think more about making themselves comfortable; their houses 
were better kept, pains had been taken to attach good vegetable gardens to 
them, and here and there pretty flower gardens were making their appearance. 
Tea-planting certainly never appeared to me in so inviting an aspect before. 
I found the coolies fairly well lodged, and sanitary measures by no means 
neglected in their lines.” The tea industry is now evidently pro.'«perous, and 
cultivation is being steadily pushed on. The Commissioner reports tliat the 
working of tho concerns is generally, so far as can be judged, carried on in a safe 
and prudent manner. It gives the Lieutenant-Governor much gratificatiou 
to notice this success and progress, and the thorough establishment of tea- 
planting as no longer a spocufation, but an honest industry. His Honor will 
only say that ho could wish to sec people cultivating their own gardens more 
largely and the ownership not so often passing into the hands of limited liability 
Companies. At present too many it is said, still strive to get up Companies. 

The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the 7’cw waste land rules will shortly 
be approved by tho Governruent of India, and <: .at every facility will bo given 
; for the fair acquisition, on fair terms, by speedy and clear process, of the lands 
required for bond tea-planting, whilothe lund-jubhiiig and abuse which have 
been proved by experience to result from tlie adoption of too easy rules and an 
irregular practice are avoided. The lavs regarding the recruitment and 
transport of laborers and the conditions under which they work out their 
contracts, are under the consideration of tlie Bengal Legislative Council. It 
is the Lieutenant-Governor’s wash to give every liberty and freedom consistent 
with providing against abuse. Tho easy and cheap influx of labor is the last 
thing which His Honor would bo disposed to check. 
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7. His Honor trusts that cinchona also may be ^rovrn in Assam. The 
Deputy Coumiissioner of the Khasi and Jynteah Hills, whilst on a visit at 
Nunkhlow last September, noticed some very fine cinchona trees in the "ardens ; 
but these gardens have not been worked of late, and their cultivation is not 
extended. 

The rubber trade is one that engages attention to develop the supply 
without waste and destruction. 

Seeing how dear elephants are becoming, the great elephant resources of 
Assam also demand care. It may be hoped that the new regulation will enable 
Government to regulate without checking enterprise on the frontier. 

As regards th<i produce of tho plain country, the Lieutenant-Governor 
observes that oil-seeds seem to he the principal export, and it is a profitable 
and increasing trade Avhich may be developed to any extent. The absence of a 
jute trade in a country where the soil and climate seem so favorable, is strange ; 
but perhaps its absence is in a great measure to bo accounted for by the absence 
of the labor required for its preparation. This, like many other things, can 
probably only be cured by immigration. 

Cotton is already cultivated in the hills and the sub-montane tracts, and 
His Honor trusts that its growth may be very largely develop<>d. 

'The Lieutenant-Governor is aware of tho great mineral resources of 
Assam and of the excellent quality of its coal. Tho Khasi and Jynteah 
Hills, especially, excel perhaps any part of India in respect of minerals. If 
there were only some addition to the population so enterprising and energetic 
(female as well as male — perhaps more than male) we might expect to have 
not only flocks and cinchona, cotton and fruit-trees, but it is probable 
that the combination of the best coal, iron, and lime in one place, 
together with an iron-working population, might make these hills the best 
manufacturing district in India. The newly annexed tract of the Garo Hills 
may possibly much extend the field for such industries. 

The Lieutenant-Governor notices that in pursuance of his previous 
instructiou a troe nursery and orchard have been established at Shillong, for 
which a tract of land about 1,500 acres in quantity has been taken up close 
to the station. A supply of Scotch fir, silver fir, larch and ash seeds obtained 
from tho Botanical Gardens were sown bore, but never germinated. It is 
to be hoped that Colonel Bivar will persevere and bo more successful with 
another supply of seeds this year. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the public press is in a 
fair state of development in Assam for so remote a province. There are three 
local newspapers, two at Seobsaugor and one in Gowhatty. The Commissioner 
speaks favorably of the tone of the press which, so far as it bos any influence 
is said to exercise a beneficial one rather than otherwise. 

9. The Lieu^teuant-Governor believes there is a great deal of truth iu the 
statement put forward by the Deputy Commissioner of Kamroop that in Assam 
a too strict adherence to tiie principles laid down in Hindoo law leads to grave 
injustice sometimes at the hands of foreign Moousitfs who ^re unacquainted with 
the local usages of tho province. “There are many particulars, ” writes Colonel 
Lamb, “ connected with the social condition of the Assamese altogether dissimilar 
to the provisions of the Hindoo and Mahomedan law ; and as regards the aborigi- 
nal tribes settled in tho province, although some of them have been admitted 
within a modified Hindooisio, yet they still continue to be governed by their 
own social observances. It would, therefore, occasionally cause grave injustice 
to administer a rigorous Hindoo law among the people of Assam. “ I may 
mention,” he says, “ as an instance tiiat the custom of divorce is quite unknown 
to Hindoo law, although nothing is more common among the Hiuduo population 
of the province. Besides the subject of divorce, there are numerous others 
counccted with marriage, inheritance and other usages, in which a knowledge 
of the habits and customs of the people is very conducive to the satisfactory 
discharge of both civil and criminal work, and it is, therefore, very desirable that 
a greater number of young meu of the country should bo induced to qualify 
themselves for employment in the administration of justice.” All this is 
quite true, and the Lieutenant-Governor has noticed the same thing in several 
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other parts of India. His Honor has no doubt that much evil must result if 
Bencaleo lawyers introduce their own Hindoo law into a province where local 
custom has much varied it; and now that judicial officers in Assam have been 
separated from those an Bengal, he trusts that every effort will be used to 
correct tiiis tendency, and to get capable people of the country acquainted with 
the indigenous laws and customs. In the same sense writes Mr. Gamegy, the 
sub-divisional officer of Jorehaut : “When exercising MounsifTs powers, 1 
found that nearly all the disputes leading to cases, except tradesmen’s suits 
brought for goods sold, had been previously brought before a * salis’ for settle- 
ment, and that my Court was in reality used as a Court of appeal from the 
decision given there by those dissatisfied with the justice meted out to them. I 
generally took the trouble to find out what decision the * sails* had come to, 
and almost invariably found it to have been one essentially just, though not 
always legal according to our ideas.” The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that every 
encouragement will be given to this system of arbitration. The supply of 
judicial officors no doubt creates the demand for litigation to a very considerable 
extent. This is generally the case, and must be so ; but His Honor trusts that 
in Assam the Courts will not encourage anything which tends to the obliteration 
of an indigenous agency and of indigenous customs having the force of law. 

10. The Lieutenant-Glovcrnor has great pleasure in recognising, from a 
revenue point of view, the great success which has attended the Commissioner’s 
exertions in working out the land revenue system in Assam. At the same time, 
although the revenue is very punctually collected, in the last year or two it 
appears that this revenue docs not advance, or rather, that it is slightly less, 
and in the three upper districts of Assam is considerably less. It apj)cars also 
from the excessive number of annual resignations ot ryots’ holdings, from the 
almost universal refusal to take 10 years’ leases, and from other indications, 
that the assessment is now' so high that no margin of value is given to the land. 
It is said, that the ryots arc induced to go away and s'^ ttlo in tea gardens, this, 
though a loss to the revenue, is not a loss to the country ; but tea planters can 
and do attract immigrants from outside, and His Honor would not like to 
believe that the estates are cultivated at the exjjense of the ordinary cultivation 
of the province, when the province is already so w'anting in population and 
cultivation. The Commissioner’s attention has been separately called to these 
questions which are of the first importance to the province. 

11. A great impulse is reported from all the districts to have been given 
to education during the year, and primary schools have been started everywhere. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that education w'ill be puslied on rapidly, 
especially now that it is to be given in the language of the people — a measure 
which certainly seems to be v<Ty popular. It is noteworthy that in Assam, 
as in several other parts of tlie country, the education committees have 
shown more interest than the committees in other departfhents. 

12. The condition of the principal road in Assam — called the Trunk Iload 
— is described as very unequal in different parts of its course. Government has 
endeavoured to make this road throughout a post-road, and in places has 
improved it for local puiq)Oscs ; but u<jthing more can be done until the 
Government has at its command very large funds for the construction 
cither of a very great and expensive road or a railway; and His Honor 
thinks that we must pc'rhafis noAV wait for the latter as cheaper in pro- 
portion. On the other hand, as regards local roads, the stale of things 
seems to he by no means so bad as it might be. The Commissioner, in his 
visit to Durrung, found the roads in excellent condition, and the Scchsaugor 
and Now'gong roads have shown signs of much improvement. Of the latter 
district, the Deputy Commissioner records that the general state of <!ommunica- 
tion throughout the district is “ certainly matter for congratulation.” Witli 
the aid of the very liberal grants which the Lieutenant-Governor lias 
lately made to assist the construction and repairs of such roads, Assam ought 
soon to he pretty well off in this respect. Attention must be given to the 
improvement of the Luckhimporo roads, w'hicli are perhaps the worst in the 
province. Liberal grants have been made for them. 
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The Lieutenant* Governor cannot agree with the conclusion of the Comn^iS' 
sioner of Assam and liis district officers that the road committees are of no 
Pl^ctical use. It is clear that the planters mustbamuch interested in the roads. 
A committee of planters and mouzadars might at least meet at the most convenient 
season to make a fair distribution of the funds. Often a little money will he best 
utilized by a member of a committee interested in a road ; and it appears quite 
evident from what Major Lance has written, as well as from other parts of the 
report, that the planters are willing to assist by money contributions and super- 
vision any efforts of Government in this direction. The Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks that the Commissioner’s proposal for allowing the mouzadars trifling 
sums to keep village roads in repair is a very good one. 

13. The political administration of Assam is the subject of a separate report 
and orders, and the relations of the British Government with frontier tribes, 
and the explorations of country on our borders, though they have occupied 
much of the Lieutenant-Governor’s attention during the year, will not be 
discussed in this place. 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to express his special thanks to the 
Commissioner, Colonel Uopkinson, for his able and in-seeing supervision of the 
province, and very fully acknowledges his sense of what Assam owes to the 
Commissioner for his long and successful administration.

And IltT Majesty is further pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, that it shall be the 
duty of the Kegistrar of the Privy Council to report to the Lords oi the Judicial C/ommittee 
the names of the parlies and dates of the decrees in appeals in wliich no effi^ctual steps have 
been taken within the aforesaid periods of time to set down the case for hearing ; and the Lords 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council shall bo at liberty to call upon the appellant or 
his agent in such cases to show cause why the said appeal or appeals should not bo dismissed !or 
non>]>ro8eciition, and (if they shall so think lit) to recommend to Her Majesty the dismissal of 
any such apjieal, or to give such directions therein ns the jwsticc of the cuso niuy require.

. EMBANKMENTS AND WATERCOURSES. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch moved that the Bill to amend the law relating 
to Embankments and Watercourses bo iurther considered in order to tho 
aottlement of Ihe danses of tho BUI. When this Bill was last before tho Council 
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lie had expreHsed a hope that when it was next brought forward, it would be 
merely for the purpose of being passed. But during the interval that had 
elapsed, it had b(^en thought expedient carefully to look over the provisions of 
the Bill with a view to making any amendments that might bo brought to 
notice. The result had been that he had submitted to the Council a paper of 
amendments which he intended to propose. If the Council determinca to take 
the Bill into consideration, he would then be able to state the reasons whicti 
induced him to propose those amendments. 

The Hon’ble Bauoo Dioitmbrk Mitter said that in his humble opinion the 
amendments proposed to be moved by the Ilon’ble Member in charge of the 
Bill were not such as could be conveniently and pro})erly considered by thii 
Council. The amendments were too numerous to be considered in tliis way, 
and they seemed to him to introduce a radical change in the rules of procedure 
as well as to modify the Bill in other respects. It would be much morti 
convenient that the Bill bo re-committed in order to the consideration of the 
amendments of which notice had been given. 

Ills ITonou the President said, perhaps it would be most convenient that 
he should state the course the Government proposed to take in regard to this 
Bill. The Hon’ble Member on the right had alluded to the changes proposed 
by the amendments, of which notice had been given, as radical changes. No 
doubt they were wry bulky aniendnients, and in one respect the change 
proposed was a radical change, inasmuch as it changed the initiative from the 
Public Works Department to the Civil Department. The radical change w'a.s 
confined to that one change. His Honor was also inclined to hope that the 
change — a considerable change — which the Government thought it right to 
make, was one which would make the Bill more palatable, if not more 
acceptable, to the Hon’ble Member and the other TIun’blo Mcmlier who sat 
near to him. The Council wore now near the end of the Session, and the 
course suggested by the llon’blo Member would not be convenient. Wo wort! 
now nearly come to the long vacation ; wo were about to disperse to some 
distance, and we should find it difficult to get together an efficient Committee 
at this season. The changes proposed had been very carefully considered, 
although His Honor did not think they amounted to any great change. 
What wo proposed was that if tho amendments, or some or any of tlu- 
amendments, were adopted, the Bill would be immediately reprinted with the 
amendments made that day ; and at our next mooting that day week, the 
Members would have an opportunity of moving any further amendments of 
which they might give notice. After that, during the long vacation, further 
proceedings with regard to the Bill would be suspended. A further opportunity 
w'ould then be given of carefully considering tho revised and re-amended Bill. 
Hon’ble Members would then again he able to bring forward any amendments 
which in the course qf that period they might digest. This was the course pro- 
])osed, and he hoped the Hon’blo Mom'ior would think it was at least as con- 
venient a course as that suggested by hmi. 

Tub Hon’ele Baboo Digumbrr Miti’f.k observed that after the explanation 
which had been oflered, he would withdraw tho amendment which ho had 
intended to move. His impression was that at tuo next meeting it was thi^ 
intention to move the passing of the Bill. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

The Huh’bee Mr. Sohalcii said that in bringing these amendments before 
tho Council, he wished to point out that they were not so much matter of 
detail, but were, in a great measure, matter of principle. This Bill had 
been twice if not thrice rc-committod, and it would lie a pity to have recourse 
a^ain to that proceeding. The amendmonts which he had ]>roposed might btj 
divided into amendments of four classes. Tiie most important was the substi- 
tution of Parts 11, HI, and IV, os printed in the notice of amendments, for 
Parts II, III, and IV, as they stood in the Bill. They wore, in fact, word for 
word exactly tbe same as they stood in tho Bill, with the exception that when; 
the word ‘‘Engineer” stood wo proposed to substitute the word “Collector.” 
The reason of this proposal was twofold. First it bad been suggested in some 
quarters, and amongst others by tho Biitish Indian Association, who representt'd 
in a great measure the zemindars, that tho Bill placed too great power in the 
bands of the Engineer. Mb. Schalch could not say bo fully concurred with 
that objection, because it would be found that no power could be conferred on 
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the Engineer until complete publication had boon given to the measure propoHe<l 
to be undertaken, until all parties interested had been allowed an oppoi'tunity 
of appearing and stating weir objections, and until those objections had been 
disposed of upon a judicial enquiry ; and when oven that was dune, the wliohs 
of these orders were open not only to appeal but also to revision, right up to the 
Government of Bengal. He tliought therefore the Bill might well stand us it 
was. 

But it was supposed that if the Collector -waH substituti^ for the Engineer 
there would be greater responsibility thrown upon him ; he would be more 
careful how he conducted ms proceedings, and would not be led away by 
professional feeling, as he was likely to be if the Engineer had the initiating 
power. It had therefore been suggested that it was better to give the Collector 
the initiative, and to vest the powers in him ; and then, as far as the purely pro- 
fessional work was concerned, it would be exercisi d by the ofHcers under him, 
but under his responsibility. 

Another reason was that the position of the Executive Engineer ns he 
formerly existed, had been changed : he was aiow the District Engineer and was 
mure directly subordinate to the Collector than the Executive Engineer was. 

These were the reasons which suggested the substitution of tho Collector 
for the Engineer in Parts II, III, and IV. Part II wtis taken word ft)r word 
from the Sections of the Ufill as it now stood, somewhat traiisiiosed and re- 
arranged. So also was Fart III ; and Part IV was also the same, with the 
exception that whilst we retained the more important powers in the hands of 
the Collector, we gave to the Engineer such powers as merely referred to tljo 
making of sluices uud other subsidiary works. 

It would then be seen that tliore was no reason for an enquiry i)iti> 
details: the alterations proposed involved only the principle of substituting tin* 
Collector for the Engineer. The amendments did n<»t make any change cxcoj)r 
such as the Secretary would bo empowered to make in the way of drafting. If 
therefore the Council were pleased to proceed at once witli the consideration of 
the Bill, the Bill would in due course be printed and taken up again at the next 
meeting of the Council, so as to afibra any Member who might desire it, an 
opportunity of proposing further amendments. 

In section 3, the interpretation clause, the Hon’iile Mr. Scualch moved tluj 
following amendments : — 

To add to the definition of “ embankments,” the words “ and also all 
buildings intended for purposes of inspection aud supervision ; ” the reasfm li.r 
the addition of these words being to include the bungalows of Engineers and 
other such buildings within the definition. 

To substitute the following for the definition of “ Enpnocr “ The Engi- 
neer means the District Engineer or any Engineer specially ajipointed by the 
Lioutonant-Govemor of Bengal to perform the functions of an Eugiueor under this 
Act.” In regard to this amendment, Mb. Sciialoji said t*iat it was necc.'ssar}- to 
alter the definition to moot the altered position of the former Executive Eugim;er. 
In place of the former Executive Engineer, there would now bo the District 
Engineer ; and the latter part of the proimsed amendment was Jiecessarv ti» 
meet the case of long lines of embankment for the supervision of which a 
special Engineer would be necessary. 

The motions wcsro severally agreed to. 

The lloN’iiLE Mb. Schalcii next moved the substitution of the following 
for Parts II, III, and IV, as they stood in the Bill. Ho bud nothing furlher 
to say in explanation of this motion, except that the only question involv«‘d 
was whether the Collector should be substitutod for the Engineer througluuit 
tltcse ports.

Powers of Collector. 


Powers of Collector and procedvre thereon. 

4. Uudor the cuiiditiouH aud iii the maimer hereinafter 
provided— 


Clause 1. — The Collector may cause any embankment which coniicets ])nblie

Provided that no j)ersoii shall tuiter iiiin any building or upon any enclosed court or 
„ . r . garden attached to a dwelbiig-lumse (unless with the consent 

ol the oc*eupi»*r thereot) without previously giving such 
occupier at least seven days^ notice in writingof his iuteutiou t.^do so. 

The Engineer or other ptTson so authorized shall at the time of such entry pay or 
Payment for dnnnitfp, tender payment for all necessary d.image to he done as aVote- 

said, and ui ease of dispute as to the suilieieney of the amount 
so paid or lendiTcd, he shall at once refer the dispute to the decision of the Collector, and 
such decision shall be fiual.^' 


The IIoN’nLE TIajah JoTKKMJKO Moititn Taoore suitl b(!foro tlio Council 
jirocccdetl to consider llic tiiiiond)noiit.s now hetoro thejn, ho wislu'd lo oiler ii 
tew rcmnrks. Tins main (d)je<;t of tliese amoiidiiients sc'csmed lo liini to bo tl)c 
trausl'cr to the Oillcctor oi’ ihe ]»ower originally vestc'd in tlio lOij^ineer. 'Fo 
liiiu this seemed jjractically u nominal chaiif't*. For it was a wcll-kiiowu 
fa<-t that the liands of tins (,'olieetor were already too lull and fliat the 
prt»|)er supervision and direction of embankment works would i-o(|uiv(^ 
much more, time and atteidion than lie ecmld well s])aro. ]h‘.sides, the 
professional advice of tlie Jjii.t'incor would always woif?h with the ('ollector, and 
that olliccr it might he ema^flncd would jnueh rather prefer to leave llio settle- 
ment of emliankmont questions in the hands of tlie Kijo'inot'r than to take the 
rcsjionsibility upon liimself. '['lien a^^ain, section 01, as ]>roposed to he umemled, 
distinctly authorized tlie Collector, at his discretion, to delen-atc his power to 
the Knj^inei'r, ond this would much facilitate tJiat end. So that virtually the 
matter would roinuin very much in the same state as it stood in the JJill at 
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present, and these {Mnendmcnts could in no way bo considered iinpro\'eineiits 
On the contrary, they were likely to do men? harm than f^ood. For under tlm 
Bill as it stood the Collector held the position of a disinterested ju(lg<^ ; but 
as it was proposed to alter it under the amondnient, if tlm Collee.t-or was to 
have a nominal jjow'er, and have the discretion of dtjlogating aft<!rwards that power 
to the Engineer, ho would naturally feel a sort of bias to upliold an authority 
f-vliich he had himself delegated, llnder tlieso clrcumstaneiis, U<\.iA.n Jotkknoijo 
Mouun 'J’ACioUK thought the adoption of the amendments before the. Council 
would be of scarcely any advantage. 

Ills IloNoii TUK President jjwid ho should like to say one «)r two words in 
explanation. It was perfectly tme, as the hon’blc nieinbor said, that tlu' Col- 
lector had his hands pretty full, and that lie might not be master of engineering 
details. But on the other hand, it seemed to him that the most essentia.! and 
practical advantage of the amoiiduicnt was this, that as the Hill stood, tile 
Engincor w'as entitled to take the initiative, and if the Collector was r)ppose<l 
to the proposal of the Engineer, ho had to find the means or argnments 
to controvert the opinion of the Engineer. The Colleehn in that ease was 
bound to take up the wliolo case sind decide ui)on it. As the Bill stood, the 
Collector was not bound to move at all ; he w'as not hound 1o givt' any' 
reasons. JTe might the Engineer ; lie might say, “ 1 am imt going 

to take it u]).’’ It was for the Oillector to bo satisfied that there wjis neces.sity'' 
before ho would move. He was the person who under the law, if the amend- 
ment was acc,«>ptod, would bo required to take the initiative. The Engineer 
would not be in the field until the Colloetor liad taken llii' iniliafive. 'I'hat was 
entirely diflereiit to the case as it now stood, wluu-e the Engint'cr was entitled 
to take the initiative and force the matter to a decision. 


As regards Part IV, it was true the Collector had the power to delegafe 
bis powers under that Part to the Engineer. But if hon’hle members would 
l<»ok to that Part they would find that under it none of the radical fuiuv 
tions of the Collector could be d<'h.*gated. The functions that could ho delegated 
were minor and subsidiary, such as tlio power to make repairs, the powtu' to 
alter roads, the jaiwer to make temjxirary roadways, wat(*rcourses, or drains, 
the power to remove houses, the pow<?r of opc'uiiig or .shutting sluices, tlio 
jiower to take land or earth for embanked tow-]»aths, the iiower to enter and 
survey land, and sueli like minor jiowers. These wi're itiinoi’ uiul snb.si<Hary 
jiowers altogether of a secondary description, and not the radical and main 
powers which tlie Ckd lector was to <!Xercise under the Hill. 

The Hon’iu-e Ua.iau .Jo'i'erndko MonuN Tagore observed that under sex-tiou 
tJl as proposed to be amended all the poAvers of the Collector might be* delegated 
to the Mngiueer. If the delegation were confined to tlio minor powers rcfeiTod 
to by llis Honor, ho would not liavo raised the objection.' 

His lIoN'oR THE President remarked that the Council ^jad not yet come to 
tho amendment upon soetion fil. If the aiiKiudniont jiroposed w<iuld have the 
ctfect sugg(!.sted by the liou’hle iiiember, the Government would ho ojieii to 
conviction. 

'I’he IIoN’m.F.lMut. SfTiAi,eii said the rjolli’c,tor would have all tlu‘ powers inah'r 
the Bill. The Collector hadf very hard work, and he could not do (‘very thing 
himself, h(! must do the work through 1h(M*tficorsof tho various dejiurtuie: its under 
his <',ontrol. He could not, for in.stauce, personally investigate every ease -.tr nuin- 
slaughter. He was the, head of the ICxeciitive in the district, ami must work t'lrongh 
his subordinates in the diflereiit, grades ; hut he was respoii«iblo that the m ii 
under liiin did their work properl) : tho i’espon.siljility was lil.s. The Emu^nei-r 
might he inclined to look to t!n‘ ei'edit of his work regardh'.ss of exjien^e; but 
now we proposed to place the jiovver of iiiitiatioii in tJio hands of enu* who inight,- 
bo defi<‘ient ill engineering, but who w<mld study the interests of the parlies 
concerned. 


Ills Honor TitE President observed that at any rate they .'^•aonhl fellow 
the regular order of the amemhiieiits pro])o,sed. llnlil an amendment wa..s 
made in section Cl, the claicse wonld not have that effect. He should be pre- 
pared to support the ohji'ctioii raised to the aiiieudiiient])roj)osi'il in seerion 01 ; 
but tho cousidcrutiou of that matter mu.st be reserved until they e,aiue to it ia 
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ri.'^fular order. The amendment now before the Council would not hayo the 
(jflefit which the hon’ble member apprehended, except as to such minor works as 
those to which His Honor had referred. 

The HoN’nnE Jotkenoko Mouun Tagore observed that his objection 

was as to the tendency of the whole of the amendments. lie wished to point 
out that the amendments would have very little practical effect in alterinf^ the 
slate of things in the Hill as it stood, and the obje(;tions against vesting tl^ 
Engineers with too largo powers would remain much the same. 

The motion to substitute the amended Parts II, III, and IV was then 
agreed to. 

'I’lie IIoN’nEK Bajjoo Digumreii Mirrui rdle to move the amendments of 
which ho had given notice, when — 

The IIon’hi.e Mu. Soiiauih said the notice given by the hon’blc member had 
not been sufficiently long in the hands of the members. I’he discussion upon 
the aniendments under consideration would not now bo closed, and the hon’blo 
member could have an opportunity of bringing forward his amendments at the 
jioxt meeting. The notice of amendments of the hon’blo member only reached 
Mu. Schalcu that morning, and he had scarcely had the opportunity of consider- 
ing their beaj'ing upon the Bill. 

The IIon’ui.e Bauoo DrauMUKie Mittek observed that the amendment which 
he was first about to pro])ose was an amendment u))on an amendment, and was 
rendered necessary by the amendment.s of the hon’ble member in charge of the 
Bill, and tliercforo hardly required notice. 

His Hoeou the President said that although ordinarily an amendment 
u])on an amendment did not require notice, it might bo of such an important 
nature as to necessitate much consideration. He himself had only received tho 
notice that morning, and would ask the hon’ble member to postpone his 
amendments until the next meeting, when he could liavc an opportunity of 
bringing them forward. 

The lloN’uTiE Baiioo Higumrer Mitteu observed that after tho cxjilanation 
given by His Honor the President that it was not the intention to pass tho Bill 
at prcsiiiit, he would agree to jiostjsuic tho consideration of his amendments 
until tho next meeting of the C'ouncil. 

I’he Hon’ri.e Mr. Schajx'ii moved the substitution of the following for 
section yO, the only alteration being a legal one as to tho mode of referring 
to the Land Acquisition Act : — 


“ 30. "Whenever in the eourse of proccedingR under this Act, save in those cases in 
,, , which the (^ollccttjr has proceedetd under the provisions of Fart 

cquiMiuno Ml. Ill, it appears that land is mjuired for any of the purposes 

thereof, proceeding's shall he forthwith taken for the acquisition of sueli land in accordanoe 


with the provisions of the Laud Aci|uisiliuu Act, X of 1^70, or any other law for the time 
being for the aecpiisitiuii of lands for pnblie purposes.” 


I’ho mof ion w'sw agreed to. 

On the motion of Mr. fSeiiALCii vei'hal alterations were made in sections 


32, 35, 38, ;;j, 40, 42, 43, 50, 60, 05, and 07. 

The amendinents in reforcnco to sections 57, 59, and 60 were, hy leave, 
withdrawn. , 

Witli reference to the jiroposod amendment U) section 64 — 

Tlu! Hon’rle Mu. ScHAi-cH .suid the object of these amendments was to 
give th(i ('ollector power to doh'gjito Ids powers to the Engineer. 


His Honor the Pue.'^ioknt observed tluit he did certainly think that the 
' amendment was o]jou to the objection urged by the hon’ble member on the 
right (IvA-JAii JoTKExnKo MoiiiJN Tagore}. Tho section, as pi>oposed to be 
amcniled, would read thus: — 


“All the j)OMTrs and authoritie.s vested in the Collector by any of the sections of 
ih is Art may be exerrisod by tbci engineer in rases referred to him by the Collector^ pro- 
vided always that it sball be lawful for tlie Collector to recall any case so referred, and to 
proered tluHCon, either adopting or not adopting any at the proceedings theretofore Lad 
thereon as to him shall seem fit ” 


Ills IIoNon tliouglit the section had better be omitted altogether. 

"I'ho Hon’jilk Mk. Schaix;ii said tho Collector could not exorcise all these 
powers himselt*. Xt must be first judicially settled whether in any particular pose 
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the Collector should exorcise the powers proposed to bo vested in him, and then 
when it had been decided that he should exorcise these powers, he would 
delegate the execution of them to tho Engineer. He could not delegate the 
power until it had been determined that ho should exorcise it. Ho would 
however, at tho suggestion of the President, withdraw tho amendment at 
present, and consider whether it was necessary to bring it forward again at tho 
next meeting. 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn. 

Tho Hon’blb Mb. Schalch moved that after section 66 the following section 
bo inserted : it was a mere transposition of section 21 of tho Bill to this place, 
wliore it came in better, as it applied to all inquiries, and not mcroly to 
inquiries under' Part HI : ^ 


•• In any inquiry or appeal held under this Act, the Collector and the Commissioner 
. . shall respectively have the same powers as those conferred on 

owers on inquiry an nppon. courts by the Code of Civil Procedure of summoning and 

examining witnesses, and compelling the production of documents.'' 

S’ The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch moved tho insertion of the following section 
after tho above, the object being to give a general power of control under the 
Act : — 

*’ All the powers of a Collector under this Act shall be exercised under the general 

control and orders of tho (.’ommissioner of the division, and 
nn^uireMuiM^t”^ *** CommiMionor powers of Collectors and Commissioners shall be cxcr- 

‘ ' ' cised subject to the general control and orders of the Board 

of Revenue and of the Government." 

The motion was agreed to. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch moved that it be an instruction to tho Secrutaiy 
to alter tbo numbers of the sections and letters of tho schedules accordingly. 

His Honor the President observed that ho put tho motion without 
prejudico as to tho necessity of it. His impression was that the Secretary, under 
the dire^on of the President, had this power without the necessity of a motion 
in Council, and that such was the practice in tho Legislative Council of tho 
G ovcmor-Gcnoral. 


The motion was agreed to. 

Tho HoN’BiiE Mr. Schalch said. Schedules (A) and (B) were not now both 
nocessary, and had therefore been amalgamated, lie would move that the 
following schedule be substituted for Schedules A and B, as they now stood in 
the Billf

EMIGRATION TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS. 

Hrs Honor the 1*re8ident said tho first business before the Council was 
the adjourned di'bato on tho Bill to amend tho law relating to the emigration 
of laborers to tho districts of Assam, Cachar, and Sylhet. Amendments had 
been placed on tho paper in His Honor’s name, the object ofwhiOT was to 
carry out what he intimated it might bo desirable to do, namely, to put in a 
definite form the changes which it seemed to him might be possible. His own 
opinion had not been definitely formed; the opinion of the Council was not 
definite. At the same time, the learned Advocate-General had observed on 
a late occasion that there was room for a great deal of misunderstanding as 
long as propositions were not placed in a clear and definite shape. The object 
was to put his suggestions into tho form of amendments, clear and definite. 
Tho Council would observe that Ills Honor had also proposed that tho 
discussion be adjourned for the space of two months ; so that we might consult 
all concomed. Wei should consult tlie oilicers of Government, planters, and 
coolies, as regards tho particular jioints raised by these amendments, and we 
should give all parties interested, and the public in general, an opportunity of 
suggesting any thing more they might liave to say in regard to the whole Bill 
before tho C’ouncil. Ho might add, the Government would have an opportunity 
of communicating with the Government of India upon the subject. It would 
he seen tliat tlio amendments, of wliich notice had been given, wore several. 
Ho thought it well, at tho outset, to distinguish Cachar from Sylhot ; bccauso 
it might be tliat those interested in Sylhet would think it desirable to remove 
Sylhet from the operation of the Act, whilst those interested in Cachar might 
not think it desirable to remove Cachar. Therefore ho put first an amend- 
inent wliicli proposed to omit “ Co^diar” from the operation of this Bill, and 
secondly, another imiondmont proposing to omit “ Sylhet.” The result of the 
omission of those words would be that those districts would he wholly removed 
from the operation of tliis Labor District Act. The cousoqucnco would he 
that, if the amendments were accepted, Sylhet would be in the same position 
as Myroensingh now was, or any otlior district in Bengal ; and if the amend- 
ment in regard to Cachar was also accepted, it would be in the same position ; 
the movements of laborers in those districts would be perfectly free, and tho 
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relations of the coolies with regard to their masters would be regulated by the 
ordinary law of the land, the law of contract, and that provision of the l^nal 
Code, to which he had adverted. IIis Honor was not himself thoroughly up 
in the provisions^ of the various laws which regulated the carriage of the 
passengers. It might bo necessary to enact certain provisions in order to secure 
that vessels carrying a large number of persons should df> so iii a manner con- 
sistent with their safety, and freedom from disease. This might apply to 
"inany ports of the country and to many rivers of this country. Hut in so 
far as the special provisions of this Hill were concerned, the rough general 
effect of the first two amendments, if they were accepted by this Council, 
would be wliolly to remove Cachar and Sylhet from the operation of this 
Hill, and to place them on the same footing as all the rest of the country. 

Then, he came to the third amendment, which he would take in connection 
with the fourth amendment, because the third amendment was merely 
subsidiary to the fourth. The fourth amendment was one which was adopted 
toiidem verbis, in so many words, from the liritish Hurmah Hmigrution Hill 
now before tho Coumnl of the Governor-Grcnoral. His Honor had said that 
although the Committee of this Council had expressed themselves unfavorably 
to tho concurrent ojioratioii of a free system of recruiting and a special 
system- of recruiting, tho reprosontativo of the Government of India in 
the Governor-Goncral’s Cinincil had taken an opposite view, and had 
expressed an ojiinion that it would be very desirable that the free svstem 
should not bo checked, but that opportunity should be given to those who 
preferred a free system to adopt it. The shape in which that proposition 
was put in the Governor-General’s Council was tho sha2>e in which it was 
now expressed in tho fourth amendmeut submitted to this Council. The 
result was that while recruiting otherwise than under the Act would in no 
degree be a penal offence, on tho other hand no contract to go to tho labor 
districts would be binding u2)on the emigrant unless made in accordance with 
tho provisions of this Act. ’I’he conso(]ueuco would bo that if people did not 
recruit under tlie Act, they would recruit to a certain extent on their own risk ; 
they would not be punishable. Hut confracts made before the emigrants 
reached iKo labor districts would not be valid and binding ujxm those laborers. 
A man who agreed to go was defined to bo an emigrant under the Act until 
he reached the labor districts: when he reached tho labor districts h© 
became a laborer,^ and was no longer an emigrant. So long as he was in the 
stage of an emigrant ho would not be bound by any cimtract to labor, 
which he might make otherwise than under tho provisions of this Act. But 
when he reached tho labor districts ho ceased to become an emigrant ; he 
then became a free man, and was competent to contract ns any other local 
laborer might now contract. His Honor projiGsod by tlie third amendment to 
alter the definition of “emigrant” to moot that. As tho definition stood 
an emigrant was only a man recruited by a garden-sirdar or recruiter, and 
registered. Ho proposed to strike out those words, and he* projiosed to make 
the definition to be simjily this, tliat an emigrant would be a person 
who had agreed to jirocced to a labor district for the purpose of laboring 
therein fur hire. Tlie consequence would be that in i-cspcct to whatever 
districts tho Council might* retain as labor districts, tho emigrant would bo 
subject to tho provisions of the Act until ho reached those districts. If the 
emigrants were conveyed in gangs not exceeding twenty, they were exempt 
frt>m the operation of tho passenger provisions of tho Act, and they would be 
free to go as they liked ; but although not recruited under the Act, if convoyed 
in largo batches and in crowded steamers, they would still bo emigrants and 
subject to tho sanitaiy provisions of the Act. -On reaching tho labor districts 
they would be free, and free to contract under tho ordinary law. 'I’iioro wero 
various ways iu wliicli this question of fi’eo recruiting could bo jmt. His Honor 
had put it in that form because it had the high authority of tho luombor in 
charge of the Bill in the Council of the Goveynor-Goneral. At the same timo 
it would bo free to the members of the CouucU and others interested to 
suggest that free recruiting should bo jiut in any other form. 

Then he came to the last amendment, which was on a different subject, 
and referred to a subject not so directly and distinctly mooted before 
the Council. On the last occasion there was a discussion on this Bill 
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which had the appcaranco somewhat of a difference of opinion, — he hoped 
there was not a final difference of opinion, — ^but there was a certain conflict 
of argument between the learned Advocate-General and himself in 
regard to the use of the term “ slavery” under tlio labor laws. His Honob 
said it seemed to him that the absence of freedom under the present ^bor law 
was of a very different character from the absence of freedom under the ordi- 
nary law of contract. As the Hill at present stood, it seemed to him that s- 
form of r/Mas*-slavery was involved in the 12Urd section : it made it that a cooly' 
was not a free man under the ordinary protection of the law ; if he attempted to run 
away, his master might seize him as a masti'T seizes a runaway slave, without the 
intervention of any legal proceeding. That was a kind of fugitive slave law. 
His floNoii’s exijcricnco was that that jirovision had boon to a certain extent 
tho subject of occasional abuse. He knew that there had been gardens in 
which tliere were cordons of chowkidars, and in which tho coolies wore kept 
somewhat like prisoners in a jail. At the same time ho must state distinctly 
that he believed that such a state of things was altogether the exception. We 
had lately published in the Gasette a description of the tea gardens submitted 
by the Commissioner of Assam, in wliich he told us that the condition of the 
tea gardens, of the planters, and of the coolies, had greatly improved ; that the 
condition of the gardens as a rule was good, and that the coolies were 
happy and contented. His IIonok’s view of the matter was that in these good 
gardens \vhere the masters were well-to-do, where the coolies were happy and 
contented, they did not require a fiigitive slave law like this. Tlxeso gardens 
could g<‘t on very well without it. On the other hand, in the rare cases in 
which abuses took place, in which the power of xirrest was abused, it was 
desirable that that power should be removed. He did not pledge himself to an 
opinion on that point. He quite agreed tlutt a great deal was to bo said on 
both sides, xind he placed the amendment on tlie paper in order that tho matter 
might be fully discussed, that those interested in the matter might have an 
opportunity of giving their ojxinion, and that wo might huA'e a full expression 
of all that had to be said on both sides. lie coufo.ssed that whilst ho 
tiioroughly acknowledged and saw with the greatest pleasure the gi*oat im- 
provement which had taken place in Ihe tea districts, ho personally regarded 
with very considerable repugnance that particular provision which he had 
called a sort of fugitive slave law, and ho thought wo should consider whether 
we could jxut the laborers more in the position of free men. He had therefore 
doomed it fairer to put this amendment on the paper at once, that all interested 
might be warned that it was under consideration whether we could do without 
the first two clauses of section 1 23. The penal law for the punishment of desertion, 
tho means of arresting deserters and putting them to labor by legal process, 
would remain the same as before. The whole change would be this, tliat, instead 
of the planter taking the law into his own hiuids and seizing a deserting laborer, 
ho would be boupd to follow and prosecute him. The deserter would still bo 
liable to punishment, and liable to the provision which forced him to work out 
his contract. 

These were tho amendments which His Honob thought it right to place 
before the Council. Ho did not propose now to press them vxn for decision. He 
quite agreed with the Committee that these questions were not ripe for decision, 
and in that view he proposed that the discussion of tho above amendments be 
adjourned for tho Sjxace of two months. 

The question was then jxut that tho discussion of the following amendments, 
of which notice had boon given, bo adjourned for tho space of two months : — 

In tbe Preamble and in section 3, clause 3, definition of Labor Districts/' omit the 
word “ Cachar.” 

In the Preamble and in section 3, clause S, definition of " Labor Districts/' omit the 
word “ Sylhet.” 

Section 3, clause 6, definition of Emigrant," omit the words " with any garden-sirdar 
or recruiter” and the words " and has been registered as hereinafter provided.” 

Omit sections 15, 16, and 17, and substitute the following new section

Letters No. 47^5, dated 1st September, and No. 5(»()1', dated 11th September, from tlic 
Officiating Master Attendant rejxirting on the case of the Shahjehan fhnigrant 
Ship. 

1. "With reference to recent events and rumours, the Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks it very necessary that Government and the public should fully under- 
stand the modes, rules, and practice of marine surveys made in this port, and 
the responsibilities of the surveyors, iii crises where the law requirt'.s such sur- 
vey. Ills Honor would also tvish to have for purposes of analogy and com- 
parison, similar information regarding the surveys made by private surveyors 
for the various Marino Insurance Companies. Tliero have lately been two or 
three very serious mishaps to ships passed for the conveyance of emigrants 
and passengers. One vessel, the Indue, has, it is feared, foundered at sea with 
all hands. She is, however, believed to have been a first class vessel. Another 
(the Shuhjehan) has put back leaky from the Sandheads. Without saying that 
there is blame atlributablo in any case, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks that 
certainly full enquiry should bo made into the general practice of the port. 

2. From the Master Attendant’s letters in tho case of the Shahjehan 
it appears that she was surveyed by an Assistant Master Attendant on the 2Gth 
August, who certified in the usual printed form that her “ hull was sound, 
tight, staunch, and firm in tho fastenings,” and that she was “ sea-worthy and 
in all respects fit for tho reception and carriage of passengers.” The details 
of survey are set out in the shape of answers to queries on a large printed 
form, but some of these arc not filled up. It appears that sho was also privately 
surveyed on the 21st July and the l7th August, whmi sho ivas pronounced 
to be “in excellent condition about the hull, .a good insurance risk, and a vessel 
well adapted for the carriage of East Indian Emigrants.” On her return to 
port from outside a few days later owing to serious leakage, further surveys 
were held by tho Govemmont Surveyor and by two private surveyors, who 
discovered “ on closer examination a graving piece which had been let into 
the fourth plank from the water’s edge on the port bow ; on removing which 
they found that- the wood of tho plank under it was quite rotten. Also that 
there was a hole quite through the plank on to the bow timbers.” Four planks 
altogether in the bows had had graving pieces or patclfi's let into them and arc 
now to bo replaced by sound planks. On her being placed in dry dock it was 
further discovered that the nudal on the shiji’s bottom and a largo portion of 
her false keel h^d been carried away, evidently by ber running over a buoy or 
cable. It is stated that these injuries do not all'cct the soundness of the hull, 
and that they were caused by going over a buoy and cable in February last, 
a circumstance neither entered in tlie vessel’s log nor mentioned by the master 
to the Government Surveyor when enquiring if the vessel had grounded 
anywhere since last in dock. 

3. As regards tho survey, the Lieutenant-Governor is unable to say 
wbether a (leftct of the kind now acknowdedged to exist in the bows should or 
should not have been discovoroil bcfoiv tho vessel left port. The surveyors are 
apparently of Of)inion that a.s the leakage was only serli)us when the ve.ssol drov^e 
into head seas, the master should have dLseovere.d it lamself and remedied it 
without r{ turning. That too is a matter upon Avhich only professional se.'imen 
can give a satisfactory opinion. Tho factremttiii.s that a vessel passed as staunch 
and sea-worthy lias to put back with serious leakage from the very mouth of 
the river and that injuries arc then discovered iuher bows and hull which were 
never suspected or discovered by the surveyors. 
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4. The cas'' of another vessel. The London^ has been referred to in the 
public prints. The Lieutenant-Governor has ascertained that this vessel was 
surveyed for insurance purposes in January and passed as a good risk provided 
she left in all February drawing not over 18^ feet, and provided a very 
manifest leak was stopped and very slight repairs eifected. The vessel left at 
the very end of March, without, it is said, the repairs specified, and drawing con- 
siderably more tlian 18| fbet. She had to return leaky and is now, it is 
believed, condemned as utterly rotten. The law gives Government no power to 
prevent the departure of a vessel in such a state, w-hen she carries neither 
emigrants nor native passengers. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor fears that these may be by no means solitary 
instances. The newspapers mention also the case of the Mymoon, but she is 
said to have been surveyed in Itangoon. The Lieutenant-Governor would 
wish, liowcver, to iiave aii immediate report of the facts from the Master 
Attendant. 

6. A general impression seems to be abroad that there is grave cause for 
anxiety and enquiry on this important question in this port. It is believed 
that one main cause of uncertainty in the survey when made is the practice of 
deferring the examination till the ship is loaded or half- filled with cargo. It is 
also certain that in many cases no thorough examination of the hull is at- 
tempted. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that the Master Attendant and 
Government Surveyors will now furnish full and aecurato report showing who 
surveys vessels requiring to be surveyed for Government or emigration pur- 
poses; who checks the survey to see that it is sufficient and complete; 
what rule or practice prevails in regard to surveying such a vessel with 
cargo in her, in regard to putting her in dock or employing divers for exami- 
nation of the hull, in regard to testing the soundness of sneh things as graving 
pieces, discovery of soft caulking and other defects. The cases should be 
enumerated in which survey by Government officers is required, and if there 
is any variety of practice in each case this should be fully explained. The 
Lieutenant-Governor wishes especially very careful report on the practice in 
regard to coolie ships. The Protector of Emigrants will also be asked to 
report on the practice in regard to the selection and survey of these vessels. 

8. The Master Attendant will also be good enough to state how and under 
what conditions ships are privately surveyed and by whom ; who appoint the 
various private surveyors here, and whether they are under any disciplined 
corporation, such as the Trinity House and Lloyds, &c. The practice of private 
surveyors as to holding survey when cargo is in and as to docking and 
examining the hull should bo explained. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to have information and 
opinions on this subject from the leading private surveyors and merchants, the 
Chamber of Commerce, Port Trust Commissioners, and some experienced 
masters of vessels. Ste])s will be taken to invite such opinions. It is most 
desirable that Government should know whether many rotten ships are 
sent out of this port, ana, if so, what remedies it is bound to apply to this evil.

1. The report commences by presenting the general results of registra- 
tion in Bengal during the year. The nui^ber of registrations lias risen from 
245,270 to 279,080, the increase being nearly equally divided between optional 
and compulsory registration. The following table shows the Agures for 1871-72 
and 1872-73 in the principal classes of documents and sub-totals.

2. The increase, as the "Inspector-General remarks, is well distributed 
over the principal districts, and does not apparently therefore depend upon 
abnormal local causes. Much of it is probably due to the introduction of 
the system of rural sub-registrars, to which roferenee is mad^ below. 

3. The process of sub-infeudation by grant of perpetual leases, which the 
Lieutenant-Govemor noticed in last year’s Resolution, is still going on at an 
increased rate, being as before most common in somo of the eastern districts. 
Chittagong with 11,852 such leases, Jessore w'itb 10,932, Biickergunge with 
8,683, Furreedpore with 5,257,*andNoakhally with 6,128, are far ahead of other 
districts in this respect, the nearest being the 24-Pergunnahs with 2,251, fol- 
lowed by Burdwan, Hooghly, and Nnddca, with 1,159, 1,075, and 1,380 
respectively. None of the others come uji to 1,000. The number of ordinary 
leases registered shows no particular increase, and it is quite curtain as before 
that agricultural leases are not as a rule registered in Bengal. The remarks 
of some of the district oAicers in Appendix II show that this is due in great 
measure to the fact that few pottabs are given oven when kubooleuts are taken ; 
and that in practice the exchange of pottabs and kubooleuts in any case 
is comparatively rare. It is suggested that no !•. ubooleut should be registered 
without a corresponding pottah. But the subject is a very large one which 
cannot be properly discussed here. 

4. The number of registrations of ordinary bonds and deeds not affecting 
imm ovable property still continues extremely small, insigniAcant, it may be 
said, as compared to the country and population. Full details are this year 
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givpn with respect to money bonds. Of a total of 24,969 bonds registered, 
1,324 were for sums over Rs. 1,000 ; 144 for sums between Rs. 600 and 
Rs. 1,000; 8,927 for sums between lls. 100 and Hs. 500; 5,960 for sums 
between Rs. 50 and Rs. 100 ; 4,680 f«)r sums between Rs. 35 and Rs. 50, and 
2,734 for sums less than Rs. 25. The aggregate value of tho bonds was 
Rs. 1,03,18,092 and the lees Rs. 22,871, or a little over 14 annas per bond on 
the average. Jessore, Nuddea, and the 24-Pergunnah8 have must transact Tr*s 
of this class ; but in the Son thal Pergun nabs more bonds for money are present* 
ed, in pro])ortion to other registrations, than in any other district. 

5. I’he Inspector- Gentiral refers to a suggestion which has been 
repeatedly made, viz. that the registration of bonds should be made compul- 
sory. Tho Iii<;utenant-Oovemor is quite ready to believe that at present the 
action of the Small Cause Courts is In many instances unsatisfactory, and that 
compulsory registration of bonds would mitigate this evil. But, as Mr. Wilson 
sees, such a measure is impossible until registration offices are easily accessible 
in much greater numbers tlian at present. The Lieutca:int-Govomor trusts 
that the difficulty is being overcome, if the measures now orderol are actively 
carried out. 

6. Of 266,048 deeds paying an ad valorem fee, 176,008 fell short of 
Rs. 100 in value. The total value of the property transferred, however, during 
tho year was Rs. 11,34,60,806. 

7. The receipts of the department were Rs. 4,35,319, an increase over 

1871-72 of Rs. 62,182. But the expenditure has also risen, and, in spite of 
reductions in establishments at sudder offices and in salaries, has increased 
by Rs. 23,821 to Rs. 8,04,782, exclusive of the cost of printing and stationery. 
The cause of this is tho establishment of new offices, and tho surrender to 
new rural registrars of a groat portion of the fees received ; but this will in 
time, it is hoped, ho more than made up for by a general increase of the number 
of registrations. • 

b. The year closed with 167 registration offices at work, increased by ten 
since the year closed. Eleven now rural offices were opened during the 
year, and ton more since its close — making thirty-four sucli offices at places 
other than suh-divi.sional head-quarters. At seven suh-divisions also special 
officers have been ajipointed ; but it is not intended, save under spetaal circum- 
stances, to relieve sub-divisional officers of their duties in this department. At 
twenty sudder stations of importance special sub-registrars are entertained to 
relieve and assist tho district officer, but during the year it has been deter- 
mined to pay all future incumbents of these offices partly by salary and partly 
by commission, instead of by a fixed salary as hitherto. Tho Lieuteuaut- 
Govenior must express his belief that the number of officers is still by far 
Too few, and ho will not be satisfied till they are three or four times as 
numerous. So lately in 1864 as many as 450 Kazis’ offices wore abolished 
and they should Certainly be replaced by as many modern offices. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that the system of rural sub-regis- 
trars is being judiciously, though very slowd y, introduced ; he trusts that 
efforts will be made to carry out the system more rapjidly. llis Honor has 
sanctioned experimentally in one or two in^^tanccs Mr. Wilson’s plan of 
appointing additional sub-registrars to a sub-district without giving them 
local limits within the sub-district. Ho docs not understand Mr. Wilson’s 
expressions from which it would seem that one office is appointed as supple- 
mentary to two suh-dioisiona. This must not ho allowed. Each office must 
belong solely to one registration suh-division. • All that can be allowed is 
that in cases where locality is not the essence of tho contract, people shoubl 
have tbe option of going to that ono of two or three offices in one division 
which is most convenient to them. In that view tho experiment is interesting 
and important ; but Mr. Wilson is requested to report clearly the terms and 
conditions whicli he would lay down for these offices. If this plan is adopted. 
The executive sub-division W'ill no doubt he the best registration area. 

10. It is gratifying to learn that tlm inspection of rural offices has shown 
that they are, on the whole, quite as well managed as suh-divisioiml offices used to 
be, and that there is already an increase in the registration work of tho selected 
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localities. Tho importance, however, of frequent inspection by district officers 
and special sub-registrars, as well as by the inspecting officers of the department, 
cannot be too strongly insisted on. The Lieutenant-Giovernor fully recognises 
that at least two Inspectors must be^ maintained. The people must be made 
to see that these offices, opened for their convenience, are as effective and satis- 
factory as those at the sudder stations. 

11. The lioatenant-Govornor does not think that much would be gained by 
asking the High Court to order civil courts to communicate with tho Registration 
Department whenever they reject a registered instrument. Documents may be 
Rejected for various reasons with which the Registration Department has no 
concern; but whenever it becomes a question as to the genuineness of the 
instrument, the proceedings in the Registration Department would almost 
necessarily pass under review, and tho department would probably become 
aware of the facts without any special notice. The High Court will however 
bo moved to direct the Civil Court to communicate respecting cases in which 
doubt is thrown on the proocedings of the Registration Office. 

12. The provision of proper offices and record racks at sudder stations has 
been pushed on vigorously during tho year. 

13. The question raised by tho Inspector-General in paragraph 25 of 
the report as to tho return of registration fees, will be brought to the notice of 
the Government of India. This is one of several complaints of great incon- 
venience resulting from recent departmental orders of tho Account Department. 
Permanent advances have however been sanctioned to enable sub-registrars to 
return fees promptly at places where there is no treasury. 

14. Referring to paragraph 27, the Lieutenant-Governor does not sec how 
it would be possible for the department to insist on registrants using printed 
forms of documents. But probably the public would bo glad to use these if 
they wore available, and the Inspector-General may consider if, as an experi- 
ment, a few forms of the most common deeds might not be printed in blank, as 
suggested by Mr. Irwin, and sold at low rates by the registration offices. It is 
very true that it is a terrible hindrance to registration when all the verbiage 
of vcrl)osc mookhtars must be copied, especially when there are very many 
deeds all similar to one another. 

15. Tho Inspector-General’s historical note on the system of Kazi 
registration is interesting. His conclusion is that the Kazis’ records arc of 
noT little practical value, tho system having fallen into great neglect before it 
was abolished. There is however reason to believe that in some districts the 
wants of tho Mahomedan population were not sufficiently considered in its 
sudden abolition, and no effort must bo spared to give them something 
better. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction that Baboo Chunder 
Mohan Chatterjea of Calcutta, Mr. Rattray of Gya, and Baboo Mohesh 
Chunder Bose of Noakhali, are spoken of as deserving of s[>ecial credit. 

Mr. Beverley’s services have been repeatedly acknowledged. The Liouto- 
nant-Govemor considers that Mr. Wilson, during the tenure of his pn'sent office, 
has shown much activity and zeal, and has done much good. His Honor hopes, 
however, that ho will put things in train to increase materially the number of 
rural registration. offices before ho goes. He also trusts that the work of 
simplifying returns and statements, alluded to in Mr. Wilson’s 25th paragraph, 
will be well carried out by him. ,

A letter, No. 887^, dated 18th June, but rceeived on the 28th August, from the Protector 
of Emi^rantR, being his Annual Report on Colonial and Foreign Emigration for the 
year 1872-73. 

1. The principal features in this year’s returns are the great increase 
in the number of emigrants despatched to the British colonies, and the 
addition of the Dutch colony of Surinam to the places which draw upon 
India for agricultural labour. During the years 1870*71 and 1871-72 the 
annual despatch of emigrants was but little over 8,000. In the year just past 
it rose to 17,171, Demarara alone taking 6,087, Mauritius' 5, 2G2, IVinidad 3,850, 
Jamaica 1,562, and Surinam 410. It is satisfactory to know that simultane- 
ously with this great development of emigration the terms offered by the 
colonics to their imported labourers have been put upon a clearer and surer 
basis than heretofore, a minimum rate of wages being now provided by law 
in nearly all cases. The fact that St. Vincent offering lower terms than any 
other colony and guaranteeing no minimum rate of wages, was unable to get 
labour, ought to convince the planter in that island that it is for their interest 
to treat their immigrants in a more liberal spirit. 

2. As regards Surinam, the terms offered arc fair enough, following as 
closely as possible those provided by the new ordinance for British Guiana. 

3. Of course, with such ah increased demand for labour, the number of 
recruiters has l)een largely increased, viz. from 171 to 258. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to see that the system of preliminary enquiry into character 
before granting license has resulted in fewer eases of cancclment for misbeha- 
viour, only nine in all being reported during the year. His Honor is, neverthe- 
less, far from being satisfied that the recruiters os a class are under proper control 
or are generally a reliable body of men. If, however, it be true, as stated, that 
the Emigration Agents are now themselves impressed with the necessity of 
getting more trustworthy servants, it may be hoped that through their 
co-operation, and with some amendment of the Act, a greatly improved state of 
things will be possible. 

4. The depots are reported to have been on the whole well managed. The 
Agent for Surinam has not been able yet to put his dej>5t into such satisfactory 
order as those of the old established agencies, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
has reason to believe' that Mr. Durham is anxious to do what is right, and 
trusts that, with the experience of other Agents to guide him, and Dr. Grant’s 
advice and supervision, he may soon get matters into proper train. Dr. Grant 
must at any rate insist on this being done. 

5. The great majority of the emigrants coihe from the North-West 
Provinces Oudh, and Central ‘India, 12,594 of the whole number despatched 
having boon recruited there. Behar comes next, sending 3,412 ; while Bengal 
only contributed 925, and of these most were picked up in Calcutta or its 
nfdglibourhood. The whole of Eastern Bengal sent only 40 emigrants into the 
depots. From the tables at the end of the report it is gathered that the 
classes who emigrate stood thus as to numbers (souls, not statute adults): —

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6. The pjoportion of women to men has been maintained throughout 
the year, except in the case of Mauritius and Surinam. It is understood, 
however, that the deficiency in these instances has been since made up. 

7. The figured returns of the detention and mortality of emigrants in 
depfit, mortality on the voyasye, &c., are promised as soon as the colonial 
reports are received. The Lieutenant-Governor thinks that the returns of 
detention and mortality in depot might accompany this report in future, 
leaving the mortality on the voyage only for subsequent consideration. 

8. The successful results of the Enmore'a voyages to Dcmnrara under 
steam has led the Lieutenant-Governor to propose that no restriction should 
be placed on full-powored steamers as to the time of year at which they may 
take emigrants. So far the experiment shows that the voyage may be made 
by them in half the time taken by sailing vessels, and with inappreciable 
mortality. The incomplete figures on page 8 show that in some of the voyages 
by sailing ships this year the mortality was excessive, while it is much feared 
that one ship which sailed in January has been lost with all hands ; but the 
Lieutenant-Governor will await the complete returns. He observes that it has 
been necessary to declare one master and three surgeons unfit to have to do 
with emigrants again. The almost certain loss of the Indus with 418 emigrants 
on board is a sad calamity. 

9. From Mauritius, Hemarara, and Jamaica 3,314 emigrants returned to 
India. Their condition w'aa satisfactory, and the only 'mortality was among 
return invalids. No complete statement of their savings is given. The coolies 
are very reticent on this point ; but it is noted that 74 return emigrants from 
Mauritius remitted Rs. 42,774 between them, and Rs. 2,10,106 were brought 
home by 551 labourers from Domarara, Rs. 14,583 of it belonging to one man. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor has to thank Dr. Grant for many careful 
and valuable reports during the jiast year, and for the conscientious and pains- 
taking manner in which ho has performed the duties of his olBce. His Honor 
trusts thiit in spite of the great increase of work referred to in the early part 
of the report, the increase sanctioned for the office establishment will bo found 
able to cope with it. Much of the press of work has been due to abnormal 
causes connected with enquiries into the emigration system, and Acts which 
will very soon, it may be hoped, receive final settlement. 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with regret the death of Mr. 

Warner, so long connected with emigration from this port. Mr. Firth, who 
has taken up the work of both the Hemarara and Trinidad Agencies, seems 
anxious to improve the system and get rid of undesirable sub-agents and 
recruiters. In this he will always have the support of this Government. Under 
Mr. Eales the Mauritius Agency has worked, as usual, quietly and well. The 
lieutenant-Govcmor hopes soon to hear that the labour laws of the Mauritius 
have been put on as satisfactory a footing as those of the West Indian colonies 
are now assuming. *

2. The quantity of salt consumed (t.i?., the quantity of total clearances 
of salt of all descrij^tions) in the quarter under report amounted to 17,14,507 
maunds, against 19,17,888 maunds in the previous quarter, and 17,61,675 
raaunds in the corresponding quarter of the previous year ; and the total 
amount of duty levied was Us. 56,72,148, against Rs. 62,33,136 and Rs. 57,25,444 
in the previous and corresponding quarters, respectively. 

3. The quantity of Govemuicnt salt sold at the Presidency and Hidgollee 

under wholesale rowanuahs amounted to 2,385 maunds,

4. There were no sales of Government salt at 
Pooree during the present or previous quarters, all the Government salt 
which remained there having been destroyed under the sanction given in 
Government order No. 623, dated 10th November 1872. The sales during the 
first quarter of 1872-73 at Pooree amounted to 400 maunds. 

6. The quantity of excise salt sold in Cuttack, Balasoro, Pooree, and the 
24-Pergunnahs, during the present quarter, from the stock of the dilfcrcnt 
srasons, and the quantity which remained in store at the close of the quarter, 
are shown in the following tabic I.

EMBANKMENTS AND WATER-COURSES. 

The adjourned dobato on tho Bill to amend tho law relating to embank- 
ments and water-ooursoB was rosumed. 
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The noN’ni.B Mr. Schalch said it was understood at the last meeting of 
tlic Council that the Bill in the form in which it was then accepted would be 
early printed and circulated to the Members, so that if any objections were taken 
to the amendments then introduced, they might be submitted to- the Council 
and brought up for discussion at the present meeting. He was happy to say that 
no amendments had been proposed in regard to the alterations made at the 
last meeting, altliough there still remained tlie amendments brought forward 
on a former occasion by the Hon’ble Member opposite (Babu Digumber Mitter). 
With regard therefore to tlie amendments made at the last meeting it was 
unnecessary further to discuss them. Ho would, however, ask the attention of 
the Council to a few amendments of which notice had been given on the Bill 
as printed since the last meeting. 

The first of those amendments was in section 5, and proposed to omit 
the words ‘‘ there shall bo appended ‘•thereto a copy of” in lines 13 and 14, 
and insert after the Avord “ aforo.suid” in lino 16 “ shall bo kept at the office 
of the Collector, and shall he ojicn to the inspection of any interested person.” 

That provision enacted that with every proclamation made under that 
section there should be sent copies of the ])laTis, specifications, and. estimates 
and a copy of the survey map. As those proclamations and copies had to bo 
made and proclaimed in the manner provided in the third clause of section 5C, 
that was to say on the jn’oprictor and at the niAl cutchcry of evorj'- estate 
afibeted by the proposal, it would bo utterly impossible to send with those 
numerous proclamations, copies of the plans, specifications, estimates and 
survey ina}). 'I’horefore what was now proposed was that the Collector should 
be bound to keep these copies in the Collectorato open for the inspection of all 
interested. 'I’liis Avould bo sufficient to enable parties interested to know what 
was proposed to be done. 

The IIon’ht.i: TtA.iAn Joteendro Mouun Tagore said ho would much rather 
allow section C) to stand as it was. He thought it necessary that landholders 
and others interested shouhl have sufficient time and full opportunity to 
examine the estimates and specifications ns well ns to consider the details; that 
could not be done by a casual inspection of these papers by some agent. It 
must bo considered tliat as the zemindars and other landholders would have to 
meet the expenditure, it would bo but fair that they should have the oppor- 
tunity of thoroughly considering the nature of the works juoposed. ' Hthe 
Hon’blo Member, liowcver, jiresscd the amendment, Itafah Joteendro Mohun 
'I'agore would say that tlio following wonls should bo added : — “ Provided that 
each interested person shall bo furnished with copies of the same free of charge 
on application made on })lain paper.” 

IhiE Hon’ut.e Mj{. ScTiAi.oH observed that the objection of the Ilon’ble 
Member wouhl be met if wo added the Avords “ avIio shall be allowed to take 
copies thereof:” in the one case there would be no charge; in the other, if 
copies wer<} given, the charge? a. • aid go to the. gj'iKjral expenses. 

The Hon’rle Ra-taii Joteenoro MoiruN 'I’agore remarked that if the 
persons interested ^werc to make copies for themselves, there would be no 
necessity, ho imagined, of jjroA'iding for it under the law. 

Ills Honor the PuEhinnNT said it seemed to liiin that the preparation of 
those copies of plans and specifications might he*, an expensive and elaborate 
thing, and the nuinher of persons interested might he very nuiacrous, and it 
niiglit lead to a jn-odiglous cliarge if every .such pyrson Avoro to ho supplied 
with copies. On tin? other liainl the persons interested m>ght take rough copies 
sufficient for their purposes. Therefore ho would prefer ji'>t by law to throw 
the charge upon the scheme : it would load to great complications and great 
expense. 

The Hon’ble IIajau Joteendro Mouun Tagore observed that as the sense 
of the Council aiAj)cjired to he against him, ho would withdraw the amendment 
which he had proposed. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch’s amendment with the addition proposed by 
him was then agreed to. 

The Hok’ble Me. .Schalch said the next amendment of which he had 
given notice referred to a question which he kept in abeyance at tlie last 
meeting. It was in substitution of the amendment which ho had proposed in 
section 64, now section 68. By that amendment wo proposed that all the 
powers and authorities vested in the Collector under section 4 of the Act 
might be delegated to the Engineer. It was now proposed, in lieu of that 
amendment, to move that section 68 bo omitted altogetlier, and that the 
following new section be inserted after section 9 : — 

** All tlie powers vested in the ('ollcctor Ly section 1 of this Act may be exercised by 
the Engineer in cases referred to him by the Collector, subject to the general orders of the 
Collector.” 

The amendment referred merely to the powers vested in the Collector by 
section 4, and it would bo soon that none of tliose jtowers could be exercised 
by tho Collector himself until after full promulgation and a judicial inquiry. 
The whole question as to whether tho measures to bo enrriod out wore ex- 
pedient or otherwise must have been discussed and decided previously to that 
power being delegated, and all that roinained to bo done would bo tlio 
mechanical and professional question as to how tho M'ork was to bo carried out. 
Therefore tho mere professional execution of tho work would bo the power 
that would bo delegated ; there wore no other powers which would bo concerned. 

Tho motion was agroe^ to. 

On tho motion of the IIon’hle Mr. HciiAiiCii, verbal amendments were made 
in sections 26, 61, .‘1.6, and 38. 

Tho IIoN’Br.E Mu. Scualcii moved that tho words “ «u* to botli,” at tho end 
of sections 51, 53, and 64, bo omitted. As the Bill stood, offences under these 
sections wore punishable with imprisonmoit or lino, not exceeding two 
hundred inipoes, comniutablo, if not paid, to a period of imprisonment not 
oxcoeding six months, or with both. 'Phis ho proposed to alter in relation to 
tho Code of Crimiinil Proccdim>. It wa.s thought at tlio lime that as tho offences 
punishable under those sections were not punishable oftbnc(‘s within tli(‘, pro- 
visions of tin? Penal Code, they might bo allowcid to stand as they were. But by 
tho last amendment of tlio Codo of Criminal Proooduro section 309 . all offences 
under any Act for the time bcung in force were brought under its provi.sions, 
and the Codo did not uoav, as lufforo, apply merely in off nee.s under (he Penni 
Codo. It wsis now found that in the ea.se of offeiiees punishable by imprison- 
ment as well as fine, if a fine only were iaij>()se(l tho c«>inmutatiou in lieu of 
payment of tlie fine could extend (o .six months ; but if fine rtu'rc imposed in 
addition to iinprisonment, tho commutation could only I’xtt. to one-fourth 
of the term of imprisonment. Therefore, tho limit of imprisoiimcul under 
these 8e,etions being six months, if the line imposed in addition to iinprisomnont 
were not paid, the limit of punishment in commutation ot‘ lim? would bo one and 
a half month, or one-fourth of tlu' term of inny'isounit'nt. 'Phis wtnild happen 
in tho case of fines iinjussed in addition to iinprisoumenk under si'ctions 61 and 
64 of the Bill ; but in seuteuce« ])a.ssed uudiT section 63, the limit of imprison- 
ment in lieu of the jmyment <»f the fine would bo tme week, tlio limit of 
iinprisonment under that section being one mouth. .It Mas tlieix'fore jiroposed 
to rectify the error by omitting flic words or to Ix.'fli” from tla'so three 
sections. If on the other hand it was desired to rtilaiii the jiowi'r of inflicting 
both fine and imprisdmneni, tho object ■vvoiihl be effoclod by omitting the 
words “ commutablc, if not ])aid, to a period of imjirisonment not, exceeding 
six months,” as tho Proeodure Code proyuled for i*.oinmutation Muthout any 
specific period of commutation being nieutiouod in tho Act. But ^lu. 8ciiAiiCU 
thought the better way would be, considering tho nature \ f the offences 
provided for by these sections) to rectify the error Ly omitting tiio M'ords “ or 
to both.” 
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Hrs Honor the President said it was clear enough that these sections 
fiH they stood were illegal, but the words that made these sections illegal 
were the words “ comniutable, if not paid, to a period of imprisoniuent not 
exceeding six months,” because under the general provisions of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure the fine hero imposed would only bo commutable to one 
and a half mouth’s imprisonment. The Hon'blo Member in char^ of the Bill 
proposed to obviate the difficulty in another way, but without looking more 
minutoty into the matter His Honor could not say whether what was proposed 
was sufficient. 

The Hon’blb Mr. Robinson said it seemed to him that the provisions of 
these sections applied the same severe penalties to a great variety of offences. 
He should like to know, for instance, if it was intended that any person who 
caused or permitted any cattle to graze uj>on any embankment was to be liable 
to a fine of two hundred rupees or imprisonment for six months. As he 
understood the amendment there was to bo an alternative of imprisonment or 
fine ; but evon if tin? fine only •vvoro imposed, it was to be commutable to 
imprisonment for six montlis. That seemed a very severe punishment to inflict 
upon every old woman who permitted a goat to graze upon an embankment. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Schalcii said it must be remembered that wo had to 
jjrovidc not only for the case of the old woman with the goat, but for the very 
common offence of the villagers tying their cattle to graze uj)on embankments by 
hundreds. Any Engineer would tell you that nothing was more injurious to an 
embankment than to have cattle grazing upon it ; they made holes in it, which 
led to rats and other vermino undermining and destroying the embankments. 
In providing an amount of punishment for any offence, we must suppose 
that the officer to whom the power was entrusted would exercise a proper 
discretion. We must not suppose that he would impose a fine of two hundred 
rupees upon every old woman who })erniitted her goat to gi'oze upon an 
embankment. The fine of two hundred rupees was put as a maximum. 

His Honor the President observed that there was no class of Her 
Majesty’s subjects with whom ho had greater sympathy than the old women 
with the cows. Engineers were hard-hearted on that subject, and he had been 
trying to mitigate their persecution of these old women. But we trusted to 
the discretion of the Judge or the Magistrate passing sentence under these 
sections. One result of these provisions would be to prevent the Engineers 
from taking the law into their own hands. Our object now was to get tlie Bill 
into sliajic in a way in which it might be considered by those interested. Any- 
thing like a substantive amendment would be better considered a couple of months 
hence. Perhaps these sections might be allowed tt) pass now with the under- 
standing that it would bo open to the Hon’ble Member when the Bill came up 
again for consideration, to projiose any amendment ho might think fit. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Robinson said lie believed ho was right now in supposing 
that offences under these three sections might be pmiishablc with fine or 
imprisonment and not by both. Ho thought, however, that some distinction 
should be made between trivial offences and those of a more serious nature. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

TheHoN’BLE Mr. ScualCii moved that in section 59, after the word “Colletor,” 
in lino 1, the words “in resjiect to applications under section 4, clauses 6 and 
7, or,” bo inserted. Ho said this was in effect the amendment ^o be moved by 
the Hon’ble Member opposite (Baboo Digumbor Mittc^. Ho had not at first 
understood the reason which induced the Hon’blo Member to bring it forward ; 
because as this section gave a power of appeal from all orders passed under 
section 8, and those referred to section 4, the appeal he desired to have was 
already given. But it would bo observed that section 8 proceeded upon section 
5, ana section 5 again gave the Collector power under section 4. Therefore, 
when an application was made under section 4 for the' opening of a sluice, or 
for a now embankment or drainage work, the Collector might say, “ I do not 
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think it expedient,” and do nothing, and thus there would bo no order under 
section 8, and therefore the party making the application woidd have no power 
of appealing. The Hon’blo Member opposite thought there was still something 
wanting, because it might happen that when the Collector received an applica* 
tion under clauses C or 7, ho might pass no order. But Mk. SciiALcit said that 
whenever a petition was presented to the Collector an order of some kind must be 
passed, cither that he won’t do it, or that it would be done, or that the application 
jdiould be filed, and on snc;h order an appeal would lie under section 59 as 
now proposed to be amended. 

Tue Hon!ble Baboo Digumber Mitter said, the amendment moved in 
respect of Section 59 by the Tfon’ble Member in charge of tlio Bill would sub- 
stantially meet the object aimed at by the amendment which stood first in 
Baboo Digumber Hitter’s notice of amendments. Some verbal alterations, 
however, would apj)C!ar to bo tKicdod in Clauses 0 and 7 of Section 4, and in 
Section 5 as well, to make the diflertmt sections of the Bill consistent with each 
other, and to prevent any possible mi.sconcej)tion in future as to the intention of 
the legislature on the .subjtsct. As the clauses now stood, the Collector might 
not pass any order on the ajiplicjition for works mentioned in them, and unless an 
order was passed there <joidd bo no ujipeal under the amended Section 69. In 
fact the clauses wore int^iiitionally so fi'ained, inasmueli as the orders to bo 
passed in reference to ajiplications for works mentioned in ihent, as in the other 
clauses of tins same section, worcs jsrovided ft>r by tins gjsnoral Section 8. But as 
exce])tion was made in regard to (’lausos 0 and 7 by the amendment proposed 
to be introduced in Section 50, those two clauses should be made quite indepen- 
dent of Section 8, and towards that end he wouhl move — 

First. — 'I'liat at the end of Clause 6 be inserted the words “ and ho shall 
pass onlcrs accordingly and 

Secondly . — That at tlie end of Clause 7 bo inserted the words “ the 
Collector shall pass such order upon the application as may appear to him fit.” 

The Hon’bi.k the Acting AnvocATio General obser\ od that clauses 6 and 
7 of section 4 did not say what tlie Collector was to do on receiving applica- 
tions under thorn, or that ho was to do anj^thing. The other clausiis provided 
what action the Collector was to take. But clau.se8 6 and 7 were vague. 

The I1on’bi.e Mr. Scuai.cti said there wns ono unanswered objection to the 
amendments proposed, that they would have the effect of taking away applications 
under clauses (i and 7 of section 4 from the procedure under section 5. If you 
used the words pi'oposed, the Collector might at once dispose of the matter 
without subjecting it to the procedure provided in section 5, that was to say 
without issuing a proclamation and without holding a judicial eixquiry. 

n>s Honor the PuEsinENT suggested that in lieu of the words proposed 
by the Hon’ble Baboo DicaiMBER Mitter, the words •“ The Collector shall 
decide whether it is expedient that such application shall bo granted” be 
added to clauses 6 and 7 of section 4. If that were adopted, then the whole of 
the clauses of' section 4 would be covered by section 5. 

The EEjn’bj.e Baboo Digumber Muter having accepted the amendment — 

Tlie motion was agreed to, as well us the Hun’ble Mr. Scualgh’s amend- 
ment to section 59. 

On the motion of Mr. Sciiai>ch, for the words “ herewith submitted” in 
clause 2 of Schedule A, tlie words “ open for inspection by any- interested person 
at this office, who is allowed to take copies thereof,” were substituted. 

The Hon’bee Baboo Digumber Mitter said, in moving the amendment which 
stood second in his notice of amendments, he thought ho was simjily pointing 
out an oversight on the part of tho Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill, 
rather than supplying an intentional omission. Ho need not tell the Council 
that it was for the protection of certain properties guaranteed to bo protected by 
the State that the embankments montioned in Schedule E (now D) were main- 
tained. It was true that owing to a change in tho course of a river or other 
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cauHes Home of those embankments might cease to be needed, and provision 
was thorel'ore very properly made for their abandonment and exclusion from 
the Schedule. But it was equally true that necessity would always arise for 
the <jrection of now lines of embankment for the protection of the very pro- 
perties which the embankments included in Schedulo E were intended to 
protect. Some of the now embankments, the erection of which was provided 
ibr under Part II of the Bill, must come under that class, viz. embankments 
needed for the protection of lands hitherto protected by the State embankments. 
It was but bare justice tiicrdbre that the cost of such embankment should be 
borne by the State. 

lie begged therefore to movo— 

In section yi, aft«:r “ annexed" in line 5, insert the following' : — “ nor to snch 
embauhmeats us may hereafter he erected for the protection of lauds which at the time of 
the passing of this Act are protected hy the cmbaukiucuts mentioned in the aforesaid 
schedule.” . 

The Hon’tile Mk. Scuaixiu said it appeared to him that tlio object which 
tlic Uou’ble Moniber sought to attain by the amendment he proposed was 
already provided for under the Act. There were certain embankments which 
the Gt>vcrninont had uudertaken to keep up at their own expense. If any of those 
embankments liecume useless, and if it was found necessary to construct another 
embankment to protect the lauds protected by the embankment which liad 
become useless, the Goveitimcnt would undertake to construct and maintain 
such embankment ; and Mu. *Sciialcu was therefore perfectly willing to accept 
the amendment on that understanding. But it might possibly bo that a new 
embankment constrnct('d in the place of an old embankment might protect not 
only the lands protected by the old embankment, but might extend ]>rotcction 
beyond those limits ; and as the Hon’blo Member’s ameudent stood, the persons 
so newly benefited would bo exempted from all charge for such embutikmcnt. 
That such protccticm might bo afforded by the construction of now embankments 
in the place of old ones was not only possible but very probable. Therefore 
Mu. SoiiAECii would move the following amendment, in lieu of the amendment 
proposed by the Hon’blo Member, that the first paragragh of section 34 be 
amended so as to stand thus : — 

Tlic provisions in tins Part contained shall not apply to any of the cmbaiikincnts 
mentioned in Schodnic (D) to this Act annexed, save so far as any works or repairs arc 
executed therein or in relation thereto under the provisions of Section 4, Clause 7, or 
Section 19 of this Act, or to any of such embankments as may hereafter be erected for the 
protection of lands which at the time of the passing of this Act are protected by the 
embankments mentioned in the aforesaid Schedule, save so far as the erection of such 
embankments may protect lands not protected by the embankments mentioned in the 
aforesaid Schedule. All sums ])ayahle in respect of any works or repairs executed therein 
or in relation to the embankments mentioned in the aforesaid Schednle, except under the 
provisions of Section 4, Cleuse 7, or Section 19 of this Act, shall be paid by the Ooveru- 
ment." 

The Hon’ble Baboo Dig umber Mittjbb having accepted this amendment 
in lieu of the one proposed by him — 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Digumbeu Mitter withdrew the third amendment of 
which he had given notice. 

ADJOURNMENT OF THE COUNCIL. 

• His Honor the Presiuenx sttid it would be convenient not to cany tho 
discussion of the Bill further at the present time, but that tho Council should 
be adjourned, and then after an interval of not less than two montlis, wo should 
revert to the consideration of the Bill. He should in all probability not liave 
occasion tr> ask tlic Council to meet again for at least two months. He might 
say that unless there were any cniergoncy ho did not propose to rc-summon 
the Council till after tho vacation of tho Courts was complotod, till tho 
end of tho long vacation. Ho hud to thunk the Members very ‘much for all 
their labors, and would adjourn the Council until further notice. He proposed 
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the two Bills under consideration that day should be ro>pnblished in order 
that full consideration might be given to them by the public before the Council 
met again. 

The Council was adjourned sine die.

— T he report shows that the salt revenue, which fell off 
considerably during the year 1871-72, had rocoverod itself during the year 
under review.

During the past year the Lieutenant-Governor has examined tho salt 

consumption ^tatistios of Bengal for the last eighty years. Below are given 
extracts from the statement furnished by the Board, showing tho quantity and 
classes of tho salt which paid duty each year 1790 to 1871-72. It will be seen 
tltat the quantity in some years was abnormally low. But if cycles of 
three years are taken, it will be apparent that tho consumption of salt in 
Bengal increased steadily, but not very rapidly, in the first forty years of this 
century, increased very largely in the next few years, when the duty was 
reduced to Bs. 2-8 per raauncl, and has remained nearly stalionai 7 , or only very 
slightly increased since the duty has been again raised to tho rate of Bs. 3-4 
per maund. 

The people of Bengal began (about the year 1863) very largely to consume 
Liverpool salt instead of home-made salt, and by far tho greatest part of tho 
consumption is now foreign salt.

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2. Conaumplion of Salt . — The average annual consumption of the last 
three years has been 7,901,546 maunds. Seventy-nine lakhs of maunds on a 
population of 66f millions gives a consumption of 4‘74 seers per head, or 
about 9|lh. We know that a certain amount of Ganjam salt is consumed 
in the tributary estates of Orissa ; that a good deal of illicit salt is consumed 
in Bchar ; that some small supply of illicit salt is made along the coast by the 
lower classes for their home consumption ; and that a small amount of 
foreign salt is consumed on our northern and eastern frontier. We do 
not yet know with any precision how much Bengal salt finds its way up 
the Gogra into a corner of the North-Western Provinces, but the quantity 
that goes beyond the limits of these provinces by railway is very small ; while 
Agra and Delhi salts come into parts of Palamow, and occasionally find their 
way by train to Patna. Wo may fairly reckon, then, that the average consump- 
tion of salt by the pco))le of Bengal is not very widely different from the rate 
above stated, viz., O^lb per head. 

3. Frice of Salt , — The range of the retail price of salt in different parts 
of Bengal during the last thirty years appears, from such records as arc available, 
to have been as 1‘oUows : —

The month of April has been taken throughout as the test month. It will be 
seen that of late years, and in ordinary Bengal districts, the retail price of salt 
ranges from 7 to 9 seers of 80 tolahs (or about 14 to 18H>) per rupee. The prices 
quoted for the older years may not be absolutely correct, inasmuch as the Govern- 
ment of those days did not publish price-currents. The prices quoted for the year 
1854 are from Mr. Plowden’s salt report of 1856, and arc probably correct. 

A Bengalee ryot of the present day with a wife and three children may 
consume during the year (at 4-74 seers per head) about 23f seers of salt, on 
which the duly would be (at Bs. 3-4 a maund) a little under Bs. 2 ; so that the 
salt tax paid by an ordinary laboring man whoso yearly earnings are perhaps 
Bs. 60, all told, comes to nearly 3 per cent, on his income. 

The price of bonded Liverpool salt in Calcutta ranged during the year 
1872-73 from Bs. 56 to Bs. 1Q4 per hundred maunds ; but these fluctuations 
do not seem very greatly to affect the retail price of salt in the towns and 
bazars of the interior.

raised to Kfl. in 1860, and lo Kh. 1| in 1861. 
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Thus the supply of salt was 12 per cent, less in 1872-73 than in the 
previous year, wwe the oonsumptiou was more than 3 per cent, larger. 
The balance of salt in stock at the end of the year was therefore very much 
smaller than in previous years, and was barely months* consumption. 
Mr. Money points out that the Bengal salt stocks might, in time of difficulty, 
be dangerously low. 

The imports of Liverpool salt into Calcutta wero 20 per cent, smaller 
than during the preceding year ; but as a set-off against this decrease, the 
imports of salt from Bombay and Madras together nearly doubled ; the imports 
from France and Italy wore throe times as large as during the previous year; 
and the imports of Liverpool salt to Chittagonir increased 60 per c^nt. * The 
imports from ibe Arabian and Persian Golfs decreased by uboui 11 per cent. 
As the Board remarks, it is satisfactory that the foreign sources of salt supply 
for Bengal are extending and bucouiiug more permanent. 

5. The quantity of salt manufactured under the Bxciso Uules in Bengal 
during the lust three years has been —

Almost the whole of this manufacture takes place in Orissa, and more 
than half of the whole of the excised salt is made in the Puorce district. The 
salt manufacture is a very ^important industry to the {.oon^r classes who inhabit 
the shores of the Cbilka Lake; and it is very greatly to be wished that the 
industry could become permanent, instead ui fluctuuiiug iroiu 371,000 
maunds one year to 32,000 mautids next year. Tite circumstauecs of the 
season have no doubt much to do with these fluctuations ; and salt cannot be 
made cheaply or well during a rainy summer like that of lh71. Still the 
principal obstacle to the Poorec salt industry is tlio gj cat difft?roi’,co brtw^cen 
the duty paid on salt manufactured at the two ends of the Chilka Lake. As the 
Commissioner says, the difference in price makes Pooree people consume 
Gaujam salt, as tiiey are allowed by law to buy it across the border, so long as 
the> carry home less than fffro seers at a time. The Ganjam salt producers 
also must command the Surnbulporo and Tributary Estates markets, so long as 
their duty is little more than half what the Pooree salt dealers have to pay. 
It w'ili be the greatest possible boon to the people of Pooree when the Madras 
and Orissa rates of salt duty are ( qualisod. 

6. Tiie Lieutenant-Governor is not prepared to admit the Board’s position 
(paragraph 6) that " the total quantity muuufactui-ed in Orissa, exceeding 
340,U0U maunds, amply provides for the local consumption.” The whole 
populatiou of Oris.sa amounts to 4,300,000 souls ; and this population, at lOffi 
of salt per head, would consume 532,500 muuuds of salt a year. If the Tributary 
Estates, which are believed mainly to consume Ganjam salt, be omitted, still 
the remaining three inillions o( souls in the tiirce Orissa districts ought to 
consume 375,000 maunds a year. 

7. The; small balance of salt in the Government n^rehouses at Hidgellee 
and pooree do not find any sale. It is said that it would have beeu unfair to 
the local salt-makers and dealers, and would have disarranged their trade, if 
the salt bad been offered at a greatly reduct>d price. Tho establishment in 
charge i.f these small slocks costs money; aud the stocks thnmsrlvrs gradually 
get spoilt and decreased. Much of the salt had become so detoriornted that no 
one would pay the duty on it. Accordingly the Lieutenant-Governor agreed to 
the Board’s exercising its discretion and destroyin*? the small stocks at Pooree 
or elsewhere, for which no purchaser could be found. Whatever will sell 
should bo sold for what it will fetch in excess of the duty and the aecount closed. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor i** not disposed to place very great reliance 
on the statistics of salt sales in the salt-bearing tr.scts (table No. 7 of the 
Board’s report). As has boon already remarked, the Orissa sale statistics -are 
probably much below the real consumption. Por the rest of tho salt tracts, it 
would he well that the rates on the increase or oecrease of sales should show 
in future years the population of the thannahs which are declared to be salt- 
bearing tracts under the law. 
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9. The measures which hare recently been taken for checking the 
production of illicit salt in Behar will find a place in the Board's next report. 
Meanwhile the discussions of the year under review, which ended in the 
introduction of Act XXXI of 1861 into Bdiar, should have received some 
notice in the present report. 

10. Statement 8, which shows the result of attachments and oonfisoa- 
tious of salt, is on the whole favorable to the police. The decrease in the 
number of attachments occurred chiefly in the 24i>PergunnahB, where petty 
cases of illicit salt manufacture had been very numerous, and in which district 
the Board had very properly discouraged the police from searching too readily 
in suspected cases of very petty illicit manufacture for home consumption. 
The percentage of releases to salt confiscations was much smaller than in the 
previous year. But at the same time the explanations of the Inspector* 
General of Police, as extracted at paragraph 22 of the Board’s report, are some- 
what conflicting. In Halasore credit is taken for the police because attach- 
ments and confiscations increased largely ; while in Pooree the extreme fewness 
of the attachments and conflscations is attributed to the excellent patrol 
arrangements made by the police. 

11. The results shown in statement No. 10 are on the whole satisfactory ; 
for while the number of cases brought to trial increased 20 per cent., the 
number of convictions has increased 26 per cent. ; so that the proportion of 
cases which wore not proved is less than in the previous year. 

12. It is satisfactory that the amount of salt carried by the Eastern 
Bengal Bailway should have increased by more than two lakhs of maunds. 
'J'he licutenant-Governor has never fully understood why the Eastern Bengal 
Bailway gets none of the salt traffic of Eastern Bengal. Native boats that bring 
jute and seeds to Goalundo should certainly find it worth their while to carry 
hack salt. Possibly, now that the Ghitpore station is open by the riverside, 
the active and successful Agent of this Railway may succeed in attract- 
ing some of the salt traffic.

SoKB time ago on speaking to the Lieutenant-Governor regarding my deeire to start an 
evening class to teach mechanic drawing to mechanics and artizans, both European and Native, 
His Honor gave me to understand that if a scheme was put before him in a tangible form he 
'** would be prepared to sanction it, and to give a grant of money for the purpose. 

2. There has been some diflSculty and considerable delay *iQ maturing the scheme, but 
now that a great difficulty, viz., that of providing a suitable room for the purpose, has been 
removed by the offer, from the head of the Presidency College, to place at the disposal of the 
class for the evenings the room used by the Civil Engineer classes during the day, I am able to 
submit my proposals for the consideration of His Honor. 

8. The proposals are — 

To begin by opening a class three times a week in the evening after all work-shops are 
closed to teach free of charge drawing to mechanics and artizans, both European and 
Native. 

That applicants should only he admitted to the class on certificates of character, either 
from their employes or other responsible parties. 

That the drawing to be taught shall be aimple mechanical drawing of a nature to enable 
workmen to understand drawings given to them, and to make rough working drawings 
of articles they are called upon to make in the practice of their trade ; that is, the 
teaching will be confined to that which is necessary to make working men efficient, and 
it will in some trades include a small amount of mechanical instructions that will be 
necessary to ensure a proper understanding of the work. 

4. If, AS is probable, some of those attending the classes show ability to go beyond what 
is provided tor in tiie class at first, such men will have to resort to the Civil Engineering 
classes ; hut if hereafter a sufficient number advance as to enable a higher practical class to be 
stafted, a special <*lass may be opened on a separate evening for the purpose. 

5. For starting the school the following will be required 

Expenses . — Gas to bo laid on to the room occupied in the Presidency College ; the 
Ezecutive Engineer has estimated the cost of this to be Hs. 450. 

To provide drawing-boards, straight edges, squares, &c., Ks. 200. 

5^a^toi!rery.— Authority to indent for such as may be necessary on the Stationery Office, 
rougli paper only will be required with pencils, &c. 

6. For conducting the school— 

Re.

this attendance will form only a small portion of his work, the main part of which will be 
ill the preparation of drawings I'or the men to copy. The following shows somewhat the work

(2.)— Outline drawings of small objects, full size, to bo copied with object before 
the learner - 

(8.) Outlines, drawing to sc^Ie, of larger objects to be copied with object before 
the 4earucr.

Drawings of work, such as carpenters and others of like trades would be 
called upon to use.

9. From this it will be seen that the teacher of drawing will have to devote a consider- 
able time to the work. 

As 800 X 1 88 His Honor Banctions the acbeme and the g^rant of mone^r^ I propose to 
advertize the school in all such vernacnhir pnpi^rs as are likely to gfive publicity to it, and I 
propose to send round a circular to all employds of labor, inviting them to send their good 
men to the class.

Memorandum on the Evening Drawing Cla^s, 

Enct.osed is a list of men and lads who have availed themselves of the eveniag class. 

The class was opened on the 18th March 1S73. 

It was at first purposely restricted in numbers till such time as some of the pupils liad 
made some definite progress in drawing ; for it is obviously not desirable in a drawing class to 
have all the pupils at the very first stiige ; such a condition holding out little hope to those 
not very sanguine of succeeding, and leaving a general depressing effect on the whole. 

As soon as n few of the t-'harpe«<t men had made some progress in their drawing, and when 
it was evident that they began to sec an advantage and to exhibit a decided interest in what 
they were doinc, their example became of use and it was time to open the class to all who 
would come to it. I therefore advertized the class in the Exchange Gazette and in the verna- 


cular papers, and the result is an attendance as per list. 

The pupils may be classified thus 

A. — Workers in metal ... ... ... 22 

B. — Bricklayers ... ... 4 

C. — varpenters ... ... ... ... 1 

D. «— Apprentices, builders, and mechanics 21 

E. — Overseers (native) ... ... ... 14 

F. — Petty contractors (builders) ... 4 

(i. — Clerks in building and construction offices 4 


The attendance of classes A and D may be considered satisfactory and will increase. 

The alt* ndance ordass E is also satisfactory. 

The attend.ance of class B is not sntisfuctorv. 

Ill northern India one would look for a very large (in fact the largest) attendance from 
this class, for to no men can the knowledge of drawing sooner bring remuneration. 

The bricklayers of Calcutta, however, arc the worst of all the workmen 1 have met ;tlicy 
take less intereet than any other class of men 1 know of in their worksiaud in keeping in good 
employ, so that they arc almost vagrants; and one seldom aei'S a good, intelligent bricklayer 
coming to the front understanding what good work is, and able to take charge of small con- 
scruciions as one invariably does on every large work in Upper India. ^ 

The only way to niter this is by enipluyeis using their influence and obliging the men to 
improve themselves ; undiii noway can this be done belter than by sending them to attend the 
drawing class 1 have hope of something being done, and 1 am directing my attention to the 
point. 

In class C there is only one man. Since the influx of iron ships to this port, there lias 
been less work for carpenters, and the number in the trade is fast decreasing. Drawing is not 
of so much use to a carp«?nter as it is to a bricklayer or rather a builder. I trust, however, 
during the next six months to get a fair attendance. 

The attendance oi men iu class F is a good sign, and I trust the number will increase. 
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The men in class G have been admitted, for there is a necessity for clerks who have to 
take out figarea to form estimates to understand drawing. 

On the whole I think there is reason to be satisfied with the starting of this class, and to 
hope that it may in some small degree tend to meet a want that certainly does exist. 

The funds granted by Government have proved sufficient up to date; but T think we shall 
require the services of an additional native draughtsman as teacher only for class hours, and 
the salary to be given for this will be small.

2. The Lioutenani-Govoruor has however been lately informed that there 
are in Calcutta Ilohgalis who after leaving school had taken to and become 
successful in the higher clashes of handicraft. His Honor heard of an authentic 
instance of a Brahmin who, after passing the entrance examination, took to 
the trade of a plumber, and has now become a master-plumber ; and bo hopes 
that under your teaching similar instances may t>c multiplied. He is sure 
j you will gladly receive men of any class who are ho%\a Jide working to become 
cfilcicut tradesmen. 
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IMPROVEMENT OF OHANDBALLY PORT. 


RjBSOLVTION.

Head — 

A recent correspondi^nce relative io propoaalH for improvinfj^ the ports of Orissa. 

1. On a consideration of a report submitted by Mr. J. Beames, OflBciatin^ 
Commissioner of the Orissa Division, from Captain J. 11. Jones, Commander 
of the steam ship Madras of the Britisii India Steam Navigation Company, 
plying betAveen Calcutta and Ghandbally, and of a note recorded by the Hon’ble 
V. n. Schalch, the Member in Charge of the Land Kevenue Department of the 
Board of Revenue, on his late visit to Chandbally, the Lioutermnt>Goycrnor 
has sanctioned the following measures for improving that port : — 

(1) Ttic erection of two additional posts on the hank at the bottom 

of the Chandbally reach to define the line of deepest water 
across the bar, and of throe posts to define the limits of the 
false bar oil* Centre Island. 

(2) The erection of a conspicuous first class durable beacon on the 

mainland, 2,800 yards north of the Chanpaul tree, to servo as 
a safe and certain guide to the mouth of the river in the event 
of the K buoy and Short’s Island beacon, which is only a 
temporary afiuir, being washed adrift or displaced by an 
easterly gale. 

(3) The survey of the Bytumeo river. 

2. His Honor has expressed his readiness also to support the Hon’blo 
Mr. Schalch’s recommendation, that a dispensary should bo opened at Chand- 
bally. Government support will be given on the most liberal terms allowed 
by the rules, provided the necessary private or local funds are forthcoming; 
otherwise the Commissioner M'ill suggest some arrangement for giving effect to 
this most desirable measure. 

3. On the other marine questions noticed in Captain Jones’s report and in 
the Hon’ble Mr. Schalch’s note, orders had already issued in connexion with a 
memorandum of the urgent requirements of the ports of Balasoro, Dhamrah, 
and Chandbally, drawn up by Captain Harris, Conservator of the Orissa Ports, 
and submitted to Government by the Commissioner, Mr. Ravenshaw, in the 
month of J uly lasf; 

4. The measures sanctioned on Captain Harris’s recommendations are 
detailed below : —

1. Thb entrance to tbc Boorabullung or 
Balaeorc river should be completely aurveyed 
from the Balueore buoy to the Bulrangurry 
houec in the month of November or December 
1873. 

S. The neck of land above Bulrangurry, call- 
ed Gcria bend, aliould be ent through. 

3. One of two alternative cuts indicated 
should be made near Chargiitcbea. 


Thb Master-Attendant, Calcutta, has been 
requested to arrange, in communication with 
Captain Harris, for lending a survey vessel 
for this purpose. • 

The Commissioner's action in referring 
proposals 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6, to the Saperin- 
tending Engineer, Orissa Circle, has been 
approved, and the Joint-Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal in the Public Works 
Department has been requested to cause the 
survey and report to be made quickly. 
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4* Silting up of the old bend at the existing 
cut should be assisted by spur or bend across 
lower end to send all the water through the 
cut and deepen it. 

5. A few short spurs, judiciously placed, 
should be tried for improving existing shoals. 

6. A few posts or bamboos, with white chat- 
tees or baskets on them, might be advantage- 
ously placed as crossing marks in the various 
reaches. 


7. Tidal gauges should be put up at Chandc- 
pore, Bulrungurry, and Naicoolie, painted and 
marked to feet, and large enough to read some 
distance off. 

8. A rough but strong jetty is required at 
Balasore gh&t for lauding and embarking goods 
and passengers. An old native craft, well- 
moored, with a stage built over her, might do. 
She would answer also as a go^uwn for stores. 

9. The three leaky buoys at the ghdt should 
be sent to Calcutta, and replaced by three others 
of the same size, with chain and mooring com- 
plete. 


10. Two trees at Naicoolie will soon fall 
into the river and form snags, and should be 
removed. 

11. Two anchors should be laid on shore at 
gh&t for the steamer to run lines to. 


Ports of Dhamrah and Chandballg, 

1 & 2. An extra buoy, third class, wooden 
spire, is wanted to mark tlio sea entrance to the 
new or south channel of the Dliamrah river, 
and a first class buoy f4>r the extreme north- 
east point of Palmyra's reef. 

3. Good tidal gauires slimild be put iqi on 
each side of the Clian(ii])aiil bar to einilde ves.sel.s 
entering and leaving to ascertain exact, rise of 
the tide. 

4. The channel at the back of Kallibunge 
Island should be closed, so as to send all ilic 
water down thef north siile of the island and 
keep Chandipiiul bur opeiv. 


5. Two )icw buoys should be laid at the 
entrance of the By turnee river, to enal le long 
steamers to turn in with couftdenev and safety. 


The Lieutenant-Governor will approve of 
the cost of these works being charged to 
the road fond, so long as it is the real wish 
of the people so to spend the fund, and so 
long as too large a share of the fund is not 
spent on the sea and river approaches to the 
town of Balasore to the injury of the rest of 
the district. The Government will he pre- 
pared at the same time to bear from provin- 
cial funds, up to a limit of Bs. 5,0U0, one- 
third of the cx|>enscs of carrying out these 
proposals, provided that they are reported as 
feasible at reasonable cost and as practically 
good. 

The Commissioner has been authorized to 
arrange for this in communication with 
Captain Harris, the cost being charged to 
the Balasore Port Piind. 

This Bclicmo has been approved, and Cap- 
tain Baker has been asked to arrange, in com- 
munication with Captain Harris, for getting 
as cheaply as possible an old craft of the 
kind required ; the work to be*done during 
this official year, and to bo charged to the 
Balasore Port Fund. 

The Master- Attendant has been requested 
to arrange, in eominunication with Captain 
Harris, for bringing to Calcutta for repair 
the three leaky buoys, sending down in their 
place new ones, with chain and mooring 
complete. 

The Commissioner has been informed that 
the removal of the trees can be arranged 
for by him through the Magistrate and 
Captain Harris. 

The Master- Attendant has been directed 
accordingly to send down two urivliors, in 
ctimmunication with Captain Hanis, to be 
laid on shore at the BuJasore gh&t. 

Ports of Dhamrah and Chandbally, 

Ca]>tain Baker lias been instructed to send 
down accordingly, in communication with 
Ciiptam Ilanis, iwo buoys with chains and 
anchors. 

Captain Harris bus been authorized to set 
u]i these gauifcs, the Balasore I'ort Fund 
being debited with the cost. 

The Commissioner has been directed to 
rotcr tins proposal, in the first instance, to 
the (jovern incut Fnginecr for report. Ho 
has been informed at the same time that the 
work cannot, if decided upon finally, be 
thrown on the Marine Department as sug- 
gested by him, but must be undertaken as a 
local work, though the Government may 
possibly be able to contribute one-tbird the 
cost from provincial funds. 

The Master-Attendant is under instruc- 
tions to supply two buoys with anchors and 
chains to Captain Harris, who will lay them 
down as proposed at the entrance of the 
Byiiirnec river. 
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6. Two new buoys should be laid at Juta 
crossing, west of Centre Island, Byturnee river, 
to mark the limits of shoal water. 

7. A good beacon is required on South Point, 
Byturnee river, to servo as a crossing mark. 

8. The banks of the Byturnee river should 
he cleared of the patches of jungles on ttiem. 
This would enable loaded boats to track up to 
Chandbully without stopping every few yards 
to clear their tow lines. 

9. Two new buoys are required on extreme 
spits of sand in reaches 3 and 4 of the Byiur- 
nee river. 

10. A small four-oared jolly hoat should be 
supplied to the Insjieetor of Customs, Chand- 
hally, to enable him to visit Dhatnraii occasion- 
ally, and Moregaun every time the steamer 
calls, which could not be done without a boat, 
as the country is under water during the iloods. 

11. Two buoys should be laid off C hand- 
bally for steamers to moor to, and two old 
anchors with large rings should be buried on 
shore for the same purpose, the present means of 
mooring being insuflieient for safety in strong 
winds, and being attended with danger to 
cijolies while landing and embarking. 


No orders have been passed by Govern- 
ment on this proposal, as, the buoys being 
urgently required. Captain Harris has pro- 
mised^to send them from store at False 
Point. 

The proposed beacon, the Commissioner 
has been informed, may be set up as a local 
work. 

The Commissioner has been informed 
that this work must be treated as a local 
work oil an internal communication line, and 
iliat it may be carried out under his orders. 

Captain Baker has been instructed to 
supply two suitable buoys to Captain Harris, 
who will lay them down on the spits of sand 
referred to. 

The Commissioner has been authorized to 
arrange through Captain Harris for getting 
from the Master -Attendant a four-oared jolly 
boat for the purpose mentioned, as soon as 
he finds that there is money enough in the 
customs budget to pay for the cost. 

Instructions have issued to Captain Baker 
for supplying Captain Harris with buoys 
and anchors for this object. 


B. Some of tlie above proposals coincide with recommendations made 
by Mr. George Uobortson in the second series of bis reports to the Govern- 
ment of India on Indian harbours. The further proposals recommended by 
Mr. Robertson in connect ion with the ports of Orissa, and authorized to be 
carried out, arc as follows : — 

(1) To place a beacon at the newly-formed extremily of Point Reddie. 

(2) To alter the construction of existing beacons by having the discs 

to cross each otlier at right angles, instead of placing them so 
as not to hold the wind, a position which renders them hardly 
visible w^hen looked at edgeways. 

(3) To replace tlie tidal gauges which Captain Harris had set up across 

the bar at the mouth of the main branch of the river Moha- 
nuddy, but wdiich had been lost, or had become useless from 
one cause or other. 

(4) To remove the wreck lying near False Point anchorage. 

For the last w^ork tbc3 Master- Attendant, Calcutta, lias been requested to 
arrange in communication wdth Captain Harris. The other three works will 
be undertaken as local works. ' 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor has directed the publication for general 
information of this vcatdution, with Captain Jones’s report and the Hon’ble 
Mr. Schalch’s memorandum above referrod to.

In accordance witli your request, 1 have the honor to report as Follows on the Dhamrah 
river as far us east point, the Drahmint as Far as north point, and the Byturnee as fur as 
Chandbally. 

There are two entrances to the Dhamrah, the north and south channels. The north channel 
commences at the Khannuka hnoy, follows nearly a 60 uth*wcst course, continues to the (j 
buoy, a distance of 8 miles, in which at. any iitne 1 have not found less than 1 1 feet reduced. 

The south channel commences about miles south of the K buoy at the extreme 
eastern point of Short’s Island, runs in a vvesterly direction ulou^ the north shore of Short’s 
Island, to u distance of about 800 yards west of the ii buoy, when you deepen into 22 feet 
reduced; ^ood anchorage in fine weather, but very exposed in bad weather; irom the eastward 
in this channel I have not had less then 12 Feet 0 inehes to 13 feet reduced. 

The channel from the ariehorsi^c of 24 feet slioaled to 18 feet in the vicinity of the C 
buoy, after passinir which yon deepen uradually as you approach the A buoy to 24 and 30 feet 
reduced (the A buoy north). This is a capital aiicliurage, g >o(l 8[>aoe, a si iff clay bottom and 
well sheltered from all but a north-east wind. 

After passing the A buoy you ^ra<lually shoal on llu* inner bar, <>n which a fairway buoy 
(nun)* is placid, which buoy, kept on with the Chan paid tri*e, will lead you across in 8 Feet 
reduced. Afii*r deepciiin;^ over the bar you steer For ihc? eastern point of Kallibur^a Island^ 
keeping it nearly a ])oiiit open on your port bow, when j'ou gradually dcOpen into n ehaiinel 
of 3|^ Fathoms along* tliel north bank of that island carrying good water close to. When yon 
arrive near Dhamrah Custom House, you cross over to the northern side, and keep that shore 
abroad, carrying 45 fathoms, till you open the channel south oF Kallilmrga, when you haul 
gradually over to Round Point, jmssiiiir it at a distance of about 300 yards on your port hand; 
you then steer a mid channel course tili yon arrive i>ff North Point, when you turn sharply 
into the Bytumee river. Inland ol‘ iSouth Point there is a very consyiieuous tree, which, kept 
on witli South Point, leads you a mid channel course, but as South Point is not well defined, 
and as the sands on either aide are very steep loo, 1 would consider it advisable to have a con- 
spicuous mark elected on the extreme of South Point, which, kept on with the tree above 
mentioned, would lead clear through, and us the sands are steep, tiieic should be nun buoys to 
tiiuik their spits and define tlic channel. 

After rounding North Point the channel, as far us Chandbally, is very narrow mncl tortu- 
ous, necessitating great caution in approaching the sands, and constant cure whilst running 
along the bai’k. 'IIutc is a bar at the west of Centre Island called the false bar, on which 
there is 8 Feet reduced in a very narrow line with a stiong cm rent on a flood-tide, setting 
right across it, causing a number of eddies and oft-times great difficulty in kccjiing in the 
Fairway track ; on both sides of this bar there is a spit of 5 Feet reduced. 

There is a bur ul 9 feet at the bottom of Chandbally reach ; with the exception of tlie above 
two bars there is not less than 3 fathoms in the cliaiiiiol between Chandbally and North Point. 
The spits of the sands extends well iirto the channel. Tiircc of the sands are dry at half flood, 
as I would recMinmend nun buoys being placed on the spits of the sand in each reach so us to 
define the limits of the navigable channel. 

After decpcuiiig over the bar at the bottom of Chandbally reach, you deepen into 4 
fathoms, which water is continuous through the icmuindtr of the reach ; (»p|)osite to Chaudlially 
the banks are v« ry steep too at 3 fathoms. The leach is about 4-20 |ri*t wide from bank to 
hank, just room to turn a stcanier — the length of the Jfuflraf; if the title is iu)t too strong, j 
would recommend for Chandbally two one-ton ancht»rs, IE) be laid off* the bank, a distance of 
about 40 yards, sufficient to moor the vci-sel ahead and astern, and two anchors of 15 cwt., to 
be laid in the earth on the banks of the river opposite the first two anchors, so as to be able to 
moor the vessel the same as the in-shore vessels in Calcutta are. 

The soil at and arouiul Chandbally is of a sandy alluvial deposit, which, when the ground 
is saturated with water, becomes quite loose or alive, so that any posts placed in the earth li>r 
the purpose of fasteifing ship’s hawscis to for mooring are perfectly worthless, us on the first 
burst cif a squall or high wind the weight of the vi-ssel would draw them out of the ground, 
as it did on the 12ih of June last, when the Madras nanowly escaped being ashore, the JUar^ 
Grant was lelt high and diy. In the dry season, when the groniui has become firm and hard 
through a course of fine dry weather, they are quite sufficieiit for ^dic purpose of mooring, as 
the tides are not strong at that si^ason. In atldiiion thcie s'uould be )ilu(*ed on the bank at 
the bottom of Chandi'ally reach two posts, which bei^ig kc[»t :n one would define tiie line 
deepest water across the bar. 

With regard to the false bar off the Centre Island, I would rccoinmeiid that three 
similar to the marks on at Nynun on the river Hooghly, be placi;d on the bank to define tiic 
limits of the bur, which is very bad. 

W'ith regard to the upprouches to the river, a commander bound to the Dhamrah would not 
in iny opinion, except under very lavorable circiimslanees, steer direct for the K buoy coining 
in from the eastward, as, shculd he iiiilortuuately experience a southerly set, he might find 
himself ail at once landed on the top of Tuint Falmyru’s shoal, whieii extends a distance of 
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7 to 8 miles eastward of Point Palmyra’s deepening too, then shoaling very rapidly to 8 and 
2 faihoraR| the sea, except in had weather, giving you no indication of your near approach 
to that danger. Iij bad weather the middle of the shoal is well defined in day-time by the 
hrealcers, but at night-time would scarcely be seen till the vessel was in a position of danger. 
In day-time and smooth water you may run close along the margin of the shoal, and the only 
indication given is a slight discoloration of the water. 

1 would stvougly recommend that a first class buoy be ))laced on the north-east spit of the 
Palinyra^s shoal as an indication in day-time of your proximity to the siioiil. 

Coming from the eastward, steering for a point 6 or 7 miles north of the K buoy, you 
would get soundings in 8 fathoms when about 3 to 4 miles off the land (trees in sight), 
shoaling into 6 fathoms, then steering about south-east by steamer you will si^ht the K buoy 
right ahead without fail, should you not go into more than 6 fathoms. 1 would strongly 
recommend that a conspicaons first class durable beacon be erected on the main land about 
2,800 yards north of the Clianpnul tree, which would then bear due west from the K buoy, 
and would be a safe and certain guide for the month of the river in event of the K buoy and 
Siiort^s Island beacon (which is only a temporary afiUir) being WiisheJ adrift or displaced by 
an easterly gale. 


Kote by the Ilvtlhle F, H. Schalck^ Member in Charge of the Land Reverme Department of the 

Hoard of Revenue, dated 'ilth Avgmi 1873. 

I have just returned from a visit to the village of Ohandhally, situate* in the district of 
Balasore, on the Byturnee river, some !22 miles from the mouth of the estuary of the Dhamrah. 
Leaving Calcutta at day-light on the 20th August, we reached the mouth of the Dhamrah be- 
fore day-light on the following inoruing, and entering the estuary at day-light, reached the 
village about 10 p.m. A very considerable trade had been developed witii this part of the 
country by the Celt^ a very small steamer, and has now been taken up by the British India 
Steam Navigation Company, whose smallest steamer, the Madras, now plies weekly on 
the line. 

The Dhamrah was buoyed off at iny suggestion when I was Magistrate of Balasore some 
18 years ago, and was found a great use for importing rice into this part of the distri'^t which 
suffisred severely in the famine of 1866. 

For the 13 miles of its course the estuary is well and sufficiently buoyed off as far as the 
mouth of t^ie Byturiicc. From that point, with the exception cf two small buoys which were, 
at the rqa^iw'oi tbc Wipwtraroiif the Marfras, obtained from Captain Harris, the Master- Attend- 

at False Point, the river wliiSn^'igs somewhat tortuous witii some sharp bends has not bcon 
in.arked off, and the Captain of the steainef v/»?hi<ih now plies on it has to trust to temporary 
marks fixed by himself, which are frequently removed’ufAvCvloJen j/\MJi«».Xiwherji»HW 
miles from the Komika buoy, at the entrance to the Dhamrah, is situate the village of Chand- 
bally noted in the map as 8imooleea. 

Here the British India Steam Navigation Company have constructed a small wooden 
jetty for the use of their steamer, and leased a plot of lajid on which they have constructed 
offices and rest-houses for the reception of the natives who journey to and fro in their vessels, 
often to the extreme number they are licensed to carry, somethiug over 700 in the hot, and 
over 800 in the cold weather. 

In the village close to the land of the British India Steam Navigation Company, the 
Government has acquired a piece of land on which there have been constructed a d&k bunga- 
low and a police station in charge of an European Inspector, a pi)St-olBoe being established in 
the Utter. e 

Tins land is of limited extent, but well raised as is, in fact, the whole of the village. A 
ver}' considerable export and import trade has sprung up, and the British India Steam Navi- 
gation Company have now two vessels of somewhat smaller draught building in England to be 
employed solely on this line. 

As many as 4,000 to 5,000 pilgrims returning from the gi^ at festival at Poorce were 
lately collected at the village waiting their turn to be conveyed Calcutt^i in the Madras and 
in the Mary Grants lately a steam ferry, but now employed on this line by someS enterprising 
natives. Between the two a little less than 1,000 men were >M)nveyed weekly. Most fortu- 
nately no disease appeared among the large number of natives wlio had boon collected, for 
there is no medical aid or medicine available at a less distance than the sub-division of Bhud- 
druck, some miles to the north-west, which is connected with the village by a road lately 
constructed under orders of the Magistrate, I believe. 

The Agent for the British India Steam Navigation Company, Mr. Clarke, has been 
appointed as Honorary Magistrate, and under his direction order seems to be well kept by the 
Polioe Inspector, and the conservancy of the place well attended to^a matter of no small 
importance when such large numbers of people are occasionally collected. The trade of the 
place is largely increasing. The agent of a Greek bouse in Calcutta has visited it to 
make arrangements for a more extended export of seeds and other country produce, and the 
people, I am informed, show great willingness to introduce other crops more suitable for the 
Calcutta market than the very coarse lice which now forms the main staple. 
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The country is a vast sheet of cultivation, nearly as far as the eye can reach, diversified 
with frequented and populous villages, and intersected with numerous rivers and large nullahs, 
which offer considerable means ftir communication with the country around, and promise to make 
Cliandbally a large export town. The situations would be excellent for the site of a suh-divi. 
sion. In anticipation that the importance of the place will ere long necessitate such a mea- 
sure, 1 venture to make the following suggestions : — 

1. The entrance to the Dhnmrah is, I am informed, on the northern channel, suflielently 
buoyed off, hut for the southern a bitoy is required, I am t dd, at the extreme end o( the reef, 
which juts out to the westward from the extreme eastern point of Short^s Island. 

A pillar, such as those along the Hooghly river, would be no doubt useful, if constructed, 
as on the main land at the north-east entrance of the channel, to mark the entrance iu misty 
weather. 

2. The Byturnee river sliould be surveyed, and a few buoys laid down at the proper 
depth opposite the more extremely sharp bends. 

3. xMooring buoys are required, I am told, at Chandhally itself, where there is deep 
water along the bank, and space suiKcieiit for three vessels, such as the Madras^ to m lor, if 
buoys were provided. In their absence a vessel is liable to break away from the land fasten* 
logs on a gale and to be driven over to the opposite bank. 

4. At Chandbaliy more land should be taken up by (jovernment adjoining tliat they 
have already acquired for the site of sub-divisional ofllceB, dispensary, and such other build- 
ings as will undoubtedly have to be constructed ere lonur. The laud could probably bo now 
acquired cheaply, but ere long ^it will rise generally in price, as several persons are on the look- 
out to purchase land for the purposes of trade. 

5. A dispensary is absolutely necessary, and no doubt coniributious towards its supoort 
could be calculated upon from the British India Steam Navigation Company and others trad- 
ing to the place. 

6. There is a small vernacular school which, I am told, is well attended and conducted in 
the usual native manner. It would undoubtedly serve well as the nucleus of a primary 
sdhool. I anticipate that if these suggestions were carried out, Chandbaliy would, wiihin a 
couple of years, become a thriving and populous seat of inland trade.

gardens in your division, on the changes made or proposed in the Bill, more 
particularly with respect to the nature of the amendments placed by lUs Honor 
on the papers containing the proceedings of the Bengal Legislative Council 
of tlio 0th and 13th Septomhor 1873. 

^ 2 . Separate copies of the paper of amendments are enclosed for rcforonco 
and distribution, 'rho* Lieutonant-Governor is desirous of having the views 
of tho parties interested, a.s well as of oCdcors in the tea districts, as fully and 
carefully as possible upon these points. 

3. Tho first amendment, it will be seen, refers to Cachar only, and the 
second is the same amendment having refereuco to Sylhet only. In cither case 
the question is simply, whether it is better that the district ir> question should 
be removed from the operation of tho Bill altogether, and loft uutrammeled 
and unfettered like any other district of these provinces, or whether it should 
bo retained in tho Bill. 

4. All parties must see that a one-sided sctlloment — i.e., one, freeing 
planters from all restrictions in recruiting, and at tho same time subjecting 
the coolie to special penal laws to enforce tho contracts into which they may 
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enter without any special precautions — ^is quite out of the question. Planters 
must choose whether they will have freedom of contract for themselves, with 
the protection of the ordinary law of the country only, or the present system 
of examination, registration and special precautions in regard to contracts, 
followed by a special penal law to make the cooly work out his contract as 
provided by the Bill. 

6. In the formes case, «. e., if they come under the ordinuy law, planters 

may enforce their contracts — (1) 
by an ordinary suit, and (2) by 
the penal provision of section 
492 of the Indian Penal Code 
(Act No. XLV of 1860), quoted 
on the margin. 

6. Amendments 3 and 4 are 
connected together ; 4 is taken 
from the British Burmah lAbor 
Contract Bill now before the Gov- 
ornor* General’s Legislative Council (see last clause of section 16 of that Bill 
as published in the Gazette of India). The effect of this amendment would be, in 
fact, to allow a system of free emigration to go on side by side with the system 
prescribed by this Bill. The penalty on recruiting otherwise than under the 
Bill would be altogether removed ; but it wculd be provided that no contract 
to labor in the labor districts should be binding on an emigrant. Now, an 
emigrant under the definition (as modified by amendment 3) is a person who 
has engaged to proceed to the labor district. No engagement to labor made 
under these circumstances, if made without the safeguards provided in the 
Act, would be binding on him ; but if he goes without any binding contract, ' 
when he reaches the labor district be ceases to be an emigrant — he becomes 
an ordinary laborer, and may then enter into any contract he chooses, like any 
other local laborer under the ordinary law of contract. The question then is, 
whether, in those districts which remain under the Bill, it is desirable to allow 
this free system, or any other free system,, side by side with the system under 
the Act. 


Whoever being bound by Inirfal oontnot in writing to work for 
nnotber person an artificer, workman, or laborer, for a period not 
more than three years at any place within Britiah India to whioha by 
virtue of the contract, be baa been or ia to bo convoyed at the expenio 
of Huch other, Tolantarily deaorta the aervica of that other duriug the 
cootinuaaeo of hia contract, or without veaaonabla camao refuaaa to per* 
form the aorvioe which he haa contracted to perform, anch aerrice beinir 
Toasonable and proper aervion, ahall be putiiahed with impriiummeni of 
either deaeription tor a term not eiceeding cme month, or with fine not 
excoo^Dg double the amount of aiich expenao, or with both, nnleaa the 
employer baa ill-treated him, or negleoM to perform the contract on 
hia part. 


7* Finally, the fifth amendment proposes to repeal the present power of 
planters themselves to seize runaway coolies. Without prejudging this 
question, His Honor would like much to learn what officers, planters, and the 
coolies themselves say about it. The effect of the amendment would be, that, 
instead of seizing bis coolie, the master must prosecute him for desertion in 
the criminal court, under the third clause of section 123 of the amended Bill. 

8. The question is, whether the time has come when so groat an inter* 
ference with the liberty of the subject as this power of the master to seize can 
be dispensed with. His Honor would like to know, both from the planter’s 
and from the coolie’s point of view, whether the power is liable to abuse ; and 
whether, if not unduly, used to restrain a fair freedom of action, the object 
would not be sufficiently gained by making it the duty of the Magistrate to seize 
and punish the deserter who may bo pointed out to him. 

0. I am to refer you to the proceedings of the Bengal Legislative Council, 
published in the Supplement to the Calcutta Gazette of the 10th and 1 7th 
instant, on this subject, and to say that His Honor hopes to have your relies, 
with well collected and collated opinions, in this Secretariat before the i6tb 
November next.

A letter No. 497, dated 22nd July 1873, from the Officiating Commissioner of Dacca, 
submitting the General Administration Report of Mr. Reynold!*, Collector-Magistrate 
of Mymonsingh, and of Messrs. Page and Andrews, the Sub-Divisional Officers of 
Goalundo and Atteah. 


1. Bebolittion. — T he Lieutenant-Governor is under very great obliga- 
tions to the Commissioner for (his elcar and practical report, which touches on 
very many subjects of interest in the way His Ilonor had desired, and is 
evidently not an office compilation, as so many reports have hitherto b^n. 

2. Tour (Paraa. 2 to 12). — His Honor notices that two Assistant 
Magistrates and two Deputy Magistrates were out on tour a good deal during 
the cold weather, and he trusts that in future, under the new system of sub- 
deputies. man^ more Joint-Magistrates. Assistant Magistrates, and Deputy 
Magistrates will be enabled to pass a good deal of their time in the interior. 

He will be prepared to consider any separate proposals that the Commis- 
sioner may submit with reference to the crowded state of the record-rooms of 
the several Magistrates and Collectors in his division. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has expressed his appreciation elsewhere of 
the services rendered by Mr. Power, Captain Badgley, and Mr. C^nel. in 
connection witli the late survey operations on the frontier. 

3. Weather and Crops (Paraa. 16 to 21). — The rice crop of the division 
was a good average one, and calls for no special remark. Next to rice the most 
important crop in the division is that of juto, and this was £y far the finest 
that had ever been known. The area under cultivation was greater than in 
any previous year, and Mr. Ileynolds estimates that the outturn of fibre from 
the district of Mymonsingh alone exce.eded two millions of inaunds. Unfor- 
tunately. this excessive cultivation made necessary the employment of hired 
labor to assist in preparing the fibre, and the prices of the market fell at the 
same time so low that the fibre in many places cost the producer more than 
could be got from the produce. It is said that in some pldbes the prices that 
were obtainable would not have covered the expense of preparation and trans- 
port, and the plants were allowed to rot and dio where they grew, but perhaps 
this is in some degree exaggerated — such eases were probably exceptional and 
peculiar. A much jsmallcr area is being sown with jute in the present season 
of 1873.* 

The Lieutenant-Governor notices (see paragraph 80 of Mr. Andrew's 
report) that in the Atteah sub-division jute is used in the manufacture 
of paper, so this is no new discovery. Indigo has almost disappeared from the 
Dacca division as an article of cultivation. The production of safflower has 
ft apparently exceeded the requirements of the English market, which is glutted 
at present ; a cheaper substitute having been, it is said, discovered. 

The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the general result of the infor- 
mation collected regarding the crops is to show exceeding readiness rather than 
backwardness on tho part of cultivators to meet the demands of the market. 

4. Public Mealih and Material Condition of the People (Paraa. 27 to 
31 ) — ^Tho public health of the division was generally good. There appears to 
have been no special epidemic. 
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Tho material condition of the people has, it is said, greatly improved 
as compared with what it was only a few years hack. Immense sums of 
money now come into tho country for payment of purchases of country produce, 
of which a fair share clings to the fingers of those through whom it passes on its 
way from the exporting merchant to tho cultivators ; but still there is no doubt 
that a good proportion of it does reach tho ryot. A great many ryots have money 
put by, though upfortunatcly instead of being invested, it is for the most part 
buried. Tho heavy fall in the jute market during the year diminished the 
profits of many cultivators, but produced no general distress. It would, 
according to the Collector of Mymensingh, be difficult now to find a village 
uhore tho majority of the inhabitants are in tho toils of tho mahajun. There 
can bo no question, says Mr. Abercrombie, that the agricultural class of the 
inhabitants of Eastern Bengal are in a condition of increasing comfort and 
independence. 

A copy of the Commissioner’s remarks on tho results of vaccination 
in the Dacca and Eurreedpore districts will be forwarded to the Political 
(Medical) Department of this Secretariat, with a request that they may be 
communicated to the Surgeon-General of the Indian Medical Department, 
in order that the return showing the extraordinary percentage of 99 successful 
cases may be properly checked. 

5. Emigralion, ^c. {Partis. 82 and 33). — Tho spontaneous emigration of 
the people of Sylhet to cultivate the waste lands of Caehar, which is reported, is 
a natural, most healthy, and beneficial movement, and every encouragement 
should be given to it. 

6. Prices of Food and Labor {Paras. 34i to 36). — Pood seems to have 
generally been cheap over the division ; but at the same time the price was 
remunerative enougii to pay tho cultivators. 

As regards the prices of food in the Goalundo sub-division, given in 
Appendix B to Mr. Pago’s report, page 64, the Lieutenant-Governor must 
doubt tho accuracy of the figures when ho sees wheat in 1871-72 entered at 
the low price of 10 annas per maund. 

It seems almost incredible that only one-third of tho Mymensing district 
should (as conjectured in Mr. Reynolds’ 42nd paragraph) be under cultivation. 
This would give a total of 1,119 souls to the square mile of cultivated land. 
Tho Lieutenant-Governor is aware that the Dhurumporc jungle occupies along 
strip of Mymensing, that there is a considerable area of w'aste under the hill^ 
and that there may be large areas of sandy chur. But it is hard to suppose 
that with all this two-thirds of the whole area is uncultivated. It may bo 
gathered, however, from Mr. Reynolds’ statement that there is still much room 
for the extension of jute, &c., and for increase of population. 

The table of wages of coolies furnished in the Appendix B is useful, but 
it must be remembered that Goalundo is, in respect of labor, a very special place. 

The Lieutenant-Governor trust.s, with reference to paragraph 23 of 
Mr. Page’s report^ that every effort w'ill bo made to get the coolies at Goalundo 
decently accommodated, and to make their sanitary condition tolerable. 

7. Pulilui Opinion on General or Special Subjects {Paras. 41 to 46). — Tho 
Lieutenant-Governor desires to know wliethcr it has been ascertained tliat any 
considerable landholders still continue to levy the imp? sts which they illegally 
imposed on their ryots under the pretext of tho incomo;tux. Ho trusts that 
the Commissioner and District Officer will make R their special car<l that the 
object of the road cess shall bo fully understood .■ / the masses of the people. 
It should bo most distinctly impressed upon them xhat tlie ccss levied in any 
district will be expended for the benflit of that disirict, and not outside of it. 

His Honor is most gratified at the testimony borne in more than one, 
part of Mr. Abercrombie’s report to the zeal and success of the various officorife 
in working the grant for primary education. It wa‘ to have boon expected 
that those among tlie landlord class who had profited by the ryots’ ignorance 
should not care much for their education; but this will be overcome. 

The Commissioner’s account in his 46tli paragraph of the antao^onism 
which has on several occasions arisen between ryots and zemindars is a very 
striking and, the Lieutenant-Governor fears, a very true account, 'rhe whole 
subject is engaging the serious consideration of Government. 
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The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the whole of the Commissioner’s 
and district officer’s inAuenco will be used to discourage the very objection- 
able system called “ simba,” and said to be prevalent in the Backergunge district, 
by which a man who sets up a claim to some disputed right transfers his 
interots with the most illegal and improper motives to some powerful and 
pugnacious neighbour. Unhappily this is a practice not unknown in other parts 
of the country. 

It appears that in this division there is a large native press, no less than 
17 papers and periodicals being published. The Commissioner very fairly 
describes (paragraph 4>7) its position and cliaractor. 

• 8. Adminiatmtire Changes (Parna. 48 fo 67). — The transferor rent-suits 

to the civil court appears not to have worked with complete smoothness as yet, 
and the fact has not escaped the notice of Government. 

“The centralisation of nior<! power and responsibility in the hands of the 
district officer has undoubtedly,” say^s Mr. Abercrombie, “ been productive of 
irood results in some instances, but its success depends much on the possession 
of certain qualities by the head of the family. If ho be happy enough to 
possess these all will go well ; his official household will he happy and 
(.•ontcuted, and work will bo well done.” The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that 
the head of tlic district will gradually become more and more the effective 
leader of ail departments, and that men not iltied for the active exercise of 
such functions will take to apother line of the public service. Mr, Kcynolds’ 
suggestion, that a Magistrate siiould be able, if he wished, to delegate to a 
sub-divisional officer gcn<‘ral authority over the police of the sub-division, subject 
to Ills own supervision, so that the police of the suh>(livision would look up 
io the sub-di visional offic('r as tlieir immediate head, will be considered by the 
liieutenant-Governor wlio has much inclined to that view. 

His Honor acknowledges that it is too true that the success of the. 
arrangements in regard to the charges of subordinate officers is sadly marred 
by the frequent changes of officers. I'lie Government, however, is struggling 
to its utmost to remedy the evil. We have effected great improvement in 
regard to the higher officers. The applications for leave on medical certificates 
and oth(‘r occasions for change are so constant that nothing but the most unre- 
mitting attention and the firmest band can mitigate tlic bad cilbet of changes 
in the lower grades. 

y. Land Hew.nne^ Hfc. {J^ara. OS). — The difference in the cliaractor of the 
sub-iufoudation of the land tenure bet\vc('n Dacca .and h'urroedporo is remarkable 
in two neighbouring districts, lit the formt r it is ;m extreme case to find two 
middlemen bet ween the /era indar and th * cull i valor, while in the latter five 
arc common, and in some zeniindarics .he number readies seven. Backer- 
gunge is much broken up into petty holdi gs. 

Partition cases are found very todiojs in this division. Ills Honor has 
no doubt that some measures to faeilital •- their more efficient disposal are 
very greatly required in both the. Back. ;’;ui ge ami Alyineitsingh districts. 

The Lieutenant -Governor wili be prej •ired, w'ith reference to paragraph 
2-10 of Mr. Andrews' report, to consid< r any proposal that the Coniiuis- 
sioner may wish to submit for the erection of boundary pillars to facilitate 
the identification cf boundaries in lauds whteh arc subji'ct to the action of 
the river. • 

10. Excise. — The Lieutenant-Governor requests that the Commissioner 
will make inquiries as to the ground on which the number of licensed shops 
for the sale of country spirits and imported liquors was allowed to he increased

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11. Communicaii(m» (Par««. 78 io 88).— The Lieutenant-Governor quite 
agrees with the Commissioner that development of water communication is what 
is most r«.*quired in the Dacca division, and His Honor is very glad to see the 
hearty interest in the subject taken by the Dacca road cess committee and 
by others. 

The postal department will be furnished wdth a copy of paragraph 280 
of Mr. Andrews’ report, in which he suggests the opening out of a postal 
route from Attc'ah to Dacca via Manickgunge, instead of as at present vid^ 
Mymensingh. 

12. Municipal and other Committees [Paras. 80 to 88). — The iiitcrcst 
taken by the local cominiltees in educational matters is in striking contrast to 
the lamentable want of interest exhibited in regard to municipal matters. 
The Lieutenant -GoTcrnor hui)es that officers will not be discouraged, but W'ill 
pci’severe in their endeavours to interest tho people in their own affairs. 

13. Statistics — The Lieutenant-Governor observes that Mr. Abercrombie 
has not noticed the collection of statistics which is going on in the division, 
and which is alirided to in the district and sub-divisional reports. His Honor 
begs the Commissioner will not oiiiit this most itn]>ortunt matter on the next 
occasion, and trusts that full attention is being given to it.

The results of Mr. Andrews’ educational census (paragraph 48 of the 
report of the Collector of Mymensingh) of fifteen villages of tho sub-division of 

Attcalk, with a population of 16,891 inhabitants, 
are i)it«Tosting. 1,516* persons of this popula- 
tion could read, write, and keep simple accounts. 
I'lie fact that 20*6 per cent, of the adult males, 
and that 8*9 per cent, of the total population, 
avc in possession of the rudiments of education 
in so backward a district as Mymensingh, is grati- 
fying, and bears out the statement that education is not so rare in this district 
as in'some other parts of the country. According to Mr. Woodrow’s census in 
the Diamond Huvliour sub-division of tho 2’1-Pcrguanahs, it w’as found that only 
per cent, of the population could read, write, and count. And in Bus- 
seerhaut, among the Mahomedau villages only 3 percent., and among Hindoo 
villages 14 per cefit. were educated. Jn the Chooadaugah sub-division of 
Nudclea it was ascertained that out of the whole population only 2-J per cent, 
could read and w'rite, while out of the adult male population 7| per cent, 
had this much education. It appears, moreover, in Atteali, that 61 women 
out of 5,272 are more or less educated, while in the Diamond Harbour tract 
not a single woman could read or write, and in Busscerhaut only six women 
out of 17,407. 


The Lieutenant-Governor w’ould wish for a fuller report upon tho edu- 
cational census taken at Attcah, showing in some detail the classes of the 
community that were enumerated. 

14. The Lievtcnaiit-Govomor is much indebted to Mr. Abercrombie tor 
his clear and candid account of the qualities of his officers.

1'L'liL.IC IJEAnTH. 

Paua. 29. — The matesrial condition of tho people i.s without doubt greatly 
improved as coin ])ared with what it was only afew' yenrs back. I speak now of r* 
the great mass of the people of tho country, who either grow tlie bulk of their 
own food, tilling the land tliemselvos, or else have land which they get culti- 
vated for them on different kinds of agreement. Tmnicnso sutns of money now- 
come into the rftofussil for payment of jmrehases of country ])roduco, of which 
a fair share no doubt .sticks to the fingers of aratdui's and dolals and beparit's, 
through w'hoso hands it passes on its way fr<im tlm exporting merchant to the 
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cultivators ; but still there is no doubt that a good shore of it reaches tin; 
cultivator, else there never would havo been the enormous increase in the crop 
of jute which was witnessed lust season. 

30. Respecting the agricultural class of the Inhabitants of Eastern Bengal, 
there can bo no reasonable doubt that tln‘y are in a condition of continually 
increasing comfort and independence. 

31. The class who are most pinched arc those of the higher classes, who 
havo a fixed income, — say from a talook which they have given to somormo on 
a fixed rent, or from cmpJoynient in lower gitulcs of GovernnHMit service. T'hey 
have to pay considerably higher prices now than formerly for servants for any 
work, — rebuilding a house, &c., and also for every neccssarj’, except perhaps 
rice and salt. The increase of the excisti revenue is jirobably a sure inuication 
of the increasing wealth of the lower order’s of the paople ; and the increased 
uso of stamps and of the registration office would also seem to be sure signs 
of increasing comfort and indejrendence. Mr. Beveridge is a little doubtful 
about the condition of the people. He has the following passage under this 
li#ud, which I extract as being cerfainly original : — 

“ Natives of the bettor classes havo often been reproached with shutting 
up their women and not educating them ; but I confess that if nativti ladies 
were to come out in publit;, I do not see how their parents or husbands could 
afford to pay for tlic increased cost of their clothing, rncroasc in luxuries, or, 
what is often the same thing, improvement in civilization, generally involves 
increase in expcnditurcf ; and in my humble apprehension the groat obstacle 
to u heightening the standard of comfort in this country is the poverty of the 
inhabitants. Probably the Malthusian doctrine will (w<mtually be found to 
bo the chief specific for the evils of Bengal, and I hope that if native communes 
and municijialitles arc ever established in the mofussil, they will be allowed to 
injposo taxes on early marriages and on the possession of more than one or two 
children.” 

UMIOUATION, &o. 

3*2. Emigi’ation from this division is unknovrn, and immigration may V)e 
said to be confined to the tea gardens. Last year 4,583 imported coolies were 
landed in Oachar. There is a small flow of emigration from Sylhet to Ciichar, 
and it is exjusefrd that this will increase ; but it is entirtdy a spontaneous affair; 

. the jjooplc go of their own accord and take up and clour -waste land for them- 
selves, but as yet their numbers are quite insignificant. 

33. Sylhet people used also to come down annually and work during the 
manufacturing seiisun at the indigo concerns of Dacca and Mymensing, but these 
are nearly all shut now. Sylhet j)eo])le also gt) in considerable numbers to 
Akyab and work at loading rice into ships, but tliey stay only a short time. 

I’RTCR OF FOOD ANU LAUoL’R. 

34. Ill l>acca rice, which is the staple article of food, lias avertiged fivt 
seers in the rupee, or Rs. l-t» cheaper, but labour has uot^iillen at all. 

Ill Furreedpore both food and lahour have bi'cii slightly dearer. 

In Backergungo rice was little ehoapor, and the otlim’ lU’tielos of food were 
nearly tlie same as they wore in the preceding year. Tlieio was no perceptiVilo 
iucrea.se or decrease in the wages of labour. 

Mymeiising Vice U'as averaged at 32 st?ers per rupee, and food geuerallv 
cheap. Sylhet rice chcaj^. The crop of the previou.s year had been very large, 
and much of it had biam held by the ryot-s in hope of better ]>ricos ; but with a 
second good season all hope of this vani-shod, and the ryots had to si*ll for what 
they could get. Cachar, food chcaiior in conse«pieI»ce of abundant ero]». 
Ijabour exci'ssivcly dour. 

35. All the salt consumed iu the division is Liverjiool, .ind it is very 
remarkable that distance of trauspoi’t friun (Calcutta seems to make no differoiiec ' 
in the price to the consumer. 

30. Food generally has boon more abundant and cheaper than lust year, 
but labour is no cheaper, nor can 1 see any ground for supposing it over will 
be ; all the labour, or noai'ly all that is requin>d for the business which is being 
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overy day developed by European capital and onterpriso in this division, ha.s 
be got from other parts of the eountrj^. 

MANUFAOTIJBKB. 

•‘17. I’here is no manufacture on a wholesale scale in this division except 
toil and two indigo concerns. There is a considerable quantity of coarse cloth 
for use by the lower orders made in all the districts ; it is considered more 
durable tluin Manchester cloths, A considerable quantity of date sugar is made 
in Furreodpore, iind it is insufficient (piantitics to be exported from the district. 
In the island of Dukinshuhba/.porc and the south of Buckerguiige cocoanut-oil is 
made and exported to (.Jhittagong and Calcutta. There is also a considerable 
trade in iron and brass iinphmients and vessels of local manufacture. There is 
also .some lacdye maTiufactm'ed here, and soajj, known in the market as Dacca 
soa}>; finer cloths, also muslin and kashei^da (cotton cloth ombroidorodl. This 
is chiefly oxjiorted to Arabia. A considerable quantity of gold and silver 
ornaments is exported to Cahtuifa. Lime in large (quantities comes from 
Sylbet, but it is the produce of the Kiiasi Hills. 

TnADE AND eo.MMEKCnC. 

.‘fS. ^’lle princiq)al exjiorts «»f tin! divi.sion are jute, tea, rice, hides, safflower, 
betel-nuts, oil-seeds, cocoanut-oil, sugar ( cours(^ goor), dried fish, lime, oranges, 
stick -lac, India-rubber, cloths (cotton), and Dacca cbe<*se and soap.

40. Iteliabh' information as to the exact values of exports and inijiorts is 
not to be bad, and 1 should onlj'' mislead if J attempted to give any estimate 
of tln^ value of the one with reference to the other. 'Phis mu(':h, however, is a 
matter of cc'rtainly, that the (‘xports arc largely in excess of the imports in 
moiKiy value, and vast (piantitics of silver are [laid to the cultivator.s and petty 
traders residing in this division, of which a very largo projiortion is converted 
into ornaments or buried and is lost to emnilation. During the last year the 
vali io of jute W(!nt down about 50 percent.; other things much as 
befor(i. T’bis' safllu wcr lias fallen imnunisely, but there seems to be an

Plim.lC OPINION UN (-ENRRAI. OK .SPKCIU. SIIB.IECT8. 

41. With rej^iird to jniblic opinion on g(*Tierul or .special subjects, it is 
verv (litTicull to state with precision what this is; and pcrliajis it would not be 
far wrong to .say that no .su(;li thing exists, or can be, until sonus portion of the 
peo[)l( 5 , siifficienllv numt'rous to give some iinj»ortanc(j to their opinion, shall 
liave lotu-m^d to load^ind Avritc. in the \mlgar tongue. At present the persons 
Avlio (!(msi(l(*r that tlielr vioAVs should be r(H-.ciAa*d ti.s the qiublic opinion of the 
country, are a bundful of men Avlio have been educated cliiefly at the cost of 
the public, and crammed Avitli Shakespeare and Oluiueer, till they seem 
asbaiued to bo a<;(iuaintc(l Avitli Ibjiigali. Perhaps tlie Mubjects which might 
most have been exjiccted to ('xcito jiublic oquiiion in ibis, country are the 
new Oriminal Procedure Code, the Hoad Cess Act, the abolition of the 
income tax, (Uid the cliniig(;s made with reference to the distribution of 
the grant for odueation. But as yet we have heard but little about tln^ 
iiio.st important cliang(5 introduced by the new Proc<‘durc Code, — the wide 
(imploymeut of Honorary Magistrates. This has not been long in operation in 
this division, the officers gtjnerally being very seejitical about getting proper 
men ibr the \vork, and anxious not to name men who might aftoiwards not reflect 
crctllt on their selection. The majority of people will ask — Why should a man 
leave his home and go ten or twelvo miles when it is perhaps inconvenient to sit 
with a Magistral o and do work which lie has always thought the Magistrate 
did very well b> biiiiself ? Change is usually objected to in this country, ‘ and 
we shall hav( to keep the Bench system at work for some time before we can 
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oxpoct to got any real opinion of tho people about it. The income tax had got 
to be a tax on ho few people that there were no fire-works or illuminations on 
account of its abolition. Indeed, it affected last year so few natives of India 
who had not the opportunity of recouping themselves in great part, at least 
by passing on tho tax to their tenants, that its abolition was no matter of great 
consequence to them, and many most likely have forgotten to discontinue the 
collection of it. 

42. The Road Cess Act was looked upon with some favour by a section, 
who thought it would bo tho means of cn.'ibling them to recover rights which 
they had been unable to enforce in respect of land in tho wrongful ticcupation 
of parties who had no title. The bulk of the people have probably no very 
correct idea of the objects and reasons for tho introduction of tho measure. 
Many must, however, have become acquainted u'ith tlie practical working 4 )if 
tho Act, for it was confidently rumoured last year tliat zemindars who are pretty 
strong in their own property were collecting at tho rate of three pice. No com- 
jdaint, however, of any sort rcacluid any official, nor have 1 heard from any in- 
dividual whoso opinion 1 thought worth asking any expression of dissatisfac- 
tion. Tho only doubt about it ever expressed to me was, “ Will the money bo 
spent in the district? Wo never saw anything of that 1 per cent, out of'tho 
first 4 per c.ont. income tax.” 

'J’hc grant for primary education has been w'orked with the utmost 
cordiality and zi'al by eviiry officer, and it has no doubt boon well roceivoil by 
tho people generally ; but I do not think tho majorily of them ever expected, or 
now wish, that tho sons and daughters of the fi-shermcn and tho cultivators of 
tho field should bo educated m masse. All men sec how under existing laws 
and policy the bunya is usurping tho scat of tho Brahmin, and the money-lenders 
ousting the amuent families out of their {)ossessions ; and they have a strong 
idea that as the ryots are already become much more untructable than fc*rnu‘rly, 
so they w(mld only become wholly unmanageable and rofuso to pay anything 
without knowing the reason why if they are taken in hand and educated. In 
most of tho districts, I believe, that a considi'rablc majority of tho pupils wo 
have got in the now primary scliools would have had some education ; not 
probably so complete as they will now get, but they would not have grown uj) 
wholly uninstructed. 

44. Several districts in this dIvi.sion experienced a little excitement by 
the withdrawal of Mr. .T. 1*. Wise from his connection with the country, and I 
am not sure that troublo may not he in stores Tho j>roperty was sold in such 
large blocks that no on(j could buy them single banded, and small companies of 
six and eight were formed, who did not delay long to begin quarrelling. 

45. A massacre in the Garo Hills, too, furnislu'd Uilymcnsing with a 
little oxcitement, which resulted in an expedition and tho submission of all the 
tribes, but there was no massacre of pc'oplc of the plains last year. Fhe 
expedition in tho cold weatlnir, 1871-72, into Liishai land scioms to liave pro- 
duced a feeling of security which bills fair to continHo. I'ho success with 
which the survey parly got through tlieir arduous tusk this season shows, I 
think, that there is a public feeling among tho Lushais wliicli might bo made 
much good use of and all tlie more the sooner It is dom‘. 

46. The ptatc of feeling between ryots and zemindars is gradually 
attracting attention in several places from the firqui ncv of violent collisions. 
Last year there was the diffic.ulty i,t Tooshkhally, which had been commenced 
tho previous year. I'hcn there h ive been disputes on tho Megna in Dacca, 
lately Mr. Wise’s property, and now I hear of increased number of suits in the 
civil court. Suits in court of course wo sock not to prevent, but the violent 
collisions between combinations of ryots and tlseir landlords’ lattials, and the 
fire raisings by which tlio ryots on strike seek to hinder any from siding with 
tho landlord, ore subjects wllicb vdll have to bo considered seriously boioro long. 
The plan of operations is simple. When a village lias gone on stiike, tho 
landlord singles out a few of tho leading men and bribes tbom to bis i de, with 
a Also measuromont, with a null of length greater tluiii tliat used in tli ; village, 
or ho throws in a few boogahs of land into his pot tab under the demmiiTiation 
of “ kyieut” or “ hajut” or “ oozoreo” or sumo other fancy name. These men 
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then go to court ready to swear anything against the men on strike, and in a 
day or two some of them find their houses burnt down about their ears. 


PRESS. 


47. The press has just as much infiuenco as a press in its infancy, and in

small fraction of the people can 
read would bo expected to have. 
The circulation in the mofussil is 
small, the principal readers being 
umluh and people who make 
tlusir daily bread in Government 
Mchools or ofheos and public 
ermrts. Tlie tone is generally 
not unfair, though sometimes wo are treated with an article for which without 
doubt the editor should be put in the pillory. A schedule of the papers 
published in the division is given in the margin. There is only one publishdft 
in Mymensing (printed in T)accu) ; its subscription is Rs. 1-4 j»er annum, which 
perhaps explains its being takc.n in by a good many zomindurs. The district 
officer observes tliat its articles are as heavy os its subscription is small, and 
he thinks it is more subscribed for than read. 

“ It contains articles on religious questions (tenets orthodox old Hindoo), 
explanations of the Vedas and Bhagavod Gita, a column of middle-aged nows, 
and generally a moral jioem, of which the sentiments are excellent and the 
literary merit very small, entirely free from scurrilous personalities.” It may 
be said of all these that they convey but little instruction to their subscribers, 
and rather less profit to their projirietors. 

ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES. 


48. One of the most important of the administrative changes which have 
been made lately has been the transfer of the rent-suits to the civil court, and 
this does not seem to have given satisfaction as yet. 'J'lie complaint is that 
suitors get more law and 1 c.vh rent, which is what they go for, and that it takes 
longer to got a detjision and costs more. 

49. The centralisation of more power and responsibility in the hands of 
the district officer has undoubtedly been productive of good results in some 
instances, but its success depends much on the possession of certain qualities 
by the head of the family. If ho be happy enough to possess these, all will go 
well ; his official household will be happy and conteiilcd, and work will bo well 
done. But if it happens that he wants these qualities, whether from accident of 
birth or want of proper early training, then the whole hitherto united (happy) 
official family goes on strike together, and we have explanations and recrimina* 
tions countless in number and endless in length. 

50. Under the n<Kw Procedure Code arrangements have been made to give 
subordinate officers local limits within which to exercise their powers, — one, two, 
or three thannahs to each, according to circumstances ; but the success of this 
plan is somewhat marred by the frequent changes which are found inevitable in 
consequence of now a man being transferred, then some one takes leave, a 
couple of men are urgently required for settlements, and arrangement must be 
made for the treasury ; one gets dengue and another breaks his head, and so it 
goes on — always some <-hango to bo provided for. 

51. The system of settling khas mchals with resident ryots has been intro- 
duced when it was found practiaiblc, but in the islands and churs of the large 
rivers which intersect this division, there are objections to this form of settle- 
ment which do not apply to other })urts of the country or to some parts of these 
districts. Except in some very old churs, the ryots usually bear in mind the 
possibility of having to flit at an early date, cither in consequence of the chur 
dissolving beneath them or a d('])Osit of sand spoiling it for a year or two ; and 
when any of these seemed likely to occur, our resident ryot would mok^ a 
midnight flitting of it with as much rent as ho could gather, and leave us to 
find out where ho had gone as best we might. 
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MODEL FARMS. 

52. In Dacca we have a small experimental farm for jute, and several 
varieties have been sown, especially some which appeared to be most likely to 
come up to what Mr. Burnett said was the sort of article they chiefly wish for 
at Dundee. The season was not favorable for us at all, as tho rains have boon 
so late and so scanty that we had much trouble in getting the land ploughed 
and prepared for sowing. Some of the samples of the seed have come up even 
and well, but some which were sent us by the .lute Commissioners did not 
germinate ve^ well. 

53. At Jamalporo an arrangement has been made to work a model farm by 
which the cost to Government will be limited to tho rent. The land is a 
Government estate — the old cantonment, some GOO beogahs ; of which the farmers 
agree to find us ryots to cultivate 200 beeg.‘ihs any fashion, and with any seed 
we choose to give. We get rent at tho usual rate on the 400 be<*gahs, and forego 
it on 200 beegahs. The crop on tho 200 to bcluiig to the cultivator, but to be 
at our disposal if wo want to buy it for seed.

The Apniwl General Report of the Commissioner of the Uajshahye Division for the year 
1872-73, with its enclosures. 

1. Mr. Molony, the Commissioner, has written n, very full and careful 
report, for which the lioutenant-Gorernor’s best acknowledgments are due. 
The accompanying rejiorf of Mr. Bignold, the Magistrate of Bograh, is especially 
intelligent and interesting. 

2. The Commissioner and the district officers have all done their duty well 
by making long and thorough visits into the interior. His Honor however 
notices with regret that the suh-divisional officers, with the exception of 
Mr. Nolan of Serajguuge, made hut very short tours indeed. Now that they 
have been supplied with subordinate establishments, it is to be hoped that they 
will bo able to devote more time to travelling. 

3. The weather and the crops during the past year were favorable 
throughout the division. The rice outturn was above the average. Indigo was 
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abundant; but it is sown on a bad system, and is said to be a failing; trade in at 
least one district, as far as the connection of Europeans or capitalists with it 
^oes. The mulberry crop, which is largely cultivated as food for the silkworm 
in Maldali, M ourshedabad, and Ka^shahye, and less so in Rungpore and Bograb, 
was a good one. Jute, which is much grown in Kungpore, Dinageporc, 
Bograb, Rajshahyo, and Pubnah, was a ve^ good crop. It is said that tho 
cultivation of mulberry, and even rice occasionally, is making way for jute. 
The B<‘ngal ryot, remarks Mr. Molony, however backward he may be in 
respects, is certainly not so in taking advantage of a demand for produce suit, 
sible to his lands, and may fairly be trusted to supply any demand that is likely 
to arise at rcmmieraiive prices; the ryots display, as the Licutenant'Oovernor 
has elsewhere observed, an avidity, and not reluctance, in increasing the culti- 
vation ot a staple if they find it will pay. Oil-seeds and pulse are not cultivated 
to a lai'ge extent in the division. Sugarcane and tobacco, which is a crop 
of importance in Rtincpore, and largely exported, gave a fair outturn. A 
superior class of sugarcane was introduced into Rungpore many years ago. 
It ])uriKhed ultiinttUly from bliuht, and its history exactly coincides with Baboo 
Joykishen Mookerjea’s account of the superior sugarcane introduced into 
llooghly, and recently published in the Calcutta Gazette. The Lieutenant. 
Governor would be glad to know whether the same results had been observed 
in other districts of Bengal. In Seph'mber a cyclone swept over the division, 
Avhich was badly I'elt at Pubna, and with extreme severity in the sub-division of 
Serajguuge. 

4*. in this large division there is probably, as tho district officers show, 
a wide variety in tho material condition and prosperity of the people. Moor- 
sbedubad parlaki'S more of the character of western districts, and its account is 
not very favorable. Labor seems to be cheaper and food dearer than elsewhere. 
On the other hand, as regards the north-eastern districts, Ilis Honor has no 
doubt that the favorable account of Bograb given by Mr. Bignold is correct. 
M r. Bignold observes that tho marked improvement among all classes is denoted 
by the better clothing which is used, by the substitution of metal vessels for 
earthenware, by tins increase in the rate paid for labor, the independence of 
servants, and by the freedom from debt of the majority of tho cultivators. In 
Rungpore also there can be no doubt that with fine produce and favorable 
tenures and a great demand for labor, the people are very well ofiF, although 
they are suffering from a hmfxirary discouragement owing to the fall in the 
price of jute. Again, in Binagepore, with a com|)ara1ively sparse population 
and very productive soil, tin' pcoj»le arc stated to be well olf, and will no doubt 
become much more so wbeo the railway is completed. Mr. Itubinson, the 
Magistrate of Binagepore, expresses the opinion that the people are better off 
than 'in other parts of India, and adduces the testimony of a gentleman who 
had lately been travelling in Oudh, and who says nothing ciiuld be plainer than 
that the Bengal ryot with a permanent settlement is much better off than the 
jicasantry of Oudh. ^ This comparisf'n, bow'ever, can hardly be said to involve 
a high standard, as the ryots of Oudh, besides forming a dense population, have 
had less rights recognized than any p(‘asantry in India. When tho Magistrate 
can compare favorably with Bombay, the Punjab, and Madras, we shall have 
more to pride ourselves upon. 

6. There are several very noteworthy indic.ations referred to in this 
report, that there is a rising among the ryots of a more independent spirit than 
previously existed, and of a better knowledge of their rights. A general 
impression is sjtreading in the country that the hitherto undeilned relation 
between landlord and tenant must l>e replaced by something better. The 
Lieutenant-Governor fully n.'Cognizes that wc are progressing, and that thing;s 
must gradually ho put on a more delincd footing. Ilis Honor however 
considers that it maj’ be doubtful whether legal definitions and facility of 
recourse to courts, w Ijcro rich men and lawyers prevail, will be altogether 
to the advantage of ryots in this country, and he does not desire to go too last 
in substituting legal definitions for customary adjustments so long as tlie parlies 
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get on fairly well with one another, llis Honor would hop© that Government 
officers may avail much by thoir inilueuce in effecting adjustments among the 
parties themselves. 

6. Mr. Bignold has furnished a very interesting account of immigration 
into his district. There arc sonic settlers from Monghyr, probably from the 
north-west corner of that district adjoining Tirhoot, who have left their houses, 
acnording to their own account, because “ all the best lands in Monghyr were 
taken up by indigo.” 'J'licrc is a large influx of Dhongur and Hoona coolies 
and other hard-working aboriginal rac.es from the Chota Nagpore Division. 
Rowuui bearers from Behar arc to be found during all tlic cold weather. Some 
Boonus, but not many, have settled in the division of their own accord. They 
usually pour in gangs of aljout a hundred or so for work during the cold 
weather, coming in December and going about May. Men, women, and 
children, come all togctlicr. 

7. The Commissioner’s account of tbo trade and commerce of the 
division is a useful summary. Tho chief articles of export are jute, silk, 
indigo, tobacco, lades, suirar, and rice. Hiccs is exported most largcdy from 
Dinageporc; Jtuugporc, Bograh, and Puhna are the largest jute-producing 
tracts. Prom Sor.ijgunge l,50>s,900 m.aunds of jute were exported by the 
Eastern Bengal Bailwjiy Company’s steamers, and it is understood that more 
tiian half the jute from tlys mart leaves in country boats. Gauja is supplied 
fj-ora Rajshahye to the whole of the Bower Provinces. 

The projioscd Nortliern Bengal lino of railway from the Ganges t<) 
Darjeeling, which Imverses a portion of Puhna, Rajshahye, Bograh, Dinageporo, 
and Rungporo, hasah*cady been marked out. It will, if carried out, tend more 
than anything else; to develop the resoure<‘s of these districts. Prom 
Rungporc it is this year reported that the yield of rice was considered too good 
by the ryots, as the prices were thereby kejit down. This ide.*! will presumably 
cease to exist when there are heller means of exit for superfluous produce, 
lu Bograh also the Magistrate noh'S that in Adamcliglii, one of the richest rice 
tracts of the district, a field of rice long over-ripe and deteriorating was still 
uiieut after the middle of Pebruary. 

The st.aking out of the proposed line of railway was carried out, the 
Lieutenant-fjovernor observes, witiiout any compiaint of oppression against the 
engineering staff. 

8. It is reported by the Commissioner that all alarm which may have 
existed in conueetiou with the new' Code of Criminal Pioeeiluro has now 
■subsided. Tin: land and rent questions occupy the lirsl placi*. in tho public 
thought. These quc.stions have since led to serious outbreaks in tlie district of 
Puhna, which need not he further alluded to in the place; but thewdioh* subject 
is receiving the Lieutcniint-Govcriior’s separate avid most anxious consideration. 

The Collector of Bogvalt refers to a slnjejiccnsus that w'as c.arried ont under 
the orders of Gov ci’ii me. Ill, which created such a panie^among tlio'-o that had 
siieep that more than halt scild off their stock c1jc i]> for iuimediate (to. .sump- 
tion, and abandoned that branch of their occupation. !!Mr. Bignold mu.st, 
however, have very much uiistaki'n the orders of Government If h<‘ ari(‘nj])te{l 
anything like a sheep ceusus. The Commissariiit required from oHiitm’s a 
general cstimato of the nuntber (;f sltecp in tlieir disti’i(;ts; Init a census, or an 
attoni}>t at an aecurate*c< nsns, was not conlomjd.nted, and judging from the 
shape of tho estimates received by Government, was never takt'n. 

9. It is said that the influemu? of the nativi* press is extremely slight as 

far as the general public is c.incuwued. There is some truth howawer, the 
Lioutenant-Governor apjirehends, in the remark of Deputy Collector Baboo 
Bunkim Chunder Chatterjea, that much of the gemuTl feeling of distrust 
towanls the (lovci'iimeut, wliich lias often been the subject of comment, is duo 
to the action of the native pr<'.ss. The Coiumissioner, Mr. Molony, writes 
upon this subject as follows : “ For my own part 1 look upon the effect of the 

native press in the division as ratluw baneful tlian the revcr.'-c. It has no 
power for good, and encourages a feeling of rostlessm'ss and discontent among 
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the youag men of the educated and semi-educated classes, who, not being 
capable of forming an opinion of their own, are about to be led away by the 
views of the editors of these newspapers, however whimsical tliey may be.” 

10. The chief administrative change has been, as elsewhere, the subor- 
dination of departments to the district officer. The success of the introduction 
of the system depends very -much on the co-operation of all parties concerned, 
and the Ldeutenant-Govemor is glad to notice that, with the exception of one 
instance referred by the Magistrate of itajshahye, no hitcli has occurred. * V 

11. The district of Kungpore in tiiis division u'as one of the districts ^ 
specially sclecte-d for statistical inquiries. The report of the Special Deputy 
Collector, Baboo Gopal Chunder Dass, has not been submitted ; but the 
Dieutenant-Govemor gathered in his recent visit to the district that much 
progress had been made. Mr. Molony alludes to the suspicions with which 
the natives regard our intentions in these inquiries, but such suspicions, the 
Lieutenant-Governor observes, although they always exist at first, are as 
invariably found in practice soon to wear off, if we are moderate in our demands. 
His Honor is at a loss to understand the Commissioner’s statement that **a 


census of cattle, sheoi), pigs, and goats is now expected each year.” Certainly 
nothing new in this way has been called for under the present Lieutenant- 
Governor, and he believes the Commissioner can only bo referring to the 
general estimates which for several years past have been expected from all 
districts by th(} Board to complete a statement which is compiled in that office. 

,> I * VT YT difficult to conceive how there could bo any- 

ou- a {ctttni o. thing vcxatious to the people in the preparation of sucli 

avowedly approximate figures as these arc. 

The collection of vital statistics in selected areas is, it is hoped, favorably 
progressing in this division. 'J he cordial co-operation of the village munduls 
in Bograh has secured returns from the rural ureas which arc probably more 
trustworthy than those collected by the municipal constables. In the rural 
areas of Bograh the adjusted rate of mortality is shown at 36 per 1,000. 

An experimental farm has been started on the Chunchul Wards’ estate, 
and the lioutenant-Governor watches its progress under the Manager, 
Mr. Reily, with much interest. 

12. The criminal administration of the division w'as no doubt satisfactory 
upon the whole, and the police as a body have done well. Tlie Commissioner 
remarks that the transfer of rent-suits to the civil courts is still generally unpopu- 
lar. The expenses arc gre<ater than they used to be ; and strictness of procedure, 
and the entertainment of the best of the pleaders by the zemindars, render it 
requisite that the opposite party should also bo represented by a pleader. “ One 
great complaint,” says Mr. Molony, “against the civil court in connection 
with rent-suits is the roundabout procedure necessary to seemre the pay- 
ment of money deposited in court ; but this is not the fault of the court, 
but of the system which makes the convenience of the public subordinate to 
that of the officers of the account department.” The Lieutenant-Governor 
would be glad if the Commissioner would report more fully on this matter, 
which lies at the root. His Honor believes, of a great and growing defect in the 
administration. It is also, as remarked by Mr. Bignold, another blot on the 
system that the outlying Moonsiffs are not subjected to a sWficienlly active 
control, and that the supervision exercised over them is far less rigid than is 
exercised over the officers of the Subordinate Excicutivc Service. The readiness 


with which the people resort to the courts, even against Government, is, no 
doubt, a proof of tlieir confidence as against Government; but it may be 
doubted whether it shows more than this. 


13. The settlements in this division are numerous, but are chiefly those of 
resumed alluvial accretions and islands settled by Government under Act IX of 
1847. The Government rights under this law must be duly maintained. 
The Government officials, however, who are bound to act strictly within the 
letter of the law, are, as the Commissioner remarks in another place, at a 
disadvantage in a suit with an unscrupulous adversary. 
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An important butwarra, which had been pending for 46 years, was 
finally completed during the year by tlio Collector of llajslinhyc. The Magis- 
trate of Fubna, however, within whoso criminal jurisdiction the porgunnah 
lies, has found that the division is productive of ' land disputes owing to the 
subordinate tenures created by some sharers not failing witliin the sliare 
allotted to tijem. This case has the careful consideration of the Commissioner. 

Mr. Bignold has furnished some interesting remarks regarding the trans- 
fer of occupancy rights by sale. The records of the registry office show that 
^they are increasing yearly, and that occupancy rights generally fetch very good 
'Values. I’hese records, however, are not wholly exhaustive, and the observation 
of the Collector is a true one, that if compulsory registration is to be retained 
as a provision of the law, and is not to be a dead kdter, the cost of registrati ni 
must bo reduced. Leases and their coxintcrparts arc very rar<*ly rogist<!rod. 

14. The assessment under the Road Cess Af*t has been going on smoothly 
and steadily in Rajsliahyc and Moorshednhad. Both the land and house valuation 
will afford a rate from October next. Mr. Molony remarks that the cnforccfl 
submission by all zemindars and intermediate holders of their rent-roll is 
a chief reason of the unpopularity of t he Act, and coujded wdth the enactment 
that returns shall be evidence against, but not in favor of, the person filing them, 
may have had some effect in inducing zemindars to attempt somewhat too 
precipitate a consolidation of rents and cesses which are not recognized by law. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor has quite recognized the importance insisted 
on by the Commissioner of establishing a system of feeder roads in connection 
w'ith the Northern Bengal^ Railway. The subject has bad his attention from 
the first. The ordinary lines, it appears, have lieen k6?pt in their usual repair 
during the year. . Village roads also exist over the division, which arc very 
useful, but which might Im improved by the lt)(;al authorities giving small 
grants for temporary bridges or iu aid of any special work. The Lien tenant - 
Governor notices that the estate of the Tagores in llungporo is particularized 
as the one in which least attention is paid liy the zemindars to the wants of tin* 
people in the way of roads, lie is glad to sec the attention that is being paid 
by the Commissioner to the heavy rates that are still levied at the toll bar and 
ri*vcr crossings. ‘Whore the Hoad Cess Act is iu force, wo shall he able to do ^ 
away with these obstructions to ti'affie. 

16. The people of this division, as elsewhere, have gladly availed themselves 
of the assistance offeresd tliem by grants to establish ju’iinary schools. The 
new system has been introduced with much infidJigenee and tmergy by tlw. 
Magistrates and officers of the elepartiuent; it is nqiarted to be popular, and 
promises to be caiJablo of exiiansiou to the full extent that means can be made 
available. 

17. The Commissioner’s remarks on the dispensaries of this division are 
in too much detail for a general report. His observations on Hie delay in 
complying with indents and in supplying medieinos to new dispensaries will be 
communicated to the Medical Heparlmcut. 

18. The local committees are reported to work w«'ll in Rajsliahyc. It 
is noticeable, as contrary to the reports of other diifisions, that the town 
committees are hero stated to be the most successful. Mr. Molony has also 
found the road committees most useful when individual members whose 
avocations required them to bo much out. on the voads would undertake 
the supervision pf work in their neighbourhood. Tho local committee of the 
small town of Shereporc in Hograh, w hich is eUtir<‘ly a non-official one, 
deserves special commendation for its energy and good work. 

19. In all tho districts of the division except Bograh the management of 
the zomindari post has, says Mr. Molony, to its great improvement, been made 
over to tho Postal Department. All the M.ngistrates urge the necessity of tin* 
(extension of the country lotter-hox and rural incsseng(‘r arrangement. 

20. The administration of the Court of Wards, wdiich entails the cessation ^ 
of all illegal cesses, is said to be popular with the tenants. 
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21 . The Lieutenant-Governor regrets that, upon the whole, he is not able 
to notice favornbly the conduct of the zemindars of the division. The conduct 
o( tlie estate of Roy Luchmiput Singh, Buhadoor, is unfavorably commented on 
hy tile Commissioner and the district officers. [Note. — Since this was written 
II is Honor hears with much pleasure that this gentleman bas-strictly forbidden 
Jiis agents to levy illegal cesses of any kind: an act very creditable to him, and 
which induces the Lieutenant-Governor to hope that he will retrieve the 
elKirncter us a landlord which vr^as to he e!(pccted from his high position and 
great means.'] Baboo Hurrccnath Chowdri of Hoobalhatteo has distinguished 
liiinsclf by a very liberal school endownnent at llampore Beauleah, which has 
been separ.-itcdy acknowledged by the Lieutenant-Governor. Baboos Khotter 
IMohun Singh, Poresh Natli Roy, and Rani Shyam Mohini, are well spoken 
of by the Magistratt!s of ihc ir districts. The Mahurani Surnomoyee is pre- 
eminent, as usual, for her public spirit and for the ellicicnt udiuinistration of 
Jjcr properly. 

22 . * * * * * 

Ilis Honor’s hearty thanks are accorded to Mr. Molony for his successful 
and cn<M-getic adminisi nation. His thorough knowledge of the people and of his 
charge lias b'‘cn frecjucntly and deservedly acknowledged by the Lieutenant- 
Governor.

To— All CoramisBiuiiers, Cuuirincn of District Committees in Road-l'ess and iu 
Non-Ruad-Cess Districts. 

In the Government proclamation notifying the rates of the road cess 

for 1873-74- iu the several road-ces.s 
districts, it was distinctly* stated that a 
part of the voad-eess inconto would be 
spent on improving village roads and 
waterways, and villagers were expressly 
encouraged to a|)]>ly for such expendituro 
about their homes. 'J’he Lieutenant- 
Goveriwu’ is gli.d to stiy that most of the 
district committees have, iu accordance 
with tile, intentions of the Act, and with 
the pledges of the Government, si-t aside in their budgets for tbc coming year 
liberal grants for village road'. In some of the nou-eess districts sullicient 
provision for village n qniremciits has not been made; but the Li«?utcnant- 
Gfivernor trn.sts tlie otnission may be rrmoili-'.l in future yctirs, and that savings 
'•n other grants of the eunv'ut yi’ar (1st <)eT*-ber 1873 — 1st tlctober 1874i) may 
be utilised to make gfants for village roads. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor helimes that in some di.slriet.s the proper 
expenditure of those village-ioad grants may he .a difficulty, tliough he doubts 
not in the end it will be sucee.-sfully solved. In most of the road-ccss districts 
branch committees arc being formed at ihe .sevei-il suh-di\ isions, to whom the 
duty of suirervising tlie expenditure of these granti^ sliould he committed. 
But oven a sub-division is a very lai'g<* area, am! the qut'siioii remains how 
(•an tlie branch committee do justice to tlie wauls of outlying thaiinaliK and 
village's. "Where tbcK^ are irsident ituliiro '.r tea planters, or where therci arc 
resident zemindars or vill.age headmen who v. ill attend to allairs of this kind, 
or where an individual member of n branei; eon.miilee will ]>ropose and under- 
take to cat ry out the eon-ttruction or rep.-er of the village roads atnl water- 
ways of a particular tract, the branch committee ceuld hardly do better than 
{.ntrust sucli sums as they can grant for these traels to thi; planter, zemindar. 
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or headman, or to their fellow committee-man, requiring from the trustee in 
e;ieh case nothing more than a statement of the proposed works, the cost of 
doing them, and a certificate that they were done. Every such agent of 
the branch committee may probably improve the roads or waterways near his 
own bouse to begin with. But then on the other hand he will certainly (if 
he is honest; work more cheaply than the committee could do ; and in many 
cases he may agree to supplement tho committee’s money with funds or 
labour, or tools or supervision at his own cost. The committee’s object should 
^ to get as many centres as ])0ssible from which small improvements in village 
communications should be prosecuted by persons who are personally interested 
in such improvements. 

3. But there must he many considerable tracts where the /.emindars are 
absentees, where there are no ])l:inters and no conspicuous headmen, wliich 
send no representative to the branch committee, and in which tho people have 
not been accustomed to make known their wants to Government officers or to 
any public bodies. Yet in such tracts thtwe must he scores and hundreds of 
villages which would derive great, atul immediate benefit from tlie expenditure 
of petty sums of from Jls. 20 to 100 on sonic village path, or on cloarimg the silt 
out of some local channel, or on a loot-bridge over some khal, or on embanking 
the path to tho nearest haut, or on sloping the* cart-road down to a ford, or on a 
wooden landing stage in tlic khul opposite some haut, or on other petty 
improvements to village iiitcr-oonimunioations. TIkto arti some tracts where 
new cart-roads may he wanted, or old village cart-roads may require improve- 
ment. But there art', csjlociall y in Central and Eastern Beng.al, many large 
tracts where carts are hardly known, and where village waterways and village 
fooipaihs are tlie only means of inter-coiiiraunication. 

It may jierliajis seldom happen that an ex[Kmdiinrc of Ils. 20 to 50 could 
do much towards improving a l)oat. channel; hut it uill very ofnm he lhat an 
embanked path from a village down to the nearest khal would h(^ of the 
greatest benefit to the villagers, and could he made by the village “ matahar” 
i'or Bs. 25 or Bs. -liO. 

4 . If a branch committee gets (say) Bs. 2,00() to s])end on village roads 
during the year, it might iu\it(; applications from village matahars ov munduls 
for money towards repairing village roads, village* pathways, and village water- 
ways. It might ])crhaps he laid down that oruiuarily not more than Bs. 50 
would he given toward any work wliieh benefited only one village, ainl not 
more than Its. 100 M'ould ho given to any work which benefited less than five 
or six villages. Jt might he provided that the full grant would not bo given 
unl(*ss the person or persons applying contributed something themselves either 
ill the shape of m(>m*y, or of food to the workm(‘n, or t)f labour. The branch 
committee might consider all such applications at some date before the beginning 
of the working season ; and they would allot tlicir money to tlie applicants who 
made out the host ease, or who agreed to contribute most 1 hern selves, or wdio were 
most to he trusted. The money might he given to the applic:ints on their 
jiersonul receipt and undertaking that they would execute the work during the 
eoming season; or it might he given half as an advanffe and half at the 
eoinpletion of the work. The branch eomniittoe would have to decide how 
tliev would act in each case ; and they might arrange for tlie chairman or vice- 
<-hairman visiting and reporting upon a certain percentage of the village 
works which had received grants before the end of the year. 

This much, however, yould he certain, — tlie grants, wliatever tlioy might 
he, w'ouldliavc to be spent by the people themselves, and no elaborate aecounts 
would be asked for. It would be impossible to attcm]>t t he exia iuion of petty 
work of this kind qll over tlie country if a technical system of a< uouut were 
necessary. The Distriet Enginc«>rorhis suhordinates might give their adviei* when 
asked ; or they could rurnish timber or bricks or wire for swingin" foot-hri(lg<*s ; 

I )?• thc-y might* help iji other wny.s. But as a rule, the most that t e hraiieh com- 
jniltee could do would he to have some gener.il idea of the ohjt-ct of each work 
to wliich they gave a village graut, to exact from the a]iplicaiits a cert.licale 
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of its completion, and to arrange every year for inspecting a percentage of such 
works after completion ; such inspections being carried out, not by a low paid 
official who might do harm, but by the chairman or vice-chairman, or by some 
responsible member of the committee. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor would now ask district and sub-divisional 
officers to give their best consideration to the subject of spending the 
allotments for village roads to the very best advantage, so that the money may 
go as far as possible, and so that the villngcre may realise that their village 
inter-communications are to benefit by the road cess. Tlie same plan of spe^t^’ 
ing the grants can hardly bo applicable to all districts; wdiat may answer very 
well in sub-divisions like Ranaghat or Moonsheogungo, might not be so suitable 
among the Sonthals of Govixidporc or of Pachumba. liut the Lieutenant- 
Governor is satisfied that if district and sub-divisional officers will work out 
their own plans for making the expendituru on village roads a tangible reality, 
they w'iJI in the end succeed, as tlioy have undoubtedly succeeded in carrying 
out the Licutenant-Govcrnor’.s village scliool policy. No doubt there will 
be some failures to begin with, some money will bo misspent, and perhaps 
there may be some cases of peculation ; but, after all, such casess do occasionally 
occur in Government departments, and the district and branch committees 
cannot hope to be wholly exempt from such risks. Wc must only do what we 
can to reduce these to a minimum. The Lieutenanl-Governor commends the 
matter to the careful consideration of Commissioners and Collectors, and lie 
hopes that tlie general rcjiorts for 1873-74 may show that some boginuing 
has been made in the direction indicated.

The Annual General Report, of the Orissa Divi.sIon for the year 1872-73. 

The Jiieutenaiit-Governor’s very Ivet iliaiiks are due to Mr. Kavenshaw, 
the Cpmniissidncr of Orissa, for his luil, exhaustive, and interesting report, 
showihg'as it does how thoroughly he has entered into the many questions 
affcctiTig the welfare of the people, and how mudh he has carried his ofHcers 
along with him in his administration. If he expresses liimself somewhat too 
strongly when he differs from t he views of Government, His Honor may accept 
his testimony as all the more valuable, when he gives an honest and discrimi- 
nating account of those things in which success has been attained more or 
less completely. Mr. Bcames, the Magistrate of Balasore, has very largely 
contributed to the interest of the report. 
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2. After a very careful consideration of the report, the Lieutenant- 
Governor's feeling is one of decided satisfaction. It shows that the people 
are on the whole comparatively prosperous and well off; that their 
condition is improving ; and that so far the general outcome of the various 
administrative reforms is encouraging, and gives prospect of further 
improvement. ' 

3. It is a great satisfaction to know that since the famine, a succession 
of favorable years has given continued ease to the province, and that in the 
year under report food was unusually cheap and plentiful. The partial 
calamities from flood, which are noticed in the report, have made prominent 
the better qualities of the people, their patience and industry under such 
circumstances ; and these floods have happily not ended disastrously ; their 
benefits (as the Lieutenant-Governor hoped at the time) having ultimately 
counterbalanced the injury done in the first instance. Great credit is due 
to Mr. Beames for his exertions on the occasion of the cyclone at Balasore, 
and to the irrigation and other ofiicerB at Cuttack for their successful 
exertions to save that city during the inundation. 

4. The general testimony to the comparative well-doing of the people 
is, it cannot be denied, somewliat alloyed by several allusions to the poverty of 
a large landless laboring class ; but on the other hand, not only are the great 
irrigation works throwing money into the country and giving employment to 
the people, but also the facilities of going abroad to districts where labor is 
well paid are increasing daily, and the extraordinary increase of the passenger 
traffic between Calcutta and Orissa by sea (of which Captain McNeile of the 

was the pioneer) is a most healthy and gratifying sign that the people are 
more and more learning to help themselves. While this healthy seeking 
for labor is to be encouraged, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that 
the Magistrates have dealt energetically with fraudulent recruiters and others 
who decoy girls and simple-minded persons on false pretences. 

5. Among other instruments of improvement, it is encouraging to 
gather from several notices that the Christian missions have effected, and are 
effecting, much practical good, and are benefiting both their own people 
and those around them. Mr. Beames has, during the year under report, 
located in the Government estate at Noanund a small batch of the orphans 
from Mr. Smith's establishment, and he observes that thb little settlement 
is prospering. This is a very interesting experiment, and the settlement 
should be watched and cared for. 

6. No opportunity should he lost to do what can be done to trace 
the coal and minerals which the Commissioner hopes to find in the 
neighbourhood of Cuttack and in thy Khoorda sub-division of Pooree. The 
experiment of the ‘Taljharee coal-fields will, it is hoped, be successfully 
continued next year. 

7. In respect of trade and commerce, much has been done to open 

out Orissa in the last few years, and much more will be done as the canals 
and harbour arrangements are completed. There is ^ood reason for 
believing that the province is now started on a cotirse of increasing com- 
mercial prosperity. The Ooriyas are now much more in connection with 
the outer world than they were a few years ago. The number of vessels 1 

which visited Balasore during .lh73-73 was 451 against 394 in 1871-72, 
and the year under report also shows an increase of about 3i lakhs of rupees 

in the value of exports from Cuttack. There is, however, a decrease of about 
I i lakhs of rupees in Balasore. The Jjieutenani-Guveruor hopes that the 
Commissioner will be able to give further details of trade statistics next 
year. 
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The sea exports of rice and paddy from Cuttack, Fooree, and Balasore, 
to foreign countries and British Indian ports, as obtained from the Collec- 
tor of Customs in Calcutta, were as follows : —

The above figures do not, however, include the exports to Calcutta or to 


any other port within the Bengal Presidency, the returns of which are not 
immediately available. 

8. Considering how the zemindars of Orissa have been created by 
us, as is clearly shown in Mr. Toynbee's recent publication, and how, not- 
withstanding their great increase in wealth and the enlarged cultivation, 
the former easy settlement has been extended for another 30 years, the 
Lieutenant-Governor thinks their grumbling and complaints of a breach of 
faith (para. 4K) because they do not also get constant remission of 
revenue besides, is most unreasonable and preposterous. It shows 
that there are some people who are only spoilt by indulgence. The conduct 
of too large a proportion of these men towards their tenantry makes it clear 
that, far from doing as they have been done by, they have sought to exact 
from those beneath them the uttermost farthing of thatwhich had been forgiven 
to them by their lord. This, and great deal more besides, tliey have exacted. 
His Honor, however, is rejoiced to sec that even already, independently of the 
measures which may eventually be adopted, much good has been effected by the 
exertions of Messrs. Beames, Eiddian, and of the Commissioner himself, and 
the way in which these officers have brouglit abuses to light entitles tiiem 
to the highest credit. If their work is adequately followed up, the Govern- 
ment may hope that much will be done to stop abuses, and put the relations 
between the zemindars and the inferior holders in Orissa on a sounder footing, 
and one more consonant with the terms and conditions of the existing 
settlement. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor is vory glad to see (paragraph 49) that 
many adjustments are now being effected by amicable compromise under the 
influence of the Government officers. 'I’he gist of Mr. Fiddian’s remarks 
is, that the Ooriyu ryots, wlio have hitherto been more than any of the class 
in helpless and ignorant subjection to the zemindars, are beginning to have 
some idea of their rights, lie speaks of passive refusal to submit to 
unauthorized demands. 

Even Baboo TJinbica Churn Hoy, the Deputy Collector of Jajipore, 
who writes more despondiugly of the slate of bondage in wiiich the 
zemindars keep the ryots, admits that, although the zemindars have 
not given up levying illegal exactions, “yet they are doing it with much 
caution and less impunity 

10. Both for the record of tenures and rents, and for the collection 
of statistics. His Honor trusts that the fullest use will be made of the 
Canoongoe establisiiment which has now been re-organized and so liberally 
provided for, and he hopes that these ends will be farther secured by 
an efficient revival of tiie village accountants, the putwarees or old bliooeas. 
No lesson is more c«»nclusive)y taught by Orissa experience than this, 
that the most careful and just seiilement (such as the Orissa settlement 
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in its origin and the most accurate record of rights, soon l>^ome 

totally usele.^if they are not kept alive by an adequate machinery, such as 
the wisdom of the old I ndian races provided, but which in these provinces 
we had let go to rack and ruin. 

The introduction of printed receipts, instead of the immethodical 
old palm leaf receipts, as described in paragraph .56 of the report, is a 
measure which cannot fail to produce beneficial results His Honor desires 
that it may be made as universal as possible. 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor has seen with pleasure the testimony 
which is borne in more than one passage of the report to the substantial success 
of the road cess proceedings. Balasore has been the first district in which 
the cess has been actually collected, and the whole process, valuations and 
collections have been admirably and successfully managed by Mr. Beames.

Except in HaluHore, we 
hove not come face to face with the actual realization 
of the tox; but, an fur as 1 am able to judge, I think 
it will be realized without, niiy very great difficulty, 
and it is beeoiniiig known that tbc Oovcrnnu'iit iux 
is the only tax or cess of any sort legally leviable by 
the zemindars.” 


It is gratifying to observe testimony to the somewhat unexpected fact, 
which has also cropped up in the eastern districts, that not unfrequently the 

road cess proceedings are beneficial, and 
are recognized by the people as such, 
inasmuch as they afford a record of 
rents and holdings, and a starting point 
from which accurate facts may be derived. 
The paragraph quoted in the margin, 
giving the Commissioner’s own opinion 
of the situation on a review of all the 
district reports seems both true and on 
the whole satisfactory. 

32. The Lieutenant-Governor has perused with satisfaction the 
Commissioner’s thoughtful and just remarks regarding the new irrigation 
system. He is gratified to know' that recent reforms have proved so benefi- 
cial. He much hopes that things have really taken the favorable turn that 
is represented, and that, as said by the Commissioner, “ by care and patience 
steadily persevering in the new system, much improvement to the country 
and people may surely be achieved, and possibly in the end some financial 
return for the outlay may be obtained.” His Honor is very well pleased 
with Mr. Toynbee for what he has dune to put the canal revenue system into 
form and shape. 

The subject of protection from floods, so necessary in Orissa, has now 
been combined with the irrigation works, and all that science can do is being 
brought to bear upon the subject. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor is very glad to observe the Commis-

14. The Lieutenant-Governor notices that in On Mack, during the 
year under report, two newspapers were started, tiie TJihui JJwipica and 
Vthvl Pntra. In Balasore a new magazine, the UthulDurpun^ or Mirror of 
Oriamt was also first published. Of tliese papers the Ulkul JJtDtpica and 
JBalasore Putrika have met with considerable support. 

It seems that though the newspapers in Orissa have little influence, 
they are actuated on the whole by a healthy feeling, and their publication may 
be taken as an evidence of the awakening intelligence of the Ooriyas, when 
it is recollected that in many other and richer districts there are no news- 
papers at all. 


done, aud thowiBeniid lienofSciiSii policy of (iovern- 
ment in tnokingr cducutiun more pnicM ical, and briiifr- 
in^ knowlcdg^e within reach of the nioxB of the people, 
has not only obtained the cordial approval and 
cnmcHi co-i.]>omtiou of every cIhsh, but Ilje rcKultB 
arc already heg^Itiiiiii^ to he felt and appreuiuted.’^ 
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15. The working of statistics in this division, calcnil^d to throw 
light on the condition of the people, has, generally speaking, been well 
started. The census and road cess valuation have been great works, and with 
the re-organized Canoongoes and other establishments the Government now 
have in Orissa, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that much will be done 
towards the various inquiries now in progress, and that many agricultural 
statistics will be collected, as well as some accurate vital statistics. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor was never sanguine of speedily and 
strikingly succeeding with experimental farms. The small farm system 
originally suggested by Mr. Havenshaw and his officers is one in which His 
Honor is much interested, and on the whole the Commissioner’s account 
is not without hope. 

The practical experiments of Mr. Taylor ^ill no doubt have good 
effect. This is precisely the manner in which it is hoped that improve- 
ments introduced by experimental farms will work. His Honor notices 
with interest (paragraph 91) the practical work on agriculture and gardening 
which has been published by Baboo Beechitra Nund Dass. 

17. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes soon to be able to complete the 
Grand Trunk B.oad causeways which are now much needed. In respect 
to local roads His Honor trusts that the road cess will soon work great 
improvements. 

18. The liberality of the Maharajah of Burdwan in giving land for 
the Ealsc Point harbour work has been favourably noticed by the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, and he trusts that Government will soon possess really good 
harbours in Orissa which will make it impossible that that province should 
again be cut off as it was in 1866. 

19. Mr. Ravenshaw urges the necessity for establishing local medical 
schools to train the natives of the province — a course which, if adopted, 
would make the dispensaries more popular than they are at present while 
officered by native doctors from Calcutta, who do not sympathise with the 
people. A scheme of this nature has been under eontemplation by Govern- 
ment for Dacca and Patna, and if the Commissioner will submit any prac- 
ticable and moderate sugg(*stion within the means of Government for 
Cuttack, the Lieutenant-Governor will give it early eonsideralion. 

20. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad that the Commissioner paused

21. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with approval the excellent 
example which two zemindars, Baboo Koylas Chunder Roy Mohashoy and 
Baboo Nemy Churn Bose, have set to their neigiibours, standing out as they 
do conspicuously among so many who have misused their influence, power, 
and position. 

22. The Lieutenant-Governor’s very hearty thanks are accorded to 
the Commissioner for all his zealous and successful labors. No one has the 
good of the people committed to his charge more thoroughly at heart, or has 
better labored for them for a serie? of years, than Mr. Ravensiiaw.

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His Honor especially acknowledges the services rendered by Mr. 
Beames in the district of Balasore. Mr. Maepherson was very sound and 
sensible, and His Honor can say with the Commissioner that his work 
when done, was well done ; but he is sorry to gather that there were delays 
in his work, which was not always done, and that Idr. Maepherson failed to 
move actively about his district. His Honor much regrets to see that the 
interior of the Cuttack district has been so little visited during the year 
under review, and desires that the Commissioner will be so good as to make 
arrangements beforehand which shall ensure the Collector and other officers 
making effectual tours in the ensuing cold season. Mr. Bearaes’ account of 
his tour shows how much may be done by an intelligent officer who really 
endeavours to put himse|f into communication with the people. The 
Cotfiimissioner’s tour during the year under review was very complete and 
satisfactory. 

23. Mr. Toynbee’s work on Orissa has now been published. It is a 
work of permanent value, of which the Lieutenant-Governor has elsewhere 
expressed his high opinion and acknowledgments. His Honor will watch 
with interest the completion of the histories of Cuttack, Pooree, and Balasore, 
which are under preparation. 

24. Since the close of the year under review the Lieutenant-Governor 
has had to deplore the death of Mr. Y. Irwin, the Officiating Collector of 
Cuttack, which has deprived Orissa of the services of a valuable and much 
esteemed officer.

STATE OF OBOPS IN BENGAL. 


Circular No. 70, dated Calcutta, the ISth October 1873. 

From — The Officiatiug Secretary to the Goverument of Bengal, in the Statistical 
Department, 

To— All Commissioners and District Officers. 

The early cessation of the rains having unhappily given reason to fear 
that in many districts some of the crops will be very short, the Lieutenant- 
Governor desires that particular care should be taken to keep Government 
fully informed of the actual result of the harvest in the different parts of the 
country, so far as c^n be ascertained. His Honor docs not \('i«ih to have 
minute inquiries made, but district and sub-divisional officers are desired to see 
the crops as mucli as possible themselves while yet on the ground, so as to 
form the best estimate they can of the proportionate yield of such description 
of crop and of tlie food-crops generally, as compared with average and previous 
years. Agriculturists are so apt to exaggerate their losses tbat> the greatest 
care should bo taken to ascertain accurately the real yield of the harvest at the 
time, so as to be able hereafter to check their estimates. The success with 
which this work is accomplished must depend much on tlie activity and good sense 
of individual officers, and the Lieutenant-Governor would urge on them theimpor- 
tance of carefully attending to the instructions given. Of course the state of things 
will often vary much in different parts of the same district, and it will be the 
duty of the district officer to compare and compile the report from his various 
subordinates, and in forwarding a summary of them to giro a general view of 
the aspect of affairs. 

2. The weekly weather and crop report should be prepared with special 
care, and during the period from now up to the end of the harvest, the 
particulars given in the column " State and prospect of the crops at date” 
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should be more than ordinarily full and aeeurato. Further, the Lieutenant- 
Governor desires that in the first weeks of November, December and January, a 
special crop report should bo sent for each district by the Magistrate-Collector, 
allowing in greater detail what is known of the state of the crops at the time. 
These reports should be in duplicate, one copy being sent to the Bengal Olfice 
direct, and the other to the Commissioner. The price-current statement should 
also bo prepared with particular care at the present season; recent prico- 
currents received from distiicts, where serious failure of the crojis was said to 
be imminent, have showed no sign of rising prices. 

8. Although much has lately been said in the Annual Report regard- 
ing the produce and circumstances of various districts, the Lieutenant-Governor 
is desirous of having precise information concerning the nature and extent of 
the gross yield in a uniform shape. Officers are therefore requested to furnish 
the following particulars, not only for their w|||ple districts, but separately 
for each considerable part of their districts, whimi may have any very special 
features of its own : — 

(1) How far the district (or tract) is devoted to food-growing crops, and 

what proportion (if considerable) of its land is taken % any 
staples other than food. 

(2) Whether it exports or Imports food ; and if it imports, from whore. 

(3) What are the Win food-staples of the people, and, roughly, in what 

proportions they arc consumed. 

(4) What are the various rice-crops of the district or tract (such as aus 

or nmn»dhan,&c.) ; at what season are they reaped, and, roughly, 
what proportion of the whole rice produce each crop represents in 
, an average year. 

(5) The estimated outturn for the present year of each important food- 

crop which has reached or approached maturity (the different 
rice-crops being distinguished) — 

a. — As compared with an average year (c.y., half or three-quarters 

as the case may be). 

b. — As compared with any previous short year which can be named. 

(6) State and prospects of the ensuing cold weather food-crops, and the 

degree to which people may be expected to derive support from 
them. 

(7) Date, under favorable circumstances, of sowing and reaping of the 

earliest rice-crop of 1874, and the extent to which tho culti- 
vation might be increased to meet a pressing demand. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to bo supplied with theso 
particulars, as far as possible, in the special report for tho first week of Novem- 
ber, the information being repeated with improved exactness in the reports 
of tho following months ; and Ills Honor hopes that all ollicers will give special 
care and attention to the matter, and endeavour to give accurate and full 
information on the points above noticed.

The Annual AdminiRiration Report of the CommiiWiioDer of the Bbnugulpore Division for the 
year 187^-73. • 

The thanks of tho Lieutenant-Governor are due to the Commissioner, 
Mr. Barlow, for his complete report. Althoujrh he was only for a part of the year 
in chaise of tho division, and unable to go about much, his personal knowledge 
as a Magistrate! so far as Monghyr is concerned, supplied the want for that 
^district; and for the sest, by "judicious selections and extracts from tho 
I district officer’s reports, he has made his account interesting and efToctive. 
\ Upon the subjects of police and crime, revenue, wards* estates, and some 
other sub-heads, the Commissioner has, however, introduced some matter which 
would have been better reserved for the departmental reports, and the Lieute- 
nant-Governor desires that in future tho general report may be cfiafined to 
* broad expressions of opinion on these subjects, and that the details of the 
deparbtaents which ajre reported on separately may be avoided. 

2. Mr. Kemble, the Magistrate of Purneah, who seems to have made 
himself thoroughly acquainted with his district by repeated tours and by care- 
ful observation, has supplied for the Commissioner’s report much that is 
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interesting and important. The statementa of Mr. |xxskwood« tUh diatriot 
officer ot Monahyr, are not always such aa the l4etttenant<Gkiyemor can 
express his fqll jMmcurrence with» and his experience of the district is limited ; 
but there is a gmt deal that snggests discussion and inquiry in some of his 
remarks. Mr. Taylor» the Magistrate of Bhaugulpore, is not very largely quoted ; 
hut he knows his district, and what he says is valuable. , The lieutenant- 
Governor Would have expected to have had more and peculiarly interestiiig 
notices of the Sontliah Fergunnahs, but no doubt the special measures there < 
have very fully occupied the Deputy Commissioner, and much mattor connected 
with the Fergunnahs has been separately disp' sed of. 

8. On the whole, it seems that the yeat's report is favorable ; the season 
was fair, and the condition of the people, comparatively at least, tolerable, 
iliere seems to be a good deal of difference of opinion regarding the geneial 
condition of the people of tlie division Mr. Lockwood certainly takes too 
sanguine a ^lew. In the Bhaugulpore and Monghyr districts the population is 
lame and rents are high ; wagts, on the other hand, are low — certainly lower 
than in most districts in Bengal Proper — an<k very much lower than m the 
eastern districts Food also is dearer than in these latter. Wages have risen, 
comp ired to former times ; but so, it is stated, h‘is the price of food 

Still the people are, for the most part, a der idedly industrious fieoplc, quiet, 
simple, and careful. They seem to he content in f hi ir small Immblo way There 
is little or no emigration, the small number of emigrants reported being, in great 
part, inhabitants of other districts. What emigration does take place is confined, 
the Lieutenant-Governor believes, to the noith-wcst corner ol the division aojoio- 
ing Tirhoot. In the reports of the eastern districts it is not often said that 
labourers from Bhaugulpore come to seek for labour. 

4. The result of Mr. Kemble's inquiries on the Nopaul frontier ia 
discourasring, in thlit after very fairly weighing the respective advantagis and dis- 
advantages of both, he comes to t)ie oonmusion that the condition of thehepaul 
ryot is on the whole better than that of the British ryot. Although the smaller 
rent taken from the former by the Kepaulese Government is supjilemented by 
forced labour and the purveyance system, on the other hand, the illegal ewfipMi 
and exactions of zen indars, middlemen, &c , and other vexations, turn the scale 
against the British cultivator. It may be questioned whether the harbarona''^ 
punishments of the Nepaulose for oficnoes again^.t marriage laws which 
Mr. Kemble mentions ore not more consonant to native feeling than our mode 
of dealing with such cases. 

In Fumenh, where the population is much more sparse, it is probably a 
correct statement that the people are better off They suffer a good deal from 
fever and from tlie ravages of the river Koseo, hut those who escape these evils 
are perhaps in their means above the average ot the ryots of these provinces. 

5. Q'he people of the Sonthal Fersunnahs aic a biiuple and improvident 
race. They bad in tlie past earned eauiy a poor living, and spent their little 
easily, so long as tiny had plenty of land, light rent«<, and little interferonoo m 
their own jungly ‘country. But since they have been invaded by grasping 
speculators and adventurer'', and the zemindars by thc<io tnstiuments have begun 
to levy heavy rents and exactions, they have felt distress. The account of the 
working of the new regulation and new system is however decidedly satisfactory. 
We are told that the attitude of the remindcus is ceneially passive, with atingp 
of dissatisfaction towards the new law. Balancing the curtailment of their 
poweis ovtT their ryots against the fact that the result oi the new settlement 
will piobahly put an end to agitation for a long time to come, there ' 
remains to be got over the natuial dislike which eveij one ft els to having the 
management of his affairs taken out of his hands and settled lor him ; yet, says 
Mr. Barlow, there will certainly be no opposition (xperienced fiom the zenodn-^ 
dars. At the same time, the people are vi ly deenh dly in lavor of the settlement, 
and the only alarms that have recently been leported aro from the Sonthals 
outside the Fercunnaiis, who not unintnrally ajitatc for the same advantages 
as have hem uccordtd there. The Commissioner nmaiks on the notuxifrequant 
euiigratiun of the Fahareas of the Bajmchal hills to secure labour. These are

6. The Lieutenant-Governor has been much interested^n Mr. Kemhle*e 
nnusion at page 5 of the report to the fluoh bundi oytitem of cultivation, which 
obtains in the Ealiagunge tbannah of the Purneah district. A guch comprises 
from about 80 to 400 bigahs, and is cultivated nearly entirely by liired labour, 
IjlrA an ordinary English farm. His Honor in his experience of India has 
never heard of such large farms being usual, and he uould be glad to 
favoured with a full report upon the system, including the condition of the 
labourers. In the north of Oudh and elsuwhui e, Sir George Campbell has 
known farm labourers to be common, but they were virtually slaves under the 
curious' hereditary bond system noticed in His Honor’s last Administration 
Beport. 

7. Mr. Lockwood’s remarks on the want of grazing ground for cattle are 
very true and forcible. It is a cruel misfortune, and a want of economy in these 
provinces, that the old Indian rule ot setting apart a common grazing ground 
has been forgotten. In tlie directions for new settlements a hich are now issuing, 
an attempt has been made to make some siicU arrangements. The Lieutenantr 
Governor quite thinks that the subject of food for c-ittlc, and again, through 
cattle, the importance of making manure for land, are the most vital agricultural 
questions of the day in India. 

The Magistrate of Monghyr testifies to the great relief and benefit^ of the 
people in tithe destruction of tigers, leopards, and wild animals. He 'says be 
has as many as 100 leopard skins brought in at a time. It appears that if the 
scanty jungle does not give grazing ior tame animals, at least it ceases to 
harbour wild ones. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor notices Mr. Kemble’s description of the 
harhaaUJumma in the largo Hhurrumporo ward’s estate. The ryot pays according 
to the crop he sows, not according to the quality of the land cultivated. After 
the harvest, the pu^waree goes round, finds out how much land each ryot has 

* cultivated with each crop, and assesses the rent accordingly. This system of culti- 
vation is not uncommon in native states, and the people do not always dislike 
it. But it gives rise to constant opportunities fur peculation, and no doubt as 
matters settle down fixed rents should bo arranged in prefirt'uce. In the mean- 
time, however, an exceptionally good opportunity is aifoidod of getting agricul- 
tural statistics on this waid’s estate, and the Hoard oi Kevenuowill bo specially 
to this effect. The Collector remarks that tlie present rates of rent 
for the fi.elds are very low, hut he should be cautioned against making “ the 
great change” of which lie speaks in the sk ipc of a very sudden and excessive 
enhancement. The Lieutcnaiit-tjov* rnor must again repeat that the enhance- 
ment of the rental of the estate is not the mam object of wards’ management, 
although no doubt in this case some enhancement is necessary. 

It" is satisfactory to note that the geiuTal result of Lockwood’s inqui- 
ries was to show that tho cultivation of poppy was popular. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor is struck with Mr. Kemble’s remark in the 
description of his tour in Turneah (page 6) : “ / was tnuoh surprised to find 
the people here growing indigo freely and willingly** Sir Vaeorge Ouinpbell tears 

- th«*t. this is tow often the fe« ling of Government officers of much experience, 
and that in many or ^nost districts there is to > much to justily it. He has 
before noticed, and heartily rejoices, that Purncah is an honorable exception to 
this state ot things, and lias frequently held out tho example of Purneab as 
showing that free trade in indigo cultivation is possiiile. Indigo is a most 

S rofitable staple In Bebar, and its roanufauluro is in itself an indu.stry much to 
e encouraged. It is sad then that except m Purneah thore siiould be about 
its cultivation the element of compulsion described by the Commissioner. The 
Lieutenant-Governor must again say that this cannot bo a wholesome state of 
things. ** The system being a bad one at the best,” writes Mr Barlow, 
*^it 18 only a question nf toleration, and in isolated instancy it has been 
proved 'that the ryots suffw much opprossiuu under it. There is more or loss 
of a recognized antagonism at work, which a word of agitation may at any time 
•tir up.” His Honor fears that this description is a very true one. 
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It senna from the account of Mr. Wilkins* the sub-diThdonal officer of 
Begoo Serai, that the factories on getting farms take a portion of the lands* 
whether the culti||ator8 like it or not (and they can hardly be expected to like 
it)* without discrimination of the presence or absence of occupancy rights. The 
Lientenant-tiovernor again reproduces the remarks of the Commissioner 
on this subject : ** I am completely satisfied*** says Mr. Barlow* **that the 
hlot upon the whole arrangement, and that which sets the opposite parties < 
by the ears* is the appropriation by the factory of the ryots* lands nol 0 n§ 
w)len» when indigo operations are commenced in any village. It is only in 
human nature that such should be the case, and I doubt if it would alter the 
condition of feeling engendered in the people’s minds even if indigo presented 
the most remunerative cultivation of all the crops— a fact which 1 think no one 
will now contend for. As matters stand* tho connection with a factory begins 
by an exaction from the ryots of a proportion of the best lands of the village. 

1 suppose 1 am hardly unfair in iny view* if*[ suggest that in his 
subsequent relation as a labourer working for the factory* admitting him 
to be paid every farthing due for the miscellaneous duties be is bound to per- 
form* the ryot is expected to be a submissive servant, working his plough or his 
cart at the call of the factory* and without consulting his own inclinations, lu 
all this last respect* 1 am far from saying that formal iigustico is committed by 
the factory in requiring the ^ryot to work out his contract ; bat 1 say the 
arrangements are sufiieient to account for the irritation in the minds of 
the peqple* which sometimes shows itself.** 

T&ese observations are remarkably corroborated by a statement of the 
Collector of Bogra* to which the Lieutenant-Governor’s attention has been 
drawn in the Administration lleport of the Kajstiahye Division. A considerable 
settlement of immigrants from the Monghyr district (to which Begoo Serai 
belongs) into that district was explained by one of the immigrants to Mr. Bignold 
to be in consequence of ** all the best lands in Monghyr having been taken up 
by indigo.’* 

On the other hand, as regards the Purneah system* the Collector writes : 

•* Petty differences occasionally arise between planters and their ryots* such as 
always will crop up in all businetiR transactions ; but I have sc'en none of that 
universal disaffection and disconttmt nhich pievuiled for years in Bengal.” 

10. A conspicuous fact oounoett d M'lth the land system of the division is 
stated to be tho absence of intermediate permanent riglits between those of the 
semindars and the cultivating ryot* and the general practice of farming estates 
in short leases. This is a thoroughly bad system* like that of the old Irish 
middlemen. There arc very few, if any* zemindars, says the Commissioner* who 
can be brought to the notice of Government for anything done by them during the 
year to improve th(* condition of tlioir villages. As a rule* big estates are let out 
m farm* and tho condition of tiie ryots is not cared for. The zemindars do not 
understand or care for imjirovomont ; in many cases they are spendthrifts* and 
their estates arc heavily encumbered. Tho Gpvernmeut is making efforts to rid 
every estate over which it bus infiuenoe fiom this farming system* and executive 
influence has been bruiiglit to bear with tiie most beneficial effect in the 
case of the estates of itajah Lfelanund Sing, the greatest zemindar of the 
division. Since the Lieuteuant-Governor had an interview with him, and the late 
Commissioner* Mr. Dalrymple* took him in hand, andprpvailed <bihiui to permit 
a tried old Deputy Collector to settle the most disorganised part of his estates, 

* there has been a great seduction of nominal rents without any loss to the Rqjah* 
as the sum was covered by the assessment of lands nowly brought under xhas 
management. 

Tlie indebtedness and embarrassment of Leelanund Sling’s estate is ft 
lesson that ought not to be lost upon other large zemindars who will resort to 
litigation. No man has been so systematic a litigant, and so sucoessfhl, 
as Bajah T,eelanund ; he has got many great decrees against Government as 
well as against others* and yet the net result of it all is that he is greatly 
involved in debt, and until Government afforded its assistance his peopfe were 
mismanaged and discontented. 

11. The Lieutenant- Governor believes that nowhere have the rents of a 
peaceable, industrious, and submissive population been more screwed than 



in Bbftttgulpom. It wat the tame aotion of the a^mm^an that was 
^ leading te teocWon in the Sonthal Pergunnahs. As regards partioolar semin- 
‘ dari estates however* where *the tenantry belcmg chiefly to low castes (see 
iMuragraph 189), it is stated that th^ wiU leave an estate o#the smallest prove* 
cation, and it is a comfort that the industrious poor are thus able to go off to 
another estate when exaction is carried to excess. A marked contrast to the 
condition of the semindars* ryots is afforded by the tenantry in the Government 
ryotwar tract of the Damin>i-koh. ** Whatever/* says Mr. Barlow, **may stir 
ttie minds of the Sonthal population generally^ the residents in the uamin 
are quiet and unmoved. There is no oppression, no levying of cesses &nd ahwahs, 
the rates of rent are low, and the ryots are well off.’* 

18. The road cess valuations, as described by the Commissioner (paragraphs 
127 to 133), seem to have been on tho whole successfully carried out, and the 
lUeutoaant'Governor will look with interest to learn how the cess may 
in practice be found to work. It is to be hoped that the division may be 

P rovided with good local roads from its proceeds. Mr. Kemble reports 
ivorably of tbe popularity of the cess in Purncah, explaining that he has 
widely made it known that tho money collected in the district will bo spent 
in the district. His Honor trusts that all officers will assiduously impress 
this distinctive feature of tbe Road Cess Act upon tho people. 

18. The questions connected with butworra, mutation, and the sale laws, 
alluded to by the Commissioner m paragraphs 117 to 126, are all of importance, 
and tbe Lioutenant*6overpor quite thinks that the law on these and other 
important subjects connected with the land, and the machinery for giving them 
effect, require overhaul and amendment, but the subjects are of too wide a 
scope to be considered in this place. 

14. The remarks of tho Commissioner on the subject of the transfer 
of the rent-suits to the civil courts demand also careful consideration. Mr 
Barlow strongly recommends an additional Moonsiff for the Banka sub-division 
of the district of Ijhaugulpore, and in a country where tbe system of distraining 
standing crops prevails, as it docs here, the injury to ryots from the want of 
speedy justice must no doubt bo great. His Honor has requested the High 
Court to take into consideration the need ot an additional Moonsiff at Banka. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the work of collecting agri- 
cultural statistics will now be carrit d on vigorously, so far as the means at our 
disposal will allow. With the Sub-Deputies, the Putwaries of this division re-orga- 
nized as now directed, and such records as that of the harhasli system of tbe 
Dhurrumpore estate, we should be able to add to the record of tenures resulting 
from the road cess proceedings many agiarinn details, just as our specimen areas 
for vital statistics are adding details to tho knowledge acquired by the census. 

The Licutenant-iiovernor observes that the district officers of Bhaugulpore 
and Monghyr would extend to tho w hole district tho collection of vital statistics, 
as they are now collected in the selected areas ; but His Honor fears that such 
an attempt would be premature ar present, and he would be quite content if at 
the first we can secure accui ato registr ition upon a small scale. It is the 
quality and not the quantity of statistical information that is of value, and we 
must be quite successful in our small endeavours before wc can hope for large 
^ults. 

16. No qfforC w ill be spared by Government to ascertain the actual mineral 
resources of this division. Ihcre are coal mines in the Sonthal country, though 
the coal is said to be of a poor desciiption; and minerals — lead, silver, and. 
copper — are found in Bhaugulpore and elsewhere. 

17. The Ganges-borne traffic trom the Bhaugulpore Division is very large 
indeed. Nearly all the wheat that comes down the river is supplied at marts in 
the Monghyr and Bhaugulpore district*). Of the pulses also more than one-half 
is supplied from Monghyr, Furneah, and Bhaugulpore. There is a very large 
export of oil-seeds also Irom tho division. 

The laeutenant-Govcrnor would be glad to know if tho Commissioner can 
explain why rice, as stated in his G4th paragraph, is now exported westwards so 
much less than formerly. 
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18. His Motkot is $lad to «eo that tbe nimiitMT-trial wi^ tint 

Criminal Frooedavo Code worka arell in tliiidiiriaion» while «t w tainMitii)(BjW|ir 
not overdone, mid doet not send eveay one to prison, as aouM €i tim ndtlaii 
organs seemed at one time to apprenend. llie snUeet of police will he lidMl* 
properly dealt with in the Crime import ; but the Lieutenant-Goveraor netee 
the Oommissioneris statement that there is not really a large amonnt of erinM 
in the division compared to the population, and that this result is due to the 
peaceful character of the people quite as much as to the police manaMmeUt. 

19. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the OommissicmerB genetul 
remarks on 'pound administration, and of the system of charges in force; and 
now that the Purneah pounds are to be put under punchayets, he will be glad to 
approve of such a scheme as Mr. Barlow proposes ; but the subject should be 
reconsidered under a special report. 

30. The question of the extradition of criminals from Nepaul has 
been carefully watched by the Commissioner. The Lieutenant-Governor quite 
concurs that it is urgently necessary that something should be arranged ou this 
subject, which will meet the particular attention of Government in the 
Poutioal Department. 

21. As regards civil justice, Mf! Barlow's account is more favorable than 
usual, especially with reference to the character of the Bhaugulpore bar; and 
His Honor ^lioves that that bar is really unusually good. Mr. Dahtymide, 
the lato Commissioner, also held the same opinion. The people seem to have 
more taste for law than literature, for, while there are so many excellent 
lawyers, His Honor observes (paragraph 75) that there is no public press nor 
a single newspaper in the division. 

22. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad that the people have confidence in the 

Begistration Department, and trusts that wo may be able to multiply offices 
and induce the people to take more advantage of it. * 

28. The Lieutenant-Governor is unable to understand the Commissioner's 
remarks under the heading of Excise. If it is as he says. His Honor has no doubt 
that it is due to the combination alluded to by Mr. Barlow in his 137tb paragraph, 
and will pass off. Details on the subject should be reserved for the depart- 
mental report. The whole question is important and difficult, and receives the 
earnest attention of Government. 

24. Tlis Honor has been struck by the instances of corruption on the part of 
railway native officials to which the Commissioner has rightly given promineooe. 
There seems to have been a regular system of organized fraud kept up. The 
subject has been separately reported on by the Commissioner, and is now 
under consideration. 

25. The Lieutenant-Governor is much gratified that mass education should 
have been so well started in the plain districts of the division, and he trusts that 
the apathy of the landlords w'ill be overcome and great results obtained. Although 
it is true that the Sonthal Fergunnahs have Missionary Schools, His Honor 
must express his regret at the failure to begin pathsalas iu that district ; 
it is true that Mr. T^ood has a valid excuse in the absorbing nature of his 
settlement work, but it is to be hoped that now, either through or independently 
of the Missionaries, the extension of primary education, so much want^ to raise 
the Sonthals, will be energetically undertaken and thoroughly carried out. 
The Magistrates of Furneuh, Bhaugulpore, and Monghyr, are entitled to much 
credit for their zeal in the cause of education. Provisfon for the training of 
pathsala gurus has now been made. 

26. It is stated that the people are pleased at the use of Hindi instead of 
Hindustani, for many Court proocsses. ** In most places," soys one officer, 
** people desire to learn Hindustani merely to enable them to take apMintmente 
in the police, &c. As soon as I explained that Hindi would soon he need all 
over the west of the district, no objections were made. * We will now,* say tte 
villagers, * be able to read the papers the constables bring, and see what thsy 
are-*-an order to levy a fine, or make an arrest !’ " It is very satisffiPtory to 
know that the Government meabures in establishing Hindi for these purposes 
are so much appreciated.

Singh, Bam Narayan Singh, Jfartik Nsutk Das Panday, Bam Persaud Das, 
Shah Abdool Hpssein, and Sheik TsjalL Meerza Mahomed Hossein of Purneah 
is specially commended for his creditable interest in municipal matters. Baboo 
Surwan Smgh of Bhitya is an exceptional zemindar, doing much to benefit the 
condition of his ryots.

Read — 

Th« Annual General Report of tbo Commisaioner of the Patna Divieion fur the year 
1872-78, with ita enclosures. 

1, The laeuteiiaut-Govornor desin;:;) to thank the Commissioner, 
l£r. Baylcy, both for his most excellent and cfTicicnt work in tho administration 
of this great and hcaAi’y division and for his report. Tlio report is just what it 
ought to be, dwelling on things of administrative importance not otherwise 
dealt with, and giving a brief bird’s-eye view of the subjects which are depart- 
mentally treated in detaiU while tho whole is well written as a report of the 
chvisioD, and not made up of extracts strung together. It leaves nothing to be 
desired. TTis Ilonor quite feels that the present report, the first of its kind for 
the division, and necessarily giving once for all many things which will form a 
Kpaia for futurc roport 3, is more than we can expeet to have every year ; but 
iii»» tbia explanation the Lieutenant-Governor would say that it is a model and 
exs^pie of what he desires to have. This report and other selected roportsira#' 
Qg^Qjtnissioners and Magistrates and sub-divisional officers will bo separately 
oircnilated as Government selections ; they are now too bulky to circulate in any 
other shape, and it is must important that the Vcoluablc reports received this 
year shoiud not be hidden away. 

Mr. Bayley’s Ist paragraph quite accounts for the delay in submitting 
his report, but it must bo remembered that in another year the subordinate 
reports will not be so long. While good and exhaustive reports are to bo 
encouraged, it will not be necessary in future that subordinate officers, such as 
sub*divisional officers, should always make their reports very elaborate. If wo 
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haye good practical reporta in abort compasa from all and mare aeardiing 
reporta from a few* tbe Lieutenant-GoTernor will be well aatiafled. Much of 
the Oommissioners* time also will be saved by the explanation recently given 
that matters contained in the general reports need not bo repeated in depart- 
mental reports to the Board of Uevenuo, &c., these latter being confined to 
departmental and technical matters. 

2. The Commissioner has written a good account of his tour, and has { 
gone about and looked into everything in a thorough way. The Magistrates U 
of Patna and Gya also made very careful and useful tours. 

8. The division of Patna contains thirteen millions of inhabitants, a 
number equal to that of the Bombay Presidency, and considerablv s^peeding , 
the population of Oudh. Mr. Bayley has written a most useful and interesting 
summary of the rcbults of tlie census. The proportion of males to females 
exhibited by him tends to confirm the general accuracy of tbe census, as being 
what wo might have expected. Indian censuses have usually shown an excess 
of males. Ghumparun without emigration and more sparsely populated than 
elsewhere in Behar, has this excess. Tirhoot, which is comparatively rich, and 
with little emigration, is just equal in males and females. Saruu (51*7 per 
cent, of females), Shahabad (51*5), Patna (51'2), and Gya (51*1), from all of 
which districts there is much emigration, have excess of females; Sarun 
heading the list and being the district of all others most populous and from 
which there is most emigration. It is remarked that the emigrants are 
generally not accompanied by their women-folk. 

4. With respect to public health, the extraordinary prevalence of 
dengue fever in parts of the division is nolioeablc. It is calculated that 90 per 
cent, of the population of Patna suiTered from it. Mr. Mangles, tiie Magistrate, 
remarks that the disease seemed to follow the line of rail, and that it was near the 
public ghauts and ferries that it first made its appearance. The course 
of the dengue thus described seems to bo one of the strongest instances 
possible to show that disease may be and is propagated by human intercourse. 
The complete immunity of the jails where the inhabitants are isolated and 
cut off from intercourse is all in favour of this theory. 

6. The local officers report strongly of the poverty of the ryots in this 
province, and the Lieatenant*Govornor apprehends that the conclusion must 
be that the people are really badly off. Happily, the year under report was 
a good one, late years have not been bad, and food is cheap. But it is shown 
to be a good deal dearer than it formerly was, and the wages of labour are 
still very low. Except during the harvest and planting seasons, the rate of 
unskilled labour is only annas per diem. In Gya it is said that the 
agricultural labourer is worse off than anywhere else in the division. He is 
generally paid in grain, and lives really from hand to mouth. Two to 
three seers of some coarse grain representing a money value perhaps of 
annas, suffices to support life and cnahh's him to work. With the Soane work, 
however, close at^ hand, adds M r. Bayley, and two annas a day to be earned 
there, there is a brighter side to the question. Mr. Alexander, the Magistrate 
of Shahabad, has given a v<*ry interesting report on the prices of food n.ind 
labour in his district. The Lieutenant-Governor has little doubt that although 
Gya and Shahabad have an apparent smaller population rate than elsewhere, 
they have so much of barren hill tracts that they are probably just as over- 
crowded as those districts which show a larger rate. 

6. Happily, emigration is a resource well known to, and in some degree 
practised by, the people of this populous province. The emigration beyond i 

seas is after all but a drop in the ocean, but there is much unregistered ^ 

emigration within India. There is a periodic emigration of labourers from the 
Sarun district who go to Purneah, Julpigorco, liungpore, and Gooch Behalf 
It is notorious that all over the country syces, coolies, and men who go out to earn 
their bread, come in very large numbers from the Behar districts, and especially 
Sarun. We may believe that if they are more and more pressed, they will go 
in greater numbers to populate the colonies, &c., to which they already know 
the way. Many labourers get, it is stated, to the tea districts without ever 
being registered before the local Magistrate at all. 

The same phenomenon as Mr. Bayley observes has been remarked else- 
where, that the greater proportion of registered emigrants for b^ond sea in 
each district do not belong to the district where they register, but to somewhere 








iSither it is the ease that those who emigrate wish to register whero 
inquiries oannot be made, or people like first to try their luck on another, soil 
•within Indit before venturing abroad. Probably each cause operates to .* 
«>me extent. 

7. Act XXXI of 1861, for regulating the manufacture of common salt 
along with saltpetre, has been introduced from this year. The Commissioner has 
very little doubt that the introduction of the new rules for carrying it out, 
will go far to kill an already declining trade. The Lieutenant-Governor fears 
that there will be a falling off in the saltpetre trade, and little direct financial 
benefit to Government. But, on the other hand. His Honor thinks it quite 
jpkjU tibat hitherto the saltpetre manufacture has been bolstered up by what 
^^[cally amounts to a bounty, i. e., the manufacturers have been to all intents 
and purposes allowed to sell duty-free the* salt educed from saltpetre, when 
others pay the fixed rate of Its. 3-4-0 per maund. The Ifieutenant-Govcrnor 
agrees that it cannot be expected that we should keep up a trade in this 
fictitious way. If we gain indirectly by bringing into consumption much good 
taxed salt instead of the bad untaxod saltpetre salt, tho new rules will bo 
justified. At the same time wo must strive not to go to the other extreme, 
e, g.f upon taking away tlie bounty, wo must not 'unduly clog the saltpetre 
trade with heavy preventive charges. Perhaps Government should not at 
present seek to recoup itself directly for these charges, but set them against 
increased salt revenue. His Honor will be ready to receive any proposals tho 
Commissioner may make of this nature. 

8. Speaking generally, it may be said that tho lending exports from Behar 
are oil-seeds, hides, tobacco, saltpetre, sugar, indigo, and opium ; and the imports 
are rice, cotton, salt, iron, and clotli. M.any inquiries have already been 
made and much information gleaned on this subject. The Lieutenant-Governor 
hopes that all that is possible will be done to got approximate statistics of 
internal trade. In particular His Honor wishes to get a good idea of the trade 
between these Provinces and the North-West Provinces. The city of Patna is 
a centre for collection and distributioo, and its po.sition on the railway and on 
the Ganges just where the Ganges, Gogra, Gunduck, and Soane become united 
and where the traffic hranohes off to Ncpaul, give It in this respect great 
advantages. The cxiiorts are principally to Calcutta. Oil-seeds come from 
all over the province. Tobacco is largcdy exported from Tirhr>ot. 'robacco 
manufactured, i. e., prepared for the hookah with spices, &c., is a speciality 
of Patna. The exports of Indigo and Opium if comparatively small iu bulk are 
enormous in value. The importation of rice into Behar is large, and rice is 
a principal food crop in Behar, though among the poorer classes, and especially 
in the district of Sarnn, maize and barley are said to be iu a great degree tho 
food of the people. The extent of land under puppy cultivation Iasi your as 
obtained from the Board of llevcniie was 134,089 boegahs in Chumparun, 
111,340 beegahs in Gya, 88,182 in Sarun, 68,024 in Tirhoot, 38,989 iu Patna, 
and 35,985 in Shahabad. The opium hcegali is equal to 3,025 square yards or 
about five-eighths of an acre. Mr. Bayley regrets that the station returns of 
exports and imports by tho East Indian Hallway are not supplied to the district 
authorities, and points out what an immense help they would afford to our 
completer knowledge. Tho Lientenant-Governor has no doubt that by tho 
courtesy of the Chairman of the Railway Agency, these returns may in future 
be procured, and will address tho Board. 

His Honor is glad to notice the tables of trade that arc given in the 
wpendix to the Commissioner’s report. Messrs. Mangles, Palmer, and 
Eyre, have given special attention to tho subject, aud the Lieutenant-Governor 
hopes that they wiU strive to perfect their tables. 

Indigo is one of the principal products of Behar. Mr. Bay ley’s account of * 
this great industry is full and interesting. The cultivation is chiefly carried 
on in the northern districts of the division — Tirhoot, Chumparun, and Sarun — 
ill villages let to the planters by tho zemindars or the Court of Wards. When 
the lease of the village is completed, if the planter does not cultivate the land 
hiiqiaelf, the ryots attend the factory and execute agreements to cultivate 
a speomed portion of their lands in iudigo. The couicuou proportion now 
i^preed upon is two to three cottahs per beegah of upland though in some few 
fisetories the proportion demanded is larger, amounting to five or six cottahs, 
which was the rate prevailing, at least in Chumparun aud Sarun, before the 
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indigo difficulties in 1867. The agreement is generaUy for the same term as 
the lease of tho village. At the time of executing it an advance is given 
which remains unpaid without interest till the end of the term, and during 
each year the price agreed on to be paid for the cultivation is given in advance 
at tho beginning of the year. The lands taken from the ryots are retained from 
three to five years by the faotory, after whieh time they are useless for growing 
indigo ; though, as the indigo plant has a long tap root, and draws its nourishment 
principally I’roin the subsoil, they are said to be improved for the growth of 
cereals and green crops which subsist upon tho upper layer, the land having 
also been manured by the indigo loaves. In lieu of the lauds thus given up, 
a similar area of other lauds is taken from the ryots for the rest of the term of 
the agr<^cmcnt, and in some instances a clause is inserted that these exchanged 
lands shall bo selected by the factory from tho best of those in the ryot’s 
holding. The Li(5U!tenaiit-Oovcrnor is very glad to see, Avhat Mr. Bayley states, 
that ** though it cannot ho said that the feudal relation between the European 
planter and tho ryot, \vhich was tho rule in former days, has altogether 
disappeared, yet it is certainly the case that both ])arties deal with one another 
much more on a footing of free contract than formerly, and we may hope ere 
long to sec tho strictly commercial relation between the manufacturer and the 
grower gain ground, while the somi-feudal relation dies awjiy.” The system is 
a long vvay yet from real free contract, hut llis Honor recognizes the great 
difficulty of getting to free contract when the native zemindars have become 
interested, as is so largely the case, in a non-frt'o syst<?m. As JM r. ]3.ayley points 
out later on in his report, “ where there is a native landlord the Tirhoot ryot will 
not bo allowed to enter into independent agreements with the planter, unless 
the landlord sees his way to getting the lion’s share of the profits and retaining 
his hold over the tenant, and the planter has no means of counteracting these 
obstacles save by taking leases at rates Avlu(!h nothing but large indigo profits 
will cover.” It is evident, however, that prices do admit of very liberal pay- 
ments to ryots, and it is to ho hoped that things may adjust themselves gradually, 
and more and more apitroaeh free trade, while the indigo industry of BehaV, 
which has now grown tloubly important since the B(M>gal })roduce has declined, 
may continue to ficairish. There are not the difficulties in the way of free trade 
sibove described in tho case of villages under tho Court of Wards. 

The Cominissioiu.’r has not d^v<^lt upon opium, which divides his division 
with indigo as an article of export cultivated under European advances and 
superintendence for European manufacture. While indigo is grown under a 
fjruaa^feudal system, it is certain that, in this part of the country at any rate, 
tlie cultivation of opium is perfectly free, and, whatever its effect on the 
Chinese, it is btmefieial to our ryots, and brings them much money. It is a 
particularly high and careful cultivation. 

9. In this groat population of thirteen millions, tho public press is 

curiously little represented by two solitary publications, the only fault found 
with whieh seems to be that they arc so good and virtuous that no one will 
read th(;m. *■ 

10. Mr. Bay ley says, if he was asked his own opinion as to what 
caused most excitement among the natives during tho past year, he would say 
unhesitatingly doigue. The provalenee of the fever led to all sorts of legends 
.and groundless aiiprehcnsions. The abolition of the income tax caused satis- 
faction to the tax-paying class. Strange to say, tbc introduction of primary 
schools in the first instance gave rise to distrust and fear iu many places. The 
rumour that Oovernnii'iit Avere going to educate the people Avith a view to 
shipping them off to the colonics was very general; another, that the gurus 
were to'^be x»aid in order to become Government spies and give information for 
new taxes found scarcely less favour. “ Natives,” says Mr. Bayley with truth, 
“have a habit of passing by tin; plain and obvious motive for any action, 
and looking for some der^p and recondite one. This is observable in their way 
of accounting ff)r tho most trivial thing, and is sure to ho applied in full force 
1.0 any now action taken by a mysterious foreign Government. With all tb|<^ 
they are singularly amenable to order, and however much they may misunder- 
stand they do nothing in acti\'c oj)position.” The distrust of the new schools 
has now almost disappeared, and they are progressing most favorably. 

The attack on Mr. BarloAV, the Assistant Magistrate of Mudhoobani, 
was the casual act of a mob of bigoted Brahmins who objected to the mere 
proximity of a European. 
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In Patna twice during the year there was a split between the Sheeahs and 
Sooois of the place, whioU at one time threatened serious complication, but 
were quelled by the good judgment of the Magistrate and the action of the 
leadins; Mahomedans of both parties, who most praiseworthily assisted the 
authorities to maintuin order. 

11. The Commissioner belieres that the groat administrative change of the 
year, the gathering in of all defiartments under the one district ofiicer, has been an 

' unmixed good. The police were always nominally subordinate to the Magis* 
^ trate, but that nominal subordination has now become real, and the executive 
power of the Magistrate is greatly increased thereby, while the police them- 
• selves are better looked after. Thu Licutctiant-Oovernor is also glad to 
know that the new sub-divisional estahlisbmonts have been well started. 
Mr. Drummond, the Magistrate-Collector of Sarun, says : “ The new establish- 
ment has boon fairly utilized in one way or another since its ^pointment, and 
has proved of much assistance. The institution of a now Subordinate Executive 
Service had had a w<)ndtTful cfri‘<‘fc on tlje class of public employes who may bo 
said’to have Subordinate Executive Service on tho brain for tlio time, and 
everywhere the young id(^a may be seen learning to rides, and to ride furiously 
too, the next generation of ollicials thus giving promise of being of more active 
habits than the present.” 

12. In reifard to statistical inquiri('«, the Lieutenant-Governor concurs 
with the Commissioner that had statistics are worse tlirin none. There is no 
doubt tliat this was tlio case iyi regard to the statistics pretended to be collected 
before we had anj*^ adequate machinery. The machinery has only now been sup- 

E lied, and wc are just making a beginning, llis llouor trusts that a successful 
eginuiug has really been made, and that w«* shall go on with it. Mr. Drummond 
has been making many, efforts and inquiries iu this direction : progress has 
been effected in •Shatiabad and in the Durbhangalt and Sasseerum sub-divisions, 
and His Hondr notices with pleasure that the mortuary returns from selected 
areas promise to bo reasonable. Tho Lieutenaut-Govoruor will look with 
much interest to iho results of the educational census that the Commissioner 
has hoen endeavouring to compile in certain tracts. Model farms have been 
started in Arrali and elsewhere, but not much has been done. 

The year, as Mr. Bayloy says, may bo said to have been a year of small 
beginnings in groat subjects of administration. 

13. The police of tlie Patna Division are not particularly efficient. They 
have done well on the wide in Tirhoot during the year, and fairly in Patna, 
but in all the other districts th<?y did badly. The local authorities urge 
such a law a.s that of the North-Western rnninces for the village chowkidari 
establishments. What is wanted, writes ^Ir. Dayley, is, that the landholder 
should be responsible for the pay of tl>e village waiclinum, and that he should 
be brought into continual and close conuection with the tnannah police. 

The singular absence of petty criminal litigation, in IJohar is must 
remarkable when contrasted with other parts of the eounlry. 'I’here are more 
petty criminal cases filed in one district of Easlorn Ihmgal^ than in the whole 
of this large division. 

14. With respect to the alterations in tho Critninal Procedure Code, the 
Commissioner wrile.s: “I will only add that the alteraiions In tho system of 
appeal are accepted by all officials to whom I have spoken us an imiuonse 
improvement, and though of course; distastcrnl to mookhlars, this is perhaps 
sufficient to commend them in the eyes of all unprejudiced persons. Tho 
young Bengalee of the present day has learnt to associato many of the worst 
and most anomalous portions of English criminal law with that personal 
liberty of which ho is the eager <;hampiou, and in addition to these he has 
adopted from the teaching of Indian courts unlimited ap(>e.'(l as part of hi-: 
magna charta, but out.sidc tliis ela.ss I think the approval ot resiricted apjieal 
and enlarged powers of revision is almost universal.” There is rnucii trutii 
in these remaijts : educated iiati\es liavt; an extravagant and caricatured idea 
of the liberty of tho subject, and Avant to combim; all English safeguards 
against oppression with a system of appeal unknown iu England. 

The Commissioner records that the power to try certain eases summarily 
conferred by tbe Code is a great lioou and has worked \a'<'U, tlmugli it has becu 
sparingly exercised at present. No doubt, as Mr. Bayley says, the whole law'yer 
class must detest it, hut except for them aud the criuiiaals, there is no cause for 
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any other class disliking it. It is almost premature to decide ou the success of the 
institution of benches of Honorary. Magistrates. The Magistrates themselTes like 
the work, but urge that they should be allowed freedom from leading-strings 
and more power. The rules for the distribution of criminal work and for the 
regular sitting of one police court have had a good effect in accelerating the 
court work and in putting a stop to the frequent handing about of cases from 
one court to another. 

16. *On the administration of civil justice the Commissioner states that 
he has little to say. “The continued adjournments, the power of protracting i 
cases in the hands of a wealthy litigant, the difficulty of oKecuting decrees 
on the one side, and the holding decrees for years m terrorem over 
a suitor in the other, the (enormous amount to whiclt interest is allowed to 
accumulate, and the general tone of narrowness which characterizes the deci- 
sions of the low'encivil courts, those, together with the high rate of stamp duty 
.and the expense of employing rakecis,” arc the' points on which complaints are 
most frequently made of our system. Mr. liayley regrets the transfer to the 
civil courts of the rent-suits. His unqualified expressions on this subject are 
not shared in so deeided a manner by all Bcniral officers. The transfer is 
everywhere unpopular with zemindars, but opinion is divided in regard to 
its effect on rvots. The Lieutenant-Governor takes it to be that* here, as in 
other things, Behar more resembles the North-Western Provinces; there is 
a greater disposition to trust the executive authorities; and while in Eastern 
Bengal ryots accustomed to litigation may be able to fight it out in the civil 
courts, in Behar they have no chance. 

16. The original assessment of land revenue in Behar was very light, and 
estates have changed hands in a much less proportion than in Bengal. On 
this subject, however, the Lieutenant-Governor was not prepared for the state- 
ment contained in the following passage of the Collector of Sarun’s report 
showing an extraordinary stability of property in that district, and he would 
like to have a further report on the facts : 

** It appears that wliilc about 57 per cent, of the total number of proprie- 
tors at the time of the permanent settlement bidonged to tbe higher castes, viz., 
those of Brahmins, liajpoots and Habhans, their number now is still nearly 54 
per cent., and that the Baniah class have only increased from 4 per cent, then 
to 6 per cent. now. On the other hand, Kaists have diminished in number 
from 23 to 19 per cent. Mahomedans were 16 per cent, of the proprietary 
number, and now arc 17 per cent. Agricultural castes have increased from 0*5 
per cent, to 1'7 per cent., while low-ca.st<"S and persons not recognizing castes 
have increased Irom 0’7 per cent, to I'O per cent. On the w'holo, with slight 
Tnodifications, the different classes may be said to have been maintained in 
relation to the proprietary right in land the footing which they originally 
occupied, a result which I confess 1 had not expected, seeing the manner in 
which all over India the old proprietary cla'^scs arc being displaced by the 
Baniah class. If tlu'.se figures arc at all to be relied on, it would seem that it 
is not yet too late prevent such a displacement taking place in this district.” 

Under a sale for arrears of revenue an estate is sure to yield a good price, 
and the proprietors sornotirnes deliberately default to sell the estate. 

A complaint is made of the exec.ssivc resort to claims for the partition of 
estates. The proci’dure admits, the Commissioner says, 'of endle.ss delays, and 
Government is put at the expense of providing for wh.at may fairly be termed 
the private business of individuals. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, • 
doubts whether we can refuse partitions to bond fide shareholders, down at 
least to a certain point ; but certainly a more efficient machinery is required. 

His Honor entirely approves of Mr. Bayley’s settling Government estates 
with resident ryots whenever tliey will come forward. The settlements of 
Governme.nt estate's now in progress in the Patna J)ivision are comparatively 
trifling; but much settlement work i.s being done on Wards’ estates. The 
Lieutenant-Governor notes Mr. Bayley’s remark that “ the careful enquiry and 
complete record of rights, which settlement officers arc now forced to undertake, 
will be a boon of tbe utmost importance, and 1 only wish we were making a 
resettlement of whole districts instead of a few scattered villages.” Tile 
r>ssenlial feature of the present policy of Government in making land revenue 
settlements is to measure and record zdl holdings, with the rents now payable 
thereon, and the names of the ryots holding them. The re-organisation of the 
putwarees in every village will secure that the record now made shall be main- 





tained until the next settlement. If the zemindars and ryots of Eastern Bengal 
had any such authoritative record, both paiftics would bo relieved from most 
of the difficulties caused by the existing uncertainty regarding holdings, rent 
and occupative rights. 

17- The proportion among the people who drink intoxicating liquors is 
extremely small. 'I'he mahwa liquor is most gcneially sold in the division. 
It sells at 2 or 3 annas a quart, and is probably much less intoxicating than 
.public house beer at home. In Patna the annual consiimption is something 
over half a gallon per head; in all the other districts it is even much less than 
this. It is evident, ns Mr. Bay ley says, that a very small proportion of the 
people drink at all. The excise report shows that the number of licensed 
liquor shops in the Patna Division has been decreased by more than 800 during 
the year under review. The Commissioner is not sure that the reduction of 
shops may not have boon too rapid ; but at any rate, marked diminution in the 
consum2)tion of liquor, without any real loss of revenue, is a most satisfactory 
result. 

18. Complaints are made of the unconciliatory manner in which the 

railway officials treat the public who have dealings with them. It is a fact 
that except, whore speed is an object the railway under its present conditions 
cannot draw away traffic from the river. The railway rates are ])ractically 
very much higher than boat rates, and as one of the Magistrates puts it, “ the 
railway gives thrice the trouble that a boat docs.” ^ 

19. The Soane irrigation works have been rapidly pushed on during the 
past year, and their prospects are hopeful. 

20. With reference to the deyilorable results of the mismanaged embank' 
ment alluded to in the Gommissiont-r’s 115th paragrayth, Uis Honor trusts that 
under the present system such calamities will be avoided by the co-operation of 
civil officers and Engineers acting together. 

21. The . Lieutenant-Governor has had several tramway projects 
before him lately, including the Patna- Dinaporo Tramway alluded to by 
the Commissioner in his 147th paragraph, the Patna-Gya line, and a scheme 
for the suburbs of Calcutta, hut he has not bec'n able to make up his mind as 
to the rights of tho matter, and as to how far we are justified in what some 
have called spoiling a good road to make a bad railway. His Honor has been 
watching the experiment of the Calcutta Municipality, which does not socm to 
have been very 8uec(?ssful so far ; lie has doubts wJiether we ought Hot to have 
lines worked by a light slow engine rather tlian by horse-power j but it is better 
not to be rash. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, however, regrets very greatly to observe the 
Commissioner’s statement about tl»e Patna-Gya road, that it has fallen into so 
bad a state since His Honor passed over it last year. Mr. Bayley’s remarks will 
be communicated to tho Department of Public W’orks, with a view to a search- 
ing inquiry how this has occurred, and immediate remedy. Sir George Campbell 
has often thought of turning this road into a ligld railway, and if the repairs 
with metal arc so very expensive and difficult, and the Commissioner really 
adheres strongly to the opinion that it is advi.sable to put down rails. His Honor 
will be glad to receive a special report from him on the subjt'ct. 

22. The school for artizans at Dchrec, under Mr. Fouracres’ manage- 
ment, promises to be a most successful institution. “ At j)resent,” writes 
Mr. Bayloy, “The supply in India of properly qualified European over- 
seers is 'lamentably deficient. Educated engineers for the higlier grades are 
forthcoming, but between that class and loafers it is very difficult to find 
men for the lower grades. The school will supj)ly this deficiency, and nothing 
can be more satisfactory .than the happy and healthy condiiion of the boys, who, 
after two or three hours* schooling in the morning, spend the rest of the day in 
good hard labour at the workshops, learning both the theory and practice of 
their profession in a manner which no other instilutiou in India can equal. 
I only wish that instead of twenty-five boy.s the school might be enlarged so 
as to educate a hundred.” 

23. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that the dispensaries of 
the division are doing well. The Commissioner complains that they are not always 
officered with competent men, and this is no doubt the case especially in llehar, 
but Government will do its best to supply them. The local aulJiorities should 
press the Gyawals to assist the Pilgrim Hospital at Gya. They make immense 
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sums out of the pilgrims, but do not, it appears, are anything in support of the 
dispensary. Bis Honoris gratidod>to notice theliberality of Baboo Bam Gopal. 
Karayan, the son of the Bajah of Soorsund, who has established a dispensary and 
endowed it with the sum of lis. 32,600 for its support. Moonshee Fushur- 
Bohmup has established a rural dispensary in the Patna district. Though only 
native medicines are used, it has gained the confidence of the public, and the 
attendance is daily incrensing. Tiie moral effect of medicine is great, and what- 
ever the dispensary may be, if it is popular, it is much to be encouraged. 

2 jj. The new education system has fairly taken root in Behar, and it is 
said that the people are sluiwlng greater eagerness to avail themselves of it 
than heretofore now that the first distrust has worn off. The Distriot Com- 
mittees now sit regularly and work intelligently and harmoniously. The 
scheme of primary e(lucatif)n has been very suceossfully worked out in this 
division the initial <diflicultios notuithstanding. 

The Ijicut<'n ant- Governor quite agrees with tlie remarks of the Magistrate 
of Fatua, that boys are proituhly better educated in good private patshalus than 
in the lowest eluss(;s of a (iovernment school ; and there is no doubt that the 
gurus who depend on iees Avill work better than schoolmasters who rely on 
a fixed salary. It was for this very mason that II is Honor steadily set himself 
against giving gurus enough stipend for a salary, and only desired to afford 
them a modt'i-atts aid of Its. 2-8 or sopor montli on condition of oificiency, leaving 
them to make out the rest of their sustenance by fees. In this way we may 
hope to eoinbino thd advantages of both systems. 

25. A large number of lioodhist arclunological remains have been collected 
at the hond-qiiarters of the Behar sub-division, which, it is said, comprise some 
very fine images and inscriptions of great antiquity. The Asiatic Society has 
been invited to lusj)e(;t thc-so remains, and to suggest in what manner they 
should now be disjtosed of. 

20. The ('onmii<sioner records that the native, members take an interest 
in the working of the municipal system; in Patna anti Mozuflerpore each mem- 
ber has charge of a mohulla, and does his best to do justice to it. In the pro- 
vince of Behar tlio Magistrate has still some personal influence ; the chief men of 
the town are glad to assist him with their advice, and by doing a good deal of 
minor executive works for him. 'J here are many Municipal Committees in 
this division; f) under Act 111 of 1801; 10 under Act VI of 1868. 

27. All the district oOlcors have strenuously o])poscd the transfer of the 
management of the zernindury post from themselves to the postal department. 
In Bengal there is a contrary expression of opinion, and officers prefer to be 
relieved of this charge ; hut ])erhap8 ibis is another thing in which Behar 
officers have better opportunities of managing things themselves, 

28. The conduct of zemindars in t!ic division, especially th-^ smaller 
landholders, is unfavorably reported on. They aro described as oppressive on 
their tenants, and indiilercut and apathetic on subjects of public interest. All 
over the world petty landlords are apt tti i;xact ruore than very largo and rich 
ones; that is the nature of things, and it probably would be the case in Behar, 
that great landholders might be made aincn iblo to advice if they really managed 
their estates direct. 'J'ho J.iioutenaat-Oovernor, liowe\cr, fears that the fact is 
mucli as descril)od by the D. puty Collector of iSowada, and the Collector of 
Sarun in the following pa'^sages, 

“The very system adopted in this division for land manageimcnt renders a 
faithful disebarge of the duties imposed under the regulations impracticable. 
Tne lauded property is let out in farm generally on zurpcahgi ticca for a term 
of years to speculators in land, who, during their short incumbency do their 
best to squeeze as much out of tbo tenants as possible.” “The zemindars, 
wherever they have a substantial sliare in a village, are, as a rule, oppres- 
sive, and ou tlie (‘.states of many ()f the l.arger zemindars, perliaps, the least 
consideration for the ftMiantry is .■'hown. The system of farming widely prevails, 
and were it not tliat the full rent-roll is not levied in villages loosed out to 
indigo planters, the stimulus to enhanced rent-rolls afforded by indigo cultiva- 
tion would have oceasioiu’d oven a greator rise in rents.” 

‘Whore the pettitjst proprietors are also cultivators, they aro thriving and 
prosperous, ancLth^re is no net ter condition ; but llis Honor is no admirer of 
very small proj>rictors who have abandoncjd all cultivat Ion and live on the rents 
only. 8ir (TCMu-ge CaTnpl)ell is, however, inclined, to think that there are in 
Behar a good many who come within the class of peasant proprietors, as there 




are also in the North-Westrai-Provinces, thonsh no dotiht they are not aeneral 
as they are In the Punjab and elsewher^. The ,Lieutenaat>G*overnor notices 
ttiat in this district the average rent-rate per acre is stated to be Ks. 6-8-3.* 

29. Tlte Lieutenant-Governor notices with much sntisfaction the 
improvernenT which has been eflFected by the Commissioner in the manase- 
in<!nt of Wards’ estates, which are at present so heavy and important a charge 
in Behar. 'I'he education of the Durbhangah and Hutwa minors is h« mg 
vc'ry carefully attended to. It is true that an inordinate amount of labor is 
thrown on public oflicers hy these Wards’ estates, for which Government takes 
iiothinir. hut we most look for reward in the impro' enii-nt of the oonntry and 
the introduction of a belter system. Mr. Bayley alludes to his having heon 
absolutely appalled at thu number of illegal ceases and tniusit dues which had 
been in forct* in one Government estate. This is a specimen of the old system 
which has come into our hands, and both iti Governmc.nt and Wards’ estates 
mtist he.snppressed, as it was in this instance. 

30. I'he Lietttenant-Governor has observed with regret the i^marks of 
the Commissioner in rctrard to tlto hill tribes of Shahahad in his Sth paragraph, 
where he says that the ownership of the land is departing from their hands to 
the Hindoostanis of the iilains. With the t'xperionco of the Sonthals before us 
it would he very desii ahlo if anything could he suggested towards saving them. 

His Honor desires that his thanks may 1 m‘ eoinmunieated Tf) Mr. Eyre, the 
Sti> '-divisional Magi'^trate of Sass'Tam, for his excellent and thor ugh adminis- 
tration r port. The report of Syud Ameer llnsein, Aiagistrate of 

Isiowada. is creditable to hirii. The report of Mr Drninipond, the Magistrate 
of the Sarnn district, lias been fortvarded hy tin* Coo missioner as the host of 
the district reports; it is valuable and complete, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
has read it with interest.

Barometric The presRures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 

feet are reduced from those g;iven in column 3 of the table on the previous page by adding the 
weight of a column of air of the temperatures given in column 17. For stations above 500 feet 
elevation the reduction is made by Dippe’s tables as given in Guyot’s Meteorological and Physical 
Tables.^^ The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperature,— Tha temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preced- 
ing page by adding 1° Fahrenheit for every 450 feet. 

U^ind BesMant.— The resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month. The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert’s formula. 

Serenity,— This column gives the average proportion of unclouded sky ; a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10, and one completely overcast by 0. 

The above being all comparable^ afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

The Annual Gencriil Rcpoit. of the CommiBsioner of the Runl\v..n J)ivi.uion for rfie year 
* 1872-73,- w-ith its enclosures. 

1. The Lieutenant-Governor is much indebted to tlie CoiUTnis.si<>ner, 
Air. IJuckland, for the trouble bo lias taken in so clearly c'ondctisinj:; anil 
.systematizin': .the several district reports and for l»is own review of t.iie 
IMvisional Administration. 

2. The general tendency of the report is to show that the people of the 

western districts are upon the wholo poorer than the average of the inhabiianT.s 
in Bengal, and that wages are low except in the vicinity of Cah-utta aiuialoviL' 
r.be llooghly River. Throughout the division the lower classes, it is said, are a 
poor and improyident people, "and although their actual bodily wants are small and 
easily satisfied^hero is but a small approach to anything like an aecuniulatiun 
of capital thoip at present. There is a good deal of emigration from 

the wcstenl'fl^iers o^.^the division, but not apparently from the alluvial tracts 
or from Beerbhoom. \ *■ 
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3. There was a sctanty rainfall last year, and the rice crop in the division 
was necessarily alFected, but the lossies were mostly local, and the general 
crop was not very deftcient. Fortunately the cold weather harvest was 
unusually good and abundant. 

4. The manufacture of silk is a staple industry in the districts of 
Midnapore and Hcerbhoom. In Midnaporc the value of the silk made is 
valued by the Collector at thirty-two Itfths of rupees, and its manufacture is 
said to contribute directly or indirectly to the support of 150,000 people. In 
Midnapore also is produc<*d indigo of a very excellent description. The 
produce is valued at 4^ lakhs per annum. The manufacture of indigo is now 
extinct in Hooghiy, and is languishing and unprohiuble in other parts of the 
division. 

6. The topic of public health has, as Air. IJuckland remarks, an unfortu- 
nately overpowering interest in the Huidwau Division. Very numerous special 
reports on the subject of the epidemic ftjver in Hooghiy, Burdwan, Midnapore, 
and Doerbhoom have been submitted to Government during the year. The 
district of Howrah also, and even Bancoorah, have not been entirely free from 
the fever. lu Burdwan the sub-divisions of Culna — the seat of its early ravages — 
and of Haneegungo alone escaped — the former partially, the latter almost 
entirely. This is the tenth year of the epidemic in the district, and the fourtli 
year of its appearance in the town of Burdwan. 

The whole tract of Boerhhoom, spoakii>g roughly, lying south and east of 
aline drawn through Soory from south-west to north-cjisf, was occupied by the 
malady. It is noteworthy hero, as Mr. Geoghegan observes, that the low nesh- 
eating castes, who had offered a more successful resistance to the disease 
in the year Ih'forc, now succumbed equally wilh others. In Midnaporc the f(‘V(?r 
again made its afipoarance, in the over-populated tliannah of Dasport^ wdiich 
borders on Hooghiy, and showed a tendency to spread southwards. There was 
much fever in llooghly during the usual season from October to February ; and 
over the densely populated part of the district reaching from French Chandcr- 
nagore to Howrali, it assumed a very faial charsujtcr. The entire (juesiion of 
the incidence of the fever in this unfortunate division is, as the Commissioner 
and the public are aware, under the most anxious consideration of the 1-ieu* 
fenant-Guvernor, and the executive Government is sparing no pains to relieve, 
if possible, the sufl'c rings and deprc.ssion under Which the country still labors. 

Thoi’t' ia much reason to hope that the pn'sent season is turning out more 
favorably, and that the setourgo may he j>a.>;sinir away from tracts which have 
sufferetl for sevt'ral years, as it has passed from those which previously suffered 
in former 

6. Mr. I’eilev.', the Collector of llooghly’, comments, His Honor believes 
with trutl^, upoti tiie favorable disposition of the people generally towards 
Govcrnmeiit. They have rendered willing obedience and even co-operation 
in the statistical inquiries which have been instituted. The ordinary village 
populatiou are. he'says, a rosijcctahle, decent, ami qui(?t class, who hate impro- 
priety of auy sort, and arc almost puritan in their ideas. T’hc English- 
speaking natives, though to he found in almost every village, are for the 
most parr orapl-jV! <l in tlie Jjirgev towns, and arc only occasionally visitors to 
tlicir liomcs. T hes(? men arc generally supposed to be lc.ss loyally disposed, 
hut the Collector thinks that there is not much ground for the belief. “They 
are chiefly remarkable,” he writes, “ for the "loss of the good manners for W'hich 
their fathers were so distinguished, and they confuse a desire for independence 
W'iih an awkward appearance of incivility, which sits rudely upon them.” 

7. it is to be feared that the native press, which is largely supported by 
stibscrihors and contributors from this division, very inadequately expresses the 
real outcome of public feeling on the subjects of which it treats. The illiterate 
classes, wlio are, of course, the immense majority, arc entirely unrepresented 
by the newspapers. The Commissioner complains of jthe present unbridled 
license of 11 to press as afiecting the feelings of the native officers of Government 
to an extent which is detrimental to the upright and fearless discharge qf 
their official functions. “ I fear,” says Mr. Buck land; “ that there is not a 
native Deputy Magistrate irt the couutry who could deny that ho was afraid 
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of becoroin;; the subject of any personal attack in a native newspaper.” He 
also denounces the growing practice of native newspapers commenting on 
and prejudicing pending cases. 'J'be Lieutenant-tiovernor must say that he 
thinks there is some foundation for these statements. 

8. Tliere was a break and a consequent failure of statistical operations 
in some districts of this division, owing to an unfortunate misnuderstauding 
by which the services of the temporary C8tablishm(mts to which the 

' Governnient of India had taken objection wore dispensed with, before the 
permanent sub-divisional establishments had been entertaini'd. The Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts tluit now the latter have been sanctioned and are in operation, 
statistical work will be carried on actively. the report of tbc Special 
Statistical Deputy Collector of Beerbliooin has not yet been received. 

9. The irrigation works liavc bden pushed on duriuir the year in Midna- 
pore. It is much to be regretted that tlie ailempl s to introduce irrigation were 
accompanied by some cireuinstances which hav«5 led to tliscontent and annoy- 
ance among the people; concerned. Mr. Unekland remarks that it would 
have been more for tin; true interests of Government to have given the people 
the gratuitous use of the water, so that tiiey might have learned its value 
to them, than to attempt to obtain a petty revenue from it jirematurely before 
the works were completed. 

The Lieut cnant-(:ioverrior is gratified to observe the valuable testimony 
that is borne by the CoUeetor of llooghly to t lie siicees.s of the new Public 
Works system, under whicii tin* Ex<‘cutive Engineer, while jirofessibnally respon- 
sible to his own department, is placed directly under thc! orders of the Magistrate 
andtiiose of the lload Cess Commit teo. The tvork now doni;, if somewhat more 
expensive than formerly^ ‘‘ is luucii superior in quality, and ilic system works 
admirably.” 

10. Ilis Honor is incliuctl to concur with the Cmumissioncr’s observation 
(paragrtiph 27) that Assistant Magistrates should at some time s<Tve as 
Assistant Superintendents of Police, Tliis subject will be considered by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in the Judicial Department, in e.onnexion. with a some- 
what similar recommendation b,v thc Magistrate of Mymcusingb in thc admiuis- 
trution report of bis district for the past year. 

11. Mr. Uiickland recites the history and pn-sent situation of tlio rent 
law. His Honor fears tliat it is the fact that tin* .'«tatus <h\signed for the rvot 
by the Regulations of 1793 was much im])aircd, ami in great part desiroyod, 
by the great powers subsequently given to thc zemindars under the old hvftum 
and puHjnm regulations with a view to enable llu;in to realize their rents. As 
Mr. Buckland truly descri lies the jiroeess, under the law of 1799 and thatof 1812, 
th<; proceedings began in both cases by a strong ])resumplion equivalent to a 
knock-down blow against tin; ryot. The law ol’ 1S59 reduced the powers exer' 
cised by the zemindars thein.-elves, while it inerea«ed tin; grounds of enhance- 
ment, and afforded the remedy of a summary proee.'^s before Deputy Collectors, 
who wore, however, often very insnilicicntly qiialiiled. • Rent-suits are now 
transferred to thc civil courts; they are bettor tried, and the rights of thc 
ryots are more respected than they were; hut, on the oilier hand, there cer- 
tainly seems now good ground of ooinjilaint that iheie is ditfieuliy in quickly 
realizing undisputed rents by legal process. 

12. Thc working »f the new Criminal Procedure Code has not, it appears, 
created alarm in the division. In Midnapore the remarks of Mr. Harrison 
are very favorable to its ofieration. The new arrangements have worked 
smoothly, and are not unpopular. 

13. In excise, thc Commissioner observes that the great problem of the 
year has been the introduction of thc experiment of letting tlie licen.scs of 
certain liquor shops to th6 higiicst bidder, instead of as formerly at a fixed fee. 
The result has been to reduce the number of shops and the coiisun:})tion of 
liquor, but to increase tbc cost of liquor and to cnhujice thc revenue. The 
system is stilj on its trial. 

14. Mr. BuckUind thinks, and he s.ays that the same opinion is hold by 
many intelligent natives, that tin; witiidrawal of the income-tax was a 
mistake. It wffs the only tax, he remarks, that caught the rich trailing classes 
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and the mahajans, liowever imperfectly. If the tax had been retained at ever 
so low a rate, the Government could, when necessary, by a mere turn of the 
screw have doubled or multiplied it as it pleased. ' 

16. Municipalities work well in the Burdwan Division. The road cess 
]>roccedin^B of the Iloogbly Committee have been specially reviewed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor. The progress of the District Education Com- 
mittees is said to have been encouraging. The little Ilooghly Municipalities 
and Towm Committees are distinguished by their independent and public spirit. 
I'lio Lieutenant-Governou notices the Commissioner’s remark as a hopeful one, 
that the judicious appointment of Municipal Commissioners is regarded ns 
an honor which the recipients seldom like to relinquish. 

17. His Honor regrets to bear of the unsatisfactory condition of the 
dispensary at Burdwan. If possible, a new site should certainly bo chosen nearer 
the town and native bazars as suggested by Mr. Buckland. The Lieutenant- 
Governor would bo glad to bear what may be resolved on in this matter, as 
Avell as further j»ariicular8 of the Kistonuggur Dispensary in Midnapore, 
which has been closed, it is said, because the patron owed it Its. l,50u, and 
to recover which amount a civil suit is in contemplation. The other dispen- 
saries, of w'hich there arc several in the division, seem to have done well. 

18. The district post in the division is, it is said, efficiently managed under 
the agency of the officers of the imperial Post Office. The attention of the Post- 
Master-Gencral will be directed to the Magistrate of Burdwan’s objection to a 
charge of postage on Government letters in cases where the letters are 
c!onveyfd for the* gi’catt'r part of the distance at the cost of the zemindari ddk. 

19. The Comissioner’s observations on the subject of death from snake- 

bites and w'ild animals will be communicated to the Judicial Department of 
Government, where the whole question is now before the consideration of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. ' 

20. llis Honor is glad to notice the favorable comments of the Com- 
missioner on the conduct of zemindars during tlie vear. The testimony of 
Commissioner and Magistrate is very favorable regarding the conduct of the 
firm known as ‘Messrs. Watson & Co., in their jmfeition of zemindars in the 
Midnapore district. In one capacity or another one-fifth of the rent of this 
very extensive district is collected by this firm. Among the native zemindars 
who have been distinguished for active benevolence and liberality, tiic CVjmmis- 
sioner notices Baboo Joykisheii Mookerjee in Huo:;bly, Baboo Nobiii Chunder 
Nag in Midnapore, Baboo Jladbabullub Singh of Kuncbiakole, Baboo Damoodur 
Singh of Maliaru in Baru'oorali, and Baboo Bauirunjan Chuckerbutty of 
JJitumporcinBeerbhoom. The Maharajah of Burdwan has, with his accustomed 
liberality, made a further donation of Its. 10,000 dnrinir the year as an addition 
to his former subscription of Bs. 50,000 in aid of the dispensaries for the 
supi»re8si()n of the epidemic fever. 

21. The Lieutenant-Governor’s acknowledgments are due to Mr. Buckland 
for his carel'ul supervision.

The annuo] Administration Report ol' the (hnntoi.'siuuor ol' tins PreniUcncy Division for 
the year i87-i-7'i. 

1. TifE present Couuois.sionor was only in ehaigt* duriJii^ a small part of the 
year, and liis rojtort could not tlicMcroro bo so <*Alinustiv<r as the Lieutenant- 
Governor hopes it will be lU'xt time, lli;; Hotior’s {lianlcs are, liow'over, due to 
Lord Ulick Browne for a Rcalous and eUicieut adiuiuistratioii since he assumed 
charge and a earel'ul rtjport. 

2. The sub-divisinnal otlicei's of this <li\ isioi) s('(‘in*t() have duly attended 
to their duly in making tours i.'ito (he ini.! vier. 

3. The condilion of (he, jteojdc* in (Iiis division lielieved to be im- 

proving, and is tolerably pi\os])erons in the 2 1- !Vrannn;ibs dis(-,riet. The 
proximity ol' (bilculta afibrds a n .ady saleainl a eoinparritivcly liigliraie of wages, 
while from the north, south, and \tos(, of ilie disiriei rice is lar_fely raised and 
exported, and (|uant.ities of timber and lir«‘Woo(l and iliateliing leaves can be 
obtained from (lie Soonderbuiis r<,r the nu re lidiildi of eudi’iii'. Immigration 
into this di. strict is still sti.‘idy, ami there ii>; lo /iplaints of over-population. 
It is to b(‘- regii-tfed that (.lie ju'arauMy riC ,h .s^on* and are imt so well 

olf, but His Honor believes in .)( s.‘.er iliou;r!i llu; rytiis may be poor, ibere are 
many joledais, yantedars, ;m'l olliers vilih ilu'ir rice iiohls ami date 

gardens, oeeujiy sometiiiny; of tiu' posiliv)!! of ])cas';Ut ]n'opi ielorfj. In Ntiddea 
the peo[ilc came wondciTnlly (livongh (be (loods and llieii and since have shown 
raueli self-relianco. Tlie iuundaiion ()i'ls71-72 no doubt hail (be eifoct of 
cnrichiniT tlie soil a g.»od deal ; and it i. eerJ.ain rlial. l.iie produce of tw’o great 
staple.s in this division — indigo ami the tl.-itc-trco — a .as unnsually good last 
year. 

4. It is s.aid by tbe Coaim'S'.iouer (ho rciat ions between ryots and 
planters have on ibo whole la eii amieabic; (■!.• Lieulcaaul-Cioi ernor lias, how- 
ever, h.'tird of soineca.si's in A\iiicli it. die lu.t :.'’etii » . be .so. The Commissioner 
alludes t«> a systi'iu of cultivation .-.lioptcil 1)\ Ihiiioo .ladu A.ilii [toy and another 
native geutlem iu, under which tee i;. ol. grow . as muen or little indigo tw he 
pleases; and when the man ufaelu ring seas.m conn , takes it to the v.ats, where 
note is kept of tlie (luanlity, and eve iluaii; , afu r die indigo has been sold, 
receives a pro])ortion of tlu' pruceeiis of the muuufacl mod ary’ele. His Honor 
will bo glad to leuru bow (his e i-operativ'e ''•yslem i . found to work. 

5. There are large jule faetuiies at I> irunagore and ( Jowripore, both in 
the 24'-Pcrgutin.alis, and al.'^o at. Tort Gloucester, i.“> miles 'lowu tln^ Hooglily, 
and Several new factories are rising roimd t’.*denlr;t. ^rhev,* ean be no doubt 
that in this district these mmin factories r.re a gveai sueeess ; (he pc^ople show 
much aptitude for the work, ami it s.'e!r..s (hat t.iie muglihonrhood of Calcutta 
will become before long a great .seat of uianiu’aeluriug industry. 

G. The Municipal Bill, the new (.’riininal Broeedure Code, the educa- 
tional policy of Government, and the iui})o.si(iou of (he Hoad Cess, are the 
subjects on which public feeling exhibited itself during tin- year. It was tbe 
educated Bcctiuu of the community, nnuarks th.e (.ommis.sifmer, who sought to 
infuse their id«is into thomiml.s of th<‘ir less enlighiened aiul le.ss inquisitive 
countrymen, laying before tliem pictures of imaginary (‘vils as the prubabli? 
result of the measures roforred to. Tin u'liive gejuMy dtj not like losing tlic 
cliauce of a succession of appeals nj) (,o the High Ciiuit in all kind.s of ea.scs. 
On ibis subject Mr. Stevens, llu; IMagi.strate of Nuddea, w-rires as follotvs : — 

“ I believe that the law of tin*. Criminal i'roeednre (.’ode regarding summary 
trials was to some extent misuudcrstooil ; it was I bought, to bo wider iu its oper- 
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ation than it really is. Since however the Act has been in force, I have hoar<i 
no word of complaint against the manner in which either of the officers holding 
summary powers in this district has exorcised them. The persistent abuse of 
the right of apjieal has become so thoroughly familiar to the native mind, that 
the chocks introduced by the new code were looked upon with much dread. 
Grimes and criminals do not repel a native; of this country as they repel a 
European ; hut a prisoner is looked upon mor(; as an object of compassion in 
being unfortunate enough to be cauglit. than as a violator of the laws of society ' 
and a puldio enemy. JLmicc Die fact that trivial technicalities might prevail 
to cause the release of a guilty man, produced little dissatisfaction in the mind 
of anyone uho was not jjcrsonally interested in a case. Tiie subtlety of the 
technicality Ijad an attraction for tlic iialivc mind, while the easy good nature 
w'hich is a Uengaloo elj.'ivacteristie, wfis pleased by the release of the prisoner. 

I tlimk, however, that tlic strong feeling in this mailer has begun to die Away. 
The 2 ) 0 wer of enhaueing jiujiisliuients has b(;en exorcised very sparingly both 
by the, Jutlgo and by myself.” 

7. Although it is said that tl;c Licub'iiaiit -Governor’s sehemo of primary 
educatjon has not as y«t ctaniiK'iuled ii>clf to the higher classes owing to a fear 
that th<;ir owji iuMuonce n iil heaireele!( by il. and altiiongb it is unpopular with 
the native etlucatioual ollici'vs employed in the. tiisiriet who, it is said, dislike 
their suhovuination to the Magiht.ratej the public generally seem to be pleased 
witli tlie eliange. The- Comnii.‘'sIoner remarks that the imjietus given to 
primary education is satisfaeloi’y, *‘and a new (Ta has now commenced in the 
educational history of the count ly.” 

8. T1»e disapj>(‘.n.rance of tl)e ineonu' t:ev has been gradual, and its abolition 
has thei’(;fai'c not cr(;atecl exeileiueiit, but. h:»s been lookt'd upon with favour in 
this division. 

0. The trilnsh'i' of yie reni-.snlts from the rev('nnn to the civil courts is 
said to have not yet recjouciled itstdf tf) tlie suitors, .and no doubt tlicre is cause 
of complaint regarding delay and exjxaisc which art; now inevitable. The 
remarks of Mr. I’orle.r, the .loint -Magistrate of ll:ivas(;t, to which tlte Com* 
missioner in\ites af.ent iui), he.\\(;\cr, too e\'e!u.''i\’ely from a zemindarec 
point of view**; and we iimst euinuha- slri(;t Justier; to ryots as well as speedy 
process for zemindars. 

10. 7'lie muniei|tal t;omiiiiltee.s .are reporled to hav'* <m the whole worked 

satisfactorily, fin* !^lagistra 1 e f>r Niiddea speaks in high terms of the three 
principal mimiei polities of that di triet. The most successful is, ho thinks, 
Krishnaghur. “ \\T; have, ’ he urij<‘s, “a lunly of intelligejii men, cdiiefty pro- 
fessional, independent in t’: ir hui .ailing in harmony both with the 

•Government and uith each otlier. and content to the very useful, though quiet 
and unobtrusive, work. During tiiree years’ «;\|>erience I cannot call to mind 
one instance, of peiiy ji rdou-y or jrirly bv ling.” The minor municipalities 
have also been l.iirly snceess.'ni. Geneialiy .'^pe;iking, Mr. Stevens writes, 
those are best, u hkdi ;n\- miirei v c-nmpo.sc.d of niiiives. All hough party feeling 
does greatly impair rhoir ellieii;,Mey, and ihoiigh tliore is often much ado about 
nothing where there is no (iiie ei.se to do anything, they no doubt do a little. 
As the Magistrate again sa}s, it is j)os.sihl(! tliat the executive officer of 
Government would do rite nir re work helter, hut when we think of the attempts 
we arc now making to govern llu; country more, minutely, we must feel in an 
increasing degrer; the jtcees.siiy for devcioping the capacity of the people for , 
local sell-govcriiineni,. 

11. Tin- aeeouut rd' lUe (lommissiouer itueuis to .show that even in the 
metropolitan districts tin*, inlluenee of trie native press is not. very wide-spread. 
The l/ieutenaut-Gt/vr rn'iS' is gl.id ii) ohservt* Ih*; sratenieui that the less Impor- 
tant native itufmrs d<> iiftt ^lion Mieli ill u iij to Governme.nt, as those of greater 
pretensions, such ns tlie Jlutflo'.) VatnuL and Anniia Bozfmr Patrika^ though 
what Lord Ulick Jirowne s;.i vs of j heir Jbll/iwing tin* r-xample set tlicm of attack- 
ing individuals and Govr'i nmeni olVu-ers, is no doubt an evil. The Commissioner 
of Uurdwan in liis report has dwelt strojigly on this })oiat, and llis Honor 
fears that native ollieers ura unduly sensitive to wliat is written against them. 

12. Tlic esiablisiiimait. rif rural suh-rogistry oinces has proved of great 
advantage} and has saved trouble and expense to the people. 
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13. Lord IJlick Browne is also mucli in favor of the sclicmo for the 
Lower Subordina^ Executive service, which has recently been carried into 
effect. It has,” he says, " all the elements of success, and cannot but be a 
most useful and efficient auxiliary to the administrative arrangements of the 
country.” 

14. The road cess has not yet become enough of reality for the ryot to 
cause him to make much complaint. It is said to be unpopular among the 
higher classeeb but they accept it as inevitable. Tlic Lieuteimnt-Govcrnor 
regrets to read in the Collector of Nuddea’s report, that, signs have already 
begun to show themselves which indicate that the landlord wdll attempt to throw 
the whole tax^ori the ryots. A sub-divisional officer of that district has lately bad 
presented for registration 157 leases, a condition of which was that the tenant 
should pay any Government cess which might be iin])ose(l, a provision wliicb, 
though no doubt illegal, shows the spirit prijvsuling. l){?spito, however, the 
odium which necessarily jittaches to taxation, the cess can, says tlu? Commis- 
sioner, scarcely fail to produce great advantages to the people when its effects 
on the communi<\ations of the country arc seen a few years h(‘nce. TIk* account 
wbich Lord TJlick Browne gives of the* district iM>ails in another place shows 
that his division, while it has clearly reached the stage wlu^ft the road cess may 
properly bn imposed, especially requires the benefits 1.1 1 at will be alfortlcd by it. 

15. Lord Ulie.k Browne dwells at length on llu' complaint, that under 
new" administrative changes and arrangemenl*j, olUeers, and ]nioeipally district 
officers, arc over-w"ork(*d. The Licutcuanf-dovoiimr wmuld expr<‘s.s a hope on 
this subject that as they learn method and distribution of work the grievance 
will W'car off. lie cannot acknowledge that the creatitm of sub-divisions 
should increase a Magistrate-Collector’s work. T’lie total i[i.nntily of work it 
certainly increases, but it also increases the working niatdiiiK'iy, and should 
relieve the licad of the district from details. If the district oilicor takes his 
proper place as the general controller and supervisor of outlying sub-divisions, 
and makes the most of his .1 oint-Magistratc or other (ixperienced Assistants in 
the bead- quarters division and on general Avork, Ills jloaor thinks that the 
Magistrate-Collector of a fully sub-divided district shmild not be over-worked, 
but should bo head of a largo and important maeliine Avbich bo should keep 
in order as head engineer, not himself acting as .stoker and poker and OAvry- 
thing else. The Lieutenant-Governor also can hardly agree Avith the Commis- 
sioner’s vicAV that Magistrates should alvvaj's go out into i-amp as fnnncrly with 
their ('stahlislimcuts and corrospondone«‘, .so as to jdace himss lf in the same 
position as regards AAork that he is in Avli(*n at the sucUler si.ition. ni.s Honor 
thinks there is much to be said for the present plan of gtjing out with one or 
tw"o clerks, and letting the district work of routine eharaeter he done at head- 
quarters. At the same time if a Magistrate can hoav and then go more deli- 
berately into camp, this may have its advantages. 

The Lieutenant-Governor remarks Avilli })leasur(' the C^)minis'-ioner’s obser- 
vation, that on the part of none of his subordi nates, frr.jn t in- di^ t.riet. otlicer down- 
wards, has there been any disposition to avoid giving full effee.t to any orders 
which have been received. Some of the orders may have bncni distasteful to tho.so 
whose duty it w'as to carry them out, Imt it has tliroughoiit been His Honor’s 
experience that wh.atcver ollicers pnwiou.s ideas may have heeti, they have, 
speaking genefally, and*as a body, carried out ri'ceni reforms ziialou.dy, tho- 
roughly, and well, Avith no hanging back or passive resistance, but with an active 
interest. Sir George Campbell has felt this and acknowledges it thoroughly. 

The Commissioner alludes in another place to the policy of Govi'rnment 
having been such as to dojwive the Magistrates of districts of almost every 
fraction of personal inilucnco by sedulously leaching tlie peep]-' tli.il tiiey need 
obey no instructions unless the officer avIio gives it can point to a j'articular law 
as his authority; but the Litmionunt-Governor liop»-s avc arc getting over this 
difficulty and now exercising fair influence. 

16. Considerable attention has been bestowed in Ihi.s division to the, 
collection of useful statistics of more tliau oui' dc'siM-iption. T!ie .select mortuary 
statistics have been more successful in toAviis than iu t.hc rural areas ; in the 
Ohooadaugah area they iiavu been very unsuccessful, but clsowbero Ibcre is 
good hope of a successful result. The report of the special Deputy Collector,

Baboo Bam Shnnker Son, who was appointed for the purpose of obtaining 
correct statistics regarding food grains, and staples, and other subjects in the 
district of Jessore, Las submitted his report for the sub'divisibns of Magoorah 
and Jhenidah, and it is very interesting and instructive. 

17. It is saiisfactoi'y to note that the importance of accurate records 
of rights and holdings in settlement operations is now fully recognised. His 
Honor liojtes that something may be done in the way of improvement of 
estates under the Court of Wards. 

18. Tlui taste for spirits and intoxicating drugs is on the i&crcasc, and is 
attributed by the, Commissi«)ncr more to the increasing prosperity of the people, 
and to the free-thinking tendencies of the age, than to any things else. How- 
ever this increase in the consumption of spirits is to be regretted in, it 
can hardly, says tin; C<uiiuiissu»ner, hi.* said that the use of liquor leads to crime 
in this country, whatever it may df) in Europe. 

1!). I'ho Magistrate of Jessfiro points out that the money-lenders are to 
some o.vtont Icejd. out of court hy the heavy stamp duties now required. This 
is no doubt the case, and if this was the only elTcct, it ■wwld not be so had ; 
hut the Li(’ut('nanl-(jlov<‘nior believes that the foes are really too high in many 
instanetjs, such as ii^its ah'uil rent, exaction, &c. 

HO. J,.ord Ulick 15i-o\viie remarks on the satisfactory management of the 
Eastern I’cugal J Jailway, about w'hich there are scarcely any complaints. 
The facilities of the jail way are, thoroughly appreciated, and no one cares 
to walk if ho can only had tlie money lor his fare. 

HI. AVitli rogai-d K* di.spj'usaries, it is a matter of regret that more 
in-patients are. not j'cocived, and surgical cases especially. 'I'ho Lieuteuant- 
Govenior hojics that eifoiis will he jnado at sub-divisions wliere there arc 
sub-assistant siu'geous to supply :i ward to receive accident and surgical cases. 

32. Ha jail Komul Krishna and llahoo Bu.ssuiit Jvooinar Boy Chowdhry 
are both favorably nn'uliimed by the Commissioner for the interest they take 
in the cstahlishruent, of dispensaries. His Honor is glad again to recognize tho 
exemplary jnauner in whicii !Mr. Sihhald of Sihhaidgunge, in the Mehorpore 
sub-divisiui) of the Isudiha ilistriet, dischargiis the duties of a good and popular 
landlord. Koomar Isaremlra K nshna is also an excellent landlord. 

33. Tlu! Li(;utcnant,-Ciovcriior will cotududethis re.solutlon by quoting the 
words of the 31aeistrale ofJViuldea who expresses his heUef that the people, not- 
withstandinir t Jieir alli'god urievanecs, arc thoroughly loyal throughout all classes. 
“ Wc ought,” writes .Mr. btcvmis, “ to iiiuku great allowances for the feelings of 
persons governed hy foi»>ignevs, w’hose manners and custom.s arc perfectly 
unknown to most of the ))i*oj)le, and are imitaicd rather than adopted by even 
the most advanei’d. Uiid(;r such circumstances it is not strange if somelimcs 
motives are misunderstood <jr facts distorted. Of this lam perfectly certain 
that the peojile of this (li.stricl appreciate the good will of Oovernraont and of 
its officers to tlunu, and de.sire no vioh'iit mdical changes.”

1. Mb. Seklet’s* able and exhaustive report shows how thoroughly, 
as Inspector-General of Jails, ho lias continued to do justice to the expectations 
formed of him. He has gone thoroughly to the core of all matters connected 
with jail discipline and "management, and tho Lieutenant-Governor has to 
thank Jiim for much valuable work and a lucid report. As ho shows, the depart- 
ment is in a transition state; some thiugs have been done and more commenced. 
The reforms of last year have been fairly started, and it may bo hoped are 
bearing fruit in tho present year. 

a. Tho lioutenant-Qpvernor trusts that Mr. Heeley will carry out his 
intention of bringing out a complete new jail code with all the latest improve- 
ments. This is very much wanted. Next year’s report will, it may be hoped,

show how the principles enunciated at the close of last year have been carried 
out in practice, and meantime the lnspoctor>Oeneral is, His Honor thinks, 
right in very much devoting his attention, and the greater part of his present 
report, to ** individual jails.” In truth, as in the entire absence of good jails in 
Bengal wo cannot-with our limited means make new and perfect jails all over the 
country at once, the Lieutenant-Governor has always assumed that our main 
care must bo to make the most of the jails wo have by improving each as its 
individual circumstances and peculiarities will best admit. This is the more 
necessary, as the greatest difficulties in respect of mortality, and in some other 
respects, that wo have to contend with, are not so much general to Bengal 
as confined to some particular jails, to which most special attention must 
be given. 

3. Mr. Heeley refers to criticisms of last year’s report and resolution 
published by Dr. Mount, the late Inspcetor-Oeiicral of .Tails, in the SHmes 
newspaper. The Lieutenant-Governor docs not remember exactly Dr. Mount’s 
criticisms. He believes they were of an extremely general character. The 
reforms introduced within the last two years in the Bengal Jail system have 
certainly been much criticised in several quarters, but no one maintains, 
or can maintain tliat except in so far as (in common with most provinces in 
India) a groat improvcm<*nt had been wrougiit in the sanitary condition of the 
jails taken as a whole, they were otherwise in a satisfaclory state. It cannot 
be alleged that the buildings wore decently fitted for the purpose; that the 
discipline was good ; that there was any tolerable classification and separation of 
the prisoners. Wo do not allege that we have even yet made them satisfactory, 
or that we soon shall. It is a great and very dillleult work. But the 
Lieutenant-Governor believes that wo have made a good beginning, and that 


Mr. Heeley is cfiiciently carrying out some very great and beneficial improve- 
ments in the buildings, and in the discipline and the methods of our jails. 

4. As regards sanitation, it is not to be supposed that the great improve- 
ments effected have brought the jails to anything like a satisfactory state of 
health. The statement in the margin shows the mortality in each year from

nowhere in India have we 


learned to n^duco the jail mortality to that of the ordinary population. The 
Lieutenant-Governor must differ from Mr. Ileeley when he says (paragraph 4) 
that it is possible to take such measures as to bring* tlio death-rate actually 
belowrtbai of Uie free population. If we had the power to reduce the death-rate 
by indulgence to, for instance, 1 per cent., we should of course not ho justified 
in keeping up a system wbieli involves a death-rate of 5 per cent. But it is 
because wo have not discovered any means by which, while maintaining the 
semblance of a prison, we ean reduee the death-rate to a really low point, that 
we cannot absolutely^ saeiiliee everything to a doubtful attempt to make a very 
small alteration in the health of iho prisoners. Further on in Mr. Hccley's 
report it is shown that in fact the evidence on the point goes to prove that 
reasonable discipline and bard work, as compared with laxness of system, 
do not increase the dcath-rato, but rather have the opposite effect. 
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5. {Partition WalUt para. 5). — On the subject of our rebuilding parti* 
tions that Dr. Mouat pulled down, His Honor would only remark that 
some dividing walls are an absolute necessity. Till recently in Bengal, it 
was no unusual sight to see under-trial and non-laboring prisoners mixed up 
in the same yard with convicts, and no distinction attempted between criminals 
of various degrees and classes. To continue such a state of things was impos- 
sible, and partitions must^bo put up sufficient to prevent this. 

' 6. ( Chapter 11^ Foptilation of Jails). — ^The daily average number of 
prisoners under confinement during the year was 20,4S9, or 1,670 more tlian 
in 1871> The increase is common to all classes — civil, undcr-trial, and convicted 
prisoners. The increase in the total aggregate number of prisoners passing 
through the jails during the year, as shown in the table on page 4, is certainly 
remarkable, the number convicted during 1872 having been 5,342 more than 
in 1871. The Lieutenant-Governor will, however, for the present reserve the 
consideration of these and the other judicial statistics in Mr. Hccley's report. 
They are most interesting and important, hut will he more conveniently 
dealt with in connection with criminal justice and police. His Honor will 
only here notice those parts of the chapter on jail population which have a 
departmental bearing. 

» 7. {Transfers^ paras. 14 and 16). — The nuinher of prisoners transferred 

during the year from one jail to an(»ther has been .very large (18,819). 
These figures arc, however, swtcllcd in somt’i instance's by transfers in the salbe 
station between the central and district jails. The Inspector-General remarks 
upon the difficulties w'itU which the transfer of convicts is attended owing to 
want of discipline among the police guards escorting them. The Lieutenant- 
Governor fears there is much truth in tlds; but it is even a more serious 
matter to find that European medical otlicers in charge of jails have in so 
many cases set at nought tho positive orders of Government as to tho class of 
men that should he transferred to central jails. The tact that 70 prisoners were 
sent to tho Bhaugulporc Central Jail works, who were men that had attempted 
escape, was not before known to Government ; but several instances have been 
reported of tho transfer of weakly and inefficient prisoners, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor has taken due notice of these. Tlie recent orders imposing the check of 
further inspection by the Magistrate of drafts selected by tho Superintendent 
for transfer, may stop the practice ; but certainly such an order ought never to 
^ve been required. 

• 8. {Detention in Lock-vpSt para. 17). — The Lieutenant-Governor is glad 

to find that the orders of Government prohibiting the detention of any hut very 
short-term prisoners in lock-ups have had a good effect in reducing the average 
detention from twenty to fourtot n days. Some lock-tips were, however, far above 
this average. In tho case of those in Assam, allowances must be made ; but such 
instances as Pacliunibaj 60 days ; Attiah, 1*5 ; .Jehauabad, 30; and Burhec, 30; 
must not be allow'cd to recur. Tlie Licutenant-Ciovernor lias now, he hopes, 
made it clear both to the police and jail departments that it is quite unnecessary 
to send an armed guard of t\vo policemen to escort to the suii(fi;r jail a petty thief 
or an old woman. lie must insist on regular and siteedy transfer from all 
lock-ups. • There is certainly not the least pretext for keeping females in lock-ups 
long after conviction. They can always be sent in charge of a single constable, 
and require no fqrmal guard, and froiu such a place as Barb they should be 
despatched to jail immediately. 

9. (Ages of prisoners, para. 20). — ^Tho table of tho ages of convicts 
on admission shows that th'.i.; were only 327 who may be called juvenile, 
as being under sixt(?eu y('ars of ago when convicted. There were only 32 
under 12 years. There is in fact very little juvenile crime in Bengal; 
and it is this which makes it difficult to attempt to apply any regular 
reformatory system tho cases which do occur. The juvenile ward in the 
Presidency Jail is tlie only place in w'hich this class of criminals can at present 
be conveniently brought together, and tlie Lieutenant-Governor will bo glad to 
have the proposal made iu paragraph 36, for declaring this ward a reformatory, 
submitted for cousidcratimi in u separate shape. 
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10. {Chapter Hit SaniltUion). — ^The percentage of mortality for 1872 
shows an inoreaset being 6*19 against4'01in 1871; but, as remarked by Mr. Heeley, 
1871 was an exceptionally healthy year, not only in jails, bat in the oouatiy 
at large ; while 1872 was marked by a serious outbreak of cholera, and by 
considerable unhealthiness of other kinds in the country generally. 

11. Mr. Heelcy discusses very fully and ably the question whether any 
of the increased mortality is due to the change in Ijie jail system and the 
stricter discipline now * enforced. The opinions of the medical Superintendent ^ 
on this point are sulBcicnt on the whole to prove that this was not the case. 
Careful analysis of the death-rate in most of the principal jails has convinced 
the medical officers that there is no direct connection between the mortality 
and the improved discipline. Dr. Lynch shows that in Hussa and Baraset, 
where no change of system was introduced, the death-rate rose, owing doubtless 

to the unhealthincss of the year ; wliile in Alipore, where the now system was 
put in force with the greatest rigor, the mortality was 2*10 per cent, lower than 
. it ever was before ; and oven if Baraset, which serves as a sort of out-hospital 
to Alipore, be taken into account, it is shown at page 110 that the combined 
death-rate of the two jails was lower by 1*02 than in 1871. It is true that 
some officers have recoi*dcd opinions of the contrary kind ; but in fact these 
opinions are found on examination to rest entirely upon theory, and it so * 
happens that they are contradicted by the statistics of the very jails of which 
those officers have charge. Dr. I'rench thinks that the short-term men suffer 
most, but ho seems to attribute this to mental depression rather than to penal 
labor; and the mortality in his jail (Burd wan) was certainly not more than 
might have been looked for from the state of the district generally, but the 
contrary. In fact, however, the statistics of every jail show, as Mr. Heeley 
points out, that it is long-term prisoners to whom the first six months of 
their imprisonment arc most dangerous, and that the short-term men, in spite 
of their penal labor, aro better than the others. Dr. Bensloy of llajshahye 
again, while in one sentence attributing an injurious effect on the death-rate to 
harder work and strict disciydinc, adverts in the next to the fact that the death- 
rate of his jail has fallen from an averaure of 8*73 to 2*33. The same may be 
observed of other places — Bograh having fallen from 10 deaths to one ; Bnngpore, 
from 13*10 per cent, to 3*69, — facts quite opposed to the theories of the Superin- 
tendents in charge ; and the Lieutenant-Governor has nodoubt that the Inspector- 
General has arrived at a correct conclusion when he states that there is nu 
evidence whatever that increased mortality is attributable to better discipline 
and harder work; and that while medical officers use judiciously the discretion 
which they have in respect of individual exemptions, there is no reason to fear 
the contrary. 

In truth, the mass (nine-tenths) of the jails were as healthy or healthier 
in the past year than they ever were, and tlic increased mortality is due to 
three or four notoriously unhealthy jails, where, owing also to epidemics, &c., the 
death-rate has unhappily risen beyond that of any recent year, — very far beyond 
it indeed in one of two cases. These were the very jails in which we were 
fore-warned and fore-armed, and in which wo have attempted ameliorative 
measures instead of pressing the prisoners, thougii unhappily the taint in them 
has so far got the better of us. Extramural labor has also iu some places 
proved unfavorable to health ; but at Midnaj)oro, wbjere this M;as most marked, 
the work was stopped. The mortality had nothing to do with any change of ^ 
system, the extramural system having been introduced under the former 
regvnU. 

12. Of the deaths that took place during the year, 135 were due to 
cholera; 37 of tlu'sc being in Tirhoot, 20 in Julpigoree, 33 at Dohrec,and 18 in 
the Presidency. Ihero had been no cholera in these jails in 1871. Dysentery 
was worse than u>unl, causing 332 deaths, owing probably. Dr.' Lyneh 
suggests, to the excessive rainfall of 1871 and subsequent malaria having tokl 
upon the health of the population for 1872. Fever again appears to be less 
fatal than is popularly supposed, only 126 deaths being due to this, of wbudi 
22 were at Backergungc. 
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13. (Pariw. 52 seq.t Mortality in parlionlar Jails ), — Jnlpigoree is a reiy 
petty place — hardly a jail. The frightful percentage of mortality here (42*62) is 
due to an outbreak of cholera, which, as above noted, carried otF 20 out of au 
average daily population of 61 only. Therp is nothing therefore in this result 
on which to generalize. The Lioutenant-Oovernor is happy to say he has since 
visited this jail and found it quite healthy, and apparently tiie present accommo- 
dation is excelient^for the number of prisoners confined there. Tirhoot and 
Chumparun will be specially noticed below. The rate at Beraset, taken with 
Alipore Jail, is not unfavorable (4*7); on tho contrary, it is better than it ever 
was before; but precautions have been taken to prevent any overcrowding of 
the aged prisoners and invalids, who form the chief part of the inmates at 
Baraset. The unhealthincss of Ilooghly (9'03) is still not accounted for. 
The Inspector-General must pay rigorous attention to this jail, and endeavour 
to find out what is tho matter with it. Mr. lEceloy intimates his intention of 
transferring to IJooghly only strong and healthy men. This .sliould be tho 
rule certainly, but the eirirts to discover tho cause of its continued unhealthi- 
ness should not be relaxed. 

In Backergunge (15 59) it is clear that something must bo radically wrong. 
This jail has been a constant subject of anxiety, and we are now altering the 
entire structure of tho jail, creeling double-storiwl barracks, and putting in arched 
floors, and must persevere tilj. we have remedied its state most thoroughly. 

In Midiiaporc (8*7) the mortality was duo to, we hope, temporary 
causes. It has been the subject of much discussion, and seems to have been 
more or less explained by the exposure at extramural labor in the quarries. 
The stone quarrying has been stopped, and it is hoped the evil has now bcon 
remedied. 

In llussa Female Jail (8*33) further explanation is required of the high 
mortality, which was, it seems, chiefly from dysentery. 'I'hero is said to bo an 
improvement this year, but the matter requires careful inquiry. 

At Dehrcc (7*75) cholera and the general unhealthincss of the year 
accounted for much, and the evil was, it is believed, only temporary. 

The rate of Bhaugulporc district, taken with the central jail, was not bad 
(3*77) ; but the Lieutenant-Governor is sorry to hear of a serious outbreak of 
cholera in 1873. 

Gya (7'03) is clearly a bad jail, and under all tho circumstances the laeu- 
tenant-Governor has now determined to build a new one on a now site. 
Proposals for this may bo sent in at onco. 

The rate at Burdwan (7*18) was not more than might have been expected 
from tho fevor-strieken state of the district poi)ulat.ion. 

Purneah, with a rate of 0*58, is also an unln althy place, and we can only 
strive to improve the jail as much as possible. Of tbo 20 ])i'isuucrs who died, 
it is noticeable that 19 wore cugaged on light, not penal labor. 

Jessore (5*04) and Sylhet (5*01) show higher rates than* usual this year. 
Here also iniprovenieht must be souirbt after. 

At Moorslicdabad (0*10) the now jail will soon ho ready, and things should 
he better. 

In tho Presidency Jail, Native (4*09) and European (8*99), wo have to 
regret a falling b;}ck o win "^largely to choler.'i. Ilere no chajigo was introduced 
by the hard labor system. The Lumtouajit-Goveruor trusts this jail will rcoover 
its position. The mortality among Europeans was quite abnormal, 3 deaths 
being from liver abscess, 2 from typhoid, apparently brought into jail, while 
2 were cases of meu admitted iu a weakly state. 

In Patna (3*67) underground drainage experiments had been propo.sod to 
meet the cholera which always haunted tlie jail ; bur ebolei*a left before tho work 
began. If this had hapjiciied after, it wouhl have been considtTod proof of tlio 
advantage of undargrouud drainage. As it is, we arc unable to account for the 
improvement. We may certainly congratulate ounselvcs ou the comparative 
henlthiness of Patna, liuugpore, Dinagepore, Kujshaliye, Dacca, and also of the 
Assam jails as a whole. 
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on that. He has directed that in all new sub-divisions and new buildings it 
should be arranged, if possible, that the lock-up and thannah should be con- 
tiguous, so that with separate administration one may have the support of the 
other. This must never be lof-t sight of. 

26, It is very unsatisfactory to see the failure to carry out the orders for 
improved discipline and penal labor in some lock-ups, as noted later on in 
paraitraph 13df. His Honor fears there will be much of this whilst lock-ups are 
under police not trained to jail work, and periodically changed. With a 
lock-up establishment this must bo wholly reformed. There is a crying neces- 
sity for this, and it must bo insisted on. The regular transfer of prisoners to 
sudder stations will, however, do much to prevent such abases. 

2(i. The lieutenant-GovJU’nor docs not oxficct reduction of expenditure 
by substituting M'ardors for police ; if, as Mr. Hoidey promises, there is onlv a 
very slight increase, TJis Honor will be quif/O satisfied. 

27. It is satisfactory to see that there wore fewer escapes from jail 
during the your under review. As reirards lock-ups, it must be admitted that 
the reduction of guards attempted la.st year has end(‘d unfortunately with such 
lock-ups as we have, hut the inewiased escapes were solidy du(? to two or three 
unfortunate cases, and those airain occurred from the breach, not from the 
observance, of orders. It never was supposed that t wo men would guard properly 
a gang ot desperate criminals. K.xpress provision was made for extra guards in 
such cases. It not only might he, but actually was the fact, as suggested by 
Mr. Heeley in paragraph 98, that in one instance when a strong extra guard was 
required to look after a sudden influx of dangerous prisoners, a roundabout 
process of official requisition and correspondence was resorted to, and that the 
prisoners escaped, while their guards were Ixdng only talked about. Depart- 
mentalism has been scotched, hut, Ills Honor fears, not kilh'd ; however, we are 
keeping the monster down, and hope to got the life out of him soon. 

28. ( Chapter Vll, Sectiim 1, Efitahlishment ), — The Lieutenant-Governor 
has accepted in the main Mr. Hceley’-s proposals with reference to tho salaries 
of jailors. The commission system, carried to the extent it was, was pernicious 
in every way, and will shortly ho done away with. The scheme for naib 
jailors and warders also commends itself to His Honor’s approval; but it is 
desirable to have all theso proposals involving financial considerations in a 
complete shape heforn finally sanctioning them. TJic stihstitution of warders 
for police iu lock-ups has already been complicated hv the difficulty of removing 
tho head constable, who at present has charge of the treasury as well as of the 
lock-up guard. 

29, {tiecHon IT, Conduct of Prisoners ). — ^nierc is a large increase in the 
return of jail ollcnei's and punishinenfs. Tin; change of system in jail discipline 
must of course involve some increase of punishments at first, but it is hoped this 
will soon cease ; the efficient Superintendent i.s ho who succeeds without severe 
punishments. Tho Bccrhhooju syste.ai of flogging wholesale was intolerable, 
and severe notice was taken of it. His Honor is glad to learn that Dr. Barker 
has wholly changed his system. 

Again, in the Presidency .Tail, and after making every allowance for the 
class of i)ri8oncrs conffned there, there is no doubt flogging is carried to excess. 
Despite all T)r. Mackenzie’s merits, the Lientenani-dovernor must insist that 
he will abate that ; not abandon it in necessary cases, but abdte the present 
excessive resort to flogging in his jail. Tiio Inspector-General will be held 
responsible for effecting a change in this respect. 

ffO. (Section JTJ, JlcwarUs ). — Tho mark system, whicli has been intro- 
duced very lately, w'fll, it is hoped, place the whole systt'm of remissions and 
rewards on a more sat isfactory iooliiig. There will now be a tolerable guarantee 
that t hose will go by merit, and not by chance selection. ’Jlie prisoners will have 
tangible inducements tf) steady good of»nduct; while there will bo less exeeutivc 
interference with the off'cts of judicial smicnces, inasmuch as dangerous or 
liabitual criminals will earn only a modified remission, and bo under surveil- 
lance to the end of their term. 

81. {Sectiun IF, Itegislcrs and Tleiurns ). — The Lieutenant-Governor is 
glad to know that Mr. Heeley has been ablo to revise and reduce the registers 
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and returns which were far too elaborate hitherto, and calculated only to defeat 
their own object. 

82. {Section V, Employment ).— stating the percentage of prisoners 
engaged in labor, Sundays and holidays should not be deducted in calculating 
the number employed. Tho number employed on working days should 
be taken. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see increased employment on manu- 
factures, and diminution of useless jail servants. 

33. He must, however, again dwell on the* advantage of providing penal 
labor for short-term prisoners in every jail and lock-up. Homo irnj)rovemcnt 
has taken place in this respect, but not so much as ought io be rhe ease. 
Treadmills are being put up at sev<*ral jails, and when tii(» special inquij-i(‘s 
now being made in England as to cranks and otlier mecliaiiic.al apf)jianct's uro 
complete, it is hoped that every place ol’ confinement will iu tirjie have ibo 
means of exacting penal labor. 

34. As regards the practical difficulty of providing jjcnal labor for all short- 
term men, the Lieutenant-Governor docs not «)l>jcct to tlie Inspcotor-Gcnerars 
exercising a disereiion and looking to the nature, of offence.'.!. Jl(*does not wisii 
all short-term prisoners to bo equally punished, absolutely and liliTtilly. He otiiy 
does not wish to make so sweeping a difference as shall imllily Jiltoirelher tho 
work of judicial <iffioer.s in a\)i>ortioni!ig s'*nienees. At any rate, wliil * means 
of hard labor are deficu'nt, tho lnsp(‘i;lor-(j(5rii‘ral may soled the classes of 
criminals for whose hem»fii, they are to he used. 

35. {Chapters VIll ^ TX, Expruditure and Profits '. — The r<*.turns sliow 
that the net profits in most jails hav(? somewhat falien oil', l)ut. not cm 
tho whole to an excessive di'grec. The great nnniher oi' ])n'son<TH employi'd 
ou miscellancou.s duties is still very unsatisfactory, tlioiigli u-^eless jail servants 
have been generally reduced; but it is reported tb at some jail oflieers se in 
very helpless about devising industrial em)»loymeuts. 'J'lie ta'nlrtil jails will, 
when completed, concentrate labor and make tin*, oii'.turji rnon* satisfactory. 
In lock-ups the employment of a warder guard should lead lo improvemenn, 
and secure some return for tlu! labor which is now oxaetod in these places. 
Tlie Lieutenant-Governor quite n]»proves of the gimeral stoppage of extra- 
mural work*, except for pur 2 JO.sos of licaltb and uj)on jail buil<lings, in tho 
garden or the brick-field. 

36. Tliere is doubtless much in what Mr. Hi’cley says about the difficulty 
of inducing all Superintendents to take an carne.st atid intediigent interest in 
tho industries of their jails. We cannot afford to negleet entirely the question 
of remunerative labor; but mere js uwti.ing naturally aniagonistic between 
labor that pays and lai)or tb.-ii irks. It is disr.pjiointing to learn that on 
inspection many of the jails iu wliieli tlie LLt'utonaut-Governor’s orders were 
reported to have been carried out wen; found so wanting : b'.it Mr. llecley has 
the question well iu baud, and much may be hoped for fi‘!#m the attention h(j 
has given to it. 

37. Tho cost of supervision has risen from Its. rtl.SJS to Es. 41.397, but 

this was almost accounted for by tbf* full salary of tlu' Inspector-General being 
drawn this year, while there wore savings last. Tin* '-ost of (‘stablisliments laid 
also risen from Rs. 2, (52, 7^7 toTis. but the dijrercncc is fully explained, 

and was not at all in proportion to the increase in tiie j.-iil poi ulation. There was 
also an increase iu the cost of poljpt; guards from Its. l,;)fi,020 to lls. 2,09,311. 
Rations had of course cost more owing lo tho larger number of mouths to feed, and 
stood at Rs. 5,41,198, against lls. 4,91,205 ; tlie rate per man was 7 anoas 2 pies 
more than in 1871. llo.sj)ital charges were Jls. 27,709; and idotliing cost 
Rs. 78,959, or lls. 14,476 over last year. Tnis last incr«‘:ise is not ulrog(*ther 
explained. Contingencies also rose slightly to Its. fJ,‘{..‘{78. The total cxj)(*ndi- 
turo, including buildings, was lls. 14,98, 0.oti, -r lls. 7')-3-l per mun, against 
Rs. 13,20,606, or lls. 70-5-8 per man, in l>71. The iucrcas'j i.s mainly due to 
iuureased activity in jail building, tho outlay being Rs. 2,50.232, ag.ainst 
Rs. 1,69,619 iu 1871. Excluding buildings, the total cost was lls. 12,18, 424 
as against lls. 11,50,987 in tho jtrevious year. 
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The j'enoral result may be accepted as satisfactory, showing improvement 
effected without seidous expense to the State. The European jails are naturally 
very expensive, and tend to raise the average much. Assam and Daqeeling are 
also unavoidably expensive places; but it should be explained why Kamroop 
and Julpigoree ’should show largely increased charges. Eoomka, Pooree, Eogra, 
and Singbboom, are inucli above the average, apparently because being small 
jails tlio cost of their guards and establishments is relatively greater. 

38. As rcuards profits from manufactures, it appears that, excluding 
Alipore, th<‘ final balance of profit on the outi urn, minus the expenditure in 
mofussil jails, was lls. 90,900, against lls. 1,00.300 in 1871. There was a much 
greater ontuiru of work, but a largely increased expenditure on comparatively 
unproductive and peuul labor. The Lieutenant-Governor must rejHiat what he 
said last yc.ar, that our niofiissil jails never were profitable to an extent to justify 
tl»e sacrifice of sv.sttjm. He would express his satisfaction at the general results 
of the present year, attended as they arc wdth improved discipline and new non- 
paving penal labor. At the same time he thinks gunny-wt^avijjg may be extended, 
and that there i& room for improvement in paying occupations. The Lieutenant- 
Governor has already noticed the Inspector-Gcncrars statement that some jail 
officers are painfullv helpless about providing industrial employments, and seem 
as if thev had never given a thought to the matter ; and His Honor would 
licre a^ain entirely endorse Mr. Heclcy’s views in paragraph 163, that prisoners, 
if properiv looked after, ought to show something for their work. The 
present w'astc of power, of winch the Inspect or-Gcneral complains, he must 
do all ho can to eorreet ; and Superintendents must not, while enforcing penal 
labor, lose sight cntiiely of the pro.spcet of earning a legitimate profit. 

3<). On the whol ', however, thanks to the gre.'it and continued success of 
Aliporc, the net balance of profit for the year w-as Rs. 2,72,400, against 
Bs. 2 24 7(.-0 in 1871. The ])n.uts of the Alipore mills w'ere Rs. 1,81,600, 
a"ainst Its. 1,24,300. This i s explained by the great fall in the price of jute, 
wOnch “ caused the year to he one of unexampled pre spprity for the traue of 
gunny-wcaving. Dr. Lviieh, however, warns us that a succession of such years 
is not to ho looked f r ;*it is ])rohablc that the extreme limit of profits has been 
already reached ; competition has begun to an extent w'hich thi catens to 
destroy pmfils altogether.” AVlicthcr this is a correct anticipation ’or not, it is 
certain that it is v<‘ry irapovtant to dcvclopc tlm manufacture departments of 
central and di.'^t cict jails to meet the very probable fall in the net returns of

42- The Lieutonaut-Ciovernor has read Mith interest Mr. llceloy s account 
of the different j dls contained in part II of *liis report. His Honor will not 
attempt to deal' with all the points of detail that arise here and there in these 
summaries. Mr. Ucelcy is in possession of the views of Government, and must 
himself issue orders to correct anomalies, reform abuses, and push on improve- 
ments, whore these arc required, lii several instances, where discrepancies in 
the accounts of Superintendents are indicated, lull inquiry should be made, and 
the matter should he cleared up.

The customs receipts of the petty port of Morellgunge are included in the 
Calcutta rec«'ii)ts, and so also were the customs receipts of Port Canning, 
until there ceas* d to ho any receipts at all, about throe years ago. It will be 
seen that the customs receipts of Calcutta arc very nearly the same as last 
year, while the Chittagong customs revenue u'as nearly double as high as it 
ever was before. The Calcutta customs revenue of 1 S72-73 •w'as 22 per cent, 
less than it was in the days of high duties after the mutiny, and was 6 per 
cent, below what w’as in the prosperous year 1870-71. 


2. Though the customs revenue of the port of Calcutta has kept up 
to the level of th<* pn eeding year, yet the value of the total (foreign and inter- 
portal) trade of the port iu 1872-73 was very much lower than in the previous

thus : — The opium dccrcaso is duo to th(? shortness of tho crop and of the 
number of chests offered for sale by Government. The very large decrease in the 
value of cotton exports is due mainly to the comparative olu?apness of American 
cotton in Europe, and the const qiamtly rcduc(‘d dcmanil for Bengal cotton : 
the year 1871-72 was a year of very exceptional biiskncss in the Bengal 
cotton trade. The lull in the seed tnidc was duo in part to the shortness of tho 
seed crops in tho Ganges valley and elsewhere. In the preceding year (1871-72) 
tho value of tho seeds export I’ell off by ;CS3.’!),000, and now it has fallen by 
£898,483 more. Tlio exi)orts to' Great. Britain and America, our principal 
customers for .seeds, have fallen off in about equal proportions. 'I'lie Collector 
of Customs notes that the rapc-seijd crop was a failure, and that mineral 
oils are largely taking the place of rape-seed oil in Europe. 'I'his very large 
and continuous doen ase of the trade in an iinporiant staple merits some 
further inquiry ; and tho Ideiitcnant-Governor Avould ho ulad if the Board 
wotfld obtain from the Collector of Customs a detailed aeeount of tho fluctu- 
ations of tliopartitmlar markets wliieli take less of our sen ds, of tlio .courees from 
whence those markets now draw their .supplies, and of any viasons wliy Indi.an 
aeeds should have lost gr'.imd in the estimation of EuKipoan and Amei’ican 
consumers. Tho dtcrca.'^e in tlie exp.'.rts of hides ami of lac is not explained : 
if any of the decrease in the hides trade is duii to the cessation of the <-attlo 
disease, which tliivw ."^o many hides on the market, Iho decrease will not be 
matter for regret. Thodi'crea-e in the saillower trade is saul by the authorities 
of Dacca, in which di'-triet s; illower Is almost cxelubivcly irrown, to lie duo 
to over-trading and cxce.ss European sto(l:s of the preceding year. The Com- 
missioner of Dacca xn’ports that one of tiie eansi s for the d.n lii e in (he trade is 
the discovery of a cheaiier substitute for safflower. The .Liculciiaut- Governor 
would wish the facts in this matter to he aseerte.ined. 

Ihe increa'so in the P.stimated value of the jute exports is very small, but 
tho increase in the quantity of jute exports was very large. The growth of the

The jute produce of tho year under review was so largo that the price 
went down nearly one-half, and aa a couscquenco there has been a reduc- 
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tion in the area sown Trith jute during tbo current year. The traite ia 
gunny-bags has also increased; Australia and the Straits Settlements have 
taken more gunny-bags, but America took less ttian in the preceding 
year. The export of jute and jute outtinsrs to America was somewhat in 
excess of the previous years, being 1,242,000 cwts., ngainst 1,000,000 cwts. 
in the preceding year. It is not known if the manufacture of gunny-bags 
is increasing in America. The indigo export was 119,385 cwts., against 
66,929 cwts. in the preceding year; but;tlie outturn having been so very large, 
prices went down considerably, and the increase in tho esl iinatcd value of the 
indigo exports was, as sliown above, barely ten per cent. The exports of tea, 
which infTv'ascd by 4,000,00015 in the preceding year, show a further increase 
of 616,0001b. Tlie tea crop of the y<-ar under review w'as short in some 
districts, or the increase would have been still higher. Great Britain continues 
to take almost the wholo of our teas. The increase in the rice export was 
1,341,41 8 cwts.; the bulk of tho increase went to the Mauritius and Great Britain: 
and the West Indian Islands look more rice than in previous years. The large 
export of rice to Java was a new trade, and was due apparenily to the partial 
failure of tho crops in that island. With the cessation of the Persian famine a 
smaller quantity of rice has gone from Calcutta to the Gulf. I'lie increased 
exports in sugar must have boon due mainly to the goodness of the date and other 
sugar crop in-Lower Bengal, for tite up-country sugar yield of the year was 
low. Almost the wholo of the increased exports (23,919 cwts.) went to Great 
Britain and Persia. Beceut inquiries in Jessoro have showm that the increase 
in the export of date sugar to Calcutta has hoou very great during tho last 
eight or ten years. The tobacco export to Europe is almost a newr trade. The 
Collector of Customs writes : “ This increase has been owirig to a trial shipment 
“having been favorably reported on for the German market, which is supplied 
“through London • * * * Prom the cheap rate at which 

“Indian tobacco can be laid down in Europe, there are prospects of much 
“further development.” If a steady and growing trade in Indian tobacco 
should be established, it will be a great advantage to tho Indian growers. 
The ineilease in the saltpetre export is satisfactory, as tho trade had been dull 
in the piwcding yc.ar. The increase occurred chiefly in tlm exports to America 
and Chiiiq^ and may serve to counterbalance the somewhat gloomy anticipa* 
tions niade regarding this trade in the Patna divisional report. ^

The decrease in tho bullion imports have already been noticed; almost the 
whole dccres c occurred in imports from Great iUituin and China. The 
decrease in gri' y cotton goods, following on a dccrca.so of .C71G,035 in the value- 
of imports during the preceding year, is ascribed mainly to tho over- 
trading of tho year 1670-71. The trade in twist, colored goods, and white 
cotton goods, is recovering from tho stagnation of the year 1671-72. Tho 
decrease in tho import of fuel is due to the rise in prices iu England.

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The fluctuation in the imports of candles, fruits, and spices, is casual, 

and is net explained. The great falling off in the copper import is said 

to he due to the rise of prices in lilngland, to ^rhich country the ordinary 
Indian supplies of copper from Australia were diverted. A new source of 
supply for copper has been worked during the year under review, namely, 
Japan, which sent £27.835 worth of copper, as compared with £12,942 worth 
in the preceding year. * The smnirincroase in the import of railway materials 
followed on a decrease of over half a million sterling in the preceding year. 

The decrease in the timber imports occurred chiefly, in the Australian and 

British trade. There was an almost corresponding increase in the imports of 
timber from Moulmein, which is shown under the head of inlerportal as 
distinguished from foreign trade. 

6. On a general review of all the items of the trade of Calcutta, the 
Lieutenant-Governor feels able to say that the Custom House returns testify 
that the yield of country produce and the general commcrco of the country 
was fairly good. The only very nnl’avorahle item was the continued largo 
decrease in the export of oil-seeds. The reduction of imports of piece-goods 
was, it is believed, merely thu natural rouetion from tho excessive trading 
of 1870-71. 


0. Of the totaf value of all the inward and outward trade of Calcutta during 
the year, 62 per cent, was v lih Great Britain. In the trade to Km*th America 
there was a net decrease of £252,421 in vukie; of this decrease £0,164 were iu 
tho imports, which are altogether inconsidcrablo in value (less than £40,000 
in all). The chief items of (lecreaso in exports « ere indigo, oil-seeds, raw skins, 
gunny cloths, and gunny-bags ; while there was a considerable increase in 
the saltpetre, gums, india-rubber, and tanned skins trade. Altogether the 
exports from Calcutta to America fell from a value of £2,247,712 iu 1871-72 
to £2,013,705 during the year under review. 

There has been a net decrease of £114,895 in tho Calcutta trade vrith. 
Australia. Tho decrease has occurred mainly in tnc imports of copper, 
horses, and timber, and there have been small decreases in tho value of rice and 
of miscellaneous exj)ort8 to Australia. The only noticeable item of increase 
in the Australian trade i.s gunny-bags, of which Australia took moro than 
double as many as sho did in the preceding year. 

7, The Calcutta trade* with Franco has remained stationary; while 

the trade to China, Holland, Hamburgh, Trieste, 
Egypt, North America, Australia, Soutli America, 
the Straits Settlements, and the Arabian and Persian 
Gulfs, has decreasi'd considerably during the year 
under review ; and tho trade with the Mauritius and Italy has increased thus—

Prance has taken much more raw silk, more shawls, more jute, moro 
hides, and more saltpetre, than in the previous year; but the exports of cotton, 
seeds, and indigo, have fallen ^ cry largely indeed; the net result being that the 
value of the whole trade was about the same as iu the previous year. The 
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decrease in the China trade Ima occurred chiefly in imports of copper and Ver- 
million, and ill exports of opium and rice. The exports of cotton from Calcutta 
to China had risen in value from £409,491 in 1871-72 to £059,338 during the 
year under review. The trade with LIatnl)ur<;h has almost ecrased owing to the 
failure of the rape-seed crop. The falling off in the Trieste trade has been 
principally in indigo exports (£190,000), cotton exports ^£60,000); the exports 
of hides to Trit*stu has meanwhile risen by nearly £70,000 in value. The export 
of indigo to Egypt almost ceased during the year, and the import of corals 
from Egypt was very <R]ack. The decrease in the North Ainoric.an trade; 
the decrease in tlie import of horses, cop[»er, and timber from Australia, and 
the increased export of gimnics to Ausiraiia, have already been noticed. The 
decrease in the trade with South Amtu ica was duo entirely to tho cessation of 
the demand for Indian rioo in South Auuuaca. 'J'he dt ercase in the value of 
trade to the Straits is due to the shortness of ilie opium supply ; the trade in 
gunnies to Singapore and tlic imports of black pt'pper from Penang increased 
largely. Nine-tenths of the trade with the Straits is export trade. The export 
of rico to the Gulf d<crcas('d by about £00, 000, but as a make-weight' the 
export of indigo went up £3.5,000 ; both tlu'Sf fluetuations are probably due 
to tho cessation of the Persian famine. Tho largo increase in the trade with 
Italy consists of ail increase of £100,000 in the exporttif raw silk, £56,000 
in the hides and skins export, and £12,000 in the indigo export. There was 
some increase in the imports of salt and of beads from Italy. The increase in 
the Mauritius trade occurred entindy under the head of rico and other 
food-grains. More than nincty-uiue-liunuredths of the trade with the Mauritius 
is export trade. 

8. Of all the countries with which Calcutta has considerable foreign 
trade. Great Britain is the only country which sends to India more merchandise 
than she receives. In 1872-73 Great Biitain scut to Calcutta £14,302,000 
worth of morchandi'sc, and received from Calcutta £10,735,000. To all other 
countries Calcutta sent about £19,2(5.5,000 wortli, and received back from those 
countries about £3,(521,000 tvorth of goods. The excess in value of the 
Calcutta export over its import trade with some of tho principal countries of 
tho world may be seen from the subjoined ligurcs : —

It is evident that tho average tonnage of tlio vessels coming to this port 
continues to iiietcase, though not at so rapid a rate as in the years immediately 
after the opening of the Suez Canal. 
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10. At tho port of Chittagong there was a large increase of trade and 
customs duty daring the year 18V2-73 ; thus —

It would seem that in the foregoing figures, taken from the Hoard’s report, the 
Talue of the salt imported has been taken at the invoice price plus the duty, 
instead of being taken at tho price in bond ; a deduction of Us. 7,25,000 must 
therefore be made from the estimated value of the Chittagong trade, if the 
estimate is to be framed in the same way as for Calcutta and other ports. 

The dutiable export of ricu from Chittagong is mostly to the Mauritius and 
Ceylon. There is also a very considcral>lc and rising trade with ilungoon in 
timber and earth-oil, which last commodity is coming into general use among 
the people of Chittagong. From Akyab also, wdiere salt is cheap, a consideraule 
trade in salt-fish is setting to Chittagong.’ Cliittagoiig still draws its supplies of 
piece-goods and other European commodities, cxet'pt salt, from Calcutta. 

11. The custom duty ri'alized ut tho Orissa ports is still extremely 

small, barely Rs. 10,000 a year, which is realized ou small consignments of 

rice to, and of cocoanuts, coir, and cowries from, the Laccadives and Maldives, 

or upon an occasional package of European stores from Pondiclicr>y. In 

1872-73 the total quantity of rice exported from the Orissa ports to places 

outside India was only 42,000 maunds. There is, however, a cotisidcrahle export 

of rice from Orissa to other Indian ports. When the canal system of Orissa 

shall be complete, we may expect to see a largo export of rice from Orissa to 

foreign and to Indian ports. The coasting trade between Calcutta and tho 

Ofissa ports is largely increasitig. The ports and the establishments at False 

Point, Balasore, Chandballee, as well as the commuiiications between these 

ports and the interior, have recently been much improved, and are receiving 

still further attention. The Qoverumeut of India has rucenily sanctionud 

proposals fur relieving the Orissa ports from tue strict letter uf some of the 

customs departmental rules, wliicli hnrtjjiercd i he c!o isiiug t radt^. The working of 

these ports will be a very great benefit toOris'U and its people, though for some 

vears to come their trade can hardlv have miicb eHeci iMxm the customs revenue.

The principal exports will bo rice for Calcutta an I otlier Indian murkots.

Tli« report l>v the Donrd of Revenue on the administration of the Excise Department for 
the year 1873-73. 

1. Two important expt'rimonts were made ia the year under review 
to effect an increase in the revenue derived from country spirits without 
promoting consumption, each of which has been attended with some measure 
of success. Under tho contr.'il distillery system the practice had been to 
charge a fixed monthly lictmsc foe, ironerally Rs. 4, on all shops in a 
district, irrespective of their locality. • The tendency thus was to increase the 
revenue by increasing the numher of sliops. While some ^ealcra, whose shops 
were well situated, got quick returns on tlieir capital, others less favorably 
situated made very small profits, and scuno could hardy contrU'e to continue 
their trade all the year round. It was thought that (loverumout might well 
claim to share in the c.\tra ])roliis of the former class arising from local 

' advantages, and that ilio sliops of many of tho latter might with advantage 
be closed, it was therefore dotorniined to make tho license fees charged 
for any shop corresponil in some nn«vsurc with the local advantages which 
the holder might bo expected to enjoy, securing these to him at tho a ame 
time by restricting the numher of shops to he licensed. The amount of 
yearly fee for each shop can now he settled by competition at auction, subject 
to an upset price of Rs. 4 per mensem, or it can ho determined by the 
Collector on a consideration of the local circumstances. Both plans have 
been tried in parts of tin* Patna, Bhaugulporc, Burdwan, and Dacca Divisions, 
with results that arc on the whole encouraging. Tho number of shops has 
largely decreased,, the consumption of duty-paid liquor has been reduced* 
while the revenue has not suffered, but has on tho whole increased. 

2. The difficulty of ensuring the honest and intelligent use of the 
hydrometer, as well as of keeping tho instruments in order, suggested the 
adoption as an experiment of the plan of levying a tax upon the materials 
of distillation, instead of a duty upon s[>irit according to its alcoholic 
strength. The h(ad-quartor.s and outlying distilhuies of Monghyr and the 
Begumpore distillery in Patna were seh'cted for the trial. Rates were 
fixed after exjteriinent, crileulated to be cquivjilent to the still-bead duty 
previously levied. These rates in Patna wore Rs. 4-8 per maund on goer* 
Rs. 3-8 per maund upon clioor, and Rs. 3 on the other materials used in 
distilling spirit. The experiment appears to have broken down in Monghyr, 
where the system, Iiowover, is said not tt) have bad a fair chance. In the 
Begumpore nistillery, on the other hand, there was iq the last three quarters of 
the year, the period during which the trial was made, an increase of 49,689 
gallons of spirit pu.'<sed <jut, and of 15s. 7,‘.)()S in the tax rc^alized as compared 
witli the issues and umouni of duty realized during the same period of the 
previous year. Unde.r the new system the produce of tho tax levied on 
materials was equivrd<!iil to an average duty of only three annas one pie per 
gallon. It would therefore soeiii that the now system has enabled the dealers 
to make a large quantity of cll<^•lp w(*ak liquor, such ns tlte consumers 
demanded. If the peojde prefer this kind of drink to the stronger stuff turned 
out under the .hydrometer system, it is very inueli better tha^t their wishes 
should be met. 

3. Towards tlie close of the year the selling price of excise opium was 
increased by about ten per cent, in all jiistricts except those in which opium is 
produced. The revenue lias ituprovcil somewhat, but the late period of the year 
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from which the change had effect renders it premature to draw any inference 
from this. The duty on flat ganja was also raised from Bs. 2 to 2^ per seer 
with effect from the 1st April 1872. The result has been a consumption 
diminished by 1,420 maunds, and a revenue increased by Ks. 41,828. 

4. The LLeutenant*Goyernur notices with satisfaction that in accordance 
with the view expressed by him in August 1872 the supervision of the excise 
system has now been generally entrusted to the sub-divisional officers within 
their respective jurisdictions. This practice had, it is understood, previously 
existed in some districts. It is now to be universally adopted, and there are to 
be no special Excise Deputy Collectors. 

6. The total excise revenue of the year under review was larger than that of 
1871-72 by Its. 4,47,407. It exceeded the average of the live years immediately 
preceding by Ks. 8, hi, 960. Including the customs duty on imported wines and 
other liquor, the results of the year arc as follows, compared first with those of 
an average of the five preceding years, and next with those of 1871-72 only : —

The Lieutenant-Governor considers it to bo a happy result that, with diminished 
consumption, wc have very considerably imtrejised tho revenue on the whole. 

6. Country spirits, Tarce, and l*uclttcai . — The abow figures show an 
increase in the revenue derived from these liquors of Its. 2,04,558 as compared 
with 1871-72, and of Rs. 5,81,640 as compared with the average, of five years. 
Though tho increasu of this revenm* is hardly a suliject for congratulation, 
tKo Lieutenant-Governor believes that consumption is really cheeked. The 
measures adopted with a view' to this end arc the enhancement of the rates of 
still-head dut/, the increase by auetion-sale of the license fees, and above all 
the restriction of tho number c)f shops. Tlic introduction of tho now system 
of licensing shops for the sale of country spirits has bud much effect in this 
direction. The total number of gallons issued from all public distilleries 
daring the year in question was 2,676,190, or 278,092 less than in the previous 
year, and 640,004 less than the average of live years immcdialoly ])reccdinff it. 

the decrease tu consumption, as compared with 1871-72, 276,054 gallons 
represent the diminution in the districts where the now system of licensing 
country spirit shops was introduced. The average monthly liecuso fee 
exacted there per sljop was a little over Ks. 8 in place of Us. 4, which 
was formerly customary, the increased revenue* thus obtained more than 
meeting the falling off in the amount of still-htad duty. At tluj same 
time the number of shops was reduced by l,5o6 in these districts alone. 
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The reduction in number of native liquor shpps throughout the whole , of 
Bengal was 1,559 as compared with tlie previous year. A similar plan has 
been followed of enhancing the revenue d(Tived from shops for the sale 
of fermented taree. Though there was a slicht increase in the number of 
these as compared with the previous year, still the toLil number of taree shops 
was less by 217 than tlie average of five years. At the same time the average 
annual fee levied from each shop has increased from lls. 28>15>3, the average 
of five years, to Us. 32-ll>2, the average of the year under review. 

7. After all the spirit, revenue of tlicse provinces is not large in view of the 
vast populations they contain. Tlie consumption of country spirits and rum 
does not average more than one*t\veuty>fifth of a gallon per head of tlie popu- 
lation in Bengal. 

The Commissioner of Patna, in. his administration report for the past 
year, says : ** The mhowa liquor most generally sold in these districts is 75^ 

to 90^ below proof, and is probably much less intoxicating than public-house 
beer at Itome. It sells at two to three annas a quart in the »>hops, a price M'hich, 
in comparison with the general range of price's in India, is considerably dearer 
than that of beer in England. In l^itna the annual consumfition is something 
over one-half a gallon per head, wiiile in ('humparuu it falls as low as one- 
thirty-third of a gallon per head. This of course means that the priqiortion of 
people who drink is very small, for 1 suppose any one u ho drinks at all 
regularly is bound to consume 50 gallons of such weak liquor iu the course of 
a year.” 

8. The use of taree, the juice of the date tree, is by no means so injurious 
as that of distilled spirits; while puchwai, the chief drink of a large section of 
our population, is really very small beer. 

9. In commculing last >ear on tlie extension of the out-still system to 

Uazarecbuugli, and to the Nepal and the Nl•rth-l^a^t Frontier, the Lieutenant- 
Governor desired that every precaution should be t:»keu against encouraging 
a taste for distilled spirits anioiig aboriginal tribes. Thu Comiiiissicmer 
of Patna and thu Collector of Purricah now report that there is no danger 
of this in their districts; while the Commi-sioner of Chuta Nagpore 
anticipates that with a [iropcr superintendence there will be no cause for 
fearing that more liquor will be produced and consumed than was the case 
under thu central distillery system. The Lieutniant-Governor much hopes 
that his instructions may be borne in mind ; he observes that in Maunbhoom 
the number of out-stills is considered by the Hoard to have been “ much more 
than were required." Indeed in tlie Ciiota Nagpore districts generally a very 
large number of oui-stills have been liccn.sed — Ihl in liazareebuugli, 533 in 
Loiiardugg;i, and 13S iti the jungly tracts of Mauniihoom. The Lieutenant- 
Governor Considers that there could have been no actual necessity for licensing 
such a very largo minibi'r of out -stills, lie hopes that this m iUer will receive 
Colonel Dalton’s host attention; that inquiry w'ill he made how much liquor, 
at wliat price, and of what kind, this large number of out-stills turns out ; 
and that if these new oui-stills hare promoted drinking and drunkenness 
uuduly, liy bringing li(|uor to every man’s door, the number of licenses shoufd 
be very considerably n'duocd. ^ 

10. I'lie Licuteiiaiir-Governor is irlad to observe* that the Commissioners 
of thu various dll isions take on the whole a favorable view of the results of 
the experiments whidi have been made. Hy none of tliem is it pronounced a 
failure, while the Cnmiuissioner of Dacca thinks that the trial has been very 
satislactury, and tnat tlie results arc the best encomium on the w'isdom of the 
measure. Even thu Lommi>sioiicr of Bhaugulpore, where there w'orc tiie least 
enoouragtrig rosulis, remarks that u great loss caused by the first introduciion 
of the change was to a considerable extent recovered afterwards, and is 
sanguine that ere long the system will aiisw^er well. The Commissioner of 
Patna thinks there was rather too hasty a diminution in*tho number of shops, 
but is of opinion that the experiment has succeeded bitter tliau could be 
expected for the first year. lir. Huckland is inclined to await a longer trial 
betoro pronouncing tbe measure to be a succes-s. It is encouraging to observe 
that the experiment made of taxing the materials instead of spirit in its manu- 
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fiiotored form is also regarded as a success. Mr. Money, however, thinks that 
the crudal test of extending the system to distilleries in the interior yet 
remains to be applied. The Lieutenant-Governor will await with interest an 
account of the success which may attend the further experiments to be made 
this year. 

11. With reference to paragraph 87 of the report, the Lieutenant-Governor 
takes occasion again to say that he cannot accept as proved Mr. Money’s 
assertion, that in most places the sudder distillery system is a total failure. The 
present report wholly fails to give sufficient evidence of the smugglina, &c., 
said to exist. One petty Lraud detected by one sub-divisi mal officer is all that 
is cited in paragraph 84 to which the Member in charge refers for proof. 
Am regards thinly-peopled tracts, such as Chota Nagpore and the Nepal frontier, 
Mr. Money's views have been already adopted, and a relaxation permitted in the 
mle requiring a fixed still-head duty to be levi<?d on all spirits according to 
quality. So far as a comparison is pdssible between the central dist illory system 
and the old farming (or monthly tax) system, we know that under the new 
system there are in some districts, and ought to be evcrywiiere, fewer liquor 
shops than under the old system. We believe (but on this point we have no actual 
certainty) that liquor is, strength for strength, dearer than it was under tiieold 
system ; we receive reports t|iat tbo amount of liquor made in the central distil- 
leries is decreasing year by year ; the excise revenue un country spirits has, not- 
withstanding the fi)rebodings made in the Board's special report of August is70, 
and notwithstanding a largely increased import of European brandies, gradually 
worked up to a total considerably higher than the revenue of the year 1863-H4, 
just before the central distillery system was introduced ; and the Government is 
gradually reducing still farther the number of liquor shops without causing 
any very large loss to the excise revenue. There may be corruption and pecu- 
lation at outlying distilleries, but at any rate it is very difficult to believe that 
liquor would not be cheaper and more largely consumed under the monthly 
tax system, when it was the distiller’s interest to produce as much as he could, 
and to bring cheap liquor to every man’s door, than under the central distillery 
system, whereby a distiller must pay a still-head duty (or even under the 
pessimist view must pay a considerable bribe) for every gallon he distills. 
It certainly seems reasonable to presume that under the present system liquor 
must be dearer and less plentiful, must be less forced upon the people than 
under the old farming system. 

12. Imported toinea and apirila . — Although in the year under review the 
revenue derived from import duty on wines was somewhat larger than in the 
previous year, there has been a diminution both in the amount importt'd and 
in the duty paid on wines since 1868-09 and 18(»9-70. As compared with the 
foirmer year, the difference is 5-1,667 gallons and Rs. 29,761, and as compared 
with the la^r year, 62,3i>3 gallons and Bs. 32,131. Coupled with this is 
an extraordinary decrease in the consumption of beer, the imports having 
fallen gradually from 1,022,255 in 1866-67 to 681,963 in the past year, 
entailing a loss of revenue amounting to Bs. 21,434. The amount of import 
duty realised on beer last year was, however, loss than the average of the 
pre^ous five years by only lls. 2,360. It has been ascertained that the 
Bombay imports of beer have also decreased of lato years, though not quite in 
so large a proportion as tne Calcutta imports ; — the total Bombay beer imports 
of 1872-73 were 264,284 gallous as against 356,527 gallons in the year 
1866-67. It seems therefore to be clear that the imparts of beer, whether 
on Government account or for private consumption, has considerably 
decreased of late years. The doereaso in the Government imports may be 
due partly to the decrease in the number of European troops, and partly to the 
more frequent like of Indian hill beer for soldiers in the Punjab. The deon'ase 
in the imports of beer on private account is, tlie Lieutenant-Governor believes, 
due to a change in the habits of Anglo-Indians, who drink less beer than 
th^ used to do, substituting more generally light wine for beer as a daily 
drink. 

The revenue derived from import duty on spirits was larger by more than 
ff ne Iglfh of rupees than in the previous year. It is much to be regretted that 
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there should be» as observed by the Oommissioner of the Presidenoif 
an increase in the consumption of low class imported brandies. It ittay "be 
advisable, as recommended by Mr. Money, to raise the customs duty on this 
class of spirit. 

13. G^m^a.-~>Paragrsphs 114 to 123 show the results of the administration 
with regard to ganja. As compared with the previous year, there was a 
diminution of 220 in the number of shops licensed, and of 1,414 maunds 
20 seers 10 chittacks (about 14 per cent.) in the consumption of ganja, ’while 
the revenue on the whole improved by Rs. 49,377. The Lieutenant>Govemor 
desires to congratulate the Member in charge on his having secured this very 
happy result of an increased revenue with a diminished consumption of this 
nozions drug. It appears to bo due in a great measure to the increase of the 
duty On flat ganja before noticed, and also in some degree to the system adopted 
in the 24«Fergunnahs of putting up licenses to auction. 

14. Opium . — The Lieutenant-Governor views with regret the increase, 
small though it is, which is observable in the consumption of opium : but after 
all, as he has before remarked, it is only in districts with a large element of 
Indo-Chinese population like Assam, Gowalpara, and Rungpore, that there is any 
considerable consumption. The only exception to this rule is the small dis- 
trict of Balasoro, before remarked, where consumption continues to inorease, 
and where it has never been sufficiently accounted for. There is also consump- 
tion, but to a leps extent, in the Oorya and semi-Ooryn districts of buttack and 
Midnapore. It may he that the consumption is due in part to the pilgrims 
who pass through those districts. A moderate quantity of opium is taken in 
Calcutta and its suburbs, in the suburban towns of Hooghly, &c., and in 
Moorshedabad. In no other district does the revenue derived from it reach 
Rs. 30,000, except in Mymensing, where also there is an Indo-Chinese strain 
in part of the population. 

Paragraphs 143-5 point out that it is impossible to prevent petty illicit 
consumption of opium in the producing districts notwithstanding the increased 
activity of the police and the large amount of Rs. 4,682 granted as rewards 
in the course of the year. The Lieutenant-Governor concurs in this view. 
He is, however, consoled to know that the result of inquiries has shown 
that opium is really not largely consumed by tlie people of these districts. 
As long as this is not the case, with the great export opium revenue derived 
from these district.s, we cun well afford to spare the petty local revenue. 

• 16. But the wholesale mertrantilc smuiruling reported in paragraphs 
148 and 156-8 is a very much inoro serious ullair, and may liave vciy serious 
consequences if not put down with a strong hand, and the Lieutenant- wvernor 
desires that no stone be left unturned to this end. He is strongly of opinion 
that in the present state of communications, with free-trade, and absence Of 
custom lines search and restrictions, opium smuggling must be more 
severely punished than by fine, which can always be paid as part of the 
transaction, when the smugglers happen to be caught. It has lately come out 
that there was an organized system of sending illicit opium l)y rail to the Punjab 
carried on by Punjabees settled in the producing districts, and that there is, 
besides, a regular flow of similarly smuggled opium to Calcutta and Chander- 
nagore. It is hopeless to check this by the infliction of suchr punishment as 
is reported to have been awarded in the case noted in paragraph 15S, where an 
important seizure of illicit opium was made and the smugglers got off with a 
finfl of Rs. 250. Even putting the profit to bo made as low as Hs. 5 a seer, 
these men would, if undetected, have cleared some Rs. 1,500 by the transaction. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor is gratified at the zeal and efficiency 
which tile Member in cliarge considers Messrs. Hankey, Bay ley, Ravenshaw, 
and Colonel Dalton, have shown in the supervision of the ’working of the 
Excise Department in their respective divisions ; and his acknowledgments are 
due to all- the officers mentioned at paragraph 168 of the Board’s report. 

17. Ihe thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are again due to theMember 
in charge for the care and ability with which he has directed the administra- 
tion of the Excise Department during the year.

Tfae Annaal General Report of the Commissiooer of the Cbota Najj^pore DivuioD for the 
year 1872*73, with its encloeures. 

1. This division has had the unusual advantage of having been super* 
intended for a long series of years by one officer, and he an officer admirably 
fitted to deal with it, and who has rendered invaluable service in the manage* 
ment and development of the simple people of these Western Hill Tracts. As 
usual, tunder his care all has gone smoothly and well during the past year, and 
the Lieutenant*Govemor heartily thanks Colonel Dalton. The advance made 
by the people under his charge* during his incumbency has been very great 
indeed, and there are now probably no more peaceable and loyal subjects in any 
part of Her Majesty’s dominions. The disturbances and rebellions of former 
days have now wholly passed into oblivion. 

In particular, the ^neral prosperity of the Koles of the Singbhoom district 
is one of the most pleasing features. It is stated that when an eminent officer 
inspected the district in 1856, he was so struck with the savage bitrbarism of 
the rude population, that he doubted the expediency of encouraging the 
fhrther propagation of Kules, but now Captain Garbett says that their villages 
are often perfect pictures of comfort and prettiness. The brisk attendance 
and business done at markets, the increasing use of brass instead of earthen 
utensils, the more common wearing by the women of a better description 
of garment, and a dozen other inclinations, in themselves perhaps slight, but 
important in the aggregate, all attest the growing prosperity of the people. 

2. The sure, though somewhat slow, progress of tj[ic inquiry into and 
settlement of the old Bhuinhari tenures of the aboriginal tribes f)ut8 an end to 
the last ground of discontent, and if we can restrain landlords from a harsh 

* exercise of power, all will go well. The progress of Christianity among the 
people tends to make them independent. It may be hoped tiiat the officers 
of Government will be able to render their position tolerable, notwithstanding 
. the wide rights improvidently given to chiefs in the early days, when the only 
object was to proteetT the plains against the hill people, and the revenue was 
alienated to those who were bound to guard the passes, but have now almost a 
sinecure. The laeutenant*Govcrnor is sure that, as long as Colonel Dalton 
reigns in ChotaNagpore, the fair rights of the people, whether in the Bhuinhari 
tenures in the Ehnd&utti villages mentioned by him, or in any other form, will 
be maintained. Whether Act X of 1859 be strictly in force or not, the 
tenantry are entitled to at least all the protection which that Act afiords to 
occupancy ‘and other rights. His Honor notices what is said of the landlords 
in Maunbhoom, that they have served on their tenants notices of enhance- 
ments of rent at treble, .quadruple, quintuple, and even higher rates. The 
explanation of the talookdars, than which, as Colonel Dalton says, a mure uujust 
reason for enhancement could ni>t have been given, is that having accepted 
their talooks with a spurious rent-roll, according to which the head proprietor 
himself never dreamt of realizing, they were compelled to increase heavily to 
make some profit out of the transaction. Be that as it may. His Honor is 
certain that if justice is fairly done, such attem})t.s cannot succeed. 

8. Wages are perhaps lower iu Chota Nagpore than in any other part of 
India, but the Ideutenant-Govomor is very glad to sec how favorable and 
hop^ul, all things considered, is the Commissioner’s adbount of the con- 
dition of the people. This is mainly due to their freedom from prejudice 
and local ties, and their industrious disposition, which enables them to go forth 
from their own country to earn money by labor. Not only do very many thus 
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serve abroad, but a large proportion of those who do not emigrate for a longe r 
period go forth for labor in the season when they have little Work at home, apd 
bring back their modest earnings. In addition to this they have the advantage 
of their women working as well as the men. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor notices that in several parts of this division, 
e,g. in Kharakdea on one side and in Palamow on another, the system under 
whioh men, and even whole families, are held as hereditary bondsmen (to w^oh 
the LieutenantoGovernur has elsewhere several times alluded) is stul in full 
force. Colonel Dalton believes the system to be principally confined to Hindu 
or Hinduised tracts, and he hopes that the poorer aborigines do not submit to 
this bondage. We must gradually teach the humble people who submit to 
such a system that they have rights as other men. 

5. It is stated as the belief of the oificers of Government that, with the 
exception of the Rnjab of J ushpore. who subscribes to the Eduoation QxuseU«t 
no other native of Chota Nagporo takes in a newspaper. His Honor trusts that 
the new village education system, together with missionary teachers, will 
improve their knowledife. Sir George Campbell would prefer this to the 
suggestion of starting a Government Muniteur^ newspaper, with a monopoly of 
official intelligence. 

It is gratifying to observe that education has already, in fact, made con- 
siderable progress among the people. Tlie only schools in existenoe when 
Colonel Dalt<in took up his ap[iointment as Commissioner, were one at 
each of the Sudder Stations of Lohardugga. Maunbhoom, and Singbhoom, 
and a few missionary institutions. In 1871-72 the number of schools 
had risen to 220, with 6,508 pupils. Since the introduction of the new 
system the number of schools has risen to 571, with 15,871 pupils. The 
primary schools sanctioned for this division have been opened, and are as 
a general rule making fair progress. Colonel llowlatt, the Deputy Com- 
missioner of JMaunbhoom, has set about their establishment with energy 
and success. The missionary schools at lianehee are maintained on a very 
liberal scale, and are of immense importance, as through them there is a 
constant flow of the children of both sexes coming in wild from their homes, 
and after a few yeai% of training returning to them instructed, and, to some 
extent, civilized. 

6. The Commissioner reports favorably of tha changes of procedure 
effected by the new Criminal Procedure Code. The substitution of the Hindee 
character and language for the Hindustanee in tho offices of Hazareebaugh 
and Lohardugga is welcomed as a boon, says Colonel Dalton, by all the natives 
of the districts to which it applies. 

7* The Lieutenant-Governor regrets that the result of the mortuary 
statistics from selected areas in this division should not have been satisfactory ; 
but His Honor has every confidence that Colonel Dalton will spore no pains in 
perfecting his arrangements. The Lohardugga returns seem to be very fairly 
accurate. 

8. With regard to the Commissioner’s recommendation, that the registra- 
tion system should not he further extended in the Chota Kagpore division, and 
more particularly in the Lohardugga district, the Lieutenant-Governor observes 
that it is a new view of registration that it acts injuriously because the people 
are so improvident that it is undesirable to bind them down in that way. 
His Honor heartily shares in the feeling that in this country it is often very 
hard and unjust to enforce literally an engagement made between two very 
unequal parties, but tho regisirati n merely secures that the fact whether a 
document was executed or not should be attested. The effect of that document 
is another matter. So long as we allow such engagements and hold thfim 
binding, it can hardly be desirable to leave their genuineness in doubt. 

9. Vaccination is a question of great importance in Chota Nagpore^ as the 
practice of inoculation has been entirely disallowed. It is satisfactory to note 
that, as a rule, the old iuoculators take readily to vaccination if the means are 
placed at their disposal, and they arc allowed to carry it on in their own Ihs h i on 
with mystery and ceremony. 
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10. Although the country znembors of the differont Committees are said 
to be indiffesent to the proceedings, the Town Committees are active and 
intelligent, and take great interest in their duties ; and, as has been observed 
elsewtiere, this is especially the ctfse when tho supervision of the different 
divisions of the union is allotted to individi^ members. 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor highly approves of the system which the 
Commissioner has adopted with so much success in settling with villages. The 
objectionable practice of calling for offers when lenses fall in is abolished ; tho 
Court of Wards or Manager holds them direct till the assets are ascertained, and 
then they are usually leased to headmen representing the villagers ; where an 
old village system is found existing, it is upheld ; where vestiges of such nn 
institution are disccrnablc, it is re.stnred. A 'fair rent for the land is token, and 
irregular cesses' arc abandoned as new settlements are made. It has been found 
in practice that this system is highly appreeiuted by tho people ; and, as the 
income of the estates annually increases, it cannot be said that any action has 
been taken detrimental to the interests of the revenue receiver. 

12. The Lieutenant-Governor notices Avith nineh pleasure the success of 
Mr. Porbes’s administration of Pahimow. It is entirely owing, n rites the Deputy 
Commissioner, to Mr. Porbes’s personal attention and untiring energy that Dal- 
tongungehas been transferred from a jungly wasto into a really neat little town.

BEOISTBATION OF MAHOMEDAN MARRIAGES AND DIVORCES.

Tub Lieutenant-Governor has had under c:onsi derat ion the subject 
of the registration of Mali(»raedan inariiagis and the difficulties which are 
found to arise (especially in the crust cm di.^tdels) from the want of any 
functionary r.*cogiiized by tho .State to take f.iie of tite old Kazens in 

connection with the attestiitiou of j.uirriage and divorce. 'J’hc Mahomednn 
law seems to require or expra t that such things should bo attested by an 
officer appointed by tho ruling nower; and iTiG Honor has thought that a 
system of voluntary registra.ion o.' i larriigcs and divorces among Mahomodans 
might be set on foot, whica should remove muc.i of the present ground for 
complaint. 

2. I am to forward a f opy of a drift Bill framed with tliis object, and to 
request that you will report upon aff<*r consulting those official and non- 
official gentlemen of your dh ision wlu may bo best abh? to advise upon such 
a subject. The Lieutcnant-Govciuor’s i lea is to enable those who wish to 
make their domestic arrangements certai i to do so, without interfering with 
those who prefer si looser prac'ict;. ’’•'he arrangements between tho registrar 
and bis clients are also to be 1 d't enti.-ely to priv'ato i^cttlcmeul.

Whsbbar it is expodiont to mrke pro. 'siori f r tli« rolantury rcgistrntiop of Mnhoieedan 
narriag.'S and divorcee within the pi ivini’c.^ on.K - tho control of the Lioatonant-Governor 
of Bengal, and whereue it is ex])cdi<ni that Rogisirare ol erch marriages and divorces should 
be recognised and licensed by the local t>(-vc up.ciiI, ii is eiiuclid us follows 

1. It shall bo lawful for the Lion ten' .lit- G.'vrnor of i{eng.".l to issue a license to any 
person being a Mahomedan, either by l itino or us holding my office tor the time being, 
authoriei^ him to act as Registrar ol MuItoiM'dan niarri-igis and divorces. 

2. j^uh licenses may be giv^n on the rocouir.iciid.iiioii of the Magistrate of the district, 
or ttt Calcntta of the Comnussioner of Poii.v, to any mot.iber of any Mahomedan sect who 
yftP show that be is asually resdVleil to as a prole^' ioiis.l witness in such cai.es by bis oo- 
religiuniets, or that he has pructited th, duties o! K.azi, and that ha is well versed in 
Mahomedan law, provided always that eutisfactory evidcuoe is produced of hU being a person 
of good moral character. 
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3. No Mahomedan marriage or divoroe which would otherwise be valid shall be held 
to be invalid merely by reason of its not having been registered before a Aej^istrar lioensed 
under this Act. 

4. Each lioensed Registrar under this Act shay keep a Register Book in a form to be laid 
down by the local Government in which he ahull enter All marriages and divorces, -—the parties 
to which shall desire to have them so registered. He shall also, if requested at the time^ 
give an extract of any entry affecting them to either of the parties to such entry. 

5. The entry of any marriage or divorce in the Register Book shall be signed by the 
Registrar, and signed, sealed, or marked by the persons married or divorced, and shall be 
attested by at least, two credible witnesses who wore present at the ceremony, and every 
such entry'shuU be made in order from the beginning to the end of the book, and any 
extract of any ent ry given to the parties shall be numbered to correspond with the number of 
the entry in the Registejr Book, and shall be authenticated by signature of the Registrar. 

6. The Registrar shall keep safely the said Register Book until the same shall be 
filled, and shall then, or it ho shall leave the district, make over the same to the District 
Registrar of Assurances for safe custody. 

7. Any Registrar wiio shall di'-cover any error to have been committed in the form 
or substam^e of any such entry may, within one month next after the discovery of such error 
in the presence of the parties married or divorced, or in case of their death or absence in the 
presence of two other credible witnesses who shall respectively attest the same, oorreot the 
erroneous entry according to the truth of the case by entry in the rnn**gin withqnt 
any alteration of the original entry and slia llsigu the marginal entry, and add thereunto the day 
of the month and year whim siieh correction shall he made, and shall if possihle give or cause 
to be delivered a corrected copy of the extract to the parties to the original entry. 

8. Every Bcgist.rar shall at all reasonable times, and on the payment of such fees as may 
be agreed upon, search or permit search to be made in any such Register Books and shall 
give a copy under his hand of any entry or ent ries in the same. 

9. Every certified extract of any entry in any Register Book purporting to be signed 
by the licensed Kegistrur, shall he received as evidence of the marriage or divorce purporting 
to be so entered or of the facts purporting to be so certified therein, without further proof of 
such Register Book or extract, unless and until the genuineness of such entry or extract 
or the truth of the facts set out iii it be disproved. 

10. Whoever shall wilfully destroy or injure or cause to be destroyed or injured any 
such Register Book or any part thereof, or any such authenticated extract as aforesaid, or 
shall wilfully iusert or cause to be inserted any false entry in any such Register Book or 
authenticated extract, shall be punished with imprisuiiroent of either description, as defined in 
the Indian Penal Code, for a term which may extend to bcveu years, and shall also be liable 
to fine. 

11. It shall be lawful for the 'Lieutenant-Governor to draw up rules and prescribe forms 
for giving effect to the provisioi s of this Act, and to charge a fee not exceeding Rs. 2 for 
each license granted under the Act., provided always that no rule shall be laid flown tu interfere 
with the taking by any licensed Itegiairar from the parties to any marriage or divoroe of any 
fee, which oustum or his position may enlitle him to demand.

Obskrvation.— The promontory of Goalunclo was f-elcetcd ji.s the terminus of the Bastern 
Bengal Railway Extension from Koo.<<btea, because it- possc.'^sed u deep-water froutufre, and 
was near to the junction of the River (juntros and B]ahmaT>utra, hut soon after the Railway 
was openi doubts arose as to the permanence of this v.Q]i]abIe property. During the flood 
Beaeon of 1871 the encroacbments of the Itiver (4:iiigcs at, and above Ooalundo, caused much 
anxiety to the Engineers, and after ii conNultaiiiUi on the spot between the Agent of the 
Railway and the Consulting Engineer for (riiaraiiteed Railways, Calcutta, tlie Government 
of India were in May 1872, requested to sanction the expenditure of Ks. 7,500 from the 
capital funds of the Railway in the construction of a loose stone groin extending from the 
margin into the river. The main lin^ of railway ivas to bo prolonged into deep water, and 
the bank itself was to be formed of puddled clay, while its extremity and slopes were to be 

E rotectod by looBC stone pitching. It was hoped that the cneroachuiciits of the river wou|d 
e eiFectually stopped if this groin could be pen maiiently maintained in ihe position assigned 
to it, that the main stream of the Ganges would he diverted by means of tiiis groin, and that 
the rest of the promontory on the down-stream side, on which it was intended to build a 
railway town, would be rendered secure. In acording, smetion this small outlay, the 
Government of India, expressed their opinion that the maiiuenanco of the pro])osed groin, 
ftould be difficult, and doubted that the money could be mlvanvagcoosly sjicnt in oonteuding 
against the forces of such largo rivers as the Ganges uud Brahma putr:i at tboir couflaence in 
aUuvial soil. 

2. A larger sum than was anticipated was expended on thcacgivorks, wlii.'.h, however, 
failed during the floods of 1872. In the toilo wing December the Agent ut-ked for permission 
to expend lls, 1,71,405, cii further protective woiks, and proposed to obtain the advice of 
Mr. Bradford Leslie, for merly Chief llngiueer of the Eastern lb ugal Railway. On this 
application the Governor General in Council expressed coniiimcd doubts as to the successful 
result of the proposed works, but coDsidcriug the iiiiportaneo of the Goalundu inide, and the 
advantages attondTng the pooFession of a sheltered cccp-watcr frontage. His Excellency in 
Council agreed that another effort might be made to secure tiie site of the terminus on which 
buildings worth £50,000 had been erected, 

3. The Agei\t in India consulted Mr. Leslie, and after the Board of I^irectors had 
obtained the opinion of their Consulting Engineer in England, further operations were put in 
hand, which, with those already executed, were estimated to cobt up to 30tli September 1873, 
£52,791, including some imexpended material which was valued at £5,300. Tue state of the 
work in a report by the Consulting Engineer, dated lOth September 1873, is described as 
causing great anxiety,^’ although **tbe efforts of liio Company’s cdlieers bad not been thrown 
away, for the spur has eo far withstood the tlo< ds and the main stream of the Gauges is 
effectually deflected to the north as desired.” The spur had by tiicauH of this laigc cxi'cndu 
tore been maintained, but the erosion abo /o the spar h id not been clu^eked, ami tiie embank- 
ment was reported as presenting twir^ as much surface to the current as it did at the com« 
mencemeiit of the season, and as being in consiquetice proportionally w« aker. 

4. The Lieutonant-Governor ol Bengal has watched with interest the efforts which 
have been made by the Engineers of the Eastern Bengal Railway, btcaiue Ilis Honor hopes 
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that, in the not distant future, a railway may be constructed throuorh the country east of the 
Brahmaputra joining Asaam to the Eastern B«»ngal Railway at Goaliindo. Sir Oeorae 
Campbell believes that to tho stem the rivers where the two great streams meet is an imperial 
work, *and considerd that Goalundo is the only place whore, if art be superadded to a natural 
foundation, a fixed point maf be obtained. His Honor wishes to have a wharf or pier on the 
Goalundo clay as a fixed and permanent point of departure for all the Bastoi^n districts and 
countries, and sujrgests that the Government of India should help the Eastern Bengal Railway 
Company in completing a work, which he fears may be beyond the means of a comparatively 
small Company. 

6. The Governor General in Council is thus urged on the one hand to sanction the 
expenditure of gurunteed capital by the Railway Company, and on the other to permit the 
outlay of unknown, but large amount from the imperial treasury, and before proceeding 
further, His Exeellenoy in ^Council desires to review the position, ghd the endeavour to 
determine what is the rigtit course for the Government of India to pursue. The Railway 
Company have already spent £50,000 in trying the protect the site of their partially formed 
terminus at Goalundo. of tlieir efforts to arrest the erosion, if effectual, would encourage tho 
process of silling. The Licutcnant-(iovern(»r desires to maintain a fairly rapid current in 
front of the proposed jetties, in order to keep the channel clear lor the approach of steamers, 
at all seasons, without en(ian<ji:cring the stability oi the artificial works, or of the natural 
bank behind them. In either case the work is- one of great difficulty in a net- work of large 
rivers, such as. those which meet at Goalundo, and arc, in addition, affected by the tides of 
the sea ; and considering also what large advances the rivers buvu made in past times in 
the same direction as the present erosion. 

0. Before deciding whether now works of any kind shall bo undertaken at Goalundo, 
His Excellency in Council de>ircs that the subject shall be thoroughly investigated by a 
Committee of expcricneod Kngincers unconnected with tho Eastern Bengal Railway works, 
whose opinions will, in any case, be valuable to the Railway Company and to the Government 
of Bensral, in showing what measures are desirable to meet the acknowledged difficulties. 
The following rcmaiks will direct the general scope of the deliberations of this committee 

la/.— The opinion of the Committee is desired as to the possibility, at reasonable expense, 
*of preB»»rving the existing Railway terminus at Goalundo. 

If the CoBiiniltce think that such preservation is possible, they should state 
wluther the advantage to be gained by incurring the necessary expense is suffici- 
ent to justify that exi>eose, and what measures they recommend for adoption. 

Srif. — If the preservhlion is considered to be imposeible, or if corresponding advantage is 
probably not to be gained, the Committee should saj^ what, if any, action they 
rec<*mmendcd under all the circumstances of the case. 

7. The Governor General in Council believes that the under-mentioned offioers will 
form a Cummiticc, whose opinions will be entitled to fall respect

His Excellency in Council trusts that Mr. Sibley will be willing to serve on the 
Committee, and that the Agency of tin; E.tst ludian Railway wi'l consent to bis doing so. 
The Committee should tne«'t at an early dat^, and should lake and record the evidence of the 
local Engineers, whether in the employment of the Guaranteed Company, or of the Govera- 
ment, and also of such oflioers as the Lieutenant Governor of Bengal may depute. The 
r<*|>ort hy the Committee should be in every wa}' full and complete for the information of the 
Goveriimcnt of India. ^ • 

OuhEit. — Ordered, that copy of this Resolution, with copies of the papers read, be 
f rwarded to the Goveniin(3nt ol llengal, in reply to the concluding paragraph of Mr. 
CotiOQ^s letter No. I-th Se}>tembcr lh73, and with the request that the services 

of Colonel Gulliver may be madi' iivailable to s^-rve on the Committee, and that all officers 
required by the Committee, and able to give valuable information^ may be directed to attend. 

That ei)py be forwarded to the Coiisulling £n ^incer to*the Government of India for 
Guaranteed Railways at Calcutfa ^br information, and communication to the Agent of the 
EubWn Bengal Railway, with the rt>(pi>'sl. that the oBiceis of that Railway may be desired 
to afford all faeiliiics and imbrinati m required by the Committee; also to the President and 
to the three official Members of the propos ;d Coiniuittce for information and guidance; also 
to the Agent oi the East Indian Uaiiwuy, with the request that the Government of India 
may be favoured with the assistance of M l'. G Sibley, the Chief Engineer, witii whom the 
President of the ('orumitiee will cominnn uate. 

Ordered also, that the proceedings be reported to the Secretary of State.

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SOABCITY AND BELIEF. 


Circular No. 80, dated Calcutta, the 17th November 1873. 

From — C. Bbbnaru, Eso., OIRciating Secretary to the Government of Bengal, 

To— All Commissioners of Divisions, and to all Magistrate-Collectors. 

1 AM directed to forward copies of the papers margi&ally noted, beiu{* 

the orders of the Government of India in regard 
QovornmsBt of ludis Reaoiation Oated to tlic moasures which the Govemmcnt of Bengal 
7th Novem^isw. and its officers may properly take to help the 

dated 1|| iiovember 1878. with minntei couutry and tlio people through tho impending 

scarcity and distress. 

Yho orders of the Government of India 
being\|pil|raed to this oletter in full, the Lieutenant-Governor does not deem 
it imcesd|||||^ to again over the whole ground embraced by those instructions ; 
and ke wuT only now state briefly how matters appear to stand, and on what 
speoial points immediate action or further report is required from local officers. 

Sufficient replies have come in to Circular No. 70, dated 13th October 
last, to show that, roughly speaking, extreme failure of crops will probably 
be cdhflned to— - 

(1.) All the districts of the Patna Division. 

■ (2.) All the districts of the Bhaugulpore Division, exoept the Sontlial 
Fergunnabs. 

(3.) The districts of Dinagepore, Bungpore, and Bograb, and parts of 
Biyahabye, Maldah, and Moorshedabad, in the Kujshahyc Division. 
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In other districts there vdll he short props, but in the districts And parts of 
districts abovcnatncd the whole yield of all the food-crops of 1873-74 will, 
unless copious rain falls at a very early date, probably be below a sia-anna 
crop all round; and relief works on a more or less extended scale will be 
required soon. There are other districts or parts of districts where the crop 
has been short, and where relief works may be required a little later if not 
now, such for instance ns the Maunbhoom district, much of the Burdwan 
Division, and some limited portions of the Presidency Division. But in all 
these distriets the harvests all round arc expected to give an eight-anna crop ; 
and though food will bo dear, there will, it may be hoped, be no general and 
complete failure of the food-supply.. Por the present, then, and for the pur- 
poses of theso orders, the tracts named in the first part of this paragraph 
will be treated as the distressed districts. At the same time the ('ommis* 
sioners of Burdwan and Chota Nagporc should watch narrowly whether 
large portions of the Burdwan Division and the Maunbhoom district may require 
to be brought within this category. Some relief measures will no doubt 
necessary in these tracts where there is a largo laboring population, many of 
whom may be without employment as soon as the rice harvest is oter. 

3. The policy indicated by the Oovcrnmcmt of India is briefly as 
follows 

FIRSTLY. — Government will look to the natural operations of trade to 
import the food required to fill the deficit in the local supply in the districts 
whore the crop has failed. By way of facilitating this trallic, the Government 
has reduced by one-half the railway grain rates, and has also ordered the 
temporary abolition of all road^ toll-bars, or tolls on ferries which can 
in dry weather be crossed by a ford or a causeway. The tolls on ferries 
where boats must be used to ferry caris across arc to be reduced to the lowest 
tariff that w'ill remunerate the boatmen. Further, the Government has put a 
steamer and flats to ply on the Ganges from Koosht(>ah to Kajshahye, and has 
ordered a small light draught steamer with fiats to ply on the inland waters of 
Rajshabyc. Al^ that local officers have to do is to see that neither at ferries, 
nor at railway [stations, nor at ghfits, nor on rivers, are any unauthorized 
difficulties placed in the way of, or dues levied upon, the transport of grain, 
and that the roads are put in order, and every facility given for traffic. . 

4. In places likely to be in want where there may not bo traders of 
sufficient means and in sufficient numbers to import food to fill the deficit in 
the food supplies, or where for any reason the natural flow of trade is slow 
and difficult, the Government is ready to aid and promote the natural trade of 
the country by making advances of money, either — 

(flr) To zemindars, planters, or others under paragraph 2fi of the Govern- 
ment of India roholution of the 7th jN orember 1873, on condi- 
tion that they will import grain from a distance and sell it as 
near possible at cost price, all expenses included, 

(6) To traders and others of a safe and responsible character, who will take 
the moi’i ' at a moderate interest of 0 per cent, per annum, and 
will engage to import grain from a distance without any conditions 
as to the rate or manner of their selling it. 

The lieutenant-Govcmor delegates to district officers in the distressed 
districts the power of making such advances, where necessary, up to a limit of 
Rs. 2,000 to any one person ; and to Commis.sioners in those districts the 
power of sanctioning advances up to a limit of Rs. 10,000 to any one person. 
Larger advances may bo specially sanctioned, or a larger discretion may be 
allowed on a representation of the circumstances. 

In the former class of advances, an undertaking must be taken from the 
person receiving the advance that he will sell the food purchased to his distressed 
neighbours as nearly as possible at cost price, and that he will repay the advance 
without interest before the 31st December 1874, or will produce full and complete 
accounts to show why Government should forego any portion of the repayment. 

In the latter class of advances, it will bo necessary merely to stipulate 
that the supplies wiU be drawn from districts beyond those to which the scarcity’ 
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extends, and for repayment of the principal and interest by the end of 1874 or 
any earlier date that may be arranged. It will also be desirable to stipulate 
for the occasional inspection of the grain invoices (cbalans) of such dealers in 
order to verify that they really do import their grain from a distance. 

The Iiieateoant*Oovernor has full conddence that district officers will know 
\ what persons can be trusted to act fairly by Government and by the people in 
respect of advances of these kinds. In regard to all advances for grain, the 
Lieatenant«Govemor thinks it essential that it should be a distinct stipulation 
that the purchases should be made and the grain imported at a very early date 
to be specified, so that tho means of carriage now existing may bo utilised to 
the utmost. If the purchasers arc allowed to delay, and tho despatches do not 
come tin February or March, all tho dlfficalty which the Lioutonant'Oovernor 
apprehends from a block of carriage wiU probably arise and the advances will 
do very little good. 

6. SECONDLY. — Government recognises that many of the labouring 
classes, and of all those people who have neither money nor credit, wiU 
as soon as the reaping of the rico crop and sowing of the cold weather crops 
have been completed or abandoned, and before the prospects of the spring 
crops have declared themselves, bo unable io earn money or wages. Such 
people will probably before very long come upon relief works, if only wo 
have a sufficient number of works spread over the country to give thorn 
labour near their homes as sbon as they arc ready to take it. Tho Government 
undertakes tho relief of distress in this form, either directly by public works, 
or indirectly by advancing money to responsible persons who will undertake 
beneficial local and private works. 

6. Already there have been begun in the distressed districts — 

(а) The two new branches of the Soane Canal in Shababad, while the 

old branches already in progress are being carried on in Patna 
and Gya. 

(б) The Gunduk embankment in Sarun and Cbumparun. 

(c) The earthen embankments of tho Northern Bengal Railway in tbo 

Bajshabyc, Bograh, Dinagepore, and Rungporo districts. 

These three are works for which the Government of India will provide 
or advancatho funds. 

Farther, tho Lioutenonl-Govemor at his recent interviews with tho 
Commissioners of Patna, Bhaugulporo, and Bajshabyc, has sanctioned tho 
immediate commencement of work at as many points as possible, on 

(d) The series of North Ganges emigration roads which are to lead from 

Sariin, Tirhoot, Mongbyr, and Bhaugulpore, through the Purneah, 
Maldah, and Dinagepore districts, to Bungporc, Bograh, and the 
Berhampooter ; and thence to Assam, Cachar, and other eastern 
districts beyond the Berhampooter which are in want of labor. 

(a) A variety of local roads in the Patna and Bhaugulpore Divisions 
which the Lieutenaiit-Governor approved in %onferenco with tho 
leeol officers. 

(/) Local roads in the BajshahjfO Division which the Lieut onant- 
Govornor has authorised tho Commissioner and Mr. Bobinson 
to commenoo at once at their discretion, according to the necessity 
oir the casot 

Work has been already commenced in the Burdwan Division on 

(ff) The new cut from the Damoodah into tho Kaua Nuddcc,by which it 
is hoped to procure a supply of water for the present season, as 
well as to make a groat permanent imjirovcmcnt. 

Tbo Lieutenant-Governor has moreover given directions to prosecute— 

(h) Road fund roads goncrnlly throughout tho country which the local 
authorities have been desired to press on wherever they arc wanted 
for the purpose of giving employment to peoplo thrown out of 
work. The Lieutenant-Governor has promised that in ^uch 
cases, whenever tho works get beyond tho means of the local 
funds, aid will freely bo given. 
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7. Farther detaile of the works to be undertaken will be settled as soon 
as possible. 

The f^eneral statements of relief works which have been already prepared 
in compliance with the orders of Government contained in Cireular No« 27, 
dated 19tli Juno 1872, are being printed for circulation; and* by a selection 
from, and, if necessary, addition to these, it may be hoped that suffieioat 
employment will be everywhere provided. 

8. In regard to the preparation for, and commencement of, relief works 
wherever they are required, it may bo well to repeat here the orders passed by 
tlio Lieutenant-Governor in his note on Patna affairs, dated the 29th October, 
to tlie following effect : — 

“ In tiiis view I have told the district officers that they should lose no time 
in cOmnienchig ordinary earthwork on roads, &c., at as many places as possible. 
1 am glad to iind that tliuir attention has been already given to the point, and 
they have generally work of some kind ready wliicli can bo advantageously 
undertaken witliout delay. This tliey will do, giving the ordinary wages of 
the coutitry. And by the aid of their general information, and the index 
afforded by the woiks in hand, they will judge of the necessity for more 
extended works and fur food relief in each part of tho country. I have told 
them that as soon as the demand ior labor exceeds the resources of their local 
funds, money for uoiks, where relief is n(‘cessary, will be supplied without 
stint. TJio great thing is that they should prepare beforehand, and peg out 
(by a centre line only) roads and other works on which relief labor may be 
exjK'nded to the permanent advantage of the country. 

*'The Commissioner will occupy himself in settling tho works in the 
various districts that may host be undertaken. 1 have authorized tho enter- 
tainment of special men for the design and superin tondence of works." 

9. His Excellency the Viceroy has been good enough to promise for 
temporary employment in Bengal and Belmras many Engineers and competent 
young military oillcers as cun he spared. These young officers will bo available 
for directing relief works in the distressed districts. Meantime the local 
officei 8 should, bs far as possible, peg out the lines of road and set them going. 
Ttio simple forms of account in w'hich the district road fund works are kepi 
will ‘suffice ior the relief w'orks. 

10. Tho Lieutenant-Governor would wish to receive from tho Commis- 
sioner, as soon as they can be sent, lists of tlu* local relief works commenced 
or proposed in each distressed district, with memoranda of (a) the additional 
establishment to be entertained upon relief works, and (6) the probable 
monthly expenditure upon tho works, supposing the people to flock freely 
to them. After the list has been sent the Licuteuant- Governor would 
wish to have, in the weekly nan alive described below, an account of the 
relief works prepared and actually begun in each district. Simple forms of 
return showing tho operations at each relief work will shortly be circulated, 
as was done in iHCt^ 

11. TmitDLY, — The Government recognises that, if it collects large 
bodies of people together on relief works, it must provide food for them ; 
that if the ordinary traders do not supply sufficient food close at hand, 
the Government must either pay the laborers partly in grain, or provide 
food for them to buy. Wo must not throw the sqpport of & large body of 
laborers upon an impoverished tract where the food-supplies barely suffice for 
the ordinary population. In iulfilmi'nt of this obligation the Government 
and its officers are laying in supplies of rice and other grain, which will be 
forwarded as soon as possible to places of storage near relief works in the 
distressed districts. 

The restriction placed on Government officers in obtaining these 
supplies \s, first, that tliey should, as far as possible, operate through the trade ; 
secondly, that they must get grain for such storage from a distance; and, thirdly, 
that they must not store grain except at oentres of relief works where the 
local supply cannot be depended on to suffice for the wants of the laborers. 

12. As long as local supplfcs are pretty cheap and plentiful, it will be best 
to establish and house close to each relief work dealers who will sell on their 
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own acootmt with or without advances. When the local rates for grain come to 
something like famine rates, fall below sa; ten seers per rupee, the Government 
must supply food. It would then be advisable to hire bunneahs or weighmen 
to sell on Government aocoxmt next door to the works. It is certainly, the 
lieutenant^Govemor believes, better to pay the laborers in cash, and to let 
them buy what they want next door, rather than actually pay their wages in grain. 
Colonel Baird Smith, in his report on the famine of 1861, truly points out that 
much inconvenience may be caused by paying wages in kind to laborers who 
are driven to barter at a disadvantage their grain for salt, pepper, earthen 
pots, and such other necessaries as they are obliged to procure. It is a very 
simple operation to give each iman the pice he has earned, and let him take as 
much or as little as he likes in grain at the Government store close by. 

18. The first thing to he done in regard to storing grain by the local 
officers is to select places and sites for store^houscs at relief works ; to hire 
or construct temporary storage-houses ; to determine to what railway or river- 
side stations Government grain should bo consigned from Calcutta or else- 
where; and above all, to ascertain and arrange the means of transporting the 
grain from those stations to the works. Local officers should notify to Govern- 
ment as soon as possible the places selected for railway and river stations to which 
Government grain for relief works should be consigned, the points chosen 
for storage, the steps taken to prepare store-houses, and the arrangements 
for carriage which they mal^e or have in view. 

14. When Government grain has been delivered at stations cn the railway 
or rivers, this question of transporting the grain to the places where it is to 
be used will remain the most important and difficult of all. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is aware that Commissioners and district officers in the distressed 
districts are considering this question, and he would wish to have an early and 
most careful report upon — 

(a) The means of transport from the nearest railway 'or river-side 
. station to the centres of relief works or distress ; whether the 
communications are liable to intcrru[)tlou from tbe weather or 
any other cause ; and in what way the means of transport could 
be increased, if necessary. 

The roadside stations and other places where foddor for cattle should 
be collected to aid transport. 

15. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot too much repeat that very special 
attention is necessary to the need for testing and perfecting our transporting 
agency and appliances at as early a date as possible. lie desires to point 
out how very much easier transport will bo during tbe next two or three 
months, when roads are pot choked up and fodder is abundant, than in 
the hot season when there may be a rush and a panic, when the weather 
will be unfavorable, when forage will be very scarce, and when cattle will 
bo dying. Sir George Campbell’s great wish is to sec all possible means of 
carriage, to places where grain will bo w’anted, fully utilised and drawn 
together from all available sources at once, so tliat CAvernment may be 
in the best position when emergency coracs. So far as tbe common weal is 
concerned, it comes to much the same whether the transporting agency is 
used by private persons or by public officers. If tbe private traffic is quite 
fully using and drawing together all possible means of carriage, well and good ; 
we need not seek to inteifore with such a traffic. If not, the Government officers 
will have to promote the transport of grain to places where it will be wanted 
both by advances for importation, and hy importing for relief works. In some 
way we should attract and use fully all possible means of carriage to the 
distressed tracts. 

16. FOURTHLY. — The Government cannot avoid facing the probability 
that eventually, if events turn out unfavorably, it may become necessary in many 
places to distribute charitable relief to the old, to children, to persons in 
reduced health, and to others who may be uuablc to do a full day’s work. This 
must be done as soon as the necessity really arises. This business of gratui- 
tous relief will be entrusted to relief committees in each district or sub-division, 
or part of a sub-division. 
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17. His Excellency the Viceroy, after consulting the Ideutenant-Oovemor 
and his oflScers, has decided that the appointment of relief committees for the 
purpose is, speaking generally, not, so far as we can see, necessary at present. 
But a discretion is left to local officers to start committees and b^in relief 
arrangements in any tracts where such a measure may at any time prove 
emergently and clearly necessary. 

When it is evident that such relief must he given in any district, the 
Magistrate will call a meeting of Native and European gentlemen who may 
be willing to servo on relief committees ; he will notninato branch committees 
under the sub-divisional officers or other fit persons ; he will raise such private 
subscriptions as he can obtain ; and will report his action to Government and to the 
Commissioner. The Government will at once make to every relief committee 
a grant equal to the amount of its private subscriptions, and may. when distress 
goes very far, bo still more liberal. If a relief committee requires grain for 
its relief houses, before it can import for itself, the Magistrate will have 
authority tp advance all the grain he can spare from the Government stores 
collected for laborers on relief works. 

A collection of the orders of Government issued in previous years of 
distress, regarding the time and manner of relief, with forms in which accounts 
should be kept and rendered, have b('cn compiled, and will be digested and 
circulated in continuation of the present orders, with instructions applicable 
to the present time. 

18. Meantime, thougii as regards charituhle relief we are not to com- 
mence active operations, it is most necessary to prepare all the necessary 
machinery for establishing relief houses and for giving such relief (short only 
of collectiug grain specially for the purposed, so that \ve may he fully prepared 
if the necessity arrives. His Excellency the Viceroy specially dwells on the 
need for doing this at once. 

District officers in distressed tracts will accordingly consider imTnediatoly and 
carefully report at what places relief committees may eventually have to be 
appointed ; they will have to prepare beforehand lists of gentlemen who will 
servo on those committees. They must especially mark out the places and sites 
at which the nebessary slicds, godowns, and oi her a(?commodation for relief- 
houses will bo required if the scarcity should unhai>pily merge into famine. Each 
district and sub-divisional officer should prepare, and have by him for future use, 
a map of his district or sub-division showing the proposed sites for rtdief centres. 
They should provide for three grades of famine, tlms — for comparatively mild 
famine there would be a few relief centres at large places or in specially impo- 
verished tracts; if distress Ijcconics keener, places of relief will have to be moqp 
numerous; and if unhappily the very worst comes over large tracts, the number 
of relief centres will have to he largely in«jreahed so’us to he within reach of all. 
The sites for relief stations for each grade of distress should be distinguished 
on the district otrieer’s map by a different mark. These sites, it should bo borne 
in mind, must bo selected after careful local inquiry .and then entered on the 
map ; they must m t merely be marked on a map without knowledge of the 
ground. Complete plans sliould be drawn out showing the establishment and 
arrangements that will be required at each relief-lmuse as it is opened, and 
as far as possible men should be .sele<!ted, and all that can be thought of by 
way of anticipation should be planned out so as to he re ady to bi-gin effectively 
the moment the necessity arrives. ^ • 

19. FIFTHLY. — The Government wishes to enlist municipalities, land- 
holders, and others, in the w'ork of providing labor in tlie distressed districts. 
A credit of ten. lakhs of rupees has bccu nnnb* to tKc* Bengal Government 
from which minor loans of this kind can be granted for these objects. Larger 
loans will be referred to and sf»ecdily disposed of by the Government of 
India. Municipal imdies cannot, as thei law stands, sp«‘nd municipal money 
on poor-houses or on relieving tlm necessity of tiieir poor. But if any muni- 
cipality in the distressed (li.^tricts lias ready any schtmi'* for drainage, embank- 
ment, or water-supply, or for opening out new si reels and roads, such as will 
give labor to unskilled workmen, tin? Lieutenant-Governor will he very ready 
to consider any proposal for making a loan to such municipality under the 
Local Public Works Loans Act. Chairmen of municipalities must bear in mind 


\ 
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thB soreral he^s of information required regarding applications for such loans, 
as set forth in the roles published at pagei 1218 of the Calcutta Gazette of the 
29th October 1873. Already the Lieutenant-Governor has granted a large 
sum from provincial funds over and above the original grant towards the 
Burdwan city water-works scheme. The Dacca water-works scheme and the 
Gheor Canm loan in the same district will, it is hoped, be very shortly sanc- 
tioned. The Cbuprah city embankment scheme is a type of the work that 
might usefully bo kept in hand on the present occasion. 

2Q. Where no schemes for works of this kind are ready or are required, 
then the Lieutenant-Governor suggests that many municipalities and townships 
should take advantage of the drought and abundance of labour to cleanse, 
deepen, and otherwise improve ttio public tanks, wells, or other sources of 
public water-supply within their boundaries. For such an object loans could 
be granted, and the labour so afftrdc^d could l)e of the very best kind for relief 
works. The Lieutenant-Governor is considering whether in any points the 
ordinary rules can bo relaxed, and orders on tins subject will, if necessary, be 
issued. 

21. As yet the system of advances for improvements on the land (what 
are called in oilier parts of India tuccavee advances,) has not obtained much 
in Bengal. Kecently the Lieiuenant-Govtirnor has received a report from 
Maunbhoom tliat zemindars and villug(;rs in that district bad already drawn 
out in small sums some Jis. 6,000 lor tuccavee advances, and that more 
money w'as wanted. Jteports IVom Bancoorah, the Sontbal Pergunnabs, and 
other districts, also say that the ryots and villagers generally liave iind 
the need for wati;r-storage brought home to them very keenly this year, 
and that they are anxious to prosecute and extend petty works of this kind 
during the present year. In the Burdwan and Hooghly districts the need of 
arrangements for the storage of good water and the drawing off of Imd water 
has long been recognized botli by Government and the people. 

22. The Lie.uleuam'-Governor i»avticularly wishes tlmt all such works 
should be promoted, and tliat land- holders and villagers should be encouraged to 
take out Government loans ihcrofor, especially in the districts the Burdwan 
Division. The rules for making agricultural advance's were published at page 
826 of the Calcutta Gazette of the Dtli July 1873. 8oaie Bengal ollicers have 
pointed out that the rules .arc cumbrous, and require too much detailed sup'T- 
vision of works for pmctical enforeenieiit at. a season like the present. The 
Lieutenaiit-GovcTnor intimates that, in aeef)rdan(!e with the permission given 
him by the Government of India, he will shortly issue inslruetions showing 
h<^ far the provisions of the rule'! <j«oted above >uay bi^ relaxed. 

23. The (iovernrajnt furt tier y)romises tliat it will be ready to defray a 
portion, not more than one-third, of tho cost <»f potty villagr3 works (executed* 
with Goverurnent loans during the peri'nl ending in July 1874) whioh directly 
jmprovc .the drinking W'ater-sujtply of tlie jivople, or arc shown to be of direct 
advantage to tlie general public, in any of the distressed districts, or in any 
part of the districts of Hurd wan amt Hooghly. Tiic fiitl loan will sl.ahd 
against the borrower in tho Government hooks until tljc work is done; vrheu 
it shall have been reported upon by Government offieers, found t.o be good, and 
to contribute directly to the waier-supply or general well-being of any village 
or tract, the Goverurnent will write oil" a sum not exceeding one-third of ttic 
loan as the Gov^irnrrient liJiare of tlie outlay. 

21. It will he for district and sul)-<U visional offieers to make known as 
far as possible the readinc'^s wf Guvcrninenl to grant thi-sc loans on favorable 
terms for village works and laud impruveiuenis. They are at the same time 
reminded that under Kulc 19, page 82b of the Gatoutta Gazette of the 9th 
July 1873, the Commissioner and the district officers have authority to sumnion 
such loans with reference to superior authority up to a limit of Its. 60U .and 
Rs. 6,000 respectively. If the Commissiotier ol any distressed division can 
point out any particulars in which iht^ Tuccavee Loatt Rules (above cit'd) may at 
the present juncture be advantageously relaxed, tiu' liieutcn.'int-Governor will 
be most ready to consider any recommendation in that r<.'gard. The Commis- 
sioner of Burdwan has been already asked to prepare suggestions on tins 
subject. Sir George CamphelTs bcliei is that in some districts (especially those 





where the ground undulates, like Bancuorah, Beerbhoom, and Oya), the people 
will be glad to take tuccavee loans if- only the intentions of GoTerament are 
known to them, and if responsible Goyernment officers give them the money 
promptly in full, and do not let it filter through a number of subordinate 
officials with many delays and difficulties. 

25. Meantime, for advances for works of the kinds described in the 
foregoing paragraphs 19 to 24 the Lieutenant-Governor has assigned a credit of~- 

Threo laklis to the Patna Division.

Each Commissioner will notify to his district officers, and will report to 
Government, how much of the divisional grant he makes available for each 
district of the division. 

For the purchase of grain for relief works and advances to private persons 
for the purchase of grain, under the instructions conveyed in paragraph 4, a 
liberal credit has already been given to the Commissioners of Patna, Bhagulpore, 
and llajshahye. 

26. In regard to the promotion of emigration to the tea districts or to 
other parts of the country where population may be sparse (paragraph 30 of 
the Government of India Resolution, dated 7th November), the Lieutenant- 
Governor will issue instructions hereafter. 

27. The Licutcnnnt-frovcrnor docs not wish to burden divisional and 

district officers with the obligation of furnishing more rofiorts and returns than 
can ])Ossibly be hclpc d. lie is glad to know that officers will do their very 
best, whether they are called ujjon to report or not. But still the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, the Government of India, and the public, must bo kept 
informed as far as possible of what is being done, of what money is being 
spent, and of, the state of the country generally. I am accordingly to 
request that a ivcckly narrative may be sent from each district on Moneys, 
bringing the account of affairs all over the district dow'u to the latest infor- 
mation knowu at tlic head>quarrcr station on tiiat day. i'he writing of this 
narrative had bcttc^r bo entrusted t > one of the best officers at head-quarters, 
but of course the M agistrato, if he is present, will add or insert such remarks 
as he may sec fii, and tho narrative will give his views and be written in his 
behalf. A copy of such narrative should he sent to the Commissioner, unless 
he is on the spot and sees fit to dispense with its transmission. For the present a 
temporary clerk on Ks, 60 a montli may be added to the Magistrate-Collectors 
office of each distressed district, for tho conduct of eorrespondonee i-egarding 
the scarcity. Copies of ouch narrative will be sent to the Commissioner and 
Magistrutc-CoUcoior concerned, from the Bengal Secretariat, as soon as they 
are printed, so as to facilitate reference to previous reports, and to deviate 
repetition. t

In reply to yoiir Circular No. 70, dattnl 13tli October, on the subject of 
special report on crops, 1 have tlie honor to submit copy of a rcipurt from tbe 
Collector of Balasore. 

2. A special report has been submitted to you direct from the Collector 
of Cuttack. 

3. No report ha.s as yet berm received from Poorcc, but it has been 
called for. 

4. My own experience of four years in Balasore enables me to coittirm, in 
every particular, the report of the Officiating ('ollector of that district ; and it 
is creditable to* him that he should in so short a time have made himself so 
well acquainted with the circumstances of his district. 

6. Both reports fully hear out the opinion I have often before expressed 
tliat Orissa is a groat exporting country, and in the pr(‘sent scarcity in Bengal, 
I think the attention of meijcliants should lx* directed to the ports of this 
province as places where rice is to he obtained cheaply and abundantly. At 
present the Madras people are carrying away large quantitie.s of grain which a 
little energy on the part of tiie Calcutta nierehants would enable them 
to secure. 

6. At this season of the year the Orissa ports are easily accessible. They 
will continue so till March ; but by the end of January a large proportion of 
the stocks available for export, if not inliTccptod, will have left the provinco 
for Madras. 

7. There is ample store of grain in hand, but m\ich of it is hold by 
persons who M’ill not export, as they hold it for the y»urpose of lending it on 
interest to thou* own and neighbouring cultivators. 

8. No scarcity is to he apprehended in any part of Orissa. Kven in the 
few scattered jjorfions of Balasore, whieli are rather ])adly o/f, prices are still 
moderate, and adjacent canal works will afford sustenance to the poorer classes.

I HAVB the honor to furnish the special crop report called for in Govern- 
ment Circular No. 70, dated the 13th October 1S73. 

2. I append seriadm replies to the questions ])ut by (lovcrnment. I 
trust that these replies contain full inforniatii'ii on the condiyon of the crops. 

3. There can bo no doubt that the ])roiJuet> of tlu' season 1873-74 will 
suffice — and more than suffice — for the consumption of tlie di.strict. The subject 
thi refore, upon which a few general remarks seem ejill(>d for, is the nianncr in 
wdiich, and the extent to wdiicli, the district will be affeetod by the scarcity 
which is cxpectej^ elsewhere. 

4. Balasore is a rice-txporting di.strict, and exports both by sea and land. 
Export by sea takes place from seven dillVrcnt jjorts situated on the coast 
between the Soohurnorekha and ByturHcc rivers, from which rice is carried to 
Calcutta and the Madras ports, and in smaller qtiautities to Ceylon, the 
Maldives and Laccadives. The following figures show the .quantities of rice 
annually exported by sea since tbe furaiiio : —

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0. At the present lime exportation by sea is goini' on witu its usual 
briskness at this season. Xlie rivers arc full of .sloops, and Madras merobants 
and their agents are making pureh.ascs all O' er the district. Where the drought 
had caused a certain aniounl of famiue in the district during the first half of 
October, frequent rcfirosentaiious were made to me to the elFect that the only 
chance of averting a faiAine lay in (ixpclling the rice traders from the district. 

7. Oonsiderable quantities of rice are now Iciiving the district along the 
Trunk Road. It is carried in carts and on pack bullocks, and its destination 
is Midnaporc, and even llanigango and Garbntta. 

8. At the time of the {tanic alluded to in itarasraph 6, the rice market 
tightened very uiueli, J»ut priees were .at once relaxed by the rainfall of the 
middle of October. Tlu! prices arc iu»w low, but with a rising tendency. I 
liavc reason to believe that a very marked rise will occur after the 8th instant, 
the last day of payment of tin* 16-anna insfciluient, of Government revenue. 
Kyots have laitoriy been bringing larg(‘ quantiti(*s of rice into tl»o market 
under the i)re.ssuve*piit ni)oji them by the zemindars in realizing their rents. 

9. The rice ex])f)r1(!d is last season’s j*iei', mixed with sofiio of the calier 
varieties of the presept season. l Uese early kinds are very coarse and scarcely 
find a sale unless mixed with grain of a better quantity. 

10. The follow ing table shows accurately the prices of Innskcd rice as 
they stood on the 3.st November at eight out of the nine police-stations in the

11. To tin* best of my judgment there is no ground for apprehending 
distress or scarcity during ttic present season in Jlalasorc. The expense, 
diflieulty, and t-edieusness of communication w'itb Orissa is too great to permit 
of its being easily drained of so bulky a commodity as riecs. Thuro is also the 
important consideration that, the class which always sulFers most severely in a 
Bengal famine, namely, the landless' artizans, is wanting in Balasore, where 
every person has a (jcrtain amount of tillage, and stores rice for liis own 
consumption, 

12. Question 1 . — The following an* the re))lies to the questions asked : 
Out of the 1,20^,000 acres which constitute tlu; area of the. district, 535,000 
acres, or somewhat les.s than half,' is balculatcd to be the proportion under 
cultivation. Of the cull ivat<*d area about lift ecn-sixtoentlis arc applied to the 
cultivation of food-grains, and the remaining ()iio-sixte'*iitlj is used to produce 
sugarcane, cotton, juh*, oil-seeds, pumplvin>, i)luntains, &c. 

Kt. Question JI^ — Balasore is a gn*al rice-exporting disti*ict. Its exports 
of rice by sea and land togeibor connot be placed lower than twenty-two 
thousand tons annually. Us ini])orts of food, on the other hand, arc very insig- 
nificant — probably not exceeding one hundred tons a year — and consist chic^ * 
of pulses from tJuttack, Alidi apue, aud Suinbulpore, and wheat from Dhen- 
kanal and Cuttack. 

IT. QvesiUm 111. — The only fo. d-stapJe of the population is rico. 
M'ith rice, pulsis, Bogota hies, and dried li.sh arc used sparingly, as a seasoning. 
Ill-cured fish are a commou item of diet ou the coast. But there is no staple 
of food constituting a reserve or alternative for rite. In default of rice, the 
district must inipc)rt, or .starve. 

15. Question IV. — 'J'htj pvincifial harvest time in this district extends 
from July to Jnmnuy. 'I'lic number of species of rico cultivated is cxceed- 
4 ingly large, and tiuch species has its own period, within these liznitSi for 
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arrivii^ at maturity, so that tho uu^in harvest consists of a long chain of 
crops closely following erch other. But tho different crops reaped daring 
July, August, September, October, November, and tlie first half of 
Pecembei*, are only so many forostalments of tho main yield. The great 
bulk of the harvest is reaped in the latter half of December and in January, 
and amounts to throe-fourths of the total yield. 

16. There is also a minor harvest reap<?d in March and April. This 
consists of a set of coarse description of rice, tlie best known species of which 
is called ddlna. It is sown as soon as tho winter crop is off tho ground. Tliis 
harvest perhafis constitutes onc-hundrcidtli part of the total yield. 

17. The words nsu and mrad, being the counterparts of tho Bengali aus* 
and amttn, arc in limited use in this district ; but the division of the harvest 
which they are intended to convey is in this part of tlie country so artificial, 
and the application of these tc'rms so loose and irregular, that when accuracy 
is an object it is essential to discard thi:»i. If aszt bo defined as tho portion 
of tho harvest reaped before the end of September, it may amount to 
one-eighth *coiiipared with sarad reaped after that time aud constituting 
seven-eighths of the entire produce. 

18. Question V A. — ^'I'ho outturn of tho food.<icrops which have reached 
maturity up to the date may, on the whole, ho estimated as equal to that 
of an average year. The yield of the satin or nsu^ neali, and beali crops has 
been good, and that of tne kanlha aud Inyhu crops has been fair in parts, and 
in parts not so good. 

19. Question V H. — The outturn up to tlie present time is considered rather 
better than that of 1SC7-68, tho year follouiug the famine. 

20. Qticstion VI. — Rice may almost bo said to constituti* the sole cold 
weather food-crop. A few pulses and a little wheat are also grown, but 
the quantity produced of these grjiins is quite inconsiderable. The rainfall 
this year has greatly fallen short of the averages, and tho late harvest has 
bad a very narrow escape. A drought set iu at the middle of September, 
which, humanly speaking, must have destroyed tho crop, had it not bofsn 
interrupted by a moderate rainfall on three days, the lOvU, 11 Ih, and 12tli 
October; unfortunately, however, tliis rainfall did not extend in sufficient 
quantity northwards. Beyond a line drawn acro!.s the distiict, about 15 mik‘s 
north of Balasore and the northern piTgunnalis of .Jollasore and Kaiuar- 
dachour, Bhelora Chour and Naper have sidlbrcd st'vercly. The laud is hard, 
dry, and cracked, and little more than a half crop is to be cxpt?etcd. 

21. The high lands of pergunuah I’oso, also the southwest corner of tho 
district, will not yield more than a 4-3nnacrop; on»lhe other hand, mu..li 
low-lying land in the district will yield .a fair crop. 

22. Taking the district as a whole, the produce will fall .-somewhat below 
that of an average year, and will amount to about thrce-lourths of tiie 
excellent crop reaped during flic lfi‘>t two years. 

23. It is supposed that the coiisumjition of the district does not exceed 
half the produce, and there can he no d<tuhr ihat, after satisfying the demands 
of a large export trade, a surjilus will remain sufiieient for home eonsumption. 

24. Question 7''7i.--The earliest ric*e-cTO]) of 1874 w'll be the dalna 
crop of March aud April. This crop is insu.seepiible oi increase, being 
confined tb spots oa«thc banks of rivers where peculiar facilities for irrigation 
exist. Its outturn is incotisiderahle. Tho crops of July, August and 8ept em- 
ber would doubtless be increased in the face of wiihssprcad scarcity, hut these 
crops also are limited to special soils. With a copious rainfall they might 
probably bo iucreused by one-third.

— The Lieutenant-Governor will be very glad, in pursuance of 
the policy indicated at paragraph 30 of His Excellency the Viecroy’.s orders ttf 
the 7th November, to promote emigration from the distressed districts to 
Assam and Caehar as soon as he can find employers ready to engage the 
immigrants on fair terms. He would hope to be able to arrange I'or marehing 
emigrants from 8arun and Behar across Northern Behar ^ and Bengal to 
Hhoobroe, supplying them with food from the grain dep6ls in those districts. 

2. The papers described above will bo published for general information, 
with on invitation for. offers to take laborers for a term of twelve mouths, as 
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proposed in the Government letter of the 19th ‘November. Persons offering to 
take immigrants should state whether they require all ablo*bodied men, or 
whether they will take whole families.

4. Copies of this letter will be forwarded to the Commissioners of Assam 
and Dacca, and to the Deputy Commissioners of the five districts above named, 
for expression of opinion. The Deputy Commissioners will bo asked to 
invite a certain nuniher of representative planters in these districts either to 
meet and discuss the matter, or to communicate rcspticiively their opinions and 
suggestions to Government in this department. The Lieutenant-Governor 
docs not mention Darjeeling as a tea district to be operated upon under these 
orders, as the Labor Act docs not apply to the Darjeeling district, and that 
district is w'cll within reach of voluntary emigration. 

5. As aity course of action that may he adopted must be decided upon by 
the 15th January at latest, 1 am to ask that replies to this letter may be 
furnished by the end of December next. 

G. It may bo well to mention that the Chief Commi>Bioncr of British 
Burmah has suggested that relief funds might very usefully be expended in 
sending down emigrants to Durmnli, where labor is always much in demand, 
where families nught be put dowm in agricultural settlements. The Chief 
Commissioner considers that perliaps twenty or thirty thousand immigrants 
could be readily absorbed into British Burmah in a single season.

For stations above 500 feet 
elevation the reduction is made by Dippe’s tables as given in Guyot^s Meteorological and Physical 
Tables.^' The temperatures at the sea-level arc taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperature , — The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preced- 
ing page by adding |!'ahrcnheit for every 450 feet. 

Wind lieeuUant . — The resultant vviiid direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the wliole number of wind observations recorded during the month. The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert^s formula. 

Serenitg,-^Th\B column gives the average proportion of unclouded sky ; a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10, and one completely overcast by 0. ' 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

NOTE ON THE DEFICIENT RAINFALL OF SEPTEMBER. 

Thib rainfall during^ the month has been* deficient at all the Bengal stations in the list 
ezoej^t Hazarcebaug;hj where it was about one-half g^reater than the average of the month. The 
deficiency has been about the same at most of the stations, viz. between S and 6'5 inches, and 
greatest at Patna, where less than an inch fell, the average being nearly 7^ inobes. At Benares 
the deficiency was about the same as in Bengal, but at Roorkeo the fall was nearly four times 
the usual amount, and at Akyab the average was exceeded by 2 inches. The winds, which in 
September are generally easterly or south-easterly in the Lower Provinces, were much less so 
than usual, and in many places very decidedly westerly. This was especially the case at 
Benares, in Behar, at Cuttack, Hazareebaugb, Saugor Island, Calcutta, and Berhamporo; 
somewhat less so in the eastern districts. At Koorkee^ on the other hand, south-easterly 
winds were unusually prevalent, which accounts for the greater rainfall of that station. The 
atmospheric pressure was somewhat below the average, especially at Cuttack and Lucknow ; 
but considerably above it at Hazareebaugh, Satigor Island, Chittagong, Silchar, and Darjeeling. 
This abnormal distribution of the pressure partly explains the generally westerly tendency of 
the winds, of which the diminished rainfall is a natural consequence ; but in the absence of 
information from Western, Central, and Southern India, and the Punjab, no complete elucidation 
of these irregularities is possible.

The figures in column 10 represent 
the humidity of the air, the complete saturation of which boiug taken at unity. The receiver of the 
lower ram ^auge is li feet, and that of the anemometer 70 feet 10 iuehes above the level of the 
ground. The velocity of wind, as indicated by Kolntisuu^s anemometer, is registered from noon to noon.

POWERS OF MAGISTRATES. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampiee moved for leave to bring in a Bill to amend 
Act XXI of ISoO of the Council of tho Governor-Goneral and Act II of 18(50 of 
the Council, of tho Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. He Huid this Bill had boon 
published by the order of Uis Honor the President, according to tliO rule of the 
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Council in that behalf, in anticipation of the Council’s permission to introduce it. 

It was merely a technical Bill. As the thing stood, the Abkari Laws and the 
Suburbs of Calcutta Law, Act II of 18G6 of this Council, restrict the powers 
of Magistrate in a certain way as regards offences under those specifu laws. . 
Ho had nothing more to explain in regard to this Bill than what had been A 
expressed in the Statement of objects and reasons. The object was to assinii- ^ 
late the trial of these oflbncos as regards the tribunals before which they should 
be tried with the general scheme of the Criminal Procedure Code. 

'rhe motion was agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Mk. Dampier applied to the President to suspend the Rules 
for the conduct of business to enable him to move that the Bill be read in 
Coumul. 

Hia Honor the President said it was doubtful whether it was necessary 
to suspend the liulos in regard to this Bill. The prineijilo of the Rules 
seemed to be, ordiuarilj’, that a Bill should not be read in Council unless 
it had been for thre.e days in the hands of the members. Cnder the 
authority vested in the I’resideut, this Bill had been published in the Gazettej 
and it hud been in the hands of the members for more, than three days. In 
order, however, to obviate any doubt as to whether there had been a sufficient 
compliance with the Rules, and in order to relieve the District Officers from work 
of tho nature to which this Bill referred as soon as possiple, he would suspend 
the Rules. 

I’ho Hon’ble Mr. Dampier then moved that the Bill be read in Council. 

Tho nnition was ugrei'd to. 

The Ilon’blc Mu. 1)ampier moved that the Bill bo referred to a Select 
Committee consi.sting of tho Advocate-General and himself: this being a mei-ely 
technical Bill, ho w.ould not trouble other Hon’ble Members to sit in committee. 

The nu)tion was agreed to. 

MAHOMEDAN MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE REGISTRATION. 

The Uon’bi.k Mr. DAMi*iERmoved for leave to bring in a Hill to provide for 
the voluntary Tegislrution of Muhomedan marriages and divorces. He said 
this Bill, like the last one, bad been published by sjiccial order of His Honor 
tho President, and it had been in tho hands of meinhers for more than tlirec 
days, lloii’ble Members wore aware that we found in this country, us an estab- 
' lisliod institution, certain Alahomcdan functionaries known as C'azees. They wore 
recognised by our law, ilogulution XXXIX of 1793, which recited : — 

“ Cazewa arc stationed at the cities of Patna, Dacca, and Moorshedabad, and the princi- 
pal towns, and in the perguniiahs. for the purpose of preparing and attesting deeds of 
transfers and other law papers, celebrating marriages, and performing such religions duties 
or ceremonies prescrihi'd hjr the Afahomedan law as have been hitherto discharged by 
them under the Britisl* Government, and also for superintending the sale of distraineil 
property and paying < haritahlc and other pensions and allowances, under llegulations XVII 
and XXIV, 17!)3. ,'1 lie nature of the above-mentioned duties renders it necessary that 
persons of character, and duly (|u:ilified with respect to legal knowledge, should he apitoiutcd 
to these offices ; and to encourage thiim to discharge their trusts with diligence and 
fidelity, they should not ho liable to removal unless prrived to be incapable or guilty of mis- 
conduct to the satisfaetion of tlic Governor-General iu Council.’* 

And then thes hiw j)rovided tliat tlio Governor-General in Council should 
mukc tho appointment,- and that tho cazees should not bo removable except 
under his sanction. It was also provided by Section 7 that — * 

“ The head cazee and the ca7.i;rs stationed in the cities, pergunnalis, and towns, arc 
to Ifeep copies of all deeds and law or other papers which they may draw up or attest, and 
are to affix thereto their seals and signatures. They are likewise to kceji a list of all such 
papers ; and in the event of their death, resignation, or removal, the list and papers arc to 
be delivered eomplcte to tlicir successors.” 

'I'hingH remained pretty well in this state until the year 1869, when a 
discussion began which led to tho pussing of Act XI of 1864, which abobshed 
the office of cazet! by a stroke of tho pen os being unnecessary. In 1859, 
in the course of that discussion. Sir John Potfu- Grant, whilst recommending 
tho rejtoal of tlie regulation, suggested that tho repealing Act should, constitute 
tho office of cazee on a ]>ropor footing us that of a Muhomedan marriage 
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registrar. It was poiitted out that there was nothing of the nature of a 
reugious ceremony in a Maiiomedan marriage, and it was observed that as 
Maliom*edans have by law the power of marrying by civil contract, and an 
dffiee, which must be held by a Mahomedan, had been created for the legal 
record of their marriages, it would not be a just or decorous act substantially 
to abolish that ofKce. 

That advice was not adopted ; and no trace appeared of it in Act XI of 
1864 which abolished the office of cazoo. In recent yt^ars the want which 
was anticipated by Sir John Grant had begun to bo realizcul in practice. The 
question had been judicially trical, and it liad been settled tliat there could be 
no legal cazoo according to the Mahoniodaii law, unh'ss tin? officer were 
appointed by the Sultan or ruling power. Thend’ore the ('/feet of the passing of 
the law of 1864 was practically to d(> away with the Mahomi'dan functionarj' 
altogether. No pesrson could bo appointcal by the Mahomedan community 
whoso appointment would be valid under the Mahoim'dan law. Some tw() 
years ago it was noticed that offe.nces against inarriagj's were increasing 
amongst the Mahoinedans, especially those of the. lower classes. Many charges 
were preferred, but as a general rule the complainants faih'd to obttiiii redress 


from the courts. On analysing the <5ausoa it was found that oti(j gn^at

cause, was the want of any functi(*nary to hike the jilace of ihe old eazee as 
regards .Mahomedan marriages. No rocogni.sed authority acceptable to the 
commnnity concerned w'us ' competent authoritatively to attest luarruiges and 
similar contracts. Since the abolition of eazeiis marriages were pta-fonned in 
the prescnct^ of casual witnesses only; and the proof of the marriaj;e dejicnded 
on the evidence of such witnesses oidy. 'rherefore when tlii'se. eases were' 
brought and the court insisted, as our courts must do, on h^gal proof of 
the marriage, none was forthcoining Avhich satisfied it. The testimony of the 
witnesses was cither not forthcoming or was met by counter evidence which 
threw doubt on it. _ 

So again with regard to divorces. Somi'times when a marriage happened 
to bo proved, it was nuit by the jdca that. t.he wife bad been repudiated accord- 
ing to the forms which the Mahomedan law reipiired. Here again a que.stion 
of fact arose in ri'gard to which it wa.s often impossible to satisfy the courts. 

The object of the Bill was not in any waj' to interfere with the existing 
customs, ceremonies, and irijunct.ion.s of the Mahomedan law and Maliomcdau

Dami'IEU 
hoped the* Council would allow liiiu to introduce the Bill. 

Ills Honor tiik 1’uksu»i;nt said before he }>nt the (pusstion he wished to say 
one or two words. 'I'lie object ol' the Bill, and the reasons which imlacod the 
Government "to devise siieh a Bill, had been viay chuirly stated by the Hon’blt! 
Memb(a\ He might say that this was a humble attempt to d(>al witlj a great 
and difficult subject. The difficulty was one wliich had been felt for uiany 
years past. It vras one "witli which he bad bad oeeasioii to deal iu several cajju 
cities, and lie bad for many years had inneb doubt as regards the solution to 
which it would be possible to arrive. This Bill was the outcome of a good 
deal of eonsidcration on tho subject. His own ieeliiig had be''ii tJiat it was 
a doubtful question wliothcr it was or was not advisiible to abolish tho old 
cazees; but be bad felt and expressed the opinion that oneo tli^v wero abolished 
it would be impossible to the British Government to re.^'loro them in their 
old form. If we attempted to. restore the ea/.iies, wo \^-oulil be attempting to 
restore a Mulioinedan officer • who.so office had many peiailiurities uud many 
incidents cuiiuect€'d with the Mahomedan law and tiic Mahomedan religion. 
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I'lio British Qovcruiiietit would hav.e groat difficulty iu establishing such 
officers. Ills IloNOK also felt this additioual difficulty that in the Mahomedau 
religion, as in most otlusr religi«»ns, there were various sects, and* if we 
aitumpt<'d to set up cazccs wo should bo beset with tho difficulty from which 
sect were w'e to i hoose, or whether wo wore to choose cazees from amongst all tho 
sects. That being so, and the ([tu^stion of the re-ostablislnnent of cazees being 
involved in great difficulty, his feeling, and that of tho Ilon’ble Member in charge 
of the Bill, had been to eonfino themselves to th(‘. one practical and inmiediate want 
before them — to provide a means of registering Malioniedan marriages and 
divorce's, 'i'he Mahomedan law seemed clear on this point, that the celebration 
of these most iiii]»ortant social contracts ainl de-contracts must be conducted by 
officers appoiiiti'd b^' the ruling powtu* ; it was not essential that he must be a cazee. 
TJie best solution thereit>ro would be to meet in. j)ractico tho want tliat had 
arisen by nj)])oinling officers on tho part of tins ruling power who wore 
authonzed to ^UTform these acts. Ills IIuNOU at one time thought that if the 
ordinary registrars of' dc'cds were authonzed to register Mahomedan marriages 
and divorces it would meet the recpiiremcnts of tho Mahomedan community. 
But to that course it was found that there were objections. The men most 
fit and iiKJst aeet'ptablo to the Muhoiuoduns would bo tho men whom they 
tliemsclves wonhl choose to register these contracts; and w’o now believed 
that it would bo more acceptable to the Mahomodans that tliey^ should 
have sjiccial registrars for the ]mri)oso. In tluit view W'o had devised as an 
expedient tliis Bill, whiidi went no fui-ther tlian to appoint a marriage registrar 
to whom tho j»arti('s might appl)'^. Wo hud not touched tho substantive 
"law’. 'J ho regi.strars would oidy register tho contract, and leave it to the 
ordinary law to decide what validity those contracts had. We had taken for 
our guide the Christian Marriage Act. Amongst Christians there were several 
sects, and the ])olic}’ of that law had been to enable any minister of any sect 
to celebrate marriages. We bad adopted the same <>8Sontials us regards Malio- 
uiodun marriages. We bad said that Muboniedans miglit have their own regis- 
trars who should porlbrm the marriage ceremonies and register the contracts. 
All we proi>osed was that those w'ho had hitherto jicrformed these offices, and 
who were rcsjx'ctablc and versed iu ilic Mahomedan law, should receive 
licenses to ply that trade, and ply it so far as their co-religionists saw fit to 
employ tlu;m for lliat pui-jiose. 

I'he motion was agi'ced to. 

'J’hc llon’hlo Mu. JJami’Iku applied to the President to suspend the Rules for 
the conduct <»f business to enable liim to move tliat tlie Bill be read in Council. 

Ills UoNou THE Pui;sinKNT said this was not a liill which the Government 
wished to hurry ; but as the Bill liad been for some days in tluj liands of mera- 
bi'i's, it would bo a more use.loss ceremony to postj)ono th.o motion that tho 
lull be read in Council to another day, and tui that account lie would suspend tho 
Rules so far us was necessary t«) jmxased with Ukj Bill to the next stage. 

^I’ho Hon’ble Mk, Damitek then moved that the Bill bo read in Council. 

'i’he motion was agreed to. 

The lion’ble Mn. J)ami*ii^r moved that the Bill he referred to a Select 
Committee consisting of tho llou’blo Moulvie Abdcol Lutcef, tlio representative 
of the Mahonu'duu community in this Council, the Iloa’blo the Advocate-Gene- 
ral, and the Mover, with instructions to report in a month. I'his Bill had been 
prepared, under the iiistj‘ucti«ms of llis Honor tlm Presidcjnt, iu the Executive 
Hepaitmeiit of the CJovomnent, and was hnnd<‘d over to Mr. Dumpier iu that 
stage, lie nught lueiition that it apj»eared to him that it would bo necessary 
to make coiisideiuhle alterath)n.s iu it in conmiitteo. 

'J’he motion was agreed to. 

EMBANKMENTS AND WATER-COURSES. 

The Hon'hj.e Ala. Scmiajx'u moved that tho Bill t«) amend tlic latv relating 
to embankments and water-courses be further considered in order to the 
settlemeut of its clauses, lie said it would be in tlie recollc(;tion of the 
Council that this Bill was taken into cousiderdtion a short time back and its 
final clauses settled on the lUth of September lust. It was then ordered to be

printed and pnblished in order to give parties interested a final opportunity 
of submitting any representations they might wish to make. No representa- 
tions •had since been received; but he had taken advantage of the interval 
carefully to go through the provisions of the Kill, and the result of that 
scrutiny hod been that ho had to move four amendments which he would 
do aeriaiim. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mk. Schaixjit said the first of the amendments which ho 
had to move referred to Section 4, Clause 5. The object of the clause was, 
where it was found after a road had boon constructed that the drainage of the 
country was impeded, to give power to alter that road and make a watc^r- 
course for the proper drainage of the surrounding lands. Ky the clause as it 
stood the expense of so doing was thrown entirely on the road, whether the 
impeding of the drainage was caused by insufficient provision being made 
at the time of the construction of the road for the natural drainage then 
existing, or whether tlio imp(;diment to the drainage resulted from causes arising 
subsequently to the construction of the road. 

It seemed fair that if the r«>ad when constructed did afford proper moans 
of drainage, the expense sliould not fall on the road, but on those who would 
benefit by the alteration required by the contingency which had afterwards 
arisen, fie therefore proposed to throw the cost upon the road only where 
it was "proved that at the ttime of the construction of the road sufficient pro- 
vision for drainage had not been made, and in .ill other cuses to levy tht‘ 
cost rateably under the general provisi«ms oJ the Bill amongst those whe* 
would benefit by the alteration. With this view he moved to add to Clause 
5 of Section 4 the following words : — 

*' So far aa tlic same aliall have been incurrnrl on account of inauDicient provision 
leaving been made at the time of tlie construction of the said road for the natnral drainage 
then existing.” 

I’ho motion was agnu'd to. 

The H iii’ble Mit. SeiiAixm said the second amendment he hud to 
propose was in Section 5. It was there prescribed that a copy should be 
prepared of the survey map showing tho boundaries of the estates to be 
affected by the work proposed. Tho survey maps were made. n»>t by estntt's which 
very often eom})riscd a largo area wdth scattered villages, but by mouxahs, 
and it would not be possible to give a survey map of tho estates to bo affected. 
He would therefore move that the words of tho villages’’ be inserted after 
tlie word “ boundaries” in line 7 of Section 5. 

The motion was agreed to. 

On tho motion of tho Iloti’ble Mr. Schalch a similar amendnient was 
made in paragraph 2 of Schedule A. 

In Section 10, relating to railroads, an amendment similar to that carried 
out in Section 4, Clause 0, was made on the motion of Mr. Schalch. 

The Ilofi’lile Mr. Sotalch said tho last amendinent^io had to propose was 
in Section 01. By that section no claim to compensation could lu^ entertained 
which was made later than one year next after the completion of the work b\' 
which any right was injuriously affected. It was thoughl. tliat as this was an 
ultimate proceeding, and there was no appeal to the Civil Court., and it might 
not be easily asc^ertainablc within one year after the execution of a work what 
rights were injuriously affected, it would bo better to allow a longer pcri«)d 
for tlie preferring of such claims. It was therefore proposed to extend the 
period allowed from one year to two years ; and ho accordingly moved that 
tho word “two” bo substituted for “one” in line 2 of Section ill. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Mb. ScriAtX’n then moved that the Bill be passed. As he 
had already stati'^d, tlie Bill since its last amendment had now been before the 
public more tlion two months. No representations had been made during 
that time, and the alterations which had just been proposed and made wore 
no#of any great importance. It would therefore be quite within the Itules if 
the Bill were now passed without furtlicr delay. 

The motion was agreed to. 
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EMIGRATION TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS. 

His Honob the Pbesident said the Council had now concluded busi- 
ness for that day, but before adjourning to next Saturday, ho would intimate 
that, having in jmrsuance of his promise consulted the Government of India 
in regard to the circumstances which might affect our course with respect to the 
Labor Districts Emigration Bill, the Government of India had informed him 
tliat there was a probability that the proposal for separating Assam from Bengal 
might soon bo carried out if Her Majesty’s Government should think fit to 
approve of the proposal. The Government of India further went on to say 
tliat “ as regards the Labor Districts Emigration Bill the Government of India 
think it desirable, after the carqful 'consideration that has been given in the 
Legislativo Council of Bengal to the Bill, that it should be passed in that 
CouiKiil and not transferred to the Government of India.” 

That being the opinion expressed by the Government of India, and it 
being not improbable that within a short period Assam and the other adjoining 
districts might be sejiarated from Bengal, His Honor thought the Council were 
bound to proceed with the Bill as fast as they safely could. Very groat difficulty 
would arise if those districts were separated from Bengal before the Bill was 
passed. Hu therefore proposed to bring on the Bill again for consideration at 
the next meeting. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 6th December next. 


SOAROITT AND RELIEF. 

In publishing the subjoined correspondence which has passed between 
the Commissiouor of the llajsliahye Division and Rui Luchmeeput Singh, 
Bahadoor, holding zemindaree estates in the districts of Rungpore and Dinage- 
pore, His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank this gentleman 
for the humane course he is taking to relieve the distress of his tenantry, and 
trusts that his example will bu/oilowed by the class he represents in all the 
districts afflicted by the drought. His Honor would remind these gentlemen 
of the obligations they are under to show consideration for their ryots at such 
a period, and that by seizing the opportunity of showing .sympathy and good 
will towards them, they may do more to re-establish friendly relations with 
their tenantry, where those relations have unhappily be.en interrupted, than 
any act whatever of the Government or the Legislature could do for them.

2. I have instructed my people to ascertain the stock of rice and food* 
grain, and to render me a rough census of the people of that part of the country, 
in*order to test the capabilities of the local markets for meeting the require- 
ments of the people for a given period, viz., until the reaping of the first crop 
of the next year. 

3. The reports wlicn furnished shall enable mo to complete the details of 
the arrangements I have contemplated to make ; hut that the stock will full 
short of the local consumption for the period referred to is a certainty, and as 
provision at this exigency 1 intend to import and keep a sufficient stock of 
rice at hand to be freely supplied to the people when necessity comes, at the 
average price which they liavc been paying for food-grain at that time of the 
year for the past five years. 

4. 'fhis arrangement lias reference to the ryots and people directly under 
me as their zemindar iu contradistinction to those under my putueedars and 
durputneodars, in whose mutters of arrangement and management of the 
properties 1 have no control whatever. But 1 shall, at the same time, be .glad 
to contribute to the relief of tho general distress of ttie country should it come 
up to the worst anticipations now held. 

6, I beg further to inform you that at the places where tho people have 
already begun to feci distress from tiie total failure of tho crops, as Lat Uekundery 
in Dinagepore, I have, in addition to tlio remission of the whole year’s rents 
already granted, ordered advance of money to the poorer class to provide them- 
selves and families against the consequences of tho impending famine. Such 
advances bear no interest wiiatcvcr, and are repayable when the people are in 
a position to do so. 

6. In submitting those measures already taken, and the one I have 
decided to adopt, to your superior judgment for approval, I have to solicit 
the favor of your kindly making suggestion or notification you think proper 
in reference to tliis famine matter, wdiich shall be promptly and readily 
responded to by me.

Were rain to fall now, it would do more barm than f^od to 
the late rieo crops. Nowan nee hiia been out and has loworod the price of 
cninmtin rice in some places. Export of limited quantities to Bebur continues. 
Fever prevalent. 

Cloudy. The sowings of the cold weather crops aro nearly completed, but the extent 
of cultivation is very small. The reaping of the rice cirop contitiues. There has 
Ih '011 some exportation of rice to Katiecgunge, hut prices have not risen here. 

|Dry and clear during the first half of the week, cloudy in the latter half. Harvest 
of late rice progressing; yield of this crop, which is somewhat over two>thirds 
of the whole, estiinatod to be about six annas, giving with the tcn-amia yield 
of the early crop a total on the two crops of about right annuK or about 3,500,000 
maunds of cleaned riec. only sufficient with economy for home l^onsuinption. 
Export by rail for week ending 22nd November close on 14,600 maunds, chiefly 
to the Bhungulpore and Patna Divisions, Prices show uii upward tcudeucy. 

IseasoTinhIc, cloudy, and cold. No change needing comraoTit has occurred since last 
rt:port, except that there lias been a slight rise in the price of rice in the town, 
which is pr<ihably due to present cloudy weather, which to some extent uflects the 
preparation and itii|)ortutiun of rice in the markets. 

Clear and cloudy. Wind from north* west. ]jitt.1e rain fell on the night ef the 28th 
Noveiiihcr. Personal inquiry made by tlie Collector has shown that irrigation has 
preserved more of the crop than was thought possible, and ho entertains hopes 
of an cight-amin crop. The slight showers may help the sowing of some cold 
weather crops, but it is almost t(H> late now for this. The area sown is, ltr)wcvor, 
larger than previously reported by the police. The Kiigarcano iTop not much 
below the average. The cloudy weather, if it continues, will injure the pulses 
and oil •seed. 

|Thc sky was cloudy on Thursday, some rain fell that night, more fell on Friday, and 
on Saturday it rained still more. The rain, though gentle and scanty, was general 
thronghout the district, hnt too late to benrfit the rice crops. It has moistened 
the ground pretty well, and it is hoped that it has sufficed t.c> enable the people 
to sow some cold weather crops which could not otherwise have been grown. 
There is nothing whatever to add to the last report about the rice crops, their 
st:ito and prospects continue unchanged; the crops at Oolooberriuh and 
Ampta arc better t.han at first believed. The fever in 8ihjK>re is showing signs 
of abating, and that in Bulgatchea is at least not worse. 

jcioudy, with a slight shower on Saturday, which has lowered the temperature. 
There has been no impravemoiit since last report. While n good shower would have 
hetiofitcd the cold weather sowings, it would have injured the lute rice, which is 
now being rapidly cut except on licol lands. From Satkhirnh it is reported that the 
mustard is being injured by insects. Epidemic fever still prevails in parts of 
Bnrripore and Bassirbat. There is Borne fever in Baruset and the places adja- 
cent. One cose of small-pox re|)orted at Satkhirah where fever is abating. 

Heavy clouds for the last three or four days. There was a little drizzling rain 
at 2 i*.M. of the 2dth instant, enough to lay the dust. • The appearance of the 
sky is HU(;h that in an ordinary seaaoii rain would be confidently looked for. The 
lat c rice harvest has begun ; no eliungo has occurred in the prospect of the out- 
turn. Not more than four annas is to be looked for. Arlmr (pulse), teel (oil-seed), 
chillies, sugarcane, and date-sugar all promise fairly, hut all^ other cold weather 
crops arc miserably poor. In the event of a folerablc fall of rain, grain and other 
seeds might still be sown. JVices are rising hut little. In most parts of the 
district coarse rice can ho had for Its. 2*8 per inaiind, and in tome for h^s. The 
sub-divisional officer reports distress in the, part of Meherporo west of .lellinghee, 
a tract wliich depends upon the hiti! rice and cold weather crops. By distress** 
it is supposed that apprehension is meant rather than actual sufTcring, since, 
even under the most lavorable circumstances, no crop could have been reaped by 
this time. A road has laien ])rojccted by the District Comuiittce for the benefit 
of this part of the country, which will ho taken in hand. The Collector's cold 
weal her tour is so arranged that he hop.;s to see this tract in about a fortnight. 

The last few days htive boim cloudy, and there have been a few drops of rain on the 
29th xMoveniber. The lata rice crop is being reaped. The continued drought has 
not much affected the previous estimates of thLM)ntt.urn. IVicc.s have triado a very 
marked i ise, during the week. The price of goor (itiolasses), the produce of date 
tree, hurt risen owing to the comrociiceinent of manufacture. The peasantry at 
this season depend a good deal on this important industry. The prospects or tho 
fold wcHthcr erops iiri* generally much tbe sumo us hist week. They would bit 
iimeh benefited by n gentle raluful;, of whicli the present hazy state of tho atmos- 
phere gives some, though nut very cerUin, promise.

8om(*whnt hotter in the day, but cooler at night ; the sky wan cloudy, with prospects 
of min on the 29th Novetnher. No change for the letter is observed, as there 
has been no rain during the week. The outturn of the late rice crop in the 
Jnngipnrc stib-diviMioii is still cTpectcd to bo seven annas; in the Ramporehant 
BulMlivision, not more than a (Ive-anna crop is expecU'd. The cold weather 
crops arc very buck ward in most places; in the Pulsa thannah n(» sowings have 
yet been made. Sup^rcanc and indigo arc progressing favorably in the north. 
PricoM arc lowering this week owing partly to importation arid partly to the 
introduction of the ncwly-cut rice into the markets. 

Cloudy during the latter part of the we.ck. Ilymnnty or winter paddy is being cut s 
the cold weather emps sufTcring for want of rain ; augnrcaiie seema to promise a 
fair crop. The price of rice cheaper at Gaiigaratnporo since the relief works 
have been opened. 

.Sky overcast with clouds, hut no rain ; regular cold weather set in ; wind northerly. 
There has been no rain and no improvement in the state of the crops. The last 

I three or four ilays have been very cloudy, and there are still hopes of rain. Tiie 
nmun or late rice crop is being reaped ; the yield will not bo more than n four-anna 
cron : the hymiinty winter crop will he cut in a few days ; it. is not cxpccl<'d to 
vield more than three or four-anna crop. The cold weather crops, espceiully 
pulses in the low lands, are still looking well, and if rain falls will give an average 
Yield. A few boat-loads of paddy ami rice arrive at intervals from tin* eastern 
districts. Prices are not quite so favorable this week hs last, eHjx'ciHlly in the 
north-west of the district, notwithstanding the in-coininu crop, i’erhaps one- 
foiirth of the cultivating ‘classes have supplies enough to last them from two to 
six months, hut the hulk of the people ilcpciid ou the local supplies at local 
markets. Uelb'fwork going on on ordinary roads, and new works being projected. 
Tlealth of the di»«trict giM»d. 

Tlie sky has hcim overcast with every appearance of rain, hut no rain has fallen, and 
there has been scarcely any dew. 'I'hc early pitrtion of the aumti or late rice 
crop is being riMi|H!d. VVhni little has heeii sived in the lowest lauds in the 
Rhuritid has yielded fixun f»iie to two aiinas. In ulattore the yield will be from 
six to eight unims. 1u Pooiea and the eii.«*l of Heauleuli, about six annas. In 
Rngnuirn and part of Siugnih and Ijlmitduikhara* from six to eight annas. In 
parts of Rnrraigaoti the paddy is gmid, and from eight to twelve annas will, it 
is hoped, Im; harvested. In i^harglint ami Heelniaria, from six to eight annas. 
Ron> pnddv is being sown for the low hinds where there is water, and in some 
places the seiMllings are ahoiil three inches high in the niirKcrieH. The paddy 
just cut near Sahihgungi? (a place where the Goor river runs out ot the Attrai; 
has been selling at one rupee per kuteha tiiauiid. The mulberry crops are looking 
well ; sugarcane is lieing cut, and a very fair crop Wheat ami barley have 
germinated and look well as yet, but unless it niins they will bp seriously damaged. 
A goml d«*al of nmosoor pulse — about three to four inches high : this was sown 
early; the latter sowing-* have more or loss failed owing to the want of moisture, 
hlnstard is a rather thin crop generally this year, hut thoro are some coming 
lip thick. It is nowill flower, IJ rhiir and kalui piiUos, and teel — oil-seed— are 
looking well, but require rain to ensure a crop. . 

Cloudy, but no rain; wontlier cocl. Cutting of rice has taken place to a small 
extent, but flic produce is sea n y, ami iniiq|| of the crop is cut only for the 
straw. Mustard, millet, ami other crops look fair; potatoes have been planted 
ill largb quant itic-5. The reports from all parts hut the north are very bad, and 
some emigration has taken plaee from north-east to (ti)al]mrnii. Rice is selling at 
prices from Hs. B to 5 a mnuml througho**t the diKirict, and dislress is prevalont 
all to the south and east. 

The sky has been cloudy of late, hut no rain has fallen The cutting of the new 
rice has begun. Good has been done in parts by irrigation. No general 
improvement can bo report i*il with regard to the late rice, but the failure is 
by no means a total one. In parts the cro|Mi are good. 

The weather is warm for the lime of the year. Chiefly winds hh»w from the north- 
wi»st. The last three ilays have he«m cloudy and the sunrise invisihle. A few 
drops of rain fell on the morning of the 29i.h November. The low ground late 
ri^e is still being cut. Then, will not he les- than an eight-anna crop — probably 
a full iiine-aniia crop.

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NOTE ON THE RAINFALL OP OCTOBER. 

Tub rainfall was deficient everywhere except on some parts of the coast of the Bay, 
the chief exception being False Point, where there fell nearly 8 inches more than the 
average. In Behar and the North-Western Provinces there was no rain, and such was also 
the case at Goalpara and Darjeeling. Cachar alone received an average quantity, dud 
Chittagong about two-thirds of its average. At all other places the fall varied between one- 
half and nothing. In most parts of the delta the total fall of the month did not amount to 
half an inch. 

In Bengal Proper and Orissa, the winds were northerly to an unusual degree, while 
in Behar they were from the west and somewhat southerly. At Roorkee the prevailing 
wind was from south-east to a greater extent than usual. Generally the atmospheric pres- 
sure was higher than is usual in October, and most so at those pl^^'cs at which it was above 
the average in the previous month. At Roorkee, however, it was considerably below the 
average, and such was also the case at Cuttack, and to a less extent on both coasts of the 
Bay, probably thcrc^forc over the Buy itself. On the whole there was a general rise of 
pressure over Bengal, while the irregularities in its local distribution noticed in September 
remained but little modiiied. This ])crsiRtciH;e of local -barometric irregularities has been 
before noticed^ as a eharnctcristic of Indian Meteorology, and affords a partial explanation 
of another apparent law of some importance, viz. that any abnormal peculiarity that marks 
the beginning of a monsoon season generally continues to characterize it throughout. The 
following table gives a complete view of the wind, rainfall, and pressure at several stations.

EMIGHATICN to the labor DISTRICTS. 

The Hon’hle the At)Vocatk-Gener.\l moved that the report of the Select 
Committee on tho Bill to amend the law relating to tho emigration of laborers 
to the districts of Assam, Caehar, and Sylhet, and to regulate contract labor 
and service, be taken into consideration in order to the settlement ol' the 
clansea of the Bill. 
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The motion was put and agreed to. ^ 

Thu Uon’blb 'niB Advocate-General also moved that the muses of the 
Hill be taken intt» consideration in the form recommended by the Select 
Committee. 

The motion was jmt and agreed to. 

riis TFonoh THE i*i}EsiuiiNT said that the first amendment on the paper 
stood in liis own name. Ho said one, because, although tlio amendments were 
put in a tri)Mirtito Jbnn, tlioy wcive really oius. Hofore coming to the specific 
amendment, ho might say one or two words as regarded the general position 
of the question. ( )n the last occasion he had explained to the (Council why 
it was aesirable that this Couiual should deal with this Bill, and not leave it 
to be afterwards dc'alt with l>y unothcr Council. lie might add that the 
unfortunate scarcity which now prevailed, and the probability that 
many people would seek relief by emigration, rendered it peculiarly 
desirable that this Bill should bif .sottletl as soon as possible; and, there- 
fore, ho was quit(‘ sure that ho should carry them with him when ho asked the 
Council to apply to it their best energies. We should do what we could to make 
it a Bill that would really snUserve the purposes for which it was intended. 
PorViaps he was going a little beyond the aineiulnicnt before the Council ; but 
he should like to allude to another amondmont which was at one time upon 
the paper, but had siiuM; bo<'n removed. The Bill had now hoen for a very oon- 
sidorable tinu' bi'fore tlu' (’ouncil, a)id we owed to a couimilteo of the Council, 
win) were good enough to bestow uj)ou it great car(‘. and great labor, that it had 
been put into ma<ur<; shape ; it would be, be believed, a great improvement 
upon the previous law, and also a great improvement n])on the Bill as it was 
originally placed by the fJ^orninent botbro the Council. 'Plie state of matters 
was this -At onr last meeting tin) question of the further amendment of the 
Bill was narrowed to two or three questions, which he had then submitted to 
the Council. The (irst of the proposals, which was then put ujion the paper in 
his name, was that which no longer appeared upon tln‘})aper, namely this, that 
the districts of Cachar and S^dlict should be removed from the list of labor 
districts, and taken out of the operation of this Bill. Well, bo would oxjilain 
to the Council why we thought it right to give up that amendment. Wo had 
consulted tht< oflieials, tlie plantei*s, the coolies, and other ]>ersons interested in 
the matter, aiidwc found that opini*)ns wore far from being unanimous. So far 
as Cachar was coucenied, he might say' that a great majority of the planting 
interest wtto o})po.sed to the entire excision of that district from the operation 
of the Bill. As regarded Sydlict, he thought the rci.sult of our enquiries was 
that the majority of the. limited number of plunters interested in that district 
were favorable to its being removed from the Bill. Still there w^ere planters 
connected with that district, wlutse gardens Aiv'cre at remote and difficult situa- 
tions, who w<-’re not in favor of the omission of Sylhet. I'lie Commissioner 
of the Division, on considcj’iiig the whole question, had fit to recom- 

mend that Sylhet should not be removed from the operation of this Bill. 
Taking, then, into consi«hTation that it would not bo possible to give a more 
prolonged considerationlotliis partoftlic question, and that it w'ould berashtoact 
in this matter in u liuny, the. Government had conic to the conclusion that the 
time had not arrived to ask this Council to remove Cachar and Sylhet .altogether 
from the operation of this Bill. II is Honor w'as inclined to behove that things 
were tending that w'ay'. He was inclined to think that, sooner or later, that 
result might be attained. But in the moaniiine we did not propose to ask the 
Council to remove these districts from the operation of the Bill. 

His Honor now camo to the amendments which still stood in his name. If 
the Council would allow him, he would take them in somewhat the reverse 
order in wdiich they stood with regard to the numbering of the sections upon 
the notice paper. He proposed that Sections 16, 16, and 17, which rendered a 
penal ofl'ence the re(!iuiting of laborers otherwise than under this Act, should be 
expunged from tliis Bill. We propose to say — ^Wc will no longer send you to 
jail for recruiting in the ordinary maimer and under the ordinary law, and 
not under the special Act. lljat was a pix>posal which ho thought no one would 
object to. The gentlemen of the tea interest would no doubt be content that 
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they vrould not bo liable to punishment for recruiting outside the' law. The 
Tosult of the 'simple excision of those clauses would bo to I'ondor lawful 
ordinary* contracts for labor otherwise than umlor the Act. But we had 
considered that, seeing the caution that was nisscssavy before people could 
be bound • down t!b serve for long j)ei'It«ls in eountrie.s and tinder con- 
ditions that were ’unknown to tlnun. it would not lie desirable to go 
so far as tliat. On a former occiU«ion he Iiad indioati^d to the Council 
that WG might take for oxanijdo the jdan that had been ado])ted b}'’ the 
Goveniment of India with ri'gard to a Bill b(rfor<i the liegislntivo Council of 
India, with respect to British Burniah. * The proj)osal that was made by the 
Hon’blo Member in charge of that Bill was that tliern should bo no penal 
clauses to interfere with free einigratitm, but simply a clause to provide that 
no contract shall bo binding upon a laborer unless it was made in accordance 
with the Act. Well, .so the matter stood when the ijuestioii was Iasi before 
them ; but since In? liad hist addressed the Council regarding this Bill, a con- 
siderable change had taken place in conseijunce of the unhappy scarcity whicli 
afflicts the country at ])rescnt, and which threatens to afflict it in the future. 
As he had said, the (Jovernment thought it probable that emigration might 
iako place largely in couse«|ueu(a>, and the tJloverinuent had also iiidicatea a 
desire to assist, (unigration us far as possible. 

The Government had I’yrther suggi'steil that, persons who niiglil he assisted 
to cmigrdte under this Bill, might I'airly be expectc'd (.o contrac.t for one year, 
one year be.lng tin* term for free labor coniratits usual in tin? lea districts. 

Accordingly the. Members of tlie Government Jiad decided (o propo.se fur the 
consideration of this Council llie clause whicli stood in his name, and which 
was as follows ; — “ No contract to labor In tlu* la^or districl.s for mon; than 
one year shall be binding upon sin omigr.ant, uule.ss it is nuide in siccordsincc 
with this Act; and no emigrant shall he bound to 1‘uHil siuy contract of labor 
upon any cstsiti' or portion of sin (wtato which has bt'eii declared unfit for 
the residence of laborers under the pi*«m.sions of .s(<ction.s 119 and 129.” He 
might e.xplaiu tlisit the latter part of this section wsis oiu; which had been 
added for a reason which he ilioughtthc Council would consider very sullioiont, 
namely this, inasmuch SIS those (jontry.cts wore inside by an emigrant before he 
reached the labor ilistricts, it Avould not be fair and just that lie should be 
forced to peiibrin that contract in an estate which had been duclurod unfit for 
residence. Therefore?, he hsid no doubt the t loiiucil would consider that we 
had justly inserted this clause. 

Well, then, the only ijuestiou which really reijuired the full consideration 
of the Council wsis this, wlietlier a system of free Isibor contrsiet outside tin? 
provisions of the Act shsill be allowed in llio'i* labor districts, or not. ( >n that 
subject wo were in the po.s.sosslori of a mimlu'r of vsiluable ojiinions. Ho 
thought ho might say the. gresit msijoi’ity of 1he.so o))ii lions WSIS in finor of the 
proposal which ho laid now .submithid to tlic Council. lie admitted, liowover, 
that there Avore some vsirisitions in the oj>inion.s we had rec(»vt?d dirs'ct. Fii’sl. 
there was the opinion whioh wsis received from Me.ssrs. Vouiig, Grey & Co., 
who looked upon the projiosals of llie Govoniuieiit a.-< adiuirablo, and would 
like to sec them carried out entiridy ; then another from Baliner, Lawrie 
and Co., who took siiioilier view, and said — We think it is d<?.sirable to lot well 
alone;” tlioA another •gentleman, Mr. S. 11. Rolsinson, who was strongly in 
favor of the free system of rocruiting; then wi* came to smother gentleman, 
Dr. C. W. 'ruriier, who was i»f an opposite opinion, and ilid not think the free 
system was good. His Iloxon now came to more important docunuuits, namely, 
the reports of the C<'>muiis.sioTU 3 r of the Daccsi Division and the I.)eputy Commis- 
sioner of Csiehar, and tlic jMagistrato of Sylhet, who had fairly coll ectesl and 
reported the opinions of the ])luutor,s c.ensulted. tin? opinions of tlu' coolies con- 
sulted, and their own opinions. The result ol tlu‘se eiu|uiries seemed to show 
that there was a very great majority of opinion in favor of periuittiiig free 
recruiting. 'I’ho lh*.j)uty Commissioner of Cachar tells us thsit lie finds that in 
that district “ the possibility of carrying out free' recruiting si«le by side with 
the Coolies’ Act is uiaiutuincd by a large majority of the planters. Very levy 
only have doubts about it.” 
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9. In the matter of free emifrration side hy fiide with an Act, the general opinion of 
the planters, as far as oxprossod, is quite in fiivor of it ; and tho possibility of oarryinff it out • 
side hy sido with Cie Coolies’ Act is maintained by a large majority ; a very few pmy have 
doubts on tho subject. 

Many ])lanter.s (baraoierize it as u great boon, whilst one gentleman of well-known 
influcTico iiifonns me tliat lie has always b(}i‘n averse to any special 
• signH sire lieing now sliown that before many years wo shall see the last of them. 

’Diey say of <iOurse that T'crtain remntc gardens will not be able to use it for the present 
to any 4*xleiit, but that otliers will avail themsnlvt's of the ])ennission largely. 

10. At the present iiKunenf tlioro are free-recruited men working on many oi the 
gardens; some of them, as llu*. managers Male, cjoirn^ up of tlioir own froo-will, paying their 
own cxp<uiKes ; oUhts come iij> at Ihc instigation of c>Id garden c-oolies, who, 'when visiting 
tboir homes, and in some eases iininagcrs, liavo recruited outside the Acit. 

I visited a gardim lately wlicjw jtcfjortling to the managor’s statement, there was hardly 
a coolie who had l»ecn inijMirtctl by the garden. h * * * 

“ Now, those men are as In/nltliy-lookiiig and content cd a. sot of coolies as I have seen, 
uud their lines wore a model <it ch?aiilincss. * * * * 

In another llimrishiug and \v4*ll-m:inaged garden cmj'loving over GOO coolies, I found 
about yOO coolies njcruilcd or re-cngagod under tho Act, about I 'lO under civil contract, 
and over 100 without any c ontract, at all. 

11. In a loiter this instant rect'ived. the mauag(*r of a coinjcni with more than SOO 

coolies under tlic Act alone, says : *1 w’onld heartily woloc^me a system of Jfree recruiting, 
and further, 1 helieve lliut labor is jiossililc working alongside the eontra<jt plan, and 
on this garden as well ns on many otluas arf bofh ktndis^ ^ ^ * 

12. One gentle man ahuiC! in alluding to this subjeel prontmneed free recruiting to bo 
(in his ease) a failure ; lie got. up some (‘ooli^^s who abscjonded one by one, he never being 
able to get an ugremnent from any (d* tluau. Now, iJiis e xactly bears out wdiat has been 
stated by mo, for tlu» gardfm is jilaced iu a comparatively remote part of the district, and 
not far from Monierkhall, which has had an unforliinate notori<^ty. 

Kventhis genlhunan ‘asaii e^p(*ric‘nce<l planter, ' seesuo reason why the system, (/e., 
allowing free recruiting), t-lionhl not work sido by side and be tried for aiiine at least. 

ly. On tliih the <‘ 0 (jli<»s aho w' 4 *re gem»rally of one opinion, viz., that 

* free recruiting ’ should ho allow^'d. One or two individuals said that men could 
not be brought from ('aloutia without an agreement being obtained from them 
before they startesd, but almost all who gave an (Opinion allogod that a large 
number wmild eonic up If flic moveniont once began ; and souu' sirdars sfaiod (bat if such 
permissions w^ere granted, they wijuld go down of fheir own accord, and bring uj) coolies at 
thoir own tmliro risk, and nof, fo!‘ remnneiatioii^ eoolicB as they furnished 

willing to work on the garden- 4 . * * * 

14. My ow^n views suggesting tlie pr(q»riefy ol free emigration being allowed side by 
sido with the Act, liavc been expl•es^ed bt^lnrtN and tin* present inquiries fully confirm thorn, 
and I have little fo add b(»yoiid jiointing mil that transit of coolies under the Act is 
necessarily more ex})ei]KiYe find tedious than that wliieh would result from free recruiting. 
Under the latter systimi also men ofbettiT iiliysiquc would be selected, as the present con- 
tractors have not tho, I amount of interest in obtaining licrdtliy and st.rong laborers which 
a garden or other reiTuiier would liavt*. Men who were iiol roliust would seldom undertake 
the journey of their own motion, *'• ^ ^ 

Some have pn.qKjscd as a modification of the above that the agreement should be taken 
from the coolie on onival hero belorc tlui local Magistrate, wdio would compel its execution 
tinless the garden was unfit for hahitation.’’ # 

Now tlmt was exactly w^Juit we propo.sed to .t^ive, ;iiul soTucthiug more. We 

S roposed to Buy tluit lo(*ul c.ontracts iiiude with coolies who had arrived in the 
istrict were lawful ; juid fiirlluT, that iij» to the limit of one year the contract 
may be considered us binding, tljough made with un emigraut'before he reachen 
the labor districts. ,, i 


In Sylhet the tendoiu;y af opinion ^vas still more favorable to the free 
system; and as I’ogardod tho coolies, llis Honor found that the majority of the 
coolies also ■wanted to lx? free, and expressed a decided opinion to that effect, 
always excepting one esjieeiully intelligent e.oo]y who made this sage remark — 
What does it muttei- to us w^lietluT lliore be ;ni Act, or no Act, so long as our 
bellies are lillod,-' lint it Avas reported that it was perfectly clear that to tliose 
gardens where free labor prevailed, the coolies went much more readily* 

He thought tlum that lie might say that tho ojiiiiions of officials, non- 
officials, plantors, and coolies, w ere such us to shoAva very largo balance of argu« 
ment in favor tho optional free system, lie thought the circumstances under 
which we were placed liy the sc^arcily rendered it greatly desirable to assist 
laborers to proceed to the labor districts. And fooling that on the one hand. 
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it would not be fair to bind them down for toe long a term, and on the other 
hand ihat if planters were to imjjort coolies they must have some kind of 
contract <b make a fair shirt, lie trusted the (.’ouncil would consider the amend- 
ment ho had proposed as a fair compromise. He was sure they would give 
it a fair consideration, and would decide w'hat they thought best. He would 
begin, then, by moving to omit sections, 15, 10, and 17, that was to say, the 
pensd clauses of the Act. 

Thb HoN’m.K Me. Colvin said that, as ho took occasion when the Labor 
Transport Bill was introiluciul to ofler a few rinuarks on its general scope and 
sonio of its particular provisions, and as In; had since liad the opportunity in 
respect to the greater portion of tlic Bill of urging in Select Committee such 
alterations and amendments a.s !ip[»earoJ to liim expedient oi‘ essential, he need 
not now occupy the time t»f the (Council for niori* than a few minutes. Hut there 
were one or two general con.sidorations to which lio was anxi(*us to draw ’atten- 
tion before referring .specially to the umemlmenls of the llon’blc President. 
He thought the Council would liear him mit in hi'lieving that the anticipation 
which ho ventured to express when the luoiisurc was first brought forward, that 
it would be found to involve important changes in tijo existing law, and to 
re-open the whole subject, in ilie. minds of those, interested, to produce a good 
deal of comment and ju’ovoko a certain amouni of evilieism, had Imhui fuKillod ; 
and if at that time lie laid hotn somewhat distrustful of tlie ethict of fresh legis- 
lation, he was now ready to admit tha.t it had been attended with certain 
distinct advantages in udilition to those which liaJ been tln.'ii addm^od iu its 
favor. For it hud br<»ughl to hear u[)on the Avhole iiuestion a quantity of 
practical information and a nuinher of valuable opinions, wliicli bad been of 
great service iu enabling the Select Committee to franu' the .Hill in tlu^ form in 
which it was now sulunittcsl to the (kmncil for consi<h.‘ra.tion ; it had also made 
public the declai’cd [mrposo of the. Bengal Coviirnment to aid and as.sist emigra- 
tion to the tea districts, rather than to ])lac.«.‘ difliiadiii's and d<*lays iu the way ; 
to encourage the great and growing imlust ry of tea cultivation, rather than li> 
burden it with any new restrictions; and further, it liad placed beyond doubt 
that which hud previously be(>n imjicrfectly understood or believ'ed, that iu the 
great majorit}'’ of iiustances, the, relations betw(>en employers and laborers in 
the tea districts wore consistent with the well being of the latter, and that both 
(HI the higher ground of humanity as well as ou the lower one of self intei’est, 
the care of the (iooly was not neglee.led by the ))I;uiter, and that the jiresent 
body of owners of gardens and planters generally might claim e.v(Mlit, not 
only for energy and enterprise! in pushing their trade t<* its jirosont state of 
prosperity through niuiiy difliculties and disa[)])ointment.s, but uLso tt)r the strict 
and honorable observance of the conditions under wliich it liad seemed good 
to the Govenimcnt to favor the i'.stubli.shmeut ami (Xti'iision of the trade. 

Passing on to flic anmruhsiciits projMised by tht: llon’ble Jh’csident, Mr. 
Colvin would say that altlioiigli lie had ]ireviously expressed, an opinion which 
had then been shared in by aU his iioifhle colleagues on the Select Committee, 
that complications were likely to arise from carrying out two separate systems of 
recruiting side by side, ho had become on furtlier consideration of the matter 
and of the opinions submitted upon it. less npproheiisivtj ol’tlie effeot of 
omitting the popal clauses of the Act, hu’ ho doubled whether the two systems 
would tlierehy be brouglil in jiraeticc into such (dose competition as to produce 
results ineciuitablo to those wdio had jireviously betin (ionmelled to recruit, solely 
within the provisions of the Act ; that ajiprolu'nsiou being thus to a gr(5at cxUmt 
removed, he was (piite ready to reliuquisli the ground of ohjc’ction and to sup- 
port the amendments of His Honor ; and furtlier he felt that being as tlmy were 
almost within tho sluidow cast before the coming of a dreaded «‘v<!iit iu parts 
of the province, he could not but ac«iuiesce in an arrangement to fa(!ilitate emi- 
gration from districts whore there was likely ti; bl? lack of labor .and scarcity 
of food supplies to places where employment and llte im!aiis of subsistemto wore 
comparatively easy to obtain. 

The Hon’blo President liad explained to flic Council why the suggestion 
for exempting a portion of tho labor districts from the operation of the Act 
had been witlidruwn. Mr. Colvin uuiisiderud ii-oui his own kuowlodgo of the 
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matter, and from the testimony of others, that the experiment would have been 
in Sylljet desirable, in Caehar donblful, and in Assam dan^oi'ous, and he waa 
quite content that it should be left t<» some future time to decide when and 
where such exemption, if any. should take ellbct. 

Ills IfoNoii Titn IhiKsiiJiiNT said. b(ffor<< ho ]»roc(foded further, he luig^ht notice 
that the motion w(uit further than it was intmided to fjo. IIo liad described it 
as reniovinif the penal clauses of tlu; Aj:t. He found, however, that Section 17 
wont further than that. If the t^anieil wouhl allow him to chanjife the motion, 
he would so far ehanije it as to move, the orulssioii of Si'ctions Ifi and 16 only, 
leaviiijf Seetion 17 (’<»r a separate motion.

The motion wa.s put ami agreed to. 

Ills Honor thk l’ai>,siiucxr said, li<‘ would now jmt tlie. question that 
after Section S, the new .section, of whit'.ii notice had been j^ivoii, be 
inserted. He would read it ajrain : — “ Xo <‘oiit.ract to labor in the labor dis- 
tricts for more than one year shall b<' bindiii'r upon an emi‘frant, unless it is 
made in uccordauce with this Act, and no cmigTant .shall be bound to fulfil 
any contract, of labor upon any cstati* or jiurtiou of an estate wliicli has been 
declared untit, for tlic; ro-siihaicc of laborers under the jirovisious of Sections 
119 and IriO.” 

The motion was put ami agna'd to. 

His HoN'.ir tiik I’rksijiknt .said lie would next propose the first clause 
of the anu'ndmeiit whieli sfuod in his name, which was a iieeo.ssaiy sequence 
of the amemlment wliieli had j test been )>a.s.sed. ina,sinueh as if wa.s now possible 
for free labor! Ts contracting under tlio ordinary law to Ins conveyed to the 
labor districts, .\ml as it was at the. .saim* time litres, sary that tliose emigrants 
when proceeding to the dabor di.stricts .shouhl be subjectt?d to certain sanitary 
regulations, it was ju-ojio.scd to alter the term “ emi grants” so that it woula 
include btitli emigrants under the law and ortliiiaiy emigrants proceeding under 
the ordinary law. If the Couneil accepletl this proposal, it would be necessary 
to revise the .section of ibe law relating to iraiesporl. When coolies pro- 
ceeded in large niunhers in crowded ve.ssels. it wtuild bc! nectissaiy to subject 
them to certain suSufar\' regulutituis. If tlic [iriiicijilc of our present pro- 
posal W'us jiassed by the C^nmeil, we would then jn^bceed to dt'al with tlie trans- 
port at the. next meeting of the Couiieil. 'riie (|ue.stIoii was — In Section 6, 
clause 6, delluitioii tif “ Kmigrant,” utld after the word “ recruiter” tlie words 
or other ptuson,” and omit Hie words “and has been registered as herein- 
after provided.” * * 

The imilitui was pul ami agreed t<*. 

Tub Hon'jii,i'. tub .Aovoe.vn: Gbxbrai, said he Jiad the Jionor to move that 
clauses I and of Seelinn I'i.'i l»i‘ oni’ttt'd, and Hint the following be inserted 
after the pix'stait third clause: — “ ITjuui complaint made to a Magistrate by an 
employer, or any jierson acting on bis behalf, that a laborer has deserted from 
his employer’s .service, such Magistrate ma_\' i.s,sm: a summons for the attendance 
of such laborer, or a warrant fyr Jiis arrest-, ami a]i])oint a tlay for the liearing 
of the eom)>laint vviiliout jmjvituisly examining the comjdainant.” IIo under- 
stood that th(! Ilon'ble 3Ir. Jlobinson wanlctl further time for tlie consideration 
of this amendment. 

The Hon’isbe Me. Uoiunson bogged to say that ho I'ceeivod the notice of 
this amendment only yc.stcrday evening, and it involved an alteration which 
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was of very considerable imjwrtanco to plimtors. Ho rocollccted on a previous 
occasion lifis Honor havinp^ expressed an opinion udverse to tbo section as it 
stood; bht his memory did not servo him to load liiiu to suppose that there 
was ai^ proposed made to alter it, Ho thoiif^lit it would J>o more convenient 
if the Council would allow the consideration of this t:han«^e to bo postponed. 

His ITf>NOK niR PitRsiDRNT Siiiil 1 m‘ Was (juit(? ready to accede to the 
propositidh that had been ma.(l(», as it stH'iiu'd to bn peidc-ctly reasonable. Ho 
might say at tniee that it was a ebangt* in regard to which llu're was no doubt 
a great deal of dilForeiie.e «»f opinion, lie found that the great inajorit} of the 
planters were against a change oC this kind, bur. tla; •.>r(‘af majority of the 
coolies w'ore in fstvoi* of it. 

The consideration of the amcndnu'iit was accordingly poijtpoiied. 

POWKlbS OF AJA01S1MIATFS. 

The Hon’jjee Mk. JMmpikjc moved that the r<*port of the .Select tjoniraittoc 
on tho Bill to amend Act XXI of ISotJ of tin' Coum'il of the (ioveruor-Gcneral 
and Act II of 1 SCO of the (Journal of tin* Lieu1«‘nant-(i!overnor <»f Bengal, be 
taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the elauses of the Bill. 

Tho motion was put and uyreed to. 

The Hon’ju.e Ala. I Iamj'Iki; said as this Bill was a very short one, and had 
been some days in the handA o|' hon'lde memhers, and as flui ohject of it was so 
pressing, that is to rc'Iima? the Afagistrab's of districts at t his time of urgency 
from certain w<»rk which j'oni'l b(! well done b)' otin'rs. In' iiojx'd tlic llon’blo 
President V’ould su.spend the, rides, and allow him to move that tho c-lauses be 
considered for si'tllement. in the form recfnniiu'inh'd by tho Si'loct (Joinmittoe. 

His Honok thk Pkcsii>k\t said ho niiglit montiou to the (Jouncil tliat this 
Bill had its origin in a lai.so in which a Alafiihtrate, being desired to go out into 
the district to do what he could to assist the peojih* to promote, inagution with 
a view of saving the eroyis, ri'preseutci! that be was viny inucb tied down by 
the fact that petty eases of this kind could be dispos.nl of by him only, and 
that ho could not refer them to any subordinate Magistrate. < )n looking to this 
case, we found that it was ri'ally so. The Magistiutes wore very much tied in 
trying such petty cases, and wo thought they shuiild bi* relieved, and also on 
general principle tliat Afagistriitos of the second cla.ss should be entrusted w'itli 
these cases. fcSeeing then t.Iie. pressing nature of tJii.s small Bill, he thought he 
would not be wrong in susjiendiiig the rules, and ulhoving tho Iion'hle member 
to proceed with bis motion. If any member slioidd su;*g(‘.st any roa.soii for delay 
he would be ready to give that reason full considiTution. In the meantime he 
would suspend tljc rnh's. 

The Hon’iu-h AIu. 1>.\mi*ieu .said hi* hud now the honor to move that the 
clauses be considered for .settlement in the form reeoinmcmh.*d by the Select 
Committee. Tic liail siinydy to rejieat what he bad Miid in introducing this 
Bill to the Council, that in the two laws tvhieli were now^. anii'iided, certain 
special restrictions were ijnjxised in the trial of olfeuces against the Abkarce 
law and ollbnces against the Suburban Police latv as regards the grades of 
officers who could deal witli tliern. Really, there, was no reason whatever why tho 
powci‘8 of Magistrates i.>f dill'erent ela.sse.s should lx* diflerenlly re.strict('d with 
regard ti* thost? particulay oftbriees than they tvere under tho general law of the 
land in regard to ollbnces in general. Ilis hotfblo friend on tho h>ft (the 
Advocate General), was very anxious tliat profe-ssional character should be saved 
by explaining that both the nicmbers of tho .Select Committee were of opinion • 
that section 2 of the Bill wtis absolutely unnecessary. ^I'lu^y thought that 
when by section 1 the Council had repealed tho two sections of tho existing 
laws which placed special restrictions on the yiowcrs ol* JMagistrates as regards 
these particular offences, they tvotild as a matter of eoursi* fall tinder section 8 
of tho Code of Criminal Ih'oci'dure. 

Still some might raise tho objection that .section 8 of the Criminal I’rocedure 
Code would only apply to offcnci's ]uinisliublo under .such .spt'cial laws as at the 
time when tho Criminal Procedure Code, was passed contained no distinct provi- 
sion as to the Court before w'liieh tho offoncos wore to be tried. It was in order 
to preisent any objection being raised on tliis bead that the Select Committee 
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added the second clause of the Bill, which they theihselres believed to be 
nothing more titan declaratory of ‘what the law would be if the Bill were to 
consist of the first section only. 

Ills lIoNoK Tim Presiueni’ said ho was quite sure that the opinions of the 
inciubcrs who liad bot-n g'ood enough to put tins Bill in sliape in Committee 
would 1)0 t|uito enough for us ; yet he dared say wo would not be worse for 
having nssuraneo doubly sure, lie niight mention that the effect oEthe alter- 
ation in the font) of the Bill which tht* llon’blo members of the Committee 
were good enough to undiTiako, was to make the scope of tho Bill a little 
wider than tho Clovennncnt had originally intended. Tho proposal of the 
(xovcnnne.nt was to give, certain powei's to second-class Magistrates, whereas 
under the general form of tho Bill as now ]mt, third-class Slagistrates would 
also lia\o s(uiu' ])bwor,s. »StI!l the, Govoi’iimont felt that tho proposal that was 
now made was in entire* accordance witli tho spirit of the Code of Criminal 
Proooduro, and as such we should not he wrong in adopting it. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

’’J’hu Hon’iu.k Mr. l)AMi*iEit .said it was strictly according to rule, as no 
Hon’ble nnanber appeared to Jiavo any objoctiou, to a.sk that this Bill should 
now he passt'd in the form in which it was jiresented hy the Select Committee. 

Tluf motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday the Idth December next.

The Magistrate is the local head of all reliet measures and works, and 
will subiect to the Commissioner’s orders, decide when works are to ho under- 
taken or discontinued ; how they are to he carried out ; and whothor wages are 
to be paid in coin or kind, or both. Uewill also Imvc a general control in 
regard to the rate of wages, and other such matters. He will, in short, direct 

all *u^5°Work8 are to be considered District Works and dealt with under 

the rvli published in the Notification No. 173 of May 1872 ^cording to which 
they will be carried out, subject to any modifications orden d m this IDjsolution ; 
and all District Works in distressed districts arc to be considered Relief Works. 

2a EccecuiUm and control of works . — ^The profossioiml control of Keliof 
Works will remain with the Superintending and District [Engineers ; and 
the special circumstances c’ necessity and want of proper estimates, 
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which may possibly exist in many instances, it is necessary that these 
officers should be more than ever active in their supervision. The number 
of Superintending Engineers will be increased, and large and liberal assistance 
ill Engineers is being granted to districts. The Lieutenant-Qovemor udll 
expect that the Belief Works will be veiy efficiently carried on in every respect. 

3. JSmployment, classification, and tasking of Laborers. — It is to be consi- 
dered as a condition of employment on Public Works that every person shall 
give some labor in exchange for the wages given. 

(o.) The work’peoplc should be divided primarily into two classes — 

I. — Those who can perform a full day’s work at the usual rates. 

II. — Those who cannot do so. 

(6.) Class I. should receive full wages,, or payment for full work, and if 
necessary should be retrenched for sliort work as usual ; but not so as to bring 
them below the wages of Class II., which they should join if found habitually 
unable to give the proper amount of work. 

(c.) Work-people of Class I. should be drafted off to the more important 
works which it is desired to carry out in the ordinary manner, whore they can 
he under proper supervision, and where the proper amount of' work can be 
ensured from them. This should only be done to the extent to which required 
for such works, and if there are more laborers in Class 1. than there is proper 
work for, the surplus should be put into Class II. 

(d.) Class II. will receive mere subsistence wages ; but those who can 
render a tolernblo return of work may *be tasked, and paid according to the 
amount of work done. Such tasks must be fixed according to circumstances by 
the District Engineer, subject to approval by the Magistrate. The amount of 
the subsistence wages should be determined by thp local Officer subject to the 
njiproval of the Commissioner with reference to local circumstances, and the 
result reported to Government in this Department. 

( e.) OlUcers in charge of work-people must consider it a part of their 
duty to watch the condition of their work-people, *and to ^ring it to the 
Magistrate’s notice as necessary. 

4. Hate and payment of wages. — ^The Lieutenant-Governor desires that, 
as a rule, there shall be but one rate of daily wage in each district or tract 
lor each class of work-people, as already defined. This rate to be fixed, for 
Class 1., at the ordinary rates of the district as at present prevailing. The 
rates for Class TI. will bo determined as above explained, but will generally bo 
lower than those for Class I. and can never bo higher. 

(a.) Those rates are to remain fixed ; but when the market price of rice 
rises above 10 seers per rupee, the Government vrill sell rice or other food to the 
work-people at not less than 10 seers per rupee whatever may be the current 
district rate of food. The food will bo sold under the rules contained in 
Appendix A. of this Resolution. 

(6.) Ordinarily the payments on Ecliof Works should bo made daily, 
especially in regard to Class II. But an interval of two days may be allowable 
or necessary ; and when the times are not very bad, a longer time might, per- 
haps, be allowed, especially to Class I. On these matters the Magistrate will 
be the judge, and decide what may be done. ' 

(c.) The payments must be made in the presence of a trustworthy 
person, and the working parties must be frequently visited by the supervising 
officers. This matter of payment must receive special attention. 

6. Payment of wages in kind and distribution of cooked food to the laborere. 
— It is not anticipated that, with the arrangements for selling rice, which have 
lieen laid down in the preceding paragraph, there will be any necessity of^pay- 
ment of wages in kind, or of distribution of cooked food. Should this be 
necessary in special instances, special arrangements must be made under tira 
orders of the Magistrate, and reported in due course. Should there seem 
likely to be any general necessity for payment in kind as time progresses, the 
mattw vrill receive the attention of the lieutenant-Govemor, mrd speoiAl 
orders will be issued. 
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6. When large bodies of workmen ’ore colleoted, or likely to be collected 
at ft distance from markets, the HagUtrate can sanction the Engineer’s arrang* 
ing for establishing one or more petty dealers at each work, who will sell food 
and firewood to laborers. The cost of housing and establishing such 
dealers would bo chargeable to the works; and the men could, when necessity 
arose, be employed as “ Moodecs” or depOt-holders under Appendix A. 

7. Hutting of laborers, ^c. — On any work whore a large number of 
laborers will be for any number of weeks employed, it will bo very necessary 
to provide for shelter, sanitation and water-supply ; where jungle wood, bam- 
boos and grass may be abundant the coolies may be left to build their own 
huts; where materials may bo less abundant some small head money or 
allowance may have to bo made ; and where the country is all thoroughly 
open and cultivated it may he necessary for the Engineer to arrange shelter 
for the laborers. In any case the hutting space will have to be chosen and 
marked out with some regard to ventilation and sanitation. Attempt must 
be made to make the coolies of each camp foul tho ground near their huts 
as little as possible, and tho huts should he of light moveable materials. As 
one embankment or work is finished and the coolies move on to another, they 
would carry the bamboos or posts of their huts with them ; ' and the necessity 
for such periodical moves will constitute a valuable security against the breaking 
out of cpfdcmicB. In most^parts of Bengal water for drinking purposes will 
bo available ; but tho places of supply will have to be fenced in or in some

very important requirement will have to be provided for. The Magistrate 
will have full discretion to permit charges of tho kind adverted to in this 
paragraph to be debited to tho works. 

8. Progress of relief. — In order to show clearly tho amount of relief 
afforded by works, a daily report of the number of work-people employed will 
be submitted cither in English or Vernacular by tho person in charge of each 
work to the District or Sub- Divisional Engineer, who will submit a weekly report 
to the Magistrate showing f-bc number of wtJik-pcople employed and tho 
wages paid them. Erom these returns, fortnightly n^turns for each principal 
work, and as regards petty works, for each Sub-Division of each district, will 
he submitted by the Magistrate to the Commissioner, and to tho Public Works 
Department of this Secretariat. 

(a.) llulcs and forms for the preparation of those returns are contained 
in Appendix B. of this Jlesolution, 

(J.) The Lieutenant-Governor will expect great care in the preparation of 
these returns, and tho utmost exactness in their submission. To ensure this, 
and to avoid hampering the executive ellicieney of olUccrf^ by these returns, 
the rules contain provision for their being prepared and submitted by tho 
Office Establishments of the Magistrate and District Engineer. 

9. JBstablishments. — It seems undesirable in several respects, and also un- 
necessary, to carry on ordinary llelief Works under the ordinary Public Works 
system of Sulf-Divisionsliad Sections, under Upper and Lower Subordinates. 
An efficient establishment of- this nature could not be extemporized, and the 
ordinary Belief Works will probably be of such a simple nature that in general 
professionally trained men will not he indispensable. General laying out of 
work and instructions, with frequent inspection bjf the Engineer and his Assist- 
ant, will probably be all that will be professionally required in regard to the 
xnasftliof work, which tho Lieutenant-Governor thinks may be properly carried 
on by Mohurirs or Sircars, superintended by persons of intelligence and good 
ohaiactcr, under tho general superintendence of the Engineer, as already noticed. 

(a.) It is nuderstood that in some districts planters, and other gentlemen 
of local iuflucncii and interest, will undertake a good deal of tho miner Belief 
Works. The lieutenant-Governor considers this an excellent arrangement 
which it is desirable to extend as fbr as possible, and be trusts that in mstricts

(c.) An Assistant Engineer will also be given to each of the districts in 
the Patna and Bhaugulpore Commissionersliips, an additional Assistant 
Bneineertothe Patna, and for the present three additional Assistant Engineers 
to file Pumeah District, in consequence of the heavy works in those districts.

(d ) The Relief Works in the Rajshahyo Commissionership will be partly 

cared for hv Major Lindsay, ». b., and the staff of the Northern Bengal 
State Railwav : the requirements of the remaining portion of the Division are 
not at present known, but will be disposed of as soon os tho reports are 

receiv^. Circular No. 80 (read above) authority has been given to the 

localOTtertainment of extra establishments as required. As far as Relief Works 
are concerned, these establishments will bo for - tho purposes indicated 
in paragraphs 4 and 9; and tlie Lieutenant-Governor will look lo the 
local OfficcM to arrange for all establishments subordinate to the Engineers, 
except for really important professional works, when application may be 
made to Government for additional assistance, after the most has been 
made of tho subordinates attached to districts. These applications must show 
clearly how existing Public Works Establishments are employed, and how it 

is proposed to employ those applied for. i* , • * r *i i i 4 . 

10 2ho&. It is customaiy m many districts for tho work-people to 

brine their own tools. The Lieutenant-Governor would wish tliis custom 
to & upheld as far as possible. Not only will the Government be thereby 
relieved of tho necessity of providing a large number of tools; but the 
laborers will nottpart witli their implements, and will have tho tools ready to 
resume their ordinary occupations on leaving the Relief Works. 

(a ) At the same time, it must he realized that destitute people are not to 
he refund work for want of tools. It will, in some instances, be a difficult wd 
delicate duty to require tools from the people, and at the same time not to with- 
hold them in cases where they cannot bo brought, ^ho Licutenant-Govomor 
must look to tho tact and arrangements of tho Commissioners, Magistrates 
and those engaged in tho work to give the best effect possible to his wishes. 

(ft ) A depAt of tools will he formed at the Head-Quarters of each Oommis- 
sioner and the tools will bo distributed under his orders to the different districts. 

(<7.) Commissioners will report what number of tools in excess of those 
available and procurable locally must ho sent to the depots, in order to 
them to meet the cases in which it may be necessary to supply tools, ffa this 
report baskets should not ho overlooked. 

11 Aceounts. In order to keep the Government properly informed of the 

progress of the expenditure during the present emergency, it is neoea^ary that 
ttie Aistriot accounts of expenditure should be submitted monthly. This has 
been already ordered in a separate Circular No. 5716 dated 3rd current; but 
it is again rep eal here that Relief Work accounts must be submitted 
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in the form and nnder tho procedure laid down for District Works accounts. 
Ijj is extremely desirable that these accounts should bo sent in punctually, as 
arrcar accounts will j?reatly impair the executive cflicicncy of Ensrinoor Offi- 
cers : tljo District Engineer may, therefore, with tlio Commissioner’s sanction, 
entertain extra Accountants and Clerks chargeable to Relief W«)rks within 
reasonable limits. 

(it.J In order to mark distinctly tho extra establishments due to Relief 
Works, additional sub-lieads should he entered in the extract from Rocrister of 
Monthly Receipts and Expenditure, whicli is fm’aislu;dto the Controller. These 
subrlteads should show separately — 

a .' — Superior Ex(iciitivo Establishment. 

A. — Inferior ditt(), such as Sircars and Mohurirs. 

c . — Office Establishments. 

(6.) Tho monthly accounts must be submitted ptinctually by tho 20th of 
each montli, as ordered.

It cleared up somewhat in the 
hitter part. Stale and proKpoei^ of the crops hiivo improved. The rain has 
dispelled the fears which wore entortnined of dostriictioii by insects, thouj^h not 
heforu some damafjfo was done in Diikhiii Shnhazporc. In Pnltiakhali the crops aro 
^'ood, am! in the jiirlsdietion of CliiLlitahsiniii. in the extreme south of the sub- 
divinioii, the bite rice is bettor than it was last year, and will yield 8 to 10 
maunds a l>eo^ti)i. 'J'lic Colleetor has seen the crops in portions of the Peroznpore 
sail -division and of the Jhalokatti thaiinnli. The former were ^ood, and he was 
told Hint all over tlic I'erozepon; sub-division the crops were tolerably good. 
Near dhnlokatti some very film cTops were seen, but along side the mad from 
Jlmlokatli to Uurisal the crops are bad, and will not yield more than eight or 
ten annus. The new rice is coming into the miirkuts and prices have fallen. 
On the whole, it seems almost certain iliut there w ill be a twelvc*anna crop all 
over the district, and that tlicre will be nn distress among the ryots if they have 
the seir-restmint to kn'p suirielcnt paddy for tbi;ir own consnmptioii throughout 
the year. Many bouts have come to take away rice, nnd probably prices will rise 
considerably, nnd thus persons with fixed incomes niul the iion-agriculturul classes 
generally will sniFcr no small amount of distress. 

The first three days of the week cloudy, since then clear and cold;,^herc has probably 
been rain somewhere. No change in the state and prospects of the crops. 

Very cloudy since Thursday. Barometer lias fullon. Unln expeciod. The rooont 
Vilight ni Biiiiiachiiitg has done a gr^ni deal of damage to the crops which pro- 
miMiMl so well before. 'I'lic large exportations lately have made the non-agricul- 
tiirnl cIhshps very uneasy. Ujiwurds of 3,000 matnuls of rice have been exported 
from Bnlagunge from ]9llito26ih November, 2,706 maunds to Onlcutta, 625 
maiinds to Naruingiingc, and 702 maunds of paddy to Calcutta. From Bahadur- 
gunge during the same iimo 100 maunds of riee uiul over 7,000 maunds of paddy 
have bi'cii exported. 100 maunds of rice and 1,100 maunds of paddy to Patna, 
and the rest to Calcutta, Dacca, nnd Naraingunge. There wais a marked 
fall in the sudder bazar on the 28tli November, and a blight fall in all the UaaatB 
ill the district. This will probably check exportation for the presont. 

jCooIer, hut very cloudy ; rniri still keeps oft*. Smart shock of carth-qoakc at 
2-30 on the 29tli November. The slate of tho crops is much the same as last 
week. The laio rice crop is being cut. 

Since Wednesday, the 2Glh Novoinhcr, tho weather has been dull and unsonsonably 
warm. On the night of the 28ih and morning of t he 29th idem, a few drops 
of rain fell. No special change in the state of the crops. Paddy-cutting has 
coiinnonced all over the district, ('holeru cases are reported from Alecrkaserai, 
•Scotncoond, Suilder and JnUlcc Stations. 

Warm during the week; cloudy and cool, with a little rain, in tho interior on the 
29th Koveniber. Reports of the late rice crops not yet reaped arc favorable, 
except from Jlatra, wliero injuries done by the “Maynh” and •'Sani** insects aro 
still reported. 

Very gloomy ami opprcsslvo up to the night of ihn 4th Dccftmhrr, since when the 
weather I’liw eli-nred. Rain fell during Saturday and Wednesday niirhts. The 
weather however is still hot for I)c>ceinber. Some rain has fallen throughont the 
district, mid heavy ruin to tho south-west is reported also. The cold 
weather vmall crops have on the whoK* henefiled by the wiiii, but the mustard in 
flower him lieen iiijnr».d. The rice crop has not suffered. Tho prico of rice con- 
tinues high, but there is no occasion for alarm xii ibis respect. 

Very c-<»ld throwirhoul the whole week. Cloudy on tho 2nth Novembor. The cotton 
is ii'-w being diligently gnUiercd; inuhtard and other cold weather crops are 
being sown. The prospects of the former crop nro good. The outturn of the 
pmldy crop bus liceu tolerable. TLcrt* is^lO reason to iipjhebcnd dlftross. 

Cloudy iird thrcatcuing rain ; n f<’W drops fi-Il on the 27th and TSth Noveqibor at 
tbe*licad-qiinrlcr.s. Uciiping has fairly eoinmenecd. Noehanguin tho prospects 
of tho rico crop. Mustard looks well about Agurtulliih. 


Wentber very cold in the mornings and evenings ; no rain has fallen, and consequently 
no cllangl^ in the prospects of the crops. Inst'Cle aro still reported to bo doing 
cr iisideriihlc damage to the young plants of the cold weather crops. Health of 
the district good. ^ 

Weather f ne end cold ; no rain has fallen in any part of tho district. The eold 
weather crop is sufforing for want of min. Tho opening of 8oiine Canal has done 
much good ; about 3,000 bcegahs of land along its banka have already been 
irrigutiHl, and it is expected that about 10,000 bcegahs more will be irrigated In 
the course of the next wreck.

Sasseenim Porgnnnsh is looking well and will he shoriljr harvested. The eold 
weather erop is also promising that had been watered; that part of the crop 
which has not boon watered requires rain to ensure a ftiir crop, although at 
present it is growing favorably. In llhubbooah sub-division the state of 
the crop is as much the same. Irrigation, wherever possible, is being carried 
on. In llio Buxar and Arrah suh-di visions, the prospects of the cold weather 
crops that have been sown and come^up have not changed for the worse, although 
they much require rain. In parts of the district the rice crop is beginning to be cut, 
and the ** bnjra** millet cro]» towards the west and south has yielded a good 
outturn in the few places where it has been sown.

Weather cold and seRsonahle, with occasional foggy mornings. The proipeets of the 
crops in the Seetamarheo snb-division have not materially changed daring the 
past week. In some parU the paddy is being cut and stocked. New rice ia 
Coming into the market, hut is sold at nearly the same rate as old rice, via. 
from 11-H to 12-8 seers per rupee. The prices of all grains have remained almost 
stationary for the last three weeks. The cold weather crops which have come np 
aiill thrive, but without rain in this month it is very douhtHil if they will come t 4 > 
much. The Deputy Cfjllector of Durbhangha. who has now been through his 
sub-division, believes that about two annas of the rice crop have been iiived. 
Mustard is said to bo looking not badly ; .Tancra, fair; and ruhur (pulse), very fair. 
The utmost proportion of the cold weather crop lands sown is only one>eighth of 
the usual area, and even in this limited space the seed has not alwnya germinate^ 
t while in some places the young crops are suffering from want of rain. Though 
the land is not i^dng prepared for the cold weather crops, it is thought that if 
ram falls before .laiinary, large aowings will ho made. In the Mudhoobani aub- 
division the cold weather crops are InngniMhing and dying for want of ruin. 
There is no change in the prospects of the rice crop. In the l*ajporo Sub-division 
everything is almost at a staiidslill except on the Dcnrah. Four annas of the cold 
weather crops have still to bo sown, and ruin is required in the course of fiflMn 
or twenty days to seenre even an eight or nine-antia harvest. The root crops arc 
giving a very poor yield, and tobacco is very backward. Brices have fallen 
slightly. In the Hnjeepore sub-division the cold weather crop still holds out well 
and is in no present danger. Recent inquiries in the siiddcr sub-division show that 
cold weather crop has l)ocn sown to a greater extent than in ordinary years, and 
that n four-nnna crop will probably be obtained under any circumsiances. If 
rain falls within a fortnight there may be a six-anna crop.

The furtber consideration of tlie Bill to amend tbc law relating to 
tbe emigration of laborers to tho disti-iots of As.sam, Cucluir, and Sylbot, and 
to regulate contract labor and service, in order to tho settlement of' its clauses, 
was re.sumed. 

The Hon’blk the Auvocath-Gkneral said, before proceeding with the 
amendments of which ho bad given notice, he had one remark to make, 
namely that the amendments before the Council were necessarily due to 
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the altered character of the Bill. By reason of the amendments adopted at 
the last meeting and the omission of the penal clauses against recruiting 
outside the Act, it became necessary to introduce the Advocate G*eneral’s 
present amendments. Some further amendments were also due to this, that 
while the Bill allowed recruiting outside the Act, it subjected emigrants above 
a certain number to the provisions c>f the transport sections. 

Tue Hon’ble the Advocate-General then moved the insertion of the 
following definitions after the definition of “employer” in Section 3 : — 

« ' Garden sirdar’ means an^^persou authorized by certiEnate by an employer to engage 
natives of Indib to proouud to a labor district under a contract to be mode and executed 
according to the provisions of this Act. 

‘ Jtecruitor’ moans any person licensed under the provisions of this Act as a recruiter. 

* Contractor’ moans any jierson licensed under the provisions of this Act as a contractor.” 

Tho motion wns agreed to. 

The Hon’blk the Advocate-General moved the omission of Section 4. It 
would bo seen that in lieu of this section another section would be introduced 
at tbo end of the chapter on transports ; but tho section proposed to be 
re-enacted was not so wide as that ])roposcd to be omitted. Under the 
transport sections nineteen emigrants travelling by thom.s('lves could go without 
restriction ; consequently it was not necessary to restrict emigration in the 
manner in which it was done by Section 4. 

Tho motion was ngr(!ed to. 

Tbo Hon’ble tho x\dv«>catk-General moved the omission, in Section 10, 
lines 6 and 7, of the words “for tho purpose of becoming laborers,” and 
the substitution for them of tho words “for tho purpose of laboring.” This 
was a necessary consequence of the definition of “ emigrant” now adopted, and 
the definition of “ laborer,” which had a technical meaning iji the Bill, namely, 
a man who was convoyed to tho labor districts under a contract under tho Act. 
He had also a verbal amendment in lino 8 of tho same section, to give 
uniformity to tho language, namely to insert tho words “of India” after 
“ native.” 

Tho motions were severally agreed to. 

On tho motion of tho Advocate-General verbal amendments were made in 
Section 11. 

The IIon’ble tho Advocate-General moved tho omission of Section 13 and 
the substitution of the following : — 

“ Any employer may by oertificato authorine a garden sirdar to engage natives of India 
to proceed to a labor district for the purpose of laboring therein for hire upon lands of whioh 
Buoh employer is in ebargo, under coutiucta to bo made and executed aooordiug to the 
provisions of this Act.” 

Tho section was not necessary, tho penal clatiscs of tho Bill having been 
abolished. But in order to render the Act more easily Intelligible, he had 
thought it bettor not only to omit Section 13, but to insert the proposed now 
section. It would bo just as well to bavo a key to tho following chapter 
relating to garden sirdars. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble tho Advocate-General moved the ofbission of Sections 34 
and 64. He projmsed to omit tho ])enalty imposed under Section 34 on a garden 
sirdar embarking emigrants without a pass on board a vessed carrying more 
than twenty persoiis. Ho thought ono penalty on the Master of tho vessel 
Bufiicient. Section 04 was an analogous section, and should also bo omitted. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

On tbo motion of the Advocate-General the word “duly” in the second 
line of Section Go, which was considered of dubious import, was omitted, and 
the words “ under tho provisions of this Act” were inserted after tho word 
“ executed.” 

In Section 66 tho proviso in tho first clause, and the words in the third clause 
relating to the number of persons allowed on board without a pass, were 
omitted as a necessary consequence of the omission of Section 34. 
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On the motion of the Adyocate-General, Section 71 .was recast so as to 
stand thus : — 

*'It shall not be lawful for the Master of any vessel, whether licensed or not, to embark 
any emigrants on board his vessel for oonveyanoe to. or towards a labor district, if the totid 
number of persons to be carried by such vessel (exclusive of the crew, and of any garden 
sirdar or other person accompanying the emigp-onts,) exceeds twenty, unless the emigrants ore 
ihmished with a pass by the Embarkation Agent in the form sot out in Bchedule (E) of 
this Act. The Master shall, on convintion by a Magistrate, be punished with fine not exceed- 
ing ten rupees for every emigrant illegally taken on board.” 

And the followin|r clause, taken from the Ipittcr port of Section 64, 
which had been omitted, was added to tho section, so as to enable Embarkation 
Agents to hold an examination : 

** The Embarkation Agent shall not grant any such pass without a cortificate from tho 
Medical Inspector that such omigrants inuy be allowed to embark without danger to tho health 
of other persons on board tho vessel.” 

The Hon’bIiE tho Advocate-Gisnekal moved tho insertion, after the word 
“ emigrant” in lino four of Section 75, of tho words “ whoso contract has boon 
executed under tho provisions of this Act.” It was necessary, in consequence 
of tho enlarged dofinitiou of “emigrant,” to restrict tho meaning of tho word 
“ emigrant” in this section. 

Tho motion was agroed to. Verbal amendments were, on tho motion of the 
Advocato-Gcncral, made in Sections 77 and 78. 

On tho motion of tho AdMocato-Gonoral tho word “ licensed” was inserted 
before the word “ vessel” in tho third lino of Section 79 ,so os to restrict the 
provisions of tho section to licensed vessels. 

Section 80, which gave the Magistrate power to stop emigrants proceeding 
by land, was, on the motion of the Advocato-Gcncral, omitted. 

On the motion of tho Advocato-Goncrul, the following new section was 
inserted after Section 97 : — 

“ The provisions of this ohapter shall not apply to domostio servants, or to any person 
prooeediug oioue or oocompaoiod by bis wife and family only.” 

His Honou the Puksident said- tlio first of the amendments which he had 
to propose was a merely verbal one. The section to which tho uniondmont 
referred, Section 17, was altered at the last m ceding, but it was found that the 
words “said labor districts ” were left without meaning. It was therefore 
proposed to insert the words “ for which ho b engaged” after tho words “ labor 
Strict” in tho 10th line. 

The motion was agreed to. 

His Honor the Pur:sii)ENT said it was necessary to alter Section 81 in 
some degree to meet the tillered character of tho Hill. It was not proposed 
that power should bo given to the Magistrate to interfere with tho transit of 
free laborers who were not proceeding in numbers exceeding twenty. It was 
thoreforo proposed to omit from the beginning of the sectioi^ the words “If 
in any case whatever it appears to a Magistrate exj)cdient that any emigrant, 
in consequence of iil-health, should not be allowed to procoijd towards a labor 
district, ” and to substitute for them the foilowing words : — • 

“ If it appears to a Magiati-ato expedient that any emigrant, whoso contract bos been 
executed under tliojprovisiono?)^ this Act, should not bo ullowud to prooued towards a labor 
district in oonsequeuco of ill-health.” 

The motion was agreed to. 

TTis Honor the President moved tho introduction of tho following new 
section after Section 81 : — 

” If it appeara to a Magistrate tliat tho health of t.ny omigr-ant (other than an 
snigront mentiouod in the last procoding section) is such that ho cuiiiut proeoud without 
endangering tiie health of those on board, ho may order tho dutontion of such tmi;|rant.” 

The effect of this would be that ordinarily tho Magistrate would not 
interfere with omigrants proceeding alone or in small parties by land. But 
if any free emigrant was proceeding in a crowded vessel, and his health was 
such that he could not proceed without danger to others, by reason of his 
having the small-pox or any other infectious or contagious disease, then the 
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Magistrate miglit intorfere, and if * his condition was such as to be dangerous 
to the healtli of others^ the Magistrate would be bound to detain him. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Ills Honor the President moved that in Socstion 82, the words and figures 
Section 81” bo substituted for the words and figures Sections 79, 80, or 81.” 
Section 80had been ointited from the Bill ; Section 79 referred only to thi^v 
detention of vessels, and did not involve any extra expense, and the new^ 
section whicih had been added wo did not propose to bring within the purview 
of Section 82. Ac.corclingjy if the Council would accept this amendment, 
Section 82 would I’ead tlius : — 


All GxponROfl incurrod under Section 81 hy a Magistrate, or other officer deputed by 
him under the provisions ofSeotiou in rospeet of any emigrant so detained (that is in 
regard to contract coolios), shall with interest at six per centum per annum be recoverable 
by him from Hkj contractor l>y whom the emigrant Inis boon engaged or forwarded, or, in the 
case of au emigrant cmgagod hy a garden-sirdar, from tlio employer Imm whom such 
gardon-sirdar rec^uvod his <ioi tifioato.” 


The motion wus ngrcod to. 

Ills Honor the l^iEsroRNT said ho had now to move a series of small 
amendments which were inoroly intendod to carry out the object of the 
amondinouts already made, and to restrict the operation of certain provisions 
of the Act to those particular emigrants wlioso contracts were made* under 
the Act. The following ameiidmouts wore? then agreed to: — 


Section 85. — lii liiie 15, omit the word “ such,’* and after ** emigrants” insert 
oontraots have boon exoout(*d inulor the yirovisions of this Act.” 

Section SO. — In the third line, after emigrant,” insert whose contract has been 
executed under the provisions of this Act ” 

Section tS7. — In tho fourth lino omit the word “ tho/' and after emigrants” insert 
“ whoso contracts liavo boon executed under the provisions of this Act.” 

Section 88. — In the first line omit tho word “ the,” and after “ emigrants” insert 
“ whose contracts liave been exocutod under tho provisions of this Act.” 

Section 81). — In tho fourth line omit the word * tho,” and after omigrants” insert 
“ whose eouiracis liave been executed under tho provisions of tliis Act.” 

Section 9(5. — In tlie first lino, after “ emigrant,” insert ‘‘ whoso contract has been executed 
under the provisions of this Act.” 


His Honor the Pre«ident moved that tho following clauses be added to 
Section 103 : — 


Such returns shall be kept separate with regard to each class of laborers as above 
mentioned, and, in tiie case of laborers as defined by this Act, thoreturr^of laborers employed 
shall specify tlie daio on which tlxe contract of each laborer oommeuood, and the period of 
service contracted for.” . 

“ Copies of such returns sliall bo entered in a book to bo kept by the employer at his 
placo of busiuoss or ou his estate.” 

The object of this amondmont was that inasmuch as we should ’in future 
havo two classes of laborers in th(^ tea districts, wo should bo enabled in tho 
returns to distinguisli botwe^eu laborers bound under tlio Act, and consequently 
falling under the special provisions of the Act, from laborers ontertainell 
outside the Act. 


The motion was agreed to. ^ 

On tho motion of tho President the following fr6sh sectionvs were inserted 
after Section 1(J3 : — 


“ (1 ) If any laborer shall die, desert, complete liis contract, or obtain a ti loase tliere- 
from during the six inoiiiha j>rc(iocliiig any such retiiru as in the last p recoding section is 
mentioned, the fact, of siuili death, dosortioii, completion of contract, or release, shall be 
eatored in the bofjk to bo kept as aforesaid by the employer, opposite tho namo of such 
laborer,” 

“ (2.) On tlie arrival of any laborer, as defined by this Act, on the estate of his 
employer, the name and description of such laborer shall bo entered in the hook to be kept 
as aforesaid by the emjiloyer, and in like manner the name and description of every person 
who shall contract lo labor otherwise than under the provisions of this Act shall be so 
entered. Such book shall be open to the Inspector of Laborers, who shall have power to 
muster all laborers and other persons lastly hereinbefore mentioned, and to verify the aoouraoy 
of tho entries in such book.” 
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His Honor thr Puusidrnt said ho now came to an amcndmont of 
oomo importanco. Tho Council were aware that two meetings ago a proposition 
was submitted to tho Council to omit what had been called the fugitive slave 
clauses of the Act, that was to say, to take away from tho omploycrs of laborers, 
the planters, tho power of seizing a run-away laborer. This subject had giv<?n 
to the Goverument a groat deal of anxious consideration. On tho one hand wo 
^ had felt that tho timo liud enmo when this power might to R(»me dogriso bo 
modified ; on tho other hand we had been inclined to yield in some degree 
to the representations of the planters that a too sudden change in tho prcKioduro 
in such cases w'ould disturb thoir relations with the laborers and injuriously 
affect thoir interests. Accordingly ho had tho hon6r to submit an anumdment 
of tho nature of the clauses specified in tho amondmoiit paper. Originally it 
was proposed to take away tho |x>wor of arrest from tho planter, and that a 
summary proceeding before tho Magistrate should bo given. IJut it had bf>on 
said, and somewhat reasonably said, that tho Magistrates in thoso districts 
wore few and far between ; that tho jiower of summary proceeding before the 
Magistrate would be a somewhat illusory gift; and that until wo wore pr<'pared 
to provide Magisterial Olficers at reasonable distances, it would not be 
fair to take away this power and give a practically inoperative remedy. 
■Wo had in some degree yielded to those representations. Wo hoped 
gradually to increase tho number of Magistrates, and to form Honchos of 
Magistrates composed of -planters and native gjintlcmen. But until these 
Benches were established, jvvo were inclined to think that planters had some 
rc^on to exedaim against tho too sudden withdrawal of tho power (jf arn'st. 
TOO effect of the amendmoTits would bo that where tho magisterial power was 
established within ten miles of a plantation, there tho summary ]>o\ver of arrest 
would cease; but in parts of the country whore there was no Magistrabi within 
a reasonable distance, a reasonable power of arrest would be rel.ained in a modi- 
fied form and subject to certain provisions as to fine and paymcrit ol’ v«jason- 
ablo compensation in cases of arrest without sufficient cause. 'J’hat was tlie 
proposal Ills Honor had to submit to tho Council, and with a view to e.urry 
that out ho would projioso C(;rtain amendments which, if accepted by the Council, 
would make tho 1st and 2nd clauses of Section 123 run thus: — 

“ If any laborer dwsorta from his employer’s service, and no Ma"i.stralo is resident 
within ten miles of tho phujo -where such laborer may be found, such cniployor, or any other 
person noting in his behalf, may, without first prouuring a warrant and 'withoiit tho u.'.sist- 
nnis) of any pnli<jo oilieer, who nevertheless shall be bound to givo such assistance if 
called upon to do so, apprehend suoh laborer ; provided nevortholoss that if such laborer bo 
found in tho sorvico of another oinployor he shall not bo arrested without a waiT.ant. 
Provided also that such employer or other person shall -without delay givo the wiid laborer in 
charge at tho nearest Police Station, and tlierv enter tho charge u]>ou which he shall have 
apprehended such laborer. 

“Any laborer so given in charge shall bo conveyed without delay to tho ucarost Magis- 
trate, and if sdeh Magistrate bo authorized to deal with the cose, ho shall himself adjudicato 
upon the chargo ; but if not, he shall forward the said laborer under custody to the Magis- 
trate or Bench of Magistrates authorizod to deal with such oases, wh8 shall thereupon adjudi- 
cate upon such cluurgo.” 

The HoN’BTiE Mr. T)ampikr said he had an entirely verbal ameiidmcnt 
to suggest. As the last limb of the first clause stood, it r('<{uired the crnjjloyer 
to whose protection thy laborer Lad run away without delay to give tho 
laborer in charge. Tho words “ such employer” rcferrcil to the last mentioned 
employer, not the employer to whose estate the laborer had run away. There- 
fore he proposed to leave out the words “ such employer or other person,” and 
substitute for them the words the person who shall apprehend the laborer under 
tlie provisions of this section.” 

His Honor the President having agrood to adopt tin; amendment, the 
motion as amended was agreed to. 

Gn tho motion of the President a verbal amendment was made in the 3rd 
clause of Section 123. 

His Honor the President then moved tho introduction of tho following 
clause after Clause 3 of Section 123. It was proposed that if tho arrest was 
unreasonable and unjustifiable it should be competent to the Magistrate to inflict 
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a fine and award compensation to the party aggrieved. His HoMoa hoped the 
(Jonncil would not think this an improper proposal : — 

“ If it appooTB to tho Magistrato, or to the Bench of Magistrates a^udioating ppou such 
chargn, tliat such laborer has heen apprehended without sufiinient cause, it shall he lawful for 
such MavislTaie or Mench of Magistrates to impose a fine not exceeding fifty rupees on the 
employer at whoso instance such laborer has been apprehended, or to award compensation not 
exceeding fifty rupees to such laborer, and such compensation shall bo paid by the employer 
at whoso instance such laborer has been apprehended.” 

The motion was agreed to. 

Hib Hokou Tin? PRESiDEitT Said he had an amendment to move in 
Section 12 which might lie of some consequcnco. Ho found throughout the Bill 
that imjiortant fiinctinnH were exercised by the Superintendent of Emigration. 
The Su])orintondent referred to could only be the Superintendent at Calcutta. 
Ilis Honor did not quite umlorstand how the Bill would have worked under these 
provisions ; because although it was not now contemplated that contractors’ 
dcp6ts should bo established elsewhere than in Calcutta, he believed 
gardon-sirdars wore entitled to enlist emigrants and convey them direct to the 
labor districts. In that case ho did not see how the contracts could bo signed 
before, and bo attested by, the Supeiintcndont of Emigration. His Honor was 
very mucli desirous that facilities should be given for the emigration of laborers^ 
and others from tlio over-populated districts of the west to the eastern districts. 
We wore engaged in opening out roods and otherwise giving facilitics^for traffic 
from the west to the east. He was impressed with the belief that the exces- 
sive mortality in transit was due to the cholera infection at Goalundo and in 
the neighbourhood of Dacca. lie had not tho statistics before him at that 
moment, but he had found, as the result of very close investigation, that these 
outbreaks occurred soon after tho vessel loft Goalundo, and before it got well 
into Assam. If, therefore, the transit through those parts of the country could 
bo avoided, great loss of life might bo saved. It was desirable to encourage 
direct emigration from the over-populated districts of the west to tho under- 
p<qmlat.ed easterii districts. It might bo desirable to give facilities for the estab- 
lishment of d(‘p/)ts on tho direct route. In that ease wo must cither alter the 
frame-work of the Bill or give some of tho authorities in other parts of the 
country the jiowcrs of tli<} Snporintendont of EmigratioAi With that view 
ho would inovo that in the foui'th lino of Section 12, after tho word “ Calcutta,” 
the following words bo inserted : — 

*• aud raaj’ also appoint any proper person to ho Snporlutondont of Emigration at any 
other place, with all or any of tho powers of a Superintendent of Emigration.’^ 

The motion was agreed to. 

On the motion of tho Pkesiuent verbal amendments were made in 
Schedules (A) and vE.) 

Thk Hon’hle the Advocate-Genebai. said, in conseriuenco of tho amend- 
ment of tho clauses of Section 12{i, he proposed to withdraw his amendment 
as to the omission oL Clauses 1 and 2, and to proceed with tho amendment 
which he proposed to put as a fourth clause, and which stood as follows 

“ Upon complaint marie to a Magistrate hy an employer, or any person acting on hia 
bclialf, that a laborer has deserted from his employer’s service, such Magistrate may issue a 
summons for the attendance of siH-h labomr, or a warrant for his arrest, and appoint a day 
fur the hearing of the complaint without previously examining the complainant.” 

That clause was rendered necessary for tho purpose of giving summary 
jurisdiction to Magistrates. Under the Criminal I’roccduro Code it was pro- 
vided that whenever in regard to an offence under any law there was no procedure 
provided, tho procedure of the Code of Criminal Procedure should bo adopted. 
The Code of Criminal Procedure provided that in all applications for arrest 
there should be an examination of tho complainant; and as it would bo a hard- 
ship to require this in all applications for tlio arrest of deserting laborers, it 
was propoBcd to give this summary jurisdiction. It might be that tho employer 
might be more than ton miles from tho place of tho apprehension of tho laborer. 
If the Magistrate was satislied of the fact of desertion, ho might issue his 
warrant for detention without an examination of the complainant. No possible 
liarm could arise, because under tho tliird clause of the section, which was 
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introduced on the motion of His Honor tho President, all persons apprehending 
laborers without sufficient cause wero liable to punishment. 

His • Honob thu Pkesident said ho hoped tho Council would accept this 
amendment. It would merely give a summary and quick mode of proceeding 
by one instead of two processes. 

The motion was agreed to. 

) His Honor the President said the Countal had now gone through all the 
amendments that had been proposed, and if any hon’l)]o member had any 
.further amendment he would have an opportunity of bringing it forward 
at tho next meeting. Tho intention of tho Government was that tho Bill 
should bo carefully printed and circulated, and that tho Bill should bo taken 
on the further stage that day week. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 20th December.

EMIGRATION TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS. 

The further considoration of tho Bill to amend the law relating to the 
emigration of laborers to tlic districts of Assam, Cachor and Sylhet, and to 
regmate contract labor and service, in order to the settlement of its clauses, was 
resumed. 
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The Hon’ble the Aovocate-Genebal said he had to move a few verbal 
amendments in order to render the terms of the Act homogeneous, namely, 
to express, os far as possible, throughout the Bill the same idea by the same 
words. Tho first amendment he had to move was a verbal one, to substitute 
the word “contracts” for “ u contract” in lino 4 of Section 3. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

The following amendments were also made on the motion of tho AdvocateV 
General : — 

In Section 7, line 5, tho words “and executed according to the prov^jjaDns 
of ” wore substituted fcr “ in accordance with.” - 

In Section 49, lino 13, “a d(‘]>6t in a place approved of” were substituted 
for “ tho doi)6t registered ” : depots not being registered but approved of under 
Section 35. 

In Section 109, line 5, tho word “arc” was inserted after “ or any of 
them,” to complete thts grammatical construction of the soiitenco. 

• In Section 12‘J, which was a new section, there were two kinds of seizure 
of deserters spoken of. The term “ apprehend” was used where an employer 
apprehended a deserter ujnm his own motion under the provisions of tlio law. 
The term “ arrc.st” was used where the apprehension was made under a warrant. 
Tho w’ords “ or arrested” wore, on tho motion of the Advocate-General inserted 
after “ apprehended” throughout tho 6th clause of the section so as to make it 
more clear that the fine might bti imposed or the compensation awarded in both 
classes of cases, that was to say, where either the apprehension or arrest was 
made without sufficient cause. 

Tho fii’st clause of Section 5 stood os follows : 

“ Every contract made with uii emigrant, and all arrear of wages due under any such 
contract, and all flues imposed on any employer under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
a charge on the lauds upon which such laborer has been engaged to work." 

Tnn TIon’bIjIs the AnvooATE-GitNEiiAL said it was quite obvious that tho 
word “ emigrant” there used meant a ♦laborer as defined under the Bill. Tho 
emigrant hecamo a laborer after ho got up to llio tea districts. He did not 
think it w^os intended to give emigrants contracting outside tho Act a lien on 
tho estate : such a person would have whatever rights he acquired under his 
contract outside tho Act. Tlic Advocate-General moved the substitution of 
“laborer” fi>r “emigi*ant” in lino 1. 

His Honor tiie President said there was no doubt that tho amendment 
which tho Advocat(N(lcnerttl proposed was somewhat confusing; but inasmuch 
as the words “ every contract made w'ith an emigrant” would operate only as 
regards emigrants outside tho Act under onc-ycar contracts, the section as it 
stood would not apply to tho ordintwy laborers under the Act. The result of 
the amendment would bo to put contracts made outside tho Act on the footing 
of any other ordinary contract. Ills Honor’.'? only doubt was whether there 
might not be some obscurity involved in the sect ion us proposed to be amended, 
because under the definition a man was an cmigi’uut until he arrived in tho 
labor districts. 

The Hon’hee tjie Advocate-General said tho contract was made with an 
“ emigrant.” When he got up to the labor districts ho became a “ laborer.” 
As was suggested to tho Advocat(vGeucral by tho Iloh’blo Member on bis right 
(Mr. Damjjier), the sect ion might be made clearer by using tho vitords “ any con- 
tract made under the provisions of this Act,” it not being tho intention to give 
contracts made «uitside the Act any privileges or rights beyond what would bo 
given to them inider tho law. Hut if the language of tho section was allowed 
to stand as it wa.-, emigrants with contracts for one year would acquire certain, 
rights and claims upon the land. If an emigrant by his contract got a lien 
upon tho land, wcdl and good ; but if ho did not get it by the law, he would not 
get it by this section. The amendments whicli the Advocate-General would 
propose in lieu of wliat luj liad previously moved, would bo as follow : 

In lino 1 to substitute fho words “ every contract made according to the 
provisions of this Act ” for “ every contract made with an omipgant.” 

In lines 7 and 8 to substitute the words “ any person has been engaged to 
labor under such contract” for “ such laborer has been engaged to work.” 
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In clause 2, line 3, to substitute “person” for “ laborer.” 

His Honor the President said, by the amendments now proposed any 
laborer binder a free contract would not become a special charge upon the land. 
His position would not depend upon the special provisions of Section 5. It was 
proposed that a free contract should fall under the operation of tho ordinary 
law, and not under tliis section. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

- Verbal amendments were, on tho motion of the Advocate-General, made in 
Actions 16 and 78, and in tho note to schedule (A). 

His IIoNoii THE PiiKSiDKNT movcd that in Section in the last line but one, 
the figures “78” bo inserted after “ 70,” and in the last lino tho figures “ 83” bo 
inserted after “ 83 ” ; tho effect of the amendments would bo that tho section as 
amended would run thus : — 


“The Magistrate of a district, or of a division of a district, may depute any anbordi* 
natc Magistrate to exercise the powers and antlioritius conferretl, and poriorm the duties 
imposed on a Magistrate uudor the provisions of Sections 73, 7d, 7-1', 75, 7(*, 78, 79, 80, 81 
82, 83, 81, and 88." 

ITo miglit mention that tho judicial powers of Magistrates under this Act 
were entrusted only to Magistrates of the higher gi-jides, iliosc exercising tho 
powers of Magistrates of tho 1st and 2iid cliiss(;s ; but under tho provisions of 
this section certain powers which did not retunre to bo exorcised by bigh 
judicial eflicers — tlic oxoe.utivo powers of inspection of v<iss(;ls and such like, 
might bo dcjiuliid ly sn^erior Magistrates to subordinate Magistrates of any 
class. In order to rciiidcr this procedure uniform Ills lIoNou jiroposcd to add 
these two sections, which were on all fours with tins other sections in tho 
list, and t«) make the rule complete under which certain duties, and certain 
duties only, could be executed by any subordinate officer who was deputed 
for the purpos(i by his supi^rior officer. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

On tho motion of the President, verbal amendments were made in Section 
122 and in the note to sebodule (A). 

Ills Honor the President said, it bad been pointed out to him that in some 
cases it would bo inconvenient if a steamer were detained unnecessarily 
during six hours of daylight at every station in Avhich a Magistrate was posted. 
We hoped to render the transit of steamci>i on the Berliampootcr more rapid 
than at present. Jt might bo that a halting station was not a Magistrate’s 
station, and it would bo necessary to halt again on reai^hing the ^Magistrate’s 
post. Wo thought it no(!<!Ssary tliat tho Magistrate should havo the power 
proposed of inspecting these emigrant vc.ssols ; but it did not seem ncecssaVy 
that practically a whole day should Ik? lost in all cases. We tluii’cfurc proposed 
tho insertion of certain words Av1n«th wouhl giv<' a discretion to Magistrates. 
The first pari of the section, with tho addition of tho words proposed, would 
read thus : 

“Every licensed vesse’ carrying emigrants still ste p ai. 2vcij» jlricc in wl’icli a Magis- 
trate is stationed iiitcrnie(li;; >5 iKawceii tl. i plares )f eni >fi: katimi and diseiiiharkation of 
such emigrants, and shall i naiii daring not litsn ,liau six Lou n of daylight, unlexs the 
Maffiatrate ahull permit an ear -er departure ” 

The consequence (*f t? ? amendnunt w ndd bo that, ^ ’llcn evorything was 
in order, tho*Magistv!itif lU' d't go on boar.l for luuf an hour, and if satisilud 
that everything avos right, light allow the A 'ssol to proci .1 on its voyage. 

The motion wo^ agreed to. 

Tho Hon’rle TiiE ADvef'.vrE-G : nekal moved that ti e Bill us amended bo 
passed. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Korteson said, before th*.; final vote was tr k(?n on this Bill, 
ho would trouble th- ? Council witli a very fi-w u < u 'Is. ( )n Ih- intr Kbiction of the 
Bill a desire was c::pi‘esscd hy -him. on behalf ol Iho 'I’oa i; b re. t, iliat ample 
time should bo given for tho consic oration of the Bill, and fi ! ci.q liries made 
upon tlio effect of the many alterations j)r<,;pos .Hl h)' it. J Io a/us now anxious to 
say that the promise that was made at. that time by tho (iovt rnncMit that that 
should bo tlio case had been most fully and ccmph'U'l / fu’fiHed. Ko Bill that 
had over beou before the Council bad tu '.ou, ho holie\ :d, so long a time to pass, 
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or had received such ample discussion, or in regard to which so much and 
such a variety of information had booh collected from both official and nou> 
official sources, as in regard to this Bill. And he rejoiced the moro &at 
that had been the case, bocauso ho thought it must be admitted that the 
enquiries that had been made tended to show that the planters as a body 
had treated their laborers faii'ly and humanely, and had shown every disposition 
to act in accordance with the law in all matters connected with their busi- 
ness. The Bill, like all Bills, had been fintdiy settled by a seiies of compromises, 
and as it would now be passed, ho thought that those compromises, having 
been made in a spirit pf fairness, had brought it intf> a state equitable to the 
interests concerned. He thought that every qu(?8tion that had been raised had 
been fully and fairly considered, and there had been every disjiosition on tlie. 

S ort of the Government to consult tlio interests both of planters and coolies. 

e trusted that, in the course of a few years, legislation of this kind would 
bo no longer nocessaiy for tlio 'J’ca districts ; that their condition would be so 
changed that the execution and enforcement of contracts might safely be left to 
the operation of the ordinary law of the land. Meantime, he earnestly hoped' 
that tlierc woidd bo no fiirthor legislation on this subject, which had b^n now 
so often and carefully discussed, and that no measure relating to it would again 
bo brought before this or tljo Supreme Council, unless it was the introduction of 
a short Act to repeal tliis Bill entirely. 

His Honok this I’kesihent said, before putting the question to the* vote, ho 
thought it right that ho should, on the part of the Government, express the very 
great gratification with which ho had listened to the observations of tho Hon’bte 
Member. We did value exti’cmely the testimony that he had been good 
enough to boar as to the fairness and fullness with which the questions which 
had been raised had been discussed. His Honok was glad that tho Hon’ble 
Member had been good enough to boar testimony to the fact that ample oppor- 
tunity for full discussion by all parties had been given. Ho trusted they had 
now, by the labors of the Committee and the Council, and more especially by 
tho labors of the learned Advocate-General, who was in charge of this Bill, 
arrived at a conclusion satisfactory to all parties. Ho took it that ho might 
receive the expression of opinion which the Hon’ble Member had now given as 
a testimony to tho belief of those whom ho represented, as it was our belief, 
that the compromises to which wo had arrived at were the best compromises 
which the wisdom of this Council could devise ; and so far as human foresight 
could foresee, we hoped that they would work well. His Honor thoroughly 
endorsed what tho Hon’ble Member had said with regard to tho enquiries 
thlit had been made, that they did show that the planters, as a body, had treated 
their coolies fairly and well ; and he was sure that it was the wish of Govern- 
ment, and of all of us, that we should do tho utmost that we could to promote 
this groat Tea industry ; to promote the development of those districts which 
were so lately covered with jungle ; to do everything in our power to promote 
the welfare of these districts, the increase of tea cultivation, and tho general 
development of the productions and the revenue of the country. 

In regard to tho question which had lately most occupied tho attention of the 
Council, and which had been stjttlcd by a compromise, he was more and more 
sanguiue that we hadmiudo a fair compromise. Assam was a long way off, and 
some of tho opinions from that district did not arrive until a late stage of our pro- 
ceedings ; but he was happy to find that they went to corroborate and endorse tho 
views the Council had arrived at. He found that in Assam, although the planters 
were not so sanguine as they were in Cachar, there seemed to bo a general 
concurrence of opinion that it was desirable tlint free labor should, to some 
extent, l>c tried. It was suggested by several experienced jdonters and others 
that it was quite possible tliat free labor might sooner or later find its way 
into Assam. We were told that recruits for the regiments in Assam came 
of themselves from various parts of the -North-Western Provinces, and it was 
guggested that when tho roads which were now being opened wore put into 
proper order, and resting and cooking-places and other conveniences for travel- 
og provided, free labor would find its way into Assam. That would be an 
exfremely desirable result. His Honor not only concurred in most of thcobser- 
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vations that 'bad been made by the Hon’ble Member, but thoroughly 
concurred in the last observation, that he hoped legislation on this sumect 
mi^ht not be further necessary. His Honor hoped and trusted that the Bill, 
which Tvtis now about to be passed through its final stage — if the Council should 
see fit to pass the Bill and it should receive the assent of the Viceroy — might 
suffice for some time to come, and be beneficial in its results ; and ho hoped that 
the next occasion on which legislation might be proposed, it might be in the 
shapo the Hon’blo Member had suggested, namely, that all special legislation 
be brought to an end, and that the labor districts being fitted for free emigra- 
tion, might bo brought under tho operation of the ordinary law of the land. 

The motion was agreed to. * 

REaiSTRATION OF MAHOMEDAN MARRIAGES* AND DIVORCES. 

The Hon’blk Mr. Dahpieb said tho Sel(;ct Committee on tho Bill to 
provide for the Voluntary Registration of Mahomedan marriages and divorces 
was required to report within one month. But the Hon’ble Member whoso 
knowledge was mfist special on tho subject had only just returned to his place 
in Council. It would therefore bo impossible to submit a report within the 
month, and he now asked that the Committee be allowed to report within 
two months of the date of appointment. 

The moti<m was agreed to. 

The.Council was adjourned to a day of which notice would be given. 


EMIGRATION FROM DISTRESSED DISTRICTS. 


Dated Calcutta, the 1st December, 1873.

I AM in roireipt of your letter No. 3517 of 39th ultimo, regarding the 
impending scarcity of food in Bengal, and requesting the As.sociarion to favor 
His Honor the Lieutenuut-Govornor with any suggestions that the members 
muy be able to make, as to tho best mode of promoting emigration to the 
tea districts during this exceptional season, and as to the terms on which 
planters may be willing to bear part of the cost of importing emigrants, and 
agree to employ them as laborers. 

2. In reply, I am directed to say that the members of the Association 
fetd deeply the emergency of the present threatened famine, and avail them* 
selves of tills opportunity of recording with pleasure their cordial ajiproval of 
the measures taken hy His Honor in conjunction with the Government of 
India, to avert, so far as human agency can, tho im^nding calamity. 

3. After careful consideration, the committee instruct me to submit the 
following suggestions relative to the emigration of laborers into Assam and 
Caebar, as one means of relieving to some extent the famine districts of a 
portion of their sur^ilus population. 

4. They arc of opinion that if His Honor has decided on promoting the 
emigration of these laborers, the first point that Government must see to and 
arrange for nt once, is the establishment of central depots at the principal 
ghauts on the rivers where steamers and boats usually call on their upward 
voyage, and where the laborers and their wives and families can be in.spected 
by the planters, or their agents, desirous of employing them. Planters could 
not enter into any special agreements as proposed with laborers to work on 
their gardens, until such inspection had been held, and people fitted for the 
work carefully selected. 

5. The committee are of opinion that efficient able-bodied men and 
women of the working class from Bi har, would readily find employment on the 
different gardens in Assam and Cachar, on the condition that the charge per 
head did not exceed Rs. 15, lauded at any of these central dep6t8 referred to 
above, and that these special agreements Vietu'cen planters and laborers did not 
determiDu before the end of the tea season of 1S75. 
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6. I arh also instructed to convey lo Government the opinion of the 
committee that an immediate and favorable settlement of the waste land rules, 
now in abeyance, would enable planters to assist His Honor’s Government to a 
very much greater extent, by the employment of a larger number of people 
from the famine districts than they can bo expected to do at present. 

Many planters are now most, anxiously Avaiting fur the publication of 
these new rules, as in several cases, which have been brought to the notice 
of the Association, serious pecuniary loss has been sustained by hon& fide pro- 
pyietOTs of tea gardens, anxious to extend and improve their property, but 
at present unal)le to do so. 

The committee feel it necessary to refer to llis Honor’s Resolution of the 
25ih April, 187*2, in which ho strongly deprecates sending any Up-country or 
Hindustani coolies from above Bhaugulpore as laborers to any of the tea 
districts, on account of their uusuitablcncss for tvork in such a climate as 
that of Assam and Cachar. 

The opinion of the majority of planters coincides with that of His Honor, 
and the committee bci;, therefore, that it may be had in remembrance, should 
any great mortality take place amongst these emigrants, that they were sent 
to the tea districts uniter the exceptional circumsLunecs now existing, and 
engaged by planters with the vietv to assist (.ioverninoni in its measures for 
the relief of tlio districts most seriously threatened witli distress from the 
failure of their crops.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of tfee Ist 
December, offering the sngitcstions of the Association as to the be.st mode of 
promoting emigration to tho tea tlisiricts daring the present season of high 
prices, aitd in reply to communicate .the following observations made by the 
Lieut cn an t -G ovei-nor. 

2. The last paragraph of your letter, regarding the suitability of the tea 
districts for Hindustani laborers, raises very important questions. It is the 
case that after visiting Assam in 1871 the Lieutenant-Governor did, as noticed 
by the Association, express grave doubts as to the suitability of the Assam 
climate for this class of laborers. That opinion of His Honor was based on 
what he heard from planters and others in As.'^am. Tho Association now say 
that the majority of planters coincide in that opinion, and your letter bogs that 
this may he held in remembrance should any great mortality occur among the 
people whoso emgration it is now proposed to promote. Such a suggestion, how- 
ever, His Honor thinks, lays a very grave responsibility on the Government, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor has very gravely considered the matter. In 
con.sequcnoe of the opinion wliioh tho Lieutenant-Governor had formed in 1871, 
a full inquiry was mAde into tho question whether the tea districts really are 
unsuitable to the Hindustani constitution. Tiiei*e was a good deal of variety 
of opinion, but the general result of tho opinions of those best qualified to 
judge, and of the most experienced oflicers of Government, was that if these 
people are at once sent to remote, jungly, and unhealthy gardens, they do 
suffer more than other classes, especially in tho first year, before they have 
become acclimated, and have actJu.stomcd themselves to a diet different from 
that they have in th<‘ir own country. J5ut there Avas a very general opinion that 
if they are put on well-cleared and ]ie.altiiy gardens in parts of the country well 
opened out, wlicre tliero an; bazars and market.s, and are carefully acclimatised, 
and enabled to procure the food they like, they become very good laborers, and 
thrive just as vvcdl as others; and that they do very Avcll for tea-house and such 
iti-rloor work, and iu tb(? (;ohi weather particularly, as well as any other classes 
of laborer?. 

3. It* is admitted that tho classification of laborers for mortuary returns 
is not very exact or reliable; but still, even allowiiig for a large margin of 
errors of classification, the lullowiug table soems strongly to militate against the 
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conclusion that in most large gardens tho Hindustani laborers arc more 
unhealthy than others. In his annual report the Commissioner of Assam 
irrote that — 

** The percentage of deaths in 1872 according to nationality was — 
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4. The result of the inquiry made* in fifcordatic i with the orders qirotcd 
by your Association was that the Lieutenant- Grovernor det( rniine,«l not to .stop 
the emigration of people from the TJp-counlry llindu''i.‘uii districts to the to;* 
districts. At the same time Sir George Campbell quite feels tnat if in this 
time of scarcity such emigration is spi’ci:illy j)ri)m()ted, Governnumt must be 
very careful that Hindustanis fr' m the open cultivated districts of Beliar are not 
bound down to labor in jungly and unhealthy tc.u gardens. 1 am therefore to 
request that in any a])plicaiions for coolits to bt? supplied by aided emigration,^ 
full particulars regarding the situation and character of the gardens in which 
they are to be employed may be furnish<‘d.* 

5. Looking to all the circumstances, the Licuioiiant-Govornor would not 
like to bind down laborers supplied by aided emigration for a larger term than 
the one year for which it is proposed to allow free contracts by the new labor 
districts rule. In addition to the one year the planters will have whai may be 
called the good-will of the coolies, that is, he will liavo the first clianee of 
re-engaging the people settled in his estate. As regards the. proi)ostil for tho 
establishment of river-side dep6ts, 1 am to say tliut it would not be possil)le 
to import coolies and then let planters choose or reject from among them, hut 
Government would form depots in the districts whence they come, and where 
planters might send agents to satisfy themselves. 

7. With reference to paragraph (i of your letter, I am to say that the 

Government of India has been zuiived to puijllsb the now rules for the sale of 
waste lands as early as possible. ^ 

8. Tho Lieutenant-Governor w'ill bo glad tn know if th(‘ Association 
thinks that emigration cun be advantageously promoted ou the terms above 
set forth.

At tlic suggcHtioii of the Collector of llooglily, I have the honor to submit, for the 
information of Govcrnrncut, extract ironi a letter troni Baboo .ioykishen Mookerjea regard- 
ing the measures which he proposes to adopt lor the alleviation of distress among the ryots 
on his estates. Mr. Belh^w makes the following remarks ; — 

^Mt is nccdlcHs for me to speak of the active benevolence always displayed by Baboo 
Joykisseu Mookerjea in season of need, as it in well known* to Government I think that 
the publication of his letter may have a good cflcct in stirring up other zemiudars to do 
their duty.^^ 

2. 1 have requested the Collector to convoy ray thanks to Babbo .loykissen Mookeijea 

for his conduct, and trust that it will meet with the further approbation of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 


Extract from a letter from Baboo Joykissen Mookerjra of Ooterparah to the Collector of 

Hooffhly, dated 10//i l ecember, 1873. 

'' 1 BBo leave to add that I have been trying to do, in a humble way, what I can to 
prevent and mitigiatc the distress of the people in those of my villages which are^afikely to 
aufier most by the failure of the crops. 1 have issued orders to my mofussil agents to 
siispi'ud the collection of more than half the balance of the current yearns rent in Dwarbasini, 
n Uasuan, and several other villages. One-half of the portion thus remitted wil\ be realizdd 
next year if there be a good amuu crop, but the other half will be given up altogether. 1 
have also sent trustworthy agents to visit my estates, and to exempt altogether from the 
payment of rent all ryots who arc too jioor to pay and to give advances to those of them 
wno have no food-grain, such advances b iiig recoverable next year without interest if there 
be a good crop. I also intend to buy large qiiuutitit s of rice and store them for sale at 
cost price in those villages where food-grain is likely to be scarce. This last measure will 
not broouie necessary befure the bcgiiiuiiig of Februarv, when in addition to the food-grain 
I shall have to advance large sums for the cultivation of aus paddy in March.^’

Drj* and dear tveutber. Tlie reopiiif' of tbo byiniinty or winter paddy is still in 
prosrpfHS. The new riee is beiiij; extensively sold in the Ibiiicoornh Imriir. The 
price of rice i« much tin* same ns Inst week. The Bngnrciine and cold weather 
crops iTinst KiilTer from the c*otitinucd want of ruin. The harvesting of the ted 
(oil -solid) has begun in many places. 

Hriglit nnd unseasonably warm weather. No change in the prospects of the crops; 
InirvcKt of late rice n]>proaclniig ennipletion ; siignrcnno declining tind being cut, 
'immature in some places. Kxiiortution by rail chieliy to lihaugiilporc and Patna 
Divisions 8,445 nmiinds. 

Weather cold nnd clear. The rain Inst week is snid t^ hove done some damage 
to the stiinding rice at rtintni, olborwise it has improved the prospects of the 
cold weather crops. It was eonfmed to the north and eastern portions of the 
district. 

jcienr wcntlier tbrongliont; wind from north and north-east. The rain of Inst week 
bus done more gfwid ibuii wn.s expected to tbo cold wentber crops, nnd ploughing 
and sowing is going on to some extent. Kice crop is tbo sunic as before. 

Fine weather everywliere. Tlio late rice is now ahont two-thirds reaped. There 
is no donbt that a! the Ita^t a full eight-anna crop will he gathered. The Sham- 
pore and Oolloobcrinh tliimnnhs have a gooil twolve-nniia, but the purclmHes tiindo 
by the ('nlcnftn grain d<*iilerB arc nhsolutely enormous nnd seem to be denuding 
tiio district fff rice. The ryots are selling their crops at Rs. 2 tbo nniund, and 
seem to be selling aetnully all not required for their own houselioIdH. Towns- 
folk and tiie large class of poor people who do not cultivate aro bitterly com- 
plnitiing that no food will be left in the district for them. 


|The weather lins hccn(*oo1er during the week, hnt not so cold ns it is usually at this 
time of the year. No rain lias fallen. The harvest of the Into rice crop Is going 
on Tiipidly. In Rarwset and parts of Diamond Harhour the outturn is hotter 
than was* ex preted. In the norlhorn ami sou thorn parts of Satkhirn, prospecU 
nr<‘ reported to he had, ond in other part.s of the .snh-divi'-ioii iin eight-anna erop 
is still ex]»ected. (V)ld weather sowings in Duraset nnd Diirriepore arc doing 
pridiy well. The outturn of kahii nnd khesary ))nl.*4es in Diamond Harbour has 
not lieeii good, nnd the priee of the latter hns risen to nearly three times its 
ordinary rate. There has Im'oii no elm nge in other stih-divisions of the distriet 
since lust r<'p<»rt. Fever prevails in purls of the south sulmrhnn low’ii, Ruseerhat, 
Diamond lliirliour, and Darraekpore. It is reported to be abating in 8iit.khirn, 
]lara.set, mid Ihirriepoi'c. 

[Fine woailier 'tbrongliont the week. The reporta of the late rice erop from 
Meberpore nnd Raiiiigliai siib-di visions arc soinewbat more favoriiblo than before, 
otherwise prospects arc iinnllered. Arliiir (pulse) and teel (oil-seed) appear to 
have everywhen* given a fair outturn. Friees show a tendency to decline except 
in the siidder sub-division. Ihihlic health good. 

Weatihor cold nnd clenr, no rain has fallen. The Chotan paddy is nearly harvested 
nnd t lio Jioran padtly is coming on well. Tlierc is no cliange in ihe jirospects 
the winter crops. IVici's of riee remain low. It would appear that there will 
be at least nn eight.-iinnu crop of riee if not more. 

ItIic elondy wnilber continues, but the clouds disperse without rain. The late riee is 
nearly nil cut. The cnitiiig of niitshkniai (]uilMe) unil teel (oil-seed) bus ulsoln'gou 
willi prospects of good iTops ; Hie former may yield fourteen miiias in some parts. 
Dfiro paddy seedlings are rcody, nnd the ground bus also been prepared for trans- 
plantation, but except on the borders of “heels,” cultivators are waiting for 
rain before transplanting. Mugarcano is in fair condition, but the drought has 
wenkemd its juice. It may still yield an averngo crop. Indigo looks well. For 
the other <iold weal her crops rain is much wanted. 8msill-pox conlitineH iu places 
mentioned in last report, and has also broken out iu Nujagungo aud linrwa.

Mornings occAKionally foggy, days nanny, and nir;lita cold. ClniidH still collect at 
times. No ehaiigo in I he weather. Tho winter rice crop, which is being 
hnrvtwlcd, will not be more tlinn a foiir-iinnu crop. The /lafui crop now ripening 
wdll he nil iivernge one, and the cold weather cropH, wheat, pons. Ac , still pro- 
miHo u fair iivernge yield: rain would do these inueh good. Prieos atiitinnary 
iitidsnpprieMfiiloealmHrlcelrtmorepleiilirul; work giuiig on on the ordinary dintrict 
rttads and on those m*wly projected us relief works. Places for storing grain 
for relief works selceted, and orrangcinf'iits for store gohilis progressing. Rica 
arriving from Gcdagtiri for relief works in Dinageporo. 

No change in the weather. There, having lieen no eliaiigc in the weather, theiw 
is very little to he said in addition to lust week’s I'cport. Lfrhiir and knlai (pulses) 
mid niiilberry arc still doing well, and there is a promise of n fuir erop of indigo. 
In some lairts of Nut tore the miistard crops are very good. The other cold 
weiithiT crops require rain very inueh. Tii some jiiirts of Siiigrnli there is already 
n sen reity of water, and it is feared that Ini ei* tliis will nggnivate in no small 
degree the sufleriiigs of Lho poorer class of inhahiMiiiis in that trnet of country. 
Kvery effort is being made to iiulnee tlic'^e people to sink wells mid to tinprove 
their tanks. Prices remain steaily. A few' easea of cholera have orenrred in 
several ]airtH of the districts, chiefly in Nuttore. 

Days becoming colder with fogs occasionally, rutting of rice einps still pro- 
grossing; new rice is coming into the market mid prices are easier, from Ra. 2*8 
lo 4 n niaund. Sugnrcnin* favoruhle, imistanl generally good ; other winter crops 
are being sown and ploughing going on everywhere. 

No signs of rain. As might hoexpeded no iniprovcTneiil is reported with respect 
to the late rice crop. Sugiireiino in eertain parts is doing fairly. Maskalai 
(pulse) is being gatlmred in parts. Yudd of sesaiimm (oil -seed) in l)hnriat out- 
post is four annas only. 

[•Sky clear, weather cold, no min at all ; heavy fogs in the mornings. The ryots 
lire now reaping flic Joro owi/w dh.iii — late paddy Of tho winter crops, mong 
(pulse) hits nearly been collected from the Helds. Mitsknlai (pulse) nml icel (oil- 
seed) have been commenced to bo cut. Frospeets of sngurnim* and inrtnarie 
good. flea\'y min is required for the growl li of the other winter crops, vif. 
wheat, barley, gram, and inottor and kbesari (pulses) and mustard, which aro daily 
hec-oming worse for the drought. Fovei very prevalent. Many deaths rejmrtad 
from the sub-division, and a very largo proportion of the population invalided. 

Misty and chilly wantlicr, Httlo siinshinr, very eoid. The liyniunty or late rice 
crop is being reaped and still gives the prospect of a ton -anna outturn ; ooraoion 
rice mainfaitiR the same ))riee us during previous week, viz. Ks. 4pcrmnnnd. 
Illiooia (Indian -corn) has fallen still lower thuii last week, being now Rs- 2 per 
muuud. 

riear and fine weather, hnt deeidedly hotter than is usual at this time of the year. 
The hyinunty or late rice crop is rapidly being reaped, three fourths of it being 
already eut* Cold wcutlier crops promihing we.H. Then* is no changoofanj 
importance to note, the crop being eut coiries up to the estimato previously made. 
Exportation goes on largely, nml the people generally are now cniisuniirig now 
ricu. Manufactured jute is selling ut twice the price it did this time last year. 

No signs of rain. The mornings are not so fogsjy as in other years. There is no 
improvement in the prospects of tlie crops since In.st report. Tlic tobacco and 
the mustard crops have already suffered from W'lint of ruin. Large quantities of 
rice ore still being ex]}ortcd to Uungporc and \||,ber districts. 


Weather still warm for tho season. Heavy dew... prospects of crops fair, rice nearly 
nil cut. 

ItIiotc has been no rain up to date, but some clouds about. Tho weather is cool and 
looks to ho settled fair. The reports from every side on the cold weiithor crops 
are had, and the condition of the district is not altered cxi-iqit for- the worse by 
unotber week without, rain. Early rice is being sown ou the Ciichi Chur, or recently 
formed chur lands. Dorv paddy is being sown in the beuls in the south of the 
district. 

Weather clear and cold. State and prospects of the crops aro g.'iod. Tho harvest 
is turning out better than wa.s expccti'd, and the high prlci'S aro doing good to the 
ryots, i. e., to tbrcc-fuurths of the population. 

Fine calm weather and considerably colder than last week. Heavy dew at night. 
Teel (oil-seed) and pulses will be a gtiod average cmp. The rice crop is Htill being 
liarvestcil, and the accounts from most parts of the district ara tolerably favorable. 
1*ricc of (V)Otl bus fallen somewhat this week. Fever is still reported prevalent in 
the Attea sub-divisioii.

Insects nre dis.ip|xMiriiig. and tiie diiniage done nppiMira to he Nlighi. Cold weather 
(Tops generally doing wall. Cholera reporteil from Meerkaseriii, Fotea, Raogouia, 
and fever stiitiunury. 

Nil Weather fair, still hot during the day. The fair sunny weather is ennsing the 
“ seni** inw^etH to disappear. The reiiping of the late riee is still going on. 
The prospects of the standing crojo* are fiivorahle. The cold weather crops, — 
khestiry (pulse) uiid ehilliea arc doing well. Price of riee has fiiUeii slightly. 
This is partly due to the iii-cMnning of tiio new rice. Sporadic, eases of cholera are 
met with ill the town and suburbs. 

Nil Weather fine and cord. Ko change in the state of the crops to reprirt since last week. 

Exportations continue very busy without forcing prices Sinull winter crops are 
tiiriving fairly. (Miolern has appeared in many piaces in the district and more 
specially in Coiuillali. wiicre cusca Imve hecMi rather frequent for the lust few days. 

Nil (rool thmughont the whole week, foggy in the niorniiig. The cotton is being 
galliercd. Mustard in in dower, prospects of wbieb are good. The outturn of 
the cottxni will not he equal to that of an averagt* year, owing to the tarly 
echHiition of ruin. There is no fear up to date of si^areity. 'J'he rain of last 
week has given an impetus to the mustard aud other cold weather crops and 
has not damaged the Hiandiug rice crop. 

ifil Weather bright and cold. Reaping of the paddy crops continues; the danger 
apprehended from insects has piiHscd. Mustard aud chillie crops fair. 

‘05 A very light rain fell on the night of tlie 21 st December. It is expected to have 
been heavier to the Month. Tlic rice crop is still being cut in Belmr, and the 
rcjiorts of tlic cold weather cro]m are even more favorable than last week. The 
inseets which were dcHtroying them having in a great measure disappeared.

I in the state of the crops since lust week, evtrytbing depends upon the next we^.
